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M.-.  W.-.  Charles  W.  Mead,  Grand  Master,  delivered  the 
following  address : 

Brethren  of  ths  Grand  Lodge: 

The  God-given  ties  of  home  and  of  kindred,  those  invisible 
cords  of  love  and  affection  that  bind  in  such  close  and  abiding 
union  the  family  circle,  and,  stretching  out  from  the  hearth- 
stoncj,  follow  with  the  tenderest  solicitude  every  object  of  their 
imceasing  and  unwearying  care  and  concern,  are  the  strongest 
and  most  enduring  ties  in  our  nature.  They  multiply  and  en- 
hance our  joys;  they  divide  and  mitigate  pur  sorrows.  No  vicis- 
situde of  life  can  weaken  their  hold  or  dissolve  their  clasp. 
Along  their  unseen  and  mysterious  reaches  are  borne  the  mes- 
sages of  sympathy  and  consolation  for  a  loved  one  when  afflic- 
tion and  bereavement,  like  the  night  of  despair,  fall  upon  his 
spirit;  of  hope  and  courage  and  aid  and  cheer  in  the  hour  when 
stern-visaged  adversity  appalls,  and  of  joy  and  gladness  and 
heartiest  gratulation  when  the  day  of  prosperity  is  at  its  noon- 
tide. 

These  ties  are  begotten  in  our  birth.  They  strengthen  with 
our  years;  they  are  not  bounded  by  the  confines  of  life,  but  they 
follow  the  objects  of  their  devotion  into  the  life  that  lies  beyond 
and  upon  the  altars  of  an  undying  affection  they  offer  up  sacri- 
fices to  the  memory  of  the  lost,  but  unf orgotten. 

Next  to  these  ties,  I  doubt  if  there  be  anything  in  life  more 
acceptable  and  more  grateful  to  our  nature  than  the  ties  of  fel- 
lowship—those begotten  and  nurtured  in  that  close  and  intimate 
relation  that  finds  its  best  and  truest  manifestation  and  develop- 
ment in  the  scenes,  the  teachings,  the  influences,  and  the  associa- 
tions of  the  checkered  floor. 

From  the  755  Masonic  firesides  in  city  and  village  and  hamlet 
in  our  State  have  we  hither  come,  acknowledging  "  the  tie  that 
binds,*'  to  give  to  each  other  fraternal  greeting,  to  rejoice  with 
one  another  that  since  last  we  met  the  Craft  has  journeyed  in 
*'  ways  of  pleasantness  *'  and  "  in  paths  of  peace  '*;  to  confirm  and 
strengthen  old  friendships,  establish  new  ones,  and  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  year,  and  profiting  by  our  experience,  to  confer  with 
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one  another  and  plan  what  shall  be  done  that  shall  most  promote 
the  glory  and  welfare  of  onr  beloved  institution.  But  before 
entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  practical  affairs  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  let  us  pause  for  a  few  moments  and  offer  the 
tributes  of  affectionate  remembrance  of  those  brethren  who,  since 
last  we  met,  have  dimitted  to  the  further  shore,  the  quality  of 
whose  fellowship  in  life  so  blessed  us,  that  the  recollection 
thereof  will  ever  keep  their  memory  green. 


THE  FRATERNAL  DEAD. 

'*  Thus  ends  the  scene.     Earth^s  fitful  strife  is  o^er, 
For  to  its  waiting  shore 

One  fateful  day, 
The  boatman  came,  and  with  his  dipping  oar 

Bore  him  away. 
Peace,  brother,  peace.     But  O,  thou  boatman  pale, 
If  thou  can'st  e^er  reveal 

Thy  journey's  end  ; 
Tell  us  thy  secret ;  whither  didst  thou  sail 

With  him,  our  friend  ? 

For  if  he  lives,  and  something  says  *tis  true, 
Somewhere  beyond  the  blue. 

Or  far  or  near, 
He  hath  not  quite  forgotten,  this  I  know, 

His  brothers  here  ; 
And  he  would  send  us  greeting,  it  may  be,

Love's  sacred  key  to  holy  Brotherhood." 

R.  •.  W.  •.  Sydney  F.  Walker,  Past  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  the  Third  Masonic  District,  died  at  Brooklyn,  June  14, 
1901.  Bro.  Walker  was  initiated  February  7th,  passed  Feb- 
ruary 21st,  and  raised  March  7,  1878,  in  Anglo-Saxon  Lodge, 
No.  137,  of  which  he  subsequently  became  the  Master,  filling 
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that  station  with  great  credit  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  its 
brethren.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  personal  presence^  genial  and 
happy  in  disposition,  and,  until  failing  health  prevented,  a  regu- 
lar attendant  upon  the  communications  of  his  Lodge.  Stricken 
in  the  very  strength  of  his  manhood,  he  is  mourned  by  a  large 
circle  of  friends. 

E.  •.  W.  •.  Albert  Janicke,  Past  Master  of  German  Pilgrim 
Lodge,  No.  179,  and  the  Eepresentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Three  Globes,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  died  at 
New  York,  July  15,  1901.  Bro.  Janicke  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  German  Masonic  Temple  Association,  and  was 
prominently  associated  with  its  work  up  to  the  day  of  his  death. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  committee  which  selected  the  site  of 
the  German  Home  at  Tappan,  and  was  active  in  its  establish- 
ment. For  a  number  of  years  he  had  charge  of  the  library  of 
German  Pilgrim  Lodge.  He  was  a  man  of  scholarly  attain- 
ments. His  public  addresses,  eloquent  and  instructive,  were  full 
of  the  spirit  of  our  Common  Brotherhood,  and  were  always 
listened  to  with  pleasure  and  profit.  Possessing  a  kindly,  sym- 
pathetic nature,  upright  and  true  in  his  actions,  he  found  a 
warm  place  in  the  aflFection  of  the  brethren  of  the  German  Ma- 
sonic District,  who  will  long  keep  his  memory  green. 

R.'.W.-.  Marvin  D.Wheeler,  Past  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  the  Eleventh  Masonic  District,  died  at  Hancock,  New 
York,  August  23,  1901.  Bro.  Wheeler  was  born  in  Hancock, 
January  25,  1843,  and  retained  his  residence  at  that  place  until 
the  time  of  his  death.  In  1889  he  was  appointed  an  Inspector 
in  charge  of  the  New  York  division  by  the  postal  authorities, 
being  subsequently  promoted  to  the  position  of  Chief  Post-office 
Inspector  by  President  Harrison,  which  important  office  he  con- 
tinued to  hold  until  1897,  at  which  time  he  was  transferred  to 
the  Philadelphia  division,  and  thereafter  again  transferred  to 
his  former  position,  as  Inspector  of  the  New  York  division, 
where  he  remained  a  year,  and  was  then  transferred  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Inspector  in  the  Field,  which  office  he  held  at  the  time 
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of  his  death.  Bro.  Wheeler  was  a  charter  member  and  the 
first  Master  of  Hancock  Lodge^  No.  552.  He  was  an  accom- 
plished ritualist^  a  zealous^  enthusiastic  craftsman^  warm-hearted^ 
modesty  nnassnming^  with  none  but  the  kindest  words  for  all 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  The  brethren  who  knew  him 
best  testify  unstintedly  to  his  excellent  qualities  of  heart  and 
hand  as  a  man  and  Mason. 

Bro.  William  McKinlet,  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  member  of  Eagle  Lodge^  No.  431^  of  Canton^  Ohio^  died 
at  Buffalo,  New  York,  from  wounds  inflicted  by  an  assassin, 
September  14, 1901.  "  Oh,  the  pity  of  it! "  At  a  time  of  great 
tranquillity  and  rejoicing,  the  husbandman  giving  thanks  for  an 
immeasurable  harvest,  the  merchant  for  the  new  fields  of  com- 
merce opened  up  to  the  industries  of  the  world,  the  artisan  that 
his  labor  is  fully  rewarded,  bringing  comfort  and  happiness  as 
the  result  of  honest  toil,  the  fiendish  blow  fell.  "  May  my  right 
hand  forget  her  cunning  and  my  tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of 
my  mouth,'*  if  my  lips  are  ever  polluted  by  speaking  the  name 
of  the  infamous  wretch  whose  crime  against  mankind  in  the 
ages  past  has  never  been  equalled,  and  whose  name  will  be  ac- 
cursed in  all  generations. 

The  regrets  caused  by  the  death  of  President  William 
McKiNLBY,  the  memories  aroused  by  these  regrets,  and  a  proper 
veneration  for  all  that  is  held  dear  and  sacred  by  mankind, 
incite  us  to  give  expression  to  our  sentiments  in  an  event  which 
deprives  the  world  of  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments,  and  re- 
moves to  the  realm  of  history  one  of  the  noblest  lives  that  ever 
honored  the  human  race.  The  name  of  McKikley  is  insepar- 
ably linked  with  a  memorable  epoch.  He  adorned  this  epoch 
by  his  talents  and  the  nobility  of  his  character,  and  with  virtues 
that  even  envy  dared  not  assail.  History  offers  few  examples 
of  such  renown.  Great  from  the  outset  of  his  career,  patriotic 
before  he  reached  man^s  estate,  brilliant  and  imiversal  despite 
the  passions  and  political  resentments  that  would  gladly  have 
checked  his  career,  his  fame  is  to-day  imperishable.  His  public 
actions  and  his  grandeur  in  private  life  are  a  living  example 
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of  courage^  wisdom^  and  unselfishness.  He  has  risen  so  high 
in  the  estimation  of  man  that  the  critic  cannot  assail  his  great- 
ness nor  the  historian  belittle  his  matchless  fame.  He  standi 
peerless  among  the  races  of  men. 

At  the  age  of  eighteen,  in  the  month  of  June,  1861,  he  en- 
listed in  the  Twenly-third  Regiment  of  Ohio  Volunteers.  This 
regiment  was  commanded  by  Col.  William  S.  Eosecrans,  its 
lieutenant-colonel  being  Stanley  Matthews,  and  its  major, 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  After  two  years  of  service  in  the  ranks, 
McEiNLET  won  the  shoulder  straps  of  an  officer,  and  at  the 
termination  of  the  war  he  was  brevetted  a  major  for  gallant  and 
meritorious  services.  His  superior  officers  testify  to  his  gal- 
lantry and  fidelity  as  a  soldier.  In  winter's  cold  and  summer's 
heat  he  was  front  among  the  foremost  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duty.  With  him  the  place  of  duty  was  the  place  of  honor. 
Brave  and  courageous,  self-reliant,  yet  splendidly  reckless  in 
battle,  he  was  the  ideal  soldier,  the  true  type  of  an  American 
patriot.  He  possessed  an  affability  that  drew  all  men  to  him. 
His  personal  life  was  upright,  pure,  and  just,  and  an  inspiration 
to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  was  so  gentle  in  dis- 
position, so  sweet  in  his  nature,  that  his  heart  was  moved  by 
every  passing  sorrow.  He  lived  as  he  died,  the  intrepid  soldier 
and  the  Christian  gentleman. 

^*  On  fame^s  eternal  camping  ground, 
His  silent  tent  is  spread, 
And  Glory  guards  with  solemn  round, 
The  bivouac  of  the  dead." 

R.  •.  W.  •.  John  G.  Barkeb,  Past  Master  of  Silentia  Lodge, 
No.  198,  and  Past  Grand  Librarian,  died  in  Brooklyn,  November 
13,  1901.  Bro.  Barker  for  many  years  was  in  the  Masonic 
publishing  and  supply  business.  His  semi-annual  sale  of  Ma- 
sonic works,  which  he  carried  on  for  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
brought  him  prominently  before  the  Craft  in  America.  During 
his  term  as  Grand  Librarian  he  performed  a  vast  amount  of 
labor  in  classifying  and  arranging  books,  and  securing  missing 
links  in  Grand  Lodge  proceedings.     Indeed,  it  is  not  too  much 
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to  say  that  he  was  the  founder  of  our  library.  The  Barker  Be- 
prints  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  are 
recognized  as  authority  throughout  the  Masonic  world.  His 
knowledge  of  Masonic  publications  and  their  value  was  unex- 
celled. 

He  was  a  man  of  strong  likes  and  dislikes^  firm  and  lasting 
in  his  friendships,  generous  and  forgiving  to  those  yho  opposed 
him  if  he  found  in  them  a  corresponding  disposition.  His  home 
life,  where  he  was  best  understood,  was  ideal  and  complete. 

Bbo.  Akthur  W.  Soper,  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  died  at  New  York,  December  1, 
1901.  Bro.  Soper  joined  Eoman  Lodge,  No.  223,  on  the 
7th  day  of  December,  1870,  and  was  a  member  of  that  body 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  bom  at  Home,  July  16, 
1838,  and  received  his  education  in  the  schools  of  that  city. 
At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  entered  the  employ  of  his  father,  a 
lumber  merchant,  but  soon  thereafter  became  a  clerk  in  the 
office  of  the  Rome,  Watertown,  and  Ogdensburg  Bailroad,  being 
promoted  step  by  step  until  he  reached  the  position  of  assistant 
superintendent  of  the  road.  Subsequently  he  held  various  posi- 
tions in  various  railroads,  his  ability  as  an  overseer  of  railroad 
affairs  bringing  him  to  the  front  in  the  West,  where  he  served 
the  Iron  Mountain  road  for  ten  years.  He  subsequently  became 
president  of  the  Safety  Car  Heating  and  Lighting  Company, 
and  later  president  of  the  Pintsch  Compressing  Co.  He  was  a 
man  of  great  force  of  character,  possessing  abilities  of  a  high 
order  and  a  sterling  manhood  which  endeared  him  to  a  large 
circle  of  friends. 

R.  •.  W.  •.  George  W.  Anderson,  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Texas,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  died  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  December  13,  1901.  Bro.  Anderson 
was  initiated  in  New  York  Lodge,  No.  330,  May  15,  186^3.  He 
was  Master  of  that  Lodge  in  1888  and  1889,  and  for  a  number 
of  years  thereafter,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  he  served  as  its 
secretary.  He  was  a  faithful,  conscientious  man  in  the  dis- 
charge of  every  duty,  willing  and  ready  at  all  times  to  help  the 
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unf ortimate^  and  to  contribute  to  the  entertainment  and  happi- 
ness of  his  associates.    Until  the  very  close  of  his  life  he  was 
*  active  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.    Indeed,  it  may  be  said 
that  he  died  in  harness. 

R.  •.  W. '.  John  D.  Williams,  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
died  at  Elmira,  New  York,  December  ^1,  1901. 

The  rising  generation  knows  little  perhaps  of  E,  •.  W.  •.  John 
D.  Williams,  but  in  his  day  he  was  personally  so  strong  and 
decided  that  he  is  very  much  a  portion  of  the  history  of  the 
Chemung  Valley.  He  was,  in  fact,  a  part  of  the  Valley,  for  he 
was  bom  in  the  city  of  Elmira,  October  6,  1820,  and  nearly  all 
of  his  eighty-one  years  were  passed  in  that  city.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  the  common  schools,  and  learned  the  trade  of  his  father, 
that  of  a  tanner;  but,  owing  to  an  exposure  to  water  which  pro- 
duced lameness,  he  was  obliged  to  give  up  that  business,  subse- 
quently filling  many  ofl&ces  of  responsibility  and  trust.  For 
twenty-five  years  he  was  paymaster  of  the  Elmira  Iron  and  Steel 
Boiling  Mill  Company,  from  which  business  he  retired  in  conse- 
quence of  the  infirmities  of  age.  Bbo.  Williams  was  a  member 
of  Union  Lodge,  No.  95,  of  which  body  he  served  as  Master,  and 
was  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  this  Grand  Body  in  1876.

Think  of  him  still  as  the  same,  I  say, 
He  is  not  dead — he  is  just  away." 

R.  •.  W.  •.  Daniel  Sickles,  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden,  died 
in  Brooklyn  January  18,  1902,  'in  the  87th  year  of  his  age. 

Bro.  Sickles  was  bom  in  the  city  of  New  York,  March  25. 
1816.  He  was  initiated  in  Lebanon  Lodge,  No.  191,  May  4, 
1848,  and  subsequently  became  a  charter  member  of  Excelsior 
Lodge,  No.  195,  in  which  he  was  elected  Master  in  1849,  serv- 
ing three  terms,  and  was  also  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  First  Masonic  District.    He  was  prominent  in  bringing 
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about  the  union  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  and 
the  schismatic  St  John's  Grand  Lodge,  December  27,  1850, 
and  was  received  into  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  that  year 
and  given  the  rank  of  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden,  the  position 
he  held  in  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  Sickles  was  a  man  of  unquestioned  literary  ability, 
and  has  left  an  enduring  monument  in  his  Ahiman  Rezon,  be- 
yond dispute  the  best  Masonic  monitor  extant.  Gentle  by 
nature,  courteous  and  kindly  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  con- 
tact, he  made  and  retained  a  host  of  friends,  who  sincerely 
mourn  his  loss  and  cherish  his  memory. 

R.-.  W.'.  Andrew  Patterson,  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and 
Past  Master  of  Republic  Lodge,  No.  690,  departed  this  life  at 
Thomasville,  Ga.,  on  the  11th  day  of  March,  1902,  in  the  59th 
year  of  his  age. 

Bro.  Patterson  was  well  and  favorably  known  to  the  busi- 
ness commimity  of  this  city,  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  the 
brethren  of  New  York,  with  whom  he  was  many  years  connected 
in  fraternal  relation,  and  who  speak  of  him  as  a  man  and  brother 
worthy  of  all  honor  and  respect.  Long  years  afflicted  with  an 
incurable  disease,  he  walked  in  the  shadow  of  death,  and  yet 
always  bright  and  cheerful,  even  with  the  positive  knowledge 
before  him  that  at  any  moment  he  might  expect  the  summons 
to  come.  He  was  the  idol  of  a  devoted  family,  and  the  most 
beloved  member  in  Republic  Lodge.  The  world  has  known 
greater  men  than  Andrew  Patterson.  The  world  did  not  con- 
tain a  better  man  than  he.  He  was  laid  away  in  the  silence  of  the 
tomb  by  the  rites  of  our  Ancient  Craft,  whose  membership  he 
graced  and  whose  tenets  he  exemplified  through  all  the  years 
of  his  Masonic  life. 

R.  •.  W.  •.  Anthony  L.  Underhill,  Past  Master  of  Steubea 
Lodge,  No.  112,  and  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Eighteenth  Masonic  District,  died  at  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  March 
9,  1902,  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age. 

Bro.  Underbill  was  for  many  years  successfully  engaged  in 
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newspaper  work  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  In  1854  he 
published  at  Addison  a  paper  known  as  "The  Voice  of  the 
Nation/'  and  subsequently  the  "  Steuben  Farmers'  Advocate '' 
and  the  "  Ontario  Sepository  and  Messenger ''  at  Canandaigua. 
He  was  also  one  of  the  directors  of  the  "Wyoming  County 
Times/'  at  Warsaw,  and  one  of  the  publishers  of  the  "  Coming 
Daily  Democrat/'  at  Coming.  He  served  as  the  president  of 
the  village  of  Bath  during  the  year  1891-2.  In  every  relation 
of  life  he  proved  himself  in  the  highest  and  best  sense  a  man. 
His  pleasant  smile,  his  genial,  happy  manner,  his  kind  word, 
will  ever  remain  green  in  the  memory  of  all  who  knew  him. 
To  his  family  he  was  tender  and  loving;  to  his  friends,  loyal  and 
true.  The  world  is  better  and  purer  that  he  lived.  The  mem- 
ory of  his  virtues  will  serve  as  his  eulogy  more  eloquently  than 
any  word  of  tongue  or  pen. 

R.  •.  W.  •.  Edwin  Knowles,  Past  Master  of  Commonwealth 
Lodge,  No.  409,  and  Eepresentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Rhode  Island,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  died  at 
Brooklyn,  April  14,  1902.  Bro.  Knowles  was  bom  in  Hamlet, 
Rhode  Island,  in  1845.  In  1867  he  made  his  d6but  as  a  pro- 
fessional actor  on  the  stage  of  the  old  New  York  Theatre  in 
Broadway.  During  his  fifteen  years  as  an  actor  he  supported, 
among  others,  Lester  Wallack,  Lawrence  Barrett,  Charlotte 
Cushman,  Fannie  Davenport,  and  Clara  Morris.  He  made  his 
last  appearance  as  an  actor  in  the  Madison  Square  Theatre  in 
1882,  thereafter  becoming  the  manager  of  the  Grand  Opera 
House  in  Brooklyn,  then  manager  of  the  Amphion  Theatre  in 
Williamsburg,  and  then  of  the  Columbia  Theatre  in  Brooklyn. 
He  subsequently  had  the  management  of  the  Park  Theatre,  and 
relinquished  that  to  open  the  Montauk  Theatre.  His  last  work 
in  connection  with  the  management  of  theatres  was  that  of  the 
Fifth  Avenue  in  New  York. 

He  was  a  charming  companion,  courtly  and  graceful  in  his 
actions.  A  generous,  forgiving  friend,  whose  uppermost  pur- 
pose and  constant  efforts  were  the  happiness  of  others.  His 
genial  smile,  his  warm  fervent  grasp  will  lone:  be  remembered 
by  those  who  were  privileged  to  hold  membership  with  him  in 
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his  Lodge  and  by  the  many  friends  whose  respect  he  commanded 
and  whose  gratitude  he  deserved.

R  •.  W.  •.  JoHK  R.  Anderson,  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
died  at  LeRoy,  New  York,  April  19,  1902. 

Bro.  Anderson  was  initiated  in  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  No, 
39,  on  February  9,  1853.  He  served  the  Lodge  as  its  secretary 
in  1854  and  1855;  its  Master  in  1857,  1858,  1859,  1860,  1861, 
1862,  1863, 1864, 1865,  1866, 1867,  and  1868.  He  was  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Seventeenth  Masonic  District  in 
1862,  and  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  1865  and  1866. 

During  all  these  long  years  he  took  a  lively  interest  in  every- 
thing that  pertained  to  the  welfare  of  the  Craft.  He  was  a 
warm-hearted,  broad-minded,  companionable  man.  His  open  and 
genial  nature  made  him  many  friends  among  all  classes  of  his 
fellow-citizens.  His  sense  of  the  duties  of  a  citizen  was  ex- 
alted, and  always  placed  him  actively  on  the  side  of  that  which 
he  regarded  as  the  best  interest  of  society  and  the  education 
and  the  advancement  of  man.  He  was  a  man  of  scholarly  at- 
tainments, and  a  most  charming  and  graceful  writer.  Death 
found  him  ripe  in  years  and  full  of  honors. 

R.-.  W.-.  John  T.  Palmer,  Past  Master  of  Commonwealth 
Lodge,  No.  409,  and  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Brunswick,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  died  at  Brook- 
lyn, April  22, 1902. 

Bro.  Palmer  served  Commonwealth  Lodge  as  its  Senior 
Warden  in  1879  and  as  its  Master  in  1880  and  1881.  He  was 
actively  engaged  in  business  for  many  years,  and  was  especially 
noted  for  strict  integrity  and  honorable  dealing.  Sympathetic 
and  kindly  in  his  nature,  he  won  the  respect  and  regard  of  very 
many,  who  most  sincerely  mourn  his  death. 

R.'.  W.'.  Frederick  B.  Hbald,  Past  Master  of  Sylvan 
Lodge,  No.  41,  died  at  Moravia,  April  29,  1902. 
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Bro.  Heald  was  made  a  Mason  in  Sylvan  Lodge^  No.  41, 
and  served  as  its  Master  in  1874,  1875,  1879,  and  1880.  In 
1886  he  was  appointed  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Nineteenth  Masonic  District  and  held  that  position  two  terms, 
serving  with  efficiency,  which  won  him  high  favor  from  the  Fra- 
ternity throughout  the  district.  He  was  a  kindly,  lovable  man, 
of  sterling  character,  and  made  and  held  a  host  of  friends.

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Statistical  and  Financial. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  it  will  be  observed 
that  we  have  now  755  enrolled  Lodges,  having  an  aggregate 
membership,  December  31,  1901,  of  111,365;  a  net  gain  of  6,130 
members  during  the  year,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  has  re- 
ceived for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1901,  the  sum  of 
$86,937.65,  which  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
an  increase  over  the  receipts  of  last  year  of  $4,021.95. 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  it  appears  he  has  re- 
ceived for  the  year  ending  April  15,  1902,*  the  sum  of  $87,- 
515.98,  making,  with  the  balance  on  hand  reported  a  year  ago 
the  sum  of  $141,790.70,  and  has  disbursed  the  sum  of  $82,- 
138.28,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
$59,652.42. 

To  the  Permanent  Fund  there  has  been  added,  during  the 
year,  the  sum  of  $10,000,  and  $3,664.23  of  interest,  making  an 
increase  in  that  Fund  of  the  sum  of  $13,664.2i3,  which  Fund 
now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $117y355.13,  the  principal  part  of 
which  is  securely  invested  in  bonds  and  first  mortgages  on  real 
estate,  and  the  residue  is  deposited  in  Trust  Companies  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  yielding  a  revenue  of  interest. 

Home — Trustees— Supekintendent. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund 
will  recall  to  us  what,  I  fear,  we  sometimes  forget — the  magni- 
tude of  the  beneficent  work  carried  forward  in  our  Home  and 
the  weighty  and  responsible  duties  committed  to  our  Board  of 
Trustees  and  to  the  Superintendent. 

Following  the  customary  forms,  which  are  adhered  to  for 
convenience  of  comparison,  they  present  you  a  full  financial  and 
statistical  exhibit. 

The  addition  to  the  building  for  the  children  has  been  com- 
pleted and  is  being  occupied. 

The  belief  expressed  last  year  that  we  had  reached  the  maxi- 
mum of  demand  for  the  care  of  adults  proved  unfounded.  Their 
number  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by  thirty-five,  and 
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your  attention  is  called  to  the  prudent  and  thoughtful  recom- 
mendation of  the  Trustees,  looking  to  the  increase  of  accommo- 
dations for  adults,  at  the  estimated  cost  of  $7,000,  for  which 
we  have  abundant  means. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  part  of  the  report  of 
Superintendent  Anthony,  namely: 

We  wish  to  mention  the  generous  action  of  a  large  majority 
of  the  Lodges  having  inmates  in  the  Home  in  their  holiday  re- 
membrances. We  repeat  what  we  said  last  year,  that  "  if  our 
brethren  could  thoroughly  appreciate  the  happiness  conferred  by 
this  personal  act— irrespective  of  the  amount — there  would  be  no 
omissions/^  Those  who  have  contributed  in  the  past,  we  doubt 
not  will  continue  in  the  same  line;  and  to  those  who  have  not 
already  done  so,  we  would  suggest  trying  the  experiment.  It  will 
prove  a  good  investment. 

Will  you  not  bear  this  in  mind  and,  at  the  festal  days  next 
winter,  remember  generously. your  brethren  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  in  the  Home? 

The  history  of  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hall  and 
the  Home  and  its  management  is  a  record  not  only  of  faithful 
and  conscientious  service  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Superin- 
tendent, but  to  one  having  full  knowledge  of  the  thoroughly 
business  manner  in  which  all  their  affairs  are  conducted,  the 
time  necessary  to  be  devoted  by  these  active  men  of  the  business 
world,  it  becomes  a  record  of  disinterested  and  self-sacrificing 
labor,  the  only  reward  for  which  is  found  in  the  approval  and 
gratitude  of  the  brethren  and  the  consciousness  of  the  good 
each  in  his  sphere  is  doing. 

New  Lodges. 

Several  petitions  from  brethren  in  different  localities  in  the 
State  have  been  presented  to  me,  praying  dispensations  to  form 
new  Lodges. 

Some  of  these  petitions,  although  in  all  respects  complying 
with  the  constitutional  requirements,  I  have  felt  constrained  to 
deny,  as  it  did  not  fully  appear  to  me  that  the  interests  of  the 
Craft  as  a  whole  would  be  served  by  granting  them  under  the 
rule  which  I  enunciated  last  year. 
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Some  petitions  were  received  too  late  for  official  action  under 
the  constitutional  limitation. 

The  prayers  of  two  petitions,  however,  have  been  granted, 
and  dispensations  have  been  issned  to  form  Sandalphon  Lodge, 
at  Brooklyn,  and  Bergen  Lodge,  at  Bergen. 

These  dispensations  have  been  returned,  the  constitutional 
requirements  have. been  complied  with,  the  Grand  Lecturer  has 
certified  to  me  that  he  has  visited  each  Lodge,  and  each  of  them 
has  given  to  him  proof  of  their  skill  and  ability  to  do  regular 
Masonic  work,  and  I  therefore  cordially  recommend  that  a  char- 
ter issue  accordingly. 

Work  and  Lectures. 

Under  the  authority  given  me  by  the  last  Grand  Lodge  to 
appoint  a  special  Committee  on  Work  and  Lectures,  whose  duty 
it  should  be  to  carefully  consider  the  work  with  the  Grand 
Lecturer,  I  appointed  as  such  committee  R.  •.  W.  •.  William  L. 
Swan,  R.  •.  W.  •.  James  A.  Beckett,  R.  •.  W.  •.  August  Eickel- 
BEBG,  R.".  W.  •.  Henry  L.  Fowler,  and  W.-.  J.  William 
Pro  USE. 

The  committee  was  indefatigable  in  their  work,  painstaking, 
careful,  and  exhaustive.  The  result  of  their  labors  has  been 
the  work  which  has  been  given  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  during 
the  past  year  in  the  conventions  which  he  has  held  in  the  various 
districts  of  the  State. 

From  the  first  convention  held  until  the  close  of  the  last  one, 
I  received  expression  of  most  unreserved  approbation  of  the 
work,  both  in  the  form  of  letters  from  very  many  brethren  and 
resolutions  adopted  at  most  of  the  conventions  held.  It  will 
appear  also,  from  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies,  that  the 
work  thus  presented  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  has  been  received 
with  marked  approbation  by  the  Masters  of  the  Lodges  through- 
out the  State.  It  may,  therefore,  be  said  that  these  skilled 
Craftsmen,  composing  this  committee,  have  faithfully  performed 
their  duty,  and  merit  the  most  cordial  thanks  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  committee  will  present  to  you  their  report,  wherein  they 
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will  suggest  a  very  few  changes  in  the  work  which  has  been 
given  during  the  year,  and  will  recommend  to  you  that  the  work 
as  given  during  the  year,  with  such  changes  as  this  Grand  Lodge 
may  make  therein,  be  adopted  as  the  standard  work  of  the  Qrand 
Lodge. 

The  esoteric  work  in  our  Lodges  should  not  be  subject  to 
change  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  or  by  any  one  else  without  the 
authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Committee  on  Work  and  Lectures  last  year  reported 
that  "changes'^  had  crept  into  the  standard  work.  To  guard 
against  all  such  undesirable  conditions  and  to  assure  the  stability 
and  permanence  of  the  work,  I  recommend  that  a  standing  com- 
mittee of  not  more  than  five  nor  less  than  three  be  appointed 
by  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  to  be  known  as  Custodians  of 
the  Work,  to  serve  one,  two,  and  three  years,  as  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter may  determine  in  his  appointment,  and  thereafter  the  ap- 
pointment to  be  for  three  years,  vacancies  other  than  by  ex- 
piration of  term  to  be  filled  for  balance  of  term;  that  the 
Grand  Lecturer  shall  annually  exemplify  the  work  and  lectures 
before  this  committee  before  entering  upon  the  holding  of  his 
conventions,  and  that  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the  work  as 
established  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  except  upon  the  report  of  such 
committee  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereon,  and  that 
a  rule  of  order  accordingly  be  prepared  to  take  the  place  of 
those  provisions  relating  to  this  subject,  contained  in  our  12th 
Eule  of  Order. 

From  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies,  and  from  the  re- 
port of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  it  clearly  appears  that  our  conven- 
tions are  being  more  largely  attended;  that  renewed  interest  is 
being  awakened  in  the  work,  and  a  sincere  desire  evinced  on 
the  part  of  the  Masters  of  Lodges  to  thoroughly  familiarize 
themselves  with  and  possess  the  authorized  work.  These  reports 
of  the  District  Deputies,  as  well  as  the  resolutions  and  letters 
to  which  I  have  referred,  bear  the  highest  tribute  of  praise  and 
commendation  for  the  methods  and  manner  of  the  Grand  Lec- 
turer in  imparting  the  work,  for  his  zeal,  his  unvarying  kindness, 
his  unfailing  courtesy,  and  his  thorough  mastery  of  the  subject. 
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Should  a  committee,  to  be  known  as  Custodians  of  the  Work,  be 
authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  subject  matter  of  a  revision 
of  the  present  Standard  Monitor,  making  the  same  entirely  in 
harmony  with  the  work  and  lectures  established  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  could  be  referred  to  that  committee,  to  report  at  the 
next  Annual  Communication. 

Standing  Committee  on  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund. 

This  committee,  obedient  to  the  requirements  of  the  rule 
of  order  under  which  it  was. appointed,  has  held  its  meetings 
quarterly  during  the  year,  for  the  purpose  of  auditing  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund;  has  made 
its  reports  quarterly  to  me  in  respect  to  such  audit  and  the 
general  affairs  of  the  Home,  with  such  recommendations  as  it 
felt  constrained  to  make. 

The  usefulness  of  this  very  important  committee  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  may,  in  my  opinion,  be  greatly  increased  by  their 
assisting  the  Trustees  in  the  personal  investigation  of  such  appli- 
cations for  admission  to  the  Home  as  come  from  the  locality  in 
which  the  respective  members  of  the  committee  reside. 

Gebman  Masonic  Temple  Association. 

The  report  of  the  German  Masonic  Temple  Association  will 
be  of  interest  to  you. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  these  devoted  brethren  are 
contributing  imder  the  Constitution  equally  with  you  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  Hpme  at  Utica,  but  superadded  to  this  is 
their  maintenance  of  the  German  Home  at  Tappan. 

Each  year's  report  evidences  their  generous  donations  in  its 
support,  and  their  devotion  to  and  self-sacrificing  labors  for  its 
welfare.  Its  usefulness,  like  that  of  the  Home  at  Utica,  is  in- 
creasing each  year. 

Foreign  Belations. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  no  incident  has  arisen 
during  the  year  to  disturb  the  very  cordial  and  harmonious  rela- 
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tions  which  exist  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  our  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

In  pursuance  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last 
Annual  Communication,  recognizing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Eica  as  an  independent  and  sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  recom- 
mending that  fraternal  relations  be  established  therewith,  repre- 
sentatives between  the  two  Grand  Lodges  have  been  duly  ap- 
pointed and  accredited. 

It  is  also  very  gratifying  to  report  that  at  the  last  Aninial 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  it  took  defi- 
nite action  in  asserting  its  recognition  of  the  principle  of  Ma- 
sonic law,  inherent  in  every  Grand  Lodge;  namely,  that  of 
"  supreme  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  within  the  territorial  limits  established  by  its 
lawful  authority.'*  It  will  be  observed  that  this  language  is  al- 
most identical  with  the  declaration  of  our  Grand  Lodge  as 
expressed  in  Section  2  of  our  Constitution.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington  also,  at  the  same  Communication,  adopted  a  reso- 
lution withdrawing  its  recognition  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 
ington was  followed  by  a  suggestion  of  a  renewal  of-  its  frater- 
nal relations  with  this  Grand  Lodge  through  the  interchange 
of  Grand  Representatives,  and  the  Grand  Master  nominated 
tomeR.-.  W.*.  Edwin  H.  Van  Patten  to  be  the  Represen- 
tative of  that  Grand  Lodge,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
whom  I  promptly  appointed,  and  the  M.\  W.  •.  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  appointed  upon  my  nominatioiu 
again  to  be  the  Representative  of  that  Grand  Lodge  near  ours, 
R.-.  W.-.  Arthur  E.  Sutherland.  This  cordially  terminates, 
I  hope,  for  all  time  the  temporary  severance  of  fraternal  rela- 
tions between  these  two  Grand  Lodges. 

The  Gran  Dieta  Symbolica  of  Mexico. 

I  was  advised  by  circular  letter,  under  date  of  May  18,  1901, 
by  R.\  W.".  F.  E.  Young,  our  representative  near  the  Gran 
Dieta  Symbolica  of  Mexico,  that  the  Grand  Lodges;  viz.,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Valle  de  Mexico,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Coahuila, 
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and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tamaulipas,  composing  the  confedera- 
tion known  as  the  Gran  Dieta,  did,  on  April  30,  1901,  dissolve 
said  confederation,  leaving  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  to  act 
independently  and  as  sovereign  Grand  Bodies  in  the  States  of 
the  Mexican  Eepublic  occupied  by  them.  , 

The  circular  letter  also  recommends  the  recognition  and 
exchange  of  representatives  with  the  Grand  Lodges  above-named 
for  the  following  reasons: 

First,  because  they  are  working  regularly  and  Masonically. 

Second  J  because  they  have  already  been  recognized  by  the 
recognition  of  the  GranDieta,  which  they  formed. 

Third,  because  they  have  led  the  struggles  for  reformation 
and  purification  and  have  been  successful  in  causing  the  adop- 
tion and  enforcement  of  the  recognized  laws  of  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry. 

Fourth,  because  they  stand  for  the  independence  of  Symbolic 
Masonry  as  against  its  domination  by  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Scottish  Kite,  their  members  sacrificing  the  highest  degrees 
of  the  latter  to  be  true  to  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

The  circular  letter,  together  with  all  the  correspondence  in 
the  matter,  has  been  referred  to  the  qhairman  of  our  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  with  the  request  that  said  com- 
mittee report  thereon  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Meanwhile,  the  accredit  of  the  representative  of  the  late  Gran 
Dieta  near  this  Grand  Lodge  has  been  cancelled  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  our  representative  recalled.  It  is  proper  for  me  to 
state  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  at  its  recent  Annual  Com- 
munication, after  giving  the  subject  due  consideration,  has 
extended  recognition  to  the  three  Grand  Lodges  formerly  com- 
posing the  Gran  Dieta. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Zur  Sonne  at  Bayreuth. 

Through  the  instrumentality  of  R.*.  W.-.  Emil  Frenkel, 
of  our  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  the  Grand  Lodge 
Zur  Sonne  has  signified  its  desire  to  interchange  representatives 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  The  Grand  Lodge  Zur 
Sonne  is  an  independent,  sovereign  Grand  Body  of  Craft  Ma- 
sonry in  Bavaria,  and  is  one  of  the  eight  Grand  Lodges  compos- 
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ing  the  Grand  Lodge  Union  of  Germany.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest 
as  well  as  one  of  the  most  dignified  Grand  Bodies  in  the  fraternal 
chain  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  has  exclusive  authority  over  Craft 
Masonry  in  the  territory  it  occupies.  I  heartily  recommend 
the  establishment  of  fraternal  relations  between  it  and  our 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  mutual  interchange  of  representatives. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  Switzerland. 

A  circular  letter  from  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  inviting  delegates  to  be  appointed  by  all 
Grand  Lodges  to  a  Universal  Congress  of  Freemasons  to  be 
held  during  the  first  part  of  the  month  of  September,  1902,  at 
Geneva,  has  been  received.  It  appears  that  it  is  the  purpose 
of  this  congress  to  study  the  possibilities  of  uniting  and  estab- 
lishing a  union  between  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  all 
countries  and  the  organization  of  an  Internal  Bureau  of  In- 
formation to  facilitate  the  interchange  of  reports.  The  circular 
has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for  such 
recommendation  in  the  matter  as  that  committee  may  be  pleased 
to  make  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

The  following  communications  have  been  received  from 
V. '.  W.  •.  Edward  Letchworth,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  England.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother : 

I  have  received  the  commands  of  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  ask  you  to  be  so  good  as 
to  convey  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  His  Royal 
Highness's  most  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  fraternal  senti- 
ments embodied  in  the  very  beautifully  executed  copy  of  the 
Report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed   to  prepare  and 
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report  an  expression  of  the  sentiments  of  that  Grand  Lod^e, 
upon  the  death  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  and  tne 
accession  to  the  throne  of  His  Majesty  King  Edward  the 
Seventh. 

His  Royal  Highness  has  read  with  interest  the  historical 
references  to  the  happy  relations  which  have  existed  between 
the  Orand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  is  toached  both  by  the  tribute  paid  to  the 
memory  of  Her  late  Majesty  the  Queen^  and  by  the  warm  and 
fraternal  sympathy  expressed  in  connection  with  Her  Majesty's 
death. 

I  am  further  commanded  to  convey  His  Royal  Highnesses 
thanks  for  the  kindly  reference  to  the  accession  to  the  throne  of 
His  Majesty  King  Edward  the  Seventh,  and  of  His  Royal 
Highness's  succession  to  the  Grand  Mastership  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.

As  the  United  Grand  Lodge  will  not  meet  before  December, 
the  Board  of  General  Purposes  has  directed  me  to  forward  to  you 
for  communication  to  your  Grand  Lodge  the  following  Resolu- 
tion, unanimously  adopted  at  the  meeting  held  on  the  15th  inst. : 

"  That  this  Board  of  General  Purposes  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  England  tenders,  through  the  several  Grand  Lodges 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  profound  sympathy  of 
English  Freemasons  with  their  American  Brethren  in  the  loss 
sustained  through  the  untimely  death  of  the  highlv-esteemed  and 
much  beloyed  President  of  the  United  States,  His  Excellency 
Brother  William  McKinley.  The  Board  further  desires  to  place 
on  record  the  horror  and  detestation  with  which  every  Free- 
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mason  regards  the  crime  of  the  assassin  and  the  teachings  which 
prompted  it.''

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  1896  the  Grand  Lodge  abandoned 
the  usage  of  perpetual  penal  jurisdiction  and  fixed  the  limit 
at  one  year.  In  applying  this  change  of  the  Constitution,  M.*. 
W.  •.  John  Stewart,  then  Grand  Master,  in  a  communication 
addressed  to  all  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction,  bearing  date 
October  IB,  1896,  expressed  a  view  that  it  was  "  only  fair,  and 
in  that  spirit  of  comity  which  should  exist  between  Grand 
Lodges,  to  respect  the  laws  of  each  other/'  and  ruled  that  in 
all  cases  of  applicants  for  initiation  in  the  Lodges  of  this  juris- 
diction who  had  been  rejected  in  other  jurisdictions  in  fraternal 
relations  with  us,  that  the  law  in  such  rejecting  jurisdiction 
should  be  complied  with  before  the  candidate  could  be  initiated 
in  any  of  our  Lodges.  Some  of  our  sister  jurisdictions  still 
adhere  to  the  rule  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected  mate- 
rial, and  the  assertion  of  that  rule  has  been  recently  brought 
to  my  attention.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  question  of 
the  interpretation  of  our  Constitution  in  respect  to  applicants 
to  our  Lodges  who  have  been  rejected  in  other  jurisdictions, 
holding  the  rule  of  perpetual  authority  over  rejected  material, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for  its  report 
and  action  at  this  Annual  Communication. 

I  deem  this  of  very  great  importance  to  the  incoming  Grand 
Master  as  affording  him  that  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive, 
the  determination  of  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  that  question  and 
the  attitude  which  he  should  take  respecting  the  assertion  to 
which  I  have  above  adverted. 
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CONSTITUTIOKAL  AMENDMENTS. 

The  amendments  of  the  Constitution  adopted  at  the  last 
annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  141  of  the  Constitution,  thereafter  sub- 
mitted to  the  Lodges  and  adopted  by  the  afi^mative  vote  of 
the  majority  thereof;  and  I  thereupon  promulgated  the  adop- 
tion of  the  same  by  edict  bearing  date  June  7,  1901,  a  copy  of 
which  is  hereto  appended. 

Clandestine  Masonby, 

During  the  month  of  November  my  attention  was  called  to 
certain  advertisements  appearing  in  the  columns  of  certain  of 
the  public  press,  oflEering  reduced  rates  for  persons  desiring 
to  become  Freemasons,  in  an  alleged  new  Lodge  then  forming 
in  the  city  of  New  York. 

So  many  times  was  this  brought  to  my  attention  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Craft  residing  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  it  com- 
ing to  my  knowledge  that  the  proper  safeguards  were  not  being 
exercised  in  the  admission  of  visitors  to  our  Lodges,  I  caused 
a  circular  letter  to  be  addressed  and  sent  to  each  of  the  Lodges 
in  the  State,  which  letter  is  hereto  annexed.  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  no  new  safeguards  were  suggested  to  prevent  the 
admission  to  our  Lodge  rooms  of  those  who  claim  to  have  been 
made  Masons  in  bodies  regarded  by  this  Grand  Lodge  as  spuri- 
ous and  irregular.  But  the  direction  was  that  the  usual  safe- 
guards should  be  rigidly  enforced  and  that  particular  care 
should  be  taken  to  ascertain  the  regularity  of  the  Lodge  from 
which  the  visitor  claimed  to  hail,  and  that  no  visitor  should  be 
admitted  except  upon  authoritative  avouchment  or  the  proof 
of  his  right  to  visit  by  rigid  examination. 

Careful  inquiry  disclosed  that  one  of  the  most  active  agents 
in  seeking  to  establish  this  spurious  and  irregular  Lodge  was 
a  member  of  one  of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction.  Charges 
were  preferred  against  him,  and  I  appointed  trial  commission- 
ers; trial  has  been  had,  the  offending  member  convicted,  and, 
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by  the  judgment  of  the  trial  commissioners,  expelled  from  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 

In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  cause  for  apprehension  that  this 
clandestine  Lodge  will  attain  any  proportions  or  will  have  a 
long  lease  of  life. 

Gkand  Librarian  and  Grand  Historian. 

The  reports  of  these  two  faithful  and  efficient  officers  merit 
your  careful  reading  and  attention.  Their  duties  are  so  closely 
allied  with  one  another  in  the  field  which  they  occupy  that  I 
group  them  together. 

E.  •.  W.  •.  Alexander  A.  Clark,  the  Grand  Librarian,  as 
his  report  shows,  has  been  most  diligent  in  adding  to  the  mate- 
rial value  and  usefulness  of  the  Library  by  his  labors  during 
the  past  year.  He  has  pruned  out  of  it  material  totally  un- 
worthy and  out  of  place  in  any  Masonic  library,  thereby  making 
room  for  that  which  one  would  naturally  expect  to  find,  and 
would  seek  in  a  library  such  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
New  York  should  possess.  His  has  been  a  labor  of  love,  and  he 
has  given  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  a  large  measure  of  his 
time  and  a  singleness  and  devotion  to  the  purposes  that  have 
gained  great  good  for  the  library.  You  will  observe  from  his 
report  that  the  number  of  those  who  avail  themselves  of  the 
information  there  to  be  found  is  largely  increasing  each  year. 

R  •.  W.  •.  Peter  Ross  is  a  diligent  and  indefatigable  student 
in  the  domain  of  history,  with  a  keen  and  just  discrimination 
of  what  should  be  selected  and  what  should  be  rejected  in  writ- 
ing history.  His  reward  for  his  service  in  the  field  which  he 
occupies  is  in  the  belief  that,  as  a  result  of  his  labors,  valuable 
history  of  the  Craft  in  this  State,  not  only  the  history  of  the 
past,  but  the  history  as  it  shall  be  written  year  after  year,  shall 
be  collated  and  preserved  in  our  library. 

These  two  brethren  have  labored  with  zeal,  fidelity,  and  effi- 
ciency, and  are  entitled  to  our  grateful  thanks. 

Acknowledgments. 
During  the  year  it  was  my  exceeding  pleasure  to  be  in  attend- 
ance at  the  annual  communication  of  two  of  our  neighboring 
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sister  Grand  Lodges — the  first  at  the  annual  commnnication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  in  June  last,  and  the  second  at 
the  annual  communication  of  New  Jersey  in  January  last. 

At  the  former  I  was  accompanied  by  R.\  W.*.  Charles 
Smith,  Grand  Marshal,  and  at  the  latter  by  M.*.  W.*.  Past 
Grand  Masters  William  Sherer  and  Johk  Stewart,  the  R.  •. 
W.  •.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  R.  •.  W.  •.  Grand  Treasurer,  the 
M.%  W.-.  Grand  Secretary,  and  a  large  number 'of  my  oflScial 
staff.     • 

My  grateful  acknowledgments  are  made  to  M.'.  W.  •.  Grand 
Master  W.  Scott  Nay  and  his  associates  of  Vermont,  and  to 
M.'.  W.\  Grand  Master  Joseph  E.  Moore  and  his  associates  of 
New  Jersey,  for  the  cordiality  of  their  welcome,  and  for  their 
very  generous  hospitality,  and  for  all  their  kindnesses  that  made 
my  yisits  of  delightful  association  and  recollection. 

My  grateful  acknowledgments  are  made  to  the  Aurora  Grata

[Edict.]  Albany,  N.  Y.,  June  7,  1901. 

To  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Brethren  of  every  Lodge  in  the 
State  of  New  York : 

Brethren  :  Whereas,  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Twentieth 
Annual  CommuDication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York,  held  on  the  seventh, 
eighth,  and  ninth  days  of  May,  a.d.  1901,  a.l.  5901,  certain 
amendments  were  proposed  to  Sections  5,  32,  and  107  of  tkt 
Book  of  Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (as  appears  at  pagi 
186,  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  1901),  and  were  respec 
tively  adopted  so  far  as  could  be  lawfully  done  at  one  Annual 
Communication,  and, 

Whereas,  The  said  several  amendments  have,  as  directed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  been  submitted  to  the  several  Lodges  within 
this  State,  and  each  has  been  adopted  by  the  affirmative  vote  of 
a  majority  of  said  Lodges,  as  duly  certified  to  me  by  their 
proper  officers  under  their  seals  respectively  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Charles  W.  Mead,  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  give  effect  to  the 
same  pursuant  to  authority  in  me  vested,  do  hereby  promulgate 
the  aforesaid  action,  and  declare  that  the  said  amendments  have 
in  all  respects  been  duly  adopted,  and  that  the  same  are  a  part 
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of  the  Book  of  Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  and  after 
the  date  of  this  Edict. 

By  virtue  of  the  said  amendments  to  the  Book  of  Constitu- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Article  I,  Section  5  ;  Article  IV, 
Section  32,  and  Article  XVII,  Section  107,  thereof  are,  from  the 
date  of  this  Edict,  respectively,  in  the  following  words,  that  is 

to  say  : 

Article  I. 

Section  5.  The  following  officers,  namely :  A  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  for  each  Masonic  District,  six  Grand 
Chaplains,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Standard  Bearer,  four  Grand 
Sword  Bearers,  six  Grand  Stewards,  six  Grand  Directors  of  Cere- 
monies, Senior  Grand  Deacon,  Junior  Grand  Deacon,  Grand 
Lecturer,  Grand  Librarian,  Grand  Historian,  Grand  Pursuivant, 
and  Grand  Tiler,  shall  be  appointed  by.the  Grand  Master  at  the 
annual  communication,  or  within  thirty  days  after  the  close 
thereof,  to  hold  office  during  his  pleasure,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed. 

Article  IV. 

Section  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Marshal, 
Grand  Standard  Bearer,  Grand  Sword  Bearers,  Grand  Stewards, 
Grand  Directors  of  Ceremonies,  Grand  Deacons,  Grand  Librarian, 
Grand  Historian,  Grand  Pursuivant,  and  Grand  Tiler  to  perform 
such  duties  as  pertain  to  their  offices. 

Article  XVII. 

Section  107.  The  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodge  over  candidates 
for  initiation  extends  over  all  persons  residing  nearer  to  it  by  an 
air  line  than  to  any  other  Lodge  within  this  prisdiction,  except 
that  if  there  be  more  than  one  Lodge  in  a  village  or  city,  those 
Lodges  shall  have  equal  jurisdiction,  except  that  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Lodges  of  the  present  city  of  Troy  shall  remain  as  it  was 
prior  to  the  annexation  of  the  village  of  Lansingburgh  to  the 
city  of  Troy,  January  1,  1901. 

It  is  my  order  that  this  Edict  be  read  in  every  Lodge  at  its 
next  stated  communication  and  spread  in  full  upon  the  minutes.

All  peoples,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed,  deplore 
his  death. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  New  York  have  been  pleased  to  appoint  Thursday, 
September  19th,  upon  which  day  the  obsequies  of  our  beloved 
brother  are  to  be  held,  as  a  day  of  humiliation  and  prayer.  Let 
that  day  be  so  observed  by  the  Craft. 

As  a  further  mark  of  respect  to  the  distinguished  dead,  it  is 
my  order  that  the  usual  emblems  of  mourning  be  displayed  in 
the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction  for  the  period  of  sixty  days  frora 
the  date  of  this  letter.       Fraternally  yours,

To  the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  each  Lodge 
tinder  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  aiid  Ac- 
cepted Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
Bbethben: 

Information  reaches  me  that  steps  have  been  taken  for  the 
establishment  of  clandestine  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction.  An 
advertisement  appeared  in  several  daily  papers  of  New  York, 
inviting  persons  desirous  of  becoming  Freemasons  to  join  in 
the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge  as*chwi«r  members  at  reduced 
cost.  A  discreet  brother  wrote  to  the  advertiser  and  received 
in  reply  a  printed  circular,  over  the  name  of  Justin  Pinney, 
who  styles  himself  Grand  Master  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Ohio  (Incor- 
porated), Worthington,  Ohio. 

The  circular  also  contains  the  information  that  Lodges  are 
being  formed  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  as 
well  as  in  all  the  New  England  States. 

The  body  over  which  Mr.  Pinney  presides,  although  a  spuri- 
ous organization  established  without  competent  authority,  may 
succeed  in  playing  upon  the  credulity  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  people  to  enable  its  agents  to  establish  so-called  Lodges  in 
this  State,  therefore,  to  the  end  that  the  brethren  of  our  Lodges 
may  be  warned  against  impostors  in  the  guise  of  Masons,  I  deem 
it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Craft  to  this  matter. 

It  is  my  order,  in  view  of  the  attempt  now  made  to  form 
irregular  and  spurious  bodies  in  this  jurisdiction,  that  the  ut- 
most care  be  exercised  in  the  admission  of  visitors;  that  the 
usual  safeguards  be  absolutely  observed;  that  particular  care  be 
taken  to  ascertain  the  regularity  of  the  Lodge  from  which  the 
visitor  hails,  and  that  no  visitor  be  admitted  except  upon 
authoritative  avouchment  or  the  proof  of  his  right  to  visit  by 
rigid  examination. 

The  Master  of  each  Lodge  will  strictly  enforce  the  obedience 
of  this  order  upon  the  guardians  of  the  outer  door. 
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Let  this  letter  be  read  at  the  first  stated  Comnninieation  of 
the  Lodge  after  its  receipt,  and  let  it  become  a  part  of  the  Lodge 
minutes.

AN    EPISODE. 
During  the  progress  of  the  Masonic  Fair  held  in  this  Hall  in  1887, 
a  member  of  one  of  our  Lodges,  but  a  resident  of  London,  while  on  a 
visit  to  his  native  land,  called  upon  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  explained 
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to  him  the  object  of  the  Fair,  and  the  abundant  success  which  up  to  that 
time  had  crowned  the  efforts  of  the  brethren  in  their  then  strife  for 
the  payment  of  the  debt  resting  upon  the  Craft.  This  brother  was  so 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  work  and  the  benefits  which  were 
certain  to  follow  its  completion,  that  he  unhesitatingly  expressed  a  desire 
to  make  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  Masonic  Fair.  The  Grand 
Secretary  mentioned  to  this  brother  that  the  complete  payment  of  the 
debt  was  then  simply  a  question  of  time,  and  that  the  Fair  would  result 
in  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  a  large  amount  with  which  to 
begin  the  erection  of  the  Home,  and  suggested  that  a  more  lasting  monu- 
ment of  the  brother's  benevolence  would  be  the  founding  of  a  number  of 
beds  in  the  hospitals  of  this  city  for  the  use  of  the  Fraternity.  This 
suggestion  wa^  accepted  with  alacrity  by  the  brother,  who  made  pro- 
visions in  his  will  accordingly,  and  to-day  the  Grand  Lodge  is  the  possessor 
in  perpetuity  of  two  beds  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  two  beds  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital,  and  two  beds  in  the  German  Hospital,  representing  a 
value  of  $30,000.  In  addition  to  this  the  brother's  Lodge  and  other  or- 
ganizations of  which  he  was  a  member  were  left  similar  bequests.  Men- 
tion is  made  here  of  this  episode  as  a  reminder  that  occasionally  a  timely 
suggestion  is  followed  by  a  generous  deed  toward  the  Craft.

Of  this  amount,  $190,000  is  invested  in  bonds  and  mortgages,  $8,681.84 
in  Brooklyn  property  bequeathed  by  Brother  Robert  Woodcock,  and  the 
balance,  $21,488.54,  is  on  deposit  with  the  Union  Trust  Co.  of  New  York, 
bearing  three  per  cent,  interest. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  the  balance  in  the  Reserve  Fund  equals  that  of 
a  year  ago,  notwithstanding  a  draft  upon  it  of  |12,800  towards  the  construc- 
tion of  the  extension  to  the  Children's  Building. 

THE  HOME. 

The  addition  to  the  Children's  Building  has  been  completed  at  a  total 
cost  of  $21,700.05. 

It  is  an  excellent  piece  of  work  in  both  construction  and  arrangement. 

This  department  is  in  thorough  working  order,  and  the  advantages  of 
the  extension  are  already  manifest.  The  practical  results  certainly  justify 
the  change,  and  the  present  capacity  promises  to  remain  amply  sufficient  for 
at  least  a  considerable  period. 

The  scholars  in  the  two  departments,  each  in  charge  of  an  efficient 
teacher,  are  attaining  good  educations.  The  two  oldest  boys  are  now  in 
their  last  year  in  the  Utica  Academy,  and  the  oldest  girl  has  graduated  with 
high  honors  after  a  year's  tuition  at  the  Utica  Commercial  School,  and  now 
occupies  an  excellent  position,  secured  for  her  by  the  Superintendent,  in  a 
commercial  house  in  Utica. 

Arrangements  must  soon  be  made  for  the  future  of  others  of  the  children 
who  are  approaching  the  age  limit. 

The  general  health  of  the  Inmates,  adults  and  children,  has  been  re- 
markably good,  and  we  are  able  to  repeat  our  previous  report  that  there  have 
been  no  deaths  among  the  children  since  the  opening  of  the  Home. 

The  average  age  of  the  adults  is  over  70  years,  which  not  only  testifies 
to  the  care  which  has  been  exercised  over  them,  but  reminds  us  of  iucreased 
responsibilities  through  the  certain  deterioration  in  mental  and  physical  con- 
dition of  the  older  inmates. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  acted  upon  108  applications  for  admis- 
sion. Sixty-seven  were  accepted,  14  were  rejected,  and  27  await  action,  of 
which  12  were  received  during  the  past  month.  Every  application  has  been 
personally  investigated  by  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  no  worthy  case  has 
been  rejected.

The  roll  of  cultUts  shows  an  inereaw  during  the  year  of  86,  and  while  it 
is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  losses  among  adults  will  continue  at  the  low 
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ratio  of  that  period,  the  Trustees  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  simihir 
increase  over  the  present  number  would  exhaust  the  capacity  of  the  portion 
of  the  Home  available  for  their  occupancy. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  third  story  be  extended  over  the  old  portion 
of  the  present  dining-room,  which  would  afford  some  sixteen  additional  rooms, 
at  a  minimum  of  expenditure.    The  cost  is  estimated  to  be  about  |7,000. 

The  Clergymen,  Physicians,  and  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  of  Utica 
have  continued  their  ministrations  as  detailed  in  the  Superintendent's  report^ 
and  most  grateful  acknowledgment  of  their  services  is  made  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Superintendent  also  details  various  pther  thoughtful  and  appropri- 
ate donations.  They  have  been  most  thankfully  and  appreciatively  received 
and  applied,  and  evidence,  we  believe,  one  result  of  a  fuller  knowledge  by 
the  Brethren  of  the  character  of  the  work  of  the  Home,  growing,  we  hope, 
from  our  standing  invitation  to  visit  and  inspect  it,  which  is  now  earnestly 
renewed. 

A  number  of  inmates  of  the  Home  who  are  physically  able  have  volun- 
tarily rendered  valuable  and  useful  service,  manifesting  a  spirit  which  is 
most  creditable,  and  which  is  fully  appreciated  by  both  the  Trustees  and  the 
Superintendent. 

M.'.  W.'.  Charles  W.  Mead,  Grand  Master,  made  bis  annual  official 
visit  of  inspection  of  the  Home  on  June  24th,  accompanied  by  an  escort 
much  larger  than  usual.

Elbert 
Crandall,  Deputy  Grand  Master;  R.*.  W.  Dow  Beekman,  Brother  Frederic 
C.  Wagner,  and  M.*.  W.*.  John  W.  Vrooman. 

The  singing  of  the  children  was  a  particularly  enjoyable  feature  of  the 
occasion. 

A  thorough  inspection  of  the  Home  followed. 

Other  notable  and  interesting  events  of  the  year  at  the  Home  are  chroni- 
cled in  the  Superintendent's  report,  and  reference  to  same  is  invited  as  show- 
ing  to  whom  we  are  further  indebted  and  the  worthy  purposes  served  by 
their  thoughtfulness  and  generosity. 

All  these  evidences  of  a  growing  general  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Home  are  most  gratifying  and  encouraging. 

The  complete  report  of  M.*.  W.*.  Jesse  B.  Anthony,  Superintendent  of 
the  Home,  replete  with  interest  to  the  Fraternity,  is  appended  and  referred 
to  with  pride  and  gratification  in  that  another  year  of  most  loyal,  efficient, 
and  judicious  supervision  of  its  trying  detailed  affairs  is  added  to  his  illus- 
trious record. 

MASONIC  HALL. 

In  addition  to  the  re-decoration,  renovation,  and  repairs  apportioned  to 
the  year,  as  outlined  in  our  last  report,  a  new,  modem,  and  complete  electric 
light  installation  has  been  made,  including  new  cables,  wiring,  switchboards, 
many  new  light  fixtures  ;  in  fact,  a  substantial  renewal  of  the  entire  plant. 
This  became  necessary  by  reason  of  the  deterioration  and  ancient  character 
of  the  old  plant,  and  as  a  measure  of  safety  and  economy,  and  it  covers  a 
substantial  addition  to  the  property. 

The  building,  generally,  is  now  in  good  order,  although  the  gradual 
re-decoration  and  re-furnishing  will  continue  until  the  entire  building  is 
covered. 

The  Trustees  once  more  find  occasion  to  express  their  gratitude  for  the 
gift  of  a  substantial  as  well  as  most  useful  fund.  $500  was  placed  in  their 
hands  last  August  by  Centennial  Lodge,  No.  768,  and  the  income  from  it  is 
to  be  used  towards  the  higher  education  of  the  children  of  the  Home,  an 
extremely  practical  and  laudable  purpose.  This  special  acknowledgment  is 
thankfully  made  of  the  generous  gift. 

Through  the  persevering  efforts  of  R.\  W.-.  Elbert  Crandall,  in  the 
face  of  most  diacouraging  complications  and  difficulties,  the  following  sub- 
stantial results  have  been  secured  : 
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67  an  adjustment  of  the  contest  of  the  will  of  the  late  Brother  Andrew 
J.  Garyey,  a  permanent  endowment  of  two  beds  in  each,  the  German,  St. 
Luke's,  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospitals  in  New  York,  has  been  obtained, 
whose  occupants  are  to  be  nominated  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  value  of 
which,  on  the  terms  regularly  prescribed  by  those  institutions,  is  $30,000. 
The  Trustees  have  also  secured  through^thisjadjustment  the  sum  of  $6,192.- 
70  on  account,  of  which,  at  the  date  of  this  report,  $4,102.70  has  been  paid. 

By  similar  adjustments  of  two  other  contested  bequests,  the  early  receipt 
is  assured  of  two  additional  substantial  sums. 

The  Trustees  state  confidently  that  but  for  the  zealous  labors  of  Bro. 
Crandall  the  receipt  of  any  of  these  bequests  would  have  been  realized  only 
after  many  years'  delay  and  expensive  litigation,  if  at  all. 

The  two  Trustees  who  now  retire  from  this  particular  field  of  labor  do 
so  regretfully  as  to  the  severing  of  present  official  relations  with  their  fellow 
members  of  the  Board,  at  once  intimate  and  uniformly  pleasant;  with  a  high 
appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  them  in  their  selection  ;  with 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  support  they  have  received  in  their  labors,  and  with 
the  hope  that  their  successors  may  find  as  great  satisfaction  as  they  have  in 
their  humble  share  in  the  truly  noble  work  entrusted  to  the  Board.

REPORT 


SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE    MASONIC    HOME. 

Utica.  N.  Y.,  March  1.  1902. 
Mr.  Charles  W.  Drake, 

President  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund. 

Dear  Sir  and  Br.  W.\  Brother:  We  present  herewith  the  ninth 
annual  report  of  the  Masonic  Ilome  for  your  consideration. 

Home  Staff  :  Superintendent  and  assistant  superintendent,  2;  nurse, 
teachers,  and  attendants,  8;  cook,  baker,  and  kitchen  assistants,  5;  waitresses 
and  housemaids,  10;  janitor,  1;  laundryman  and  assistant,  2;  engineer, 
firemen,  watchman,  and  carpenter,  7— total,  85.  Of  this  number,  26  reside 
in  the  Home. 

The  farm  work  and  care  of  the  grounds  have  required  the  employment 
of  a  farmer,  barn  man,  and  six  farm  hands — two  of  the  latter  for  the  work- 
ing season  only.  During  the  winter  the  farm  hands  have  also  been  engnged 
in  clearing  additional  land  for  pasture  purposes. 

The  result  from  the  drive  wells,  irrespective  of  the  contingency  thereby 
covered,  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  expenditure. 

The  addition  to  the  Memorial  building,  completed  last  year,  has 
supplied  a  much  needed  want,  and  we  now  have  that  department  in  ex- 
cellent working  order.  The  additional  dormitories  admit  of  better  classifi- 
cation, and  the  new  schoolroom  for  the  primary  department  is  thoroughly 
appreciated  by  the  teacher  and  scholars.  We  regard  the  present  capacity 
of  the  Memorial  building  as  amply  sufficient  for  the  demand  in  this  field  of 
work. 

The  season  last  year  was  not  especially  favorable  for  farming  purposes; 
but,  nevertheless,  with  a  single  exception,  a  satisfactory  return  has  been 
produced.  The  crop  of  potatoes  was  short,  and  we  shall,  unfortunately, 
have  to  purchase  for  our  needs. 
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The  piggery  has'turniBhed  12,002  poands  of  pork  ($706.02),  used  in  the 
Home,  and  we  hsTe  on  hand  3  boars,  10  sows,  2  hogs,  48  pigs,  and  78  shoats. 

Haying  had  quite  a  demand  for  small  pigs  the  past  year,  we  disposed  of 
152  (1499.50).     We  have  also  marketed  our  surplus  stock  of  old  hay. 

The  live  stock,  valued  at  $1,209.76,  represents  1  bull  and  26  cows.  From 
this  source  there  has  been  produced  for  home  use  70,882  quarts  of  milk 
($2,109.96),  and  also  3,877  pounds  of  beef. 

The  items  of  pork,  beef,  and  milk  used  in  the  Home  are  included  in  the 
expense  account  and  credited  to  "  Farm  Produce  Used,"  $2,922.96. 

It  is  understood  that  no  estimate  is  made  of  the  value  of  the  vegetables 
provided  and  used,  the  same  being  covered  by  the  per  capita  expense. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  the  past  year  has  been  remarkably 
good. 

The  Medical  Department  is  under  the  charge  of  a  thoroughly  competent 
nurse— the  same  as  heretofore — and  we  can  but  repeat  that  the  duties  have 
been  most  satisfactorily  discharged. 

Besides  the  inmate  in  the  Utica  State  Hospital,  we  have  a  number  of 
inmates  who  are  demented,  and  some  wholly  unable  to  care  for  themselves* 
With  increased  age  must  be  expected  deterioration  of  physical  and  mental 
condition,  and,  therefore,  enhanced  care. 

Professional  services  have  been  rendered  by  the  following  members  of 
the  Medical  Staff,  and  we  tender  our  acknowledgments  for  any  voluntary 
service  rendered;  viz.,  Drs.  E.  J.  Stephens,  Charles B.  Tefft,  and  Charles  G. 
Ward. 

The  Eye  and  Ear  Department  (Drs.  Maxson  and  H.  G.  Jones),  the 
Dental  Department  (Dr.  W.  A.  Rowland),  and  the  Veterinary  Department 
(Dr.  W.  G.  Uollings worth)  have  been  subject  to  call  as  required. 

The  Day-school,  of  two  departments,  each  under  the  direction  of  a 
capable  teacher— the  same  as  heretofore— has  maintained  its  prestige,  and 
the  children  are  attaining  a  good  education.  Some  of  them  have  passed 
the  Regents'  examination  in  special  studies,  and  the  two  older  boys  in 
the  Utica  Academy  are  now  in  their  last  year.  The  oldest  girl,  to  whom  we 
gave  a  year's  tuition  at  the  Utica  School  of  Commerce,  graduated  with  high 
honor,  and  we  have  secured  an  excellent  place  for  her  in  a  commercial  house 
in  the  city  of  Utica. 

While  the  number  of  children  is  greater  than  last  year,  some  of  them 
are  near  the  age  limit,  and  hence  will  probably  have  to  commence  practical 
work.  Arrangements  will  in  due  time  have  to  be  perfected  for  their 
future. 

The  Sunday-school  is  continued,  also  the  Wednesday  evening  prayer 
meeting,  with  an  excellent  attendance,  and  the  general  song  service  on 
Sunday  evening. 

Services  are  held  in  the  Chapel  every  Sunday  at  8.80  p.m.,  and  our 
indebtedness  is  expressed  to  the  pastors  who  have  so  graciously  responded 
to  our  invitation  and  conducted  the  services.     Whenever  a  minister  is  not 
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available,  a  Home  seryice  is  held.    As  heretofore,  the  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Andrew  occupy  the  third  Sunday  in  each  month  with    the    Episcopal 


service.

We  have  but  to  repeat  our  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
inmates  in  the  Home  work,  many  doing  so  from  choice  and  duty,  without 
any  assignment.  In  no  instance  is  the  labor  burdensome  even  wherein 
continuous  throughout  the  year. 

The  Brooklyn  Masonic  Veteran  Association  continue  their  annual  con- 
tribution of  one  hundred  dollars  toward  the  expense  of  tobacco  for  those 
addicted  to  that  habit.  A  regular  distribution  is  made,  and  the  excess  of 
expense  beyond  the  above  donation  is  charged  in  the  general  expense. 

The  Home  is  maintained  upon  a  plane  whereby  it  is  at  all  times  in 
readiness  for  inspection,  and  as  one  of  the  attractions  of  the  city  of  Utica, 
many  visitors  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege. 

The  Home  is  open  for  visitors  every  week  day  {Sundays  and  hoUdays 
excepted),  and  at  all  times  for  those  who  desire  to  visit  any  inmate. 
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In  our  judgment  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  are  becoming  better 
acquainted  with  the  yalue  of  this  grand  humanitarian  work.

The  current  expenses  of  the  Home — embracing  maintenance,  repairs, 
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farm  and  bam  expenses — are  $47,092.27.    Showing  a  per  capita  cost  of 
$180.48  for  the  year. 

It  cannot,  however,  be  expected  that  this  ratio  will  be  maintained  the 
coming  year.

There  are  seventeen  graves  jet  unmarked,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the 
Lodges  interested  may  favorably  consider  this  matter. 

Our  obligations  are  expressed  to  Port  Jervis  Lodge,  No.  828,  and  Stuy- 
vesant  Lodge,  No.  745,  for  reimbursing  the  funeral  expenses  of  Bros.  Aaron 
Decker  and  Charles  W.  Little,  respectively. 

We  wish  to  mention  the  generous  action  of  a  large  majority  of  the 
Lodges  having  inmates  in  the  Home  in  their  holiday  remembrances.  We 
repeat  what  we  said  last  year,  that  **  if  our  brethren  could  thoroughly  appre- 
ciate the  happiness  conferred  by  this  personal  act — irrespective  of  the  amount 
— there  would  be  no  omissions."  Those  who  have  contributed  in  the  past, 
we  doubt  not  will  continue  in  the  same  line  ;  and  to  those  who  have  not 
already  done  so,  we  would  suggest  trying  the  experiment.  It  will  prove  a 
good  investment. 

From  the  number  of  applicants  elected  the  past  year,  seventy-four  in 
number,  it  would  appear  that  the  impression  entertained  that  we  had  reached 
the  maximum  number  is  not  well  founded. 

Against  the  number  received  in  1900  of  31,  and  in  1001,  44,  we  have 
already  received  50,  and  there  are  15  yet  to  present  themselves. 

Should  this  growth  continue  it  is  self-evident  that  additional  accommo- 
dations will  have  to  be  provided.  While  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the 
losses  will  continue  at  the  low  ratio  of  the  past  year,  nevertheless  we  are  con- 
strained to  suggest  that  the  Trustees  should,  early  the  coming  year,  carry 
out  the  third  story  over  the  old  dining-room — making  it  correspond  with 
the  same  story  over  the  new  dining-room  extension — which  would  supply 
about  sixteen  additional  rooms. 

In  the  preparation  of  an  annual  report  of  this  character,  comprehending 
the  same  work  year  after  year,  it  is  inevitable  that  a  similarity  should  per- 
vade its  tenor,  and  it  is  advantageous  that  it  should  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
parison. 

We  have  but  to  say  that  due  economy  has  been  exercised  in  all  depart- 
ments, and  the  report  as  a  business  proposition  we  hope  may  be  found 
satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

Permit  us,  in  conclusion,  to  again  express  to  you  and  your  associate 
Trustees  our  appreciation  of  the  confidence  you  have  at  all  times  evinced  in 
the  management  of  the  Masonic  Home  of  the  Empire  State.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  LECTURER. 

R.  •.  W. '.  John  Laubenheimee,  Grand  Lecturer,  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Work  and  Lectures  : 

M.'.  W.'.  Charles  W.  Mead, 

Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  herewith  present  my  first  annual  report  as 
Grand  Lecturer  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1902. 

Permit  me,  first  of  all,  to  express  to  you,  M.'.  W/.  Grand  Master,  my 
grateful  acknowledgment  and  sincere  appreciation  of  the  distinguished  honor 
you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  the  appointment  of  Grand  Lecturer. 

Believing  that  a  much  wider  field  of  usefulness  was  thus  open  to  me, 
I  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  East  Greenbush,  and 
have  since  devoted  my  whole  time  to  the  work  committed  to  my  care. 
I  appreciated,  in  some  measure,  at  least,  not  only  the  importance  and 
responsibility  of  correctly  imparting  the  ritual;  but  also  the  possibility 
of  speaking  "a  word  in  season,"  to  direct  attention  to  the  great  prin- 
ciples and  truths  symbolized  in  the  three  degrees  of  Freemasonry.  Not 
unmindful  of  one  of  the  first  lessons  taught  in  our  Fraternity,  I  in- 
voked the  aid  of  Him  without  whom  we  can  do  nothing,  but  with  whom 
and  through  whom  all  things  are  possible. 

It  was  with  considerable  trepidation  that  I  began  my  labor.  Every- 
thing was  new  to  me;  my  acquaintanceship  among  the  brethren  was 
limited ;  so  much  so  that  in  many  places  I  came  as  a  total  stranger.  But 
from  the  first  Convention  held  at  Ballston  Spa,  to  the  last  one  at  Lock- 
port.  I  have  been  received  with  marked  courtesy  and  gracious  kindness. 
At  the  close  of  this  my  first  year's  work,  I  have  only  pleasant  recollections 
of  every  Convention  and  delightful  memories  of  my  visits  in  every  part 
of  the  State.  My  grateful  acknowledgments  are  hereby  made  to  all  the 
brethren,  official  and  unofiicial,  for  their  gracious  courtesy,  cheerful 
assistance,  and  especially  for  the  many  words  of  encouragement  and 
appreciation. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  suggested  by  the  Committee 
on  Work  and  Lectures,  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last 
annual  session  *'That  a  special  Committee  on  Work  and  Lectures,  con- 
sisting of  five  well-informed  brethren,  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  to  carefully  consider  the  work  with 
the  Grand  Lecturer  during  the  year  and  report  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,*'  the  ritual  has  been  carefully  considered,  and,  where 
deemed  necessary,  changes  have  been  made.  The  changes  however  have 
not  been  numerous,  and  where  made  were  simply  the  substitution  of 
familiar  expressions  and  phraseology.  The  one  great  principle  which 
guided  the  brethren  in  charge  of  this  important  duty  and  dominated  their 
work,  was  as  far  as  possible  to  give  the  Craft  what  the  Committee  under- 
stood and  believed  to  be  the  Standard  Work. 

The  ritual  as  thus  formulated  has  been  exemplified  under  my  personal 
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supervision  in  the  several  districts  of  the  State;  and  has  been  received 
with  such  marked  approval  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  impart  it. 

That  the  brethren  in  general  are  not  only  interested  in  the  proper 
rendition  of  the  ritual,  but  are  also  eager  to  acquire  the  standard  work, 
was  manifested  by  the  large  numbers  in  attendance  at  the  different  Ck>n- 
ventions.  The  close  attention  and  thoughtful  consideration  given  to  the 
Grand  Lecturer's  instructions  were  very  gratifying.  The  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  are  hereby  heartily  commended  for  their  efforts  to  make 
the  Convention  in  their  respective  districts  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  HISTORIAN. 

R.'.  W.*.  Petek  Ross,  Grand  Historian,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
Proceedings : 

M.*.  W.*.  Charles  W.  Mead, 

Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

M.\  W,\  Sir  and  Dear  Brother:  Having  indicated  in  my  recent 
reports  to  Grand  Lodge  the  value  and  extent  of  the  services  rendered 
by  the  brethren  in  the  three  great  military  crises  of  the  country — the 
War  of  the  Revolution,  the  War  of  1812,  and  the  Civil  War— I  take  up 
this  year  a  systematic  study  of  the  history  of  our  Lodges  themselves  as 
they  stand  on  our  roll. 

In  doing  this  my  purpose  has  been  to  compile  what  may  «be  called 
skeleton  histories  of  each  of  these  bodies  of  Craftsmen,  leaving  the  story 
to  be  afterward  filled  up — if  not  already  filled  up — by  the  Lodges  them- 
selves. I  believe  that  these  skeleton  sketches,  brief  as  they  are,  will 
create  in  our  Lodges  a  degree  of  interest  in  the  study  of  past  records  and 
give  our  younger  Craftsmen  an  idea,  at  least,  of  the  splendid  wealth  of 
historical  association  which  has  been  woven  around  our  beloved  Grand 
Lodge  and  its  constituent  Lodges  during  the  one  hundred  and  seventy 
two  years  that  have  passed  since  Judge  Coxe  landed  in  New  York  with 
his  patent  as  first  Provincial  Grand  Master.  These  sketches  simply  aim 
to  bring  before  the  reader  the  most  salient  facts  in  the  history  of  each 
Lodge,  to  give  the  names  of  the  successive  Masters,  to  enumerate  the 
various  brethren  in  each  who  have  been  honored  by  office  in  Grand 
Lodge,  and  to  give  brief  lists  of  those  who  have  distinguished  themselves 
in  other  walks  of  life  than  that  associated  with  our  own  circle. 

This  last  feature  I  have  tried  to  make  as  complete  as  possible.  I 
believe  that  the  best  evidence  we  can  give  to  the  outside  world  as  to  the 
aims  and  plans  and  scope  and  beneficence  of  the  Craft  is  to  show  what 
manner  of  men  have  been  active  in  its  ranks  and  believers  in  its  motives. 
The  Church,  the  learned  professions,  all  adopt  this  idea  in  speaking  of 
their  leaders ;  and  it  is  only  fitting  and  proper  that  we  should  claim  that 
among  the  multitude  of  statesmen,  soldiers,  divines,  teachers,  thinkers, 
philanthropists,  authors,  and  scientists  who  have  held  communion  with 
Masonry  and  gathered  around  its  altars,  the  teachings,  the  principles,  the 
fellowship,  and  the  philosophy  of  the  Craft  have  had  a  share,  at  least, 
in  molding  their  lives  and  sustaining  them  in  the  channels  which  won 
for  them  national  fame  or  local  distinction. 

I  would  respectfully  sugge^rt  that  these  skeleton  sketches  be  continued 
from  year  to  year  until  what  may  be  called  the  historic  period  shall 
have  passed,  and  then  the  story  of  defunct  Lodges,  now  represented  by 
blanks  on  our  roll,  or  only  recalled  by  a  reference  to  earlier  rolls,  might 
be  attempted.  In  this  way  there  would  be  gathered  together  in  systematic 
fashion,  and  in  a  manner  readily  accessible,  reliable  material  upon  which 
future  historians  might  base  their  work. 
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In  conclusion,  it  remains  for  me  to  thank  yoa  for  my  reappointment 
to  the  office  of  Historian,  and  to  wish  for  you  many  years  of  pleasant 
and  honored  intercourse  among  the  brethren  over  whom  for  two  years 
you  have  ruled  so  wisely  and  so  well.

No.  272,  English  Registry.  This  naturally  was  dropped  when,  in  1784, 
the  Lodge  surrendered  its  warrant  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 


Interior  of  St.  Paul's  Chapel.  New  York,  showlnfir  Wanhinfrton's  pew,  where  he  worshipped 
immediately  after  the  first  inauguration  ceremonies. 

New  York.  On  the  English  register  it  was,  however,  retained ;  and  by  the 
closing  up,  at  successive  times,  of  the  vacant  numbers  on  the  roll  it 
became,  in  1770,  No.  187;  in  1781,  No.  152;  in  1792,  No.  135.  So  it 
remained  until  1813,  when,  never  having  made  any  return  to  the  Mother 
Grand  Lodge,  it  was  erased. 

On  entering  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  (Ancient)  after  being 
healed,  it  retained  its  numerical  designation.  No.  2. 

No.  1  was  awarded  to  it  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Lodges  in  New 
York  City,  June  3,  1789,  and  the  number  acknowledged  in  the  warrant 
issued  to  it  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  June  9,  1789. 

Healing  :  The  warrant  for  this  is  found  in  the  minutes  of  Grand 
Lodge,  March  27,  1784,  in  the  words  here  italicized : 

"  That  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  2,  having  surrendered  their  warrant 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  3d  of  March,  inst.,  and  agreed  to  conform  to  it» 
Regulations,  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  members  of  said 
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BY  ST.  John's  lodge,  no.  i,  new  yokk  city.)

**  St.  John's  Lodge,  being  of  modem  origin,  took  no  part  in  the  forma- 
tion either  of  the  inchoate  Grand  Lodge  or  in  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
organized  by  the  Ancients  in  1781-2." — McClenaohan,  "  History,"  vol.  i., 
page  188. 

Minute  Books  :   No  records  extant  prior  to  1793. 

Bt-Laws  :  The  codes  passed  in  1772,  1784,  and  1786  are  all  printed 
in  the  pamphlet  issued  by  the  Lodge  under  the  title,  "  Proceedings  on  the 
C^ccasion  of  the  Centennial  Celebration  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  1 "  (held 
December  7,  1857). 

Antiquities:  The  priceless  Bible  on  which  Geobge  Washington 
took  the  oath  of  ofiSce  on  being  first  installed  as  President  of  the  United 
States  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Lodge,  and  is  always  used  in  the  work 
of  the  third  degree.    Inscribed  originally : 

*'  God  shall  establish,  St.  John's  Lodge  constituted  5757.  Burnt  down 
8th  of  March,  5770 ;  rebuilt  and  opened  November  28,  5770 ;  officers  then 
present:  Jonathan  Hampton^^ Master ;  William  Butler,  Senior 
Warden ;  Isaac  Hebon,  Junior  Warden." 

From  Minutes,  November  16,  1808 : 

.  "Worshipful  Bbo.  Ottebson  remarked,  that  the  Bible  belonging  to 
this  Lodge  is  the  very  book  on  which  General  Washington  first  swore 
fidelity  to  the  new  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  previous  to  enter- 
ing upon  its  administration,  and  that  it  had  long  been  contemplated  to 
have  that  event  inserted  in  some  conspicuouspart  of  the  book.  A  com- 
mittee of  three  were  appointed,  consisting  of  Worshipful  Bbos.  Ottebson 
and  Cocks,  both  of  whom  had  been  thirty  years  members  of  this  Lodge; 
and  were  present  at  the  inauguration,  and  Bbo.  L.  Setmoub,  to  attend 
to  this  business  and  have  a  likeness  of  that  immortal  patriot  impressed 
on  the  same  sheet  recording  that  transaction." 

"  November  24 :  The  committee  just  alluded  to  were  sworn  on  that 
Bible  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  to  which  they  were  assigned." 

From  Minutes,  October  26,  1809: 

"The  committee  appointed  on  the  16th  of  November  last  relative  to 
the  inscription,  etc.,  in  the  Bible,  reported  that  they  had  completed  the 
object  of  their  appointment.  This  duty  was  very  handsomely  executed 
by  the  committee.  An  impression  from  the  plate  of  the  Washington 
Benevolent  Society,  of  this  city,  was  kindly  granted  us  by  Isaac  Sebring, 
Esq.,  their  President,  and  underneath,  Mr.  Thresher  (celebrated  for  his 
excellence  in  penmanship)   wrote  the  following,  viz. : 

'* '  On  this  sacred  volume,  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  a.l.  5789,  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  was  administered  to  Geoboe  Washington,  the  first 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  oath  to  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This  important  ceremony  was  per- 
formed by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  Hon.  Robebt  R.  Livingston, 
Chancellor  of  the  State. 

"  *  Fame  spread  her  wings  and  loud  her  trumpet  blew, 
Great  Washington  is  near,  what  praise  his  due? 
What  title  shall  he  have?    She  paused — ^and  said, 
Not  one — his  name,  alone,  strikes  every  title  dead.* " 

Schisms:    1823,  adhered  to  City  Lodge. 

F.  G.  TiSDALL  wrote :  "  January  17, 1823 :  The  Lodge  by  vote  rejected 
the  new  proposed  constitution,  and  appointed  '  a  committee  with  power 
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to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Lodge  in  the  convention  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  adopting  measures  respecting  the  aforementioned  constitution.* 

"  It  will  be  recollected  that  it  was  in  June  of  this  year  the  division  of 
the  State  into  two  Masonic  jurisdictions  took  place,  when  this  Lodge 
adhered  to  the  City  Grand  Lodge.  June  1  moved  to  Union  Hall. 
February  1,  1826,  moved  to  Tammany  Hall. 

''  I  have  hitherto  referred  to  the  action  of  this  Lodge  at  the  time  of 
the  division  of  Grand  Lodge  in  June,  1823.  The  only  other  allusion  I  find 
to  those  difficulties  is  the  following  : 

''  *  June  8 :  At  this  meeting  the  members  of  this  Lodge,  on  assembling 
at  the  usual  hour,  found  the  Lodge  room  in  possession  of  one  Ebenezeb 
Wadswobth  and  others,  styling  themselves  the  Grand  Lodge;  the  doors 
being  locked,  we  were  unable  to  obtain  admission.  Subsequently,  how- 
ever, the  brethren  gained  admission  into  the  large  room,  but  were 
then  annoyed  and  interrupted  by  said  Wadswobth  and  several  others  of 
his  party,  and  were  thereby  hindered  and  prevented  from  opening  the 
Lodge  till  a  late  hour.  These  divisions,  it  is  well  known,  were  amicably 
arranged  by  the  Union  of  1827,  and  Bbo.  Wadswobth  is  now  an  honored 
member  of  the  united  body  then  formed.' " 

In  1849,  St.  John's  assisted  to  form  the  Phillips  Grand  Lodge.  Tis- 
DALL  afterward  wrote: 

"  The  organization  claiming  to  be  a  Grand  Lodge,  to  which  this  Lodge 
attached  itself  in  June,  1849,  having  been  subsequently  repudiated  by 
many  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States,  and  in  the  early  part  of 
September,  1851,  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  as  to  its 
legality,  by  which  this  Lodge  agreed  to  abide,  having  been  received\ 
adverse  to  its  claims,  on  September  16th,  this  large  Lodge  called  on  its 
sister  Lodges  to  meet  with  it  in  Convention  on  October  10th,  and  *  report 
some  action  for  the  entire  settlement  of  all  matters  in  dispute,  on  true 
and  honorable  Masonic  principles.'  October  23,  1851 :  The  proceedings 
of  that  Convention  were  made  known  to  this  Lodge,  by  which  it  appeared 
the  representatives  of  the  Lodges  met  in  Convention,  concurred  in  the 
recommendation  *  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and  the  well  known 
wishes  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  this  country :  that  a  perfect  reunion 
with  the  Sons  of  Light,  all  over  the  world,  should  be  consummated  at 
as  early  a  period  as  possible.'  December  5:  This  Lodge  reunited  itself 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  and  on  the  11th  was  visited  by  the 
Grand  Master,  his  officers,  and  a  numerous  assemblage  of  the  brethren, 
and  ^I'elcomed  in  the  most  aflfectionate  manner  on  its  return.  December 
11th :     The  Lodge  moved  to  City  Hotel,  No.  429  Broadway. 

"  May  14.  1857 :  The  Lodge  by  an  unanimous  vote,  instructed  its 
officers  to  oppose  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  plan  for  a  union  with  a  remnant 
of  the  seceders  of  1849,  which  was  then  submitted  to  it,  viewing  the  same 
to  be  humiliating  to  the  Fraternity,  and  a  violation  of  Uie  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York." 

BxTBACTS  FBOM  MiNXJTES :  1794.  The  bill  for  a  quarter  of  a  year's 
supply  of  dip  candles  was  £14  lis.  6d. 

February  6,  1797 :  W.*.  Bbo.  Ottebsox  moved  "  that  refreshments  of 
all  kinds  be  expunged  from  the  Lodge,"  but  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 
May  18th :  The  Treasurer  reported  amount  of  funds  on  hand  to  be  £4 
7s.  3d. 

April,  4,  1799 :  "  Mr.  James  Bbown,  a  Modern  Mason,  was  brought 
forward  and  healed  in  first,  second,  and  third  degrees  of  Masonry,"  for 
which  he  paid  £4  and  16s.  expenses.  "  The  unhealthy  state  of  the  city 
forbidding,"  there  were  no  meetings  of  the  Lodge  from  August  15th  to 
November  14th.  December  20th  :  A  Communication  was  received  from 
"  The  Grand  Lodge ;  expressive  of  their  most  ardent  wish  to  pay  their 
last   tribute  of  respect   to   our   illustrious   chief  and   departed   brother, 
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George  Washington,  and  desiring  our  concurrence,"  which  was  "  agreed 
to,"  and  a  committee  appointed  who  made  arrangements  for  attending 
his  funeral  obsequies,  when  the  Bible  of  the  Lodge,  the  same  on  which  he 
took  his  inaugural  oath,  "was  carried  also  at  the  funeral  procession  in 
the  year  a.l.  5799,  by  the  citizens  of  New  York,  as  the  last  tribute  of 
respect  to  departed  worth." 

The  Lodge  moved  from  its  old  quarters,  89  William  Street,  to  the  City 
Hotel,  the  members  of  the  Lodge  subscribing  $295  toward  fitting  up  the 
room. 

May  20,  1802:  The  balance  of  funds  belonging  to  St.  John's  Mark 
Lodge  was  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  1.  There 
were  seven  initiations  and  three  affiliations  during  the  year. 

May  1,  1810:    The  Lodge  was  moved  to  87  Nassau  Street. 

October  25,  1810:  Several  bills  for  furniture  and  supplies  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Lodge  by  non-Masons,  when  the  brethren  were  addressed 
by  the  Master  "  upori  the  propriety  of  purchasing  in  future  from  our  own 
brethren." 

February  9,  1815:  John  W.  Odduc,  a  Modern  Mason,  was  healed, 
and  the  same  evening,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  the  Hon. 
DeWitt  Cunton  and  his  officers  visited  the  Lodge,  who  provided  a  ban- 
quet for  them. 

June  9,  1842:  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  General 
Morgan  Lewis,  elected  in  1830  to  that  high  position  still  occupied  by  him 
and  hitherto  a  non-affiliated  Mason,  agreeing  upon  the  necessity  and 
equity  of  drawing  a  distinction  between  nominal  Masons,  and  such  as 
were  supporters  of,  and  contributors  to,  the  Institution,  was  proposed  for 
membership,  and  on  the  23d  of  June  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Lodge, 
and  continued  so  until  his  decease.  On  the  latter  date,  the  Lodge  voted  a 
sum  of  money  "  for  the  relief  of  suffering  Masons  at  Hamburgh,  caused 
by  the  late  disastrous  fire  at  that  place."  October  14tb :  The  Lodge, 
on  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  loaned  to  it  "  the  Washington  Bible  and 
the  three  architectural  candlesticks,  to  be  used  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
in  the  procession  celebrating  the  introduction  of  the  Croton  water  into  the 
city."  The  Lodge  under  the  banner  of  the  Grand  Lodge  united  with  the 
city  authorities  on  the  occasion.  This  year  four  affiliations  and  six 
initiations.

Chabteb  :   June  9,  1789. 

Previous  Name  and  Number:  Royal  Arch  Lodge,  No.  8,  prior  to 
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June  8,  1789,  when  at  a  meeting  of  Lodges  in  New  York  City,  as  a 
result  of  a  ballot  it  became  No.  2.  In  the  new  warrant  thereupon  issued 
(June  9,  1789)  it  was  entitled,  "  Independent  Royal  Arch,  No.  2. 

The  Lodge  did  not  affiliate  with  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  until 
1784,  two  years  after  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  organized. 

Minutes  of  Grand  Lodge,  April  21, 1784:  "Bbo.  Clabk  attended  with 
the  warrant  of  Royal  Arch  Lodge,  No.  8,  and  surrendered  the  same  to 
this  Lodge  praying  a  new  warrant  from  this  Lodge.  It  was  moved  that  a 
committee  of  the  Grand  Stewards'  Lodge  be  appointed  to  visit  this  Lodge 
and  repeat  their  opinion  on  the  propriety  and  regularity  of  their  proceed- 
ings." 

Minutes  of  Grand  Stewards*  Lodge,  May  19,  1784:  W.*.  Bro.  Hobton 


Tammanj  Hall,  now  the  "  Sun  "  BoUdinfir,  early  meeting  place  of  Grand  Lodge  and  of  many  subordi- 
nate Lodgres.  St.  John's  Hall,  a  still  earlle^  scene  of  the  labors  of  the  Fraternity,  is  the  tall  flat- 
roofed  building  on  side  street. 

in  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  the  last  Lodge  night  to  examine 
into  the  propriety  of  the  proceedings  of  Royal  Arch  Lodge,  No.  8,  report 
that  they  have  visited  the  Lodge,  found  the  members  regular  in  their 
work  and  duly  qualified,  and  recommend  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
renewal  of  their  warrant.  Report  sustained  by  Grand  Stewards*  Lodge, 
and  at  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge,  June  2,  1784,  the  report  was  adopted  and 
a  warrant  was  ordered  to  be  issued  "  gratis."  In  minutes  of  meeting  of 
Grand  Stewards'  Lodge,  June  16,  1784,  it  was  called  *'  Royal  Arch 
Independent." 

There  seems  to  be  no  authority  for  prefixing  "  St.  John's "  to  the 
name  of  this  Lodge.

Schisms:  1823,  adhered  to  City  Grand  Lodge;  1837  (St.  John's 
Grand  Lodge),  adhered  to  Grand  Lodge ;  1849,  took  part  in  formation  of 
Phillips  Grand  Lodge  and  remained  in  affiliation  with  it  until  the  union 
with  Grand  Lodge  in  1858. 

Historical  Notes:  From  the  minutes  of  the  Lodge  we  glean  that 
"  the  Lodge  took  part  in  the  installation  of  Edwabd  Livingston  (then 
Mayor  of  New  York)  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1801,  after  which  they 
adjourned  to  Bbo.  Martling's  for  supper,  apd  appointed  a  committee  to 
visit  our  distressed  brothers  in  jail,  to-  whom  refreshments  were  also  sent." 
The  jail  at  that  time  was  in  the  City  Hall  Park.  Bbo.  Mabtlino  was 
raised  in  Royal  Arch  Independent  in  1789,  and  his  son  in  1802.  They 
were  famous  hotel  men  in  their  day,  and  it  was  in  the  long  room  of 
their  tavern,  corner  of  Frankfort  and  Chatham  Streets,  that  the  Tam- 
many Society  came  into  existence.  On  September  1  and  17,  1814,  "  the 
Lodge  went  to  Brooklyn  to  work  on  the  fortifications  at  Fort  Greene." 
August  13,'  1827,  "  gaslight  was  first  used  in  the  Lodge  room."  December 
16,  1835,  "the  Lodge  was  burned  out  in  the  great  fire  in  City  Hotel, 
along  with  several  other  Masonic  bodies,"  and  November  4,  1852,  they 
"  celebrated  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  initiation  of  Bbo^  Geobgb 
Washington."  St.  John's  days  were  always  observed  and  "  a  good 
dinner  and  rum  punch "  were  frequently  indulged  in.  Until  1841  the 
business  of  the  Lodge  was  transacted  in  the  first  degree.  Elections  of 
ofllcers  were  held  by  a  show  of  hands,  tellers  being  first  appointed 
December  23,  1844.  Previous  to  this  date  candidates  for  office  had  to 
leave  the  room  during  the  election. 

In  1840  and  1841  a  series  of  incidents  occurred  in  the  history  of  the 
Lodge,  which  we  transcribe  from  the  minutes : 

"On  the  14th  of  December,  1840,  at  Shakespeare  Hotel,  corner 
William  and  Duane  Streete,  Benjamin  C.  Dutchkb  was  elected  Master. 

**  1841,  February  8th :  WM.  Willis,  Deputy  Grand  Master  (a  member 
of  this  Lodge),  with  a  number  of  friends,  visited  the  Lodge,  and  being 
announced  under  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  were  admitted  and 
received  as  such.  Willis,  in  his  capacity  of  Deputy  Grand  Master,  was 
seated  in  the  East,  rudely  interrupted  the  work  in  progress,  commanded 
the  Secretary  to  deliver  his  books,  censured  the  Lodge,  and  threatened  the 
previous  Master  with  punishment;  also  ordered  the  Senior  Warden 
to  be  silent  when  he  protested. 

"  1841,  February  17th :  The  Master  read  his  protest  against  the 
usurpation  of  Wm.  Willis,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  at  the  previous  meeting, 
embracing  the  following  points :  1st  That  the  Grand  Lodge  may  not 
visit  this  Lodge  in  the  capacity  of  a  tribunal.  2d.  That  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Xodge  of  New  York  may  preside  in  this  Lodge  whenever  he 
may  convene  the  same  in  a  proper  warrant,  but  not  otherwise;  which 
was  ordered  by  vote  of  the  Lodge  to  be  entered  at  length  on  the  minutes. 
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a  copy  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  copy  to  each  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges  in  the  State. 

"1841,  February  22d :  Wm.  Wilus,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  was 
present,  and  a  motion  was  made  and  carried'  that  the  protest  be  erased 
from  the  minutes  and  suppressed. 

"  The  Worshipful  Master  then  ordered  the  protest  to  be  entered  in  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting. 

"  A  resolution  being  offered  against  such  an  order,  the  Worshipful 
Master  refused  to  put  the  question,  and  in  consequence  of  the  disorder 
which  ensued  the  Worshipful  Master,  *  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  * 
in  him,  declared  the  Lodge  closed. 

"  le41,  March  8th :  The  minutes  of  last  meeting  being  read,  a  con- 
troversy took  place  which  prevented  any  definite  action  thereon. 

"  The  resolution  to  erase  the  protest  was  again  offered,  and  the  Wor- 
shipful Master  again  refused  to  entertain  it. 

**  1841,  March  22 :  Bho.  Phillips,  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  requested  the  book  of  minutes  for  examination.    Refused. 

"  1841,  May  24:  Past  Master  Fbuchtwanqeb  asked  if  the  Worshipful 
Master  had  requested  the  secretary  not  to  notify  Bbo.  Wm.  Wnxis  of 
this  meeting,  which  being  answerea  in  the  affirmative,  a  discussion  arose, 
and  while  Bbo.  Willis  was  addressing  the  brethren  the  Worshipful  per- 
emptorily closed  the  Lodge. 

"  Bbo.  Willis  then  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  took  the  chair,  and  de- 
clared the  Lodge  opened  and  at  labor,  and  a  motion  was  made  and  adopted 
that  the  Masonic  conduct  of  the  Worshipful  Master  is  highly  censurable, 
and  he  is  hereby  censured  for  ordering  the  secretary  not  to  send  P.*.  M.". 
Willis  a  notice  to  attend  this  meeting. 

"  A  motion  was  offered  that  the  protest  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the 
minutes  February  22  be  erased,  which  was  carried. 

**  A  committee  was  appointed  to  wait  on  W.*.  M.'.  Dutcheb  and  ask 
him  to  resign  and  surrender  the  warrant  to  the  Senior  Warden. 

"  1841,  June  14th :  Met  under  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Lodge, 
owing  to  DuTCHEB's  refusal  to  deliver  the  warrant.  In  the  dispensation 
Dutcheb  is  termed  *  an  expelled  Mason.* 

"  1842,  June  13th :  New  warrant  received. 

"  1843,  March  13th :  Committee  appointed  to  call  on  Dutcheb  for  the 
warrant." 

Here  the  subject  drops  from  minutes.  In  1859,  W.'.  M.'.  E.  P.  Bbeed 
was  allowed  to  copy  the  warrant  in  Dutcheb's  possession,  but  could  not 
induce  him  to  return  it  to  the  Lodge,  and  soon  after  Dutcheb  left  New 
York  City,  and  his  residence  was  unknown  until  1884,  when  it  was  found 
to  be  Newark,  N.  J.  Bbo.  Dutcheb  had  carefully  preserved  the  old 
warrant,  desiring  that  it  should  be  buried  with  him.  As  a  result  of  a 
visit  from  Claudius  F.  Beattt,  who  had  spent  considerable  time  in 
hunting  up  the  whereabouts  of  this  charter,  Bbo.  Dutcheb  finally  agreed 
to  return  the  warrant  to  the  Lodge  without  any  stipulation.  The  whole 
matter,  however,  was  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1885,  and  Bbo. 
Dutcheb  was  restored  by  an  overwhelming  vote;  and  on  the  18th  of 
June,  1885,  Bbo.  Dutcheb  visited  the  Lodge  and  presented  to  it  the 
warrant  which  he  had  safely  kept  for  forty-four  years,  and  by  permission 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  1886,  the  warrant  issued  in  1842  was  surrendered, 
and  the  recovered  warrant  of  1787  is  that  under  which  the  Lodge  now 
works. 

MOUNT  VERNON,  NO.  3,  ALBANY. 

Chabtebs  :  Original  warrant,  October  26,  1737 ;  No.  74,  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland  in  the  First  Regiment  Foot,  Second  Battalion. 

In  1758  and  1759  there  was  stationed  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  the  second 
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battalion  of  the  Ist  Royals  (now  Royal  Scots),  which  had  left  Great 
Britain  for  Nova  Scotia  in  1757.  "  Its  officers,"  says  "  The  Albany  Hand 
Book,'*  **  were  scholars  and  gentlemen,  as  they  brought  with  them,  and 
kept  op,  a  large  and  valuable  library  of  rare  books,  which  they  left  here 
when  the  battalion  was  ordered  away.  Many,  if  not  all,  of  the  volumes  are 
now  in  the  library  of  the  Albany  Female  Academy."  In  the  regiment 
was  a  Lodge  of  Freemasons,  No.  74  on  the  roll  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
1 1  eland,  and  as  the  soldiers  and  citizens  were  on  the  best  of  terms,  it 
would  seem  that  many  of  the  latter  were  received  into  the  Lodge  and  duly 
initiated  into  its  mysteries.  When  the  command  was  ordered  to  a  new 
field  of  duty,  they  carried  their  Irish  warrant  with  them,  but  in  accord- 
ance with  a  custom  which  was  then  permitted  they  caused  an  exact  copy 
of  it  to  be  made,  which  they  endorsed  as  follows : 

"  We,  the  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  a  Lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  No.  74,  Registry  of  Ireland,  held  in  the  Second  Bat- 
talion Royal,  adorned  with  all  the  honors  and  assembled  in  due  form, 
do  hereby  declare,  certify  and  attest  that  whereas,  our  body  is  ver^ 
numeh>us  by  the  addition  of  many  new  members,  merchants  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  City  of  Albany,  they  having  earnestly  requested  and  besought 
us  to  enable  them  to  hold  a  Lodge  during  our  absence  from  them,  and  we, 
knowing  them  to  be  men  of  undoubted  reputations,  and  men  of  skill 
and  ability  in  Masonry  and  desirous  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Craft, 
we  have  therefore  by  unanimous  consent  and  agreement  given  them  nn 
exact  and  true  copy  of  our  warrant  as  above,  and  have  properly  installed 
Mr.  Richard  Cabtwright,  Mr.  Henry  Bostwick,  and  Mr.  William 
FuRGirsoN  as  Assistant  Master  and  Wardens  of  our  body,  allowing 
them  to  sit  and  act  during  our  absence,  or  until  they,  by  our  assistance, 
can  procure  a  separate  warrant  for  themselves  from  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
Ireland. 

**  Given  under  our  hands  and  seal  of  our  Lodge,  in  the  City  of  Albany, 
the  eleventh  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  Masonry  5759,  and  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1759.

The  regiment,  or  battalion  rather,  never  returned  to  the  good  old 
Dutch  city,  and  it  does  not  seem  likely  that  the  "  indorsed  "  brethren  ever 
applied  to  Ireland  for  a  warrant,  or  that  their  army  friends  thought  any 
more  about  them;  rather  they  recalled  them  with  kindly  memories  and 
nothing  more,  for  the  business  of  a  soldier  in  those  days  often  thwarted 
good  intentions  and  interrupted  the  smooth  flow  of  the  amenities  of  life. 
However  all  this  may  be,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  brethren  left  in 
Albany  kept  up  their  form  of  organization  as  a  Lodge. 

February  21,  1765 :  Above  duplicate  said  to  have  been  confirmed  by, 
and  ziew  warrant  issued  by.  Provincial  Grand  Master  Harrison  as  Union 
Lodge,  July  30,  1778;  reconfirmed  by  Sir  John  Johnson,  Provincial 
Grand  Master.  I  have  same  doubt  about  the  correctness  of  the  word 
"  confirmed  *'  as  used  above.  No.  74  was  an  Irish  Lodge,  and  it  seems 
strange  that  a  Modern  Provincial  Grand  Master  would  confirm  such  a 
document. 

December  3,  1806 :  Warrant  issued  by  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
New  York  to  Mount  Vernon. 

Minut€9  of  Qrand  Lodge,  December  3,  1806:  "A  petition  from  the 
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officers  of  Moant  Vernon  Lodge  in  the  City  of  Albany  at  present  working 
under  a  dispensation  from  the  Most  Worshipful  Past  Grand  Mafiter,  stat- 
ing that  they  had  surrendered  the  colonial  warrant  under  which  they  had 
previously  worked*  under  a  promise  .  .  .  that  a  new  warrant  should 
be  granted  to  them  free  of  expense,  was  read  and  granted." 

The  1806  warrant  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1824,  and  in  1825  Grand 
Master  Vai«^  Rensselaeb  issued  the  warrant  now  in  use. 

Number:  No.  1  (Union  Lodge),  until  1802,  when  Grand  Lodge  gave 
it  the  number  3. 

1802,  No.  3,  Union  Lodge  under  dispensation. 

1806,  No.  4,  Mount  Vernon  Lodge ;  1827,  No.  3,  Mount  Vernon  Lodge. 

Minutes:  No  minutes  prior  to  1835  extant,  excepting  some  stray 
leaves  between  1800  and  1835. 

Roll  of  members  seemingly  complete  from  1765. 

Eablt  Teoubles  :  At  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
with  Chancellor  Robert  R.  Livingston  as  Grand  Master,  it  was  deter- 
mined that  all  Lodges  holding  warrants  granted  by  Provincial  Grand 
Masters  should  surrender  the  same,  and  receive  regular  ones  from  the 
Grand  Lodge.  For  some  now  unknown  reason,  Union  Lodge  refused  to 
surrender  its  warrant  or  receive  another  in  its  stead. 

In  1797  the  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  show  that  **  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  be  requested  to  take  charge  of  delinquent  Lodges  in  Pough- 
keepsie  and  Albany."  The  minutes  also  show  that  the  Deputy  visited 
Union  Lodge  and  found  the  only  obstacle  to  the  surrender  of  the  old 
warrant  was  the  question  of  **  the  rank  they  w^ere  to  hold." 

On  January  6,  1800,  Union  Lodge  acknowledged  jurisdiction,  and  the 
Grand  Master  directed  that  a  warrant  should  be  delivered  to  them  in 
due  form  "  under  special  promise  that  the  warrants  in  possession  of  Union 
Ix)dge,  three  in  number,  should  be  delivered  to  the  Grand  Secretary,"  and 
"the  Lodge  being  the  third  in  the  State  that  received  a  warrant  (February 
21,  1765),  should  be  classed  No.  3."  The  quoted  statements  are  from  the 
records  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

It  appears  that  this  programme  was  not  immediately  carried  out,  for 
on  September  19,  1800,  a  general  committee,  consisting  of  five  members 
each  from  Union,  Masters,  and  Temple  Lodges  of  Albany,  reported 
adversely  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge  constitution,  and  proposed  a  division 
of  Grand  Lodge  meetings,  that  in  New  York  to  be  under  direction  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  that  in  Albany  under  the  Deputy  Grand  Master. 
Great  efforts  seem  to  have  been  made  at  that  time  to  establish  a  Grand 
Lodge  at  Albany,  which  should  hold  jurisdiction  over  all  but  New  York 
City  Lodges. 

These  troubles,  as  far  as  Union  Lodge  was  concerned,  culminated  in 
December,  1803,  when  a  split  occurred,  the  majority  favoring  the  work- 
ing under  the  New  York,  and  a  small  minority  under  the  Harrison 
Charter  of  1765.  The  differences  were  not  settled  until  January  6,  1807, 
when  "  Union  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Albany  "  held  its  last  Communication, 
surrendered  its  warrant,  and  received  one  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  giving  it  a  new  name,  "  Mount  Vernon,  No.  3,"  thus  main- 
taining its  rank  as  the  third  oldest  Lodge  in  the  State.    It  also  held  the 
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title  of  A.  Y.  M.,  or  Ancient  Xork  Masons, 
home  of  Bbo.  George  Washington.

Notes:  An  old  document  still  extant,  and  entitled  "The  Charity 
Fund  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Albany,"  for  1765,  shows  that  brethren, 
on  entering,  paid  £3  4s,  and  the  total  cost  of  raising  was  £4  12s ;  yearly 
dues  were  twenty  shillings,  and  there  were  "  dues  of  the  night  eighteen 
pence,  say  thirty-six  cents,  from  each  member.  These  dues  were  un- 
doubtedly spent  for  refreshments  when  the  Craft  was  "called  from 
Ubor." 

Another  ancient  document,  still  preserved  in  Albany,  has  the  following 
invitation  from  Masters'  Lodge,  No.  2,  to  join  in  procession  in  honor  of 
St  John's  Day,  June  24,  1773. 

"  The  W'pll  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  the  Masters'  Lodge  No. 
2,  present  their  respects  to  W'f ull  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  Union 
Lodge,  No.  1 ;  would  be  glad  that  as  many  as  possibly  can  would  join  the 
procession  to-morrow,  and  as  many  of  this  Lodge  as  think  their  circum- 
stances will  permit  will  do  themselves  the  pleasure  to  sup  with  them. 

"  By  order  W.  V.  Wemple,  Sec'y  Lodge,  No.  2,  June  23,  1773."

"  Brothebs  Bilunos,  a  representative  of  Solomon's  Lodge  at  Pough-

ST.    PATRICK'S    LODGE,    NO.   4,    JOHNSTOWN. 

[For  most  of  the  data  in  this  outline  and  list  of  Masters,  the  Historian 
is  indebted  to  R.*.  W.'.  Philip  Keck,  Commissioner  of  Appeals]. 

Chabteb  AND  Number  :  The  first  charter  of  St.  Patrick's  Lodge  was 
issued  by  George  Harrison,  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  on 
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the  23d  day  of  May,  1766,  to  Hon.  Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet,  aa 
Master ;  Guy  Johnson,  Esq.,  as  Senior  Warden ;  Daniel  Glaus,  Esq., 
as  Junior  Warden ;  and  John  Butler,  Esq.,  as  Secretary  of  St.  Patrick's 
Lodge,  No.  8.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Lodge  continued  from  its  organiza- 
tion until  May  5,  1774,  and  from  that  time  until  July  31,  1785,  a  period  of 
over  eleven  years,  no  meetings  of  the  Lodge  were  held. 

There  was  read  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New^  York,  June  23,  1784,  *'  A 
letter  from  R.'.  W.'.  Peter  W.  Yates,  Esq.,  representing  that  the  patent 
to  St  Patrick's  Lodge  in  Tryon  Gounty  was  taken  off  to  Ganada,  or 
destroyed,  and  recommended  Zephaniah  Batchellor,  as  Master; 
Robert  Adams,  Senior  Warden;  and  Ghristopher  P.  Yates,  Junior 
Warden,  for  a  new  one.  In  consequence  of  the  above  recommendation  it 
was  resolved  that  a  new  warrant  be  issued.'*  Pursuant  to  said  recom- 
mendation a  new  warrant  was  issued  on  July  20,  1784,  and  the  Lodge 
was  therein  given  a  new  number;  viz.,  No.  9,  and  so  continued  until 
June  4,  1819. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  September  3,  1817,  we  quote  as 
follows :  "  To  St.  Patrick's  Lodge  at  Johnstown,  Montgomery  Gounty, 
which  had  it  made  its  submission  in  proper  season  could  have  claimed  the 
No.  8,  which  has  only  lately  yielded  to  the  authority  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  No.  9,  vacant  by  the  surrender  of  the  warrant  of  Howard  Lodge, 
has  been  assigned."  And  it  continued  under  that  number  until  June  4, 
1819 ;  and  from  that  time  until  June  4,  1828,  it  was  No.  11. 

On  the  4th  of  June,  1828,  under  a  new  charter,  No.  4  was  given 
to  said  Lodge,  and  it  still  retains  that  number. 

Revolutionary  War:  St.  Patrick's  Lodge,  perhaps,  was  affected  by 
the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolutionary  War  as  much  as,  or  more  than,  any 
other  Lodge  within  this  State.  Members,  who  had  been  neighbors,  regular 
attendants  at  the  Gommunications  of  the  Lodge,  warm  personal  friends, 
went  forth  divided  in  their  sympathy  and  arrayed  against  each  other 
in  that  struggle  for  independence.  Golonel  Guy  Johnson,  for  several 
years  its  Master,  and  at  its  institution  Senior  Warden;  Daniel  Glaus. 
its  Junior  Warden  for  years ;  and  John  Butler,  its  Secretary,  all  were 
made  Golonels  in  the  British  army,  and  sided  with  the  Grown.  On  the 
other  hand,  such  members  of  the  Lodge  as  General  Nicholas  Herkimer, 
Lieutenants  Benjamin  Roberts,  Georqe  Phyn,  Turbott  Francis, 
Hugh  Eraser,  Augustine  Provost,  Majors  Peter  Ten  Broeck,  and 
Jelles  Fonda  were  arrayed  upon  the  side  of  the  Golony,  on  the  side  of 
liberty  and  independence. 

Sir  John  Johnson,  son  of  Sir  William,  who  was  a  visitor  at  almost 
every  Gommunication  of  the  Lodge,  from  December  5,  1767,  until  May  3, 
1773,  and  who  was  Provincial  Grand  Master,  having  been  passed  and 
raised  in  Royal  Lodge  of  St.  James,  London,  England,  also  allied  him- 
self with  the  Grown,  and  led  the  British  troops  and  Indians  in  an  invasion 
through  New  York  State,  and  made  the  attack  at  the  battle  of  Oriskany 
against  that  brave  general,  his  former  friend  and  brother,  Nicholas 
Herkimer.  Herkimer  fell  in  that  battle,  but  the  result  was  a  triumph 
for  the  Colony.  The  victory  of  Oriskany  was  the  dawn  of  that  liberty  and 
freedom  finally  consummated  by  the  Golonies,  and  which  we  now  enjoy.

Sir  William  Johnston,  Firsl  Master  of  St.  Patrick's  Lodf^e. 


Sir  William  Johnson,  Bart,  died  on  the  11th  day  of  July,  1774,  and 
it  has  always  been  a  mooted  question  had  he  lived  as  to  which  cause  he 
would  have  taken  up.  But  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  while  he  had 
been  the  subject  of  the  Crown,  his  interests  were  centered,  aside  from  the 
Six  Nations,  in  the  people  of  Central  New  York,  and  his  course  would 
not  have  been  such  as  to  have  broken  the  silver  cord  of  friendship  with 
his  old  associates  and  neighbors. 

The  course  pursued  by  Sir  John  Johnson,  Guy  Johnson,  and 
Daniel  Claus,  Sir  William's  son  and  sons-in-law,  to  whom  he  had 
devised  his  large  and  valuable  estate,  located  in  and  about  Johnstown,  and 
elsewhere  in  the  Colony,  rendered  it  impossible  for  them  to  return  and 
reclaim  their  lands,  and  they  fled  to  Canada.  Their  property  was  there- 
upon confiscated  and  afterward  sold  by  the  State.  When  Sir  John 
Johnson  went  to  Canada,  he  carried  with  him  the  original  charter  of  the 
Lodge,  and  the  jewels  of  the  officers.  This  was  done  during  the  Revolu- 
tion, and  for  about  fifty  years  thereafter  they  remained  lost  to  the 
Lodge;  but  evidently  in  his  latter  days,  Sir  John  Johnson  became 
desirous  of  returning  to  the  Lodge  the  property  which  he  had  taken  and 
so  long  held,  and  there  appears  on  the  records  of  the  Lodge  as  of 
June  3,  1831,  as  follows :  *'  Sir  John  Johnson  gave  direction  to  have 
the  old  provincial  warrant  and  jewels  of  the  Lodge  returned,  and  the 
Worshipful  Master  has  received  the  same  by  direction  of  Sir  John 
Johnson."

Centennial:  The  centennial  anniversary  of  this  ancient  Lodge  was 
celebrated  at  Johnstown,  on  the  23d  day  of  May,  1866.  The  Fraternity 
was  represented  by  ten  Lodges,  by  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  by  Utica 
Commandry,  No.  3,  Knights  Templars.  The  line  was  formed  in  the  then 
village,  now  city,  of  Johnstown,  and  contained  about  one  thousand  Masons, 
and  presented  one  of  the  most  imposing  Masonic  assemblages  that  was 
ever  witnessed  in  central  New  York,  and  thence  proceeded  to  Johnson 
Hall,  which  is  situated  within  the  now  city  of  Johnstown,  and  was 
erected  by  Sir  William  Johnson  in  1763,  and  in  which  hall  said  St. 
Patrick's  Lodge  was  instituted,  and  where  its  Communications,  prior  to 
the  Revolutionary  War,  were  always  held.  There  W.\  Daniel  Cameron 
gave  a  brief  and  interesting  history  of  the  Lodge,  and  M.'.  W.*.  John  L. 
Lewis,  Grand  Master,  delivered  a  very  able  historical  address,  tracing 
the  institution  of  Masonry  from  the  earliest  settlement  of  the  country  to 
the  time  of  the  issuing  of  the  warrant  of  St.  Parick's  Lodge. 

One  interesting  feature  of  that  occasion  was  that  the  officers  of  St. 
Patrick's  Lodge  wore  the  same  jewels  tliat  were  used  at  the  time  the 
Lodge  was  organized ;  and  the  same  jewels  are  worn  by  the  officers  at 
their  Communications  to  this  day. 

The  Present:  The  present  membership  of  St.  Patrick's  Lodge  is 
about  two  hundred.     The  Lodge  is  owner  of  a  very  valuable  property. 
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situated  on  the  north  side  of  Main  Street,  in  the  city  of  Johnstown. 
The  visitor  entering^  the  doors  of  that  Lodge  is  always  received  with 
hospitality,  and  the  members  point  with  pride  to  the  past  history, 
hardships,  and  subsequent  success  of  the  Lodge.

and  John  Butler,  secretary  of  the  Saint  Patrick's  Lodge,  No.  8» 
to  be  held  at  Johnson  hall,  in  the  county  of  Albany,  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  New  York,  in  America,  with  full  power  and  authority  in 
due  form  to  make  Masons  and  constitute  a  regular  lodge,  at  John- 
son hall  aforesaid,  and  also  to  do  all  and  every  such  other  acts  and 
things  appertaining  to  the  said  office,  as  usually  have  been,  and  ought 
to  be  done  by  other  our  Masters,  he,  our  said  Master,  taking  especial 
care  that  all  the  members  of  his  lodge  have  been  regularly  made  Masons, 
and  that  they  do  observe,  perform  and  keep  all  and  every  the  rules, 
orders  and  regulations  contained  in  the  book  of  constitutions  (except 
such  as  have  been  or  may  be  repealed  at  any  quarterly  communication  or 
other  general  meeting),  together  with  all  such  other  rules,  orders  and 
regulations  and  instructions,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  transmitted 
by  us,  or  by  Uny  of  our  successors,  'provincial  grand  masters,  or  his 
deputy  for  the  time  being.

in  writing,  of  the  proceedings  of  your  lodge  with  a  list  of  the  members 
thereof,  and  copies  of  such  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  shall  be  made 
for  the  good  government  thereof,  with  whatever  else  you  shall  do  by 
virtue  of  these  presents,  and  that  you  remit  (out  of  th'e  first  money  you 
shall  receive  for  initiation  fees)  to  the  treasurer  of  the  society  for  the 
time  being  at  New  York,  three  pounds,  three  shillings  sterling,  to  be  by 
him  remitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  grand  lodge  at  London  (being  the 
fee  due  for  constituting  your  lodge),  for  the  use  of  the  grand  charity 
and  other  necessary  purposes.

Charter:  Dispensation,  June  21,  1774,  by  Sir  John  Johnson, 
Provincial  Grand  Master.  December  13,  1774,  dispensation  renewed. 
Charter,  September  14,  1774.  April  29,  1822,  warrant  from  Grand

Grand  Lodge:  First  representation  on  April  6,  1792,  when  Jacob 
Morton,   then  Grand  Secretary,  was  accepted  as   its  proxy. 

Meeting  Places:  Met  first  at  Bro.  Robert  Clench's  tavern;  re- 
moved December  20,  1777,  to  "  the  house  of  Bro.  Abm.  Truax  who  haa 
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provided  a  Room  for  the  purpes  at  the  ExBpence  of  Ye  Lodge" ;  in  17S4, 
removed  to  "  Widow  Clench's  house,"  afterward  to  that  of  Bao.  John 
A.  Bbadt.  In  1790,  purchased  a  lot  on  State  Street,  wnere  the  New  York 
Central  now  passes,  and  fixed  up  the  dwelling-house  on  the  lot  for  a 
Lodge  room,  the  lower  floor  occupied  by  the  Tiler,  Andrew  Rtnex. 
Occupied  this  house  until  the  Utica  and  Schenectady  railroad  was  con- 
structed, when  it  was  taken  by  the  railroad  company  in  1835.  January 
27,  1844,  met  at  the  "  New  Lodge  Room  in  the  Lyceum  Building,  on  the 
corner  of  Yates  and  Union  Streets."  They  leased  the  upper  floor  of 
this  building  (still  standing,  and  occupied  by  a  college  Greek  letter 
society),  paying  for  it  the  money  received  from  the  railroad  company, 
in  return  having  the  use  of  the  upper  story,  $650  of  the  Schenectady 
Lyceum  and  Academy  stock,  and  also  the  free  education  of  four  boys  or 
girls,  children  of  Masons.  Occupied  this  site  until  January  23,  1856, 
when  they  sold  their  stock  in  the  Lyceum,  and  leased  the  upper  floor  of 
the  Van  Home  building,  State  Street,  paying  $150  per  year  rent.  In 
1868,  the  present  Masonic  Temple,  No.  12  South  Church  Street,  was 
built.  It  is  owned  by  the  Lodge,  and  used  for  Masonic  purposes  only. 
St.  George's  Chapter,  No.  157,  and  St  George's  Commandery,  No.  37, 
occupy  the  building  jointly  with  the  Lodge,  paying  each  one-third  of  the 
current  expense  (light,  fuel,  and  Tiler).  The  Temple  was  refitted  and 
refurnished  in  the  summer  of  1896,  at  a  cost  of  over  $5,000,  and  is  now 
one  of  the  finest  Lodge  buildings  in  the  State.  It  is  also  entirely  free 
from  debt. 

Minute  Books:  Intact  from  October  1,  1774,  to  January  22,  1814. 
Xo  other  minutes  of  1814,  or  to  December  21,  1818.  No  records,  1819, 
1820,  1821,  to  September  12,  1822,  from  which  records  are  complete  to 
date. 

Morgan  Pebsecution  :  Met  once  a  year,  the  annual  meeting  for  the 
election  of  officers,  from  December  17,  1827,  to  June  20,  1834,  when 
meetings  were  resumed.  There  is  a  record  of  an  "extra  Lodge,"  held 
March  17.  1828,  "to  investigate  the  charges  against  Richard  Mc- 
MiCHAEL."  Can  find  no  account  of  yearly  receipts  and  disbursements, 
except  a  bill  of  the  Tiler:  "To  6  nights  Tyling  from  Oct.  1828,  to 
Dec.  1829,  at  70c.  per  night,  4.50"  (so  in  the  original).  "To  5 
pounds  candles  at  62^.  Total,  5.12^."  There  are  no  records,  by  the  way, 
of  these  six  nights.  No  candidates  raised  from  December  15,  1827, 
"extra  Lodge" — ^when  John  O.  Crowley  was  raised — until  March  22, 
1844,  when  Jerome  N.  Barhtdt  and  Frank  R.  Mitdoe  were  raised. 
From  copy  of  a  return  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  possession  of  the  Lodge, 
and  dated  December  27, 1825,  the  membership  was  27 ;  from  December  27, 
1825,  to  December  15,  1827,  19  members  were  raised  or  affiliated,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  46.  Number  of  members  as  per  return  to  Grand  Lodge, 
December,  1839,  9.    The  nine  survivors  were

The  minutes  show  that  the  meetings  were 
held  with  their  wonted  regularity,  and  were  attended  by  many  of  those 
who  belonged  to  the  Continental  army.

Historical  Notes  :    Copy  of  Minutes  of  meeting,  December  18,  1786 : 

**  A  number  of  Antient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  having  removed  to 
this  city  which  is  at  so  great  a  distance  from  the  Lodges  to  which  they 
belonged  that  it  is  impossible  for  most,  and  very  inconvenient  for  others, 
to  give  a  due  attendance  and  are  thereby  deprived  of  the  many  benefits 
which  result  from  an  Intercourse  with  a  well  regulated  Lodge;  from  a 
desire  to  remove  these  obstacles  as  well  as  the  advancement  of  the  Royal 
Craft  they  met  at  the  house  of  Bro.  John  MgKinstry  and  agreed  to 
draught  (and  forward  by  Bro.  Daniel  Gano)  a  petition  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  praying  that  a  warrant  be  granted  for 
the  purpose  of  making,  passing,  and  raising  Free  Masons.'*

There  is  iu  possession  of  the  Lodge  a  Russian  sword  with  the  following 
inscription :  **  This  sword  was  presented  by  the  Empress  of  Russia  in 
1802  to  Capt.  JuDAH  Paddock,  for  relieving  a  Russian  man-of-war  when 
in  distress,  as  memento  of  honor  and  by  him  to  Hudson  Lodge,  No.  7,  in 
1809  or  1810,  as  a  token  of  his  high  regard  for  Masonry.  Vivat 
Catharina." 

Saint  John's  Dat  :  The  first  celebration  of  the  Festival  of  St.  John 
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the  Evangelist  was  in  1787.  "An  elegant  oration"  was  delivered  by 
EzEKiEL  Gilbert,  after  which  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  house  of  Bbo. 
Joseph  Gobdon,  where  dinner  was  served.  The  Festival  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist  was  first  celebrated  in  1788,  "  At  which  time,  a  sensible  and 
well  adapted  oration  "  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Levi  Wheaton. 

Up  to  1840,  one — and  some  years  both — festivals  were  observed. 
Since  that  date,  we  find  but  one  record,  1842,  when  the  Lodge  joined 
with  a  Lodge  in  Troy,  N.  Y. 

St.  John's  Hall  :  The  corner-stone  of  St.  John's  Hall  was  laid  June 
12,  1795,  by  Bbo.  Eben  Rand;  W.'.  Thomas  Fbothinghak  delivered 
an  oration  and  thirty-three  brethren  attended.  The  building  was  dedi- 
cated with  imposing  ceremonies, .  December  27,  1796.  "  After  which 
procession  moved  to  the  Presbyterian  meeting  house,  the  use  of  which 
had  been  granted  by  the  trustees  after  much  hesitation,  and  not  until 
after  the  Lodge  agreed  that  an  oration  should  be  delivered  instead  of  the 
preaching  of  a  sermon  as  at  first  intended,  where  prayer  was  offered  by 
Bbo.  Ernest;  followed  by  an  oration  by  Bbo.  Gardntcr.  From  church 
they  proceeded  to  house  of  Bbo.  Gardner,  where  dinner  was  served ;  then 
to  Lodge  room,  where  the  Lodge  was  closed.  Bro.  Andrew  Matfield 
Gabshore  was  master  of  ceremonies  for  the  day.''  In  early  years  the 
installation  of  officers  was  public,  always  followed  by  a  dinner.

(Liberty)  Street,  June  24/1790,  from  the  minutes: 

'*  Holland  Lodge,  June  24,  5790,  convened  in  Grown  Street. 

**The  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  being  on  this  day,  this 
Lodge,  and  Washington  Ghapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  met  at  the  new 
building  erected  for  their  convenience.  Previous  to  opening  the  Lodge 
they  performed  the  solemn  ceremonies  of  consecration,  agreeably  to  a 
resolution  of  April  27,  5790. 

'*  Present,  the  Right  Worshipful  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
this  State,  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Grand  Master  of  Georgia,  Brothers  Smith  and  Jackson, 
and  several  members  of  Congress ;  also  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of 
some  of  the  warranted  Lodges  of  this  city,  together  with  the  New  York 
Musical  Society. 

**  As  the  Brothers  entered  the  Lodge  Room  a  solemn  march  was  per- 
formed on  various  instruments  of  music.  'Tis  said  that'  P.  A.  Van 
Haoek,  Jr.,  who  had  not  yet  attained  his  ninth  year,  composed  the  march. 
He  was  also  one  of  the  performers  in  the  concert  of  music. 

"  A  solemn  sound  of  music  from  the  organ  by  Mr.  P.  A.  Van  Hagen 
was  followed  by  a  well  adapted  address  from  the  Worshipful  Master  of 
this  Lodge,  after  which  the  presiding  officers  of  the  Ghapter  and  Lodge 
stood  around  an  altar,  on  which  a  temple  was  placed,  supported  by  five 
pillars,  covered  with  embroidered  cloth. 

"^The  most  Worshipful  Brother  Vanden  Broek,  presiding  officer  of 
Washington  Ghapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  delivered  the  consecration 
prayer,  after  which  the  temple  was  removed,  and  warrants  of  Ghapter 
and  Lodge  with  the  Holy  Bible  were  handed  to  the  presiding  officers  of 
each. 

**  The  Worshipful  Brother  Staoo,  in  the  name  of  the  Most  High,  to 
whom  be  honor  and  glory  for  ever  and  ever,  declared  this  building  set 
apart  for  Masonic  purposes;  which  declaration  was  answered  by  a 
solemn  touch  of  the  organ. 

"The  most  Worshipful  Brother  Vanden  Broek,  in  manner  as 
before,  declared  this  building  set  apart  to  virtue.  Answered  by  solemn 
sounds  from  the  organ. 

*'  The  Worshipful  Master  Brother  Staoo,  in  the  same  form  of  solemn 
declaration,  observed  this  building  was  set  apart  for  the  promotion  of 
universal  charity  and  benevolence. 

"Then  was  answered  by  the  most  Worshipful  Brother  Vanden 
Broek,  *  Glory  be  to  God  on  high,  on  Earth  peace,  and  good  will  towards 
men.' 

"  To  which  the  presiding  officers  replied,  *  Amen.* 

*'  The  organ  closed  the  ceremony  with  solemn  music. 

''The  most  Worshipful  Master,  Vanden  Broek,  presiding  officer  of 
the  Ghapter,  agreeably  to  previous  arrangement,  delivered  a  discourse 
on  Masonry,  in  the  course  of  which  he  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Chapter,  and  the  Lodge. 

"The  whole  concluded  in  a  delightful  concert  of  music,  set  to  an 
elegant  ode  composed  by  Brother  Low.  and  performed  vocally  and  in- 
strumentally  by  the  Musical  Society  of  New  Yorls." 
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Seal  of  Lodge  :  On  the  minutes  of  the  14th  of  March,  1788,  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  Lodge  seal  (which  was  engraved  or  sunk  by  Peter  Maverick) 
is  entered  in  these  words: 

"The  following  is  a  description  of  the  seal  of  the  Holland  Lodge, 
which,  by  the  minutes  of  the  2d  of  November  last,  is  ordered  to  be 
recorded,  to  wit: 

'*  Arms  :   Argent ;  a  book  proper  charged  with  a  compass  and  square. 

"  Supporters  :  On  the  dexter  side  an  American  eagle,  resting  her 
sinister  foot  on  a  globe  proper.  On  the  sinister  a  lion  rampant,  hold- 
ing in  his  dexter  paw  a  sword,  in  his  sinister  seven  arrows,  all  proper.

A  Group  of  Noted  Craftsmen. 

"  John  Jacob  Astor  was  another  of  the  most  prominent  sons  of 
Holland  Lodge.  On  examining  the  minutes,  I  have  been  surprised  to  see 
how  regularly  this  wonderful  man,  whose  enterprises  were  on  a  scale 
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of  grandeur  which  dwarfed  all  rivalry,  attended  the  meetings  of  the 
Lodge,  and  devoted  himself  to  its  interests.  While  Master,  he  omitted  the 
performance  of  no  duty,  and  he  still  took  an  active  part  after  he  had 
passed  the  chair.  We  naturally  associate  anything  but  sentiment  with  the 
composition  of  great  merchants.  But  that  Bbo.  Astob  acted  in  the 
Lodge  from  a  full  heart,  none  can  doubt  who  read  the  history  of  his 
sealoas  Masonic  career;  and  we  find  it  recorded,  in  December,  1798, 
that  *oar  Worshipful  Master  then  delivered  a  pathetic  and  truly  appli- 
cable discourse  on  his  retirement  from  the  chair.'  Immediately  after- 
ward the  Lodge  passed  a  resolution  highly  complimentary  to  their  late 
Master,  and  voted  him  a  Past  Master's  jewel." 

"  William  Ibving,  Jr.,  was  another  of  the  early  Masters  worthy  of 
especial  mention.  He  succeeded  Worshipful  Bbo.  Astob  as  Master  in 
1799,  and  served  as  such  two  full  terms.  He  was  one  of  the  editors  of 
*  Salmagundi,*  and  author  of  all  the  poetry  contained  in  that  humorous 
publication.  He  was  also  the  projector  of  *  Knickerbocker's  History  of 
New  York,'  and  wrote  some  portion  of  that  veracious  book,  which, 
however,  was  remodeled  and  chiefly  written  by  his  brother,  Washhtotoit 
Ibviito.  He  became  a  member  of  Congress,  and  sacrificed  to  political 
life  a  literary  career  which  promised  great  results.  Washingtoit  Ibvino 
often  declared  that  his  brother  William  was  the  ablest  man  in  the 
IBVING  family,  and  to  such  praise  little  can  be  added.  The  sons  of 
Wnj.TAM  Ibvino  are  among  our  most  respected  fellow-citizens,  and  the 
social  position  of  his  daughter  is  second  to  that  of  no  lady  in  the  land." 

"No  less  than  eleven  members  of  the  Livingston  family,  so  famous 
in  the  Masonic  annals  of  the  State,  have  belonged  to  Holland  Lodge. 
One  of  them  was  Edwabd  Livingston,  who  holds  a  prominent  rank 
among  American  statesmen  and  jurists.  He  achieved  high  distinction 
as  Mayor  of  New  York,  member  of  Congress,  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
United  States,  and  Minister  to  France;  and  the  immortalized  himself 
by  his  celebrated  Code  of  Louisiana.  On  the  night  he  was  proposed,  his 
eminent  elder  brother,  Chancellor  Robert  R.  Livingston,  then  Grand 
Master,  and  who  served  as  such  from  1874  until  1800,  visited  the  Lodge. 
Edwabd  Livingston  was  our  third  Junior  Warden,  but  never  aspired  to 
any  higher  position." 

"The  historical  name  of  Samttel  Fbaunces,  the  swarthy  publican 
and  patriot,  will  be  found  in  the  list  of  early  members.  He  was  the 
keeper  of  Fraunces's  tavern  (sometimes  called  Black  Sam's),  at  the 
comer  of  Broad  and  Pearl  Streets,  where  Washington  established  his 
headquarters  when  the  British  troops  evacuated  the  city  in  1783.  It 
was  here  that  the  immortal  hero  took  that  heart-breaking  farewell  of  his 
officers,  the  recital  of  which  yet  draws  tears  even  from  eyes  unused  to 
the  melting  mood." 

"Babon  Steuben  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  Lodge,  and  took 
part  occasionally  in  the  proceedings.  He  is  mentioned  on  the  6th  of 
February,  1789,  as  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  by  the  title  of  Bbo.  Past 
Master  Babon   Steuben.     He  was  on  the  same  evening  appointed  a 
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member  of  a  committee  to  communicate  to  President  Washington  that 
he  had  been  elected  an  honorary  member  of  Holland  Lodge." 

On  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  in  1788,  the  Baron  dined 
with  the  Lodge,  and  addressed  the  brethren  in  French,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  translation : 

*'  The  favorable  reception  with  which  you  have  honored  me  is  suffi- 
cient to  ensure  my  most  lively  acknowledgments.  But  sentiments  more 
sublime,  more  equal  to  yourselves,  engage  me  to  express  the  veneration 
with  which  I  have  contemplated  the  organization  and  government  of  your 
Lodge,  under  the  direction  of  your  Worshipful  Master. 

"  Veterans  of  the  royal  art,  I  flatter  myself  that  I  am  acquainted  with 
Masonry,  and  able  to  judge  of  the  propriety  of  working,  without  being 
deceived  by  the  performance  of  external  ceremonies. 

"  Your  working  bears  the  stamp  of  true  Masonry.  It  is  decorated 
with  wisdom,  strength,  and  beauty.  The  choice  of  your  materials 
evinces  the  perfection  of  the  building  under  your  care. 

'*  With  great  saJ:isfaction  I  see  the  rapid  progress  you  have  made. 
Your  zeal  and  perseverance  will  crown  you  with  full  success. 

"  My  ardent  wish  will  always  be,  that  this  Lodge  may  be  as  flourish- 
ing as  its  virtues  are  respectable." 

To  this  address  the  Worshipful  Master,  Vanden  Broek,  made  an 
extempore  reply  in  the  same  language,  of  which  the  following  is  a  transla- 
tion substantially  : 

"Worshipful  Brother: 

"  The  very  polite  and  eloquent  address  with  which  you  have  honored 
Holland  Lodge,  manifests  those  noble  virtues  which  characterize  a  Mason, 
and  which  adorn  and  distinguish  you. 

"  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  learn  that  the  proceedings  of  Hol- 
land Lodge  are  approved  by  a  brother  of  so  much  experience,  and  so  well* 
acquainted  with  true  Masonry. 

"  Knowing  the  rectitude  of  your  heart,  and  having  experienced  your 
seal  for  the  welfare  of  the  Graft,  we  were  as  much  influenced  by  senti- 
ments of  respect  and  attachment  for  you,  as  by  a  desire  to  add  to  the 
dignity  of  our  Lodge,  when  we  did  ourselves  the  honor  to  elect  you  an 
honorary  member.  Your  ready  acceptance  assures  us  that  the  welfare  of 
the  Lodge  is  your  sincere  wish. 

"  Permit  me  to  recommend  Holland  Lodge  and  every  member  thereof 
to  your  care  and  protection,  and  be  persuaded  that  every  mark  of  kind- 
ness shown  to  us  will  be  acknowledged  with  sentiments  of  gratitude 
and  veneration. 

"  May  the  great  Architect  of  the  universe  bestow  on  you  his  most 
precious  blessings.  May  you  reap  a  reward  due  to  your  virtues  and  faith- 
ful services,  and  at  the  end  of  a  life  which  has  been  eminently  useful  to 
society  and  honorable  to  yourself,  may  you  leave  this  world  for  a  better, 
uttering  these  words :  *  Farew^ell.  my  friends ;  I  go  to  our  God — my 
struggle  is  at  an  end — I  leave  this  earth  with  a  joyful  heart,  to  meet  the 
great  Architect  above.' "

"There  was  a  tradition  among  the 
old  Masons  as  long  ago  as  1806  that  a  Lodge  existed  in  the  old  King's 
District  previously  to  1780,  and  that  the  charter  of  1788  was  issued  in 
lien  of  one  then  surrendered." — Manuscript  History, 

Number  :  Seems  to  have  had  no  numerical  designation  at  first,  but  in 
1817  it  appears  on  the  roll  as  No.  17.  In  1830  it  received  13  as  its 
number.    In  1839  it  received  its  present  number. 

Morgan  Persecution  :  "  The  Master  elected  in  1827  was  Harrt 
PnsRGE,  and  the  whole  amount  of  work  upon  the  minutes,  done  at  seven 
Conununications  during  the  year  succeeding  was  the  balloting  for  and 
accepting  Luther  G.  Norton  as  a  member  of  the  Lodge.  This  was  the 
last  business  done  by  the  Lodge,  by  way  of  making  members  or  initia- 
tions, standing  upon  the  minutes  up  to  November  G,  1845,  at  which  time 
David  Kendall  was  proposed  for  the  degrees  in  Masonry.  In  1828 
there  were  but  four  meetings,  Elisha  Gilbert  being  the  Master,  Elias 
Gates,  S.W.,  and  Charles  W.  Hull,  J.W.  In  1829  there  was  but  one 
meeting,  and  that  in  December,  when  they  proceeded  to  elect  Elisha 
Gilbert,  Master,  Harrt  Pierce,  S.W.,  and  John  Murdoch,  J.W.  This 
practice  continued  from  year  to  year  until  1844,  the  same  Master  being 
anmially  elected,  with  occasional  changes  in  the  names  of  the  Wardens 
In  1843,  doubts  existing  respecting  the  legality  of  their  proceedings  and 
the  lawful  standing  of  the  Lodge,  a  delegate  was  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
with  a  petition  asking  the  Grand  Lodge  to  put  Unity  Lodge  in  good 
standing,  which  was  granted  on  condition  of  payment  of  two  years* 
dnes.    This  condition  was  complied  with." — Official  Record  of  Lodge. 

Offshoots:  1796,  twenty-three  members  of  Unity  petitioned  for  a 
charter,  which  was  granted  to  Caanan  Lodge,  No.  44,  at  New  Concord. 
It  ceased  to  work  about  1827,  and  the  charter  was  declared  forfeited  in 
1833. 

1798,  thirteen  members  of  Unity  petitioned  for  a  charter,  which  was 
granted  to  Schodack  Lodge,  No.  81,  at  Nassau  Village.  In  1818  the  name 
was  changed  to  Wadsworth  Lodge,  its  number  became  78,  and  it 
moTed  to  Brainard's  Bridge.  Charter  declared  forfeited  in  1835.  In 
1841  some  of  the  old  members  of  this  Lodge  uniting  with  former  members 
of  Yates  Lodge  formed  the  present  Schodack  Union  Lodge,  No.  87. 

1801,  sixteen  members  of  Unity  Lodge,  residing  in  or  near  Stephen- 
town,  petitioned  for  a  charter,  which  was  issued  to  Friendship  Lodge,  No. 
Od-  It  ceased  to  work  about  1828,  was  revived  in  1834 ;  became  No.  24  in 
1839,  but  was  afterward  removed  from  Grand  Lodge  roll.

Pbomine^nt  Membebs  :  "  The  Lodge  has  numbered  among  its  members 
many  persons  who  have  occupied  honorable  and  prominent  positions  in 
the  political  world,  as  well  as  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter. 
Those  who  have  held  offices  in  the  National  and  State  governments  it  is 
not  necessary  to  note.  But  it  is  not  improper  at  this  time  to  mention 
those  who  have  been  prominent  in  Masonry.  Our  late  Bao.  Rev.  Silas 
Ghubceill  held  the  office  of  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
during  1803,  1804,  and  1805.  He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Unity  Lodge, 
in  1794.  Joseph  Eitos  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1822, 
1823,  and  1824.  He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Unity  Lodge  in  1804.  He  also 
held  the  office  of  Grand  Scribe  in  the  Grand  Chapter  four  years  from 
1815.  He  was  also  for  many  years  Grand  Visitor  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Eusha  GiiiBEBT,  Jr.,  was 
Junior  Grand  Warden  of  Grand  Lodge  from  1812  to  1821;  Grand 
Marshal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1804 ;  Grand  King  in  1805 ;  and  Grand 
High  Priest  in  1845.  Bbbnezeb  Wadswobth  was  Grand  Scribe  in  1806 
and  1838,  and  Grand  Secretary  of  Grand  Chapter  from  1818  to  1824. 
He  was  also  Grand  Visitor  and  Grand  Lecturer  of  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Chapter  for  many  years.  He  was  also  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  1825  and  1827.  Bbo.  Wadswobth  was  made  a  Mason 
in  Unity  Lodge  in  1802.  John  Bull,  Jr.,  was  Grand  Marshal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  from  1818  to  1847,  holding  the  office  at  the  time  of  his 
decease.  He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Unity  Lodge  in  1810.  Benjamin 
Ends  was  Grand  Scribe  of  Grand  Chapter  in  1828,  and  Grand  High  Priest 
in  1844.    He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Unity  Lodge  in  1809." — Lodge  History, 

Chables  L.  Bnujs,  representative  of  the  district  in  Congress,  and 
W.  H.  TOBET,  State  Senator,  were  also  members  at  one  time  of  Unity.

Minutes  :   Intact  from  the  institution  of  Kingston  Lodge  in  1790. 

Morgan  Persecution  :  In  1829,  Bro.  John  Van  Buren  was  elected 
Master.  Regular  Communications  were  held  until  the  20th  of  March, 
that  year,  when  the  Lodge  ceased  to  work  regularly.  Occasional  meet- 
ings were  held,  however,  at  long  intervals,  until  the  26th  of  December, 
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1833,  after  which  date  no  record  of  its  proceedingrs  can  be  found.  It  is 
supposed  that  at  about  this  time  the  Lodge  closed  up  its  affairs  and  ceased 
working  altogether,  in  consequence  of  anti-Masonic  persecutions.  Bro. 
Van  Bubex  was  the  last  regularly  elected  Master  of  old  Kingston  Lodge, 
No.  23,  and  at  the  time  of  its  suspension  filled  the  chair  in  the  "  East." 
The  books  and  papers  of  the  Lodge  were  taken  possession  of  by  Bro. 
John  Beekmak,  who  kept  them  in  his  custody  for  upward  of  twenty 
years.  After  Bbo.  Beekman's  death,  they  were  handed  over  to  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  of  Kingston  by  a  member  of  his  family. 

There  were  upon  the  roll  of  Kingston  Lodge,  No.  20,  at  the  date  of 
its  suspension,  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  members  in  good  and  regular 
standing,  all  of  whom  have  been  summoned  into  the  immediate  presence 
of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  universe,  and  rest  from  their  labors.  They 
were  a  noble  band  of  brethren,  and  firm  adherents  to  the  principles  of 
their  beloved  order  throughout  the  entire  period  of  anti-Masonic  terror, 
and  they  looked  forward  to  the  day  when  persecution  would  cease,  and 
they  be  permitted  once  more  to  assemble  in  secret  council,  with  "  none 
to  molest  or  make  them  afraid."  The  anticipations  of  some  of  them  were 
at  length  realized,  and  the  bright  star  of  Masonry  again  dawned  in  the 
**  East,"  and  he  who  had  filled  the  Master's  chair  with  so  much  "  honor  to 
himself  and  profit  to  the  Fraternity  "  in  1833.,  had  the  pleasure  of  being 
installed  as  the  first  Master  of  Kingston  Lodge,  No.  10,  in  1850. 

ELiSTORiG  Notes:  An  era  of  prosperity.  From  the  renewal  of  the 
charter  in  1850,  to  the  first  of  January,  1870,  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine  Masons  had  been  made  in  Kingston  Lodge,  No.  10;  and  of  that 
number  there  stood  upon  the  books  three  hundred  and  thirteen  members 
in  good  and  regular  standing.  The  remainder  had  either  died,  withdrawn, 
or  been  stricken  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Prii^ted  Record  :  "  A  history  of  the  order  in  Kingston  "  in  a  souvenir 
pamphlet,  issued  in  1888,  in  connection  with  a  Lodge  Fair  gotten  up  to 
assist  the  Lodge  in  paying  off  it  quota  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  debt.

&  Hudson  Canal  Ck>mpany  to  take  part  in  their  canal  completion  cele- 
bration. The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  the  brethren  proceeded  to 
Eddyyille  in  carriages,  formed  in  procession  after  arriving  (headed  by  the 
Master),  proceeded  to  the  tide- water  lock,  and  there  laid  the  cap-stone 
in  due  Masonic  form,  which  completed  this  great  artificial  channel  from 
the  Delaware  to  the  Hudson  River.  Bbo.  Myeb  delivered  the  address 
upon  this  occasion,  which  was  extremely  Able,  and  listened  to  by  the  vast 
crowd  of  spectators  with  marked  attention.  At  the  conclusion  of  these 
services  the  members  of  the  Lodge  and  other  guests  were  invited  by  the 
managers  of  the  canal  on  board  of  a  boat  fitted  up  expressly  for  the 
occasion,  and  proceeded  several  miles  up  the  canal.  A  band  accompanied 
the  party  and  discoursed  sweet  music  for  the  excursionists,  and  upon  their 
return  to  tide-water  the  whole  party  partook  of  a  bountiful  repast  pro- 
vided at  the  house  of  Mr.  H.  Radcliff.  This  latter  entertainment,  we 
think,  must  have  been  at  the  expense  of  the  Lodge,  as  we  find  by  their 
proceedings  the  "  full  moon "  following  that  $75.96  was  appropriated 
from  the  Lodge  fund  to  pay  for  dinners  at  Eddyville,  written  in  the  bold, 
legible  handwriting  of  John  Van  Buben,  then  secretary  of  Kingston 
Lodge." — Lodge  Record, 

On  the  15th  of  February,  1828,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
were  adopted : 

"  Whebeas,  In  the  afflictive  dispensations  of  Divine  Providence,  our 
worthy  Bbo.  De  Witt  Clinton  has  been  removed  from  us  by  death ; 

*'  Resolved,  That  in  token  of  our  high  respect  for  his  exalted  individual 
and  Masonic  virtues,  and  our  sincere  and  deep  regret  for  his  loss,  this 
Lodge  be  clothed  in  mourning  for  sixty  days." 


LODGE  OF  ANTIQUITY,  NO.   11,  NEW  YORK  CITY. 

Ghabteb  :  July  30, 1858.  See  History  of  St.  John's,  No.  1.  In  1851, 
St.  John's,  No.  1,  by  a  majority  vote  determined  to  throw  off  its  connec- 
tion with  the  Phillips  Grand  Lodge  and  was  received  into  Grand  Lodge. 

A  minority  of  the « brethren,  however,  abandoned  the  old  Lodge  and 
received  a  dispensation  under  the  name  of  St.  John's,  No.  1,  from  the 
Phillips  Grand  Lodge. 

When  the  Phillips  Grand  Lodge  surrendered,  the  Lodge  on  its  roll 
called  "  St.  John's,  No.  1,"  was  received  into  the  Grand  Lodge  with  the 
other  Phillips  Lodges,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  union,  and  asked 
to  be  known  as  Kane  Lodge  (June,  1858). 

This  was  refused,  and  August  27,  1858,  it  adopted  the  name  of  An- 
tiquity, and  received  the  number  11,  being  the  lowest  vacant  number 
then  on  the  roll  of  Grand  Lodge. 

''  A  memorial  from  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  1,  informs  us  that  the  Lodge 
of  Antiquity,  No.  11  have  adopted  the  seal  of  said  St.  John's  Lodge, 
with  such  additions  as  to  infringe  upon  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
memorialists.  One  of  these  additions  is  in  the  following  words  on  the 
seal  of  the  Lodge  of  Antiquity,  to  wit :  '  Formerly  St.  John's  Lodge, 
No.  1.'     Another  objection,  as  claimed,  is  the  addition  of  the  words: 
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'  Instituted  December  7,  1757 '  and  in  addition  the  seal  is  claimed  to  be 
objectionable  as  it  embraces  the  same  crest  and  shield.  The  first  two,  viz. : 
'  Formerly  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  1 '  and  '  instituted  December  7,  1757.' 
Antiquity,  No.  11,  consented  to  remove,  which  being  done,  your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  two  seals  will  be  sufficiently  distinct." 
Adopted  by  Grand  Lodge,  1858.

NuiCBEBS :  No.  10,  1795,  to  June  4,  1819,  when  it  became  No.  89,  and 
80  continued  until  June  7,  1839,  when  it  became  No.  12. 

MiNTTTES :  All  lost  between  1795  and  1802,  and  1822-1824.  Intact, 
with  these  exceptions. 

MoBOAN  PERSEOunoN :  Met  regularly.  Its  German  membership  did 
not  mingle  freely  with  the  English-speaking  brethren,  and  so  the  persecu- 
tion affected  it  little,  if  at  all.

The  origin  of  Trinity  Lodge  can  be  traced  back  to  the  year  1779, 
when  a  warrant  was  granted  to  a  Masonic  Lodge  located  in  the  city  of 
New  York  by  the  Athol  Grand  Lodge  of  England  [Ancients],  and  bear- 
ing the  number  210  (no  name).  The  history  of  this  Lodge  is  given  in 
**  History  of  Freemasonry  in  New  York,"  Vol.  I.  In  1786,  John  Harri- 
son (subsequently  the  first  Master  of  Trinity  Lodge,  No.  10)  was  Master 
of  No.  210.  After  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  in  which  formation  No.  210  played  a  very  important  part,  the 
several  Lodges  were  accorded  their  respective  ranks,  and  No.  210  was 
ranked  fourth ;  and  as  new  warrants  were  issued,  the  designation  Temple 
Lodge,  No.  4,  was  inserted  in  the  new  warrant  of  No.  210.  Dissensions 
arose  within  the  body  of  the  Lodge  which  could  not  be  healed,  so  that 
a  petition  was  presented  praying  that  the  old  warrant  be  cancelled  and 
a  new  one  issued;  a  committee  reported  that  either  the  Lodge  should  be 
dissolved  or  the  warrant  renewed  to  one  of  the  contending  parties  that 
seemed  most  worthy.  Thereupon,  Bbo.  Harrison  became  one  of  the  peti- 
tioners, and  the  committee  declared  that  the  interest  and  honor  of 
Masonry  would  be  best  promoted  by  the  granting  of  a  warrant  to  Bro. 
Harrison  and  his  associates.  Accordingly  Temple  Lodge  was  dissolved 
in  1789,  and  a  warrant  granted  to  Bro.  Harrison  and  associates  under 
the  name  of  Jerusalem  Lodge,  No.  4.  Difficulties  and  dissensions  again 
began  to  prevail,  so  that  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  reported  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  1794,  that  grave  dissensions  had  arisen  among  the  members  of 
Jerusalem  Lodge,  and  that  the  troubles  had  reached  such  a  height  that 
the  dissolution  of  the  Lodge  had  actually  been  effected  by  a  resolve  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  at  the  time  the  dispute  culminated,  and 
that  the  Master  intended  to  surrender  the  warrant.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  a  committee,  which  reported  at  a  subsequent  meeting  when 
the  Grand  Lodge  resolved,  "  To  clear  up  all  doubt,  that  Jerusalem  Lodge 
is  hereby  dissolved."  At  the  same  meeting  both  parties  in  the  controversy 
presented  petitions  each  praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge, 
or  the  restoration  of  the  old  warrant.  The  Grand  Lodge  resolved  that 
its  officers  be  empowered  to  issue  warrants  to  the  said  applicants  (one 
application  was  signed  by  Bro.  John  Harrison  and  twenty-three  asso- 
ciates) for  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges,  and  that  the  property  of  the 
late  Jerusalem  Lodge,  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  ought  to  be 
divided  equally  between  the  Lodges  so  proposed  to  be  established.  Thus 
Jerusalem  Lodge,  No.  4,  disappeared  March  4,  1795,  and  from  its  ashes 
arose  Trinity  Lodge.  No.  10,  March  23,  1795,  and  Phcenix  Lodge,  No.  11, 
March  30,  1795.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  authorized  James  Mortox 
"  to  establish  a  Lodge  to  be  held  in  the  city,  by  the  name  of  Trinity, 
No.  10,  and  to  install  thereof  as  Master  John  Harbison;  as  Senior 
Warden,  Jonathan  Penny;  and  as  Junior  Warden,  Peter  Youii,"  on 
March  23.  1795. 

The  minutes  of  the  Lodge  are  lost  from  1795-1802,  and  from  1822- 
1824.  In  the  latter  case  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever 
during*  these  years  may  account  for  their  absence,  for  it  is  recorded  in 
the  minutes  that  the  brethren  took  solemn  leave  of  each  other,  dreading 
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that  they  would  not  again  meet  alive.  With  these  exceptions  the  minutet 
are  continuous  and  in  a  well-preserred  condition.  The  Moboan  affair 
appeared  to  have  no  effect  upon  the  regular  gatherings  of  the  members. 

In  1806,  Benevolent  Lodge,  142,  sprang  from  Trinity;  in  1818, 
German  Union  Lodge,  No.  54 ;  in  1848,  Germania  Lodge,  No.  182,  and  in 
1865,  Socrates  Lodge,  No.  595. 

Trinity  worked  in  the  English  language  from  1795-1841;  from  1841 
in  the  Ckrman  language,  for  the  German  element  began  to  preponderate 
gradually  during  the  previous  few  years. 

Trinity  has  been  in  the  habit  of  celebrating  both  festivals  of  St 
John's,  and  to  hold  at  regular  intervals  a  Lodge  of  Sorrow.  It  hat 
celebrated  its  fiftieth,  seventy-fifth,  and  one  hundredth  anniversary,  by 
appropriate  Masonic  ceremonies  (Jubilee  Lodges)  for  brethren  only,  and 
other  festivities  for  the  members  of  their  families.  A  medal  was  struck 
at  its  fiftieth  and  one  hundredth  anniversary,  and  an  elaborate  souvenir 
containing  a  complete  history  of  the  Lodge.  It  has  taken  an  active  part 
in  all  important  Masonic  movements,  such  as  the  founding  of  the  German 
Masonic  Temple,  the  German  Masonic  Home,  at  Tappan,  N.  Y.,  the  great 
Masonic  Fair  in  1888.  The  Lodge  possesses  a  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Fund  of  over  $13,000. 

General  Max  Webeb  of  Civil  War  fame  was  a  member  of  Trinity 
from  1851  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1901.  A  short  time  previous  to.  his 
death  the  brethren  celebrated  his  fiftieth  anniversary  as  a  member  of  ths 
Ijodge,  and  presented  him  with  an  honorary  diploma,  commemorating  hit 
half -century  of  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Masonry.  Also  Major  Geoboe  W. 
Saueb,  Bros.  John  Klein,  Herman  Babtch,  John  Unoeb,  and  John 
P.  A.  Kedenbubg  served  in  this  memorable  war.

Petition  fob  Restoration  or  Warrant,  1795. 

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

The  petition  of  the  subscribers  lately  members  of  Jerusalem  Lodge 
Suewith 

That  your  petitioners  on  account  of  the  differences  arisen  in  said 
Lodge  originating  in  some  imprudent  conduct  of  the  Master,  and  a 
minority  of  the  members  have  been  deprived  for  a  considerable  time  of  all 
Masonic  Communication. 

That  from  the  time  they  became  Masons  they  have  strictly  adhered 
to  the  punctual  observance  of  those  principles  as  established  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  ancient  uses  of  the  Craft. 

That  even  at  the  period  when  confusion  and  disorder  arose  these 
have  been  far  from  committing  anything  which  could  prove  detrimental, 
but  on  the  contrary  submitted  themselves  immediately  to  the  authority 
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of  the  Grand  Lodge  without  interfering  in  the  least  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  minority. 

Your  petitioners  further  represent  that  they  acknowledge  the  zeal 
of  the  Grand  Committee  in  examining  the  source  of  the  differences ;  that 
they  have  seen  with  satisfaction  the  Master  Rollinson  acknowledge  the 
errors  of  his  ways  and  made  an  open  concession  of  his  faults;  Masonic 
duty  and  brotherly  love  dictates  your  petitioners  to  forget  and  forgive 
the  failings  of  a  brother  how  grieving  they  might  have  been  and  with  such 
sentiments  they  bury  into  oblivion  what  has  passed — ^but  .the  duty  of  pru- 
dence, which  they  are  bound  to  exercise  toward  themselves,  will  lead  them 
to  conclude  that  no  unmasonlc  conduct  can  be  imputed  to  them  when  they 
endeavor  to  be  guarded  against  all  what  could  have  a  tendency  to  disturb 
that  harmony  which  ought  to  prevail  within  the  walls  of  a  Masonic 
assembly;  and  those  notions  are  the  sole  and  only  one  which  induce 
your  petitioners  to  declare  that,  notwithstanding  they  forgive  the  failings, 
they  wish  to  be  cautious,  and  cannot  unite  with  the  minority  in  one  body. 
Your  petitioners  having  never  failed  in  their  duties,  but  acted  con- 
stantly conformable  to  the  Masonic  rules,  flatter  themselves  to  have  a 
claim  on  the  countenance  and  support  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  warrant  of  Jerusalem  Lodge  being  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  together  with  the  jewels  and  furniture,  your  petitioners 
are  convinced  that  they  cannot  be  stiled  to  make  unwarrantable  applica- 
tion,  when  they  pray  that  the  warrant,  with  all  what  is  in  the  possession 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  belonging  to  Jerusalem  Lodge,  may  be  granted  to 
them  as  forming  the  majority  who  never  misbehaved — in  order  to  have 
the  power  of  assembling,  electing  their  officers,  and  to  work. 
And  your  petitioners  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

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'*  The  Lodge  continued  active  during  that  trying  ordeal  and  permitted 
nothing  to  interfere  with  the  usual  course  of  procedure,  with  the  single 
exception  that  less  frequent  Communications  were  held.  During  each 
year  there  was  work  done,  or  favorable  action  taken  on  applications  for 
membership.  Liberal  appropriations  from  its  funds  were  bestowed  on 
the  library,  schools,  and  private  charities.  The  Lodge  was,  practically, 
one  of  the  most  beneficent  Institutions  in  Troy,  and,  as  such,  commanded 
the  respect  and  won  the  appreciation  of  the  citizens." — W.'.  Nelson 
Gillespie,  the  Historian  of  the  Lodge.

Notes  from  Minutes  :  Printed  in  W.'.  Bro.  Gillespie's  "  Centennial 
History." 

1826,  April  4. — The  Lodge  recommended  to  the  officers  of  Grand  Lodge 
the  granting  of  a  charter  to  the  Masonic  brethren 
of  Gibbonsville,  in  Watervliet,  under  the  title  of 
Evening  Star  Lodge. 

April  25. — Bro.  William  Eraser  died,  aged  74 
years.  His  funeral  was  largely  attended  by  the 
Masbnic  Fraternity.  Bro.  Eraser  was  a  native  of 
Scotland,  and  settled  in  Troy  at  a  very  early  date 
in  its  history.  "  Uncle  Billy,"  as  he  was  frequently 
addressed,  was  respected  by  the  entire  community, 
and  his  name  occupies  a  prominent  position  among 
the  distinguished  characters  in  the  annals  of  Troy. 
During  the  period  connected  with  the  introduction 
of  public  religious  worship  in  the  village,  service  on 
Sundays  was  for  some  time  conducted  without  ^the 
aid  of  a  clergyman ;  several  of  the  townsmen  took  part  in  reading  ser- 
mons, while  there  was  but  one  (William  Eraser)  who  could,  or  would, 
lead  in  opening  the  meetings  with  prayer. 

June  24. — Evening  Star  Lodge  was  instituted,  and  the  officers  installed 
by  R.'.  W.*.  Ebenezer  Wadsworth.  Apollo  Lodge  went  over  in  proces- 
sion to  assist  in  the  ceremonies  and  join  in  celebrating  the  day.  W.'.  Bro. 
Rev.  Leland  Howard,  Master  of  Apollo,  delivered  an  appropriate  address 
before  a  large  assembly  of  Masons  and  citizens.

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September  6. — The  Lodge  audited  a  bill  of  |18  for  tuition  of  poor 
children. 

1827,  May  26. — The  body  of  Bro.  James  Teswillageb,  who  waa 
drowned  in  Newburgh  bay  on  the  night  of  May  13th,  from  on  board  the 
sloop  Franklin,  of  which  he  waa  master,  while  on  her  passage  from  New 
York  to  Troy,  having  been  recovered,  was  buried  with  Masonic  ceremonies. 

June  22. — ^Extra  Lodge  convened  to  receive  a  communication  from 
Bbo.  John  D.  Willabd,  representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  report 
reviewed  the  transactions  of  a  representative  committee  from  each  of  the 
two  Grand  Lodges  of  New  York,  appointed  with  power  to  receive  and 
discuss  any  proposition  for  restoring  the  harmony  of  the  Masonic  body 
in  this  State.    Their  agreement  on  the  following  proposition  was  reported : 

"  First :  That  there  ought  to  be  but  one  Grand  Lodge  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  be 
considered  as  a  continuation  of  the  old  Grand  Lodge ;  that  all  allusion  to 
former  difficulties  shall  be  avoided,  as  far  as  possible. 

"  Second.  That  the  proceedings  of  the  two  bodies,  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  confirmed,  and  that  the  warrants  granted  to 
subordinate  Lodges  by  the  two  bodies,  and  the  proceedings  of  said  bodies, 
shall  be  deemed  regular.  The  records  and  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
being  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer 
shall  be  chosen  from  the  city ;  that  when  the  Grand  Master  or  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  shall  be  chosen  from  the  city  of  New  York,  the  other  shall 
be  from  the  country ;  the  two  Wardens  from  some  portion  of  the  State 
other  than  the  city  of  New  York. 

"  Third.   That  the  permanent  fund  be  managed  by  five  trustees,  viz. : 
The  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  two  Wardens  and  the 
Grand  Secretary — whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  invest  all  funds  over  $3,000,  ' 
annually,  after  paying  representatives,  salaries  and  rents. 

"  Fourth.  That  the  number  of  Lodges  which  one  Master  or  Past 
Master  may  represent  shall  not  exceed  three ;  that  Past  Masters  shall  not 
be  represented  by  proxy,  and  that  representatives  be  paid  as  heretofore." 

These  propositions  were  agreed  to  by  the  two  Grand  Lodges,  and 
formed  what  is  known  as  the  "  Compact  of  1827.'*  This  effected  the 
union  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges.  At  the  conclusion  of  Bbo.  Willabd's 
report,  it  was  unanimously  adopted.  There  being  no  further  business, 
the  Lodge,  having  accepted  the  invitation  of  Zerubbabel  Lodge,  No.  242, 
of  Sandlake,  to  join  with  them  in  celebrating  the  anniversary  of  St. 
John  the  Baptist,  adjourned,  to  meet  at  the  house  of  William  F.  Avebill, 
at  Sandlake,  on  Monday,  June  25th,  at  9  o'clock  a.m. 

The  announcement  of  an  intention  on  the  part  of  one  William 
MoBOAJV,  a  person  of  no  social  or  moral  standing  in  the  community  where 
he  resided,  to  publish  an  expose  of  Freemasonry,  so  aroused  the  indigna- 
tion of  a  few  over2ealous  Masons  in  the  western  counties  of  the  State, 
that  they  attempted  to  obtain  possession  of  the  manuscript  at  all  hazards. 
The  printing  office  of  D.  G.  Milleb,  at  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  where  it  was 
announced  the  exposition  would  be  published,  was  nearly  destroyed  during 
the  excitement  that  ensued.     In  order  to  intimidate  Morgan,  he  waa 
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arrested  on  petty  charges  of  theft  and  debt  and  imprisoned  in  Fort 
Niagara.  When  released  from  the  Fort,  he  was,  in  company  with  some 
members  of  the  Fraternity,  taken  away  in  §.  carriage  and  was  never 
publicly  recognized  afterwards.  When  it  was  discovered  that  Moboan 
had  left  the  United  States,  rumors  of  abduction  and  murder  flew  thick 
and  fast  and  created  intense  excitement  in  the  central  and  western  sec- 
tions of  this  State.  Anti-Masonic  societies  were  formed  and  affiliated 
with  political  organizations  having  in  view  the  extermination  of  Masonic 
associations  in  this  and  adjoining  States.  Vile  denunciation  of  the 
Fraternity  of  Freemasonry  emanated  from  the  partisan  press  and  from 
the  pulpit,  and  resounded  in  the  streets  and  workshops.  So  viciously 
were  the  Lodges  in  central  and  western  New  York  assailed,  that  nearly 
all  of  them  were  compelled  to  succumb  to  the  opposition.  The  effect  on 
the  Lodges  of  Rensselaer  County  was  severely  felt;  although  no  acts  of 
violence  are  recorded,  false  representations  and  other  opposing  influences 
caused  the  withdrawal  of  so  great  a  number  of  members  from  eight  of 
the  ten  Lodges  then  in  the  county,  that  it  was  impossible  for  them  to 
exist,  and  their  warrants  were  declared  forfeited.  Apollo  Lodge  continued 
active  during  the  trying  ordeal.  Star  Lodge,  reported  dormant,  was 
granted  further  time,  which  enabled  it  to  resume  labor  in  1837.

The  Masonic  brethren  of  Lansingburgh  and  Stephentown  were  undis- 
mayed regarding  the  future,  and  their  charters  were  soon  restored. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  anti-Masonic  excitement,  there  were  about 
475  Lodges  in  the  State,  numbered  up  to  500,  with  an  estimated  member- 
ship of  20,000.  At  the  date  of  the  above  report,  there  were  but  69  Lodges, 
with  a  total  membership  of  about  4,000.  The  experience  of  Apollo  Lodge 
during  the  ordeal  was  a  severe  test  of  endurance.  The  first  noticeable 
effect  of  the  disturbance  was  during  the  administration  of  W.'.  Bro.  Adna 
Tbeat,  in  1827,  when  withdrawals  of  membership  became  numerous  and 
Lodge  attendance  diminished.  Business  considerations  and  timidity 
exerted  a  powerful  influence  among  many  of  the  members,  who  reluctantly 
withdrew  their  support ;  while  apathy,  the  bane  of  all  organizations,  folded 
the  arms  of  many  who  unconcernedly  awaited  the  course  of  events.  That 
the  act  of  withdrawal  was,  in  some  instances,  done  with  unwillingness  is 
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eyidenced  by  several  applications  for  reinstatement,  within  a  brief  space 
of  time,  from  noble  Craftsmen  who  were  loth  to  submit  the  Lodge  to  the 
chances  of  fate.  These  examples  undoubtedly  stimulated  the  score  or 
more  of  the  faithful  brothers  in  their  efforts  to  steadfastly  maintain  their 
right  to  assemble  as  Masons  and  protect  the  interests  of  the  Lodge.  In 
reviewing  the  history  of  Apollo  Lodge  during  this  period,  we  trace  a  line  of 
record  embracing  much  practical  work  in  this  community — commendable 
examples  of  true  Masonic  charity — and  a  general  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city.  Liberal  appropriations  from  its  funds 
were  bestowed  on  the  library,  schools  and  private  charities. 

In  the  month  of  October,  1828,  Bros.  Sakuel  Pttgheb,  A.  J.  Rous- 
seau and  John  D.  Willabd  were  a  committee  from  the  Lodge  to  pur- 
chase a  large  quantity  of  firewood,  to  be  supplied  to  the  meritorious  poor 
of  the  city,  at  a  much  reduced  rate  from  the  usual  charges,  during  the 
rigorous  season  of  winter.  Nearly  one  hundred  cords  of  wood  were 
bought,  which  the  committee,  with  the  aid  of  Bbo.  R.  D.  Silliman,  dis- 
tributed. After  having  faithfully  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  they 
reported  a  deficit  of  $41.36,  with  the  announcement  that  "  the  amount  of 
said  deficit  had  already  been  provided  for  by  friends  of  the  Lodge." 

Although  the  receipts  had  largely  decreased,  the  expense  for  tuition  of 
poor  children  at  school  was  defrayed  as  in  the  past,  and  nothing  per- 
mitted to  interfere  with  the  regular  course  of  procedure,  with  the  single 
exception  that  less  frequent  Communications  were  held.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  note  that,  during  each  year,  the  Lodge  was  engaged  in  work 
or  took  action  on  petitions  for  aflSliation.

James  De  Graff,  1826;  John  S.  Perby,  1827;  William  F.  Brown, 
1828;  E.  S.  Brainard,  1828;  Joseph  A.  Wilson,  1828;  Ebenezeb  L. 
Boynton,  1828;  Joseph  C.  Taylob.  1829. 

The  support  of  W.'.  Bbos.  Samuel  Pitches,  Leland  Howabd,  and 
AoNA  Tbeat  terminated  with  their  removals  from  the  city. 

The  death  of  Governor  De  Witt  Clinton,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  occurred  February  11,  1828.  His  funeral 
took  place  on  the  14th,  and  was  attended  with  the  most  solemn  observances 
of  sorrow  and  respect.  The  members  of  Apollo  united  with  the  Albany 
Lodges  in  the  funeral  procession  in  that  city. 

1828,  March  4. — Formal  announcement  having  been  made  of  the 
death  of  De  Witt  Clinton,  P.  G.  M.,  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion was  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes : 

"  Whebeas,  This  Lodge,  duly  appreciating  the  great  loi^  it  has  sus- 
tained, in  common  with  the  whole  Masonic  Fraternity  and  our  country  at

large,  in  the  decease  of  their  illustrious  brother,  De  Witt  Clinton  ;  there 
fore, 

"  Resolvedy  That  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Lodge,  as  a  mark 
of  respect  for  their  illustrious  Ifrother  and  M/.  W/.  De  Witt  Clinton, 
Past  Grand  Master,  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for  thirty  days, 
and  that  the  Lodge  room  be  put  in  mourning. for  the  space  of  three 
months." 

It  not  infrequently  occurred  that  charity  was  needed  by  Masons  in  the 
city,  to  an  extent  beyond  the  ability  of  Apollo  Lodge  to  supply.  To  meet 
this  want,  John  D.  Willabd  was  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
**  Almoner  of  Charity  "  for  the  city  of  Troy,  and  one  hundred  dollars 
placed  in  his  hands. 

December  26. — The  officers-elect  were  installed  by  W.'.  Beo.  A.  J. 
KoussEAU.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  invite  W.'.  Bbo.  Leland 
Howard  and  other  reverend  brothers  to  visit  the  Lodge  and  address  the 
brethren  on  the  evening  of  the  day  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist. 

1829. — But  little  work  was  done  this  year.  The  Entered  Apprentice 
Degree  was  conferred  on  one  candidate,  and  two  applicants  for  member- 
ship were  accepted.  The  officers  were  re-elected  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  Lodge  also  adopted  a  new  office,  and  filled  the  same  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Rev.  Bbo.  David  Butler,  Chaplain. 

1830. — ^Bbo.  Joseph  C.  Taylor  received  the  Fellow  Craft  and  Master 
Mason  Degrees  in  January. 

This  year  much  indignation  was  caused  among  the  brethren  of  the 
Lodge  by  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  "  Commercial  Advertiser,"  a 
newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of  New  York,  charging  the  Lodges  of  this 
State  with  interfering  in  the  last  State  elections,  which  interference, 
it  stated,  was  concocted  and  plans  carried  out  by  the  different  Lodges  in 
the  State.  Apollo  Lodge  called  an  extra  meeting,  November  23d,  and 
passed  the  following  preamble  and  resolution : 

"  This  being  a  meeting  called  for  the  express  purpose  of  taking  into 
consideration  the  course  best  to  pursue  in  relation  to  an  article  in  the 
New  York  *  Commercial  Advertiser  *  of  the  16th  inst.,  charging  the  Lodges 
of  this  county  with  interfering,  in  their  Masonic  character,  in  the  late 
State  elections,  and  adjusting  their  electioneering  plans  in  their  meetings ; 
therefore,  be  it 

"  Resolved,  That  there  be  a  committee  of  ten  appointed  to  correspond 
with  all  the  Lodges  in  the  county  upon  the  subject,  and  make  a  public 
statement  as  soon  as  their  answers  shall  be  received." 

Whereupon,  the  following  were  appointed  said  committee :  Bros. 
R.  D.  SiLLiMAX,  William  P.  Haskins,  Samuel  Pitcher,  John  D. 
WiLLARD,  Timothy  Mann,  Heman  Griswold,  Lyman  Garfield,  John 
C.  Lanqdon,  Peter  Sharpe,  Achille  J.  Rousseau. 

"  Resolved,   That  the  committee  have  power  to  add  to  their  number." 

The  committee  reported  that  answers  were  received  from  the  diflPerent 
Lodges  in  the  county,  denying  every  part  of  the  allegation.  In  Apollo 
Lodge,  at  no  time  had  the  subject  of  election  been  referred  to.     **  That, 
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as  Freemasons,  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  political  subjects;  that  as 
citizens  and  men,  we  give  our  individual  support  to  those  candidates  for 
office  whose  election,  in  our  opinion,  will  best  promote  the  public  good.'* 

At  this  time,  anti-Masonic  journalism  was  being  experimented  in  Troy. 
The  "Republican,"  first  issued  in  1828,  was  of  short  duration.  The 
"  Northern  Watchman  "  appeared  in  February,  1830 ;  this  was  followed  by 
the  "  Daily  News,"  from  the  same  press.  Each  had  but  a  brief  existence. 
No  allusion  whatever  to  the  subject  of  anti*-Masonry  appears  on  the 
Lodge  record. 

1831. — Only  three  Ck>mmunications  are  recorded  for  the  year.  Bbo. 
J.  M.  Thoiiv^  presented  his  petition  for  affiliation,  which  was  accepted. 
The  number  of  withdrawals,  and  removals  of  brethren  from  the  city,  had 
been  so  extensive  from  1826  up  to  this  date,  that  the  membership  of  the 
Lodge  was  reduced  from  90  to  26. 

1832. — Six  Communications  were  held.  Two  brothers  affiliated,  and 
two  applications  for  membership  were  held  over  for  the  following  year. 

In  the  absence  of  work  and  to  keep  up  an  interest  in  the  Lodge,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  confer  with  a  committee  from  Apollo  Chapter 
on  the  subject  of  employing  some  suitable  person  to  deliver  a  course  of 
scientific  lectures*  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  use  of  the  Lodge  room 
was  given  to  Mr.  ANTHomr,  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  astronomy. 

1833. — Seven  Communications.  Two  candidates  received  the  degrees; 
seven  brothers  affiliated.  * 

1834.— 'A  reaction  set  in  with  the  beginning  of  this  year,  and  the 
hearts  of  the  faithful  were  gladdened  with  promising  assurances  of  a 
prosperous  future  for  the  Lodge.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  call 
upon  and  interest  the  brethren,  in  sympathy  with  the  Lodge,  and  invite 
them  to  attend  the  meetings;  they  also  were  empowered  to  collect  or 
commute  dues  at  their  discretion.  The  Lodge  asked  for  and  was  granted 
remission  of  dues  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  this  year. 

The  lease  of  the  rooms  in  the  Troy  House  having  expired,  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  the  endeavor  to  obtain  a  renewal  from  the  new  pro- 
prietor, and  it  was  therefore  deemed  expedient  to  remove  the  Lodge  to 
rooms  In  the  Mansion  House. 

May  30. — ^The  Lodge  was  under  the  necessity  of  disciplining  one  of  its 
members  and  expelled  him  for  publicly  denouncing  Masonry.  The  number 
of  members  in  good  standing,  at  this  date,  was  37. 

1835. — ^The  dark  clouds  that  had  partially  obscured  the  Masonic 
horizon  during  the  past  eight  years  were  slowly,  but  surely,  passing 
away,  and  the  era  of  good  feeling  was  again  manifest  in  the  lively  interest 
displayed  among  the  members  of  the  Fraternity.  The  efforts  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Lodge  to  interview  those  of  its  members  who  were 
in  favor  of  sustaining  the  Lodge  had  the  desired  effect;  many  who  had 
withdrawn  or  become  inactive  were  induced  to  return  and  again  partici- 
pate in  its  meetings.  At  this  time,  all  the  Lodges  in  Rensselaer  County, 
excepting  Apollo,  were  inactive. 

Having  in  view  the  restoration  of  confidence  in  the  outlying  districts, 
the  Lodge  extended  an  invitation  to  all  members  of  the  Masonic  Frater- 
nity in  the  county  to  be  present  at  the  installation  of  officers  on  the  even- 
ing of  December  20th.    A  large  assembly  of  Masons  witnessed  the  cere- 
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mony  and  listened  to  an  address  delivered  by  Rev.  Bbo.  Ratnob,  after 
which  the  Graft  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  and  partook  of  a 
bountiful  repast.    The  brethren  then  parted  in  harmony. 

1836. — A  lease  of  the  ball-room,  29x55  feet,  on  the  third  floor  of 
No.  1  Second  Street,  at  the  head  of  Washington  Square,  also  two  rooms 
adjoining  on  the  north,  were  secured  from  the  estate  of  Nathan  Wabben, 
and  a  committee  of  ten  appointed  to  supervise  the  fitting  and  furnishing 
of  the  same  for  use  of  the  Lodge  and  Chapter.  The  principal  room  had 
previously  been  used  as  a  drill-roon>  by  the  Troy  Citizens'  Corps.  Nearly 
two  months'  time  was  required  to  make  the  necessary  alterations  before 
it  was  ready  for  Lodge  purposes,  the  first  meeting  being  held  on  the  even- 
ing of  June  7th.    The  name,  St.  John's  Hall,  was  continued. 

1837,  January  3. — ^The  death  of  Bro.  Moses  Hale,  M.D.,  was  an- 
nounced, accompanied  with  a  request  from  the  family  of  the  deceased 
that  the  Lodge  take  charge  of  and  conduct  the  funeral  services  in  Masonic 
form,  which  was  done.  Bbo.  Hale  was  elected  Senior  Warden  in  1817, 
and  held  that  office  for  two  years.  He  was  a  prominent  and  influential 
citizen  and  an  esteemed  member  of  the  Rensselaer  County  Medical 
Society.    His  connection  with  that  organization  began  in  1804. 

December  19. — It  was  resolved  that  the  rooms  be  open  for  inspection 
on  the  following  Monday,  and  that  the  members  be  requested  to  invite 
their  friends  to  call  and  view  them. 

December  27. — Aaniversary  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist.  Installation 
of  officers,  R.'.  W.".  John  D.  Willard  presiding,  followed  by  addresses 
by  W.'.  Bros.  Rousseau  and  Buel,  and  R.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Willabd.  The 
exercises  closed  with  a  supper  at  the  Mansion  House. 

1838. — The  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  1836,  whereby  the 
charter  of  Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  361,  of  Lansingburgh,  was  declared  for- 
feited, evidently  was  ill-advised  and  hasty.  Our  neighboring  brothers  had 
nobly  contended  against  adversity  during  eight  years  of  anti-Masonic 
agitation,  and,  undoubtedly,  were  disappointed  over  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge ;  for,  with  commendable  zeal,  they  rallied  to  the  rescue,  and 
soon  succeeded  in  having  their  charter  restored.  The  importance  of  this 
event  gave  occasion  for  much  rejoicing,  and  stimulated  the  Craft  to 
greater  exertion. 

1838,  June  25. — Qarriages  were  provided,  and  the  members  of  Apollo 
were  conveyed  to  Lansingburgh,  where  they  united  with  Phoenix  Lodge, 
of  that  place,  in  celebrating  the  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  The 
exercises  included  a  Masonic  procession,  an  address  by  Rev.  Bbo.  David 
Butleb,  of  Apollo,  and  a  banquet  at  the  Phoenix  Hotel. 

1839,  April  16. — ^A  committee  was  appointed  to  secure  a  Masonic 
lecturer  to  instruct  the  brethren  in  the  work  of  the  Lodge. 

May  21. — ^The  committee  on  the  observance  of  the  day  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist,  June  24th,  reported  in  favor  of  holding  a  public  celebration,  as  the 
Lodge  had  long  been  taunted  by  the  profane  with  appearing  in  public  only 
on  occasion  of  funerals.  After  due  consideration,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Lodge  celebrate  the  day  in  a  private  manner  at  the  Lodge  rooms.  All 
Masonic  brethren  in  good  standing  were  invited  to  participate.  Order 
of  exercises :  Masonic  glee,  "  Hail,  Mysterious ;"  remarks  by  W.'.  Bbo. 
D.Buel,  Jr.;  address  by  Bbo.  John  Raymond;  "Ode  to  Truth;"  address 
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by  Bbo.  Chables  H.  Anthony;  ode,  "When  Earth's  Foundation;" 
prayer. 

The  Sir  Knights  in  Troy  were  so  numerous  in  1839  that  they  felt  there 
was  sufficient  cause  for  the  establishment  of  an  encampment  in  this  city. 
They,  therefore,  petitioned  the  Grand  Encampment  for  a  dispensation  to 
form  and  organize  an  encampment,  to  be  known  as  Apollo  Encampment, 
in  Troy. 

By  resolution,  the  use  of  the  Lodge  rooms  was  granted  to  the  Sir 
Knights  for  lecturing,  and  a  committee  appointed,  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  similar  committees  from  the  Chapter  and  Encampment,  for  procur- 
ing and  fitting  up  adjoining  rooms. 

December  27. — Special  Communication  at  3  o'clock  p.m.,  when  the 
officers  elected  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year  were  duly  installed  by  R.'. 
W.'.  John  D.  Willabd,  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  installation  ceremonies,  the  brethren  repaired,  as 
a  Lodge,  to  Lansingburgh,  for  the  purpose  of  celebrating  the  anniversary 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  by  invitation  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of 
that  place. 

1840. — ^The  number  of  members  in  good  standing  had  now  reached 
112,  and  the  prospect  for  the  future  of  the  Lodge  was  most  encouraging. 
This  state  of  affairs  was  truly  gratifying  to  the  survivors  of  the  devoted 
band  of  brothers  who  had  so  nobly  supported  the  Lodge  during  the  test 
of  endurance  and  were  spared  to  rejoice  over  the  attainment  of  their 
desire  to  restore  Apollo  to  its  former  position  among  the  foremost  Lodges 
of  the  State. 

The  active  Lodges  of  the  State  having  been  numerically  arranged  in 
1839,  the  following  official  notification  was  received : 

This  is  to  certify  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York 
did  ordain,  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  a.l.  5839,  that  Apollo  Lodge,  at  Troy, 
in  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  State  of  New  York,  shall  be  registered,  and 
known  hereafter,  as  Apollo  Lodge,  No.  13. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  the  1st  day  of  June,  1840.

John  Hanmeb,  first  Master  of  Lodge. 

**  About  the  year  1793,  W.'.  Bro.  John  Hanmeb  came  from  England  to 
the  City  of  Albany,  and  remained  until  about  the  year  1800,  when  he  re- 
turned. 

"  On  his  arrival  at  Albany  he  exhibited  a  document  from  the  Grand 
Master  of  England,  setting  forth  that  he  was  well  skilled  in  the  ancient 
lectures  and  mode  of  work  as  approved  and  practised  in  England,  and 
recommending  him  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  Masons  of  the  United 
States. 

"  At  this  time,  W.'.  Bro.  T.  S.  Webb,  Ezra  Ames,  Gideon  Fairman, 
Philip  S.  Van  Rensselaer,  and  many  others,  residing  in  Albany,  after 
listening  to  his  Lectures  and  mode  of  instruction,  being  satisfied  of  its 
propriety,  put  themselves  under  his  instruction  and  conformed  the  prac- 
tice in  the  Lodges,  thereto,  and  during  his  stay  at  Albany,  Temple  Lodge 
was  established,  and  he  was  first  Master;  Temple  Chapter  also,  and  he 
was  first  High  Priest.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  organized,  and  he  was 
Secretary,  and  the  institution  in  and  about  Albany  was  reorganized  under 
his  supervision  and  instruction  from  the  E.  A.  to  R.  A.  degrees,  as  well 
as  the  sacred  order  of  High  Priesthood." — Lodge  Record, 

Thomas  Smith  Webb,  charter  member  and  second  Master,  and  after- 
ward Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island.  Author  of 
"  Monitor,"  first  published  at  Albany  in  1797.  For  full  report  of  this 
great  Masonic  builder,  see  address  delivered  at  the  Centennial  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  State  of  New  York,  1898.  See  also  Mackey's 
"  Encyclopaedia,"  etc. 

Ezra  Ames,  charter  member,  first  Treasurer,  and  afterward  Master, 
1800-1-3;  Grand  High  Priest,  1802  to  1825.  The  Lodge  record  says: 
*'  Among  those  who  became  adepts  in  the  lectures,  etc.,  taught  by  Bro. 
Hanmeb,  Bro.  Ames  was  considered  the  one  most  reliable  for  verbal  iden- 
tity and  correctness,  he  having  committed  them  from  Bro.  Hanmer  him- 
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self,  adopting  his  very  words,  and  to  this  Albany  is  indebted  for  its  former 
celebrity  for  Masonic  knowledge." 

There  seems  little  doubt  that  the  reason  for  the  formation  of  Temple 
Lodge  was  to  allow  Hanmer,  Webb,  and  others  a  free  hand  in  organizing 
a  Royal  Arch  Chapter.  Writing  to  Bbo.  McOlbnachan  in  1890,  W.'. 
Geo.  R.  Hodokinb,  now  Historian  of  the  Lodge,  said : 

'*  In  associating  with  the  members  of  the  Albany  Lodges,  Bbdtheb 
IIanmeb  discovered  many  of  them  to  be  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  in 
September,  1797,  he  called  a  meeting  of  them  at  the  rooms  of  Temple 
Lodge,  and  a  Lodge  of  chapter  Masons  was  formed  and  called  'Master 
Mark  Lodge,  No.  53,'  and  until  March,  1798,  the  mark  degree  was  con- 
ferred in  Temple  Lodge,  when  the  two  Lodges  separated."

In  1900,  M.'.  W.'.  Ghas.  W.  Mead  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  F.  and  A.  M.,  Stete  of  New  York. 

In  1900,  R.\  W.'.  James  B.  MoBwan  was  Gran^  Master  of  the  Grand 
Council  R.  and  S.  M.,  State  of  New  York. 

In  1900,  Bro.  Charles  H.  Armatage  was  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  K.  T.,  of  State  of  New  York. 

In  1900,  W.'.  Alfred  A.  Guthrie  was  Grand  King  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  R.  A.  M.,  SUte  of  New  York ;  and  afterward,  in  1902,  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest  of  said  Grand  Chapter. 

The  above  are  all  members  of  Temple  Lodge,  No.  14.  Undoubtedly 
no  other  Lodge  can  show  such  a  record — the  four  Grand  Bodies  officered 
daring  the  same  year  by  four  brothers  of  same  Lodge. 

The  Liquor  Question:  The  beginning  of  the  year  1798,  found 
Temple  Lodge  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  so  much  so  that  a  larger 
room  was  procured  and  dedicated  in  due  and  ancient  form.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  exercises  the  minutes  read :  **  It  was  proposed  that  the 
Secretary  should  collect  two  shillings  from  eacl^  member  and  visitor  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  evening.  Accordingly  the  brethren  present 
indiscriminately  paid  two  shillings,  all  except  Bro.  Visscher." 

About  this  time,  the  matter  of  "  refreshment "  seemed  to  be  of  no 
small  importance,  for  at  the  meeting  of  March  19,  1800,  it  was  **  Resolved, 
That  some  Brother  be  appointed  to  procure  refreshment  for  the  Lodge, 
consisting  of  good  Brandy,  Spirits,  Crackers,  and  Cheese,  for  which  he 
shall  collect  One  Shilling  from  each  member  and  visitor  partaking  of  the

same,  and  for  every  neglect  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  25  cents 
into  the  Treasury,  unless  a  reasonable  excuse  can  be  given." 

And  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  on  April  1,  1801,  it  was  "  Re9olved,  That 
in  future  the  Stewards  substitute  Beer  for  Brandy  and  Spirits  for  the 
refreshment  in  the  Lodge." 

At  another  meeting,  *'  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that,  whereas 
our  Lodge  is  subject  to  great  Expense  by  breaking  glasses,  some  person 
should  be  appointed  to  procure  some  Japanned  Tumblers,  and  Bbo.  Lewis 
was  accordingly  appointed  to  that  purpose,"  and  at  a  still  subsequent 
meeting,  "  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded,  that  the  Tin  Tumblers  be 
scoured,  Bbo.  Sanqee  was  appointed  to  superintend  that  Business." 

The  Worshipful  Master  was  either  careless  in  his  personal  attire,  or 
the  members  were  liberal,  for  on  December  20,  1801,  it  was  **  Resolved, 
That  a  good  and  handsome  cocked-hat  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
Master,  the  cost  not  to  exceed  Ten  Dollars." 

GuABDiNO  AGAINST  Imfostebs  :  The  following  abstract  from  the 
minutes  of  February  25,  1798,  may  also  prove  interesting: 

**  Bbo.  Wm.  Telleb,  one  of  a  committee  appointed  by  St.  George's 
Lodge,  at  Schenectady,  presented  a  list  of  Clandestine  Masons,  who  were 
holding  a  Lodge  at  or  near  Bethlehem.  It  was  agreed  that  a  Committee  of 
three  be  appointed,  and  they  were  accordingly  appointed,  to  correspond 
with  the  neighboring  Lodges  on  the  subject  of  clandestine  Masons,  and 
if  possible  to  devise  and  enter  upon  some  plan  to  prevent  the  growing 
evils  which  daily  threaten  to  sully  the  bright  name  of  Masonry,  and 
thereby  to  prevent  our  records  being  stained  with  the  dark  catalogues  of 
Vittainoui  Imposters." 

Death  op  Washixqtox:  The  following  minute  is  regarding  the 
death  of  Washington. 

On  January  4,  1800,  on  motion  it  was  "  Resolved^  That  the  Lodge  will 
join  the  contemplated  funeral  procession  on  Thursday  next,  in  respect  to 
the  memory  of  our  beloved  Bbotheb  Geobge  Washington  deceased,  and 
that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  invite  the  neighboring  Lodges  to  join  in 
said  procession  with  Temple  Lodge." 

*^  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Lodge  wear  white  aprons, 
gloves,  and  stockings,  also  crape  around  the  left  arm,  below  the  elbow : 
also 

**  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  that  they  wear  black  clothes, 
if  they  can  make  it  convenient,  except  the  white  clothing  before  men- 
tioned ;  also  Resolved,  That  the  Lodge  at  Troy  be  requested  to  bring  down 
with  them  their  musicians  and  music  belonging  to  their  Lodge." 

This  funeral  procession  accordingly  took  place,  many  of  the  neighbor- 
ing Lodges  participating.  At  its  conclusion  the  brethren  returned  to 
Temple  Lodge  room,  where  "  an  elegant  obelisk  intended  as  a  monument 
consecrated  to  the  memory  of  our  illustrious  deceased  brother  was 
presented  to  the  Lodge  and  ordered  placed  opposite  the  Junior  Warden's 
seat  in  the  Lodge  room."

Antiquities  :  The  Great  Lights  used  by  the  Lodge  are  belieyed  to  be 
those  first  owned  by  it.  The  Bible  which  lies  on  its  altar  is  one  hundred 
and  twenty  years  old. 

In  1816  the  Lodge  erected  a  building  for  its  own  accommodation.  This 
structure,  on  a  new  site  and  greatly  enlarged,  is  still  used  for  meetings  of 
Ihe  Lodge.  In  addition  to  a  large  and  well-furnished  Lodge  room,  equipped 
with  broad  winding  stairs,  it  has  a  well  appointed  kitchen,  a  feature  much 
appreciated  by  the  members,  whose  homes  are  widely  scattered  through 
a  farming  community. 

Ths  Mobgak  Period  :  During  this  time  the  brethren  fully  maintained 
their  organization,  but  had  to  be  cautious.  From  1825  to  about  1845 
meetings  were  held  irregularly  at  different  hours,  and  usually  in  the  day- 
time.    Between  the  years  given  above  the  initiations  numbered  8.

Charter:   July  9,  1859. 

In  1855,  Holland  Lodge,  No.  8,  by  a  majority  vote  threw  in  its  for- 
tunes with  the  Phillips  Grand  Lodge,  the  majority  carrying  with  them 
their  old  warrant.  The  minority,  including  Most  Worshipful  WiLUAic 
H.  MiLNOR,  applied  to  Grand  Lodge  for  a  dispensation  to  enable  them  to 
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carry  on  the  work.  The  dispensation  was  issued  July  10,  1855,  by 
Grand  Master  Evans.  In  the  report  of  Cknnmittee  on  Warrants  to 
Grand  Lodge  in  1866,  a  paragraph  reads :  **  A  petition  was  received  from 
several  distinguished  brethren  who  were  members  qf  the  late  Holland 
LfOdge,  No.  8,  praying  that  a  new  warrant  be  granted  in  the  place  of  their 
former  warrant,  which  was  wrongfully  taken  from  them.  Your  committee 
unanimously  recommended  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners." 

The  new  warrant  was  issued  June  7,  1856,  to  Holland  Lodge,  No.  8, 
Geqbos  Ackebman  being  named  as  Master. 

The  brethren  who  held  the  old  warrant  were  received  into  Grand 
Lodge  with  the  other  Phillips  Lodges,  and  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the 
union  simply  took  up  again  their  old  position  on  the  roll. 

This  necessitated  a  change  in  the  status  of  the  brethren  who  held 
the  duplicate  warrant  of  No.  8,  and  they  asked  to  be  known  as  Prince  of 
Orange  Lodge,  receiving  the  lowest  vacant  number  on  the  roll,  No.  16.

Ghabter:    Issued  December  16,  1861. 

Lodge  Histoby  :  L'  Union  Fran^aise  can  at  least  claim  descent  from 
a  French  Lodge  established  in  New  York  in  1793.  In  1862.  Bbo.  P 
LUEB  wrote  the  history  of  that  Lodge  and  its  successors  in  New  York, 
in  an  official  document  then  submitted  to  Grand  Lodge.  It  read  as 
follows : 

"  During  the  European  troubles  of  1789  to  1795,  which  necessarily 
extended  to  the  French  Colonies,  several  of  the  Colonists  emigrated  from 
Guadaloupe  to  New  York,  where  they  founded  a  French  Lodge  to  draw 
closer  the  ties  that  already  united  them  and  to  afford  assistance  to  French 
emigrants  in  distress.  The  charter  members  were  twenty-nine  in  number, 
and  on  the  12th  December,  1793,  they  opened  the  Lodge  under  the  name 
of  '  La  Tendre  Amiti^  Franco  Americaine '  in  the  French  rite.  The  first 
Master  was  Bbo.  F.  Hatdisit,  and  it  appears  that  political  troubles  dis- 
turbed the  harmony  of  the  brethren  from  the  first ;  resulting  in  dissolution 
in  1794. 

"  Brief  as  this  existence  was,  it  had  given  birth  to  a  desire  for  the 
pleasure  of  Masonic  Communion,  and  hence  a  number  of  the  brethren 
formed  on  the  26th  May,  1795,  another  Lodge  called  '  L'Unit^  Americaine.' 
Bbo.  Haydien  was  again  selected  as  Master,  and  the  Lodge  maintained 
its  existence  with  varying  fortunes  till  1797,  when  it  was  closed. 

**  On  the  26th  December,  1797,  a  third  Lodge  was  opened,  and  on 
the  26th  June,  1798,  it  was  regularly  constituted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  by  the  name  and  style  of  '  L'Union  Fran^aise, 
No.  71.'  The  first  Master  was  Bbo.  Staffobd,  and  among  the  founders 
were  several  who  had  participated  in  the  two  defunct  Lodges.  Matters 
now  progressed  satisfactorily  till  1824,  when,  dissensions  arising,  a 
portion  of  the  members  withdrew  and  formed  *  La  Sincerite/  which, 
however,  survived  but  a  few  months.  No  other  change  occurred  in 
L'Union  Fran^aise,  except  the  change  of  its  number  to  14,  and  finally 
to  17. 

*'From  1824  to  1852  nothing  of  special  interest  occurred.  At  this 
latter  date,  however,  the  Lodge  became  so  weak  from  withdrawals  as 
scarcely  to  able  to  obtain  a  quorum  at  its  stated  meetings ;  by  a  supreme 
effort,  however,  the  crisis  was  passed  and  the  future  existence  of  the 
Lodge  was  thought  to  be  definitely  assured ;  but  in  March,  1853,  nine  of  its 
members  dimitted  and  formed  a  spurious  Lodge,  called  '  La  Sinc^rlt^, 
No.  2,'  under  authority  of  so-called  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

''  From  this  time  forward  to  1859,  the  meetings  were  a  series  of  scan- 
dals ;  confusion  and  anarchy  reigned,  and  on  the  13th  June  of  this  year,  the 
climax  was  reached  by  the  abstraction  of  the  warrant  and  properties  by 
the  then  Master  [A.  Massabo — since  exi>elledj.  The  Lodge  was  now 
generally  supposed  to  have  finished  its  career,  or  at  least  that  it  had  passed 
into  the  hands  of  the  recusants,  who  proceeded  to  open  and  conduct  a  Lodge 
of  the  same  name  and  number,  with  the  stolen  warrant  and  property.  The 
faithful  members  obtained  from  the  then  D.  G.  M.  R.'.  W.*.  Bbo.  Simons, 
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a  dispensation  to  continue  their  labors,  which  action  was  confirmed  by  the 
Grand  Lod^e  at  its  next  session,  and  a  duplicate  warrant  was  granted. 
At  the  election  of  December,  1860,  the  Lodge  had  the  misfortune  to 
place  at  its  head  a  brother  absolutely  devoid  of  the  qualifications  neces- 
sary for  a  Master,  and  under  his  gavel  a  rapid  consumption  set  in,  till 
finally  on  the  advice  of  Bbo.  Simons  the  Lodge  at  its  Stated  Communi- 
cation of  August  7,  1861,  after  having  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Constitution,  surrendered  its  warrant.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that 
resort  was  had  to  this  action  not  by  any  means  to  kill  Uie  Lodge,  but  as 
the  only  way  of  shaking  off  the  *  Old  Man  of  the  Mountain  *  who  had 
seated  himself  upon  its  shoulders. 

**  When  its  assets  had  been  collected  and  its  debts  paid,  a  petition  was 
laid  before  the  R.'.  W.*.  Jno.  J.  Crane,  D.  G.  M.,  for  a  Dispensation  to 
renew  its  labors  under  better  auspices,  and  pn  the  16th  December,  1861, 
this  request  was  granted  with  M.'.  W.'.  Jno.  W.  Simons  as  first  Master. 

**  Up  to  this  t^me  an  unexpected  degree  of  prosperity  has  attended  the 
labors,  and  it  is  now  believed  that  the  trials  of  L'Union  Fran9aise  are 
past  and  that  a  harmonious  and  useful  future  awaits  it."

each  degree  was  $2,  but  on  January  20,  1806,  the  fee  was  raised  to  $5. 

Refreshments  appear  to  have  been  an  important  part  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Lodge  during  its  earlier  history.  The  amounts  of  money  spent 
for  this  purpose  ranged  all  the  way  from  |5  to  $60  per  night.  Upon  the 
date  of  November  16,  1812,  there  is  a  record  in  the  minutes  of  a  charge  of 
£41  12s.  lOd.,  which  is  something  over  $200. 

Lodge  called  off  during  July,  August,  September,  and  October,  1832, 
on  account  of  prevalence  of  cholera. 

December  15,  1870,  motion  adopted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
present  the  dependent  widows  of  the  Lodge  with  a  turkey  and  a  five-dollar 
bill. 

December  4,  1889,  Lodge  celebrated  its  centennial  with  a  dinner  at 
Hotel  St.  George,  and  a  reception  at  Plymouth  Church.

Historical  Notes. 

A  Scrap  from  a  Historian's  Records:  "Note  that  the  Ledger  is 
perfect  and  in  the  hands  of  the  present  Secretary,  Bro.  Jas.  S.  Foote, 
74  Broadway,  and  W.  S.  Patterson  has  copy  of  original  By-laws,  which 
are  peculiar,  interesting,  and  worthy  of  mention.  Work  or  Labor  was 
done  in  First  Degree. 

"  During  the  Morgan  excitement  Washington  Lodge  would  go  round 
and  do  the  work  for  other  Lodges. 
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"  One  Grand  Master  came  from  this  Lodge — Mobdeoai  Mtebs.  Fitted 
up  a  Room  once  at  cost  of  nearly  $4,000,  and  had  an  Association  attached 
to  it  called  Washington  Society,  which  entertained  with  Balls,  parties,  etc., 
and  sometimes  made  a  little  money  from  them."  Manuscript  note  hy 
C.  T.  McClenachan. 

Nbwspafeb  Record  :  "  This  Lodge  was  instituted  in  1800.  During  its 
existence  of  almost  a  century  its  experience  has  been  varied,  standing  at 
times  at  the  head  of  the  Lodges  in  this  State,  at  others  sunk  so  low  that 
serious  thoughts  were  entertained  of  surrendering  its  charter,  now  again 
risen  to  that  degree  of  prosperity  that  it  is  about  to  take  its  place  at  the 
head  of  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction.  Eighteen  months  ago  this  Lodge  was 
burdened  with  a  very  large  debt,  W.'.  Bbo.  Irving  Hazleton  and  a  few 
valiant  brethren  determined  to  free  it,  and  with  their  united  efforts  were 
so  successful,  that  they  not  only  paid  debt  of  the  Lodge,  but  contrib- 
uted enough  more  to  pay  $420,  their  indebtedness  in  full,  to  the  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund,  and  a  handsome  balance  left  in  the  treasury ;  all  this  was 
done  in  eighteen  months. 

"  During  the  eightynseven  years  of  its  existence  this  Lodge  has  never 
called  off  or  missed  a  communication ;  they  also  boast  of  having  the  oldest 
living  P.  M.  in  the  State,  W.'.  Bbo.  John  Tennant,  who  was  its  Master 
in  1846,  before  scarcely  any  of  its  present  members  were  bom.  The  old 
veteran  is  still  hale  and  hearty,  and  will  be  seen  at  the  Lodge  next  Tuesday 
evening,  taking  part  in  the  work.  W.'.  Bro.  Thomas  Forsyth,  'Old 
Tom '  as  he  is  familiarly  called,  another  veteran  of  nearly  half  a  century, 
will  be  found  still  at  his  post,  working  actively  for  the  old  Lodge  he  loves 
so  well.  Bbo.  Hazleton  is  waiting  patiently  for  the  end  of  the  year,  that 
he  may  take  a  much  needed  rest,  he  having  served  five  years  as  Master. 
His  brethren,  who  love  him  so  well,  are  sorely  troubled  over  the  thought."

"Received  Gbeenfield,  July  8,  1816,  of  St  John's  Lodge,  No.  90, 
Sixty-three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  as  the  compromise  of  dues,  in- 
cluding thirteen  Dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  for  the  return  of  106  names 
of  brethren  initiated,  which  is  good  for  all  dues  of  said  Lodge  up  to 
June  first,  1814.  Ebekezeb  Wadswobth,  Grand  Visitor,  Second  District. 

**  When  we  stop  to  think  that  at  this  time  there  were  no  steamboats  or 
railroads,  that  we  are  197  miles  from  New  York,  and  that  postage  ranged 
from  12  to  30  cents  a  letter  it  is  not  strange  that  a  closer  relation  did  not 
exist."

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REPORT  OP  THE  GRAND  LIBRARIAN. 

R.  •.  W.*.  Alexajsdeb  a.  Clabk,  Grand  Librarian,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance  : 

M.".  W.*.  Chables  W.  Msao, 

Chrand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York, 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  It  Is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith 
my  report  as  Librarian  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  past  year. 

In  order  that  the  pleasant  relations  existing  between  the  varioiiB 
Grand  Secretaries,  Recorders,  and  Masonic  Librarians  might  still  farther 
be  enhanced  by  a  personal  visit  and  an  exchange  of  views  as  to  best 
methods,  etc.,  and  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its 
Finance  Committee,  it  was  my  pleasure,  during  June,  July  and  August 
last  to  pay  a  fraternal  visit  to  many  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Masonic 
Libraries  and  private  collectors  in  many  of  the  States  and  as  far  west 
as  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa. 

For  some  time  I  had  deemed  such  a  trip  most  advisable,  in  order  that 
the  importance  of  our  Library  should  be  made  known  to  all  from  whom 
we  receive  documents  from  time  to  time,  and  also  that  we  might  secure 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  from  private  collectors  those  rare  and  valuable 
proceedings,  so  necessary  to  complete  our  files,  copies  of  which  were  not  to 
be  had  from  Grand  Secretaries  or  other  official  source.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  in  every  Jurisdiction  visited,  I  received  the  utmost  courtesy 
and  that  every  effort  was  made  to  facilitate  my  work  and  render  all 
possible  assistance. 

In  a  number  of  cases  I  was  enabled  to  secure  by  purchase  from 
private  collectors,  rare  proceedings  for  which  I  had  been  searching  for 
nearly  two  years,  which  were  essential  to  the  completion  of  our  files, 
and  to  materially  add  to  our  collection  of  Masonic  historical  documents, 
etc. 

The  main  object  of  personally  interesting  and  securing  the  active  sup- 
port and  co-operation  of  many  distinguished  Craftsmen  has  been  attained, 
and  still  greater  success  is  assured  for  the  Library  in  the  coming  years. 

During  the  July  and  August  recess  I  placed  a  number  of  books  in 
the  hands  of  a  bookbinder  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  on  volumes 
cut  and  mutilated,  for  which  I  secured  the  missing  parts,  and  while 
unable  to  make  good  all  such  volumes,  I  am  nevertheless  hopeful  that  all 
will  be  restored  in  the  near  future,  as  many  parts  are  already  in  hand 
and  correspondence  has  been  forwarded  soliciting  other  necessary  parts. 

The  work  on  the  catalogue  manuscript  has  been  continued,  many 
corrections  made,  and  at  the  present  time  I  have  in  hand  a  subject  index 
for  the  card  system.  At  the  time  of  filing  my  last  report,  arrange- 
ments had  been  perfected  for  the  printing  of  a  catalogue  and  its  distribu- 
tion, but  after  a  tour  of  inspection  of  Masonic  Libraries  and  a  thorough 
examination  of  our  own  shelves,  I  have  deemed  it  wise  to  withhold  its 
publication  until  our  files  are  complete  and  some  necessary  additions 
11 
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and  changes  made  in  the  entire  Library,  in  order  that  when  it  is  pub* 
lished  it  will  be  more  complete  and  contain  a  list  of  Masonic  works  and 
documents  second  to  none  in  the  United  States  and  worthy  of  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction. 

During  the  recess,  after  consulting  the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  I  removed  from  the  Library  a  number  of  non-Masonic 
books  and  documents,  in  order  that  the  space  might  be  filled  with  Masonic 
works  of  greater  interest  and  usefulness. 

Again  I  tender  thanks  to  the  many  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand 
Recorders  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  prompt  response,  whenever 
possible,  to  every  request  made  upon  them  for  documents  or  information 
as  to  same,  and  it  will  be  one  of  the  pleasant  memories  of  my  official 
life  that  the  warmth  of  their  kindly  wishes  and  courteous  co-operation 
have  encouraged  me  oftimes  to  still  greater  endeavor.  Many  of  those 
with  whom  I  had  been  in  correspondence  during  the  first  year  of  my 
service  as  Librarian  have  pa^ed  beyond,  loved  and  mourned,  and  have 
left  monuments  in  their  Jurisdictions  more  enduring  than  marble. 

While  at  Cedar  Rapids,  in  July  last,  I  attended  the  funeral  of 
M.'.  W.*.  Theodore  S.  Pabvin,  Grand  Secretary  and  Librarian  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa.  Bro.  Parvin  was  one  of  Nature's  noblemen ;  quiet, 
without  ostentation,  he  labored  in  the  quarries  of  the  Craft,  and  in  his 
sphere  for  all  that  was  best,  most  enduring  and  far  reaching  for  the  wel- 
fare of  all  mankind.  Modest,  forceful  and  most  magnetic,  he  endeared 
himself  to  the  Craft  and  community  with  which  he  was  identified,  and  has 
left  a  record  that  for  many  years  will  inspire  the  Craft  with  love  and 
reverence. 

R.*.  W.'.  John  G.  Barker,  the  First  Grand  Librarian  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  has  passed  beyond  since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Bro.  Barker  labored  hard  at  the  inception  of  the  Library  and  was  its 
constant  advocate  in  season  and  out  of  season. 

The  result  of  his  early  labors  has  exceeded  even  his  own  expecta- 
tions and  the  work  so  well  begun  has  been  carried  on  by  his  successors 
with  the  renewed  determination  and  inspiration  which  he  gave  to  all. 
His  wise  counsel,  vast  experience  and  great  interest  in  the  Library  were 
a  source  of  strength  to  us  all  and  he  will  be  missed  from  the  place  he 
loved  so  well. 

The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  our  readers  is  a  cause  for 
congratulatioD.  and  shows  that  the  Craft  is  manifesting  a  greater  interest 
in  Masonic  literature,  which  augurs  well  for  the  future  usefulness  of  the 
Library. 

I  desire  to  convey  my  thanks  to  the  publishers  of  Masonic  magazines 
and  periodicals  who  have  so  kindly  favored  with  their  publications  which 
have  found  appreciative  readers. 

Our  accessions  during  the  past  year  have  been  269  bound  volumes 
and  947  copies  of  proceedings  and  other  Masonic  pamphlets  and  docu- 
ments. Many  of  them  are  rare  and  in  a  large  number  of  instances  the 
files  have  been  completed.  No  record  has  been  kept  of  the  many  period- 
icals  which  find  temporary  use  on  the  tables  and  are  sent  in  due 
time  to  the  Masonic  Home  in  I'tica.     The  periodicals  are  not  bound,  as 
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our  lack  of  space  requires  that  all  possible  room  be  reserved  for  Masonic 
literature. 

There  has  been  bound  during  the  year  07  volumes  of  proceedings  and 
Masonic  pamphlets,  and  a  large  number  of  volumes  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  bookbinder  and  will  be  placed  on  our  shelves  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  many  small  pamphlets  and  circulars  of  important  events 
which  are  being  collated,  and  when  bound  will  be  important  and  interest- 
ing additions  to  the  collection. 

I  have  secured  a  number  of  original  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  dated  1771  to  1814  and  many  others  which  will  prove  of 
interest  and  value  to  the  Craft  and  which  will  add  materially  to  our 
files.

During  October  and  November,  1901,  I  issued  a  circular  which  was 
-sent  to  the  Masters  of  Lodges,  Grand  Secretaries  and  Recorders,  calling 
for  Masonic  proceedings  and  documents. 

The  responses  thereto  up  to  this  time  have  proved  the  usefulness  of 
this  method  of  communication  and  a  large  number  of  interesting  pham- 
phlets  have  come  to  hand. 

The  growing  correspondence  of  the  Library  and  the  usefulness  of  a 
typewriter  ?or  the  purpose  of  cataloguing  the  books  require  the  pur- 
chase of  such  a  machine  for  the  Library  at  an  early  date.  It  would 
insure  uniformity  in  our  card  catalogue  and  materially  aid  in  the  work 
connected  with  the  Library. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  the  Brethren  who 
have  so  kindly  and  willingly  assisted  me  during  my  active  service  in  the 
interest  of  the  Library,  the  many  courtesies  extended  have  been  a  source 
of  pleasure,  and  I  have  fully  appreciated  and  am  thankful  for  their  oo- 
•operation. 

As  the  ex-officio  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  An- 
tiquities, I  have  found  time  to  assist  in  the  work  of  that  Committee 
mid  believe  that  the  collection  will  show  progress  during  the  past  year. 
Many  new  articles  have  been  added  and  the  general  appearance  of  the 
•collection  much  improved. 
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To  M/.  W.'.  Edwabd  M.  L.  Ehlebs,  Grand  Secretary,  I  owe  much  for 
the  many  kindDesses  and  courtesies  extended  durinsr  the  year,  and  I  realize 
the  worth  of  his  counsel  and  active  co-operation  on  many  occasions.  In 
expressing  the  hope  that  he  may  serve  the  Graft  for  many  years  to  come, 
I  feel  that  I  only  echo  the  wish  of  all  who  are  associated  with  him  in  the 
Graft.

Jesse  B.  Anthony,  from  the  Committee  on  For- 
eign  Correspondence,  presented  the  report  of  said  Committee, 
which  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the 
Proceedings. 
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KEPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ANTIQUITIES. 

R.-.  W.\  William  H.  Andrews,  from  the  Committee  on 
Antiquities,  presented  the  report  of  said  Committee,  which  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Yanr  Committee  on  Antiquities  begs  to  submit  its  sixteenth  annual 
report. 

Permission  having  been  granted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Qrand  Lodge 
to  dispose  of  the  coins  and  medals  of  a  non-Masonic  character  which 
were  in  the  possession  of  the  Ck>mmittee,  the  same  have  been  duly  sold 
to  the  highest  bidder,  realizing  the  sum  of  $20. 

Additions  to  the  collection  have  been  made  by  gift,  and  a  portion  of 
the  fund  placed  at  its  disposal  by  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  utilized  by 
the  Ck>mmittee  in  the  purchase  of  articles  which  would  otherwise  have 
been  unprocurable.  Among  such  acquisitions  may  be  mentioned  the 
regalia  and  certificate  of  Bbo.  Stephen  Boswobth,  deceased,  of  Vernon 
Lodge,  No.  99,  Hillsdale,  New  York,  the  latter  bearing  date  May  20, 
1818. 

The  small  sum  paid  for  these  articles  may  be  regarded  as  having  been 
well  expended,  as  it  not  only  resulted  in  the  procuring  of  valuable  curios, 
but  also  helped  and  assisted  the  aged  daughter  of  a  worthy  brother,  who, 
in  his  time,  had  labored  faithfully  in  the  quarries. 

Your  Ck>mmittee  has  held  regular  meetings  during  the  year,  on  an 
average  of  one  during  each  month;  and  some  of  the  members  have 
attended  with  commendable  regularity. 

Two  new  cases  have  been  put  up  on  the  fourth  corridor,  the  large 
case  in  the  library  has  been  renovated  and  re-covered  with  velvet,  and 
the  waU  case  for  the  display  of  medals  has  been  finally  completed  and 
stocked.  This  latter  will  stand  as  a  perpetual  monument  to  the  inventive 
genius  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Committee. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  your  Committee  sent  out  4,000 
circulars,  briefly  referring  to  the  character  of  its  labors,  and  soliciting 
donations  to  the  collection.  These  have  gone  to  Lodges,  Chapters,  and 
Commanderies  in  the  United  States  situated  east  of  the  Mississippi  River, 
and  to  Masonic  bodies  in  England,  Canada,  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
India,  and  other  countries.  Very  many  interesting  objects  have  thus  been 
secured,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  has  become  involved  in  a 
correspondence  of  so  extended  a  nature  as  to  tax  even  his  enormous 
capacity  for  work. 

A  large  number  of  badges  and  medals  have  been  received,  and  will  be 
found  displayed  in  Case  No.  17  in  the  Library,  presenting  an  interesting 
exhibit

ASSOCIATION, 
R.-.  W.-.  Ernst   A.    George  Intemann,   President,   sub- 
mitted the  report  of  the  German  Masonic  Temple  Association, 
which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Hall  and  Asylum  Fund. 

M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  of  the  Qrand  Lodge: 

This  Association  now  completes  another  year  of  usefulness  and  ap- 
proaches the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  active  endeavor  in  behalf  of  those 
of  our  people  who,  "  weary  and  heavy  laden,"  have  sought  the  welcome 
shelter   of  our    "  Home." 

The  spirit  of  benevolence  does  not  wane,  but  grows  in  keeping  with  the 
sublime  teachings  of  our  Fraternity,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  I  gratefully 
bear  testimony  to  the  generosity  of  our  brethren,  tendered  in  the  most 
cheerful  spirit. 

May  it  still  prevail,  spreading  and  increasing  more  and  more. 
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But,  while  we  have  cause  for  rejoicing,  we  also  have  cause  to  grieve 
over  the  loss  of  one  of  our  most  beloved  brethren. 

R/.  W.*.  AxBEBT  Janicke,  Past  Master  of  Gferman  Pilgrim  Lodge,  No. 
179,  first  Secretary  of  our  Association,  which  position  he  filled  with  great 
ability  for  nine  years,  died  July  15,  1901.  He  was  deeply  interested 
in  onr  home,  and,  indeed,  in  every  good  work  that  was  for  the  benefit  of 
our  Craft  in  general ;  a  ripe  scholar,  a  genial  gentleman,  and  an  upright 
Mason.     All  honor  to  his  memory. 

While  our  interests  in  the  care  and  comfort  of  our  guests  in  the 
"  Masonic  Home  at  Tappan  "  is  still  supreme  and  demands  most  of  our 
time,  we  have  not  been  unmindful  of  our  material  interests  in  New  York 

aty. 

Our  Temple  in  East  15th  Street,  the  source  of  revenue  on  which  onr 
Home  depends,  is  no  longer  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  our  Lodges 
meeting  there. 

The  location  is  inconvenient  to  a  large  number  of  our  brethren.  In- 
spired by  the  spirit  of  progress  and  the  upward  tendency  prevailing 
among  the  people  of  our  city,  we  purpose  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times, 
and  hope,  in  the  very  near  future,  to  erect  a  building  containing  the 
modem  improvements  which  the  times  demand,  and  which  we  fondly 
hope  will  be  a  credit  to  the  Ninth  Masonic  District,  as  well  as  to  our 
Association  and  to  our  beloved  Fraternity. 

Onr  financial  exhibit  shows  that  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  our 
Home  and  care  of  our  Temple  exceeds  our  income  $1,682,  but  the  gener* 
ous  donations  and  contributions  from  our  brethren  and  friends  not  only 
made  up  the  deficit,  but  gave  us  a  surplus  of  $3,537.26. 

The  meetings  frequently  held  during  the  year  were  well  attended, 
seventy-five  per  cent  being  the  average;  indeed,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  onr  progress  is  largely  due  to  the  deep  and  unwavering  interest 
constantly  evinced  by  the  Officers  and  several  Committees  of  our  Asso- 
ciation. 

Brethren,  as  a  part  of  the  great  Fraternity  of  the  Empire  State,  we 
join  with  you  in  thankfulness  for  the  measure  of  prosperity  vouchsafed 
to  us ;  we  also  mingle  our  sincere  congratulations  with  yours  to  the 
Grand  Master  and  Associate  Ofiicers  and  to  the  Craft,  on  the  unparal- 
leled i>eace  and  good  will  that  now  exists  throughout  this  jurisdiction.

As  wiil  be  seen,  our  balance  has  materially  decreased,  for  the  reasons  herein 
given.  Nevertheless,  the  money  in  hand  is  sufficient  for  our  purposes,  and  ample 
to  assure  us  that  we  have  enough  for  all  probable  emergencies.  It  Is  gratifying 
to  feel  this  confidence  and  to  know  that  the  Lodges  are  still  giving  us  full  sup- 
port and  that  they  support  and  approve  all  our  efforts  to  keep  the  Board  of  Relief 
on  a  safe  financial  foundation. 

Shbltbr.  , 

We  are  able  to  report  the  complete  and  successful  establishment  of  the 
Shelter,  the  more  especial  aim  and  object  of  our  labors  for  many  years.  On  the 
expiration  of  the  lease  upon  the  property  purchased  by  the  Board  at  No.  215 
West  2l8t Street,  preparations  were  at  once  made  for  certain  alterations  previously 
decided  upon,  and  contracts  awarded  to  complete  the  building  for  the  purposes 
intended.  The  building  was  fully  completed  and  furnished  on  August  30,  1901, 
and  the  Board  at  once  moved  into  and  took  possession.  Siuce  the  latter  date 
the  Board  has  transacted  all  its  business  at  said  place,  which  is  now  known  as 
the  Shelter  of  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  property  of  the  Board,  at  No.  215  West  21st  Street,  consists  of  a  house 
and  lot,  the  latter  being  25  x  100  feet,  the  house  a  three  story  and  basement, 
high-stoop  brick  structure,  in  dimensions  25  x  48  feet.  The  basement  is  used  by 
the  caretaker,  who  is  employed  (without  salary)  to  take  care  of  the  two  upper 
floors,  keeping  them  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  to  do  the  necessary  laundry 
work.  The  first  floor  is  fitted  up  as  an  apartment  for  man  and  wife,  the  rent  for 
which  is  a  poriion  of  the  income  of  the  Board.    The  second  floor  is  fitted  up  and 
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used  for  the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Relief.  It  has  been  furnished  so  as  to  rent  to 
Masonic  organizations  as  meeting  rooms,  from  which  a  small  rental  is  required. 
The  third,  or  upper,  floor  is  divided  into  Ave  sleeping  apartments  and  a  bath- 
room, for  the  use  of  those  granted  temporary  lodgings.  There  is  a  brick  building 
on  the  rear  of  the  lot,  for  which  a  small  rent  is  received. 

The  whole  building  is  furnished  as  fully  as  the  necessities  require,  and  has 
all  the  conveniences  desirable  in  an  institution  for  relief  and  temporary  shelter 
of  those  applying  to  us  for  such  aid.  The  great  aim  of  our  efforts  for  the  fifteen 
years  just  closed  is  accomplished,  and  the  Craft  of  New  Tork  City  has  good  reason 
to  feel  proud  of  the  result  of  a  labor  which  has  cost  so  little  real  sacrifice  from 
the  great  body  of  the  Fraternity,  and  which  is  certain  to  become  an  honor  to  those 
who  have  labored  so  long  and  unremittingly  to  accomplish  so  admirable  an  object. 
To  those  who  have  borne  the  great  burden  of  the  labor,  and  who  have  looked 
forward  to  the  successful  completion  of  the  undertaking,  always  with  cheerful 
hope  and  a  firm  faith  in  its  accomplishment,  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given. 

We  are  specially  gratified  in  the  fact  that  our  Shelter  is  secured,  completed 
and  furnished  without  a  penny  of  debt  remaining  unpaid.  We  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  ask  our  Masonic  friends  to  assist  us  to  pay  any  obligation  incurred  by 
reason  of  the  establishment  of  the  Shelter,  which  is  now  the  property  of  our 
Board,  and  of  the  Lodges  forming  it,  nor  shall  we  be  required  to  request  any 
larger  outlay  for  purposes  of  relief  than  the  per  capita  tax  now  cheerfully  paid 
by  the  Lodges  for  our  support.  Indeed,  it  is  probable  that  the  present  tax  will 
not  be  fully  required  to  meet  the  legitimate  demands  upon  us  for  strictly  relief 
purposes.  We  do  not  expect  to  become  self-supporting  by  the  adoption  of  any 
special  scheme,  but  we  do  expect  to  act  and  to  be  governed  by  the  principles  of 
relief  which  were  adopted  in  the  early  days  of  the  Board,  and  which  have  been 
found  wise  and  proper. 

We  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  say  that  matters  of  Masonic  relief 
are  rapidly  becoming  so  systematiised  and  perfected,  particularly  in  practical 
relief,  that  the  financial  burden  Is  growing  less  onerous  each  year,  the  burden 
being  now  chiefly  in  the  matter  of  investigation,  and  the  proper  weeding  out  of 
those  not  entitled  to  relief  upon  any  good  ground.  The  sentimental  side  of  the 
question  of  relief  is  no  longer  regarded  as  the  first  consideration,  nor  indeed  ia 
it  one  that  demands  more  thought  than  is  necessary  to  establish  the  right  of  an 
individual,  by  reason  of  his  Masonic  connection,  to  make  an  appeal  for  aid.  The 
burden  of  Masonic  relief,  while  considerable  in  the  aggregate,  if  properly  con- 
ducted and  distributed  in  accordance  with  wise  and  prudent  methods,  is  not 
necessarily  heavy  as  to  expense,  and  would  be  very  much  lighter  were  it  fairly 
and  properly  distributed.  T\'hat  is  universally  conceded  to  be  the  duty  of  the 
entire  Fraternity  ought  not,  in  all  fairness,  be  performed  by  a  portion  of  the 
Craft,  nor  should  the  credit  that  New  Tork  Masons  are  receiving  for  relief  work 
be  shared  by  those  who  have  no  part  in  It.  The  Shelter  is  established  (the  first 
of  its  kind  anywhere,  it  is  believed),  is  paid  for  and  In  full  operation,  and  truth 
compels  us  to  say  that  more  than  one-third  of  New  York  Lodges  have  had  no 
share  in  the  work  and  refrain  from  supporting  the  organization  that  has  accom- 
plished the  undertaking.  To  those  who  have  contributed  their  time,  energies, 
and  money,  all  honor  should  of  right  be  given.  The  Board  of  Relief  believes  that 
all  brethren  in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx  should  be  sharers  in 
this  work  and  In  the  honors  which  accompany  it. 

We  again  urge  upon  all  the  brethren  of  New  Tork  City  the  propriety  of 
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■npporting  the  Board  of  Relief  in  eTery  way  that  la  reaiooable  and  right.  If 
there  be  anything  in  oar  methods  that  needa  correction,  we  would  welcome  every 
effort  to  improve  or  to  amend.  If,  on  the  contrary,  we  are  doing  well,  we  desire 
the  acknowledged  approval  of  all  the  brethren  in  this  great  city.  All  brethren 
are  invited  to  be  present  at  onr  meetings  and  offer  suggestions  as  to  improvement 
in  our  work.  We  are  not  a  close  corporation,  by  any  means.  Our  books  and 
onr  methods  are  always  open  to  examination,  and  we  are  glad  to  give  Information* 
There  is  no  good  reason  for  any  lack  of  interest  in  matters  ef  Masonic  relief,  and 
now  that  we  have  all  the  facilities  necessary  for  our  work,  and  no  debt  to  be 
paid,  we  invite  a  more  complete  cooperation. 

Thb  Gbnbbal  Association. 

The  latest  biennial  session  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the  city  of  Buffalo 
in  September,  1901,  and  in  respect  to  attendance  and  interest  was  no  less  success* 
fnl  and  important  than  were  its  predecessors.  The  affairs  of  the  Association  are 
managed  with  the  same  Masonic  earnestness  which  has  marked  its  successful 
progress  from  the  date  of  its  formation  in  1885,  and  the  fact  that  the  Association 
is  still  issuing  its  usual  monthly  warning  circulars  is  the  best  evidence  that  its 
usefulness  has  not  g^wn  less.  The  average  number  of  improper  applicants  fo** 
Masonic  relief  does  not  appear  to  have  grown  smaller,  nor  has  the  necessity  fo*^ 
the  existence  of  such  a  protective  agency  apparently  grown  less. 

The  next  biennial  session  of  the  Association  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Rich* 
mond,  Va.,  during  the  month  of  September,  1908. 

Thb  Burial  Plot. 

No  outlay  has  been  made  daring  the  year  upon  the  grounds  of  the  Board  at 
Qypress  Hills  Cemetery,  the  condition  of  the  same  being  satisfactory.  During 
the  year  two  interments  have  been  made  in  the  plot.  In  the  month  of  December 
last  Bro.  James  B.  Smith,  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  4,  Hartford,  Conn.,  who  died 
saddenly  in  this  city,  was  buried  in  said  plot.  His  Lodge  was  duly  notified  and 
folly  reimbursed  us  for  the  outlay  in  the  case.  In  the  month  of  March  last  we 
were  notified  of  the  sudden  death  of  Bro.  Waltbr  Dickinson,  of  Pentalpha 
Lodge,  No.  974,  Bradford,  England,  at  a  lodging  in  this  city.  On  due  inquiry  his 
Masonic  connection  was  established,  and  he  received  proper  Masonic  burial  in 
the  plot.    The  family  in  England  have  been  communicated  with. 

These  burials  have  been  quietly  and  unostentatiously  performed  and  the 
brethren  now  rest  in  a  Masonic  sepulchre,  thanks  to  an  organisation  of  brethren 
provided  with  the  necessary  money  for  the  purpose. 

The  publication  of  cases  of  interest  is,  for  the  present,  discontinued,  though 
there  has  been  no  lack  of  variety  in  our  work  daring  the  year  Just  closed.  The 
nanal  attempts  to  obtain  money  on  false  representations  have  been  made,  fortu- 
nately with  little  success,  and  we  have  no  reason  to  regret  hasty  or  indiscriminate 
actioD.  The  various  Boards  of  Relief  throughout  the  country,  both  by  an  im- 
prorement  in  methods  and  more  united  action,  have  saved  money  and  much 
disappointment  by  the  syatem  of  investigation  and  uniformity  of  proceeding  now 
genermlJy  adopted.  This  Board  feels  much  pride  in  the  fact  that  it  was  the  first 
to  adopt  these  methodical  ideas,  and  looks  forward  to  a  general  improvement  in 
mattera  of  Masonic  relief.  • 

We  feel  under  great  obligation  to  those  who  have  so  patiently  supported  us 
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for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  have  a  jast  pride  Sn  belieylng  that  we  are  merit- 
ing this  continued  support.  We  have  gained  new  Lodges  as  contribatlng  mem- 
bers and  have  lest  none  because  of  unwise  or  improper  action.  We  confidently 
look  forward  to  an  increased  membership  in  the  near  future  and  an  increased 
interest  in  relief  malters,  as  results  of  our  efforts  to  act  wisely  in  every  particQ- 
lar.  ^

W.  •.  Edward  C.  Ehlers,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Grand  Master's  Address^  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  receired  and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Orand  Lodge: 

The  Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Master  for  subdivision  and  the  reference  of  the  several  subjects  embraced 
therein  to  appropriate  committees  respectfully  recommends : 

1.  To  the  Committee  on  Deceased  Brethren,  so  much  of  the  address 
as  relates  to  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

2.  To  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  the  interpretation  of  the 
Constitution  in  respect  to  applicants  fpr  initiation  and  membership  in 
our  Lodges  previously  rejected  in  other  jurisdictions,  the  interchange  ,of 
representatives  with  the  Grand  Lodge  ''  Zur  Sonne,''  and  the  circular 
letter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  in  relation  to  a  Universal 
Congress  to  be  held  at  Geneva  in  September,  1902. 

3.  To  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  the  dissolution  of 
the  Gran  Dieta  Symbolica  of  Mexico  and  the  application  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  composing  the  late  Grand  Body  for  recognition  and  the  inter- 
change of  representatives. 

4.  To  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  the  reconunendatlon  that  a 
standing  committee  be  appointed  to  be  known  as  "  The  Custodians  of  the 
Work,"  and  the  preparation  of  such  amendment  to  the  rules  of  order 
as  may  be  necessary. 

5.  To  the  Committee  on  Charters,  the  matter  of  the  erection  of  a 
new  Lodge  at  Brooklyn  and  a  new  Lodge  at  Bergen. 

The  Committee  especially  invites  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  that  part  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  relating  to  the  exceedingly 
gratifying  financial  condition  of  the  Craft,  the  great  measure  of  success 
that  has  attended  its  labors  in  the  year  now  brought  to  a  close,  and  the 
unexampled  harmony  which  has  characterized  the  gatherings  of  our 
Brethren  in  every  comer  of  the  State.  The  fact  that  the  Grand  Master 
has  contributed  largely  to  the  peace,  good  will  and  happiness  of  our  Craft 
must  not  be  overlooked.  Whenever  and  wherever  his  services  have  been 
demanded  he  has  cheerfully  given  liberally  of  his  time  and  talents  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Brethren  and  has  contributed  largely  to  the  charming 
fellowship,  the  true  spirit  of  fraternity  which  now  prevails,  and  which  is 
the  bond  of  our  Union.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DECEASED , BRETHREN. 

R.  •.  W.  •.  Geobge  R.  Van  De  Wateb,  from  the  Committee  on 
Deceased  Brethren,  presented  the  report  of  said  Committee, 
which  was  received  and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

It  is  sufficient  justification  for  our  intrusion  upon  the  valuable  time 
and  important  work  of  this  honorable  body  that  we  have  been  summoned 
so  to  do  by  the  Grand  Master.  The  appropriateness  of  the  act  of  reading 
a  Report  on  Deceased  Brethren  will  be  manifest  to  any  who  will  serioualy 
consider  the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry.  These  principles  have 
very  vital  relations  with  other  men  than  the  living,  and  refer  to  worlds 
other  than  this  which  we  inhabit.  That  man  is  a  spiritual  being,  pos- 
sessor of  an  immortal  soul;  that  death  is  no  greater  catastrophe  than 
birth ;  that  at  the  time  of  dissolution,  whatever  may  become  of  the  body, 
be  it  buried  or  incinerated,  the  soul  goes  on  at  once  with  increased 
capacity  to  exist  elsewhere ;  that  one's  integral  character  here  determines 
his  destiny  hereafter,  the  good  here  being  happy  there,  the  bad  here 
being  miserable  there ;  and  that  in  that  state  after  death  a  creature  will 
live  forever,  not  one  ever  suffering  annihilation;  everyone  worth  saving 
being  saved,  none  entering  heaven  save  those  who  are  heavenly-minded — 
these  are  principles  of  Freemasonry  so  fundamental  that  they  may  well 
be  called  foundation  stones  of  the  temple  of  its  truth.  The  significance 
of  such  uniform  teaching  all  over  the  world  now  for  many  centuries,  with 
the  acceptance  of  such  truths  among  all  who  profess  and  call  themselves 
Masons,  must  be  apparent  to  any  one  who  thinks.  These  teachings  are  not 
the  doctrines  of  any  faith  which  is  fortified  by  the  sanctions  of  religion, 
but  rather  the  uniform,  unexceptional,  and  unvaried  proclamation  of 
belief  among  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men,  of  every  race  and  clime, 
of  all  ages  and  time,  who  know  the  secrets  and  profess  to  practice  the 
precepts  of  the  oldest  social  organization  in  the  world. 

Whatever  individual  Masons  may  think,  or  dare  to  doubt,  and  express 
their  infidelity.  Masonry  speaks  with  no  uncertain  sound,  and  utters  an 
emphatic  demurrer  as  often  as  any  one  in  his  folly  declares  there  is  no 
God,  or  in  his  senseless  speech  will  affirm  that  death  ends  all. 

Whatever  frivolity  one  may  indulge  when  the  Craft  is  called  to 
refreshment,  when  labor  is  resumed  the  Graft  is  compelled  to  be  serious. 
There  is  not  a  degree  conferred  that  does  not  emphasise  and  forcibly 
illustrate  the  teaching  of  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  Frequent  are  the 
admonitions  to  the  brethren  that  they  ought  so  to  live  that  they  need 
never  be  afraid   to  die. 
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Coming  here  annually  from  all  parts  of  this  imperial  commonwealth 
to  take  counsel  together,  and  to  legislate  for  over  one  hundred  thousand 
of  our  brethren,  the  time  at  our  disposal  being  all  too  limited,  nothing 
unnecessary  ought  to  tax  it  or  engage  us.  At  this  Salem  of  Masonry, 
before  a  body  of  such  representative  men  as  this  Grand  Lodge,  imposing 
and  inspiring,  the  business  presented  for  our  consideration  must  be  argent. 
And  yet,  there  is  a  devotion  to  mere  urgency  of  business  that  is  debilitat* 
ing.  Once  a  deliberative  assemblage  becomes  a  mere  mechanical  contriv- 
ance for  the  oifering  of  motions,  the  passing  of  resolutions,  the  holding 
of  elections,  only  these  and  nothing  more,  all  heart  has  disappeared  from 
the  body,  and  little  but  a  lifeless  trunk  is  left. 

We  are  not  wasting  time,  far  from  it,  when  we  pause  in  our  delibera- 
tions to  think  of  the  dead.  The  exercise  will  be  so  profitable  that  by  it 
we  will  be  the  better  enabled  to  resume  our  labors  in  behalf  of  the 
living. 

The  family  of  Masons  is  not  limited  to  the  living.  The  greater  part 
of  our  brethren  are  among  the  dead.  The  majority  are  not  here,  but 
over  there,  somewhere;  alive  there;  and,  if  alive  there,  thinking  occa* 
aionally  of  us,  and  with  some  longing  perhaps  that  we  may  be  numbered 
with  them  among  the  saints  everlasting;  knowing  what  they  do,  their 
longing  to  have  us  with  them  is  more  keen  than  ours  can  be  to  go  to  them. 
Our  fear  of  death,  though  natural,  is  not  creditable.  Our  love  for  life 
makes  anxiety  to  live  reasonable. 

"But  could  we  climb  where  Moses  stood. 
And  view  the  landscape  o'er. 
Not  Jordan's  stream,  nor  death's  cold  flood. 
Should  fright  us  from  the  shore." 

Whether  we  want  to  go  there  or  not,  to  die  is  a  gain,  and  for  a  good 
man  to  depart  Is  far  better  than  to  stay.  Our  Masonic  dead  would  not 
come  back  if  they  could.  Symbolism  with  them  is  reality,  faith  clear 
vision,  and  hope  full  fruition.  They  are  alive,  part  of  our  Masonic 
family  and  household,  gone  but  not  forgotten,  dead  but  not  extinct ;  away 
from  us  but  not  wholly  apart  from  helping  us,  influencing  us,  loving  us, 
waiting  for  us ;  loved  some  of  them  long  since,  lost  awhile  if  you  will,  but 
eternally  alive,  right  dear  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  right  close  in  saintly 
•communion  with  their  brethren. 

Let  all  other  business  cease  then,  since  this  be  so,  and  let  us,  like 
good  Masons,  free,  because  the  truth  has  made  us  free ;  and  accepted,  be- 
cause practicing  our  noble  precepts  makes  us  acceptable  to  men  and 
pleasing  to  God — let  us  stop  a  few  moments  to  think  of  our  deceased 
brethren,  our  Masonic  dead,  those  who  this  last  year  have  passed  from 
things  that  are  temporal  and  now  see  eye  to  eye,  and  in  all  their  reality, 
the  things  that  are  eternal. 

Our  Grand  Master  in  his  opening  address  has  already  referred  at  an 
appropriate  length  to  the  eminent  dead  of  our  own  Jurisdiction,  and  has 
jUso  mentioned  the  death,  and  made  it  the  occasion  of  teaching  the  most 
-sublime  lessons  of  the  conspicuously  worthy  character  of  the  chief  magis- 
trate of  our  country,  President  William  McKinlky.    Further  mention  of 
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these  would  be  on  the  part  of  your  Committee  as  intrusive  as  it  is 
unnecessary.  There  are,  however,  eminent  Masons  of  jurisdictions  other 
than  ours  who  have  died  during  the  year,  who  ought  to  be  mentioned  by 
name  in  this  report. 

The  Necrology  of  the  year  numbers  many  of  our  brethren  who  have 
been  shining  lights  in  their  generation,  but  who,  not  having  attained  high 
position  in  the  Order,  may  not  be  nominated  by  us,  though  they  are 
remembered.  In  and  about  the  body  of  the  Lodge  are  those  who  con- 
tribute no  less  to  the  work  and  the  worth  of  Masonry,  though  their 
names  may  not  be  as  well  known  as  those  who  have  occupied  the  chairs, 
or  held  other  imx>ortant  places  in  the  Graft.  We  remember  them  all« 
while  we  mention  only  those  few  who  have  been  leaders.  The  number 
of  such  eminent  Masons  of  our  country  who  have  died  during  the  year 
is  thirty-nine,  of  whom  there  were  thirteen  Grand  and  Past  Grand 
Masters,  five  Grand  Secretaries,  three  Grand.  Treasurers,  and  sixteen 
brethren,  who,  in  one  capacity  or  another,  had  attained  tp  the  dignity 
of  Right  Worshipful,  and  one,  simply  a  brother,  standing  out  so  rugged 
in  his  simplicity,  great  and  good,  named  among  the  others  because  chief 
among  them  all,  our  beloved  martyr  President.  That  the  list  may  be 
preserved  in  our  published  records,  it  is  here  given  in  the  order  of  the 
occurrence  of  their  respective  deaths.

Amen — so  mote  it  be. 

In  almost  every  instance  printed  memorial  notices  of  these  departed 
brethren  have  been  sent  to  our  Grand  Secretary,  who,  in  turn,  has  com- 
mitted their  keeping  to  this  Committee.  These  have  all  been  carefully 
read,  and  were  it  not  that  even  with  the  most  charitable  construction 
of  your  willingness  to  attend,  and  your  ability  patiently  to  listen  to  the 
reading  of  these  obituaries,  it  would  be  a  hardship  thus  to  compel  you* 
your  Committee  would  gladly  tell  you  what  good  men  and  true  each  one 
of  these  brothers  was,  and  what  a  fragrant  memory  he  left  of  his  upright 
and  worthy  life.  It  goes  without  saying  that  Masons  are  mortals;  but 
after  saying  this,  and  asserting  that  there  is  none  without  his  faults,  it 
affords  sublimest  satisfaction  here  to  state  that  the  study  of  the  records 
of  our  fraternal  dead  among  those  eminent  in  Masonry,  in  our  munici« 
pality,  our  commonwealth,  our  nation,  and  in  other  countries  than  this, 
completely  warrants  the  belief  that  Masons  among  men  everywhere  are 
the  backbone  of  the  community ;  men  who  respect  themselves  and  respect 
others,  men  who  are  true  to  their  homes  and  families,  loyal  to  their 
country,  benefactors  to  their  communities,  leaders  in  every  good  cause 
and  work,  supporters  of  charities  and  churches,  men  whom  children 
love,  women  honor,  and  other  men  respect.  The  exceptions  that  do  but 
prove  the  rule  are  few  and  conspicuous,  and  not  one  such  exception,  or  the 
remotest  intimation  of  any  lapse  that  would  have  made  him  an  exception, 
has  been  found  among  these  who  have  been  eminent  in  Masonry,  and 
who,  during  the  last  year  have  gone  to  their  rest. 

Membership  in  an  order  like  this,  both  ancient  and  honorable,  confen 
great  privileges,  and  imposes  some  burden  of  responsibility.  May  the 
memory  of  our  good  brethren  now  dead  abide  with  us  to  stimulate  our 
pride  in  being  Masons,  and  stir  our  wills  to  become  good  ones.  They 
were  one  and  all  in  public  and  in  private  life  exemplifications  of  the 
principles  they  professed.  Such  men  caninot  hide  their  lights  under 
bushels.  They  are  lighthouses,  not  dark  lanterns,  among  those  who  know 
them.  We  are  not  surprised  to  learn  that  each  was  a  power  and  an  in- 
fluence for  good,  a  representative  citizen,  known  while  he  lived  for  the 
good  that  he  did,  and  without  a  single  exception,  each  leaving  behind  him 
when  he  died  a  fragrant  memory  and  a  cherished  benediction.  So  endelh 
another  year  of  the  many  that  have  been  numbered.  No  sooner  than  it 
is  ended  another  begins.  The  record  of  the  dead  will  again  be  read  when 
again  the  Grand  Lodge  assembles.     Some  of  these  whose  names  we  have 
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read  were  with  us  a  year  ago,  wondering,  as  you  now  wonder,  about  the 
mystery  which  now  for  them  is  solved.  Little  as  you  now  think  that  inr 
another  year  you  will  have  passed  away  did  they  think  that  at  this  time 
we  would  be  numbering  them  among  the  dead.  The  old  story  is  rehearsed 
that  you  may  know  it  better.  *'  In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death." 
Nothing  is  surer  than  that  we  all  must  soon  die.  Nor  do  we  die  in  squads 
or  in  companies.  Down  into  the  valley  of  death's  shadow  each  must  ga 
alone.  There  is  but  one  man  who  need  not  even  think  about  it,  much 
less  fear  it.    He  is  the  man  that  doeth  right. 

It  is  often  said  that  if  one  lives  according  to  the  teachings  of  Masonry 
he  cannot  go  wrong.  Nothing  is  truer.  Something  else  is  true  also. 
One  who  even  tries  his  best  to  live  according  to  these  teachingSt  come 
how  far  soever  short  he  may,  if  he  but  try,  and  keep  on  trying,  and  never 
relax  his  eiforts  in  trying,  is  certain  at  the  last  to  hear  the  joyous  words, 
"Well  done"  from  the  Master,  who  tells  us  that  love  to  God  and  love 
to  neighbor  constitute  the  summary  of  commandments,  and  on  these  two 
hang  all  the  Law  and  the  prophets. 

For  a  brief  half  hour  our  Grand  Lodge  has  seemed  like  a  Lodge  of 
sorrow.  Let  it  be  such  only  in  seeming.  May  its  memory  abide  with  us 
as  a  season  of  sweet  respite  from  mechanical  work,  a  half  hour  of  sober 
thought,  serious  reflection,  and  spiritual  joy. 

One  need  not  be  sad  because  he  is  serious,  nor  flippant  because  re- 
flective. Masons  of  all  men  know  that  it  is  possible  to  spend  hours  in 
exercises  that  are  as  remote  from  careless,  senseless  hilarity  as  is  the 
arctic  zone  from  the  meridian  line,  and  yet  be  in  constant  enjoyment. 
Those  who  associate  our  work  with  play  know  nothing  of  what  we  Masons 
mean  by  work.  Our  work  is  what  our  life  should  be:  serious  not  sad, 
happy  not  frivolous,  getting  the  real  rather  than  the  revel  out  of  the 
fleeting  hours. 

It  is  hereby  recommended  that  a  memorial  page  of  our  printed 
records  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  set  apart  and  inscribed  t>  Bbo.  Williaic 
McKnrajCT,  and  also  to  each  of  the  honored  dead  of  this  Masonic  Juris- 
diction. 

And  your  Committee  would  suggest  that  every  member  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  go  home  with  the  resolution  to  help  to  the  fullest  extent  of  his 
power  every  Mason  in  his  Lodge  to  be  worthy  of  his  calling.  A  good 
Mason  cannot  be  other  than  a  good  man,  and  a  good  man  living  can  never 
really  die. 

"  Who  seeks  for  heaven  alone  to  save  his  soul 
May  keep  the  path,  but  will  not  reach  the  goal 
While  he  who  walks  in  love  may  wander  far. 
Yet  God  will  bring  him  where  the  blessed  are.

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REPORT   OP  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE   ON    WORK 
AND  LECTURES. 

U.-.  W.-.  William  L.  Swan,  from  the  Special  Committee 
on  Work  and  Lectures,  presented  the  report  of  said  Committee 
which  was  received  and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge:, 

The  Special  CSommittee  on  Work  and  Lectures,  appointed  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  held  in  May,  1901,  report  as  follows : 

First.  That  their  first  meeting  was  held  in  Augost,  1901,  all  the 
members  being  present,  and  that  many  meetings  have  since  been  held,  at 
all  of  which  the  condition  of  the  Esoteric  portion  of  our  ritual  has 
received  careful  and  exhaustiye  consideration. 

Second.  That,  as  the  result  of  their  investigation,  it  has  been  found 
that  many  additions  to,  and  eliminations  from,  the  former  standard  ritual 
have  crept  in,  and  been  taught  and  practiced  by  the  Graft 

Third.  Wherever  practicable  old  forms  of  phrases  have  been  restored, 
familiar  wordings  replaced,  and  the  ritual  left  as  nearly  as  possible  in 
the  form  in  which  it  was  for  so  many  years  known,  taught,  and  practiced. 

Fourth.  Owing  to  the  many  changes  effected  annually  in  the  personnel 
of  the  officers  of  every  Masonic  Lodge  in  this  State,  we  found,  upon 
due  inquiry,  that  but  few,  if  any,  of  the  present  Masters  were  fully 
familiar  with  the  old  form  of  the  Standard  Work,  and  therefore  decided 
that  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  make  too  drastic  alterations  in  the 
"  Work ''  now  taught  and  practiced  by  the  present  generation  of  Masters, 
and  so  instructed  the  present  Grand  Lecturer  and  gave  him  the  form 
exemplified  by  him  during  the  past  winter. 

Your  Oommittee  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  "Work"  as  exemplified  by  B.\  W.\  John  Lauben- 
UEiMKK,  Grand  Lecturer,  be  adopted  as  the  Standard  Work  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

2.  That  the  following  changes,  amendments  and  additions  be  made  in, 
and  to,  the  aforesaid  Standard  Work,  and  that  so  much  as  is  approved 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  become  a  part  thereof,  and  be  taught  henceforth  by 
the  Grand  Lecturer  and  his  assistants  in  each  and  every  Ck>nvention. 

(a.)  The  use  of  the  personal  pronoun  instead  of  the  article  "the," 
wherever  it  occurs  in  the  Master's  Work  and  the  Lectures.  This  will  do 
away  with  the  alternating  use  of  the  article  and  the  pronoun,  which 
is  confusing  and  unnecessary. 

(6.)     The  restoration  of  the  word  "contained."    .    .     . 

(o.)  In  the  second  section  of  the  third  degree  to  restore  the  words 
"win,"  "yet  fully,"  "may  be,"  "you  will,"  and  ....  to  their 
former  places    .... 

(d.)  In  the  ....  in  the  first  degree  to  eliminate  the 
words    .... 

(e.)     The  addition  of  the  word  "unlawfully"     .... 
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With  these  few  minor  amendments  we  recommend  that  the  "  Work," 
as  reported  herein,  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  as  the  Standard  for 
this  jurisdiction,  and  that  the  same  shall  remain  unaltered,  except  by 
formal  yote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  provided  in  the  Resolution  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  9th  day  of  June,  1S92  (see  Proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  1892,  page  125). 

The  following  proposition  has  been  brought  to  our  attention,  but  it  is 
of  so  much  importance  that  we  have  deemed  it  wiser  and  more  courteous 
to  submit  it,  without  comment  or  suggestion,  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
feeling  sure  that  it  will  decide  wisely  concerning  it.

Shall  the  Prayer  at  the  RaUing  of  the  Brother  in  the  Third  Degree 
he  omittedf 

In  closing,  permit  us.  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  to  extend  to  you  our 
appreciative  thanks  for  the  honor  you  conferred  on  us  in  appointing 
us  members  of  this  important  Ck>mmittee,  and  for  the  many  courtesies 
we  have  received  at  your  hands.

EEPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  COR- 
RESPONDENCE. 

M.-.  W.*.  Jesse  B.  Anthony,  from  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  its  recommendation  adopted  : 

To  the  Orand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  have  had  placed  in  their  hands  varioos  documents 
emanating  from  and  appertaining  to  Freemasonry  within  the  United 
States  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico — including  the  circular  letter  referred 
to  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master — and  also  applications  from 
several  Grand  Lodges  located  therein,  for  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York. 

Your  Committee  have  as  far  as  possible  given  due  consideration  to 
the  various  communications,  have  endeavored  to  impartially  weigh  the 
arguments  submitted  and  statements  presented,  but  we  must  frankly  con- 
fess that  we  find  it  impossible  to  arrive  at  any  just  conclusion  as  to 
the  regularity  of  the  said  Grand  Lodges  and  their  rightful  claim  to 
supreme  authority  even  in  their  own  particular  States. 

It  would  appear  to  us  that  there  are  two  influential  parties  in  Mexico 
striving  for  the  control  of  Freemasonry  therein.  Prominent  in  this  effort 
we  note  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  A.  S.  R.,  an  organisation  wielding 
a  powerful  influence  over  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies. 
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With  this  local  warfare,  however,  we  have  nothing  in  common,  oar 
Interest  lying  solely  with  Grand  Bodies  lawfully  established,  haying 
authority  over  the  three  symbolic  degrees  in  Freemasonry,  independent 
of  the  control  of  any  supreme  body;  and  until  these  two  rival  interests 
can  arrive  at  a  mutual  understanding,  it  would  be  wise,  we  think,  to 
advance  with  caution  In  the  establishment  of  fraternal  relations  with  any 
Masonic  Grand  Body  in  Mexico. 

•  To  briefly  refer  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  with 
reference  to  Freemasonry  in  Mexico,  we  state  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  at  its  annual  communication  of  1894,  entered  into  fraternal 
relations  with  the  Gran  Dieta  Symbolica  of  Mexico,  upon  the  representa- 
tion that  it  was  a  Grand  Body  with  supreme  authority  over  Ancient  Graft 
Masonry,  and  controlled  by  the  belief  that  said  confederation  of  the 
several  Grand  Bodies,  under  one  supreme  head,  would  operate  to  a  uni- 
fication of  the  different  elements  within  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

Such  recognition  was  continued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
under  the  hope  that  said  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  brethren  of  Mexico 
would  tend  to  a  correction  of  certain  evils  subsequently  ascertained  to 
be   prevalent   therein. 

On  the  30th  of  April,  1901,  the  Gran  Dieta  Symbolica  was  formally 
and  voluntarily  dissolved,  for  the  assigned  reason  "  that  it  had  ac- 
complished its  mission  of  fostering  the  Grand  Lodges  in  its  confederation 
and  instructing  them  in  true  Masonry,  so  that  they  were  able  to  stand 
alone  and  conduct  themselves  properly,  and  that  the  best  interests  of 
Freemasonry  in  Mexico  would  be  forwarded  by  its  withdrawal." 

Coupled  with  the  notification  thereof,  the  Gran  Dieta  Symbolica 
recommended  the  following  Grand  Lodges  for  recognition,  viz. ;  the  Grand 
Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  of  the  Federal  District,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Goahuila,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tamaulipas;  it  being  claimed  that 
said  Grand  Lodges  were  free,  sovereign  and  independent,  and  not  subject 
to  the  control  of  the  Supreme  Council,  A.  A.  S.  R. 

Of  the  above  named  Grand  Lodges,  the  formal  request  for  recognition 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  is  the  only  one  regularly  before  us. 

Besides  this,  we  have  an  application  from  the  Grand  Lodge  Santos 
Degollado,  also  of  the  Federal  District  of  Mexico. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  in  this  report  to  enter  into  any  discussion 
relative  to  the  regularity  of  any  of  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of 
Mexico,  or  to  express  any  opinion  thereon.  We  find  located  in  several 
of  the  States  more  than  one  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  arrive  at  a  just  decision 
relative  to  the  various  claims  is  an  impossibility  at  the  present  time. 

Your  Committee  are  aware  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  present 
report,  but  we  are  fully  convinced  from  past  experience  that  a  posti>one- 
ment  of  action  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge  will  be  conducive  to  the 
best  results. 

We  incline  to  the  opinion  that  our  brethren  of  Mexico  will,  through 
their  efforts,  ultimately  overcome  all  difficulties  and  with  harmony  of 
Interest  and  established  regularity  command  fraternal  recognition  by  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.  In  this  we  wish  them  complete 
•access. 
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Your  Ck>mmittee  submit  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  any  action  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  relatire 
to  the  recognition  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  Mexico — enumerated 
in  this  report — ^be  deferred  pending  further  consideration.

Your  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be* 
and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  pay  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary the  necessary  expenses  connected  with  the  offices  of  Grand  Master, 
Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  including  postage,  printing,  and 
stationery  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Newark  Lodge.  No.  83,  for  Grand  Lodge 
dues  paid  in  error  on  Bbo.  Daniel  B.  Harmon.  It  ap^>ear8  that  Bao. 
Harmon  withdrew  from  Newark  Lodge  in  1866.  He  affiliated  with  Rose 
Lodge,  and  for  eleven  years  Rose  Lodge  paid  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  tUs 
brother. 

Through  an  error  in  bookkeeping  Bbo.  Harmon's  dimission  was  never 
rr])orted  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  for  the  space  of  thirty-six  yean, 
Newark  Lodge  paid  dues  for  a  brother  who  was  not  a  member. 

Your  Committee  does  not  consider  it  a  part  of  its  duty  to  comment 
upon  the  lack  of  system  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge,  but  simply  investigates 
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the  Talidity  of  the  claim.    We  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$18  be  paid  in  retnrn  to  Newark  Lodgre.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  HALL 
AND   ASYLUM  FUND. 

R.'.  W.-.  Clattok  S.  Soott,  from  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Hail  and  Asylum  Fund,  presented  the  report  of  said  com- 
mittee, which  was  received  and  its  recommendation  adopted. 

To  the  Chrand  Lodge: 

The  following  is  respectfully  submitted  as  the  annual  report  of  the 
Standing  Ck>mmittee  on  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund: 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  at  the  Masonic  Home 
at  Utica,  on  Monday,  June  24,  1901,  the  Grand  Master  having  designated 
that  as  the  date  of  his  annual  visit.  The  Committee  organused  with 
Bbo.  Fbedebic  C.  Wagner  as 'Chairman.  R.*.  W.'.  Clayton  S.  Scott 
was  elected  Secretary.  The  Chairman  appointed  the  Secretary  and  R.*. 
W.'.  John  C.  Thompson  as  a  sub-committee  to  examine  the  accounts  of 
the  Trustees. 

The  Committee  has  held  quarterly  the  regular  meetings  required  by 
the  rules  of  order  of  the  Qrand  Lodge.  Three  of  these  meetings  have 
been  held  at  the  Home  at  Utica,  vis. :  On  Monday,  June  24,  and  Friday, 
October  11,  1901,  and  on  Monday,  March  10,  1902,  thereby  giving  the 
Committee  opportunities  to  carefully  inspect  the  Home  and  its  manage- 
ment,  reports  of  which  inspection  have  been  regularly  made  to  the  Qrand 
Master.  All  the  commendatory  things  which  have  been  said  by  previous 
Committees  to  the  Grand  Lodge  concerning  the  judicious  management  of 
the  Home  by  Superintendent  Anthony  this  Committee  most  heartily 
reiterates  and  endorsee. 
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Trying  and  perplexing  are  many  of  the  situations  which  confront  him. 
Wisdom  and  tact  are  constantly  required  in  the  management  of  so  large 
a  household  of  aged  people  and  young  children ;  but  in  these  requirements 
be  has  never  been  found  wanting.  In  his  labors  he  has  been  most  ably 
assisted  by  Miss  Elizabeth  B.  Rice,  the  efficient  Assistant  Superintendent, 
whose  womanly  instincts  seem  to  peculiarly  fit  her  for  the  duties  which 
she  so  well  performs. 

This  Committee  also  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  labors 
of  the  faithful  teachers  and  attendants,  who  seem  untiring  in  their  efforts 
in  behalf  of  the  little  ones  committed  to  their  care. 

The  admirable  and  systematic  methods  employed  by  the  Superintendent 
and  the  Trustees  in  keeping  their  accounts  is  again  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Eyery  expenditure  is  so  carefully  safe-guarded 
that  extravagant  and  unwise  appropriations  could  not  by  any  possibility 
be  permitted.  So  carefully  are  the  hundreds  of  accounts  classified  and 
arranged  by  R.'.  W.'.  Fbedebiok  J.  Muxioan,  the  efficient  clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  that  it  has  been  a  comparatively  easy  task  for  the  Sub- 
C!ommittee  to  give  them  a  thorough  examination,  and  their  report  to  the 
full  Committee  that  not  one  occasion  for  criticism  was  found  has  the 
hearty  endorsement  of  this  entire  Committee. 

The  completion  of  the  addition  to  the  children's  building  during  the 
past  year  has  been  witnessed  with  much  pleasure  by  this  Committee. 
The  Trustees  have  builded  wisely  and  well.  The  need  was  pressing,  but 
the  present  building  leaves  no  occasion  for  question  as  to  the  proper  care 
and  accommodations  for  the  sixty  little  ones  for  whose  physical,  intellec- 
tual and  moral  training  the  Craft  has  assumed  the  responsibility. 

The  Grand  Master  has  the  sincere  congratulations  of  this  Committee 
on  the  practice  inaugurated  by  him  during  the  past  year  of  making  his 
official  visit  to  the  Home  on  St.  John's  Day,  and  extending  invitations 
to  his  associate  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  the  Masters  of  Lodges  to 
assemble  with  him  there  on  that  date.  It  seems  most  fitting  that  this 
Masonic  festival  should  be  thus  celebrated,  and  the  Craft  throughout 
this  great  jurisdiction  might  well  make  July  24th  a  day  of  pilgrimage  to 
this  great  monument  of  Masonic  charity. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  recommendation  of 
the  Trustees  that  the  third  story  of  the  Home  be  extended  over  the  entire 
dining-room,  thereby  providing  sixteen  additional  rooms  for  adult  inmates, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $7,000,  is  most  heartily  favored  by  this  Com- 
mittee. The  Home  has  to-day  nearly  300  inmates,  with  a  considerable 
number  of  applicants  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Trustees.  Masonic 
charity  should  have  no  arbitrary  limitations,  but  should  be  as  extensive  as 
the  necessities  of  the  unfortunate  who  have  claims  upon  us  shall  require, 
when  it  is  within  our  power  to  relieve  them  without  material  Injury  to 
ourselves. 

The  continued  zeal  and  fidelity  of  the  brethren  of  the  Ninth  Masonic^ 
District  is  again  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  ad- 
mirable report  of  the  German  Masonic  Temple  Association.  Their  work 
in  the  past  year  merits  the  approbation  of  the  entire  Fraternity  through- 
out the  State. 

The  members  of  this   Committee  cannot  close  this  report  without 
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putting  on  record  an  expression  of  their  appreciation  of  the  great  serrice 
rendered  to  the  Graft  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund.  The 
magnitude  of  their  labors,  the  sacrifice  of  time,  and  the  fidelity  and 
careful  business  sagacity  with  which  they  manage  the  vast  trust  which 
the  Craft  has  placed  in  their  hands  merit,  and  we  are  certain  receive, 
the  cordial  oonmiendation  of  the  Fraternity  throughout  this  great  Juris- 
diction. The  relations  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  this  Ck>mmittee 
have  at  all  times  been  of  the  most  pleasant  and  harmonious  character, 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  commend  the  valuable  services  which  the  Trustees 
render  to  the  more  than  one  hundred  and  eleven  thousand  Masons  in  this 
great  Empire  State.

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION. 

W.'.  Joseph  A.  Kellogg^  from  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tatioD,  presented  the  report  of  said  Committee^  which  was  re- 
oeiyed  and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Constitution,  in  reference  to  the  various 
matters  submitted  to  its  consideration,  malces  and  submits  the  following 
report: 

First.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master 
we  propose  that  subdiyision  twelve  of  Rule  of  Order  Number  twelve  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows? 

"12.  A  Committee  of  five  to  be  known  as  the  Custodians  of  the 
Work,  the  first  members  of  said  Committee  to  be  appointed  to  serve  for 
the  following  terms :  One  to  serve  one  year,  two  to  serve  two  years,  and 
two  to  serve  three  years.  That  at  the  expiration  of  said  terms  respec- 
tively their  successors  in  office  shall  be  appointed  .for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  at  the  ezpiration<  of  every  three  years  thereafter.  Should 
any  vacancy  in  said  Committee  occur,  the  Grand  Master  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  for  the  balance  of  the  term.  The  Grand  Lecturer  shall  annually 
exemplify  the  work  and  lectures  before  this  Committee  before  entering 
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upon  the  holding  of  his  conventions,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the 
work  as  established  by  the  Grand  Lodge  except  upon  the  report  of  such 
Committee,  and  the  favorable  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereon." 

Second.  A  communication  was  received  from  W/.  John  D.  Whish, 
Master  of  Ancient  City  Lodge,  No.  452,  proposing  that  section  53  of 
Article  8  of  the  Clonstitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"The  Master,  Senior  Warden,  Junior  Warden,  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary of  a  chartered  Lodge  must  be  chosen  annually  by  ballot  and  by 
a  majority  of  votes  at  the  last  stated  communication  of  such  Lodge  in  the 
month  of  December,  summoned  as  required  by  the  Charter,  and  be  in- 
stalled on  or  before  the  next  stated  communication  thereafter  by  the 
Master,  or  a  Past  Master  designated  by  him." 

We  have  considered  with  care  the  arguments  advanced  in  support  of 
the  proposed  amendment,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Constitution,  in 
its  present  form,  amply  protects  the  prerogatives  of  the  chair. 

The  proposed  amendment  utterly  fails  to  provide  for  the  installation 
of  officers-elect  in  case  of  the  Master  shall  fail  to  install  them  or  designate 
a  Past  Master  to  install  such  officers-elect 

We  therefore  recommend  the  rejection  of  the  proposed  amendment. 

Third.  A  communication  was  received  from  R.*.  W.'.  Tdcotht  M. 
Cheeseman,  proposing  a  resolution  providing  for  the  production  of 
certificates  by  visitors  applying  for  examination  for  admission  to  a  Lodge. 

We  approve  of  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  resolution,  so  far  as  applies 
to  visitors  from  other  jurisdictions,  but  believe  that  it  should  take  the 
of  an  amendment  to  the  organic  law  of  the  Craft,  in  order  that  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodges  may  have  due  and  sufficient  notice  thereof. 

We,  therefore,  propose  that  section  04  of  Article  X.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"  Section  64.  No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  into  any  Lodge  without 
due  inquiry  and  satisfaction  as  to  his  good  Masonic  standing;  nor  shall 
he  be  admitted  if  his  admission  will  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  Lodge  or 
embarrass  its  work. 

Any  visitor  from  another  jurisdiction  applying  for  examination  for 
admission  to  a  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  required  to  present  a 
certificate  of  his  membership  in  the  Lodge  from  which  he  hails.  Such 
certificate  shall  be  authenticated  as  follows  : 

1.  By  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  which  such 
Lodge  is  located,  as  to  the  regular  standing  of  the  Lodge. 

2.  By  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  as  to  the  Masonic  standing  of  the 
brother,  and 

3.  By  the  signature  of  the  brother  in  whose  name  the  certificate  is 
issued,  for  personal  identification. 

An  honorary  member  of  a  Lodge  has  not  the  right  to  visit  said  Lodge 
when   a  member  of  it  objects   thereto.

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REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  JURISPRUDENCE. 

M.*.  W.'.  John  W.  Vbooman,  from  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence, presented  the  report  of  said  Committee,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

To  the  Chrand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
haye  considered  the  various  matters  before  them,  and  present  herewith 
their  conclusions: 

First,  In  the  matter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Zur  Sonne  at  Bayreuth, 
desiring  to  interchange  representatives  with  the  Qrand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Mead,  Grand  Master,  recommends  the  establishment 
of  fraternal  relations  between  the  Grand  Lodge  Zur  Sonne  and  our 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  mutual  interchange  of  representatives.  We  ap- 
prove the  reconunendation  of  our  Grand  Master. 

Second,  In  the  matter  of  perpetual  i>enal  jurisdiction  in  certain 
cases.  On  the  15th  day  of  October,  1896,  M.'.  W.'.  John  Stewart,  then 
Grand  Master,  decided  that  "  in  all  cases  of  applicants  for  initvation  and 
membership  in  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction,  previously  rejected  by 
Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Grand  Lodges  with  which  we  are  in 
iratemal  relation,  the  law  governing  in  such  jurisdiction  must  be  com- 
plied with  before  such  candidate  can  be  initiated  in  this  jurisdiction. 

Inasmuch  as  this  question  does  not  seem  to  have  been  formally  passed 
upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Master  Mead  recommends  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for  its  report  and  action 
at  this  Annual  Communication.  We  have  given  due  consideration  to  the 
question,  and  approve  the  decision  above  mentioned  of  Grand  Master 
Stewart. 

Third,  In  the  matter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  Switzerland.  Ib 
the  address  of  Grand  Master  Mead,  he  refers  to  this  question  as  follows : 

**  A  circular  letter  from  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  Alpina,  inviting  delegates  to  be  appointed  by  all  Grand  Lodges 
to  a  Universal  Congress  of  Freemasons  to  be  held  during  the  first  part 
of  the  month  of  September,  1902,  at  Geneva,  has  been  received.  It 
appears  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  congress  to  study  the  possibilities 
of  uniting  and  establishing  a  union  between  the  different  Grand  Lodges 
of  all  countries  and  the  organization  of  an  Internal  Bureau  of  Informa- 
tion to  facilitate  the  interchange  of  reports.  The  circular  has  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for  such  recommendation 
in  the  matter  as  that  committee  may  be  pleased  to  make  to  the  Grand 
Lodge." 

Meetings  of  the  "  Universal  Congress  of  Freemasons "  have  hereto- 
fore been  held  and  participated  in  by  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  holding 
no  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  no  mutual 
interchange  of  representatives  exists  between  those  Grand  Bodies  and 
'our  own.  It  would,  therefore,  be  manifestly  improper  for  us  to  officially 
participate  in  the  proceedings.    The  chief  object  of  this  Congress  appears 
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to  be  for  the  organization  of  an  Internal  Bureau  of  Information  to 
facilitate  the  interchange  of  reports.  Inasmuch^  as  this  object,  so  far  as 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  is  concerned,  is  now,  and  has  been  for  a 
long  time,  an  accomplished  fact,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  in  any  event 
sufficient  reasons  for  us  to  participate  in  the  general  proceedings  of 
such  a  Congress.  Our  Qrand  Secretary  informs  us  that  we  interchange 
reports  and  all  other  printed  matter  of  interest  with  every  Masonic 
Qrand  Lodge  in  the  world  with  whom  we  hold  fraternal  relations.  In 
view  of  the  fact,  therefore,  that  we  are  now  extending  and  receiving 
courtesy  from  all  Grand  Lodges  holding  fraternal  intercourse  with  us, 
the  invitation  referred  to  should  not,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,. 
be  accepted.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  OP  APPEALS. 

R.-.  W.'.  TowNSEND  ScuDDER,  Chief  Commissioner,  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  Commission  of  Appeals,  which  was 
received  and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

The  Commissioners  of  Appeals  having  heard  and  considered  the 
sereral  matters  which  have  come  before  them,  fraternally  report: 

First,    In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  Reuben  Leslie  Maynard, 

Reuben  Lebue  Matnabd,  a  member  of  Albion  Lodge,  No.  26,  appeals 
from  a  judgment  of  said  Lodge  against  him,  rendered  apon  the  report 
of  Oommissionen;  appointed  to  try  charges  preferred  against  him  by 
Bbnbst  Fredebick  Buss,  Jb.,  of  said  Albion  Lodge. 

The  charges  set  forth  that  Bbo.  Matnabd,  at  a  meeting  of  Albion 
Lodge,  held  January  14,  1901,  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  many  of 
the  brethren  of  the  Lodge  and  visitors  thereat,  spoke  and  declared  of  the 
Trustees  of  said  Lodge,  these  words  in  substance:  That  said  Trustees 
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had  misappropriated  and  converted  to  the^r  own  use  the  moneys  of  the 
said  Lodge,  and  that  they  were,  and  had  been,  dishonest  men. 

The  answer  of  the  defendant  was  a  denial  of  the  charges  as  made,  a 
justification  and  an  allegation  that  the  words  actually  spoken  were 
privileged,  made  without  malice,  and  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as 
a  member  of  Albion  Lodge. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  to  try  the  issues  raised  by  the  com- 
plaint and  answer,  reported  to  the  Lodge  that  the  defendant  was  guilty 
of  the  charges  contained  in  the  complaint,  and  recommended  that  he  be 
suspended  from  the  Lodge  and  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry 
for  the  space  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  such  report,  and  that  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  commission  be  adjudged  to  be  paid  by  the 
defendant. 

This  report  was  confirmed  and  adopted  by  the  Lodge,  and  judgment 
was  entered  accordingly,  and  from  such  judgment  this  appeal  is  taken. 

That  a  clear  understanding  may  be  had  of  the  various  questions  in- 
volved in  this  appeal,  a  statement  is  proper  of  the  material  facts  proved 
or  conceded  upon  the  trial. 

Albion  Lodge  had  to  its  credit  two  funds,  one  called  the  **  permanent 
fund,"  the  other  the  "  anniversary  fund." 

At  a  communication  of  Albion  Lodge,  held  December  10,  1899,  a 
resolution  was  adopted,  instructing  the  Treasurer  to  consult  the  Trustees 
on  the  advisability  of  depositing  a  certain  amount  of  the  funds  of  the 
Lodge  in  the  Savings  Bank,  to  be  applied  to  the  "  Permanent  Fund." 

On  December  11,  1899,  the  Treasurer  drew  his  check  for  $600,  to  the 
order  of  the  Trustees,  and  delivered  the  same  to  them.  This  check  was 
drawn  by  the  Treasurer,  on  the  authority  of  the  Resolution  of  December 
10,  1899,   above  referred  to. 

The  minutes  of  a  communication  of  Albion  Lodge  held  on  the  8th  of 
January,   1900,   show   the   following  entry: 

"The  Trustees  reported  that  they  had  received  from  the  Treasurer 
the  sum  of  $600,  and  had  deposited  same  in  the  Savings  Bank  to  the 
credit  of  the  Anniversary  Fund." 

The  minutes  of  this  communication  were  read  and  approved  by  Albion 
Lodge,  on  the  night  of  January  8,  1900,  and  were  read  again  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  next  communication  for  information. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  objection  was  made,  or  exception  taken, 
on  either  of  these  occasions,  to  the  action  of  the  Trustees  in  depositing 
this  six  hundred  dollars  to  the  credit  of  the  "Anniversary  Fund." 

It  is  not  contended  that  this  "  Anniversary  Fund  "  was  drawn  upoi^; 
the  fact  is  it  was  in  no  sense  touched,  and  all  the  moneys  deposited 
therein  to  the  credit  of  Albion  Lodge  were  to  the  credit  of  the  Lodge 
up  to  the  time  of  this  controversy. 

At  the  communication  of  Albion  Lodge,  held  January  14,  1901,  a 
discussion  arose  in  the  Lodge  over  the  action  of  the  Trustees  in  deposit- 
ing the  six  hundred  dollars  referred  to  to  the  credit  of  the  "  Anniversary 
Fund,"  instead  of  to  the  credit  of  the  "Permanent  Fund"  as  directed 
by  the  Resolution  of  December  10,  1899. 

The  charges  against  the  defendant  are  based  upon  remarks  alleged 
to  have  been  made  by  him  that  night  in  the  course  of  such  discussion. 
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After  a  painstaking;,  thorough  review,  and  siftinf  of  ali  the  evidence 
offered  before  the  trial  Commission,  and  after  hearing  the  argument  of 
counsel  in  this  case,  due  deliberation  having  been  had,  the  Commissioner 
of  Appeals  are  of  opinion,  and  find,  that  the  charges  against  the  appel- 
lant were  not  sustained  by  the  evidence,  excepting  in  the  matter  of 
nnmasonic  conduct. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  of  Appeals,  the  language  of 
Bbo.  Maynabd  on  that  occasion  was  indiscreet  and  untimely,  and  the 
cause  of  a  controversy  unwarranted,  in  view  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case 
within  his  personal  knowledge,  a  factor  also  in  disturbing  the  harmony 
of  the  Lodge  and  the  spirit  of  concord  and  confidence  which  should 
prevail  among  its  members;  Bbo.  Matnard,  however,  having  suffered 
ample  punishment  for  this  indiscretion,  the  Commission  are  of  the 
opinion  that  no  good  will  result  from  the  continuance  of  this  most  un- 
fortunate controversy. 

The  Commissioner:?  of  Appeal  therefore  recommend : 

1.  That  said  judgment  be  affirmed,  in  that  the  appellant  is  guilty 
of  unmasonic  conduct  in  provoking  an  uncalled-for  controversy  by  the 
use  of  indiscreet  language. 

2.  In  all  other  respects,  and  as  to  which  the  judgment  is  totally  un- 
supported by  the  evidence,  it  should  be,  and  hereby  is,  reversed. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  the  judgment  of  suspension  was  presumably  based 
on  the  decision  as  made,  and  of  a  greater  offense  than  was  proved  on 
the  trial,  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  that  the  sentence  was 
grossly  dispropoitionate  to  the  offense,  unwarranted  and  proved  by  the 
evidence.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  appellant  has  received  and 
suffered  adequate  punishment  for  the  offense  proved,  the  Commission 
of  Appeals  further  recommend  that  Albion  Lodge,  No.  26,  be,  and  it 
hereby  is,  directed  to  terminate  its  sentence  of  suspension  under  the 
judgment  of  said  Lodge  of  the  24th  day  of  June,  1901. 

Second.     In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  ^ViUiam  Alhan  Vlman, 

This  is  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  Albion  Lodge,  No.  26,  against 
WiLXiAic  AiAAN  Ulman,  a  member  of  said  Lodge,  rendered  upon  the 
report  of  Commissioners  appointed  to  try  charges  preferred  against  him 
by  Ernest  Frederick  Buss,  Jr.,  of  said  Albion  Lodge. 

The  charges  in  this  case  grew  out  of  the  events  and  controversies 
set  forth  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  of  Appeals  in  the  Maynard 


The  specifications  herein  are  also  much  the  same  as  in  said  case,  as 
also  the  answer  thereto  of  the  defendant  Ulman. 

The  evidence  presented  before  the  Trial  Commissioners  upon  the  trial 
herein  is  substantially  the  same  evidence,  and  the  judgment  entered  by 
Albion  Lodge,  No.  26,  upon  the  report  of  the  trial  Commissioners  is 
snbfltantially  the  same  judgment  as  was  entered  in  the  Maynard  case. 

The  Commissioners  of  Appeals  have  thoroughly,  and  in  a  painstaking 
manner,  reviewed  the  issues  in  this  case  and  the  evidence;  they  have 
carefully  weighed  the  argument  of  counsel,  and  are  of  the  opinion,  and  find. 
Chat   the  charges  against  the  appellant  Ulmax  were  not  sustained  by 
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the  evidence;  that  the  judgment  of  Albion  Lodge,  No.  26,  of  the  24th 
day  of  June,  1901,  whereby  the  appellant,  William  Alban  Ulman,  was 
adjudged  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct,  and  suspended  from  said  Lodge, 
and  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  for  the  space  of  four 
years,  should  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  in  all  things  reTersed. 

l^hird.    In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  William  8,  Letois, 

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  of  Masons,  denying  a  motion  of  the  appellant,  William  S.  Lewis, 
to  correct  the  minutes  of  the  Trial  Commissioners .  in  the  matter  of  the 
charge  of  said  Wiluam  S.  Lewis  against  Ghablbs  HoFirMAir,  Jb.,  and 
from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  affirming  the  judgment  of  the 
Trial  Commissioners  herein. 

William  S.  Lewis,  of  Joppa  Lodge,  No.  201,  the  appellant,  charges 
Charles  Hofpman,  Jb.,  of  Commonwealth  Lodge,  No.  409,  the  respond- 
ent, with  alienating  the  affections  of  the  .  wife  of  the  appellant,  and 
alleges  that  in  an  action  brought  by  the  appellant  against  the  respond* 
ent  in  the  Supreme  Court,  Kings  County,  New  York,  a  judgment  was 
rendered  in  favor  of  the  appellant  against  the  respondent,  which  judg- 
ment on  appeal  was  affirmed. 

The  defendant  by  his  answer  to  both  charges : 

1.  Admits  the  recovery  of  the  judgment. and  alleges  that  it  has  been 
paid  and  that  a  General  Release  has  been  given  by  the  complainant  to 
the   defendant. 

2.  He  admits  that  the  wife  of  complainant  has  no  affection  for  her 
husband,  and  alleges  that  defendant  is  not  responsible  therefor,  but 
that  the  plaintiff's  conduct  is  the  sole  cause  thereof. 

3.  Defendant  insists  that  the  judgment  against  him  was  obtained 
upon  a  partial  and  not  full  disclosure  of  facts,  for  which  he  was  not 
responsible,  and  that  complainant  ought  not  in  justice  and  good  con- 
science to  have  obtained  the  judgment,  and  that  his  claim  is  in  fact,  and 
known  to  complainant  to  be,  without  merit  and  unjust. 

Commissioners  were  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master.  Both  parties 
appeared  in  person  and  by  counsel.  The  complainant  offered  in  evidence 
the  record  of  the  Supreme  Court  judgment  and  claimed  that  it  was  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  charge  and  that  no  further  testimony  could  be 
offered.  The  defendant  insisted  that  the  record  was  not  conclusive, 
but  merely  prima  facie  evidence,  and  that  in  a  Masonic  court  the  facts 
Were  open  to  investigation.  The  issue  presents  the  question  of  con- 
struction of  Section  21  of  the  Code  of  Procedure,  which  is  as  follows: 

"  Section  21.  When  a  person  accused  of  an  offense  Masonically,  has 
been  convicted  of  the  same  offense  upon  trial  in  a  court  of  law,  or  when 
the  fact  of  the  commission  of  the  same  offense  by  the  accused  has  been 
judicially  established  in  a  civil  action,  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the 
evidence  in  a  Masonic  trial ;  hut  the  record  of  such  court,  properly  certi- 
fied, with  proof  of  identity  of  the  accused,  shaU  he  sufficient  to  justify 
a  conviction  by  Commissioners,  unless  an  appeal  be  taken  from  the  judg- 
ment of  such  Court  and  said  appeal  remains  undetermined." 

The  appellant  contends  that  the  word  "sufficient "  is  synonymous  with 
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**  conclu9ive"  The  respondent  disputes  this  proposition.  No  testimony 
was  offered  by  the  appellant,  except  the  record  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  respondent  presented  evidence  which  the  Trial  Commissioners  found 
establiflhed  his  claim,  that  in  the  Supreme  Court  trial  only  a  part  of 
the  facts  were  shown,  and  that  the  omission  to  exhibit  more  fully  was 
without  respondent's  fault,  and  that  the  result  was  unjust  to  him.  The 
Trial  Commisioners  decided  that  the  charges  had  not  been  sustained,  and 
that  respondent  was  not  guilty  thereof  and  dismissed  the  case. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  provides  in  Section  22  of  the  Code 
of  Procedure,  sub-division  i . 

"7.  A  Masonic  trial  should  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  near  as 
may  be  like  the  trial  of  an  action  of  a  criminal  nature  in  a  court  of 
record,  and  be  governed  by  the  same  general  rules." 

From  this  it  is  evident  that  the  proceeding  in  such  a  trial  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  criminal  action,  and  the  same  rules  should  govern  as  pre- 
vail   in   such   a   proceeding. 

A  Masonic  trial  being  then  penal  in  its  character,  to  hold  the  record 
in  a  civil  suit  to  be  conclusive  would  be  in  derogation  of  common  law 
right  and  common  law  rules  of  evidence.  A  penal  statute  should  be 
strictly  construed,  and  its  meaning  should  not  be  extended  beyond  its 
words.  Equity  demands  an  open  and  fair  trial  of  an  accused.  Equit- 
able construction  should  never  be  extended  to  penal  statutes.  This  rule 
should  be  particularly  observed  in  the  case  of  a  Masonic  trial.  A 
Masonic  court  is  a  court  of  conscience  in  which  mere  technicalities  have 
no  place. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  respondent's  answer  attacks  the 
Judgment  as  being  unjust  to  the  knowledge  of  the  appellant.  It  is 
asserted  by  the  respondent,  and  not  denied,  that,  without  fault  upon  his 
part,  material  evidence  was  not  submitted  to  the  court,  which  would 
have  produced  a  different  result. 

The  Commissioners  of  Appeals  are  of  the  opinion,  and  hold,  that  the 
language  of  Section  21  does  not  prohibit  evidence  by  the  accused,  that  it 
does  not  make  the  record  conclusive  evidence ;  therefore,  the  Trial  Com- 
missioners committed  no  error  in  holding  it  did  not ;  that  it  merely  pro- 
vides (a)  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  evidence;  (b)  that  the 
certified  record  with  proof  of  identity  shall  be  sufficient  to  justify  a  con- 
viction. Reading  these  provisions  together,  the  section  means  that  the 
record  is  presumptive  or  prima  facie  evidence  of  its  contents.  If  it  be 
not  met  and  the  presumption  rebutted,  the  Trial  Commissioners  are 
authorised  (not  compelled — merely  justified)  to  render  a  judgment  of 
conviction.  The  word  "  sufficient "  does  not  mean  "  conclusive."  To  hold 
that  it  does  would  be  to  deprive  an  accused  of  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  upon  the  merits  by  the  Trial  Commissioners.  It  would  be  making 
a  judgment  of  a  civil  court,  which  may  be  granted  upon  mere  preponder- 
ance of  evidence,  conclusive  in  a  criminal  proceeding  where  proof  must 
not  merely  preponderate,  but  must  be  such  as  to  establish  guilt  heyond 
a  reasonable  doubt.  This  would  not  be  tolerated  in  our  courts.  It 
would  be  a  harsh  assumption  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  intended  to  be 
less  liberal  in  its  investigation  of  the  acts  of  its  members  than  would 
a  criminal  or  common  law  court  upon  the  trial  of  a  crime. 
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The  Commissioners  are  also  of  the  opinion,  and  hold,  that  the  motion 
of  the  appellant  to  correct  the  record  rested  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  is  not  reviewable.  The  order  of  the  M.'.  W.*.  Grand 
Master  denying  this  motion  to  amend,  and  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Master  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  Trial  Commissioners  in  the  matter 
of  the  charge  of  William  S.  Lewis,  of  Joppa  Lodge,  No.  201,  against 
Charles  Hoffman,  Jr.,  of  Commonwealth  Lodge,  No.  409,  should  be» 
and  the  same  hereby  is,  affirmed. 

Fourth.    In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  John  J.  Brookman, 

The  decision  of  the  Trial  Commissioners  was  dated  September  9,  1901. 
The  accuser  gave  notice  of  intention  to  appeal  to  the  Grand  Master,  who 
raised  the  question  whether  the  appeal  was  seasonably  made.  This  seems 
to  have  been  taken  as  a  decision  refusing  to  entertain  the  appeal  as  not 
taken  in  time. 

John  J.  Brookman  then  seems  to  have  endeavored  to  appeal  to  this 
Commission  from  the  alleged  action  of  the  Grand  Master.  It  does  not 
appear  that  the  Grand  Master  ever  passed  upon  the  appeal  to  him;  It 
would  therefore  seem  that  this  matter  is  still  before  the  Grand  Master, 
and'  not  properly  before  the  Commission  of  Appeal.  The  Commission 
recommend  that  no  action  in  this  matter  be  had.

The  Commission  of  Appeals  shall  consist  of  a  Chief 
Commissioner,  who  shall  preside  in  said  Commission,  and  six  Com- 
missioners, all  of  whom  shall  be  Masters  or  Past  Masters  in  good 
Masonic  standing,  and,  when  duly  nominated  and  confirmed,  they  shall 
hold  their  office  for  three  years.  Said  Commission  shall  meet  at  each 
Annual  Communication,  to  consider  appeals  and  report  upon  such  busi- 
ness as  shall  come  before  it,  and  for  said  purposes  may  also  meet  at 
such  other  times  as  may  he  designated  by  the  Chief  Commissioner, 

"  The  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Grand  Master,  shall 
appoint  two  Commissioners  at  each  Annual  Communication,  and  every

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third  year,  in  like  manner,  the  Chief  Commissioner  shall  be  appointed. 
A  vacancy  in  the  Commission  of  Appeals,  occurring  daring  recess,  may 
be  filled  by  the  Grand  Master  until  the  succeeding  Annual  Communica- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  case  of  appeals  to  come  up  for  hearinff 
before  the  Commiaaion  of  Appeals  at  the  Annual  Oommunioation  of  the 
Ctrand  Lodge,  the  hriefa  of  parties  desiring  to  he  heard  must  he  filed  with 
the  Chrand  Secretary  at  his  office,  for  distribution  not  less  than  thirty 
(30)  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Communication,  provided, 
hou)ever,  that  appeals,  when  perfected,  may  he  brought  on  for  argu' 
ment  at  any  time,  upon  ten  days*  notice  by  the  Chief  Commissioner, 
and  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  designate  in  his  said  notice.*' 

That  Section  132,  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Sec  132.  The  appeal  shall  be  heard  before  the  Commission  of 
Appeals  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  upon  the  report  of  said  Commission  shall  be  conclusiTe 
upon  all  parties;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  Commission  of  Appeals  hearing  and  deter- 
mining appeals  at  the  times  authorized  by  Section  7  of  the  Constitution." 

The  CommiBsioQ  of  Appeals  presented  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were,  on  motion,  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  case  of  appeals  to  come  on  for  hearing  before 
the  Commission  of  Appeals  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  briefs  of  parties  desiring  to  be  heard  must  be  filed  with  the  Grand 
Secretary  at  his  office  for  distribution  to  the  Commissioners  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  first  day  of  the  Grand  Lodge  annuai 
session. 

Resolved,  That  appeals  when  perfected  may  be  brought  on  for  argu- 
ment at  any  time  upon  ten  days*  notice  by  the  Chief  Commissioner,  and 
at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  designated  by  him  in  said  notice. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  notify  the  parties  to  an  appeal  of 
the  provisions  of  these  resolutions  when  served  with  notice  of  appeal  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Appeals  or  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Officers  were  installed  m  their  several  stations  by 
M.'.  W.\  Chakles  W.  Mead,  assisted  by  R.*.  W.'.  John  R. 
Oabdkeb  as  Grand  Marshal,  and  prayer  by  R.*.  W.-.  John  J.

On  motion  R.*.  W.'.  Pkank  E.  Haff  and  R.-.  W.*.  Edwin 
H.  Hahmeb  were  elected  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylnm  Fund  by  acclamation,  each  for  a  term  of  three  years,  in 
accordance  with  the  nomination  of  M.*.  W.-.  Charles  W. 
Mead.

Said  Com- 
mission shall  meet  at  each  Annual  Communication,  to  consider 
appeals  and  report  upon  such  husiness  as  shall  come  before  it, 
and  for  said  purposes  may  also  meet  at  such  other  times  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Chief  Commissioner. 

"The  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Grand 
Master,  shall  appoint  two  Commissioners  at  each  Annual  Com- 
munication, and  every  third  year,  in  like  manner,  the  Chief 
Commissioner  shall  bo  appointed.  A  vacancy  in  the  Commis- 
sion of  Appeals,  occurring  during  recess,  may  be  filled  by  the 
Grand  Master  until  the  succeeding  Annual  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  case  of  appeals  to  come  up  for  hear- 
ing before  the  Commission  of  Appeals  at  the  Annual  Communi- 
cation of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  briefs  of  parties  desiring  to  be 
heard  must  be  filed  with  the  Grand  Secretary  at  his  office,  for 
distribution  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  first  day  of 
the  Annual  Communication,  provided,  however,  thai  appeals, 
when  perfected,  may  be  brought  on  for  argument  at  any  time, 
upon  ten  days'  notice  by  the  Chief  Commissioner,  and  at  such 
times  and  places  as  he  may  designate  in  his  said  notice. '' 

Amend  Article  X.,  Section  64,  to  read  as  follows  : 

"Sec.  64.  No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  into  any  Lodge 
without  due  inquiry  and  satisfaction  as  to  his  good  Masonic 
standing ;  nor  shall  he  be  admitted  if  his  admission  will  disturb 
the  harmony  of  the  Lodge  or  embarass  its  work. 

"  Any  visitor  from  another  jurisdiction  applying  for  examina- 
tion for  admission   to  a  Lodge   in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be 
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required  to  present  a  certificate  of  his  membership  in  the  Lodge 
from  which  he  hails.  Such  certificate  shall  be  authenticated  as 
follows : 

^^1.  By  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  which 
such  Lodge  is  located,  as  to  the  regular  standing  of  the  Lodge. 

^*  2.  By  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  as  to  the  Masonic  stand- 
ing of  the  brother,  and 

"  3.  By  the  signature  of  the  brother  in  whose  name  the  cer- 
tificate is  issued,  for  personal  identification. 

"An  honorary  member  of  a  Lodge  has  not  the  right  to  visit 
said  Lodge  when  a  member  of  it  objects  thereto." 

Amend  Article  XIX.,  Section  132,  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Sec.  132.  The.  appeal  shall  be  heard  before  the  Commis- 
sion of  Appeals  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  report  of  said  Commission 
shall  be  conclusive  upon  all  parties;  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
Commission  of  Appeals  hearing  and  determining  appeals  at  the 
times  authorized  by  Section  7  of  the  Constitution.^^

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REPORTS 

OF 

District  Deputy  Grand  Masters. 


To  Mb.  Charles  W.  Mkad, 

Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  Torh. 

Dear  Sir  and  if.'.  W.'.  Brother:  In  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge^  I  have  transmitted  to  M.'.  W.*. 
Edwabd  M.  L.  Ehlebs,  Grand  Secretary^  a  statement  showing  number, 
name,  location,  and  membership  of  each  Lodge  in  the  First  District  on 
December  31,  1901,  and  beg  to  report  further  concerning  the  trust  reposed 
in  me  as  follows  : 

As  of  first  importance,  I  am  constrained  to  assure  you  that  perfect  con- 
cord prevails  and  the  sun  of  Masonic  peace  and  harmony  shines  in  every 
Lodge.  The  only  cloud  which  appeared  on  the  horizon  of  the  entire  district 
during  the  year  was  that  which  arose  from  the  charge  of  a  brother  involv- 
ing a  false  declaration  of  the  ballot  on  the  part  of  Master  and  Wardens. 
The  charge  was  promptly  refuted,  and  as  the  brother  would  not  admit  the 
possibility  of  error  on  his  part,  discipline  required  that  he  be  suspended 
for  six  months. 

Every  Lodge  in  the  district,  with  one  exception,  has  been  visited  by 
your  representative  officially,  and  in  each  his  reception  has  been  marked 
by  unmistakable  demonstrations  of  loyalty  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
Grand  Master.  The  attendance  in  each  instance  was  remarkably  large,  and 
a  most  gratifying  interest  was  manifested  in  your  messages  to  the  Graft, 
which  I  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  to  transmit.  In  the  supplementary 
talks  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  make,  I  have  kept  your  wishes 
constantly  in  mind,  urging,  as  strongly  as  it  lay  in  my  power  to  do,  the 
acquiring  on  the  part  of  every  brother  of  a  deeper  knowledge  of  the  founda- 
tion and  working  principles  of  Masonry,  of  the  true  meaning  of  its  forms 
and  ceremonies,  symbols  and  signs,  and  the  importance  of  elevating  the 
Lodges  above  mere  routine  in  the  transaction  of  regular  business  and  the 
conferring  of  degrees  to  the  level  and  dignity  of  a  higher  plane,  in  which 
the  acquiring  of  Masonic  intelligence  shall  receive  first  and  principal 
attention. 

The  one  Lodge  to  which  I  have  referred  as  not  having  been  officially 
visited  is  that  of  Jamaica,  No.  546.  On  October  2,  1901,  acting  under  a 
dispensation  issued  by  the  Grand  Master,  I  had  the  honor  of  laying  the 
comer-stone  of  the  new  home  of  this  Lodge.    With  a  view  to  combining 
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the  official  visit  of  your  representative  with  that  of  the  dedication  services, 
the  visit  was  indefinitely  postponed.  At  present  writing  (April  19th)  it 
has  been  arranged  to  have  the  official  visit  made  on  April  28th,  and  the 
dedication  deferred  until  some  time  in  May,  or  when  most  convenient  for 
the  Grand  Master. 

On  November  23,  1901,  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  Masonic  Temple  of 
Peconic  Lodge,  No.  349,  was  laid  at  Qreenport  by  R.'.  W.\  Elbbbt  Csan> 
DALL,  Deputy  Grand  Master.  The  occasion  was  a  most  auspicious  one, 
large  delegations  being  present,  representing  every  Lodge  in  the  district, 
the  Grand  Lodge  being  escorted  by  a  large  body  of  Knights  Templars  of 
St  Elmo  and  other  Commanderles.  This  building  will  be  ready  for  dedi- 
cation in  May. 

On  January  30, 1902,  a  petition  was  received  for  a  dispensation  to  form 
a  new  Lodge  at  ISayville,  Suffolk  County,  together  with  the  unanimous 
consent  of  Meridian  Lodge,  No.  691,  and  South  Side  Lodge,  No.  493,  the 
two  Lodges  whose  territory  would  be  affected.  The  constitutional  time  for 
presenting  such  petition  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  having 
expired,  I  was  obliged  to  return  the  papers,  advising  the  petitioners  to  lay 
their  application  before  the  Grand  Master  after  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
have  adjourned. 

On  January  29th  and  80th,  1002,  the  District  Ck>nvention  for  the 
exemplification  of  the  standard  work  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  Morton 
Lodge,  No.  63,  at  Hempstead,  every  Lodge  in  the  district  being  rep- 
resented. 

R.'.  W.'.  John  Laubenheimeb,  Grand  Lecturer,  exemplified  the  three 
degrees  in  a  most  able  manner,  winning  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all 
present  by  the  dignified  yet  simple  and,  above  tdl,  most  courteous  manner 
in  which  he  corrected  errors  and  imparted  instruction. 

Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  W.\  Theodobe  A.  Swan  was  present  and 
submitted  a  proposition  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  by 
holding  conventions  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  provided  the  Lodges 
in  interest  desired  and  would  encourage  the  movement.  The  suggestion 
was  hailed  with  manifest  satisfaction  by  the  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the 
district,  and  it  affords  me  the  keenest  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  a 
schedule  of  such  conventions  has  been  arranged,  covering  the  entire  dis- 
trict, the  first  of  which  will  be  held  on  the  evening  of  May  2d. 

The  Grand  Master's  announcement  of  the  untimely  death  of  our  late 
beloved  President  and  brother,  the  Hon.  WiixiAic  McKmLSY,  on  Septem- 
ber 14;,  1901,  and  his  recommendation  that  the  Lodges  of  the  State  hold 
memorial  services  so  far  as  practicable,  met  with  prompt  and  universal 
response  throughout  the  district,  and  many  interesting  services  were  held 
both  in  individual  Lodge  rooms  and  in  conjunction  with  various  churches. 

The  Grand  Master's  circular  letter  of  the  previous  year,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  importance  of  placing  a  strict  construction  upon  the  provisions 
of  Sections  109  and  110  of  the  Constitution,  led  me  to  investigate  the  make-up 
of  the  application  blanks  in  use  by  the  various  Lodges.    While  the  result 
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showed  but  one  or  two  Lodges  whose  petition  blanks  confonned  in  every 
particular  to  the  requirements  of  Section  109,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  being 
able  to  state  at  this  time  that  a  uniform  blani^  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  you,  has  been  adopted  and  is  now  in  use  by  every  Lodge  in  the  district. 

The  net  gain  in  the  district  numerically  for  the  year  ended  December 
81,  1901,  was  169,  as  against  132  for  the  previous  year,  or  301  during  the 
two  years  in  which  I  have  had  the  honor  of  serving  as  your  District  Deputy. 

Hoping  that  it  might  prove  of  interest,  I  have  prepared,  and  beg  to 
submit,  the  following  exhibit  of  the  financial  resources  of  the  district,  show- 
ing also  an  almost  phenomenal  gain  during  the  past  calendar  year:

Dear  Sir  and  M.\  W.'.  Brother:  Pursuant  to  constitutional  require- 
ments, I  have  forwarded  to  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Secretary  the 
annual  tabulated  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  of  the  Latin 
District  for  the  past  Masonic  year. 

A  comparison  of  this  statement  with  the  one  I  had  the  honor  of  sub- 
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mitting  a  year  ago  will  show  a  net  increase  of  slightly  more  than  six  per 
cent,  in  membership.  It  will  also  show  that  the  bulk*  of  this  increase  is 
confined  to  two  of  the  Italian  Lodges. 

Peace  and  harmony  prevail  in  the  Lodges^  the  brethren  seem  to  be 
working  hand  in  hand,  and,  although  last  December  there  were  spirited 
contests  for  the  East  in  three  of  the  Lodges,  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the 
victors  have  found  their  most  earnest  supporters  in  those  whom  they 
vanquished. 

Not  only  have  I  observed  a  most  loyal  adherence  by  the  Masters  and 
the  brethren  to  Grand  Lodge  and  the  person  of  its  Chief  Executive,  but 
I  fed  that  the  Masters  cannot  be  too  much  commended;  they  are  all  show- 
ing a  most  self-sacrificing  spirit,  they  are  earnest  and  zealous  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties;  each,  in  a  word,  is  doing  his  best,  and  the  brethren 
are  a  unit  in  their  help. 

While  the  brethren  of  the  Latin  District  are  seldom  seen  outside  of 
its  Lodges,  there  is  a  vast  amount  of  visiting  among  them;  as  a  result,  the 
district  is  one  large  family,  in  which  not  only  friendship  and  fraternity 
reign,  but  in  which  is  found  a  true,  living  example  of  what  the  universality 
of  Masonry  means;  for  in  this  small  district^  with  but  eight  Lodges  and 
little  more  than  seven  hundred  brethren,  there  is  scarcely  a  flag  known  to 
civilization  to  which  some  of  these  brethren  do  not  owe  allegiance.  Li  our 
Lodges,  working  in  three  languages,  are  spoken  thirteen  tongues,  and  in 
our  ranks  are  found  followers  of  three  of  the  five  great  religions  of  the 
world.  Truly,  though  "  East  is  East  and  West  is  West,"  when  the  twain 
can  thus  meet,  in  a  strange  land,  in  love  and  friendship  about  the  Masonic 
altar,  there  is  found  the  most  potent  incentive  to  earnest  labor  in  the 
great  humanitarian  work  of  our  Fraternity,  and  one  cannot  but  feel  that 
our  fathers  were  truly  inspired  when  they  wrote:  "  We  are  also  of  all 
nations,  tongues,  kindreds,  and  languages." 

My  visits,  official  and  unofficial,  to  the  Lodges  of  the  district  have  been 
quite  frequent.  Always  received  with  the  greatest  courtesy  and  most 
friendly  spirit,  I  have  felt  that  for  this  past  year,  even  more  so  than  the 
year  before^  the  office  of  Deputy  in  the  Latin  District  was,  to  a  great 
extent,  largely  ornamental. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  reference  to  the  more  than  pleasant 
relations  that  have  subsisted  between  the  members  of  your  staff  in  the 
Metropolitan  District  and  how  much  profit  and  enjoyment  I  have  derived 
from  the  intimate  associations  into  which  I  have  been  brought  with  them, 
and  the  deep  and  lasting  friendships  I  have  formed. 

Thanking  you  again  for  the  honor  of  having  been  privileged  to  repre- 
sent you  in  the  Latin  District  during  your  incumbency  of  the  Grand  East, 
and  assuring  you  that  I  will  always  treasure  these -two  years  as  the  mo6t 
pleasant  in  my  Masonic  career,  believe  me,  with  the  most  sincere  wishes 
for  your  continued  health  and  prosperity.

Dear  Sir  and  Most  Worshipful  Brother:  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report 
activity,  progress,  harmony,  and  growth  in  the  Nineteenth  District  for  th« 
year  ending  December  31,  1901. 

As  required  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  for- 
warded to  M.'.  W.'.  Edward  M.  L.  Ehlers,  Grand  Secretary,  my  annual 
tabulated  report  of  the  Lodges  in  this  district,  which  shows  a  substantial 
increase  in  membership  during  the  past  year. 

I  have  made  an  official  visit  to  every  Lodge  in  the  district,  and  also 
frequent  fraternal  calls,  at  all  of  which,  as  the  representative  of  the 
Grand  Master,  I  have  been  invariably  received  with  warm  expressions 
of  loyalty  and  devotion. 

In  making  my  visits,  the  support  of  several  Past  District  Deputies, 
not  alone  of  this  district,  but  of  others,  and  also  that  of  Masters,  present 
and  past,  with  many  brethren  of  their  Lodges,  along  the  Mohawk  Valley, 
has  been  to  me  a  pleasing  evidence  of  perfect  harmony  and  brotherly 
regard. 

Five  events  of  great  interest  have  enlivened  Masonic  circles  in  this 
district  during  the  year.

On  January  6,  1902,  it  was  my  privilege  to  install  the  officers-elect 
of  Gloversville  Lodge,  No.  429,  at  a  public  installation,  before  nearly  six 
hundred  attentive,  and  I  believe  interested  visitors.  We  feel  that  the 
occasion  has  been  one  of  great  benefit  to  the  Lodge,  and  this  belief  is  sus- 
tained by  the  number  of  desirable  applications  subsequently  received. 

On  January  7,  1902,  I  conducted  the  very  unusual,  if  not  original 
ceremony  of  a  double  installation,  the  officers-elect  of  both  the  Amster- 
dam Lodges  being  installed  at  the  same  time.  This  ceremony  was 
also  public,  and  has  certainly  been  helpful  to  both  Lodges. 

Welcome  Lodge  was  organized  in  September,  1899,  by  thirty-nine 
members  of  Artisan  Lodge.  Both  Lodges  have  since  met  in  the  same 
rooms  on  alternate  Tuesdays,  and  as  their  interests  are  mutual,  the  joint 
installation  of  the  elected  officers  was  a  pleasing  evidence  of  the  bond 
of  fraternity  existing  between  the  Lodges. 

On  January  22  and  23,  1902,  our  District  Convention  was  held  in  the 
rooms  of  Fort  Plain  Lodge,  No.  433,  and  it  was  without  exception  the 
most  enjoyable  and  profitable  one  ever  known  to  me  within  this  district

'  the  most  prosperous  Lodges  in  our  valley. 

In  closing  this  report  of  my  second  year  as  your  representative, 
I  again  thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  by  my  appointment  upon 
Artisan  Lodge,  No.  84,  and  myself,  and  I  offer  you  the  congratulations 
of  the  Nineteenth  District  upon  your  most  successful  administration, 
the  assurance  of  our  fraternal  love  and  our  earnest  wishes  for  your 
future  happiness  and  prosperity. 

I  have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  to  the 
Graft,  and  hope  my  efforts  have  met  your  approval.

It  has  been  my  privilege,  as  your  representative,  to  visit  officially  all 
the  Lodges  in  this  district  during  the  year,  and  to  convey  to  them  your 
cordial  good  wishes  for  their  success  and  prosperity.  The  warmth  and 
heartiness  of  the  greeting  extended  to  me  on  each  of  these  visits  has  been 
very  gratifying  to  me,  and  is  a  sufficient  assurance  of  the  loyalty  of  the 
membership  to  the  principles  of  Masonry  and  to  yourself  as  Grand  Master. 
Although  my  visits  were  made  in  the  depth  of  winter,  and  owing  to  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather  several  engagements  had  to  be  cancelled  and  the 
visit  made  at  a  later  date,  I  was  greeted  on  every  occasion  by  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  visited,  and  the  members  vied  with  each 
other  in  their  efforts  to  make  my  visit  pleasant  and  to  show  me  eve^y 
courtesy  within  their  power. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Lodges  generally  in  this  district  are  in 
a  prosperous  condition  and  that  fraternity  and  good  feeling  prevail  among

I  have  the  honor 
of  submitting  the  following  report  of  the  general  condition  of  Masonry  in 
the  Thirty-third  Masonic  District. 
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I  have  already  transmitted  to  M.'.  W.'.  Edwabd  M.  L.  Ehusbs,  Grand 
Secretary,  the  annual  report  of  the  Lodges  in  this  district  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1001. 

Reference  to  that  report  will  show  a  net  increase  in  twenty-three  out 
of  twenty-seven  Lodges;  four  Lodges  show  neither  loss  nor  gain  in  member- 
ship. 

The  total  increase  for  the  year  just  ended  was  488,  nearly  100  more 
than  in  1900. 

Unusual  activity  has  been  shown  in  all  the  Lodges;  added  ihterest  ha« 
been  taken  in  all  branches  of  Masonry^  no  doubt  brought  about  by  the 
Masonic  events  occurring  in  the  Thirty-third  Masonic  District  during  the 
last  year,  the  most  notable  of  which  was  the  laying  of  the  comer-stone  of 
the  new  Masonic  Temple,  November  1,  1001.  The  attendance  upon  that 
occasion  was  by  far  the  largest  Masonic  gathering  the  city  of  Rochester 
had  ever  seen,  and  no  Masonic  event,  since  laying  the  comer-stone  of  the 
Masonic  Home  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  received  such  wide  notice  and  created  so 
much  enthusiasm. 

Every  Lodge  or  representatives  from  every  Lodge  in  the  district  were 
present  and  in  line,  many  as  distinct  bodies,  each  having  been  assigned  a 
place  by  R.'.  W/.  Geobge  F.  Loder,  Marshal  of  the  day. 

There  were  estimated  to  be  about  six  thousand  Masons  present  and 
participating  in  the  ceremonies. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  present  upon  that  occasion,  and  M.*.  W.'. 
Chables  W.  Mead,  Grand  Master,  and  his  associate  officers  laid  the 
comer-stone  with  appropriate  Masonic  ceremony.  The  Grand  Master  was 
supported  by  four  Past  Grand  Masters,  William  A.  Bbddie,  Genesee; 
James  Tex  Eyck,  Albany;  Jesse  B.  Aitthony,  Utica;  and  William 
A.  Sutherland  of  Rochester.  A  few  of  the  Associate  Grand  Lodge 
officers  were:  R.*.  W.'.  Elbebt  Obandall,  Deputy  Grand  Master; 
R.*.  W/.  Frank  H.  Robinson,  Senior  Grand  Warden;  R.'.  W.'. 
S.  Nelson  Sawyeb,  Junior  Grand  Warden;  M.'.  W.'.  Edwabd  M.  L. 
Ehlebs,  Grand  Secretary;  R.'.  W.'.  John  Laubbnheimer,  Grand 
Lecturer;  R.'.  W.'.  Charles  S.  Smith,  Grand  Marshal;  W.*.  Andbew 
Ferguson,  Grand  Tiler,  and  about  forty  other  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge;  your  District  Deputy  in  this  district  having  the  honor  of  acting 
as  Grand  Treasurer  in  place  of  R.'.  W.*.  Theodore  A.  Taylor,  who  was 
unable  to  be  present 

The  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand  Council,  and  the  Grand  Commandery 
were  represented  by  their  respective  Grand  Officers,  who  were  present  to 
do  honor  to  our  Grand  Master  as  well  as  to  the  occasion.

Dear  Sir  and  M'.  W,',  Brother:  In  submitting  this  my  report  on  the 
general  condition  of  Masonry  in  the  Thirty-seventh  Masonic  District, 
and  of  my  acts  therein,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  uniform  kindness  and 
ooortesy  shown  me  by  the  brethren  of  the  district  during  my  official 
term.  Their  loyal  support  and  assistance  have  made  my  duties  very 
enjoyable,  and  I  shall  long  hold  them  in  pleasant  remembrance. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  each  Lodge  in  the  district,  and  it 
has  been  my  pleasure  to  install  the  officers  of  the  following  Lodges: 
Niagara  Lodge,  No.  375;  Red  Jacket  Lodge,  No.  640;  Lookport  Lodge, 
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No.  73;  and  Hai'tland  Lodge,  No.  218.  The  installatioii  of  Niagara 
Lodge,  No.  375,  was  public  and  was  largely  attended.  On  every  occasion 
the  reception  accorded*  me  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Master 
was  most  courteous  and  cordial,  and  in  every  instance  I  wa&  treated  with 
that  kindly  fraternal  consideration  which  is  so  characteristic  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Thirty-seventh  District. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Lodges  without  exception  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  The  records  are  well  and  faithfully  kept,  many  of 
the  secretaries  being  Past  Masters,  and  the  books  of  nearly  every 
Lodge  show  a  substantial  sum  in  the  treasury.  The  Lodges  with  two  or 
three  exceptions  have  commodious  and  well  equipped  meeting  places, 
and  the  records  show  a  good  attendance  at  communications.  I  have 
been  pleased  to  see  that  the  standard  work  is  carefully  followed,  and  that 
the  brethren  are  attentive  to  the  moral  and  benevolent  principles  of 
Masonry  and  cautious  in  the  admission  of  candidates,  ever  bearing  in 
mind  that  the  strength  of  the  Graft  is  not  in  numbers.  There  was  no 
substantial  increase  in  the  membership  in  the  district  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1901,  four  out  of  the  seventeen  Lodges  showing  a  loss, 
twelve  a  gain,  and  one  remaining  the  same.  The  utmost  harmony  pre- 
vails throughout  the  district.  I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  consider  a 
single  grievance. 

This  district  is  about  to  lose  a  distinction  which  it  has  long  en- 
joyed. Social  Lodge  at  Kendall,  commonly  known  as  the  Ground 
Floor  Lodge,  owns  a  one-story  stone  building  in  which  it  has  always  held 
its  meetings  and,  in  the  past,  has  taken  pride  in  the  fact  that  it  met 
upon  the  "  ground  floor."  The  Lodge,  now  being  more  prosperous  and 
feeling  the  inconvenience  of  its  limited  quarters,  has  just  purchased 
another  lot,  and  during  the  summer  will  erect  a  large  and  commodious 
building,  and  thereafter,  will  meet  in  "  upper  chambers."  Hence  one  of 
the  landmarks  of  the  district  will  pass  away. 

Pursuant  to  a  communication  received  from  R.*.  W.'.  John  Lauben- 
HEIMER,  Grand  Lecturer,  I  notified  all  the  Lodges  that  the  Annual  Dis- 
trict Convention  would  be  held  at  Masonic  Hall,  Lockport,  on  March 
14  and  15,  1902.  The  Convention  was  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Lecturer,  and  a  large  number  of  brethren,  including  R.*.  W.'.  Edgab  C. 
McDonald,  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer,  were  in  attendance.  The  pleas- 
ing manner  iu  which  the  standard  work  was  exemplified  by  the  Grand 
Lecturer  impressed  all  present.  For  the  zealous  and  painstaking  methods 
and  the  friendly  and  courteous  way  in  which  he  gives  instruction,  the 
Grand  Lecturer  cannot  be  too  highly  commended.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  Brethren  of  this 
Jurisdiction  : 
We  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  our  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report  on  Correspondence. 

United  States. 
ALABAMA. 

8l9t  Communication,  MONTGOMERY,  Decembers,  1901, 

M.*.  W.*.  Russell  M.  Cunningham,  Grand  Master,  the  representa- 
tives of  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  Lodges,  three  Past  Grand  Masters, 
and  New  York  by  M.*.  W.'.  George  P.  Harbison. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  the  condition  of  the  Craft  to  be  good, 
and  the  fact  that  twelve  new  Lodges  had  been  created  under  dispensa- 
tion indicates  earnestness  and  zeal.  During  the  year  eleven  Special 
Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  had,  three  of  which  were 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  last  tribute  of  respect  to  the  following 
distinguished  brethren,  whose  deaths  occurred  since  the  last  Annual  Com- 
munication :  M.'.  W.'.  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  Past  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary,  M.'.  W.*.  Francis  L.  Pettus,  Past  Grand  Master  and 
R.'.  W.'.  James  M.  Brundidge,  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master  and  State 
Grand  Lecturer.  The  general  orders  issued  by  the  Grand  Master,  in  the 
above  instances,  are  beautiful  tributes  of  respect.  The  Grand  Lodge  also 
held  a  memorial  service  during  the  session,  at  which  addresses  were 
delivered  by  many  of  the  brethren. 

In  response  to  the  circular  issued  with  reference  to  the  Widows'  and 
Orphans'  Home  proposition,  the  returns,  had  been  meager,  and  the  pre- 
liminary action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  looking  to  the  levying  of  a  tax  on  the 
Craft,  will  compel  a  decision  on  the  part  of  the  Lodges.     The  Const itu- 
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tional  amendment  proposes  one  dollar  per  capita  for  five  shears  and  fifty 
cents  thereafter.  A  committee  of  one  in  each  county  was  ordered 
appointed  to  solicit  subscriptions  to  this  fund. 

Under  the  head  of  physical  qualifications  the  Grand  Master  urged  some 
relaxation  of  the  rule  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  it  would  appear  from  the 
Constitutional  amendment — which  has  yet  to  receive  the  sanction  of  the 
Lodges — that  the  brethren  are  to  decide  the  question  of  "  artificial  limb 
or  limbs." 

"An  honest  heart,  a  good  mind  and  a  body  sufficiently  perfect  to  make 
a  living,  and  a  little  something  to  give  to  charity,  constitute  the  essential 
qualifications  of  speculative  Masonry.  We  work  in  speculative  only.  It 
is  the  mind  and  heart  that  we  would  educate  and  train  to  the  highest 
possible  standard  of  excellence  and  usefulness.  Therefore  I  do  not 
believe  that  physical  inability  to  comply  literally  with  certain  ancient 
landmarks  in  the  Hitual,  should  make  ineligible  a  candidate  for  Masonry, 
who  possesses  all  the  internal  qualifications  for  Masonry.  The  letter 
killeth.  There  are  scores  of  men,  who  are  anxious  to  join  Masonry, 
but  are  kept  out  by  ancient  landmarks,  which  are  not  essential  to 
Masonic  knowledge  or  usefulness.  I  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
take  some  action  upon  this  important  question." 

The  Grand  Master  had  ordered  friendly  relations  restored  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  authorized  an  ex- 
change of  Grand  Representatives. 

No  less  than  ninety-one  decisions  were  reported,  most  of  which 
received  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge.     Wc  note  the  following  : 

"  10.  A  candidate  for  degrees  of  Masonry  who  can  not  read  and  write 
is  not  ineligible  for  that  reason.  If  he  cannot  read  and  write  the  petition 
may  be  read  to  him  and  he  may  make  his  mark,  which  act  must  be 
properly  attestt-d  by  at  least  one  witness. 

•*  16.  A  Lodge  may  for  sufiicient  cause  expunge  any  report  from  its 
minutes.  But  the  iact  that  the  brother  was  not  convictea  is  not  suffi- 
cient reason. 

"  18.  A  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry  is  not  ineligible  because 
he  belongs  to  a  labor  organization  which  admits  negroes  to  its  member- 
ship. 

'*  34.  Marriage  of  the  woman  does  not  alter  the  obligations  of  a  Master 
Mason  relative  to  the  daughter  of  a  Brother  Master  Mason. 

**  47.  A  Master  while  present  in  the  Lodge  may  call  another  to  the 
chair,  the  Master  remaining,  without  discourtesy  to  the  Wardens,  and  the 
business  transacted  under  such  circumstances  is  legal. 

"  54.  A  Junior  Warden  against  whom  charges  have  been  preferred,  but 
who  has  not  been  found  guilty  and  suspended  or  expelled  is  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Worshipful  Master. 

*'  65.  There  is  no  fixed  time  for  residence  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge.  A  candidate  who  has  been  in  the  State  for  one  year  can 
petition  any  Lodge  in  the  State,  provided  he  gets  the  consent  of  the  Lodge 
nearest  his  residence.  The  Lodge  nearest  his  residence,  however,  is  en- 
titled to  the  fees,  if  claimed. 

'*  70.  A  Brother  who  has  been  reinstated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the 
*  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  *  is  thereby  restored  to  membership  in 
the  Subordinate  Lodge  from  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled. 

•*  71.  A  brother  who  has  been  suspended  or  exx)elled  by  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  and  was  subsequently  constitutionally  restored  to  the  *  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry  '  by  the  Lodge  suspending  or  expelling  him,  is  there- 
by restored  to  membership  in  the  Lodge." 

We  should  not  agree  with  No.  10,  and  it  is  generally  held  that  after 
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the  approval  of  the  minutes  of  a  Lodge,  no  part  thereof  can  be  expunged 
(No.  16).  The  Lodge  could  rescind  or  insert  marginal  correction.  Re- 
ferring to  No.  54 — probably  eligible,  but  not  entirely  suitable  under  the 
circumstances. 

The  Ck>mmittee  on  Jurisprudence  are  to  report  upon  decisions  No.  70 
and  No.  71,  at  the  next  Annual  Communication.  There  is  a  material 
difference  between  the  action  of  a  Grand  and  a  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the 
cases  cited. 

The  act  of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  proper  application  simply  restores 
the  suspended  or  expelled  member  "  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Free- 
masonry," but  to  attain  membership  in  his  former,  or  any  other  Lodge, 
requires  due  application  and  unanimous  ballot.  This,  is  entirely  correct 
when  it  is  considered  that  it  is  the  inherent  right  of  a  Lodge  to  judge  for 
itself  who  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  therein. 

The  Grand  Lodge  declined  to  co-operate  in  the  movement  inaugurated 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  for  an  International  Congress  of 
Masons ;  and  also  refused  to  adopt  a  regulation  prohibiting  the  initiation 
of  persons  engaged  in  the  liquor  business,  rightly  declaring  "  that  it  was 
a  matter  to  be  left  to  the  Subordinate  Ivodges." 

A  regulation  **  requiring  all  non-affiliated  brethren,  permanent 
residents  of  this  jurisdiction,  to  affiliate  with  some  Lodge  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  their  dimita  or  of  acquiring  9uch  residence,''  failed  of 
approval.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (287  pp.)»  embracing  the  proceedings 
of  fifty-eight  Grand  Lodges,  is  presented  by  W.'.  W.  Y.  Titcomb.  New 
York  for  1901  has  ample  consideration  and  Grand  Master  Mead  was 
liighly  complimented  upon  his  able  address. 

In  his  conclusion  our  brother  thus  briefly  states  a  few  points  of  his 
credo : 

"  We  do  not  believe  in  Cipher  Ritual. 

"  We  do  believe  in  the  necessity  for  the  actual  presence  of  the  Charter. 

"  We  do  not  believe  in  the  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected 
material,  when  said  material  has  moved  out  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  under  which  the  rejection  o(X'UiTed. 

"  We  do  not  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  dependent  membership. 

"  We  do  believe  that  all  dimits  should  be  without  recommendation. 

"  We  do  not  believe  that  the  requirement  as  to  time  in  conferring 
degrees  should  be  dispensed  with,  under  any  circumstances. 

"  We  do  believe  that  Grand  Lodge  should,  with  strong  grip,  choke 
'  the  life  out  of  political  methods — canvassing  for  office,  etc. 

**  We  do  believe  in  placing  a  higher  estimate  on  brains  and  heart  than 
on  fingers  and  toes.    But  enough  of  this." 

M.*.  W.\  Russell  M.  Cunningham  (Enaley),  Grand  Master,  and 
R.*.  W.'.  George  A.  Beaucuamp  {Montgomery),  Grand  Secretary,  re- 
elected. 
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ARIZONA. 

19th  Communication.  PHOSmX.  November  13,  1900. 

M.*.  W.'.  William  F.  Nichols,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
thirteen  Lodges,  and  eight  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Master  devotes  a  large  portion  of  his  address  to  a  repro- 
duction of  the  correspondence  in  the  complaint  of  Nogales  Lodge,  No.  11, 
of  Nogales,  Arizona,  against  Ermilo  G.  Canton  Lodge,  No.  250,  of 
Nogales,  Sonora,  Mexico — under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Gran  Dieta  Sim- 
bolica,  of  Mexico — for  invasion  of  jurisdiction.  The  case  is  briefly  cited 
in  the  following  communication  by  the  Master  of  the  Lodge. 

**  My  present  complaint  is  that  during  the  month  of  January,  1900,  the 
*  Ermilo  G.  Canton  *  Lodge,  No.  250,  of  Nogales,  Sonora,  Mexico,  working 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  *  El  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica  de  los  Estados  Unidos 
Mexicanos,'  held  a  meeting,  opened  their  Lodge,  and  conferred  the  Entered 
Apprentice  Degree  upon  five  candidates  in  the  Odd  Fellows*  Hall,  in  the 
town  of  Nogales,  Arizona,  and  that  three  of  the  five  candidates  reside  in 
the  town  of  Nogales,  Arizona,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  our  Lodge, 
which  was  a  direct  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Arizona  and  an  invasion  of  its  jurisdiction." 

We  gather  from  the  documents  submitted  that  Nogales  Lodge  had 
upon  several  occasions  rented  their  Lodge  room  for  the  uses  of  the 
Mexican  Lodge,  and  the  entire  proceedings  are  mixed  on  both  sides.  The 
Worshipful  Master  of  Ermilo  G.  Canton  Lodge  seems  to  have  entertained 
a  very  elastic  idea  of  what  is  comprehended  by  the  term  jurisdiction : 

"  Besides  all  this,  dear  brother,  I  cannot  understand  in  what  consists 
the  invasion  of  foreign  jurisdiction,  as,  in  the  Masonic  world  as  well  as  in 
the  profane,  the  meetings  of  a  peaceful  and  familiar  nature  can  be  held 
in  this  country,  as  well  as  in  the  neighboring  one,  without  conflict  with 
the  neutrality ;  and,  in  order  to  cause  invasion,  it  would  be  necessary, 
as  such  an  act  indicates,  we  would  have  to  invade  faculties  or  rights 
exclusively  reserved  to  that  Ijodge,  all  of  which  we  are  far  frpm  pretend- 
ing to  do,  as  in  our  meetings  the  jurisdiction  ends  within  the  precinct  or 
within  the  walls  of  the  temple." 

It  would  appear  that  a  settlement  had  been  made  through  a  waiver 
of  jurisdiction,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  content  to  allow  it  to  take  that 
form.  Resolutions  were  adopted  forbidding  the  subletting  of  a  Masonic 
hall  in  this  jurisdiction  to  a  foreign  Masonic  body,  and  also  that  no 
Lodge  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona  had  the  right  to 
waive  jurisdiction  over  its  material  in  favor  of  any  foreign  Lodge.  We 
presume  it  might  be  done  through  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Grand 
Master. 

A  remarkable  application  embracing  a  specious  plea  for  permission 
to  confer  the  degrees  upon  a  candidate  minus  the  first  two  fingers  of  the 
right  hand  was  not  deemed  ''  good  and  sufficient  reasons,"  and  the  Grand 
Master  decided  adversely  thereto ;  holding  that  "  all  candidates  must  be 
physically  sound,  not  dismembered^  etc,**

The  Grand  Master  bad  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  Carnegie  Free 
Library  building,  to  be  erected  on  the  Military  Plaza,  Tucson. 

Exclnsive  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ordered  transmitted 
by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  relief  of  the  Galveston  (Texas)  sufferers,  the 
Lodges  had  contributed  the  sum  of  $204.33. 

W.'.  Ghakles  D.  Belden,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  an  eloquent  ad- 
dress upon  "  The  Ultimate  of  Freemasonry." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  submitted  a  report  upon  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  tn  re  negro  Masonry— cogent  and  con- 
clusive in  argument;  but,  inasmuch  as  the  question  is  no  longer  before 
the  house,  we  content  ourselves  with  the  resolutions  presented  and 
adopted : 

"  Resolved,  Also,  that  we  accept  their  statement  in  the  Ninth  Declara- 
tion of  1899  as  their  adoption  of  the  American  Doctrine  of  exclusive 
territorial  jurisdiction,  and  that,  so  long  as  they  adhere  strictly  to  that 
principle,  we  see  no  sufficient  cause  for  further  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona* 

"  We  believe  this  to  be  an  appropriate  occasion  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Arizona  to  affirm  her  loyalty  to  the  American  Doctrine,  and,  therefore, 
submit  the  following  resolution: 

**  Resolved,  That  tHis  Grand  Lodge  adopts  and  incorporates  the  Ameri- 
can Doctrine  as  one  of  its  fundamental  tenets:  that  is  to  say,  a  Grand 
Lodge  first  organized  in  a  State  or  Territory  has  the  supreme  control 
over  Symbolic  Masonry  within  its  territorial  limits." 

Recognition  was  accorded  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia, 
and  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  increased  from  two  to  four 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

No  element  of  grievance. 

Receipts,  $2,022;  disbursements,  $1,090.43,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$3,866.54.

OOth  CommuniaUion.  LITTLE  ROCK.  November  SO,  1900. 

M.\  W.'.  Habbt  H.  Myebs,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
three  hundred  and  sixty-one  Lodges,  and  nine  Past  Grand  Masters. 

An  emergent  Communication  was  held  October  7,  1900,  for  memorial 
services  in  honor  of  M.'.  W.*.  Robebt  M.  Smith,  Grand  Master,  who, 
with  his  family,  lost  his  life  at  the  time  of  the  Galveston  calamity.  The 
addresses  delivered  by  eminent  brethren  on  that  occasion  embodied  the 
high  esteem  in  which  M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Smith  was  held  and  paid  loving  trib- 
utes to  his  character. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  congratulated  the  brethren  upon 
the  excellent  condition  of  the  Fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  his 
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refcrencfe  to  and  general  order  issued  on  the  death  of  M.*.  W.*.  Bro. 
Smith,  Grand  Master,  was  loving  and  appropriate.  The  Lodges  in 
response  to  the  Grand  Master's  appeal  had  contributed  $928  for  the 
Galveston  Relief  Fund.  Since  the  last  Annual  Ck>mmunication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  (1898),  to  the  memorial  scroll  have  been  added  the  names 
of  five  Past  Grand  Masters  and  four  Lodges  have  been  created  by  dis- 
pensation. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  financial  indebtedness  upon  the 
Temple  had  been  materially  reduced,  with  the  prospect  of  a  speedy 
liquidation  of  the  balance. 

A  telegram  of  sympathy  was  ordered  transmitted  to  M.*.  W.'.  George 
A.  Dannelly,  Past  Grand  Master,  with  wishes  for  his  recovery.  The 
Grand  Orator,  W.*.  W.  R.  Chesnut,  delivered  an  interesting  address, 
treating  of  the  cardinal  virtues  of  Freemasonry. 

During  the  session  a  memorial  service  was  held  in  honor  of  Grand 
Master  Smith,  and  Past  Grand  Masters  Van  Hoose,  Sumfter. 
WiixiAMS,  and  Gee. 

Upon  a  proposition  to  reduce  the  fees  for  the  degrees  to  fifteen 
dollars,  the  Grand  Lodge  very  wisely  decided  adversely  thereto. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Porto  Rico  and  Western  Australia  were  rec- 
ognized. Resolutions  accepting  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Washington  (1809),  and  proposing  the  re-establishment  of  fraternal 
relations  were  proposed,  but  there  appearing  to  be  doubts  as  to  the 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  modifying  resolutions,  action  was  deferred, 
and  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  directed  to  correspond 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington.  We  presume  ere  this,  our 
brethren  are  thoroughly  satisfied  as  to  the  position  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington. 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  "  what  shall  be  done  with  a  member  of  a 
Lodge  who  is  engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors?  "  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage  rei>orted  the  following,  and  it  was  adopted 
as  the  law  of  this  jurisdiction  : 

"  1.  That  no  man  who  is  engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
shall  be  made  a  Mason  by  any  of  the  Lodges  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

'*  2.  That  all  Subordinate  Lodges  within  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  be 
required  to  drop  from  their  rolls  every  member  who  is  in  any  way  engaged 
in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  Provided^  that  whenever  such  persons 
shall  discontinue  such  business,  they  may,  upon  application  to  the  Lodge 
from  whose  rolls  they  were  dropped,  be  restored  by  a  two- thirds  vote 
to  all  such  rights  and  privileges. 

"  4.  That  by  the  term  *  Intoxicating  Liquors,'  is  meant  all  vinous, 
malt,  spirituous  liquors  or  any  compound  thereof,  commonly  called  tonics 
or  bitters,  and  shall  include  native  wines. 

**  6.  In  obedience  to  Section  2  of  this  Edict  the  Worshipful  Master 
shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  direct  the  dropping  from  the  rolls  the 
names  of  members  as  shall  be  engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
without  formal  trial,  and  that  such  persons  shall  be  deprived  of  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  from  the  time  so  dropped." 

We  are  not  at  all  surprised  that  the  representatives  decided  against 
a  proposition  that  "  every  Lodge  should  be  instructed  to  have  read,  at 
each  stated  meeting,  ten  or  more  pages  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand 
Lodge." 
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The  Proceedings  are  embellished  with  portraits  of  M.*.  W.\  Robebt 
M.  Smith  (deceased),  M.*.  W.'.  Harry  H.  Myers,  Grand  Master,  and 
R.'.  W/.  Fay  HEJiPSXEAD,  Grand  Secretary.

.r2d  Communication.  SAN  FRANCISCO.  October  8,  1901. 

M.*.  W.'.  James  A.  Foshay,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
two  hundred  and  sixty-one  Lodges,  and  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters. 

Encouraging  reports  from  all  portions  of  the  jurisdiction  would 
indicate  that  the  Fraternity  was  in  a  prosperous  condition,  two  new 
Lodges  having  been  created  by  dispensation — one  being  at  Manila,  Philip- 
pine Islands.  The  Grand  Master  had  ordered  $500  transmitted  for  the 
relief  of  the  Jacksonville  sufferers,  and  he  paid  a  most  generous  tribute 
to  our  late  President,  Bro.  William  McKinley. 

The  Grand  Master  had  personally  visited  the  Masonic  Home,  and  his 
judgment  warranted  the  opinion  that  it  met  in  all  respects,  the  object 
sought  to  be  attained  in  its  erection  and  maintenance. 

We  should  judge  there  was  also  in  contemplation  the  erection  of 
another  Masonic  Home  in  the  southern  portion  of  this  great  State.  An 
association  has  been  organized  with  one  thousand  members,  and  having 
•  the  support  of  the  Lodges  and  Eastern  Star  Chapters  of  California. 
Seemingly,  the  specialty  of  this  enterprise  is  to  be  hospital  work  and 
raring  for  the  sick.  The  Grand  Lodge  expressed  its  approval  of  the 
design,  and  gave  its  assurance  on  co-operation  therein,  upon  the  perfection 
of  the  plan  of  operation. 

The  Grand  Master  had  been  required  to  answer  many  inquiries 
relative  to  the  physical  qualifications  of  candidates,  under  the  application 
of  the  new  regulation  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Communication.  It 
would  appear  to  us  that  in  many  instances  the  Master  of  the  Lodge 
should  have  been  perfectly  able  to  decide  the  question.  The  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  in  their  report  thereon  said  : 

"  That  amendment  dropped  the  word  *  deformed  *  from  the  reg4ilation, 
so  that  *  physical  deformity  '  is  not  necessarily  a  disqualification  of  a 
candidate,  unless  such  deformity  is  of  such  a  nature  that  the  applicant 
is  physically  incapable  of  conforming,  literally,  with  the  requirements  of 
the  ceremonies  in  the  several  degrees  in  Masonry." 

We  note  the  following  decisions  : 

"  8.  A  candidate  is  not  disqualified  to  receive  the  second  and  third 
degrees  by  reason  of  an  accident  occurring  subsequent  to  his  initiation, 
whereby  his  fingers  are*  stiffened  and  the  thumb  of  his  right  hand  is 
destroyed. 
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"  10.  An  expenditure  from  the  funds  of  a  Lodge  for  the  purchase 
of  dishes,  crockery,  cutlery,  etc.,  would  be  classified  as  for  refreshments, 
and  only  five  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue  of  a  Lodge  can  be  used  for 
such  purposes. 

"  16.  When  a  person  has  petitioned  a  Lodge  for  the  degrees  of 
Masonry  and  an  investigating  committee  has  been  appointed,  and  made 
a  favorable  report  at  a  subsequent  stated  meeting,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Lodge  to  vote  upon  the  petition  at  such  stated  meeting  and  the  Master 
has  no  power  or  authority  to  postpone  the  balloting  to  a  subsequent 
meeting. 

"  17.  The  Secretary  of  a  Jjodge  cannot  classify  the  members  accord- 
ing to  years  or  membership  and  have  their  dues  remitted  for  the  number 
of  years  they  have  been  active  members  of  the  Lodge.  Every  Mason 
must  pay  his  dues  when  financially  able." 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Masonic  Widows*  and  Orphans'  Home 
demonstrates  the  wisdom  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  inauguration  and 
carrying  forward  of  this  great  work.  The  number  of  inmates  is  83,  vis. : 
37  men,  15  widows,  and  31  children.  These  arc  maintained  at  a  per  capita 
cost  of  $176.52.  For  the  support  of  this  Institution  the  members  of  the 
Lodges  pay  an  annual  assessment  of  one  dollar  each.  Contentment  would 
appear  to  prevail  among  the  inmates,  and  there  appears  to  be  a  praise- 
worthy desire  to  aid  the  furtherance  of  the  work.  This  is  a  very  impor- 
tant factor,  and  conduces  to  harmonious  relations.  During  the  session 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  made  a  visit  to  the  Home  in  a  body. 
We  note  in  the  detailed  report  that  the  Lodges  very  generously  remem- 
bered the  Home  at  the  holiday  season — the  contributions  for  Christmas 
having  been  $793.06. 

The  Grand  Lodge  very  justly  expressed  its  obligations  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  their  efficient,  able,  and  economical  management  of  their 
trust,  and  the  excellent  judgment  evinced  in  the  selection  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  Matron. 

The  reports  from  the  various  Boards  of  Relief  show  charitable 
expenditures  amounting  to  $18,002.45,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriated 
for  the  benefit  of  two  boards  the  sum  of  $6,000.  Requests  for  recogni- 
tion from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia  and  Costa  Rica  were 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  To 
the  same  committee  was  also  referred  matters  appertaining  to  the  dis- 
solution of  the  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica.  together  with  a  memorial  from 
certain  Grand  Representatives,  having  reference  to  certain  Grand  Lodges 
in  Mexico. 

Although  the  address  of  the  Grand  Orator,  W.*.  John  A.  Hosmeb, 
was  rather  long,  nevertheless  it  is  interesting  in  character. 

Receipts,  $29,682.55 ;  disbursements,  $34,129.10,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$1,969.85.     Investments,  $80,541.66.

M/.  W.*.  Joseph  W.  Milsom,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
ninety-six  Lodges,  twenty-one  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New  York  by 
W/.  Fbank  G.  Mirick. 

The  Grand  Master  voiced  a  beautiful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  R.'. 
W.*.  Bdwabd  C.  Parmelee,  Grand  Secretary,  whose  death  occurred 
May  10,  1901.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  present  at  the  obsequies  held  on 
the  12th  Inst.,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Master.  He  also  made 
special  mention  of  W.'.  Aona  A.  Tbeat,  Past  Master  of  Apollo  Lodge, 
No.  13,  Troy,  N.  Y. — a  permanent  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  whose  death  occurred  at  Denver,  December  9,  1900,  at  the  age 
of  103  years,  eight  months  and  one  day.  We  express  our  acknowledgment 
to  the  Ck>mmittee  on  Obituaries  for  their  generous  tribute : 

*'It  had  been  his  ardent  desire  that  he  might  live  to  see  the.  dawn 
of  the  Twentieth  Century,  and  thus  to  have  lived  in  three  centuries ;  but 
alas!  his  hope  was  not  destined  to  be  realized.  His  spirit  passed  from 
earth  with  the  closing  days  of  the  Nineteenth  Century,  with  whose 
wonderful  achievements  his  life  had  been  contemporaneous. 

"  Bbo.  Adna  Adams  TIleat  was  born  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  April  8, 
1797,  his  span  of  life  thus  reaching  back  to  the  time  of  Washington. 

*'  His  Masonic  record  is  as  follows  :  He  was  raised  to  the  sublime 
degree  of  a  Master  Mason  in  Apollo  Lodge,  No.  13,  F.  &  A.  M.,  Troy, 
N.  Y.,  on  February  21,  1823,  and  he  has  thus  been  a  Mason  for  upwards 
of  seventy-seven  years. 

"  On  December  5,  1826,  he  was  elected  Worshipful  Master  of  his 
Lodge.  He  was  one  of  a  committee  api>ointed  that  year  to  receive  the 
Marquis  de  Lafayette  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Apollo  Lodge. 

"  Throughout  his  long  life  our  venerable  Brother  was  a  bright  example 
of  the  just  and  upright  Mason.  During  the  years  that  he  dwelt  among 
us  we  had  learned  to  love  and  venerate  him  for  his  exalted  .character. 
His  was,  indee<l,  a  glorious  life.  He  *  husbanded  life*s  taper  to  its  close  ' 
to  shed  its  kindly  light  upon  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  His  very 
presence  was  a  blessing  and  a  benediction.  He  was  a  life  member  of 
Apollo  Lodge,  No.  13,  and  also  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  by 
virtue  of  having  been  a  Past  Master  prior  to  1849.  For  some  seventeen 
years  he  resided  in  our  midst  and  ever  during  his  long  and  eventful  life 
exemplified  in  a  marked  degree  the  sublime  teachings  of  Masonry.  It  is 
a  source  of  extreme  gratification  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  contribute  to  the  enjoyment  of  his  birthdays  by  kindly 
remembrances  and  on  the  occasion  of  annual  sessions  to  remind  him 
that  his  brethren  held  him  in  fraternal  regard. 

"  And  I  am  glad  that  he  has  lived  thus  long. 
And  glad  that  he  has  gone  to  his  reward; 
Nor  can  I  deem  that  nature  did  him  wrong 

Softly  to  disengage  the  vital  cord. 
For  when  his  hand  grew  palsied,  and  his  eye 
Dark  with  mists  of  age,  it  was  his  time  to  die.'' 

Three  new  Lodges  had  been  created  under  dispensation,  and  the  Grand 
Master  had  declined  to  grant  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  to  hold  a  joint 
installation  with  a  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star. 
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lb  response  to  an  appeal,  the  Lodges  had  contributed  $1,400.30  for 
the  relief  of  the  Galveston  (Texas)  sufferers,  and  $250  had  also  been 
ordered  forwarded  to  Jacksonville  (Florida),  for  the  relief  of  the  brethren 
of  that  locality. 

We  note  the  following  decisions  : 

"3.  A  petition  cannot  be  held  over  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the 
candidate  within  the  law  requiring  twelve  months'  residence;  that 
residence  must  have  accrued  before  the  petition  can  be  legally  received. 

"  10.  The  jurisdiction  of  a  particular  Lodge  over  a  profane  ceases 
immediately  upon  his  becoming  an  actual  resident  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  another  Lodge :  and  the  latter  Lodge  cannot  legally  receive  his  petition 
for  initiation  until  he  has  resided  within  its  jurisdiction  twelve  months. 

"  11.  Any  subordinate  Lodge  in  Colorado  may  act  upon  the  petition 
of  a  candidate  for  initiation,  he  being  otherwise  eligible,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  previously  rejected  by  a  Lodge  subordinate  to 
a  Grand  Lodge  that  holds  to  the  Doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction. 
(See  Dec.  116.)" 

Resolutions  of  respect  were  adopted  on  the  death  of  Bro.  William 
McKiNLEY — late  President  of  the  United  States — and  a  metnorial  page 
and  portrait  forms  a  part  of  the  Proceedings. 

The  Grand  Orator,  W.*.  Joseph  A.  Davis,  delivered  a  thoughtful 
address  upon  the  theme  "  Am  I  my  brother's  keeper?  " 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  furnish  the  subordinate  Lodges 
with  a  list  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions,  with  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Colorado  was  in  fraternal  correspondence.  This  is  a  good  idea  and  could 
be  further  improved  by  appending  thereto  a  list  of  the  clandestine  Lodges, 
as  far  as  known,  established  in  various  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Legislation 
was  enacted  to  carry  into  effect  a  "  Masonic  Benevolent  Fund,"  designed 
for  "  the  benefit  of  old  or  indigent  Brothers,  their  widows  and  orphans." 
The  Lodges  had  already  contributed  about  $1,500  toward  that  object  and 
it  was  further  directed  that  ten  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  should  be  devoted  to  the  said  purpose.  The  Proceedings  are  em- 
bellished with  portraitures  and  sketches  of  M.'.  W.'.  Geoboe  D.  Kennedy, 
Grand  Master;  M.'.  W.'.  James  H.  Peabody,  Past  Grand  Master;  and 
M.'.  W.\  Cornelius  J.  Hart,  Past  Grand  Master.

M.'.  W/.  John  O.  Rowland,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  one 
hundred  and  nine  Lodges,  and  thirteen  Past  Grand  Masters. 

Previous  to  the  formal  opening  ceremonies,  the  Grand  XK)dge — through 
Bso.  Edward  G.  Clark — became  the  recepient  of  a  fine  gavel  of  historic 
associations,  as  evinced  by  the  following : 

"  This  gavel  is  made  from  woods  taken  from  some  of  our  historic  land- 
marks; namely,  one  half  of  the  gavel  is  made  from  the  hard  maple  of 
the  old  General  Daniel  B.  Brinsmade  house,  of  Washington,  Conn.,  built 
about  the  year  1760.  He  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  F.  &  A.  M.,  in  the  years  1820  and  1827.  The  other 
half  is  white  oak  from   the  Benjamin  DeForest  house  of  Huntington, 
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Conn.,  built  in  1773.  General  Lafayette  was  a  niest  there  soon  after  his 
arrival  in  America  in  1777,  and  again  visited  it  upon  his  triumphal 
return  to  this  country  in  1824. 

"  Benjamin  DeForest  subscribed  liberally  in  money  to  the  patriot 
cause  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution. 

"  The  house,  a  substantial  structure  of  stone  and  wood,  was  then 
regarded  as  little  less  than  a  palace. 

"  The  handle  of  the  gavel  is  made  from  the  John  G.  Calhoun  Elm, 
which  stood  on  the  north  side  of  West  Main  Street  in  Litchfield,  Conn. 

*'  Calhoun  was  one  of  the  most  notable  graduates  of  Judge  Reeve's 
Law  School,  which  was  started  in  Litchfield  in  1784. 

"  The  box  that  holds  the  gavel  and  the  emblems,  made  by  myself,  is 
of  the  Brinsmade  Maple  and  DeForest  Oak.*' 

Upon  the  roll  of  the  workmen  being  called,  and  there  being  no  response 
to  the  name  of  M.'.  W.*.  Clabk  Buckingham,  the  Grand  Master,  in  refer- 
ring to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of  this  honored  Past  Grand  Master, 
most  fittingly  said : 

"  I  need  not  recall  to  you  the  story  of  his  devotion  to  Masonic  prin- 
ciples and  Masonic  charity.  At  the  formation  of  the  Charity  Foundation 
he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  becoming  Super- 
intendent of  the  Home  in  1895,  which  position  he  filled  until  the  day  of 
his  death.  It  has  been  well  written  of  him :  *  Bro.  Buckingham  was 
ever  distinguished  for  his  earnestness,  his  upright  character,  and  un- 
swerving fidelity.  His  was  disinterested  friendship ;  his  stern  integrity, 
his  kind  and  friendly  intercourse  with  his  brethren  and  fellow-men, 
especially  with  those  committed  to  his  care,  will  ever  be  cherished  in 
grateful  remembrance.  We  feel  that  his  death  was  untimely ;  his  brethren 
mourn.' " 

Another  vacancy  had  been  created  by  the  death  of  R.*.  W.\  Abthxtb 
B.  Calef,  Past  Grand  Junior  Warden. 

The  Grand  Master  had  visited  a  number  of  Lodges,  among  the  notable 
occasions  being  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  granting  of  the  charter  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  to 
Hiram  Lodge,  No.  1,  New  Haven,  and  also  the  semi-centennial  of 
Meridan  Lodge,  No.  77,  Meridan. 

The  past  year  had  been  one  of  great  Masonic  prosperity,  and  no 
questions  of  Masonic  law  of  any  importance  had  been  presented  for 
consideration. 

Words  of  the  highest  commendation  were  expressed  in  regard  to  the 
Masonic  Home  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  we  are  not  surprised  thereat  when 
we  discover  that  our  Most  Worshipful  brother  had,  upon  the  decease  of 
M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Buckingham,  been  called  to  act  as  Superintendent  thereof. 
We  give  his  testimony : 

"  But  I  want  here  to  add  mv  testimony  as  to  the  grand  results  which 
are  being  accomplished  by  the  brethren  of  the  jurisdiction  through  the 
Masonic  Home.  One  has  but  to  visit  the  institution,  to  feel  the  warm 
grasp  of  brotherly  love,  to  note  the  expression  of  gratitude  from  those  who 
in  the  days  of  adversity  and  in  their  declining  years  are  provided  with 
the  blessings  of  home  and  comfort,  to  thoroughly  appreciate  the  great 
good  that  is  being  accomplished  by  the  Masons  of  Connecticut.  Nor  is  our 
home  a  '  light  hidden  under  a  bushel,'  but  rather  a  bright  and  shining 
light  upon  the  hilltop,  the  rays  of  which  shine  abroad  in  the  land,  so  that 
from  the  North  and  the  South,  the  East  and  the  West,  inquiries  and  com- 
mendation are  coming  to  us  constantly,  and  the  Craft  of  other  juris- 
dictions are  pointing  to  the  Masonic  Home  of  Connecticut  as  an  example 
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to  be  emulated  and  followed.  I  feel  confident  that  could  every  Brother 
of  our  jurisdiction  once  a  year  visit  the  Masonic  Home  at  Wallingford, 
not  only  would  the  contribution  which  he  is  called  upon  to  make  to 
sustain  it  be  made  with  the  utmost  cheerfulness,  but  would  be  gladly 
doubled  and  quadrupled,  if  necessary,  to  carry  on  the  noble  work." 

Upon   being   informed   that   the   Grand   Orient  of   Belgium   was   in 
fraternal    recognition    and    correspopdence   with    the    Grand    Oi'ient   of 
France,   it  was   ordered   that   the   recognition   heretofore   extended   the  . 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  be  withdrawn. 

A  very  pleasant  incident  of  the  session  was  the  greeting  extended  M.'. 
W.'.  James  L.  Gould,  one  of  the  oldest  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  who 
had  for  many  years  been  deprived  of  sight. 

It  was  ordered  that  each  Lodge  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  one  dollar  for  each  member  upon  its  roll  of  membership,  except- 
ing such  as  had  been  Masons  in  good  standing  for  thirty  years,  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  Masonic  Charity  Founda- 
tion Fund. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Eaton  W.  Maxet  as 
Grand  Chaplain.  We  were  well  acquainted  with  our  reverend  brother 
when  he  was  a  resident  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  are  glad  that  he  has  been  thus 
honored.  We  see  that  he  is  to  be  assisted  by  seven  Associate  Grand  Chap- 
lains, and  if  they  are  all  like  our  Reverend  brother,  there  will  be  an 
enjoyable  and  entertaining  season  when  assembled  around  the  social 
board  of  a  Masonic  Lodge. 

Interest  is  added  to  the  printed  volume  by  reason  of  the  portraits  of 
M.*.  W.'.  John  O.  Rowland,  Grand  Master,  and  M.*.  W.*.  En  S.  Quin- 
TABD,  Grand  Master  in  1865-66,  the  oldest  living  Past  Grand  Master; 
M.\  W.'.  Clark  Buckingham,  Grand  Master  in  1890 ;  R.'.  W.*.  Abthtjb 
B.  Calef,  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  1863 ;  and  an  illustrated  engraving  of 
the  Hall  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  19,  of  Monroe,  erected  in  1800. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Masonic  Charity  Foundation,  the  num- 
ber of  inmates  in  the  Masonic  Home  is  fifty-nine,  of  whom  four  are 
children.  The  Home  having  about  reached  its  capacity,  it  is  in  contempla- 
tion, by  an  addition,  to  accommodate  twenty  more. 

The  assets  of  the  Fund  amount  to  $46,753.96.  The  per  capita  ex- 
pense for  maintenance  of  the  inmates  would  appear  to  be  $115. 

Receipts,  $13,048.50 ;  disbursements,  $13,197.26,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$7,537.61.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  seventh  annual  report  on  Correspondence  (194  pp.),  by  R.'.  W.'. 
John  H.  Barlow,  is  an  interesting  review  of  the  proceedings  of  sixty- 
five  Grand  Bodies. 

Our  brother  holds  that  in  all  cases  of  rejection  the  law  of  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  in  which  the  rejection  occurred  should  be  respected,  and  the 
consent  of  the  rejecting  Lodge  should  first  be  obtained.  Such,  naturally, 
would  be  the  opinion  in  a  jurisdiction  governed  by  the  principle  of  per- 
petual jurisdiction. 
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We  agree  with  the  following  under  Virginia: 

"  In  closing,  Bro.  Eooleston  introduces  an  important  subject  for  dis- 
cussion relating  to  the  York  and  Scottish  Rites.  It  seems  to  me  in  all 
cases  where  the  Supreme  Council  surrender  jurisdiction  over  the  symbolic 
degree,  and  no  other  complications  exist,  there  is  no  good  reason  for  with- 
holding recognition." 

New  York  for  1900  has  just  and  fraternal  considefation.  Our  brother 
having  noticed  upon  the  title  page  of  the  transactions,  **  Ordered  to  be 
read  in  all  the  Lodges/*  wishes  to  know  if  this  order  is  fully  complied 
with.  Answering  the  question  in  the  same  spirit,  we  would  say,  not 
generally  at  the  present  time.  That  order,  handed  down  to  us  by  our  fore- 
fathers, has  been  carefully  retained  and  piously  (di«)  regarded  by  the 
present  generation.

M.'.  W.*.  Joseph  Stuart,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  a 
constitutional  number  of  Lodges,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New 
York  by  W.*.  W.  Stewart  Allmond. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  the  following  dis- 
tinguished visitors:  M.'.  W.'.  George  E.  Wagner,  Grand  Master;  M.'. 
W.*.  William  J.  Kelley,  Past  Grand  Master ;  R.*.  W.*.  William  A.  Sinn, 
Grand  Secretary ;  and  W.'.  Samuel  W.  Wray,  Grand  Tiler,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania;  and  also  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey, 
M.'.  W.'.  Joseph  K.  Moore,  Grand  Master,  and  M.*.  W.'.  Josiah  W. 
KwAN,  Past  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master  in  an  excellent  address  fittingly  alluded  to  the 
National  bereavement  caused  by  the  death  of  our  brother.  President 
William  McKinley,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  memorial  and  set 
apart  a  page  in  testimony  of  love  and  respect. 

Replying  to  a  request  for  the  use  of  a  Masonic  Lodge  room  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  candidates  for  the  ministry  during  the  session  of 
a  Methodist  Episcopal  Conference,  the  Grand  Master  held  that  "  the 
church  was  a  society,  and,  as  such,  could  not  occupy  a  Lodge  room  which 
had  been  dedicated  and  consecrated  to  Masonic  uses."  We  note,  howr 
ever,  that  a  few  months  later,  upon  a  similar  application,  the  Grand 
Master  granted  a  dispensation  permitting  the  aforesaid  use.  Apparently 
he  would  better  have  held  to  his  first  determination,  for  the  Grand  Lodge 
disapproved  of  the  permission  given. 

He  also  decided  that  a  candidate  with  only  one  eye  could  not  be 
initiated. 

The  Grand  Master  had  visited  every  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction. 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  June,  1901,  having 
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been  official^  communicated  to  the  Grand  Master,  he  expressed  the 
opinion  that  "  it  was  an  absolute  and  unequivocal  repeal  of  its  former 
action/'  and  recommended  that  the  edict  of  non-intercourse  be  rescinded, 
and  that  fraternal  relations  be  ordered  re-established.  The  Grand  Lodge, 
however,  did  not  agree  with  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  edict  of  non-inter- 
course was  ordered  continued,  the  Committee  holding  that  "  it  was  not 
satisfied  that  the  Grand  Ix>dgc  of  Washington  had  absolutely  and  un- 
equivocally receded  from  its  former  position."  While  we  would  not 
criticize  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nevertheless  we  coincide  in  the 
view  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  hope  that  upon  further  reflection  our 
brethren  of  Delaware  will  reconsider  their  action. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for  the  proper 
celebration  of  the  centennial  annivci*sary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  occurring 
in-  the  year  190G. 

An  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  was  made  to  the  Minquadale 
Home,  and  at  the  future  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  Grand  Master 
will  wield  a  gavel  made  of  wood  from  the  U.S.S.  "  Brooklyn,"  **  Indiana,'* 
**  New  York  "  and  **  Oregon."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (80  pp.) — R.*.  W.*.  and  Rev.  Lewis 
H.  Jackson — fully  covers  the  proceedings  of  sixty-three  Grand  Bodies, 
including  New  York  for  1901,  which  has  due  consideration. 

Our  brother  expresses  approval  of  a  decision  made  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  I^dge  of  Canada,  that  the  test  oath  should  be  administered 
after,  and  not  before,  the  examination  of  a  visiting  brother.     He  says : 

"  At  first  reading  the  decision  is  striking,  but  on  consideration  we  find 
that  there  is  reason  in  it,  and  the  very  best  reason  as  well  as  logic.  An 
applicant  for  admission  to  a  Lodge  should  undoubtedly  first  prove  himself 
to  be  a  Master  Mason  by  his  knowledge  of  the  forms  and  ceremonies  of 
Masonry,  its  signs,  grips,  and  words,  etc.  Then  should  follow  the  oath 
that  he  received  his  knowledge  of  the  same  in  '  a  just  and  lawfully  con- 
stituted Lodge,'  etc.,  together  with  his  present  standing.  Such  practice 
would  evidently  be  the  wisest,  most  logical  and  correct,  and  it  would  often 
save  the  feelings  of  an  examining  committee  when  obliged  to  reject  a  man 
l)ecause  his  scant  knowledge  and  vague,  uncertain  answers  are  insufficient 
evidence  to  them,  although  he  may  have  previously  taken  the  Tiler's 
oath." 

Our  opinion  and  practice  have  always  been  the  reverse.  It  seems 
essential  to  us  that  an  examining  committee  should,  first  of  all,  satisfy 
itself  that  the  brother  is  a  regular  Mason  in  good  standing,  and  then  it 
could  properly  proceed  with  an  examination  in  substantiation  of  the  claim 
made  and  sworn  to.

William  G.  Henderson,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  twenty-five  Lodges,  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New  York  by  M.*. 
W.*.  Henbt  S.  Mebrill. 

At  the  Seini-Annual  Communication,  held  May  9,  1900,  due  announce- 
ment was  made  of  the  death  of  M.'.  W.'.  Isaac  La  Rue  Johnson,  which 
occurred  December  28,  1899. 

It  was  not  deemed  advisable  at  the  present  time  for  the  Fraternity  to 
engage  in  the  contemplated  project  of  the  establishment  of  a  "  Masonic 
and  Eastern  Star  Home,'*  in  the  interests  of  which  a  communication 
emanating  from  the  Grand  Chapter  O.E.S.,  had  been  received  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication,  although  most  heartily  in  accord  with  its 
object  and  aim.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  right  principle  is  as- 
sumed in  the  following: 

"  We  are  also  of  opinion  that  when  the  Grand  Lodge  determines  to 
engage  in  the  work  of  providing  a  Home  for  distressed  worthy  brethren, 
their  widows  and  orphans,  such  an  entei-prise  should  be  under  its  control 
and  direction,  in  justice  to  its  position  as  the  ruling  Masonic  body  in 
this  jurisdiction,  and  in  conformity  with  the  custom  of  other  jurisdic- 
tions where  homes  similar  to  the  one  under  consideration  have  been 
established.*' 

While  possibly  the  following  proposed  constitutional  amendment  might 
operate  as  a  corrective  in  a  local  abuse,  nevertheless  we  do  not  favor  the 
restriction  in  its  application  to  visiting  brethren  from  other  Grand  Juris- 
dictions. A  brother  having  taken  the  test  oath,  and  proven  himself  a 
Mason,  should  not  be  debarred  the  privilege  of  visitation  which  might  be 
the  case  under  the  strict  operation  of  this  rule : 

"  No  visiting  brother  shall  be  admitted  to  a  Lodge  in  this  juris- 
diction without  first  producing  a  receipt  under  seal  from  the  Lodge  to 
which  he  belongs  showing  that  he  is  not  in  arrears  for  dues  to  exceed 
twelve  months,  or  a  certificate  under  seal  showing  that  he  is  exempt  from 
dues." 

The  Grand  Master  reported  that  the  annual  Grand  Visitations  had 
been  made  to  each  of  the  twenty-five  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction ;  and  that, 
including  the  $500  previously  reported  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Masons 
of  this  jurisdiction  had  contributed  $1,330  for  the  relief  of  the  Galves- 
ton (Texas)  sufferers. 

Columbia  Lodge,  London,  England,  having  elected  Hon.  Bro.  William 
McKiNLEY  an  honorary  member,  the  Grand  Master,  accompanied  by 
W.'.  J.  T.  Taylor,  Master  of  Columbia  Lodge,  took  part  in  the  presenta- 
tion to  the  President  of  a  handsomely  engrossed  certificate  of  the  aforesaid 
election. 

The  raising  of  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Masonic  Temple  would 
appear  to  be  progressing  very  satisfactorily. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  an  application  from  the  Grand  Master  of 
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the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  for  an  exchange  of  Grand  Representa- 
tives, but  we  do  not  find  that  any  action  was  had  thereon.  We  infer  from 
the  Grand  Master's  remarks  that  it  was  thought  wise  to  wait  for  a  more 
definite  presentation  of  the  position  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington 
upon  the  question  of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction.  The  Grand  Master 
in  kindly  words  refers  to  R.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Singleton,  Grand  Secretary 
(since  deceased)  : 

"  The  Craft  at  large,  and  the  officers  of  the  Lodges  in  particular,  have 
sorely  missed  from  his  ofiice  and  from  all  of  the  Grand  A'isitations  of  this 
fall  our  dearly  beloved  R.".  W.'.  Grand  Secretary,  who  has  been 
confined  to  his  home  by  illness  the  past  ten  months,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  weeks  during  the  summer  months,  when  he  was  thought 
to  be  convalescent.  May  our  Supreme  Grand  Master  spare  our  dear 
brother  to  us  for  years  to  come,  although  he  has  passed  his  elgh^-second 
birthday,  in  order  that  we  may  have  the  benefit  of  his  wise  counsel  and 
enjoy  the  sunshine  of  his  gonial  countenance.*' 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recognized,  and  congratu- 
lations were  expressed  upon  the  resumption  of  labor  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Porto  Rico,  and  representatives  exchanged,  and  further  time  granted 
upon  the  applications  for  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

M.*.  W.\  R.  T.  W.  Duke,  Jr.,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Virginia,  on  behalf  of  a  committee  from  that  Grand  Lodge,  visited  this 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  a  testimonial  in  appreciation 
of  the  services  so  graciously  rendered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  in  the  ceremonies  commemorative  of  the  centennial  of  the 
death  of  Washington.  The  testimonial  consisted  of  the  lambskin  apron 
used  by  M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Small  upon  the  occasion  and  deposited  at  the 
tomb.  It  was  surrounded  by  engrossed  resolutions  and  enclosed  in  a 
frame.  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Duke  discharged  his  pleasurable  duty  in  eloquent 
and  appropriate  language: 

*•  We  bring  it  to  you,  M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Master,  not  forgetting  that, 
although  our  Grand  Lodge  bears  the  weight  of  years,  yours  has  borne 
the  weight  of  dignities — that  it  was  a  Lodge  from  this  District  of 
Columbia  which  aided  in  consigning  at  the  funeral  of  George  Washington 
that  great  earth  to  its  mother  earth ;  that  it  was  a  Lodge  of  this  District 
of  Columbia  which,  with  that  great  man  at  its  head,  aided  in  laying  the 
comer-stone  of  yonder  building  [referring  to  the  Capitol  1,  the  temple  of 
human  liberty ;  and  your  Lodges  in  this  District  of  Columbia,  at  the 
dedication  of  the  Washington  Monument,  that  great  shaft  which  shoots 
up  into  the  skies  and  towers  above  the  hills,  performed  the  Masonic 
work  in  the  imposing  ceremonies  on  that  occasion.  So  we  come  to  you. 
not  as  strangers  or  as  unconnected  with  you ;  hut  a  river  divides  us !  All 
the  streams  of  the  world  can  not  divide  the  love  of  the  Masons  of  Virginia 
for  the  Masons  of  the  District  of  Columbia!  As  a  memorial  of  love  we 
bring  you  this  simple  token.  It  has  no  intrinsic  wealth  or  value,  but  who 
con  weigh  human  affection  in  the  scales  with  gold?  What  value  has 
virtue,  what  value  has  grace,  if  we  are  to  measure  them  by  the  weight 
of  the  mUerable,  glittering  stuff!  It  has  a  value  which  we  trust  will 
outlast  even  gold  and  silver.  Upon  your  walls  it  will  speak  through  the 
centuries  to  come,  in  simple  Masonic  language,  bearing  testimony  of  our 
gratitude  and  love,  of  our  affection  and  sincere  esteem.*' 

The  Committee  on  Physical  Qualifications  of  Candidates  made  a  very 
fair  report ;  their  conclusions  briefly  stated  that  "  a  candidate  must  be 
able  to  be  properly  instructed,  and  to  conform  literally  to  all  the  require- 
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ments  of  the  several  degrees  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry."  The  Committee 
sustained  the  Grand  Master  in  a  decision  that  "  a  man  wearing  an  arti- 
ficial foot,  no  matter  how  well  he  may  be  able  to  use  it,  is  not  an  eligible 
candidate  for  initiation  into  Freemasonry."  The  Committee  well  say: 
'*  Such  a  one  might  conform  measurably  to  *  all  the  requirements  of  the 
several  degrees  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry/  but  he  could  not  *  conform 
literally,*  That  which  is  literal  is  real,  not  figurative  or  metaphorical." 
We  infer  from  the  report  that  the  law  of  this  jurisdiction  had  here- 
tofore embraced  the  same  restrictions  in  its  application  to  an  E.*.  A.', 
or  F.'.  C.  Mason  as  to  a  candidate  for  initiation,  and  hence  it  was  wisely 
recommended  that  a  change  should  be  made  therein.  It  is  generally  held 
that,  after  initiation,  advancement  cannot  be  stopped  by  reason  of  any 
bodily  injury  of  such  a  nature  as  would  have  been  a  bar  to  initiation. 

As  usual  the  installation  of  Grand  Officers  occurred  on  the  27th  day  of 
December.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  chairman,  R.*.  W.*.  William  R.  Single- 
ton,  the  report  on  Correspondence  (76  pp.)  had  been  prepared  by  an 
associate  member,  M.'.  W.'.  George  W.  Baibd,  and  comprehends  the  .pro- 
ceedings of  fifty-five  Grand  Bodies.  New  York  for  1900  has  fraternal 
attention. 

M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Baibd  in  his  conclusion  says  lovingly : 

"  The  senior  member  of  our  Correspondence  Committee  (our  venerable 
and  much  loved  Bro.  Singleton)  has  been  able  to  revise  and  correct  tiie 
errors  of  the  other  members  in  this  review,  and  to  him  great  credit  is 
due.  So  cheerful  is  he  in  his  sickness,  so  happy  in  his  methods  of  setting 
us  right,  that  it  makes  us  wish  it  would  please  the  Almighty  to  let  him 
live  forever." 

M.'.  W.*.  Habrt  Standiford  (Washington,  D,  (7.),  Grand  Master, 
and  R.\  W.'.  William  R.  Singleton*  {Waahington,  D.  C),  Grand 
Secretary,  re-elected;  R.'.  W.'.  William  A.  Gatlet  (Washington,  D.C.), 
Assistant  Grand  Secretary.

7Sd  Communication.  JACKSONVILLE,  January  15,  1901. 

M.'.  W.'.  Silas  B.  Wright,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  Lodges,  nine  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New 
York  by  W.*.  Elmer  E.  Haskell. 

The  Grand  Master  made  the  pleasant  announcement  that  no 
vacancies  had  been  created  in  the  permanent  membership  of  the  Grand 

♦Deceased. 
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Lodge.    He  had  engaged  in  a  very  general  visitation  of  the  Lodges,  and 
strongly  urged  the  cultivation  of  the  social  element  in  Freemasonry. 

In  connection  with  an  application  for  recognition  from  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium,  the  Grand  Master  reported  that  in  the  list  of  Grand 
Bodies  with  which  it  was  in  affiliation  appeared  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg.    He  says : 

"  A  letter  to  W.'.  Bro.  Kbuoeb  asking  if  the  list  was  correct,  and  if 
they  had  recognized  and  exchanged  representatives  with  the  French 
Orient,  brought  reply  that  it  was.  He  writes  that  from  1800  to  1825 
several  Lodges  in  Belgium  worked  under  French  charters.  In  1833  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  was  formed  and  recognition  given  the  French 
in  1840.  An  effort  was  made  about  a  year  ago  to  sever  these  relations, 
but  failed  by  a  few  votes.  On  receipt  of  his  reply  I  addressed  notes  to  the 
several  American  Grand  Lodges  who  had  given  them  recognition,  asking 
if  in  their  opinion  it  was  proper  to  recognize  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Belgium  while  interdicting  all  intercourse  with  the  French.  The  replies 
were  various,  and  some  of  them  curious.  All  expressed  surprise  at  the 
statement  regarding  the  recognition  of  the  French  Orient  by  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium." 

Among  the  inquiries  made  appears  to  have  been  one  to  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  exception  is  taken  that 
"  no  reply  had  been  received  thereto."  The  presentation  of  the  i)08ition 
occupied  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  is  not  entirely  correct,  but 
regardless  of  that  we  see  no  particular  reason  why  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  should  have  been  called  to  account  by  our  Most  Worshipful 
brother.  We  entertain  the  opinion  that  when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York  entered  into  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium, 
the  CJommittee  on  Jurisprudence  were  not  aware  of  the  fact  that  fraternal 
relations  were  exchanged  by  the  aforesaid  Grand  Orient  with  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France.  Most  assuredly  recognition  would  not  have  been  ex- 
tended under  such  a  condition  of  affairs.  Upon  receipt  of  the  action  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  your  Committee  wrote  to  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Belgium,  but  received  no  reply.  Other  investigation  has  proven  the 
correctness  of  the  assertion,  and,  predicated  thereon,  the  question  will 
undoubtedly  receive  attention  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

Action  in  this  line  with  reference  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium 
we  deem  to  be  entirely  proper;  but  we  beg  to  state  that  non-intercourse 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  was  not  declared  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York  on  account  of  its  fraternal  relations  with  any  other  Grand 
Body,  but  because  of  a  violation  of  the  principle  of  exclusive  Grand  Lodge 
jurisdiction.  With  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  fraternal  relations 
have  at  no  time  been  severed.  Upon  application  from  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  for  an  exchange  of  Grand  Representa- 
tives, the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  declined  to  do 
so,  pending  action  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  uiwn  the  re- 
establishment  of  the  edict  of  non-intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg,  repealed  in  1898.  The  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 
ington in  1901  has  eliminated  that  question  of  difference.     / 

We  do  not  consider  that  a  Grand  Lodge  should  be  held  responsible  for 
statements  embraced  in  a  report  on  Correspondence,  and  although  the 
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Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  as  author  of  the 
report  on  Correspondence,  had  **  indulged  in  unfraternal  and  unjust 
abuse  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida/'  it  should 
not  be  regarded  as  a  factor  against  the  establishment  of  official  relations 
])etween  two  Grand  Lodges.  The  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  position  of 
the  Grand  Master  In  declining  to  exchange  Grand  Representatives. 

Grand  Master  Wright  seems  to  have  labored  assiduously  in  the 
interest  of  the  Graft,  and  his  address  is  worthy  of  earnest  attention. 

The  Grand  Lodge  became  the  possessor,  by  gift  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  of  a  valuable  copy  of  the  Great  Light.  The  volume  was 
printed  a.d.  1715,  "  two  years  before  the  organization  of  the  United  Grand 
J^dge  of  England,  and  before  the  publication  of  Anderson's  Constitu- 
tions." 

Upon  the  question  of  creating  a  fund  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Masonic  Home,  it  was  decided  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  did  not  justify  any  action  at  the  present  time. 

An  address  was  delivered  before  the  Grand  Lodge  by  W.'.  Reginald 
H.  Welleb,  Grand  Orator ;  theme,  "  Freemasonry." 

A  phototype  of  M.".  W.'.  Wiixjam  A.  McLean,  Grand  Master  in 
1878-80  (deceased),  forms  the  frontispiece  to  the  Proceedings.  Recogni- 
tion was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia.  The  report  by 
W.\  W.  H.  Seamon  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  on  the  Gran. 
Dieta  Simbolica  of  Mexico   is  published  in  full. 

The  appeal  of  W.*.  Lionel  Jacobs  is  familiar  to  us  for  the  reason  that 
the  said  brother  sent  a  communication  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
— ^as  we  presume  he  did  to  other  Grand  Lodges — asking  support  for  his 
petition.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  (New  York),  regarding  it  as 
a  personal  communication  (treating  of  matters  appertaining  to  the 
internal  management  of  a  sister  Grand  Lodge),  did  not  regard  it  as  the 
province  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  to  interfere  therein,  and  hence 
the  communication  was  not  recognized. 

We  gather  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  before  us  that  the 
regulation  sought  to  be  repealed  was  strictly  in  conformity  with  the  law  of 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction;  and  its  reiteration,  in  connection  with  the  case 
cited,  was  for  the  purpose  of  directing  the  attention  of  the  Craft  to  the 
law,  and  to  the  demoralizing  effects  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

The  appeal  was  dismissed,  regulation  retained,  and  the  following  also 
adopted : 

"  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Mason,  after  becoming 
a  member  of  any  Lodge  owing  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida, 
to  enter  upon  and  engage  in  the  business  of  liquor  selling ;  and  any  member 
who  violates  this  regulation  shall  be  subject  to  charges  and  trial  for  un- 
masonic  conduct  in  the  particular  Lodge  in  which  he  holds  membership." 

Grand  Treasurer's  balance,  $6,101.73.

M.*.  W.'.  Max  Meteshabot,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
four  hundred  and  twenty-four  Lodges,  three  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
New  York  by  W.'.  Robebt  L.  Ck>LDiNo. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  an  eloquent  and  finished  address,  where- 
in his  earnestness,  zeal,  and  ability  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare 
and  interest  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  most  signally  displayed.  His  intro- 
ductory was  in  part  as  follows: 

"  It  is  said  that  upon  the  mountain  tops  of  some  far  Eastern  land  a 
certain  sect  keeps  burning  ever  brightly  the  fires  which  they  worship. 
From  age  to  age  these  fires  are  replenished  by  faithful  hands  and  are  never 
permitted  to  die  out.  With  greater  fidelity  than  these  heathen  Fire 
Worshipers,  and  with  never-ceasing  care,  have  Masons  in  every  age 
kept  bright  and  stainless  the  sacred  tenets  of  our  peerless  order.  In 
every  land  Freemasonry  has  stood  like  a  mighty  beacon  on  a  wave- 
washed  shore.  Its  light  has  illumined  the  darkness  of  benighted  ages. 
Its  radiance  has  penetrated  the  shadows  of  ignorance  and  sin.  It  has 
shone  with  resplendent  lustre  in  eveiy  land  where  roan  has  found  a 
dwelling  place.  It  has  been  transmitted  to  us  as  a  priceless  heritage  and 
a  sacred  trust.  Ours  are  its  beautiful  ceremonies,  its  splendid  ritual,  its 
inspiring  traditions,  its  solemn  lessons,  its  holy  teachings.  Ours  are  its 
glorious  past,  its  hallowed  associations,  its  deathless  memories,  its  heroism, 
and  its  martyrdom.  We  of  this  generation  are  the  connecting  links 
between  that  past  and  a  future  which  we  hope  and  pray  may  be  brighter, 
grander,  and  more  glorious  still.  Let  us,  with  firm  purpose,  with  high 
resolve,  with  indomitable  determination,  face  the  issues  that  confront  us, 
as  men  and  Masons,  and  as  heirs  of  all  that  is  best  and  noblest  in  the 
ages  that  have  passed  away.  Let  us  right  worthily  do  our  part  to  make 
this  favored  century  illustrious  in  the  history  of  Masonry.  Let  us  keep 
burning  brightly  on  every  mountain  top  the  fires  of  Masonic  charity  and 
Masonic  love,  so  that  their  dazzling  light  may  for  centuries  to  come 
Illumine  the  pathway  of  those  who  shall  follow  us.** 

Freemasonry  in  this  jurisdiction  was  reputed  to  be  in  a  most  flourish- 
ing condition,  six  new  Lodges  had  been  created  under  dispensation,  and 
loving  testimony  was  voiced  to  the  virtues  of  the  distinguished  dead  of 
this  jurisdiction.  Many  visitations  had  been  made,  and  the  Grand  Master 
earnestly  urged  the  development»of  the  social  features  of  the  Craft,  and  he 
also  advocated  increased  earnestness  In  the  furtherance  of  the  effort  for 
the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Home.  The  Lodges  had  contributed  $1,368.78 
for  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  sufferers.  A  perusal  of  the 
address  most  strikingly  shows  that  the  Grand  Master  "  had  given  the 
best  that  was  In  him  of  mind  and  body  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.** 

Many  questions  had  been  answered  and  twenty-three  decisions  re- 
ported. We  may  not  understand  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case 
mentioned  in  No.  16,  but  as  a  general  principle  we  should  not  concur 
therein. 

"  2.  '  Will  It  be  lawful  for  my  Lodge  to  wear  robes  at  a  Masonic 
funeral?*    There  is  nothing  in  Masonic  law  to  prohibit  this,  but  in  my 
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judgment  it  is  not  in  good  taste  and  is  contrary  to  the  simplicity  which 
should  characterize  Masonic  funerals.    I  therefore  advise  against  it. 

*'  9.  One  who  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  whisky,  that  is,  in 
operating  a  distillery,  is  not  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  in  Masonry 
in  this  jurisdiction. 

"  12.  It  is  not  advisable  to  receive  a  petition  for  initiation  from  one 
who  is  under  indictment  for  murder,  notwithstanding  the  Lodge  and 
the  community  in  general  believe  him  to  be  not  guilty.  The  better 
course  would  be  to  await  the  decision  of  the  court. 

'*  16.  '  Is  one  who,  having  taken  the  E.  A.  and  F.  G.  degrees,  and  after- 
wards becomes  badly  crippled  in  a  railroad  wreck,  qualified  in  this  con- 
dition to  receive  the  M.  M.  degree?  *  Held,  he  is  not. 

"  17.  It  was  requested  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  lay  the  corner-stone 
of  a  Baptist  church  on  a  Sunday.  The  pastor  of  the  church  joined  in 
the  request.  I  declined,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  a  work  of  impera- 
tive necessity." 

Good  large  committees  seem  to  be  the  order  in  this  Grand  Lodge ;  for 
instance,  thirty-nine  members  on  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  forty-two 
on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  etc. 

The  Masonic  Home  Fund  now  amounts  to  $5,000,  and  we  entertain  no 
doubt  that  the  determination  of  the  Committee  that  "  the  Home  must  and 
shall  be  built "  will  be  carried  out.  In  relation  to  Freemasonry  in 
Mexico,  the  Grand  Lodge  entered  into  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Coahuila,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Tamaulipas : 

"We  note  with  borrow  the  dissolution  of  the  Gran  Dieta  Symbolica 
of  Mexico. 

'*  The  Grand  organizations  of  this  Republic  seem  to  partake  of  the 
character  of  the  revolutions  in  the  Latin  Republics;  they  come  up  sud- 
denly with  a  great  harrade,  and  as  quickly  disappear.  They  resemble 
the  character  described  in  the  little  stanza: 

"  *  A  vapor  full  of  woes. 

Guts  a  caper  and  down  he  goes.' 

"  However,  as  this  Grand  Body  has  theretofore  recognized  the  confed- 
eration of  Grand  Lodges  within  Mexico,  we  see  no  reason  why  the  sev- 
eral Grand  Lodges  mentioned  in  the  address  from  the  representatives 
accredited  the  Gran  Dieta  should  not  be  recognized.  The  whole  was  no 
better  than  its  parts,  and  the  whole  having  been  found  good,  the  sev- 
eral parts  are  entitled  to  like  recognition ;  we  therefore  recommend  that 
this  Grand  Body  formally  recognize  the  several  Grand  Lodges  men- 
tioned, and  exchange  representatives  therewith." 

The  following  legislation  was  adopted: 

"  In  case  of  conviction  of  a  brother  for  non-payment  of  dues,  the 
penalty  shall  be  suspension  for  twelve  months ;  that  upon  payment  of  dues 
within  said  twelve  months,  the  brother  be  reinstated  without  further 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge,  except  the  secretary  shall  record  the 

Sayment  of  dues,  and  that  he  is  reinstated  in  the  minutes;  but  if  the 
ues  remain  unpaid  for  twelve  months  after  suspension,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  to  recommend  such  brother  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  expulsion,  without  being  recharged,  or  retried. 

*'  That  hereafter  no  Lodge  shall  be  authorized  in  initiate,  pass,  or  raise 
any  candidate  who  is  engaged  in  selling,  manufacturing,  or  furnishing 
spirituous,  malt,  or  intoxicating  liquors;  and  any  person  who  may  now 
be  a  Mason,  or  who  may  hereafter  become  a  Mason,  shall  not  be 
authorized  or  allowed  to  engage  in  such  business;  and  if  he  does  so 
engage,  he  shall  be  tried,  suspended,  and  recommended  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  expulsion,  provided  this  ahall  not  apply  to  persons  now  engaged 
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in  such  business.     Provided,  however,  this  shall  not  apply  to  licensed 
druggists  selling  for  medicinal  or  scientific  purposes  only. ' 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  discloses  that 
in  addition  to  the  explusion  of  thirty-two  Masons  for  gross  unmasonic 
conduct,  seventy-one  brethren  were  also  expelled  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Under  the  head  of  gross  unmasonic  conduct  we  note  a  number  of 
cases  of  "  drunkenness,"  and  we  commend  the  high  stand  and  firm  posi- 
tion taken  by  our  brethren  in  this  direction.    It  was  also  ordered : 

**  That  the  Grand  Master  issue  a  letter  to  all  the  subordinate  Lodges, 
calling  upon  them  to  see  that  the  drunken*  and  profane  brother  is  either 
cured  of  his  evil  habits,  or  sent  back  into  outer  darkness  whence  he 
came." 

On  the  evening  of  the  first  day's  session,  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Fraternity  of  the  city,  and  guests  assembled  in  the  Academy  of  Music  at 
a  public  entertainment.  A  lengthy  programme — musical  selections  and 
addresses  by  ten  distinguished  members  of  the  Craft. 

The  children  of  the  Industrial  Home  under  charge  of  Bro.  Mumford 
visited  the  Grand  Lodge  during  its  session,  and  gave  an  enjoyable  enter- 
tainment of  songs  and  recitations.  The  sum  of  $300  was  appropriated  to 
aid  in  the  furtherance  of  this  work. 

The  Grand  Lodge  also  laid  the  comer-stone  of  a  Jewish  Synagogue 
about  to  be  erected  in  the  city  of  Macon. 

Receipts,  $23,682.37 ;  disbursements,  $17,104.08,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$20,687.46.    Investments,  $5,000.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  transactions  of  fifty  Grand  Lodges  have  the  careful  attention 
of  W.*.  A.  Q.  Moody,  in  the  report  on  Correspondence  (119  pp.),  includ- 
ing New  York  for  1901. 

Under  Missouri,  in  reply  to  a  criticism  upon  the  practice  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  of  expulsion  for  non-payment  of  dues,  our  brother  says: 

"  It  is  not  so  dark  as  it  looks,  Bro.  Vincil. 

"  In  the  jurisdiction  of  Georgia,  if  a  Mason  is  unable  to  pay  his  dues, 
all  he  has  to  do  is  to  say  so ;  his  simple  word  is  all  the  evidence  required : 
and  his  dues  are  remitted  both  by  the  subordinate  Ijodge  and  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Only  those  who  are  able  to  pay  and  will  not  pay  are  cut  off. 
Why  burden  the  rolls  with  useless  material,  who  enjoy  the  privileges 
of  Masonry,  but  who  are  unwilling  to  contribute  anything  to  the  success 
of  the  Institution,  although  having  the  ability  to  do  so?  " 

M.'.  W.*.  Max  Meyerharot  {Rome),  Grand  Master,  and  R.'.  W.*. 
W.  A.  WoLIKlN  (Macon) t  Grand  Secretary,  re-elected.

R.'.  W.*.  David  C.  Chabe,  Senior  Grand  Warden,  Acting  Grand 
Master,  the  representatives  of  twenty-five  Lodges,  seven  Past  Grand 
3Xaster8,  and  New  York  by  M.'.  W.*.  Charles  Himrod. 
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Special  Communication,  held  May  26,  1901,  to  condact  the  ' 
obsequies  of  M.'.  W.'.  George  D.  Golden,  Grand  Master,  whose  an- 
expected  death  occurred  May  17th.  The  ceremonies  were  condacted 
by  M.'.  W.'.  Jonas  W.  Brown,  the  oldest  Past  Grand  Master. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  absent  by  reason  of  official  duties,  sub*' 
mitted  the  Annual  Address,  which  comprehended  a  brief  recital  of 
his  official  acts  as  acting  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  fifty  dollars  had  been  for- 
warded for  the  relief  of  the  Galveston  sufferers,  and  that  no  reply  had 
been  received  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  in  reference  to  the 
resolution  adopted*  by  this  Grand  Lodge  last  year.  It  is  very  probable 
that  no  attention  will  be  paid  thereto. 

The  disbui-sements  from  the  Orphan  Fund  were  reported  as  having 
been  $925. 

There  was  probably  some  reason  why  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Orator  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  but  inasmuch  as  the 
brother  failed  to  deliver  the  manuscript  to  the  Committee,  no  report 
could  be  made. 

A  resolution  that  each  Liodge  be  furnished  with  a  cipher  copy  of 
the  adopted  work  (California)  of  this  jurisdiction  was  disagreed  with 
and  an  appropriation  made  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  Grand 
Jjecturer  and  Deputy  District  Leotiirei-s  in  the  promulgation  and  com- 
munication of  the  work  to  the  several  Lodges. 

The  following  resolution  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  that  "  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Craft  of 
this  jurisdiction,"  was  adopted : 

**  Resolved:  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognise  no  degrees  of  Masonry 
except  those  conferred  under  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
the  various  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States  and  the  govern- 
ments throughout  the  world;  and,  whereas,  it  admits  the  following 
named  organizations  to  be  regular  and  duly  constituted  Masonic 
bodies;  namely,  The  General  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  United 
States,  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  of  the  several  States  and  Terri- 
tories of  the  United  States,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  and  other 
bodies  under  their  jurisdiction ;  the  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Councils  under  their  jurisdiction ;  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
the  United  States;  the  Grand  Commanderles  of  the  several  States 
and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Commauderies  under 
their  jurisdiction ;  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  for  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  various  bodies  under  their  jurisdiction.  Now, 
therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  any  Mason  who  is  hereafter 
admitted  in  this  jurisdiction  into  any  other  orders  as  Masonic, 
whether  called  the  Rite  of  Memphis,  or  by  any  other  name,  is  acting 
unmasonically,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  this  Grand 
Lodge." 

As  a  frontispiece  to  the  Proceedings  we  have  a  portrait  of  M.*.  W.*. 
David  C.  Chase,  Grand  Master. 

Receipts,  $1,917.80;  disbursements,  $1,405.83,  and  balance  on 
hand,  $2,031.70.

M.'.  W.'.  Charles  F.  Ricuabdson,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  seven  hundred  and  eleven  Lodges,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New 
York  by  W.'.  Walter  A.  Stevens. 

The  Grand  Master  in  hfs  address — brief  for  so  large  a  jurisdiction — 
appropriately  alluded  to  the  great  national  calamity  arising  from  the 
assassination  of  our  beloved  President,  Bro.  William  MgKinley.  An« 
nouncement  was  also  made  of  the  death  of  W.'.  Robert  R.  Stevens, 
Grand  Tiler  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  many  years. 

The  Grand  Master  had  made  many  visitations,  and  created  four  new 
Lodges  by  dispensation.  Pie  reported  a  gratifying  increase  in  attendance 
at  the  Masonic  schools  for  instruction,  and  that  prosperity  had  char- 
acterized the  Craft.  One  hundred  dollars  had  been  forwarded  for  the 
relief  of  the  Jacksonville   (Fla.)   sufferers. 

On  account  of  irregularities  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  one  of 
the  Lodges,  buckets  of  beer  being  carried  into  the  lodge-room,  etc.,  the 
Grand  Master  had  ordered  the  charter  arrested.  The  Grand  Lodge 
approved  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  ordered  the  charter  for- 
feited. 

The  Grand  Lodge  had  become  the  possessor,  by  request,  of  a  tract 
of  264  acres  of  land,  suitably  located,  valued  at  $25,000;  coupled  with  the. 
proviso  that  **  the  Grand  Lodge  should  cause  to  be  erected  and  maintained 
thereon  a  suitable  home  for  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons.'*  It  was 
ordered  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate  and  recommend  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next  Communication,  the  best  method  of  utiliz- 
ing the  same  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  bequest. 

To  this  committee  was  also  referred  resolutions  proposing  that  the 
organized  Masonic  charities  of  this  jurisdiction,  now  conducted  wholly 
under  private  auspices,  should  be  under  the  control  of,  and  maintained  by. 
the  Grand  Lodge.  Under  this  resolution  would  be  comprehended  the 
Illinois  Masonic  Home  and  the  Illinois  Masonic  Home  for  the  Aged ;  and 
the  intent  of  the  resolution  was  that  upon  a  proper  transfer  of  all 
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the  property  and  effects  of  the  said  institutions  the  Grand  Lodge  should 
make  suitable  provision  for  their  maintenance. 

At  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  a  resolution 
proposing  the  recognition  and  exchange  of  representatives  with  certain 
(designated)  Foreign  Grand  Lodges  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence.  M.*.  W.'.  Bbo.  Robbins,  chairman  thereof,  at 
the  present  communication  submitted  a  special  report,  and  recommended 
that  the  aforesaid  resolution  do  not  pass.  Consideration  of  the  report 
was  deferred  until  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

While  we  do  not  coincide  with  our  brother  as  to  the  essential  held 
by  him  to  be  requisite  in  the  granting  of  recognition  to  a  Foreign  Grand 
Lodge ;  viz.,  tracing  back  to  the  Freemasonry  of  the  British  Isles,  never- 
theless there  are  some  points  advanced  relative  to  the  customs  and  prac- 
tices of  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges  named,  which  certainly  cannot  be 
ignored.  We  have  not  the  time  at  the  present  moment  to  refer  thereto, 
but  we  do  not  propose  to  lose  sight  of  them  entirely. 

But  one  decision  was  reported  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  same, 
necessarily,  duly  approved: 

"  Can  objections  be  made  by  a  member  to  a  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  sitting  in  a  Lodge  while  making  an  official  visit? 
"  The  answer  was  that  objections  could  not  be  made." 

The  Grand  Lodge  decided  adversely  to  an  amendment  proposed  last 
year,  that  "  a  Grand  Master  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one  year  only." 

The  address  by  the  Grand  Orator,  R.".  W.'.  V.  M.  Blanding,  em- 
braces profitable  reading.  We  make  an  excerpt  having  reference  to  a 
live  topic  of  the  present : 

"  What  heart  that  beats  responsive  to  the  claims  of  humanity,  which 
realizes  the  spirit  and  obeys  the  mandates  of  the  Fraternity,  would 
willingly  suffer  these  little  ones  to  fall  away  from  the  safety  and  pro- 
tection of  a  loving  parental  home  and  ignominiously  perish  as  reprobates 
and  outcasts  for  lack  of  a  helping  hand;  or  who  would  not  give  of  his 
substance,  for  sweet  charity's  sake,  all  the  assistance  in  their  behalf 
that  his  ability  will  permit?  How,  and  in  what  direction,  shall  we  move? 
Let  us  concentrate  our  efforts  and  build  a  Masonic  Orphans*  Home.  In 
union  there  is  strength ;  in  organized  charity  there  is  also  effectiveness 
and  cctainty ;  the  age  in  which  w^e  live  demands  it,  and  every  achieve- 
ment of  true  beneficence  justifies  it.  *  Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto 
me,  and  forbid  them  not;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven,*  was  the 
command  of  Him  who  spake  as  never  before  had  man  spoken.** 

On  behalf  of  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  thanks  were  extended  for  the 
generous  donation  of  last  year  for  the  benefit  of  the  Eastern  Star  Home, 
located  at  Macon,  111. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries  comprises  a  beautiful  and 
eloquent  memorial  of  the  late  President,  Bro.  William  McKinley,  and 
the  Proceedings  have  portrait  and  memorial  page  duly  inscribed. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitutions,  which  will  be  acted  upon  next 
year,  proposes  that  the  annual  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  seventy- 
five  cents,  of  which  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  set  aside  as  a  Grand  Lodge 
Charity  Fund. 

The  illustrations  of  the  volume  before  us  include  portraits  of  M.'.  W.*. 
Bbob.  Cuables  F.  Hitchcock,  Grand  Master   (1800-01),  Levi  Lusk 
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(1844),  Rev.  Williah  F.  Waleeb   (1845) »  and  Nei£ON  D.  Mobsb 
(1848).

The  report  will  pass,  however,  and  in  tendering  our  congratulations  we 
desire  to  express  the  hope  that  his  new  position  may  be  wholly  to  his 
liking  and  advantage. 

In  his  allusion  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  1901, 
we  hope  his  conclusion  is  correct;  viz.,  "The  disturbance  of  the  waters 
caused  by  its  action  of  1898  has  ceased." 

New  York  for  1901  has  most  fraternal  notice,  and  we  wish  to  express 
grateful  acknoweldgment  of  personal  mention. 

We  had  noted  several  places  in  our  brother's  general  report  wherein 
reference  is  made  to  New  York  in  an  unpleasant  manner,  but  we  can  see 
no  good  in  taking  them  up.  The  whirligig  of  time  has  eliminated  one 
element  of  difference,  possibly  it  also  may  modify  some  others.

M.*.  W.*.  Oliw  E.  Hollowat,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
four  hundred  and  ninety-seven  Lodges,  fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
New  York  by  R.'.  W.'.  Wiluam  E.  Enqlibh. 

The  Grand  Master  comprehensively  presented  the  record,  spoke  of 
the  peace  and  harmony  prevailing,  and  beautifully  referred  .to  the 
memory  of  M.'.  W.'.  Thomas  B.  Long,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  (but  recently  appointed)  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence: 

'*  Bbo.  Long  was  an  able  lawyer,  and  his  love  for  Masonry  led  him  to 
devote  a  large  portion  of  his  time  to  the  service  of  the  Craft.  To  him 
what  was  worth  doing  was  worth  doing  well,  and  no  duty  was  ever  placed 
upon  him  by  the  Grand  Lodge  but  that  he  brought  to  bear  upon  it  all  his 
Masonic  skill  and  wisdom ;  to  the  end  that  it  was  faithfully  fulfilled.    He 
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was  a  logical   and   forceful   writer,   and  bis  reputation   as   a  Masonic 
scholar  was  not  confined  to  this  jurisdiction/' 

In  all  instances  of  difficulties  in  Lodges  it  would  appear  to  us  that 
the  Grand  Master  exercised  wise  judgment  and  zealously  maintained  the 
dignity  of  his  office. 

The  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  growing  out  of  the  claim  made  by 
the  latter  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  a  rejected  candidate  who  had 
been  made  a  Mason  in  an  Indiana  Lodge,  is  but  a  repetition  of  what  has 
occurred  before  and  will  again.  Governed  by  the  law  in  each  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  each  is  correct,  and  nothing  will  prevent  controversies  of  this 
nature  but  the  adoption  of  a  rule  whereby  the  status  attained  by  rejec- 
tion in  one  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  be  recognissed  within  the  limits  of 
another  Grand  Jurisdiction.    The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported : 

"As  is  well  knovm,  the  Grand  Ijodge  of  Indiana  does  not  recognize 
what  is  known  as  "  perpetual  jurisdiction  " — that  is,  it  does  not  hold  to 
the  doctrine  that  where  a  candidate  has  been  rejected  by  a  Lodge  in 
Indiana  that  said  candidate  cannot  apply  for  mombership  in  another 
Grand  Jurisdiction  after  having  removed  thereto  and  resided  therein  the 
required  length  of  time  to  entitle  him  to  do  so  under  the  Regulations." 

Seven  new  Lodges  had  been  created  under  dispensation.  • 
R/.  W.',  William  H.  Shtthe,  owing  to  ill-health,  being  obliged  to 
resign  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary,  the  Grand  Master  had  appointed 
M.*.  W.*.  Calvin  W.  Fratheb  to  fill  the  vacancy ;  and  at  the  election  of 
Grand  Officers  the  wisdom  of  the  choice  was  confirmed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  necessity  for  caution  in  reference  to  dimits  emanating  from  the 
State  of  Ohio,  wherein  there  is  located  a  clandestine  Grand  Lodge,  was 
emphasized  by  reason  of  a  Lodge  in  Indiana  having  affiliated  a  former 
member  of  one  of  said  Lodges  under  the  impression  that  he  was  a 
regular  Mason.  In  this  instance  the  Grand  Master  ordered  that  the  Lodge 
which  had  unwittingly  committed  the  error  should  purge  the  Lodge  of  said 
member,  and  the  same  had  accordingly  been  done.  The  Grand  Lodge 
ordered  that  the  Grand  Secretary  should  compile  and  print  a  list  of  the 
clandestine  Lodges  in  all  jurisdictions  and  forward  to  each  Lodge. 

From  a  lengthy  report  collated  from  the  work  of  ninety-two  special 
deputies — one  for  each  county — it  appears  that  the  services  of  a  Grand 
Lecturer  or  a  system  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  would  be  almost 
a  necessity  for  the  correction  of  certain  irregularities.  It  was  therefore 
ordered  that  the  State  be  divided  into  twenty-five  Masonic  Districts ;  that 
a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  be  appointed  over  each,  whose  duty 
would  be  an  annual  inspection  of  the  Lodges  in  each  District;  and  strin- 
gent regulations  were  adopted  looking  to  the  enforcement  of  regulations 
respecting  the  work. 

Several  resolutions  were  presented  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a 
Masonic  Home,  and  we  regard  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  very 
wise.  The  subject  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Master  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  the  needs  of  the  Craft,  and  also  to  ascertain  the  probable 
expense  and  the  workings  of  similar  institutions  in  other  jurisdictions. 
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An  appropriation  of  $200  was  made  for  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville 
(Fla.)  sufferers. 

Action  upon  the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia 
was  deferred,  pending  further  information. 

Among  the  decisions  reported  by  the  Grand  Master  we  note  the  fol- 
lowing : 

"  1.  Can  we  receive  the  petition  of  and  confer  the  degrees  on  the 
seci*etary  of  a  brewing  association?    His  work  is  all  in  the  othce. 

**  Answer. — No.  His  livelihood  depends  as  much  upon  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  does  that  of  the  proprietor. 

I  have  the  following  from  as  many  different  sources : 

"  2.  Can  a  man  with  his  left  hand  off  at  the  wrist,  but  wearing  an 
artificial  hand,  be  made  a  Mason? 

**  Can  a  man  with  the  leg  amputated  below  the  knee,  and  wearing  an 
artificial  limb,  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry? 

"  Can  we  confer  the  degrees  on  a  man  wearing  an  artificial  foot? 

"  To  £dl  of  these  I  have  replied  in  the  negative." 

Receipts,  $13,184.76;  disbursements,  $10,383.93,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$14,243.81.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (207  pp.)  embraces  the  proceedings  of 
sixty-two  Grand  Bodies,  and  is  submitted  by  M.'.  W.*.  Daniel 
McDonald.  Our  brother  succeeded  M.'.  W.*.  Bro.  Long,  whose  death 
occurred  soon  after  his  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the 
decease  of  M.'.  W.\  Bro.  Ruckle,  for  many  years  chairman  of  this  Com- 
mittee. We  extend  a  fraternal  greeting  to  our  brother,  and  find  that  we 
are  generally  in  accord  with  his  expressed  views.  It  is  a  report  char- 
acterized by  fairness  and  seemingly  with  a  desire  to  "  disseminate  true 
Masonic  knowledge." 

New  York  for  1900  has  brief  mention ;  possibly  the  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  pages  w^ere  too  voluminous. 

At  first  reading  we  were  inclined  to  reply  to  our  brother's  comments 
upon  the  advisability  of  Masonic  Homes ;  but  as  it  is  very  evident  to  us 
that  our  brother  has  a  very  imperfect  knowledge  of  the  work  of  insti- 
tutions of  this  character,  we  prefer  to  ignore  the  injustice  of  the  state- 
ments embraced  therein.  We  recognize  the  obligation  of  individual  duty. 
Lodge  demands,  and,  equally  as  well,  the  combined  obligations  of  the 
Craft.  Possibly  if  the  examination  made  by  our  brother,  "  when  Masonic 
Homes  were  in  their  infancy,"  should  be  supplemented  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  practical  work  of  the  present  day,  his  opinion  would  not  be 
so  harshly  expressed. 

As  to  their  necessity,  that  is  a  subject  to  be  decided  by  each  Grand 
Jurisdiction.  As  to  their  scope,  we  certainly  should  take  exception  to 
his  view. 

The  poetical  addendum  to  our  brother's  report  contains  many  gems 
which  the  Craft  will  appreciate.

M.'.  W/.  John  W.  F.  Pabkeb,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
ninety-four  Lodges,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New  York  by  M.'. 
W.*.  Joseph  S.  Mubbow. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  welcomed  by  Mayor  Hatchett  on  behalf  of 
the  citizens  of  Durant,  and  due  record  made  of  a  letter  received  from 
li.'.  W.".  Alfred  B.  Price,  Grand  Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  The  annual  greeting  of  our 
brother,  which  commenced  twenty-two  years  ago,  has  also  brief  reference 
to  incidents  appertaining  to  Freemasonry  in  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  remarkable  prosperity  throughout  the 
State,  and  that  dispensations  had  been  issued  for  eight  new  Lodges.  He 
referred  in  kind  language  to  the  memory  of  R.'.  W.'.  James  R.  Sheehan, 
Senior  Grand -Wai*den  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  whose  death  occurred  June 
17th.  The  obsequies,  held  at  Vinita,  were  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  We  note  the  following  to  say  that  the  observance  of  the  burial 
service  over  the  remains  of  a  deceased  brother,  even  though  conducted 
within  the  limits  of  another  Grand  Jurisdiction,  would  not,  in  any  degree, 
partake  of  the  nature  of  clandestine  (or,  as  amended,  irregular)  work. 

"2.  Goodwater  Lodge  asked  if  they  had  not  the  right  to  open  a 
Lodge  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  a  deceased 
brother  in  performing  a  burial  ceremony. 

"  Answer :    No.    See  Article  8,  Section  11,  of  the  Constitution. 

"  Question  2.  If  Goodwater  Lodge  has  not  the  right  to  open  a  Lodge 
in  another  jurisdiction,  could  you  grant  a  dispensation  for  the  same? 

**  Answer :  No.  When  you  left  our  jurisdiction  and  entered  another 
as  a  Lodge,  you  at  once  severed  your  relations  with  us  and  became 
clandestine  to  the  other." 

His  suggestion  that  the  telegraph  should  be  utilized  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  worthiness  of  an  applicant  for  relief  should  be 
evident  at  sight. 

The  fund  for  the  Orphan  Home  had  been  augmented  by  generous 
contributions,  and  there  appeared  to  be  a  general  interest  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  work.  We  should  say  that  the  cry,  "  To  build,"  might 
wisely  be  deferred  until  there  is  a  sound  financial  support,  present  and 
future.  The  fund  now  amounts  to  $6,587.63,  and  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  ascertain  the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  before  the  loca- 
tion of  the  Home  was  determined  upon. 

No  business  before  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recognized. 

The  oration  by  R.*.  W.'.  P.  D.  Brewer,  Grand  Orator,  treating  of 
the  development  of  Freemasonry,  was  delivered  at  an  open  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  reappointed  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  but  he  declined  the  honor,  assigning  as  a  reason 
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that  "  in  justice  to  himself  he  could  not  write  another  report  creditable 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  allowance  made." 

The  Grand  Lodge  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  a  very  able  address 
by  M/.  W/.  Henby  M.  Fxjkmjln,  "The  Wages  of  a  Mason,"  which  is 
worthy  of  reproduction. 

Receipts,  $5,626.40;  disbursements,  $4,537.49,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$6,567.20.

New  York  for  1901  has  fraternal  consideration.  We  express  thanks 
for  personal  mention  and  our  appreciation  of  the  use  made  of  our  statis- 
tical compilation. 

Our  brother  is  an  earnest  advocate  of  the  Orphan  Home  project  of 
this  jurisdiction ;  and  it  would  appear  to  us,  from  the  interest  developed, 
that  the  successful  issue  of  the  work  is  beyond  question. 

"The  probability  is  that  five-sixths  of  these  children  will  become 
farmere  and  farmera'  wives.  It  will  be  every  way  best  to  make  the 
Home  something  like  the  homes  the  children  will  make  for  themselves 
when  they  become  men  and  women.  Great  piles  of  brick  and  stone, 
furnished  elegantly,  and  heated  with  steam,  and  supplied  with  water- 
works, are  not  required.  Factories  and  printing  presses  are  not  the  best 
industries. 

"  Let  the  children  be  trained  in  principles  and  habits  of  industry, 

economy,     purity,     temperance,     honesty,     truthfulness,     morality,     and 

.especially  Christianity.    Give  them  a  good  common-school  education  and 

.  with  God's  blessing,  clean  minds  and  hearts  in  clean  bodies.    All  this  may 

be  done  without  an  enormous  outlay  of  money."

The  representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  escorted  to  the  place 
of  meeting  by  St.  Simon  of  Cyrene  Commandery,  No.  9,  where  an  address 
of  welcome  was  voiced  by  Mayor  Heinz  on  behalf  of  the  citizens,  and 
from  W.'.  Louis  Block  for  the  Fraternity  of  the  city. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  the  deaths  of  M.'.  W.'.  Edwin  C. 
Blackmar,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  R.'.  W.'.  William  Elsoh,  Past 
Grand  Junior  Warden.  Prosperity  characterized  the  Craft,  and  twelve 
new  Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation,  after  careful  investigation. 
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The  prompt  collection  of  does  was  urged,  the  Grand  Master  correctly 
holding  that  it  would  operate  to  reduce  the  number  of  suspensions  each 
y<jar  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  We  are  somewhat  surprised  that  the 
(irand  Master  had  occasion  to  report  that  **  many  complaints  had  come  to 
him  relative  to  card-playing  in  Masonic  Halls."  We  presume  the  following 
was  adopted  to  counteract  the  evil;  suppose  no  one  objects,  how  then? 

"  Section  250.  Dancing  and  Card-playing — When  Allowed.  Danc- 
ing and  card-playing  cannot  be  allowed  in  any  hall  occupied  and  used 
exclusively  by  a  Masonic  Lodge,  except  by  unanimous  consent ;  and  cannot 
ho  allowed  or  continued  against  the  objection  of  a  member  of  a  Lodge 
made  to  the  Master." 

We  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  that  the  unmasonic  use  of  the  black 
ball  to  gratify  "  personal  spleen  and  the  carrying  out  of  Individual  re- 
venges "  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned. 

In  response  to  the  call  for  the  relief  of  the  Galveston  sufferers,  $1,300 
had  been  contributed,  and  in  the  Jacksonville  emergency,  $247.77. 

The  Grand  Master  referred  to  the  fact  that,  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  (irand  I^dge,  the  Grand  Sc-cretary  was  absent  from  his  post 
of  duty,  and  it  was  his  privilege  to  be  the  medium  of  conveying  to  the 
representatives  assembled  a  tender  message  of  love  from  venerable 
Bro.  Pabvin  : 

**  My  heart  is  with  vou  at  Davenport.  My  spirit  will  be  within  the 
rooms  where  3'ou  hold  your  Grand  Lodge  sessions.  I  will  mingle 
with  you  in  soul,  as  I  have  in  body  all  the  years.  But,  oh,  I  am 
longing  to  be  with  you !  I  had  hoped,  even  almost  to  the  last,  and  against 
hope,  that  I  might  be  able  to  be  carried  to  Davenport  and  probably  taken 
in  a  litter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  rooms,  that  at  least  I  might  see  and  hear 
my  brethren  once  more.  But  this  was  not  to  be.  My  strength  is  almost 
gone,  and  I  can  only  send  through  you  this  message.  Tell  the  brethren 
in  Iowa  that  it  is  my  last  behest  that  they  live  up  to  the  teachings  of 
the  Fraternity ;  that  they  may  be  Masons  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  And 
tell  them,  also,  that  if  they  desire  to  perpetuate  my  memory,  if  I  have  done 
anything  which  deserves  recognition,  that  they  carry  on  the  work  I  have 
bcjgun  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Library.  Let  it  be  my  monument,  and  at  the 
.  same  time  an  enduring  monument  for  Masonrj'  in  Iowa.  Into  that 
Institution  my  whole  soul  and  the  best  years  of  my  life  have  been  woven." 

It  will  be  apparent  that  this  was  a  solemn  moment  to  the  brethren, 
for  it  was  sadly  accepted  as  a  last  message  from  a  dearly  beloved  and 
nwst  valued  brother  of  the  Craft  of  this  jurisdiction,  the  last  survivor 
of  those  present  at  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  one  who 
had  devoted  his  life  to  its  service. 

Resolutions  of  respect  and  love  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Ix>dge, 
and  we  are  especially  glad  to  note  that  a  Committee  of  Past  Grand 
Masters  was  appointed  to  personally  convey  the  same  to  him  at  his 
home  in  Cedar  Rapids. 

We  should  like  to  present  the  report  of  the  Committee  in  their  dis- 
charge of  this  sacred  and  never-to-be-forgotten  mission,  but  we  cannot 
mar  it  by  any  selection  therefrom.  It  will  grace  the  annals  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  in  memoriam  of  one  who  has  gone  before,  and  also  as  a 
delineation  of  the  strong  fraternal  ties  of  personal  friendship.  We  can 
appropriately  reproduce  the  message  returned  by  the  Committee : 

"  How  can  I  ever  be  grateful  and  thankful  enough  to  the  brethren 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa?     It  is  impossible.     My  heart  has  been 
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opened  and  unburdened  to  you  more  than  once  in  the  history  of  Masonry, 
and  now  to-night,  the  last  time  that  I  shall  ever  meet  your  members,  ex- 
cepting one  or  two  of  you  here  around  this  bed,  from  which  in  all  pos- 
sibility and  probability  I  shall  never  arise,  but  my  heart  will  rise,  I  have 
a  spirit  within  me  which  has  buoyed  me  upward  through  all  these  years, 
and  that  spirit  is  still  vigorous — though  feeble  in  the  body,  but  strong  in 
the  heart,  strong  in  that  mental  vision  which  I  have  for  that  grand 
future  which  I  can  see  open  up  before  me  and  around  me. 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  is  here  and  she  will  remain  here :  she  will  progress 
and  improve  and  build  upon  the  foundation  which  I  have  built  with  your 
assistance — all  around  me  will  continue  and  God's  blessing  shall  follow 
vou  through  your  Masonic  career. 

"  Oh,  I  am  so  glad,  brethren,  to  see  all  of  j^ou  again.  God  bless  you 
all." 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Librarian  are  as  full 
and  comprehensive  as  usual. 

The  Grand  Tiler  was  ordered  to  procure  a  United  States  flag  for  the 
use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  "  to  be  carried  at  the  head  of  the  lines  in  all 
public  processions,  and  displayed  in  the  East  at  all  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

From  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  there  had  been  disbursed  the  past  year 
to  thirty-two  beneficiaries,  $3,434.25.  Permanent  investments  of  the 
Fund,  $7,500. 

Recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  ; 
further  time  granted  upon  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Rica;  and  the  question  of  the  international  office  for  Alasonic  relations 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence.  We  judge  the 
Committee  will  not  need  to  spend  any  time  on  the  last. 

At  the  annual  election  of  Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  it  was 
ordered  that  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with,  and  tkat  the  Grand  Master  be 
authorized  to  vote  for  the  present  Grand  Secretary,  which  was  done,  and 
Theodore  S.  Parvin  was  elected  for  the  last  time. 

Provision  was  made  that,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  the  Deputy  Grand  Secretary,  W.*.  Newton  R.  Parvin,  should 
officiate  as  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Librarian  for  the  remainder  of 
the  Masonic  year.  Usually  the  filling  of  such  a  vacancy  would  be 
deemed  the  province  of  the  Grand  Master  elect. 

An  interesting  account  is  presented  of  the  social  incidents  carefully 
carried  out  by  the  brethren  of  Davenport  for  the  convenience  and  enter- 
tainment of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Well  might  the  historian 
say.  "  All's  well  that  end's  well." 

The  printed  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  in  exceeding  good 
taste,  and  the  volume  enhanced  in  value  by  portraits  and  biographical 
sketches,  library  illustrations,  etc. 

Receipts,  $27,457.77;  disbursements,  $24,044,07,  and  balance  on

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  ninth  annual  report  on  Correspondence  (115  pp.),  by  Rev.  Bro. 
J.  C.  W.  CoxE.  embraces  the  proceedings  of  fifty-three  Grand  Lodges. 
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Under  West  Virffinia  he  aptiy  says: 

**  The  doctrines  of  *  State  rights  *  and  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over 
candidates  brought  the  Most  Worshipful  into  collision  with  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  of  Ohio.  A  rejected  candidate  moved  from  West  Virginia 
to  Ohio,  acquired  residence,  petitioned  a  Lodge,  was  elected,  and  received 
the  degrees.  Grand  Master  Robinson  complained  to  the  Grand  Master 
of  Ohio,  only  to  be  assured  that  Ohio  did  not  recognize  the  right  of 
perpetual  jurisdiction ;  and  Bro.  Robinson  regards  the  application  of 
Ohio  law  to  candidates  from  West  Virginia  as  *  in  effect  an  invasion 
of  the  rights  which  we  claim  over  material  which  w^c  have  rejected.' 
What  will  he  do  about  it  ?  The  candidate  is  a  Mason ;  is  recognized  as 
such  in  Ohio  and  in  every  other  jurisdiction  which  rejects  the  dogma  of 
perpetual  right  in  condemned  material.  But  two  things  are  possible — 
they  can  shut  the  door  of  their  own  Lodges  to  all  such  claimants  for 
Masonic  recognition,  and  they  can  sever  fraternal  relations  with  all  Grand 
Lodges  offending  against  their  laws;  but — cut  bono  f  Better  get  into 
the  band  wagon  and  go  on  with  the  procession." 

New  York  for  1900  has  the  approbation  of  our  brother,  the  address 
of  Grand  Master  Pownall  being  termed  **  a  stately  and  dignified  paper." 
There  are  several  grains  of  truth  in  the  following: 

"  We  do  not  see  how  they  could  have  done  less  nor  otherwise. 
Admitting  the  principle  of  Grand  L^dge  sovereignty.  New  York  must  pro- 
tect its  own  honor;  under  the  same  principle,  Washington  had  (in  our 
view)  the  undoubted  right  to  make  the  declaration  that  it  did.  Pennsyl- 
vania holds  to  the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected 
material ;  Indiana  docs  not.  A  candidate  rejected  in  the  former  State 
acquires  residence  in  Indiana  and  is  made  a  Mason ;  is  Pennsylvania 
required  to  recognize  the  Masonic  status  of  such  Mason  if  he  knocks 
at  the  door  of  a  Keystone  Lodge?  Consistently  with  her  own  doctrine 
of  jurisdiction,  she  is  not;  does  she  thereby  challenge  the  universality 
of  Masonry?  Another  principle  needs  emphasis  quite  as  much  as  that  of 
Grand  Lodge  sovereignty,  which  is  that  of  Grand  Lodge  courtesy. 
*  Inherent  right,'  which  the  Washington  deliverance  emphasizes,  and 
which  Pennsylvania  insists  on  in  such  a  case  as  is  above  set  forth,  may 
become  essentially  wrong  if  insisted  on  in  defiance  or  denial  of  the  right 
of  another  jurisdiction  to  fix  the  Masonic  status  of  either  persons  or 
Lodges.  *  Rights '  are  not  absolute,  but  relative ;  and  mutual  charity 
ought  first  and  foremost  to  be  accorded  the  right  of  way.  *  Let  us  have 
peace.' " 

We  regret  to  note  that  this  is,  at  least  for  the  present,  our  brother's 
last  report.  We  have  enjoyed  his  work,  and  take  this  opportunity  of  con- 
veying our  admiration  for  him  as  a  Mason,  testifying  to  his  fearlessness 
in  standing  for  the  right,  his  innate  and  universal  courtesy,  and 
particularly  would  we  remember  the  many  more  than  generous  words  of 
fraternal  consideration  expressed  toward  the  writer  of  this  report.

M.'.  W.*.  Chables  J.  Webb,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
two  hundred  and  seventy -seven  Lodges,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
New  York  by  M.'.  W.'.  Maubice  L.  Stone. 
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The  Grand  Master  reported  that  Freemasonry  had  kept  pace  with  the 
substantial  prosperity  which  had  blessed  the  State.  One  new  Lodge  had 
been  created  by  dispensation,  and  to  the  memorial  scroll  had  been  added 
the  names  of  M.'.  W.'.  Bros.  Silas  E.  Sheldon  and  Moses  Adams, 
Past  Grand  Masters,  and  R.*.  W.'.  Cyrus  K.  Holliday,  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Master.  Three  schools  for  instruction  had  been  held  in  different 
parts  of  the  State,  to  the  manifest  advantage  of  the  Lodges  and  brethren. 

For  neglect  in  transmitting  annual  returns  by  January  10th,  a  large 
number  of  the  Lodges  ( forty -seven )  were,  under  the  strict  letter  of  the 
law,  not  entitled  to  representation  at  this  annual  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  It  being,  however,  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  this  penal 
clause,  the  offense  was  condoned;  and  we  doubt  not  there  will  be  few 
delinquents  another  year. 

The  Grand  Master  had  ordered  five  hundlred  dollars  transmitted  for  the 
relief  of  the  Galveston  sufferers. 

The  Masonic  Home  of  this  jurisdiction  being  located  in  Wichita, 
the  Grand  Master  suggested  that  it  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
a  visit  to  the  Home  and  thereby  become  acquainted  with  this  department 
of  work.    During  the  session  the  Grand  Lodge  visited  the  Home  in  a  body. 

The  report  of  the  Masonic  Home  Board  would  indicate  that  the  man- 
agement of  this  Institution  was  all  that  could  be  desired,  the  utmost 
harmony  prevailing  therein.  We  find  no  classification,  but  the  number 
of  inmates  is  forty-four,  with  a  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  of 
$139.88. 

Rev.  Stephen  S.  Estey,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  an  address  upon 
"  the  human  tendency  to  form  organizations,"  a  fine  effort,  and  it  was 
ordered  that  extra  copies  should  be  printed  for  distribution. 

It  was  ordered  that  every  Lodge  should  procure  and  display  the  United 
States  flag  at  each  Communication. 

Past  Grand  Master  Webb  was  honored  with  a  Past  Grand  Master's 
jewel  as  a  token  from  personal  friends. 

A  Past  Grand  Master's  jewel  of  elegant  design  was  also  presented  to 
M.*.  W.'.  Henry  G.  Loomis,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  in  concluding  his 
acceptance  thereof,  the  Most  Worshipful  brother  presented  the  same  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  regarded  hereafter  as  the  official  jekel  of  the 
Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  A  cut  of  this  and  also  the  one  to 
M.*.  W.'.  Bbo.  Webb  is  presented. 

The  Proceedings  are  enriched  by  biographical  sketches  and  portraits 
of  the  following  Past  Grand  Masters :  M.'.  W,".  Bros.  Charles  J.  Webb, 
Maurice  L.  Stone,  Willla.m  M.  Shaver,  and  Chji^es  C.  Colehan.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (221  pp.),  M.*.  W.'.  John  C.  Postle- 
THWAiTE,  is  a  faithful  reproduction  of  the  important  designs  upon  the 
trestle  board  of  sixty  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

New  York  for  1900  has  graceful  consideration,  the  translations  by 
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our  associate  W.*.  Bro.  Frenkel  and  our  statistical  work  being  made  use 
of. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  review  our  brother  presents  a  brief 
history  of  the  organization  of  each  Grand  Lodge,  with  other  items  of 
Masonic  importance.  We  avail  ourselves  of  that  portion  having  reference 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York : 

"  Organized  September  5,  1781.  There  were  five  Masonic  deputations 
granted  to  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  of  New  York  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England:  the  first  to  Col.  Daniel  Coxe,  June  5,  1730,  who  served 
two  years;  the  second  to  Capt.  Richard  Riqos,  in  1737.  His  term 
of  service  extended  over  fourteen  years;  third,  Francis  Goelet,  1751, 
serving  two  years:  fourth,  Georqe  Harrison,  1753,  serving  eighteen 
years;  and  fifth.  Sir  John  Johnson,  1771,  serving  ten  years.  The 
earliest  Lodge  of  which  any  record  has  been  preserved  was  in  full  work- 
ing order  and  had  probably  existed  for  some  time  on  January  24,  1738. 
Harrison  is  supposed  to  have  issued  warrants  for  sixteen  Lodges. 

'*  From  a  very  interesting  letter  written  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
referring  to  the  interesting  facts  connected  with  the  history  of  Free- 
masonry in  the  State  of  New  York  during  the  nineteenth  century,  we 
have  the  following: 

•*  *  In  the  year  1814  the  Grand  Master,  De  Witt  Clinton,  afterwards 
Governor  of  the  State,  assembled  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  several 
subordinate  Lodges,  and  in  procession,  in  full  regalia,  marched  to  the  place 
where  the  fort  or  earthwork  of  Fort  Masonic  in  Brooklyn  was  to  be 
erected,  and  on  its  completion  returned  in  a  similar  manner  to  the  city. 
In  1842  Greenfield  Pote,  Tiler  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  man  in  humble 
circumstances,  gave  the  first  dollar  toward  the  erection  of  the  present 
Masonic  Hall,  which  thirty-three  years  afterwards  was  dedicated.  In 
1890,  the  corner-stone  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Utica  was  laid,  and  two 
years  later  completed  and  dedicated.  In  1899  the  Craft  of  the  entire 
State,  on  the  31st  of  December  of  that  year,  observed  the  centennial  of 
the  death  of  Washington  by  appropriate  memorial  services  in  every 
village  and  city. 

••  •  Perhaps  one  of  the  best  evidences  of  the  latent  energies  of  the 
brethren,  when  properly  directed,  was  the  payment  of  the  debt  under 
the  leadership  of  Grand  Master  Lawrence.  That  matchless  Craftsman 
in  three  years  paid  a  debt  resting  upon  the  Craft  of  more  than  half  a 
million  dollars,  and  when  the  work  was  completed,  there  remained  a 
surplus  of  $106,000,  the  nucleus  for  the  building  of  our  present  Home. 

"  *  The  first  Grand  Master  in  the  nineteenth  century  was  Major-General 
Jacob  Morton.  It  was  he,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  inauguration  of 
George  Washington,  who  ran  to  his  Lodge  room — St.  John's,  No.  1 — 
iu  order  to  get  the  Bible  of  the  Lodge,  upon  which  Washington  took  the 
oath  of  office,  administered  by  Chancellor  Robert  R.  Livingston,  then 
Grand  Master. 

'* '  Governor  Dk  Witt  Clinton  was  fourteen  years  Grand  Master.  He 
was  followed  by  Daniel  D.  Tompkins,  a  former  Governor  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States.  Major-General 
Morgan  Lewis  was  Grand  Master  from  1880  to  1843.  Lewis  was  also 
Governor  of  the  State.  To  him  perhaps  more  than  to  any  other  man 
is  the  Craft  indebted  for  its  present  existence.  His  term  of  service 
covered  that  period  of  history  known  as  the  **  Morgan  excitement,"  when 
the  altars  of  Masonry  in  that  crusade  of  bigotry  and  fanaticism  were 
destroyed,  when  Church  and  State  united  to  overthrow  the  Fraternity. 
It  was  the  splendid  courage  of  Lewis  that  brought  order  out  of  chaos 
and  guided  the  Craft  through  the  turbulent  waters  into  its  future  sea  of 
prosperity.' "

M.\  W.'.  William  C.  McChord,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  four  hundred  and  forty-five  Lodges,  and  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Master  had  created  seven  new  Lodges  by  dispensation,  and 
reports  that  activity  had  characterized  the  Lodges.  A  large  portion  of 
the  address  is  occupied  with  matters  relative  to  the  erection  of  a  building 
for  the  uses  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  would  appear  from  the  interesting 
raumS  of  the  past  hundred  years  that  the  Grand  Lodge  impoverished 
itself  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home.  A  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  the 
comer-stone  of  the  building  was  laid  June  24,  1901.  In  the  arrangement 
of  this  building  our  brethren  are  very  judiciously  striving  for  good  rental 
results.  Apparently  the  Grand  Master  attached  undue  importance  to  the 
Communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  with  its  proposed 
International  Congress.  He  had  given  his  approval  thereto  and  suggested 
that  it  assemble  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  during  the  exposition  in  1903.  He 
very  wisely,  however,  said  that  any  co-operation  therein  would  depend 
on  the  essential  that  **  the  Congress  should  recognize  as  a  fundamental 
principle  the  existence  of  an  omnipotent  God,  the  Creator  and  Ruler  of 
the  universe."  Unquestionably  no  such  requirement  was  extant  at  the 
Congress  held  in  Paris  in  1900,  or  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  could  not 
have  participated  therein.  We  fail  to  see  any  utility  in  the  Congress  even 
if  composed  of  regular  Masonic  bodies. 

The  Home,  the  object  of  the  love  of  the  Craft  of  this  jurisdiction, 
was  commended,  and  words  of  praise  extended  for  the  faithful  service  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Their  work,  together  with  that  of  the  Craft  of 
this  jurisdiction,  has  furnished  an  object  lesson,  and  many  Grand  Juris- 
dictions are  following  in  the  footsteps  of  our  Kentucky  brethren. 

We  note  the  following  decisions.  It  would  seem  to  us  that  No.  3 
might  well  be  modified  for  the  convenience  of  Lodges. 

"  3.  A  secretary  was  elected  in  December,  1899,  and  was  re-elected  in 
December,  1900.  After  the  day  of  his  election,  but  before  he  was  in- 
stalled, he  asked  for  a  dimit  from  his  Lodge,  he  having  moved  out  of  the 
jurisdiction.  The  Lodge  asked  for  a  dispensation  to  hold  a  special  election 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  another  secretary.  Held :  That  the  secretary 
could  not  be  granted  a  dimit,  nor  could  he  resign  his  office ;  that  the  Grand 
Master  had  no  authority  to  grant  dispensation  to  hold  a  special  election. 

"  11.  Any  member  of  a  Lodge  has  the  right  to  object  to  a  visiting 
brother  remaining  in  the  Lodge,  and  he  can  not  be  compelled  to  give  his 
reasons  for  the  objection,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Master  to  request  the 
visitor  to  retire. 

"  13.  It  is  not  a  Masonic  offense  for  a  Mason  to  engage  in  selling 
spirituous  liquors,  or  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  sale  of  liquor  in  an  election 
to  test  the  sense  of  the  people  as  to  whether  the  sale  shall  be  prohibited. 

"  15.  An  officer  must  be  installed  on  or  before  the  next  stated  meeting 
of  the  Lodge,  and  the  failure  to  be  installed  at  such  a  meeting  after  his 
election  forfeits  his  right  to  the  office,  unless  the  time  of  installation  be 
extended,  which  the  Lodge  may  do  for  good  reason. 
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For  the  sufferers  in  the  Galveston  and  Jacksonville  calamities,  two 
hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  in  each  case. 

Sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  invested  with  Past  Grand  Master's 
jewels,  and  M.".  W.*.  Thomas  Todd,  th»  senior  living  Past  Grand 
Master,  in  responding  for  the  recipients,  stated  that  **  he  had  not  missed 
a  stated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  since  1847." 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  investigate  the  con< 
dition  and  management  of  the  Home  had  found  everything  satisfactory 
and  deserving  of  the  highest  commendation.  We  note  that  during  the 
annual  session  the  children  of  the  Home  were  formally  presented  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  in  contemplation  an  extension  of  its  plan  of 
practical  usefulness,  and  has  purchased  123i  acres  of  land,  with  improve- 
ments thereon,  near  Shelbyville,  and  contemplates  erecting  thereon  the 
Old  Masons'  Home.  In  the  meantime  the  buildings  on  the  plot  are  to  be 
utilized  so  that  the  work  can  be  Inaugurated  within  a  very  brief  period. 

A  question  of  moment  pertaining  to  the  internal  concern  of  the  Craft 
was  a  prominent  subject  for  discussion  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge ; 
and  while  we  have  no  desire  to  comment  thereon,  it  would  appear  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  assumed  a  wrong  position  in  declining  to 
furnish  the  money  and  accept  the  mortgage  bonds  on  the  new  Masonic 
Temple,  to  enable  the  (Jrand  Lodge  to  carry  out  its  plan.  The  resolutions 
subsoquently  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  legislation  enacted  will, 
we  think,  convince  the  Board  of  Directors  that  they  are  not  a  larger 
body  than  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  should  judge  that  the  personnel  of  the 
Board  might  be  somewhat  changed  at  another  election.  This  difference 
of  opinion  is  to  be  regretted,  and  to  an  outsider  appears  unaccountable. 

The  Grand  Lodge  wisely  and  constitutionally  declined  to  give  its 
approval  to  a  resolution  that  "  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  requested  to 
establish  in  their  jurisdiction  a  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  for  the  ladies 
of  Masonry." 

It  was  decided  that  "  an  applicant  for  affiliation  must  be  made  to  the 
nearest  Lodge."  This  is  conformable  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  but  we  know  of  no  general  principle  of  Masonry  which  makers  it  a 
requirement.  It  is  generally  held  that  a  Master  Mason  can  make  his  own 
selection  of  a  Masonic  Home,  and  it  should  be  so.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (121  pp.)  is  an  excellent  review,  with 
comments,  where  necessary,  of  the  proceedings  of  forty-nine  Grand 
liodgos,  by  M.*.  W.'.  James  W.  Statox,  New  York  for  1901  being  in- 
cluded. 

Upon  the  subject  of  Masonic  Homes  our  brother  says  under  Wwcorwin: 

**  He  [the  reporter]  does  not  seem  to  be  very  much  struck  on  Masonic 
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Homes  at  best ;  it  may  not  work  well  in  Wisconsin,  but  it  certainly  has 
in  Kentucky,  and  has  been  a  relief  that  could  not  have  been  obtained  in 
any  other  way.  We  have  had  a  fearful  struggle  within  these  many  years 
and  until  recently.  We  have  had  to  clear  the  way  for  the  establishment 
of  Homes  in  other  jurisdictions ;  but  with  all  the  trials  and  troubles  that 
we  have  passed  through,  our  experience  has  been  that  our  Masonic  Home 
has  accomplished  what  no  other  method  could  have  done^within  this  juris- 
diction, and  we  are  glad  that  our  experience  has  been  a  profit  to  other 
jurisdictions  as  well  as  to  our  own.'* 

Our  brother  in  alluding  to  the  death  rate  of  the  Masonic  Home  of 
New  York  (Report  of  1901)  remarks,  "  It  seems  a  large  per  cent,  when 
considered  in  comparison  with  the  Kentucky  Home."  With  us  the  year 
1900  was  exceptional ;  but  there  really  is  no  just  comparison,  the  personnel 
of  the  two  Homes  is  entirely  different.  The  Kentucky  Home  is  composed 
largely  of  children,  whereas  our  preponderance  is  of  aged  people ;  and 
1>esides  our  classification  is  different.  We  desire  to  say  that  while  we 
have  about  sixty  children  there  has  not  been  a  death  among  them  since 
the  organization  of  the  Home. 

We  have  as  an  appendix  (112  pp.)  to  the  Proceedings  an  account  of 
the  doings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  from  1800  to  1824  inclusive,  compiled 
under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  R.'.  W.".  H.  B.  Grant,  Grand 
Secretary.  It  is  illustrated  with  cuts  and  sketches  of  the  Past  Grand 
Masters  and  embraces  other  valuable  information.  We  presume  it  is 
designed  to  continue  the  series  up  to  1900,  as  a  centennial  record.

Samuel  M.  Todd. 

The  Grand  Master  introduces  his  address  with  a  brief  reference  to 
the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

*'  In  looking  back  over  the  history  of  Freemasonry  in  Louisiana  we  find 
that  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  almost  a  century 
ago  (June  12,  1812)  by  five  Lodges.  One  of  these  rx)dges  was  chartered 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina  in  1773 ;  the  other  four  were 
chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pcnnsvlvania,  in  1802,  1810,  and  1811, 
respectively.  From  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  thus  organized, 
charters  were  issued  to  Lodges  in  our  sister  States  of  Texas  and  Arkan- 
sas, which  organized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  in  1838,  and  the  Grand 
Ijodge  of  Arkansas  in  1842.  This  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  also 
issued  charters  creating  Lodges  in  other  Southern  States,  as  well  as  in 
Mexico  and  Cuba.  Thus,  beginning  with  but  five  Lodges  in  1812,  this 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  has  built  up  in  this  jurisdiction  138 
constitutent  Lodges  with  a  membership  of  about  (>,()00;  created  a  Relief 
I^dge  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  known  as  the  Louisiana  Relief  Lodge, 
No.  1,  F.  and  A.  M.,  where  aid  and  assistance  are  bestowed  on  all  worfhy 
^lasons  asking  it,  from  all  portions  of  the  globe ;  and,  finally,  has  given 
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to  us  this  beautiful  Masonic  Temple,  the  joy  and  pride  of  all  the  Masons 
of  Louisiana." 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  was  reported  as  veiy  satisfactory,  with 
three  new  Lodges  created  by  dispensation.  Upon  intelligence  of  the  great 
destruction  resulting  from  the  Galveston  storm,  the  Grand  Master  had 
wired  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars ;  and,  in  response  to  his  appeal,  the 
contributions  by  the  Lodges  had  swelled  the  amount  to  $1,185. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  rapidly  liquidating 
the  indebtedness  resting  upon  the  Masonic  Temple.  Bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $10,000  had  been  retired  the  past  year,  with  an  expectation  of  doing 
as  wcU  the  coming  year,  and  the  satisfaction  of  looking  forward  to  a 
complete  cancellation  within  three  years. 

An  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  was  made  to  aid  in  the  erec- 
tion of  a  marble  monument  over  the  tomb  of  the  late  Past  Grand  Master 
M.\  W.*.  John  Q.  A.  Fellows. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  General  Regulations  and 
Edicts  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Good  judgment  was  exercised  in  the  disposition  of  the  following: 

.  "  Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  has  been 
referred  the  application  of  Linn  Wood  Lodge  seeking  official  interposition 
with  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  gratify  the  aspiration,  by 
promotion,  of  a  brother  now  serving  in  a  military  capacity,  begs  leave 
respectfully  to  report  that  we  find  this  proposition  so  at  variance  with 
the  functional  obligations  of  a  Masonic  body,  that  we  are  constrained  to 
conjure  the  brethren  to  listen  to  the  still  small  voice  after  the  tumult 
of  an  innovation  has  been  hushed,  and  to  adhere  to  the  landmark,  as  well 
as  the  unwritten  laws  of  Masonry ;  therefore,  be  it 

**  Resolved^  That  the  aforementioned  application  be  not  entertained, 
and  the  requests  be  hereby  denied." 

We  do  not  find  that  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  any  report 
on  the  following  resolutions  : 

'•  WnEREAS,  The  Grand  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  has  learned  that 
recently,  to  wit,  October  4,  1900,  the  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  organized  a  Sovereign  Grand  Chapter, 
and 

Whereas,  The  said  Order,  while  no  part  of  Masonry,  is  a  most  im- 
portant adjunct  thereto,  being  composed  exclusively  of  Master  Masons, 
their  wives,  widows,  mothers,  sisters,  and  daughtei-s ;  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  hails  with  pleasure  the  co-opera- 
tion thus  afforded  in  the  department  of  humanitarian  effort. 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby  decrees  that  the  renting 
or  loaning  of  a  Lodge  room  to  a  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
is  not  obnoxious  to  the  provisions  of  our  regulations  concerning  joint 
occupancy." 

Receipts,  $24,155.50 ;  disbursements,  $23,749.97,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$1,749.54.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.'.  W.*.  and  Rev.  Herman  C.  Duncax  presents  the  report  on 
Correspondence  (72  pp.).  Our  brother  has  adopted  the  topical  form, 
and  we  hope  it  is  satisfactory  to  the  Craft  of  Louisiana.     We  mildly 
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intimate  that  ofttimes  decisions  made  in  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  are 
sound  interpretations  of  Masonic  law  therein,  while  they  may  not  conform 
to  the  local  law  and  regulations  of  Louisiana. 

It  is  rather  late  in  the  day  to  raise  the  question  whether  **  an  error  had 
not  been  committed  "  in  the  initiation  of  Bbo.  George  Washington,  he 
being  at  that  time  a  few  months  under  age.  It  was  lawful  and  regular 
then,  however. 

We  agree  with  our  brother  that  "  every  properly  made  Mason  should 
be  recognized  as  such  wherever  he  may  travel  ;'*  and  that  one  made  such 
under  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  in  a  country  where  that  is  the 
dominant  Rite,  is  just  as  regular  as  the  Master  Mason  made  in  bodies 
under  what  is  commonly  termed  the  York  Rite.  Any  effort  toward  the 
attainment  of  one  universal  Rite  is  visionary  in  character.

M.*.  W.'.  WiNFiELD  S.  Coate,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
one  hundred  and  ninety  Lodges,  eleven  Past  Grand  Masters;  New  York 
by  R.*.  W.*.  Marquis  F.  King;  and  M.*.  W.\  George  I.  McAllister, 
Grand  Master,  and  M.*.  W.'.  Charles  C.  Hayes,  Past  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  as  visitors. 

The  firat  business  in  order  was  an  appropriation  of  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  sufferers. 

The  Grand  blaster  had  created  two  new  Lodges  by  dispensation  and 
reported  the  condition  of  the  Craft  to  be  good.  As  illustrative  of  the 
growth  of  Freemasonry  during  the  past  century,  we  quote  the  following 
from  the  Grand  Master's  address : 

"  At  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century  there  were  fourteen  Grand 
Lodges  in  existence  in  the  United  States.  All  of  the  original  thirteen 
States  of  the  Union,  except  Delaware,  had  organized  a  Grand  Lodge; 
these,  with  Vermont  and  Kentucky,  made  up  the  fourteen.  The  dates 
of  their  several  organizations  are  as  follows:  Massachusetts,  1777; 
Virginia,  1778;  Maryland,  1783;  Pennsylvania,  1786;  Georgia,  December 
16,  and  New  Jersey,  December  18,  1786;  North  Carolina,  1787;  New 
York,  1781 ;  South  Carolina,  1787 ;  Connecticut,  July  8,  and  New  Hamp- 
shire, July  18,  1789 ;  Rhode  Island,  1791 ;  Vermont,  1794,  and  Kentucky, 
1800.  Delaware  followed  in  1806,  and  from  that  date  the  other  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  United  States  organized  as  follows :  Ohio,  1808 ;  District 
of  Columbia,  1810;  Louisiana,  1812;  Tennessee,  1813;  Indiana,  January 
12,  and  Mississippi,  July  27,  1818;  Maine,  1820;  Alabama  and  Missouri, 
1821;  Florida,  1830;  Arkansas,  1832;  Texas,  1837;  Illinois,  1840;  Wis- 
consin, 1843;  Iowa,  January  8,  and  Michigan,  September  14,  1844; 
California,  April  28,  and  Kansas,  March  17,  1850 ;  Oregon,  1851 ;  Minne- 
sota, 1853 ;  Nebraska,  1857 ;  Washington,  1858 ;  Colorado,  1861 ;  Nevada, 
Januarv  16,  and  West  Virginia,  May  11,  1865;  Montana,  1866;  Idaho, 
1867 ;  Utah,  1872 ;  Indian  Territory,  October  5,  and  Wyoming,  December 
15,  1874;  South  Dakota,  1875;  New  Mexico,  1877;  Arizona,  1882;  North 
Dakota,  1889;  Oklahoma,  1892. 
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"  The  fourteen  Grand  Jurisdictions  which  were  in  existence  at  the 
bej^innin^  of  the  century  now  have  a  membership  of  322,259.  Those 
organized  during  the  century  have  a  membership  or  470,901. 

**  The  returns  of  the  Lodges  in  the  United  States  in  1892-93  showed  a 
membership  of  689,587.  Those  of  1898-99  a  membership  of  799,220, 
or  an  increase  during  six  years  of  109,033,  or  more  than  18,000  per 
year. 

"  There  are  50  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States,  one  in  each  State, 
and  one  each  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Territories  of  Arizona, 
New  Mexico,  and  Oklahoma,  and  in  Indian  Territory. 

"  These  are  but  few  of  the  facts  which  forcibly  illustrate  the  growth 
of  Masonry  during  the  century  just  past ;  they  show  that  that  growth  is 
marked  and  steady,  and  we  may  well  look  forward  to  a  still  greater 
increase  in  the  future." 

The  Grand  Master  directed  attention  to  a  Communication  received 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  looking  to  "  the  establishment  of 
continuous  relations  between  the  different  Masonic  Powers  of  the  Globe, 
irrespective  of  their  denomination  or  their  Rite,  with  a  view  to  their 
mutu&l  support  in  the  research  of  scientific,  philosophical,  and  sociological 
truths." 

As  we  read  the  results  and  note  the  component  parts  of  the  Interna- 
tional Masonic  Congresses  held  heretofore ;  viz.,  in  Paris,  1899 ;  Antwerp, 
1894;  The  Hague,  1896;  and  Paris,  1900,  especially  the  latter,  we  incline 
to  the  opinion  that  the  elements  of  Freemasonry  formed  the  least  part  of 
the  deliberations  held  thereat.  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  was  granted  further  time  wherein  to 
report. 

The  Grand  Master  presented  a  paper  in  respect  to  a  Masonic  Home, 
which  was  referred  to  the  trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund. 

A  cablegram  was  received  from  the  Grand  Representative  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  near  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  and  in  close 
connection  therewith  the  following  was  ordered :  *'  That  our  relations 
with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  to  be  reported  on  next  year." 

Under  the  head  of  spurious  Grand  Lodges  predicated  on  documents 
from  certain  parties  in  Ohio  and  Kentucky  claiming  to  represent  Grand 
Lodges,  and  desiring  an  investigation  of  their  claims,  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  reported  no  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be 
necessary : 

**  There  is  no  need  of  any  investigation,  as  the  history  of  those  organi- 
zations, from  their  very  inception  to  the  present  time,  is  well  known  to 
the  Craft.  They  both  spring  from  the  same  source  and  were  organized 
in  such  utter  defiance  of  Masonic  law  and  usage  as  to  make  them  gross 
frauds  upon  the  community ;  not  merely  irregular,  but  utterly  spurious 
and  clandestine.  They  know  that  no  regular  Grand  Lodge  in  the  world 
will  recognize  them  ;  and  these  circulars  are  sent  out  merely  to  gain  a 
little  notoriety.  They  should  not  be  allowed  to  succeed  even  in  this,  and 
should  be  treated  as  nearly  as  possible  with  the  contempt  of  silence." 

Official  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia. 

A  claim  had  been  made  by  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  for  Oakland, 
Cal.,  through  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  for 
the  reimbursement  of  exi>ense9  paid  for  the  care  and  burial  of  a  member 
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of  a  Lodge  in  Maine,  amounting  to  $149.  It  would  appear  that  with  the 
exception  of  fifteen  dollars  (since  paid),  no  authority  had  been  given 
therefor  by  the  Lodge  in  Maine.  The  committee  reported  "  that  there  was 
no  cause  for  action  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge,"  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  reaffirmed  the  following: 

"  This  Grand  Lodge  has  already  often  decided  that  Masonic  charity 
can  neither  be  bought  nor  sold.  It  has  repudiated  the  modern  invention, 
that  when  a  man  becomes  a  Mason  he  huys  the  right  to  be  relieved  to  the 
full  extent  of  his  wants  when  in  distress,  even  to  his  full  support.  It  still 
requires  candidates  to  declare  in  their  petition  for  admission  that  they  are 
*  uninfluenced  by  mercenary  mptives.*  It  holds  that  when  a  Mason  joins 
a  Lodge,  he  does  not  increase  or  change  his  right  to  relief  in  distress. 
The  Lodge  is  in  this  respect  an  association  of  brethren,  and  is  bound  by 
the  same  principles  as  the  individual  brother.  It  maintains  the  ancient 
doctrine  that  a  Mason's  right  of  relief  grows  out  of  his  hcing  a  Mason, 
and  is  limited  not  only  by  the  extent  of  his  distress,  but  also  by  the 
ability  of  his  brother,  of  which  such  brother  is  the  solo  judge  under  his 
Masonic  obligations.  It  finds  nowhere  in  ancient  usage  or  law  any 
warrant  for  the  modern  doctrine  held  to  by  a  few,  that  one  brother  can 
determine  the  ability  of  another  and  relieve  distress  in  his  name  and  on 
his  account  without  his  consent,  and  even — ^as  in  this  case — against  his 
protest.  It  follows  that  Masonic  charity  creates  no  pecuniary  debt,  either 
upon  the  part  of  the  brother  relieved  or  any  one  else."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (295  pp.)  is,  as  usual,  a  valuable  paper. 
The  transactions  of  sixty-nine  Grand  Bodies  receive  a  critical  review  by 
M.'.  W.'.  JosiAH  H.  Dbummond,  a  fine  engraving  of  whom  forms  a 
frontispiece  to  the  printed  volume. 

New  York  for  1900  has  fraternal  attention.  Grand  Master  Pownall 
being  complimented  on  his  "  able  and  well-written  address."  We  respect- 
fully correct  our  brother  on  one  point.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
had  no  edict  to  rescind,  but  we  think,  under  the  circumstances,  the  Grand 
Master  very  properly  declined  to  appoint  Representatives. 

Our  brother,  in  commenting  upon  the  Pennsylvania  insistence  of  the 
effect  of  its  law  in  the  case  of  the  rejected  candidate  who  was  formerly 
a  resident  of  the  State  of  New  York,  says : 

"  But  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania,  holding,  as  we  think,  more 
strictly  to  the  letter  of  the  law  than  the  spirit,  held,  that  under  these 
circumstances,  the  Pennsylvania  Lodge  could  not  receive  its  petition." 

The  importance  of  our  brother*s  paper  upon  the  "  Law  of  Territorial 
Jurisdiction  "  would  warrant  its  reproduction  in  full,  but  we  must  forego. 
Without  any  attempt  to  present  the  argument,  it  would  seem  to  be 
established,  that  in  the  three  countries,  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland : 

(1.)  There  can  be  but  one  Grand  or  Mother  Lodge  holden  in  each  of 
the  three  countries. 

(2.)  No  assembly,  convocation,  meeting,  or  Lodge  called  or  held  in  any 
place  within  the  jurisdiction  of  either  of  the  three  established  Grand 
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Lodged,  without  their  several  warrants,  will  be  recognized  or  suffered  to 
exist.  • 

(3.)  The  same  being  contrary  to  the  ancient  laws  and  Constitutions 
of  the  Fraternity.

167th  Anniversary.  BOSTON.  December  27,  1901. 

M.'.  W.'.  Charles  T.  Gallagher,  Grand  Master,  three  Past  Grand 
Masters,  representatives  of  Lodges,  and  a  large  number  of  brethren. 

We  have  the  various  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  from  September 
12,  1900,  to  October  8,  1901,  inclusive.  The  Grand  Lodge  had  been  con- 
vened upon  many  occasions  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  special 
celebrations.    We  note  the  following: 

1900,  October  3 :     Centennial  of  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  at  Barre. 

1901,  June  9 :    Centennial  of  Rural  Lodge,  at  Quincy. 

Upon  this  occasion  it  is  recorded  that  the  Grand  Master  carried  the 
mahogany  casket  containing  the  golden  urn,  fashioned  by  Paul  Revere, 
which  encloses  the  lock  of  hair  of  Bro.  George  Washington  presented 
by  his  widow,  after  his  death,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  and 
received  by  M.'.  W.'.  Samuel  Dunn,  then  Grand  Master,  who  signed  the 
charter  of  Rural  Lodge. 

1901,  June  10 :     Centennial  of  Aurora  Lodge,  at  Fitchburg. 

1901,  June  10:    Centennial  of  Mount  Lebanon  Lodge,  at  Boston. 

1901,  June  25 :    Centennial  of  Fraternal  Lodge,  at  Hyannis. 

1901,  October  8:     Centennial  of  Pacific  Lodge,  at  Amherst. 

Quarterly  Communication,  September  12,  1900. 

The  Grand  Lodge  became  the  possessor  of  portraits  of  two  of  the 
earliest  known  Secretaries  of  Masonic  bodies  in  Boston,  Peter  Pelham 
and  his  son  Charles. 

Quarterly  Communication,  December  12,  1900. 

The  representatives  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  Lodges  were 
present,  and  the  Grand  Master  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 

St  Andrew  Lodge  of  Boston  added  $500  to  the  "  Lodge  of  St.  Andrew 
Fund." 

An  appropriation  of  $500  was  made  to  the  Committee  on  Charity.

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At  the  stated  Communication,  held  December  27,  1900,  occurred  the 
installation  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  the  celebration  of  the  Feast  of  Saint 
John  the  Evangelist. 

It  is  impossible  to  present  any  synopsis  of  the  good  things  embraced  in 
the  literary  portion  of  this  feast;  to  enjoy,  read.  We  content  ourselves 
with  the  introductory  by  Grand  Master  Gallagher,  who,  by  the  way,  is 
a  capital  toast-master. 

"The  Grand  Master. — ^July  30th,  in  the  Year  of  Light  5733,  the 
Right  Honorable  and  R.*.  W.'.  Anthony  Lord  Viscount  Montague,  Grand 
Master  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  in  England,  sent  greetings  to  Henry 
Price,  and  in  the  charter  wherein  he  created  him  Grand  Master,  he 
concluded  by  saying :  '  And  lastly  we  will  and  require  that  our  said  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Master  of  New  England  do  annually  cause  the  brethren  to 
keep  the  Feast  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  and  dine  together  on  that  day 
or  (in  case  any  accident  should  happen  to  prevent  their  dining  together 
on  that  day)  on  any  other  day  near  that  time  as  he  shall  judge  most 
fit,  as  is  done  here.     .     .     .' 

*•  Ten  years  later,  when  Lord  Ward,  Baron  of  Birmingham,  County  of 
Warwick,  Grand  Master  of  F.  and  A.  M.  of  England,  appointed  Thoicas 
OxNARD  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  North  America,  the  same  injunc- 
tion was  repeated. 

*"  Ten  years  later,  when  our  Grand  Lodge  established  a  Lodge  in 
Newport,  the  warrant  from  the  Grand  Master  in  Boston  concludes: 
*And  lastly  that  they  do  annually  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  the  Feast 
of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist,  and  dine  together  on  that  day,  or  as  near 
that  day  as  shall  be  judged  most  convenient.'  Following  this  was  a 
list  of  the  brethren.  Master  Masons,  made  by  Abraham  Savage  at 
Crown  Point,  in  175d. 

"In  1763  the  Feast  was  kept;  and  a  common  form  in  these  charters 
was  that  it  should  be  enjoined  in  all  these  jurisdictions  that  the  Feast  of 
Saint  John  the  Evangelist  should  be  observed. 

•*  In  1773  there  must  have  been  a  great  feast,  for  *  the  tables  being 
furnished,  the  brethren  (with  the  guests)  enjoyed  themselves  agreeably 
to  the  festivity  of  the  day.'  And  in  the  account  of  expenses  for  fifty 
dinners,  there  were  thirteen  double  bowls  of  punch,  twelve  bottles  of  port 
and  seventeen  of  Madeira.  At  this  Feast,  there  being  at  that  time  two 
rival  Grand  Lodges  in  Massachusetts,  the  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master  was 
pleased  to  direct  three  *  brethren  '  as  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  other 
Grand  Master,  *  M.*.  W.'.  John  Rowe,  Esquire,  and  his  Grand  Officers 
and  brethren  at  their  office  at  Colonel  Ingersoll's,  to  acquaint  them 
their  healths  would  be  drunk  at  half  after  four  o'clock.  The  committee 
returned  for  answer  that  Grand  Master  Rowe  and  brethren  convened 
would  return  the  compliment  at  that  period.'  This  was  at  the  installa- 
tion of  Joseph  Warren,  of  lamented  memory,  as  Grand  Master. 

*•  Notwithstanding  the  troublous  times  after  1773,  the  Feast  of  Saint 
John  the  Evangelist  was  celebrated  on  December  27,  1776.  Joseph 
Webb  was  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Col.  Paul  Revere  was  Senior 
Grand  Warden.  It  is  stated  that  about  thirty  of  the  brethren  were 
present,  the  record  bearing  the  conclusion :  *  All  settled  and  paid — a 
very  genteel  entertainment.' 

'*  Again  in  1778  the  Hon.  General  Gates,  and  such  of  his  family  who 
were  Masons,  were  invited  to  attend  the  Feast  of  Saint  John,  and  there 
were  one  hundred  and  three  Brethren  present. 

"  In  1779  the  feast  was  again  celebrated  on  the  27th  of  December, 
and  it  must  have  been  indeed  a  notable  occasion,  for  a  committee  was 
appointed  at  a  previous  meeting  *  to  treat  with  Bro.  Wort  for  an  elegant 
dinner,'  and  the  celebration  was  ordered  to  be  inserted  in  two  public 
newspapers.  Sixty  or  seventy  brethren  are  recorded  as  being  present, 
and  •  the  celebration  was  conducted  with  dignity,  propriety,  and  harmony, 
such  as  to  be  found  an  Injoyd  only  among  Masons.' 

'*  Wendell  Phillips,  in  his  lecture  on  '  The  Lost  Arts,'  used  to  begin 
by  stating  that  the  first  time  he  delivered  it  was  at  what  he  called  a 
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lyceum ;  and  that  the  people  of  Boston  and  New  England  knew  but  two 
meetings — the  Town  Meeting,  where  there  was  acrimonious  discussion, 
and  an  occasional  fist  fight  outside  to  settle  differences;  and  the  Prayer 
Meeting,  which  was  decorous  and  quiet,  and  properly  observed.  Between 
these  two  extremes  the  people  had  no  knowledge  or  acquaintance; 
and  when  he  delivered  his  lecture  on  *  The  Lost  Arts,'  it  being  in  a 
church,  the  people  were  in  doubt  whether  they  should  applaud,  or  whether 
they  should  dispute  with  the  lecturer ;  but  the  boys,  he  said,  compromised 
the  matter  by  playing  quorum  in  the  galleries,  and  seeing  who  CQuId 
jump  the  farthest  from  the  steps  into  the  entry  below. 

**  I  feel  sometimes  as  if  our  brethren  in  Masonry,  recognizing  the 
religious  character  of  the  Institution,  had,  in  observing  this  Feast  of  Saint 
John  the  Evangelist,  found  a  comfortable,  midway,  common,  every-day 
good  time  betw^een  the  serious  side  of  Masonry  and  the  rougher  and  more 
troublous  times  of  life.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  Feast  was  faithfully 
observed  by  them,  and,  as  I  found  it  expressed  by  the  old  records,  *  with 
decency  and  mirth.* 

'*  These  comparisons  and  this  little  historical  narrative  give  a  cue  to  the 
way  in  which  we  should  enjoy  the  Feast  of  St,  John.  We  come  here  for 
a  good  time,  but  we  do  not  forget  the  day  or  the  occasion ;  we  do 
not  forget  those  eminent  Christian  patrons  of  Masonry,  toward  whom 
we  look  and  to  whom  we  bow;  the  elder  St.  John,  the  Baptizer,  who 
lived  a  life  of  suffering  and  martyrdom,  and  was  brought  to  his  un- 
timely end  by  the  machinations  of  a  dancing  girl  with  a  mother  of 
questionable  repute,  and  the  weakness  of  a  false  king;  and  the  younger 
St.  John,  the  Evangelist.  So  far  as  Scripture  states  the  Evangelist 
never  met  the  Baptizer.  except  when  he  heard  him  preach  at  Bethany. 
The  one,  the  holy  St.  John  the  Baptist,  whose  day  we  celebrate  on  the 
24th  of  June;  and  the  other,  the  Evangelist^  whose  day  we  celebrate 
to-day,  are  our  eminent  Christian  patrons  ot  Masonry,  represented  in 
every  Lodge  by  the  parallel  lines ;  and  to  them  we  pledge  anew  our 
devotion,  our  reverence  and  our  loyalty.  I  desire  you,  brethren,  to  join 
with  me  in  drinking  this  our  first  regular  toast:  To  the  Memory  of  the 
Holy  Saints  John." 

Quarterly  Communication,  March  13,  1901. 

A  memorial  was  presented  by  two  brethren,  who  had  been  respectively 
elected  as  Junior  Warden  and  Treasurer  of  a  Lodge,  protesting  against 
the  ruling  of  the  Grand  Master  in  forbidding  their  installation  to  office. 
The  action  of  the  Grand  Master  was  predicated  upon  the  law  of  this 
jurisdiction,  forbidding  any  connection  with  the  Cerneau  or  other  bodies 
not  recognized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.  It  is  almost  needless  to  say  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master 
was  unanimously  sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

An  amendment  was  adopted  allowing  dual  membership  in  Lodges. 
We  recognize  the  fact  that  it  is  a  question  of  sentiment,  but  nevertheless 
we  do  not  approve  of  the  principle. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  R.\  W.'.  George 
H.  Taber,  Past  Grand  Junior  Warden,  and  its  oldest  permanent  member. 
This  venerable  brother  is  ninety-three  years  of  age,  and  the  remarkable 
statement  is  made  that  in  all  these  years  **  afloat  or  ashore,  he  had  not 
spent  twenty-four  hours  in  bed  on  account  of  sickness." 

Quarterly  Communication,  June  12,  1901. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  in  the  receipt  of  a  bequest  of  $20,000,  from 
the  estate  of  Bro.  Franklin  S.  Pratt,  to  be  added  to  the  Masonic  Edu- 
cation and  Charity  Fund. 

A  charter  was  granted  to  one  new  Lodge,  and  the  usual  quarterly 
appropriation  of  JP500  made  to  the  Committee  on  Charity. 
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Quarterly  Communication,  September  11,  1901. 

Resolutions  of  sympathy  for'  the  President,  Bro.  William  McKinley 
were  adopted,  and  the  hope  expressed — to  which  at  that  time  every  heart 
responded — that  his  life  might  be  spared. 

The  surrender  of  the  charter  of  Aconcagua  Lodge  of  Chile  was 
accepted ;  and  we  note  the  presence  at  this  session  of  W.*.  James  B. 
Seneb,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia. 

General  Fund,  receipts,  |194,140.85;  disbursements,  $206,285.27,  and 
balance  on  hand,  $3,203.23.  Amount  paid  on  the  new  Masonic  Temple 
to  date,  $523,221.30. 

M.'.  W.'.  Charles  T.  Gallaqueb  (Boston),  Grand  Master,  re-elected, 
and  R.*.  W.*.  Sereno  D.  Nickerson  {Boston),  Recording  Grand  Secre- 
tary, re-elected.

M.*.  W.*.  LiTciAN  E.  Wood,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  Lodges,  and  fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters. 

Bro.  William  C.  Maybury,  Mayor  of  the  city,  in  an  eloquent  address, 
welcomed  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  M.'.  W.*.  Frank 
T.  Lodge,  Past  Grand  Master,  on  behalf  of  the  city  Lodges,  extended  a 
fraternal  greeting. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  with  sadness  the  deaths  of  two  Past 
Grand  Masters,  M.*.  W.'.  Bros.  Alanson  Partridge  and  Edward  L. 
BowRiNG.  He  had  created  three  new  Lodges  by  dispensation,  had  ordered 
$500  transmitted  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by  the  Galveston  calamity, 
and  recites  the  incidents  of  various  public  ceremonials.  His  recommenda- 
tion that  the  Grand  Lodge  furnish  a  room  in  the  Masonic  Home  building, 
met  with  approval  and  it  will  be  designated  as  "  the  Grand  Lodge  room." 

We  admire  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Master  in  limiting  the  decisions 
reported  by  him  to  such  as  were  not  readily  comprehended  by  reference  to 
the  Blue  Book. 

The  report  of  the  special  Committee  on  Masonic  Charity  embraces 
some  novel  features,  but  its  general  plan  docs  not  impress  us  favorably. 
Possibly  the  year*s  reflection  to  be  given  to  it  may  be  beneficial.  It  strikes 
us  as  not  practical. 

Acknowledgment  was  made  of  the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  "  The  History 
of  Freemasonry  in  Canada,"  M.'.  W.*.  J.  Ross  Robertson,  as  the  gift 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada. 

Recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

Upon  the  re<*ommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted  limiting  jurisdiction  over 
rejected  candidates  to  five  years. 
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"  These,  amendments  relate  to  the  personal  jurisdiction  that  Lodges 
have  over  their  rejected  material  wherever  residing,  usually  termed  per- 
petual jurisdiction.  Under  the  present  law,  if  a  candidate  for  the  degrees 
is  rejected,  he  is  ever  after  the  material  of  the  Lodge  so  long  as  he  resides 
within  the  State;  and  if  he  moved  into  a  State  with  a  law  like  ours,  it 
respects  the  law  of  this  State.  If,  however,  he  removes  into  a  State  that 
does  not  recognize  perpetual  jurisdiction,  our  law  is  not  respected,  and  it 
will  receive  and  act  upon  the  petition  of  a  candidate  under  its  own  law, 
completely  ignoring  our  law  of  perpetual  jurisdiction.  It  is  safe  to  say 
about  one-half  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges  recognize  this  doctrine 
and  the  other  half  are  occasionally  repealing  this  law,  opening  the  iron 
hand  of  despotism  and  recognizing  the  fact  that  a  man  can  reform,  and 
should  not  be  eternally  under  the  ban  of  bad  report.  Repentance  and  for- 
giveness are  l^^asonic  jewels,  to  be  regarded  and  practised  by  all  good 
Masons. 

•*  The  proposed  amendment,  if  adopted,  will  give  the  Lodges  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  material  above  mentioned  for  five  years,  when  the  lien 
will  be  raised  and  a  rejected  candidate,   if  he   has   removed  from   the 

i'urisdiction  of  the  Lodge  that  rejected  him,  may  apply  to  a  Lodge  where 
le  resides  for  the  degrees,  the  Lodge  which  rejected  him  having  no  further 
jurisdiction  over  him." 

The  report  of  the  Masonic  Home  would  indicate  that  the  policy  of 
the  Board  of  Control  was  along  harmonious  lines ;  various  necessary 
improvements  were  suggested.  Number  of  inmates,  45;  viz.,  35  men, 
9  women;  and  1  boy.    Per  capita  cost  of  maintenance,  $151.32. 

A  cablegram  was  ordered  transmitted  to  Edward  VII.,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  tendering  profound  sympathy  in  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death 
of  **  his  illustrious  mother,  the  noble  Queen  of  England." 

M.'.  W.*.  Hugh  McCurdy,  Past  Grand  Master,  gave  the  brethren 
an  interesting  talk  upon  the  early  days  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  we 
opine  from  the  addendum  to  the  printed  account  that  we  outsiders  have 
missed  the  lest  part. 

R.'.  W.\  Arthur  M.  Clark,  Grand  Lecturer  for  twenty-three  years, 
declining  a  re-election  on  account  of  his  health,  the  Grand  Lodge  honored 
itself  in  the  adoption  of  resolutions  expressive  of  their  appreciation  of  his 
labors. 

As  we  finish  the  Proceedings  we  are  tempted  to  say  that  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  printer's  fat  in  the  memorial  tablets,  twenty-eight  pages.  What 
a  pity  they  could  not  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  a  Correspondence 
report,  as  also  the  twelve  pages  devoted  to  printing  the  eight  reports 
from  Grand  Representatives.

M.*.  W/.  Alonzo  BBANDEI7BUBO,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
two  hundred  and  eight  Lodges,  and  eight  Past  Grand  Masters. 

A  cablegram  of  condolence  was  ordered  transmitted  to  Edwabd  VII., 
King  of  England,  on  account  of  the  death  of  his  mother.  Queen  Victoria. 

In  the  presentation  of  the  official  record  of  the  year,  the  Grand  Master 
had  the  pleasure  of  reciting  that  peace  and  harmony  prevailed  in  every 
part  of  this  jurisdiction.  Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  five  new 
Lodges.  The  representatives  were  reminded  that  they  were  in  attendence 
for  a  puri>o8e,  that  mileage  and  per  diem  called  for  time  and  service  until 
the  end  of  the  session. 

He  had  refused  "  a  dispensation  to  a  Lodge  to  participate  with  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  burial  of  a  brother,  where  said  Knights  had 
charge  of  the  funeral."    Quite  correct. 

From  the  decisions  we  note  the  following : 

*'  Question:  Is  a  brother  who  has  received  a  certificate  for  dues  for 
life  in  a  certain  Lodge,  under  a  provision  of  their  by-laws  providing  for 
the  same,  liable  for  JLK>dge  dues  after  the  by-laws  have  been  amended  by 
striking  out  the  life  membership  section  of  said  by-laws? 

"  Answer:    No. 

**  Question:  Can  the  Investigating  Committee,  in  case  they  fail  to 
secure  the  presence  of  the  necessary  witnesses  and  their  evidence  (when 
witnesses  live  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge),  present  to  the  Lodge 
as  evidence  of  a  brother's  guilt,  a  duly  authenticated  transcript  of  the 
testimony  of  the  various  witnesses  taken  in  court,  and  where  the  brother 
was  duly  represented  by  able  counsel  who  had  ample  opportunity  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  of  improper  evidence  under  the  strict  and  arbitrary 
rules  of  evidence? 

"  Answer:    No. 

'*  Question:  Does  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1807,. 
page  48,  apply  to  saloonkeepers  and  bartenders  who  were  in  business  prior 
to  that  time,  and  are  they  violating  any  Masonic  law? 

"  Answer:     Yes,  to   both  questions. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  more  work  had  been  done  in  the 
Lodges  than  in  any  former  year  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
special  mention  being  made  of  Albert  Pike  Lodge,  U.  D.,  at  Hopkins. 
Commencing  October  15th,  with  forty-two  Master  Masons,  fifty  degrees 
had  been  conferred,  besides  which  "  a  hall  had  been  secured,  wholly 
remodeled,  furnished,  and  fully  equipped  at  an  expense  of  $1,000.  It 
appears  to  have  been  the  custom  of  this  Lodge  to  confer  the  degrees  at 
special  meetings,"  the  stated  meetings  being  reserved  for  business  and 
Masonic  instruction,  and  addresses  by  specially  invited  brethren  on 
Masonic  topics." 

W.'.  David  T.  Calhoun,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  a  well-written  and 
interesting  address. 

K.*.  W.'.  Joseph  H.  Thompson,  Grand  Treasurer  since  1878,  was 
made  a  permanent  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  would  appear  to  be 
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entitled  to  it  on  account  of  over  twenty-one  consecutive  yeara  of  official 
service. 

Charitable  donations  in  meritorious  cases  were  made  to  the  amount  of 
$3,435. 

Receipts,  $9,424.02;  disbursements,  $9,291.22,  and  balance  on  hand.

John  C.  Smith,  Past  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  and  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mississippi,  as  visitors.  M.'.  W.*.  Bbo.  Smith  delivered  an 
interesting  address  on  Freemasonry  in  other  lands,  and  we  desire  to  note 
the  following: 

"  After  a  careful  study  of  the  subject,  I  find  Masonic  tradition  as 
interesting  and  fully  as  reliable  as  to  the  city  [Jerusalem]  and  country 
as  profane  history,  and  should  the  day  ever  come  when  the  vaults, 
cnambei's,  recesses,  cisterns,  and  pools  underneath  the  Temple  area  be 
explored,  we  will  be  startled  at  the  discoveries  that  will  be  there  made. 

"  In  my  early  membership  in  the  Cratt,  I  belit-ved,  as  have  many 
others,  that  Masonry  had  its  origin  at  the  building  of  King  Solomon's 
Temple.  I  do  not  think  so  now,  lor  I  find  too  many  evidences  of  skilled 
masonry  in  the  tombs,  temples  and  vast  edifices  in  Kgypt  from  which  the 
Israelites  came.  We  cite  the  two  pillars  in  front  of  the  temple  as  some- 
thing novel  and  unique,  when  it  was  but  a  custom  of  the  Egyptians,  for 
in  front  of  each  of  their  temples  were  always  placed  two  obelisks.  In  a 
corn-tield  above  Cairo  there  now  stands,  like  a  lone  sentinel,  a  large 
obelisk.  The  companion  column  is  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  London, 
and  those  two  obelisks  were  in  front  of  the  Temple  of  the  Sun  in  On,  the 
cify"of  ileliopolis,  the  daughter  of  the  High  Priest  of  which  was  given  by 
Pharaoh  to  Joseph  for  a  wife,  and  that  one  obelisk  is  all  that  remains  to 
mark  the  site  of  that  famed  city.*' 

The  Grand  Master  feelingly  alluded  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the 
deaths  of  three  Past  Grand  Masters ;  he  had  issued  a  dispensation  for 
one  new  Lodge;  and  had  referred  all  questions  of  Masonic  law  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Law  and  Jurisprudence.  We  do  not  find  that 
any  action  was  had  upon  his  suggestion,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  discon- 
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tinue  the  migratory  plan  and  settle  down.    The  relatione  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington  remain  as  heretofore. 

The  Grand  Secretary  embodied  in  his  thirty-second  (and,  we  regret  to 
say,  last)  Annual  Report,  a  condensed  and  yet  very  complete  history 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  from  its  organization,  July  27,  1818.  Meetings  were 
held  during  the  period  of  the  Civil  War,  and  at  the  Lodge  meetings 
"  Masons  were  made  not  singly,  but  in  battalions,  some  of  them  doubtless 
at  sight."  Of  the  printed  Proceedings  of  1863,  but  one  copy  appears 
to  be  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  **  a  pamphlet  of  24  pages, 
on  Confederate  paper  and  Confederate  ink."  Thirty-six  Grand  Masters 
had  occupied  the  Grand  East,  and  of  the  eighteen  survivors  we  note  the 
following  familiar  names:  M.'.  W.*.  Bros.  A.  H.  Barkley,  1874-75; 
Frederic  Speed,  1882;  P.  M.  Sav^rt,  1883,  and  E.  George  De  Lap, 
1887.  There  had  been  eleven  Grand  Secretaries  of  whom  R.'.  W.*.  John 
L.  Powers  was  then  the  sole  survivor,  having  been  elected  in  1869. 

The  Grand  Secretary  also  noted  that  the  establishment  of  three  other 
Orphanages  in  the  State  had  lessened  the  number  to  be  cared  for  at  the 
Natchez  Protestant  Orphan  Asylum,  but  thirty  children  remaining. 
He  directed  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  reliance  for  support  was 
chiefly  upon  the  Masonic  and  other  Fraternal  Orders.  The  Grand  Lodge 
made  an  appropriation  of  $500  toward  its  support. 

The  Lodges  contributed  $780.55  toward  the  relief  of  the  Galveston 
sufferers. 

The  session  was  graced  by  the  presence  of  Bro.  Levin  Take,  eighty- 
four  years  of  age,  a  Mason  since  1838,  and  esteemed  as  the  oldest  affiliated 
Mason  in  this  State.  It  is  a  good  old  age,  but  the  Masonic  Home  at 
Utica,  N.  Y.,  contains  quite  a  number  who  outrank  our  venerable  brother. 
The  Grand  Lo^ge  made  Bro.  Take  and  four  other  brethren,  who  had 
been  affiliated  fifty  years  or  more,  honorary  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Telegraphic  greetings  were  exchanged  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Georgia  and  Montana. 

The  assets  of  the  Masonic  Home  fund  amounts  to  $27,757.47,  and  to 
this  fund  the  Craft  pay  a  yearly  per  capita  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
member.  It  was  ordered  that  proposals  for  a  site  for  the  Home  be 
invited  from  every  town  in  Mississippi  having  a  population  of  over  one 
thousand. 

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Jurisprudence  made  a  report  on  thirty- 
five  questions.  We  think  the  chairman  M.*.  W.*.  Bro.  Speed,  can  truth- 
fully contemplate  with  satisfaction  the  part  he  has  had  in  bringing  about 
the  present  satisfactory  state  of  the  jurisprudence  of  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction. In  reply  to  an  inquiry,  "  What  is  the  length  of  a  cable  tow?  " 
the  answer  very  clearly  defines  the  generally  accepted  meaning. 

"It  seems  to  us  that  the  phrase,  as  we  are  considering  it,  has  a  plain 
and  very  comprehensive  meaning,  which  must  have  been  the  real  one  in 
which  it  was  originally  employed.  We  take  it  that  it  clearly  means  and 
is  but  another  form  of  saying,  he  will  do  that  which  is  within  the  spirit 
of  a  Mason's  obligation ;  that  which  binds  him  to  his  fellows  and  the  Craft 
at  large ;  that  which  may  be  reasonably  construed  to  fall  within  the  scope 
of  his  undertaking.  Hence,  neither  a  brother  nor  a  Lodge  can  exact  that 
of  a  Mason  which  is  not  reasonable,  just  or  expedient ;  that  which  would 
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subject  him  to  unnecessary  hardship,  undue  loss  or  obloauy.  For  instance, 
it  cannot  be  said  that  a  cable  tow  is  so  long  that  a  Lodge  in  Jackson  can 
summon  a  brother  in  Corinth  to  appear  in  person  before  it,  and  if  it  did  he 
would  be  under  no  obligation  to  respond ;  nor  can  an  individual  demand 
of  another  the  doing  of  an  immoral  act,  or  one  which  would  forfeit  his 
self-respect  or  lower  him  in  the  estimation  of  the  public,  for  these  things 
are  not  within  the  spirit  of  his  obligation.  It  cannot  be  that  a  cable  tow 
is  so  long  that  It  would  be  the  means  of  working  injury,  or  that  one  is 
outside  of  it  who  does  not  respond  to  every  demand  that  may  be  made 
uiton  him.  He  is  to  do  those  things  which,  with  a  proper  regard  for  the 
circumstances  by  which  he  is  surrounded,  an  upright,  honorable,  law- 
abiding.  God-fearing  man  may  do,  tempered  with  friendship  and  broth- 
erly love.  It  is  within  the  spirit  of  his  obligation  that  he  should  respond, 
as  a  brother  should  do,  to  the  demands  upon  his  time,  labor  or  means, 
which  are  contemplated  by  his  covenants  with  his  brethren,  and  more  he 
ought  not  to  be  called  upon  to  render.  This  we  understand  to  be  the  spirit 
of  nis  obligation,  and  hence,  the  length  of  his  cable  tow." 

The  Grand  Lodge  extended  official  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Western  Australia,  and  deferred  action  on  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium, 
Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba,  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico. 

Upon  the  evening  of  the  first  day's  session,  public  memorial^ services 
were  held  in  testimony  of  fraternal  regard  to  the  memory  of  the  dis- 
tinguished dead  of  the  year.  The  funeral  oration  was  pronounced  by 
Bishop  G-\ixowAY.  The  regular  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology 
was  presented,  and  special  personal  tributes  were  voiced  by  distinguished 
brethren.  Among  the  honored  names  we  note,  M.*.  W.'.  John  F. 
McCoBMicK,  Grand  Master  in  1881;  M.'.  W.'.  John  M.  Stone,  Grand 
Master  in  1898;  M.'.  W.'.  William  Starling,  Grand  Master  in  1899, 
and  M.\  B.*.  J.  K.  McLeod,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  in  1893. 

Portraits  of  these  eminent  brethren  adorn  the  volume,  together  with 
that  of  M.*.  W.'.  B.  V.  White,  retiring  Grand  Master,  and  also  the 
familiar  lineaments  of  M.*.  W.*.  John  C.  Smith.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.".  W.*.  and  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Barklet  presents  the  report  on 
Correspondence  (109  pp.),  comprising  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of 
fifty-eight  Grand  Bodies,  some  being  for  two  years.  New  York  for  1900 
has  our  brother's  fraternal  notice. 

Our  brother's  introduction  always  furnishes  food  for  thought,  and  we 
present  the  following  excerpt: 

"  Our  Masonry,  to  be  worth  anything  to  ourselves  and  others,  must  be 
of  that  kind  which  bears  fruit  in  its  season.  We  shall  have  learned  its 
great  lessons  to  no  purpose  unless  we  can  put  them  into  practical  opera- 
tion in  every-day  life.  We  must  live  it  in  all  that  we  do,  and  by  so  doing 
we  shall  but  demonstrate  to  others  its  good  effects  by  the  transformation 
it  has  wrought  in  our  lives  and  conduct.  That  which  is  the  greatest 
thing  in  the  world,  and  which  wields  the  mightiest  of  all  influences,  we 
claim  as  the  cement  which  binds  us  together  as  a  band  of  brethren,  willing 
to  labor  on  behalf  of  each  other ;  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent ;  willing 
to  go  in  the  humblest  manner,  and  out  of  our  way,  if  by  such  means  we 
have  the  slightest  assurance  that  we  can  be  of  service  to  a  worthy  dis- 
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tressed  brother.  That  cement  is  love — love  to  the  common  brotherhood, 
love  to  every  human  being;  and,  when  we  are  possessed  of  this  charity 
to  that  degree  which  duty  demands  at  our  hands,  then  will  we  regard  a 
brother's  welfare  as  our  own.  A  Masonry  which  does  not  teach  and  prac- 
tise this  is  not  worthy  of  the  name,  and  the  man  who  has  so  far  failed  in 
attaining  to  a  knowledge  of  the  chief  good  which  would  lead  him  to 
conform  his  life  according  to  the  great  moral  teachings  of  this  time- 
honored  institution,  which  has  come  down  to  us  along  the  historic  page, 
honored  and  revered  by  the  noblest  and  wisest  of  men,  needs  yet  to  be 
taught  what  are  the  first  principles  of  the  institution  of  Freemasonry."

M. .  W.'.  Campbell  Wells,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty-seven  Lodges,  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
New  York  by  M.'.  W.'.  Noah  M.  Givan. 

Freemasonry  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  the 
number  of  Lodges  had  been  increased  the  past  year  by  seven,  under 
dispensation,  and  the  Craft  had  evinced  great  interest  in  the  schools  and 
State  Lodges  of  instruction.  The  Grand  Master  fittingly  referred  to  the 
death  of  M.'.  W.'.  Benton  H.  Inorah,  Past  Grand  Master;  and  under 
his  direction  $500  had  been  forwarded  for  the  relief  of  the  Galveston 
sufferers. 

In  an  appeal  by  Bbo.  William  H.  Mayo,  it  would  appear  from  the 
record  before  us  that  there  had  been  manifest  irregularities,  arbitrary 
ruling,  and,  seemingly,  a  direct  bias  on  the  part  of  the  Worshipful  Master 
of  the  Lodge  in  the  disposition  of  the  case. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Grand  Master  exercised  his  authority 
and  directed  that  the  verdict  of  the  Lodge  should  be  set  aside.  We 
append  the  report  of  the  committee  having  the  subject  in  charge,  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

"  Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
report  of  official  acts  of  the  Grand  Master  relating  to  his  setting  aside  the 
action  of  Missouri  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  the  case  of  A.  C.  Stewart  against 
William  H.  Mayo,  would  respectfully  report: 

"  The  Grand  Lodge,  by  its  Articles  of  Constitution,  is  made  the 
supreme  Masonic  authority  within  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  is  invested 
with  all  the  original  essential  powers  and  privileges  belonging  to  the 
Ancient  Craft. 

**  Among  its  specially  enumerated  powers  is  to  enact  and  enforce  all 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Fraternity. 

"  Under  such  authority  granted  by  the  State,  it  has  adopted  regula- 
tions and  enacted  laws,  prescribing  rules  of  action  for  the  Oraft  in  the 
interim  of  sessions,  and  among  them  a  code  specifically  adapted  to  viola- 
tions of  the  moral  law  and  of  its  own  or  Masonic  law." 

**  During  the  recess  of  the   Grand   Lodge  it  has  provided   for  and

delegated  to  the  Grand  Master,  largely,  its  own  powers,  as  warranted,  and 
enjoins  tiim  to  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  ancient 
regulations  or  customs  of  the  Graft.  The  only  limitation  placed  upon  the 
exercise  of  such  powers,  is,  Uiat  he  shall  not  suspend  the  operation  of  any 
law  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

"  He  becomes  the  executive  head  of  the  Craft  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  whether  that  body  be  in  session  or  at  recess,  and  his 
responsibility  is  secured  by  an  enactment  reauiring  him  to  give  an  account 
of  his  official  acts  performed  when  the  Grana  Lodge  is  not  in  session. 

"  The  regulations  provide,  and  the  power  is  expressly  delegated  to  the 
Grand  Master,  that  for  good  cause  he  may  arrest  the  charter  of  any 
Lodge,  or,  in  his  discretion,  suspend  its  functions. 

*'  They  also  provide  that  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  shall  be  supreme  in  his 
conduct  of  its  proceedings,  but  secures  his  responsibility  to  the  Craft,  in 
express  terms,  by  permitting  a  review,  by  the  Grand  Master,  during  the 
recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  subject  to  final  action  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

"  The  Grand  Master,  in  reviewing  the  action  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
and  of  their  Worshipful  Masters,  is  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  government  of  the  Fraternity, 
and  cannot  permit  either  to  be  violators  of  the  moral  or  Masonic  Code. 

"  Suspended,  as  it  is,  over  the  most  humble  of  the  Craft,  the  protective 
eegis  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  preserved,  and  gross  irregularity  or  arbitrary, 
unjust  and  unwarrantable  action  is  prevented  by  an  uplifting  from  its 
Innuence. 

'*  Such  condition  appears  in  this  case,  and  your  committee  believe  that 
the  Grand  Master  has  the  power,  and  it  is  his  duty,  during  the  recess  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  interfere  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  any  member 
of  the  Fraternity  from  arbitrary,  unjust  and  unwarrantable  action,  either 
of  the  subordinate  Lodge  or  of  its  Worshipful  Master.  We  are  firmly 
and  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Master  conscientiously 
has  discharged  his  full  duty,  under  the  law,  and  recommend  that  his 
action  be  sustained." 

The  Grand  Master  under  the  operation  of  the  law  of  this  jurisdiction 
reported  a  number  of  decisions  covering  the  physical  qualifications  of 
candidates — ^artificial  hands,  limb's,  etc. 

From  the  decisions  reported  we  select  the  following: 

"1.  Question:  If  a  brother  comes  into  my  oflice  and  I  question 
him  and  satisfy  myself  that  he  is  a  Mason,  can  I  vouch  for  him  being 
.a  Mason  so  that  he  can  sit  in  open  Lodge  without  further  examination? 

**  Answer:  You  can  not,  unless  you  were  designated  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Lodge  to  be  visited.  If  such  an  examina- 
tion, without  official  authorization,  were  sufficient  to  enable  you  to  vouch 
for  a  brother.  It  would  necessarily  follow  that  brethren,  totally  unqualified, 
might  examine  visitors  at  their  homes  or  offices  and  vouch  for  them  when 
they  would  be  unable  to  prove  themselves  as  Masons,  if  properly  examin^. 
In  fact,  I  have  heard  of  such  cases  in  this  jurisdiction.  Our  portals 
should  be  well  guarded  by  *'  due  trial,  strict  examination  or  lawful  in- 
formation. 

"  2.  A  petitioner  who  refuses  to  be  properly  prepared  for  initiation 
must  be  permitted  to  retire  and  the  secretary  ordered  to  return  the  fee  to 
him. 

"5.  Question:  Can  a  Lodge  at  any  subsequent  meeting  expunge  any 
matter  from  the  records  which  have  been  regularly  approved? 

"  Answer:  It  is  highly  improper  to  expunge  from  the  records  of  a 
Lodge  any  matter  which  has  been  regularly  approved  by  the  Lodge  and 
any  such  attempted  action  of  expunging  will  not  change  the  effect  of  said 
records. 

'*  11.  A  Lod^e  submits  the  following :  There  is  a  brother  residing 
within  our  jurisdiction  who  holds  a  aimit  from  a  Lodge  in  Kansas 
and  who  openly  expresses  a  disbelief  in  the  existence  of  God  and  in  the 
sacredness  of  the  Holy  Bible.     Is  the  brother  subject  to  discipline  on 
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account  thereof,  and  if  bo,  should  our  Lodge  prefer  and  hear  charges 
against  him? 

"  Answer:    Yes. 

A  special  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  convened, 
September  19th,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  memorial  services  in  honor  of 
Bbo.  William  McKinley,  late  President  of  thp  United  States.  Besides 
the  attendance  of  1,200  Master  Masons  and  300  Knights  Templar,  there 
was  an  immense  concourse  of  citizens.  M.'.  W.*.  and  Rev.  John  D. 
ViNCiL  addressed  the  audience.  The  Grand  Master  in  his  annual 
address,  referring  to  his  personal  acquaintance  with  the  late  President 
said : 

"  The  Masonic  Fraternity  may  well  be  proud  of  his  connection  with 
our  Order,  and  of  his  steadfast  efforts  to  put  into  his  daily  life  its  sublime 
lessons  of  truth.  This  is  the  third  time  the  awful  disgrace  and  calamity 
of  the  assassination  of  a  President  has  come  upon  us ;  but  God,  who  has 
so  graciously  watched  over  the  affairs  of  this  favored  people,  can  and 
will  overrule  this  awful  calamity  to  the  higher  good  and  blessing  of  this 
nation,  and  by  it  teach  us  the  lesson  of  the  necessity  for  a  higher  and 
truer  standard  of  citizenship  and  patriotism.  May  we  of  the  Graft  be  the 
first  to  heed  the  lesson !  " 

The  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  made  a  visit  to  the  Masonic  Home, 
and  it  was  adopted  as  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  condition  of 
the  Home  and  its  management  was  deserving  of  most  hearty  approval.  It 
was  pronounced  a  most  complete  Home,  with  an  atmosphere  of  cheerful- 
ness and  happiness. 

W.'.  Walter  Williams,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  an  interesting 
address  upon  "  The  Value  of  a  Life." 

The  Grand  Lodge  appointed  a  committee  to  act  in  a  representative 
capacity,  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  outlined  for  the  Fraternal 
Building,  to  be  erected  at  the  "  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  of  1903." 
at  St.  Louis.  An  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  made  toward  the  erection 
of  the  building. 

An  appropriation  of  $800  was  made  for  the  special  cause  of  charity. 

Various  Constitutional  amendments  were  read  for  the  first  time,  one 
being  an  addition  to  that  having  reference  to  "  saloon-keeping,"  so  as  to 
include  those  "  manufacturing  or  dealing  in  intoxicating  liquors  as  a 
beverage." 

The  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Masonic  Home 
would  indicate  that  the  internal  workings  of  the  Home  are  all  that  could 
be  desired.  The  erection  of  the  new  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
old  people  will  prove  of  great  advantage.  We  are  especially  pleased  to 
note  that  the  edifice  is  absolutely  fireproof,  and  equipped  with  modern 
conveniences.  There  are  many  features  of  its  internal  arrangement 
which  cannot  be  too  highly  commended.  The  cost  of  the  building  had 
been  about  $20,890.31.  The  Institution  now  shelters  129  inmates;  viz., 
55  girls,  32  boys,  21  men,  and  21  women.  The  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance had  been,  $105.09. 

Receipts,  $33,932;  disbursements,  $34,633.60,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$30,214.98.

We  agree  with 
him  heartily  in  the  policy  of  **  weeding  out  those  who  do  not  by  personal 
attendance  represent  Grand  Lodges  whose  commissions  they  hold." 

New  York  for  1901  has  due  consideration,  it  being  noted  that  the  fact 
that  the  Commission  of  Appeals  had  no  business  before  them  was  *'  a  most 
marvelous  record."

The  Grand  Lodge  attended  the  public  services  prepared  by  the  citizens 
of  Helona,  September  19th,  as  a  memorial  of  the  death  of  Presid'ent  and 
Bro.  William  McKinley.  Resolutions  were  also  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  are  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

The  circumstances  attending  the  sad  death  of  our  brother  William 
McKinley,  late  President  of  the  United  States,  drew  from  the  Grand 
Master  earnest  and  forcible  words,  in  reference  to  the  basic  cause  which 
had  led  to  this  awful  calamity,  incidentally  embracing  therein  the  labor 
question.  Even  though  we  might  question  the  propriety  of  the  time  and 
place,  no  one  for  a  moment  could  doubt  the  honesty  of  the  man,  the  Mason, 
and  the  citizen. 

The  deaths  of  R.\  W.'.  Henry  Etlino,  Past  Grand  Treasurer,  and 
M.'.  W.*.  William  T.  Boardman,  Past  Grand  Master,  had  fraternal 
notice;  and  special  mention  was  also  made  of  the  decease  of  M/.  W.*. 
Theodore  S.  Parvin,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa. 

Peace  and  harmony  among  the  Craft,  two  new  Lodges  by  dispensation, 
and  fifty  dollars  ordered  forwarded  for  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville 
sufferers. 

But  six  decisions  are  reported  and  no  objection  can  be  found  there- 
with. 

The  special  Committee  on  the  Masonic  Home  reported  that  proposi- 
tions had  been  received  from  several  parties  tendering  sites  for  the 
same,  but  no  action  had  been  taken.  We  agree  with  the  Committee  that 
the  fund  has  not  yet  reached  the  proportions  to  warrant  assuming  the 
maintenance  of  an  Institution  of  this  nature.    Have  patience,  keep  at  it. 
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and  in  due  time  your  course  will  be  clearly  and  successfully  defined.  The 
Grand  Lodge  ordered  $1,000  transferred  to  this  fund. 

Recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia, 
and  also  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico. 

We  infer  from  the  note  appended  to  the  proceedings,  that  the  brethren 
of  Montana  are  a  good  deal  like  other  Masons — they  will  attend  banquets 
when  they  have  the  opportunity.  Even  the  Grand  Officers  seem  to  have 
temporarily  lost  sight  of  the  "  expressed  disapproval."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.'.  W.*.  Cornelius  Hedges  furnished  another  of  his  wholesome 
reports  on  Correspondence  (122  pp.) — his  thirty-fli-st — covering  the  pro- 
ceedings of  fifty-eight  Grand  Bodies. 

New  York  for  1901  has  fraternal  notice.  Our  brother  we  deem  to  be 
in  error  in  the  statement  that  "  when  Pythagoras  Lodge  was  first  char- 
tered by  Hamburg,  it  was  with  the  knowledge  and  tacit  consent  of  New 
York."  The  fraternal  request  and  protest  of  New  York  was  deemed  un- 
worthy of  consideration  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg.  However. 
Pythagoras  Lodge  having  surrendered  its  warrant,  the  cause  of  the  con- 
tention is  removed,  at  least  for  the  present. 

We  excerpt  the  following  from  our  brother's  notice  of  New  York : 

"  Bro.  Jesse  B.  Anthony  and  associates  furnish  the  apartment  of 
Foreign  Correspondence  with  their  usual  fullness.  Indeed  most  of  what 
we  know  of  Freemasonry  outside  this  country,  except  those  with  whom 
we  have  entered  into  correspondence,  comes  to  us  through  these  New 
York  reports.  With  a  modesty  that  seemed  to  us  most  becoming  our 
youth  and  numbers,  we  have  never  granted  recognition  until  requested, 
not  even  an  exchange  of  representatives.  But  we  have  been  very  anxious 
on  general  principles  to  promote  closer  union  among  all  branches  of 
legitimate  Masonry,  believing  that  its  influence  for  peace  and  regulated 
liberty  would  be  increased.  We  should  like  to  be  on  good  terms  with 
Hamburg,  and  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  except  its  long,  persistent,  and 
defiant  refusal  to  recognize  the  principle  of  undivided  sovereignty  which 
is  now  accepted  by  nine-tenths  of  the  Masonic  world.  Older  jurisdictions 
like  the  British  and  German  Grand  Lodges  that  started  out  on  a  different 
theory,  deserve  some  consideration  in  the  application  of  our  American 
doctrine.  Hamburg  seems  to  be  bent. on  doing  all  the  mischief  possible. 
She  has  tried  to  induce  others  to  recognize  our  negro  Lodges  and  is  even 
now  in  controversy  with  Denmark  over  an  attempt  to  establish  a  Lodge 
in  that  kingdom.  If  her  natural  jurisdiction  is  small  it  need  not  be  a 
misfortune,  for  our  doctrine  teaches  that  all  sovereign  Grand  Lodges  are 
equal.  The  natural  consequence  of  the  union  of  the  German  states  into 
one  empire  will  naturally  be  followed  by  the  union  of  the  several  Grand 
Bodies  of  Masons.  In  fact  there  seems  to  be  such  a  union  partially 
realized,  something  like  the  Gran  Dieta  of  Mexico  tried  to  be  and  failed."

M.*.  W.'.  Albert  W.  Cbites,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
two  hundred  and  nineteen  Lodges,  nineteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
New  York  by  M.*.  W.'.  Edwabd  K.  Valentine. 

The  Grand  Lodge  convened  in  "  occasional "  Communication  at  Red 
Cloud,  January  24,  1901,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  obsequies  of 
M.'.  W.*.  James  W.  Tulleys,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Custodian 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Preliminary  to  the  opening  ceremonies  a  delegation  of  brethren  were 
admitted,  who  presented  an  Oriental  chair  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  gift 
from  M.*.  W.'.  George  W.  Lininobr,  Past  Grand  Master.  Our  M.*.  W.'. 
brother  in  his  travels  in  foreign  lands  had  endeavored  to  secure  some 
Masonic  relics,  and  failing  to  secure  the  altar  of  Solomon,  had  finally 
contented  himself  with  this  chair,  designed  to  be  used  by  the  Grand 
Masters  of  this  Jurisdiction  when  presiding  in  the  Grand  East.  Its 
description  and  interest  may  be  gathered  from  the  following: 

"  It  is  an  exact  reproduction  of  the  chair  taken  from  Frescobaldi 
Palace,  Italy,  and  belonged  to  an  old  Florentine  family  of  the  sixteenth 
century,  and  has  their  coat  of  arms  embroidered  on  the  back.  I  could  not 
obtain  the  original  chair  as  it  had  been  sold  to  the  Berlin  Museum  for  a 
large  sum  of  money.  In  looks  and  appearance  it  is  perhaps  as  good  as 
the  chair  in  which  the  Grand  Master  of  England  rules  to-day,  and  which 
has  been  used  for  a  great  many  years.  No  one  has  ever  presided  in  that 
chair  except  the  Grand  Master.  When  he  is  not  there  in  person  a  chair 
is  placed  in  front  of  it  for  the  presiding  officer,  hence  you  may  believe 
that  the  highest  respect  and  reverence  is  given  the  Oriental  chair  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England." 

The  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  good  business  paper; 
four  new  Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation,  and  the  Craft  pro- 
nounced in  a  satisfactory  and  flourishing  condition. 

The  Grand  Master  was  not  seemingly  pleased  with  the  plan  adopted 
by  the  brethren  in  the  disposition  of  articles  at  the  Lincoln  Maso^ic  Fair, 
deeming.it  to  be  in  violation  of  the  law  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  The 
Grand  Lodge  not  only  endorsed  t-he  position  of  the  Grand  Master,  but 
also  resolved  that  '*  any  subsequent  similar  action  by  any  Lodge  or  mem- 
bers thereof  should  be  a  proper  subject  for  Masonic  discipline." 

We  note  of  the  decisions  the  following,  and  cannot  but  think  that 
No.  30  was  wisely  disapproved : 

"2.  A  candidate  whose  rieht  thumb,  and  first  finger  are  intact,  but 
whose  second,  third  and  fourth  fingers  are  off  at  the  second  joint,  or  one 
who  has  lost  his  leg  below  the  knee,  is  ineligible  to  be  made  a  Mason. 

*•  5.  A  brother  petitioning  on  dlmlt  for  membership  by  affiliation,  may 
be  prevented  therefrom  by  a  single  black  ball,  and  when  thus  obstructed 
in  the  Lodge  nearest  his  residence,  he  Is  not  in  bad  standing,  provided  he 
renews  his  application  as  often  as  once  in  each  six  months. 

"  20.  A  brother  holding  a  dimlt  Is  entitled  to  apply  for  membership  in 
any  Lodge  whatsoever  and  wheresoever,  and  wholly  irrespective  of  his  own 
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place  of  residence.  He  must  be  properly  vouched  for  or  prove  himself  a 
Mason  before  the  Lodee  can  refer  his  petition  for  affiliation. 

"  23.  A  Lod^e  at  Kirksville,  Mo.,  requested  our  York  Lodge  to  confer 
the  second  and  third  degrees  upon  an  entered  apprentice  of  the  Kirksville 
Lodge,  he  to  remain  a  member  of  said  Kirksville  Lodge.  The  brother  pre- 
sented himself  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  degrees,  and  a  member  of 
York  Lodge  objected  to  his  entrance  as  a  visitor,  l  decided  that  the 
brother  was  not  in  strictness  a  visitor,  and  an  objection  to  hifti  on  that 
account  should  not  be  entertained,  but  that  after  receiving  the  degrees  or 
any  of  them,  such  objection  should  be  recognized  and  enforced  if  still 
insisted  upon. 

"30.  While  the  Grand  Lodge  is  in  actual  session,  none  of  our  sub- 
ordinate Lodges  may  hold  either  a  stated  or  called  Communication,  for  at 
least  two  reasons.  The  law  requires,  and  therefore  presumes,  the  Master 
and  Wardens  to  be  in  attendance  upon  the  Grand  Lodge.  While  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  in  session,  it  absorbs  all  the  powers  and  functions  of  ita 
subordinates." 

Official  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica» 
Cuba,  Western  Australia,  and  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt. 

W.'.  Chakles  S.  Lobixgeb,  Grand  Orator,  delivered  an  interesting 
address,  dwelling  particularly  upon  the  part  played  by  Freemasons  in  the 
American  Revolution. 

We  also  note  that  M.'.  W..'.  Bro.  Lininoer  gave  a  vivid  description 
of  his  recent  travels  in  foreign  lands,  and  at  the  conclusion  presented  the 
Grand  Lodge  with  a  gavel,  "  procured  from  one  of  the  tombs  of  Egypt, 
and  supposed  to  be  about  four  thousand  years  old." 

It  was  ordered  that  no  further  action  should  be  taken  upon  the  report 
of  the  committee  of  last  year,  in  relation  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 
ington.    Practically  friendly  relations  are  to  be  continued  as  heretofore. 

A  tender  message  of  love  was  transmitted  to  M.*.  W.'.  Theodore  S. 
Parvin,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  then  confined  to 
his  bed  by  severe  illness,  and  elicited  the  response,  "  Convey  to  the 
Masons  of  Nebraska  the  love  of  one  near  the  borderland." 

The  session  seems  to  have  been  full  of  business,  so  much  so  that  some 
brother  proposed,  that  "  the  services  of  a  competent  reading  clerk "  be 
procured  for  the  next  Annual  Communication,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  con- 
cluded to  continue  the  old  way. 

A  fine  engraving  of  M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Orites,  retiring  Grand  Master, 
forms  a  frontispiece  to  the  Proceedings.

M.'.  W.\  Charles  J.  Phelps  presents  the  report  on  Correspondence 
(90  pp.),  embracing  the  proceedings  of  fifty -four  Grand  Bodies,  including 
New  York  for  1900,  which  has  fraternal  attention. 

M.'.  W.'.  Robert  E.  Evans  (Dakota  City),  Grand  Master,  and  R.\ 
W/.  Francis  E.  White  (Plattsmouth) ,  Grand  Secretary,  re-elected. 
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NEVADA. 

37th  Communication.  CARSON  CITY.  June  11,  1901. 

M/.  W.'.  Joseph  A.  Miller,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
twenty  Lodges,  and  five  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Master  briefly  covered  the  official  year,  and  recommended 
legislation  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Craft.  Two  new  Lodges  had 
been  created  by  dispensation,  and  a  prosperous  condition  of  the  Lodges 
reported.  In  response  to  the  appeal  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  Lodges  had 
contributed  $432  for  the  relief  of  the  Galveston  sufferers,  a  most  generous 
sum ;  representing,  as  it  does,  fifty  cents  per  capita. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
concerning  dimisslon,  and  the  regulation  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
conforms  closely  to  the  law  of  New  York. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  for 
recognition,  action  was  deferred  until  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

The  proposition  emanating  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  look- 
ing to  the  establishment  of  an  International  office  for  Masonic  relations 
was  declined,  the  Grand  Lodge  concurring  in  the  opinion  expressed  in 
the  reply  of  the  Grand  Master  thereto: 

"  Neither  would  it  take  part  by  correspondence  or  by  delegate  in  the 
proposed  Congress,  should  such  correspondence  or  part  bring  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  fraternal  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg, while  it  continues  its  unlawful  and  reprehensible  invasion  of  the 
jurisdictional  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York ;  and  with  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France  in  its  unlawful  invasion  of  the  jurisdictional 
rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  and  in  its  violation  of  an 
ancient  Landmark  of  our  Order,  in  ceasing  to  require  of  its  candidates 
a  belief  in  God." 

A  communication  having  been  received  from  the  Gran  Dieta  Sim- 
bolica  of  Mexico  stating  that  "on  the  30th  of  April,  1901,  that  Grand 
Body  had  ended  its  labors,  ceased  to  exist;  and  that  the  powers 
exercised  by  it  had  been  delegated  to  three  Grand  Lodges  named  there- 
in," it  was  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  that  all  acts  previously  in 
force  (under  a  recognition  thereof),  with  that  Grand  Body  be  rescinded. 
One  of  the  Lodges  designated  in  the  aforesaid  communication,  viz.,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valle  de  Mexico,  having  applied  for  recognition, 
action  was  deferred  pending  further  investigation.  Adverse  action  was 
had  upon  an  amendment  proposing  that  "  Lodges  should  not  receive  appli- 
cation from  any  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  or 
disposing  of  spirituous,  malt,  or  ardent  liquors,  either  exclusively  or  in 
connection  with  any  other  business." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  in  answer  to  the  inquiry,  "  What 
constitutes  Masonic  residence  in  this  jurisdiction?"  covered  the  ques- 
tion fully: 

**  The  Masonic  residence  of  a  man  is  in  fact  his  legal  residence ;  that 
is,  his  home — the  place  where  he  exercises  the  right  of  a  citizen.    A  man 
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does  not  gain  Masonic  residence  by  residing  temporarily  in  a  place. 
Masonic  residence  is  identical  with  legal  residence.  It  is  the  place  where 
a  party  resides  with  the  intention  oi  remaining  permanently  or  for  an 
indefinite  time,  and  which  he  leaves  on  business  or  pleasure,  with  the 
intention  of  returning. 

*'The  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodge  is  .determined  by  the  legal  residence 
of  the  candidate.  The  Lodge  nearest'  to  the  place  where  the  candidate 
claims  citizenship  or  votes  has  jurisdiction  to  receive  the  petition." 

The  reply  to  the  Communication  from  the  "  Reginal  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  "  was  brief,  ^'request  denied;"  but  it  might  well  have  been 
added,  that  said  body  is  clandestine,  has  no  Masonic  standing,  and,  in  fact, 
not  entitled  to  the  courtesy  of  the  reception  of  a  (Communication  there- 
from. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  had  no  business  before  it. 

Receipts,  $1,233.50;  disbursements,  $1,431.48,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$1,247.56.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (179  pp.)  was  submitted  by  R.'.  W.'. 
E.  D.  Vanderlieth,  and  covered  the  proceedings  of  sixty-seven  Grand 
Bodies.  We  congratulate  our  brother  on  his  paper;  good  judgment  is 
evinced   throughout. 

New  York  for  1900  has  kind  notice.  Alluding  to  the  correspondence 
between  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York,  in  reference  to  the  question  of  jurisdiction  over  a  candidate 
rejected  in  New  York,  and  who  had  subsequently  acquired  a  residence  in 
Pennsylvania,  be  says : 

"  Thereupon  Pennsylvania  reiterated  that  the  objection  was  not 
removed  and  refused  to  touch  the  candidate  until  it  was.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution,  concurred  in  the  Grand  Master's  refusal,  and 
we  think  rightly.  There  is  no  reason,  for  such  hair-splitting  technicali- 
ties. The  real  body  of  legal  jurisprudence  is  rapidly  rising  above  them 
and  Masonry,  with  its  broader  mind,  greater  mercy,  and  more  progressive 
judgment,  should  have  forgotten  technicalities  long  since." 

From  a  local  standpoint  each  party  is  in  the  right  governed  by  the 
law,  but  we  must  say  that  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  might  with  good  grace  have  accepted  the  declaration  of 
the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

We  gather  from  our  brother's  report  that  the  **  non-affiliation  enact- 
ment" of  this  jurisdiction  had  proven  of  practical  good.

llSth  Communication,  CONCORD.  May  15,  1901. 

M.'.  W.'.  Geobge  I.  McAllister,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  sixty  Lodges,  ten  Past  Grand  Masters,  New  York  by  M.'.  W.'.  John 
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Pender,  and  M.*.  W.'.  Winfield  S.  Nay,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Vermont,  as  a  visitor. 

At  the  serai-Annual  Ck>mmunication,  held  December  27,  1900,  sixty- 
seven  Lodges  were  represented.  To  the  able  rendition  of  the  work  (for 
purposes  of  exemplification)  was  added  singing  by  the  Harvard  Quartette 
of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  the  brethren  were  charmed  by  the  eloquence  of 
R.'.  W.'.  Joseph  Kidder,  Grand  Treasurer,  who  delivered  an  address 
"  replete  with  beautiful  thought  and  instruction." 

Special  Communication  was  held  February  16,  1901,  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  the  obsequies  of  R.'.  W.'.  Bradford  S.  Kinoman,  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  Annual  Address  had  the  gratification  of 
heralding  tidings  of  peace,  prosperity,  increased  membership,  and  great 
enthusiasm  among  the  Craft,  saddened  however  by  reason  of  the  vacancies 
caused  by  the  grim  tyrant  Death : 

"  When  the  roll  is  called,  the  gentle  and  noble  Kingman,  our  dis- 
tinguished Deputy  Grand  Master;  the  brilliant  and  devout  Smith,  for 
twelve  years  our  Grand  Chaplain;  the  faithful  and  venerable  Walker, 
and  the  strong  and  manly  Hildreth,  for  fifteen  years  our  Grand  Marshal, 
pillars  of  wisdom  and  strength  in  our  Fraternity,  do  not  respond  to  their 
names.    I  will  answer  for  them — *  Dead  on  the  field  of  truth.'  " 

His  testimony  to  each  was  a  beautiful  tribute  to  their  memory. 
We  quote  the  following  having  reference  to  Rev.  Henry  Bernard 
Smith,  Gran^l  Chaplain,  whose  personal  acquaintance  we  valued  highly : 

**  For  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  an  active,  tireless  and  valuable 
worker  for  the  cause  of  Masonry  which  he  loved,  and  was  very  able  and 
successful  in  the  exemplification  of  the  work  of  its  degrees  and  orders. 
He  saw  and  appreciated  the  sublime  truths  contained  in  the  rituals,  and 
had  the  ability  to  exemplify  them  in  an  impressive  manner.  Our  brother 
did  a  great  deal  of  hard  work  for  our  beloved  Fraternity  and  earned  the 
gratitude  of  the  Craft.  Perfect  and  impressive  exemplification  of  the 
beautiful  and  ennobling  work  contained  in  our  rituals  was  always  a 
source  of  delight  and  satisfaction  to  our  friend. 

"  Brethren,  we  miss  the  cordial  greeting,  the  pleasant  smile  and  the 
hearty  hand-shake  of  our  late  Grand  Chaplain  Smith,  who  often  led  us  in 
our  devotions  at  our  Communications.  Let  us  cherish  his  virtues  and 
hold  him  in  loving  remembrance." 

Many  notable  events  of  the  year  have  due  recognition ;  and  the  Grand 
Master's  ofiicial  visit  to  the  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Massachusetts  and  Maine,  pleasant  mention.  He  had  ordered  $200  for- 
warded for  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  sufferers,  and  his  action 
had  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Grand  Body. 

Alluding  to  certain  irregular  transactions  in  two  Lodges  (brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge),  the  Grand  Master  pertinently 
said  : 

"  We  have  no  room  in  our  Fraternity  for  the  schemes  and  practises  of 
a  political  caucus.  Fraud,  trickery,  and  deceit  should  not  be  tolerated ; 
they  are  foreign  to  our  profession.  Every  Lodge  should  understand 
that  its  business  must  be  transacted  honestly,  fairly  and  squarely,  and 
that  the  laws  of  Masonry  must  be  observed  and  obeyed.  The  right  of 
every  member  of  a  Lodge  to  vote  upon  an  application  is  sacred,  funda- 
mental and  legal,  and  it  must  be  secured  and  preserved  to  him." 
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Our  Most  Worshipful  brother's  thorough  conception  of  what  is  essen- 
tial for  the  welfare  of  our  beloved  Institution  is  attested  by  his  closing 
words : 

"  Masonry  need  not  fear  the  attacks  of  vice,  ignorance,  prejudice,  and 
bigotry,  for  it  has  demonstrated  in  the  crucible  of  public  opinion  its 
right  to  live,  and  is  strongly  entrenched  in  the  hearts  of  the  best  people 
in  every  community.  Its  usefulness  and  perpetuity  depend  upon  the 
fidelity  and  integrity  of  its  members.  Let  us  scrutinize  every  application 
carefully,  admit  no  man  unless  he  be  of  sober  life,  good  reputation  and 
high  moral  character ;  reject  the  unworthy,  punish  the  wicked,  administer 
our  laws  and .  business  fairly,  and  labor  for  the  perfection  and  pres- 
ervation of  our  time-honored  Institution. 

"  We  must  preserve  our  landmarks,  enforce  and  obey  our  laws  and 
be  true  to  ourselves.  We  want  honest,  fair-minded,  intelligent  men  for 
members.  Our  strength  is  not  in  the  number,  "but  in  the  quality  of  our 
members.  It  is  our  duty  to  study  the  laws,  rituals,  historv,  and  litera- 
ture of  Masonry.*  *  With  malice  toward  none  and  charity  for  all,*  using 
the  Bible  as  our  guide,  let  us  march  forward  along  the  pathway  of  life 
in  this  new  century,  holding  aloft  the  banner  of  our  order,  which  is  an 
emblem  of  hope,  happiness  and  protection  all  over  the  world." 

We  note  the  following  decisions : 

'*  2.  Physical  Qualification. — Is  an  applicant,  who  has  a  stiff  knee, 
which  he  cannot  bend,  physically  disqualmed  from  receiving  the  degrees? 

"  Anstcer. — Yes. 

"  3.  Use  of  Masonic  Halls, — Another  organization,  occupying  the 
rooms  of  Masonic  Lodge,  desired  to  hold  public  whist  parties  in  said 
rooms,  for  the  pur];)ose  of  raising  money.  Are  said  parties  allowable  in 
Masonic  Halls? 

**  Answer. — ^They  are  not.  Lotteries  and  shows  for  raising  money, 
and  playing  cards  tor  money  and  prizes,  are  not  allowed  in  our  Masonic 
halls.  If  a  Lodge  allows  another  organization  to  occupy  its  rooms,  the  said 
organization  cannot  be  permitted  to  do  any  immoral  or  unlawful  acts 
therein. 

**4.  Funerals. — Can  a  Lodge  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brother,  unless 
the  Masonic  burial  service  is  i)erformed? 

"  Answer. — No. 

**  Can  a  Lodge  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brother  if  another  organiza- 
tion is  present  and  performs  its  burial  service? 

"  Answer. — Yes,  if  the  Lodge  performs  the  Masonic  burial  service. 

**  Is  the  deposit  of  the  apron  and  evergreen  a  sufficient  performance 
of  our  burial  service? 

**  Answer. — No.     The  Masonic  burial  service  must  be  performed." 

Our  brethren  are  progressing  in  the  Masonic  Home  project,  and  a  lot 
of  land  in  the  city  of  Manchester  had  been  secured.  It  is  proposed  to 
erect  thereon  a  building  costing  about  $13,000,  toward  which  $9,000  has 
already  been  secured. 

Recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia 
and  Costa  Kica,  and  it  was  ordered: 

"  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  for  the  State  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 
cure at  the  expense  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a  correct  copy  of  his  ritual  for 
the  Lecturer  and  his  successors  of  each  Masonic  District,  and  to  be  the 
property  of  ihis  Grand  Lodge." 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  able  and  elaborate  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  thereby  maintaining  the  right  of  objection 
by  a  member  to- the  conferring  of  a  degree  upon  a  candidate.  We  under- 
stand the  effect  of  this  to  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  by  ballot. 
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**  The  right  to  object  to  a  candidate  at  any  time  before  the  conferring 
of  any  degree  is  ancient,  reasonable,  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  har- 
mony, the  preservation  of  the  Fraternity,  and  constitutional.  This  right 
should  never  be  surrendered,  for  the  reason  that  the  purity  and  protection 
of  the  Craft  are  paramount  to  every  other  consideration.'* 

One  Justin  Pixney  having  addressed  a  Communication  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  we  cannot  but  think  the  situation  to  be  concisely  covered  in  the 
following : 

"That  said  Pinney  styles  himself  the  Grand  Master,  etc.,  of  an 
organization  claiming  to  be  Masonic,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  its  Grand 
Kast  at  Worth ington. 

**  We  understand  this  to  be  a  clandestine  organization,  wholly  with- 
out law  or  right,  and  deserving  nothing  but  contempt  from  the  Frater- 
nity. 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  does  not  care  to  receive  com- 
munications from  spurious  bodies  claiming  to  be  Masonic  and  has  no 
terms  of  compromise  to  consider  with  such.** 

We  recommend  the  following: 

**  Resolved,  That  the  Fraternity  in  New  Hampshire  be  cautioned 
against  holding  any  Masonic  intercourse  whatever  with  any  one  hailing 
from  or  acknowledging  allegiance  to  said  Justin  Pinney  organization,  or 
any  one  subordinate  to  the  same.'* 

Receipts,  $3,200.23;  disbursements,  $3,288.11,  and  balance  on  hand, 
14,097.71.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (162  pp.),  by  R.'.  W.'.  Albert  S. 
Wait,  is  a  valued  review  of  the  proceedings  of  fifty-four  Grand  Bodies, 
including  New  York  for  1900,  which  has  courteous  attention. 

We  agree  with  our  brother  that  the  leaven  appears  to  be  working: 

**  The  rule  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected  candidates  for  the 
degrees,  in  the  extreme  character  which  has  largely  prevailed  in  this 
country,  appears  to  be  giving  way  to  more  liberal  views,  and  it  seems 
probable  that  it  will  in  the  not  distant  future  undergo  in  most  American 
jurisdictions  essential  modification." 

M.*.  W.*.  Henry  B.  Quinby  (Lakeport),  Grand  Master,  and  R.*.  W.'. 
Frank  D.  Woodbury   {Goncor4),  Grand  Secretary,  re-elected. 


NEW  JERSEY. 

JUth  Communication.  TRENTON.  January  23,  1901. 

M.*.  W.*.  Joseph  E.  Moore,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-two  Lodges,  seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  M.*.  W.*. 
William  G.  Henderson,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  M.*.  W.'.  Joseph  Stuart,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware,  as  visitors. 

Among  the  emergent  Communications  we  note  that  of  December  11, 
1900,  held  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  the  Infirmary  at  the  Masonic 
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Home,  Burlington,  the  gift  by  W.'.  Hewby  M.  Dobemus,  In  memory  of 
his  son.  The  Grand  Master,  with  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge, » six 
Past  Grand  Masters,  R.'.  W.*.  Joseph  M.  Ward,  Grand  Representative 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
and  a  good  number  of  brethren  were  in  attendance. 

In  the  able  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  tender  allusion  was 
made  to  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  transmitted  a 
cablegram  to  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales,  Grand  Master  of 
the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  expressing  sympathy  in  his  personal 
bereavement. 

The  difference  in  the  law  of  different  Grand  Lodges  as  to  perpetual 
jurisdiction  over  rejected  candidates  had  in  two  instances  resulted  in  the 
Grand  Master  placing  the  candidate,  although  lawfully  made  a  Mason 
according  to  the  laws  of  Indiana  and  New  York,  under  interdict  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

New  York  is  indebted  to  our  brethren  of  New  Jersey  for  favorable 
responses  to  many  applications  for  waivers  of  jurisdiction. 

About  $4,600  had  been  contributed  by  the  Lodges  in  response  to  the 
appeal  for  the  relief  of  the  Galveston  sufferers.  Of  this  amount  $3,000 
had  been  forwarded,  and  the  necessities  of  the  appeal  having  been  met, 
the  balance  was  ordered  set  apart  as  a  **  Special  Benevolent  Fund  '*  for 
emergency  cases. 

The  Grand  Master  had  declined  to  exchange  Grand  Representatives 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  and  the  edict  of  non-intercourse 
was  continued. 

Under  the  physical  examination  requirement  of  this  jurisdiction,  the 
Grand  Master  considered  fifty-two  cases,  finding  thirty -six  to  be  eligible. 

The  problem  of  the  furnishing  of  the  new  addition  to  the  Masonic 
Home  had  been  partially  solved  by  an  appeal  to  the  Lodges  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  rooms,  '*  to  be  known  by  their  name,  and  to  be  occupied  by 
members  of  the  Lodges  so  contributing,  where  practicable."  Twenty-one 
Lodges  had  responded.  The  same  plan  was  adopted  at  the  original  fur- 
nishing of  the  Masonic  Home  of  New  York,  but  fortunately  divested  of 
the  rider^  which  our  brethren  will  find  objectionable. 

Many  Lodge  visits  had  been  made  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  special 
mention  made  of  the  visits  to  the  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Delaware,  Vermont,  Pennsylvania,  and  New  York.  Such 
fraternal  courtesies  are  conducive  to  the  preservation  of  pleasant  Grand 
Ix>dge  relations. 

During  the  session  Hon.  Bbo.  Foster  M.  Voobhees,  Governor  of  the 
State,  w^as  received  and  welcomed. 

Action  was  deferred  upon  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Western  Australia,  and  official  relations  established  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

A  warrant  was  granted  to  a  new  Lodge;  and  in  another  instance, 
upon  the  application  of  Italian  brethren  to  work  in  their  own  language, 
refused,  it  being  held  that  the  work  should  be  done  in  the  English 
language. 
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W.'.  Charles  A.  Alden  of  New  York  City,  delivered  a  live  oration 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  and  we  excerpt  his  conclusion : 

"  Freemasonry — let  me  say  this,  In  conclusion — is  the  oldest^  most  snc- 
cessful,  double-action,  warranted-n«ver-to-give-out,  self-repairing,  self- 
charging  automobile  in  the  world.  She  is  the  divine  affinity  for  souls; 
and  while  thore  are  thousands  that  enter  at  the  inner  door,  advance  to 
the  same  altar,  assume  the  same  obligations,  pass  out  into  the  world 
Master  Masons,  aye,  and  pass  out  into  the  world  beyond,  numbers  of 
them  do  so  without  knowing  what  it  is  really  and  truly  to  be  a  Mason,, 
except  possibly  *  To  keep  and  conceal  the  secrets  of  Ancient  Free- 
masonry.' To  him  who  asks  is  given ;  to  him  who  seeks  is  found ;  to 
him  who  knocks  the  door  is  opened;  and,  in  the  name  of  God,  there  ia 
vouchsafed  to  him  a  contact  with  the  Institution  which  sends  him  home 
a  better  man,  which  makes  him  a  better  citizen,  and  prepares  him  to  be  a 
better  angel  in  the  world  to  come. 

"  In  this  every  true  man  can  be  assisted  by  our  Fraternity,  for  we  have 
no  pig-iron  dogma,  to  be  preserved  with  some  sacred  embalming  fluid. 
We  prescribe  no  angle  that  must  exist  between  the  mouth,  the  little 
finger  and  the  big  toe  to  secure  a  through  ticket  for  an  invocation. 
We  teach  a  man  one  lesson,  that  he  is  to  help  a  worthy  brother  in  need 
and  in  distress,  and  that  applies  to  the  spiritual  as  well  as  to  the  finan- 
cial side  of  the  man  of  the  attentive  ear.  This  is  our  only  dogma,  un- 
selfishness; but,  in  its  grander  name,  love.  That  is  all.  Apply  it  to 
man's  main  partner  as  well  as  to  his  main  ideal,  for  in  the  home  it  avoids 
difficulties,  breeds  happiness  and  produces  a  never-failing  supply  of 
that  human  sympathy  of  which  all  men  sooner  or  later  feel  the  need. 
In  the  community  at  large  again  it  is  the  ideal  feature;  it  teaches  the 
fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man.  It  is  so  divine  in  :ts 
nature  that  it  alone  constitutes  the  baggage  that  the  soul  can  take  on  the 
journey  to  that  undiscovered  country  from  whose  bourn  no  traveler 
ever  returns,  while  on  earth  it  leaves  the  sweetest  memories  and  rears 
in  loving  hearts  the  most  magnificent  monuments  transcendently  beau- 
tiful, more  enduring  than  tablets  of  stone  or  pillars  of  marble;  and  in 
this  sacrificial  redemptive,  life,  wrought  out  in  the  service  of  man  for 
man,  every  candidate  discovers  the  pass-word  that  he  needs,  and  that 
we  can*t  give  him  for  admission  to  the  finished  Sanctum  Sanctorum  of 
the  King's  imperial  house,  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

We  have  been  interested  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Home,  presenting  the  first  year's  result  of  this  practical  work.  Number 
of  inmates  thirty-five,  with  a  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance,  $288.40. 
The  cost  of  the  Home  to  date  would  appear  to  be  $77,408.30,  and  our 
brethren  will  find  that  with  the  yeai*s  they  will  have  to  add  thereto. 

The  amount  of  tlie  Permanent  Fund  is  $19,5li5.08,  to  which  will 
be  added  two  legacies  amounting  to  about  $1,400. 

The  report  concedes  great  credit  to  the  ability  and  tact  of  the  Super- 
intendent, U.'.  W.*.  Bro.  Smith. 

Receipts,  $19,084.97;  disbursements,  $20,013.  51,  and  balance  on  hand^ 
$6,703.24.

M.'.  W.*.  Charles  Belcher  furnished  an  excellent  report  on  Corre- 
spondence (170  pp.),  embracing  the  proceedings  of  fifty-eight  Grand 
Lodges,  including  New  York  for  1900. 
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We  beg  to  assure  our  brother  that  we  never  neglect  New  Jersey,  but 
we  have  to  have  something  to  work  on. 

M.'.  W.'.  Joseph  E.  Moore  {Jersey  City),  Grand  Master,  re-elected, 
and  R.'.  W.'.  Thomas  H.  R.  Redway  (Trenton) ,  Grand  Secretary,  re- 
elected, 

NEW  MEXICO. 

^M  Communication.  ALBUQUERQUE.  October  16,  1900. 

M.'.  W.'.  EiJAS  E.  Day,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  thirteen 
Lodges,  and  seven  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Master  fully  covered  the  incidents  of  the  year  in  his  Annual 
Address;  he  had  created  one  new  Lodge  under  dispensation,  and  had 
also  visited  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction  with  satisfac- 
tory results.  There  is  no  new  element  embraced  in  the  decisions  rendered. 
A  dispensation  granted  by  the  Grand  Master  to  Sacrament  Lodge,  U.  D., 
**  to  ballot  upon  and  confer  the  degrees  without  waiting  the  required 
lunar  month  "  called  forth  a  majority  and  minority  report.  The  Grand 
Lodge  adopted  the  views  of  the  "minority"  and  sustained  the  Grand 
Master. 

If  we  correctly  understand  the  law  of  this  Grand  Body,  it  would 
appear  to  us  that  the  regulation  of  one  month  was  mandatory,  and  th&t 
unless  there  is  embraced  in  the  code  a  permission  for  the  Grand  Master 
to  dispense  therewith,  we  should  be  obliged  to  agree  with  the  "  majority." 

The  point  of  the  Lodge  being  "  under  dispensation  "  should  not  have 
any  bearing,  and  we  know  of  no  landmark  empowering  a  Grand  Master 
to  override  the  provisions  of  a  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  unless  it  may 
be  the  exercise  of  the  prerogative  of  making  a  Mason  at  sight. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  to  investigate  the  condition  of 
Freemasonry  in  Mexico,  with  special  reference  to  the  request  for  recogni- 
tion of  the  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica  of  Mexico,  by  R.'.  W.'.  W.  H.  Seamon, 
is  the  most  complete  and  generally  satisfactory  paper  thereon  which  we 
have  seen. 

The  thoroughness  and  impartiality  of  the  writer  of  the  report  serves 
to  commend  its  careful  consideration.  It  settles  many  points  wherein, 
heretofore,  there  had  been  a  conflict  of  statements.  Were  it  not  that  the 
demise  of  the  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica,  which  occurred  April  30,  1901,  had 
removed  the  cause  of  action,  we  should  feel  called  upon  to  cull  liberally 
from  Bbo.  Seamon*s  paper. 

We  regard  our  brother's  conclusions  with  reference  to  the  late  Gran 
Dieta,  as  expressing  the  opinion  of  many  who  had  given  the  subject  due 
consideration. 

Anticipating  that  we  may  have  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  results  of  our 
brother's  investigation  in  another  form,  we  desire  to  remark  that  the 
Craft  is  greatly  indebted  to  our  R.'.  W^.'.  brother  for  the  light  he  has 
thrown  upon  the  complex  and  unsatisfactory  condition  of  Freemasonry  in 
Mexico. 
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Our  brother's  conclusions  are  embraced  in  the  following  resolutions 
appended  to  the  report: 

"  Resolved.  That  we  withdraw  our  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Federal  District,  recognized  by  us  in  1886. 

**  Resolved,  That  the  request  of  the  Grand  Dicta  for  recognition  be 
respectfully  declined. 

**  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Vera 
Cruz ;  the  Grand  Lodge  Cosmos,  of  Chihuahua ;  the  Grand  Lodge  Santos 
DegoUado,  of  the  Federal  District;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  Hidalgo  of  the 
State  of  Mexico,  as  legitimate  and  regularly  organized  Masonic  powers 
within  their  present  defined  territorial  jurisdictions;  that  we  give  them 
a  hearty  welcome  into  the  family  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  that  the  incom- 
ing Grand  Master  be  requested  to  accomplish  the  exchange  of  repre- 
sentatives." 

The  Grand  Lodge,  in  its  action  upon  the  report,  withdrew  its  recogni- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal  District,  declined  to  recognize  the 
Gran  Dicta  Simbolica,  and  extended  official  recognition  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  Cosmos  of  Chihauhau,  it  being  the  only  one  of  the  enumerated 
Mexican  Grand  Lodges  which  had  made  formal  application  for  the 
establishment  of  official  relations. 

The  Gfand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recognized,  and  action 
deferred  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

The  Grand  Lodge  after  the  close  of  the  session  indulged  in  "  a  smoker  " 
through  the  courtesy  of  Temple  Lodge,  No.  0. 

Receipts,  $1,242;  disbursements,  $964.70,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$1,015.36.

The  report  on  Correspondence  (94  pp.)  is  a  good  presentation  of 
the  proceedings  of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges  by  R.'.  W.*.  W.  H.  Seamox, 
including  New  York  for  1900. 

Noting  the  remark  under  Michigan,  we  should  say  that  visitation  was 
not  an  absolute  right,  but  subject  to  qualification,  and  also  regulated 
by  Grand  Lodge  enactments. 

M.'.  W.*.  Elias  S.  Stoveb  (Albuquerque),  Grand  Master,  and  R.'. 
W.*.  Alpheus  a.  Keen  (Albuquerque),  Grand  Secretary,  re-elected.

M.\  W.'.  B.  S.  RoYSTEB,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  two 
hundred  and  nine  Lodges,  seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New  York  by 
W.'.  N.  B.  Bbouohton. 

The  Grand  Master  had  made  many  official  visits,  had  created  six  new 
Lodges  by  dispensation,  and  reported  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  mem- 
bership.    The  Grand  Master  touchingly  referred  to  the  decease  of  M.\ 
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W.*.  Horace  H.  Mitnson,  a  portrait  of  whom  honors  the  proceedings. 
He  was  Grand  Master  in  1876-77,  and  was  a  representative  man  in  the 
Craft. 

It  would  appear  that  there  was  a  deficit  in  the  amount  required  to 
meet  the  generous  offer  of  Mr.  Dukb  in  the  interest  of  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum,  and  the  Grand  Master  urged  the  Graft  to  remedy  the  same. 

The  Lodges  had  contributed  $494.66  for  the  relief  of  the  Galveston 
(Texas)  sufferers. 

Telegraphic  greetings  exchanged  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  united  in  the  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  Hiram 
Lodge,  No.  40,  Raleigh.  A  donation  of  $100  was  made  to  relieve  the 
necessities  of  a  Past  Grand  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  indicates 
that  the  affairs  of  that  noble  Institution  are  being  conducted  success- 
fully, particularly  in  the  line  of  training  children  in  practical  work. 
It  would  also  appear  from  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  that  the 
labor  of  the  children  is  largely  utilized,  and  the  several  special  depart- 
ments of  operation  show  good  financial  results.  Total  number  of  children 
215,  with  a  cost  for  maintenance  of  $64,96,  exclusive  of  the  earnings  of 
the  Institution. 

In  our  report  of  the  year  1900  we  commented  upon  a  statement  in 
connection  with  action  had  in  reference  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washing- 
ton, which  we  deemed  an  unjust  reflection  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  and  which  appeared  to  us  the  repetition  of  a  charge  made  in  18G5, 
which  had  once  before  been  refuted  and  explained.  If  we  had  been  in 
possession  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for 
the  year  1866,  we  should  not  have  deemed  the  matter  worthy  of  notice, 
and  we  cannot  but  regret  that  such  information  was  not  available  to  us. 

The  original  report  in  1865,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
was  predicated  upon  false  premises,  and  equally  so  the  criticism  in  our 
report.  We  agree  w^ith  the  committee  that  "  it  would  have  been  better  if . 
the  committee  in  1865  had  ascertained  the  falsity  of  the  statement  in 
advance,"  and  equally  so  we  must  assume  the  responsibility  of  accepting 
as  a  direct  charge  what  was  intended  to  be  (as  qualified)  "  the  alleged 
action."  We  cannot  but  think,  however,  that  we  can  offer  as  an  excuse 
the  strong  language  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  committee;  viz., 
"  since  the  eloquent  denunciation  of  the  alleged  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  in  recognizing  clandestine  negro  lodges  by  our  former  Grand 
Master,  B.  G.  Reade."  While  we  have  no  desire  to  multiply  words  we 
also  direct  attention  to  an  extract  from  our  comments ;  viz.,  '*  We  are  not 
aware  whether  any  correction  ever  appeared  upon  the  records  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  of  its  unwarranted  attack  upon  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York  in  1865,  hut  it  should  have  been,  and  it  is  not  even 
now  too  late  to  remedy  a  wrong  done  through  carelessness." 

The  report  of  the  present  year  fully  covers  the  ground,  and  we  can 
only  hope  that  the  explanation  of  your  committee  may  be  regarded  as 
equally  satisfactory: 

"It  is  evident  from  a  perusal  of  the  whole  report  that  the  special 
committee  were  merely  intending  to  designate  the  subject  from  which 
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they  were  quoting,  namely :  the  language  of  Grand  Master  Rbade  in  1865, 
upon  the  subject  of  negro  Masonry.  So  far  from  intending  to  reflect  upon 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  it  expresses  its  want  of  endorsement  of 
the  charge  by  the  use  of  the  words  *  alleged  action/  In  1866  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina  made  all  proper  explanation  of  its  language 
in  1865.  It  exonerated  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  from  any  im- 
proper action,  or  endorsement  of  clandestine  Masonry,  and  only  preferred 
the  mild  complaint  that  it  was  not  warned  by  that  Grand  Body  of  the 
existence  of  the  negro  organization  styling  itseK  *  The  G»*nnd'Lodee  of 
New  York.  If  the  New  York  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
had  taken  the  slight  trouble  to  examine  the  proceenings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for  the  next  year,  1866,  it  would  have  seen 
that  all  proper  explanations  had  been  made. 

"  Your  committee  concur  in  the  views  of  the  New  York  Committee 
that  the  highest  Masonic  courtesy  should  always  characterize  every 
expression  of  a  Committee  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  especially  toward  so  honor- 
able a  jurisdiction  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  But  due  allowance 
should  be  made  for  the  sensitive  condition  of  the  public  mind  of  the 
South  after  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  Members  of  a  race  which  was 
emerging  from  slavery  were  flaunting  their  alleged  Masonic  regularity  in 
the  jurisdiction  of  North  Carolina.  Publications  were  made  in  several 
papers  that  negro  Lodges  were  organized  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
*  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York/  and  no  denial  was  made.  It  is  true  that 
Grand  Master  Reads  and  the  committee  did  not  make  sufficient  inquiry 
into  the  facts.  The  committee  and  the  Grand  Lodge  simply  made  their 
action  contingent  upon  the  truth  of  the  claim  of  the  negro  Masons,  and 
the  statements  of  the  newpapers,  that  these  Lodges  were  working  under 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  It  would  have  been  better  if  they  had 
ascertained  the  falsity  of  the  statements  in  advance. 

"  It  is  enough  for  your  committee  to  recommend  that  we  should  repeat 
now  the  declaration  of  1866.  that  the  charge  against  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  expressed  conditionally,  was  baseless,  that  the  negro  Lodges 
claiming  to  work  in  North  Carolina  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
were  clandestine.  They  recommended  that  the  resolution  of  1899  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words:  *  That  the  alleged  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  in  recognizing  negro  Lodges,'  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words,  *  of  the  recognition  of  clandestine  negro  Lodges.' 

Action  was  deferred  upon  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Costa  Rica  for  recognition. 

The  Grand  Lodge  celebrated  St.  John's  Day,  June  23d,  by  exercises 
held  at  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  the  address  being  delivered  by  Hon. 
Bbo.  a.  M.  Waddell. 

Receipts,  $7,145.16;  disbursements,  $6,253.23,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$4,868.30.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

W.'.  John  A.  Collins  presents  a  good  report  on  Correspondence 
(154  pp.),  covering  the  proceedings  of  fifty -six  Grand  Bodies,  including 
New  York  for  1900,  which  has  fraternal  notice. 

The  growth  of  sentiment  in  favor  of  Masonic  Homes  we  regard  as 
something  more  than  "a  fad."  Such  enterprises  supply  a  much  needed 
want  in  caring  for  the  needy  brother,  the  widow  and  orphan  children, 
but  they  must  be  considered  on  business  lines  and  have  a  sure  financial 
support. 

Our  brother  does  not  fail  to  note  the  criticism  of  your  committee, 
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upon  a  statement  in  the  Proceedings  of  the'  Grand  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina  for  1899. 

It  28  very  possible  that  "  taking  things  for  granted  without  examina- 
tion has  an  application  on  all  sides."  We  gather  from  the  report  of  the 
present  year,  that  in  1866  a  proper  explanation  was  made  of  the  language 
used  in  1865,  and  that  the  same  is  on  record,  and  with  that  we  are 
aatisfied. 

We  hope  that  the  agitation  has  not  been  harmful,  and  beg  to  assure 
our  brother  that  we  do  not  suffer  from  the  distemper  "  of  which  St.  Paul 
was  said  to  have  been  at  times  a  victim." 

Appended  to  the  Proceedings  is  a  very  interesting  account  of  the 
celebration  of  the  centennial  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  40,  of  Raleigh.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  influential  Lodges  in  the  State,  and  many  important 
events  are  noted  in  the  historical  address  delivered  upon  that  occasion. 
We  reproduce  the  following: 

"  On  Friday  night,  the  14th  of  Apnl,  1865,  the  saddest  calamity  that 
c'ver  befell  the  American  people  occurred  in  the  City  of  Washington. 
It  was  the  assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  The  following  Monday  evening,  April  17th,  was  the 
regular  meeting  of  ^  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  40.  There  were  present  at  this 
meeting  quite  a  number  of  Federal  officers — Masons,  of  course — and 
among  them  was  the  young  Major  who  interested  himself  in  giving  us 
a  guard  for  the  protection  of  our  property. 

**  The  news  of  the  assassination  had  reached  Raleigh  late  in  the 
afternoon  of  that  day,  and  it  caused  a  profound  sensation  among  the 
Federal  troops.  About  dark  there  was  a  restlessness  and  spirit  of 
insubordination  manifested  among  the  soldiers,  and  a  riot  was  feared 
by  the  officers  in  command.  In  order  to  prevent  such  a  calamity  the 
guards  at  every  street  crossing  were  doubled,  and  messengers  were 
sent  up  and  down  the  streets  to  every  place  where  the  people  might 
have  assembled  to  warn  them  to  at  once  disperse  and  repair  to  their 
homes.  Hiram  Lodge  had  just  opened  for  business.  Suddenly  we 
heard  the  hasty  footsteps  of  some  one  ascending  the  stairs  to  the  hall, 
and  the  low  clanking  of  the  sword  of  an  officer.  There  was  a  rapid 
knock  at  the  door,  and  I  was  requested  to  go  to  the  anteroom.  There 
I  met  a  Federal  Captain  (a  Mason,  as  I  afterwards  learned),  who  hur- 
riedly told  me  of  the  excitement  among  the  soldiers  in  camp  and  sug- 
gested that  the  Lodge  be  closed  and  that  the  members  go  to  their 
homes  at  once.    Orders  were  promptly  obeyed. 

"  There  are  a  few  Masons  still  living,  perhaps  some  present  this 
evening,  who  remember  that  terrible  night.  I  say  *  terrible  night  *  because 
the  impending  danger  of  riot,  murder  and  burning  of  the  city  was  feared 
by  every  one  who  understood  the  condition  of  affairs.  The  wise  and 
prudent  management  and  strict  discipline  of  the  Federal  officers  prevented 
what  might  have  been  a  calamity  of  most  serious  consequences." 

M.'.  W.'.  B.  &.  RoYSTEB  (Oxford),  Grand  Master,  re-elected,  and  R.*. 
W.*.  John  C.  Dbewrt  (Raleigh),  Grand  Secretary,  re-elected.

He  also  paid  a  merited 
compliment  to  R.*.  W.'.  Frank  J.  Thompson,  the  talented  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

For  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  sufferers,  we  note  that  the 
Lodges  had  contributed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars. 

It  was  ordered  that  aprons  of  special  design  be  presented  to  all  the 
Past  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolutions  of  sympathy  on  account  of  the  serious  illness  of  M.'.  W.*. 
Theodobe  S.  Pabvin,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  were 
adopted  and  ordered  transmitted  to  him.    A  very  kindly  act. 

Receipts,  $4,120.80;  disbursements,  $3,743.73,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$5,077.62.

M.'.  W.'.  Frank  S.  Harmon,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
four  hundred  and  eighty-three  Lodges,  eleven  Past  Grand  Masters,  New 
York  by  M.'.  W.'.  Ike  M.  Robinson,  and  M.'.  E.'.  L.  G.  Goodale,  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  as  a  visitor. 

Eloquent  addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of 
the  citizens,  and  from  the  brethren  of  the  city  of  Cleveland.  Bro.  John 
J.  SuLUVAN,  who  represented  the  Fraternity,  was  exceedingly  happy  in 
his  remarks,  and  we  quote  therefrom : 

"  Good  deeds  create  happiness,  not  only  in  others,  but  in  ourselves.  We 
must  be  happy,  or  life  is  not  worth  the  living.  God  intended  us  to  be 
happy,  and  get  all  the  delight  out  of  this  old  world  we  can.  That  is  why 
the  birds,  flying  through  God's  air,  throw  rich  music  from  their  throats, 
and  fill  the  world  with  the  rapturous  melody  of  song.  That  is  why  the 
lambs  frolic  on  the  green  hillsides,  and  jump  with  joy  in  the  verdant 
fields.  That  is  why  God  made  little  children,  so  that  their  universal 
laughter  might  create  merriment  for  the  whole  world. 

"  The  highest  personification  of  Freemasonry  was  our  late  beloved 
President,  William  McKinley.  He  loved  men,  he  loved  God,  and  be 
loved  nature.  One  of  his  immortal  sentences  was,  '  Let  me  see  the  trees.' 
To  him,  as  to  all  Masons, 

"  *  The  voiceless  lips  of  flowers  are  living  preachers, 
Each  cup  a  pulpit,  every  leaf  a  book, 
Supph'ing  to  his  fancy  numerous  teachers 
From  loneliest  nook. 
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'Midst  cloistered  bonghs,  each  floral  bell  that  swingeth, 

And  tolls  its  perfume  to  the  passing  air. 
Makes  Sabbath  in  the  fields,  and  ever  ringeth 

A  call  to  prayer; 
Not  to  the  domes,  where  crumbling  arch  and  column 

Attest  the  feebleness  of  mortal  hand, 
But  to  that  fane,  most  catholic  and  solemn, 

Which  God  hath  planned, — 
To  that  Cathedral,  boundless  as  our  wonder. 

Whose  quenchless  lamps  the  sun  and  moon  supply; 
Its  choir  the  winds  and  waves,  its  organ  thunder, 

Its  dome  the  sky.' 

"  He  is  dead  by  the  crimson  hand  of  anarchy,  but  his  memory  will  be 
forever  fresh  and  green  in  every  Masonic  heart.  ...  If  I  were  a 
sculptor.  I  would  chisel  into  exquisite  and  enduring  marble  the  colossal 
figure  or  a  perfect  woman.  I  would  put  the  light  of  kindness  in  her  eyes, 
the  smile  of  heaven  on  her  lips,  and  the  warmth  of  sympathy  in  her  cheeks. 
I  would  cut  into  her  silent  face  the  sympathy  of  a  thousand  hearts,  and 
with  an  artist's  touch  I  would  give  her  brow  the  mien  and  caste  of 
Sovereign  Love.  In  her  great,  her  gentle,  her  protecting  arms,  I  would 
have  her,  in  symbolic  figure,  encircle  the  heavy  laden  of  the  earth,  and 
drawing  the  downcast  in  tenderness  on  her  heaving  bosom.  On  the 
pedestal  of  that  grand  symbol,  I  would  burn  in  the  chaste  marble,  in 
letters  of  living  fire,  that  word  which  has  been  familiar  to  all  ages — 
Fbeemasonrt." 

The  courtesies  of  the  local  committee  comprehended  excursions  to 
various  points  of  interest,  entertainments,  etc. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  able  address  very  thoroughly  covered  the 
events  of  the  official  year,  and  also  paid,  a  beautiful  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  our  illustrious  brother  William  McKinlet,  late  President  of  these 
United  States,  whose  death  on  the  14th  of  September  cast  a  pall  of 
sorrow  over  the  civilized  world. 

The  following  decisions  were  reported: 

"  Held :  That  all  business  done  before  regular  time  of  meeting  pro- 
vided for  in  By-laws  is  illegal. 

'*  Held:  That  protest  can  not  be  filed  against  a  Master  Mason  peti- 
tioning on  dimit.  Action  must  be  taken,  and,  if  rejected  by  Lodge, 
dimit  returned. 

**  Held:  Under  Rule  18,  a  Lodge  may  receive  the  petition  of  a  can- 
didate for  the  degrees  in  Masonry  (candidate  having  resided  in  said 
Lodge*s  Jurisdiction  one  year),  if  three  years  have  elapsed  since  said 
candidate's  rejection  by  another  Masonic  Lodge." 

Eagle  Lodge,  No.  431,  of  Canton,  of  which  our  late  lamented  President 
was  a  member,  petitioned  that  it  should  hereafter  be  known  as  William 
McKinley  Lodge,  No.  431,  and  the  request  was  unanimously  acceeded  to. 
In  connection  therewith  M.'.  W.'.  William  B.  Melish  addressed  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  eloquent  language,  reciting  his  Masonic  history,  his  work 
as  a  Craftsman,  and  some  lessons  to  be  drawn  from  the  life  of  our  late 
President.  It  was  in  every  respect  a  friend's  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  a  friend. 

"  I've  seen  sweet  children,  gentle  woman  go, 

God's  dear  peace  resting  on  their  patient  brow; 

But  never  yet  saw  I  a  being  die 

With  a  more  simple,  grand  humility." 

The  Grand  Lodge  declined  to  co-operate  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
Alpina  of  Switzerland  in  the  establishment  of  a  Permanent  International 
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office  of  Freemasonry  in  Switzerland;  for  the  reason  that  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France  was  one  of  the  bodies  comprising  the  Congress  which 
issued  the  appeal. 

Fraternal  relations  were  ordered  withdrawn  from  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Belgium,  on  account  of  its  recognition  of  and  fraternal  relations  with 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Ohio  Masonic  Home  shows  that  one  hundred 
and  forty-five  inmates  had  been  cared  for  at  an  expense  of  $150  per 
capita.  The  proffer  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  to  erect  a  cottage  on  the  grounds  had  been  accepted.  The  report 
of  the  Superintendent  is  complete  in  all  respects. 

The  Grand  Lodge  ordered  that  a  suitable  bronze  tablet  should  be 
erected  at  the  Masonic  Home  commemorative  of  the  late  M.*.  W.'. 
Chables  C.  Kiefeb,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Home  since  its  inception. 

The  following  regulation  was  adopted : 

"  Resolved:  That  after  January  1,  1902,  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction 
shall  permit  any  one  to  visit  it  who  does  not,  at  the  time  of  such  visit, 
present  a  receipt  for  the  payment  of  his  dues  for  the  year  last  passed  or 
a  dimit  issued  to  him  within  the  twelve  months  preceding  such  visitation." 

Receipts,  $37,463.96 ;  disbursements,  $36,925.65,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$37,573.54.

New  York  for  1901  has  most  fraternal  attention  and  liberal  selections 
made  therefrom,  including  our  associate's  translations  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  foreign  Grand  Lodges.

M.*.  W.'.  William  M.  Anderson,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  fifty- two  Lodges,  and  two  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Master  conveyed  the  gratifying  intelligence  of  the  satis- 
factory progress  of  Freemasonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Nine  new 
Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation.    We  certainly  should  not  agree 
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with  the  Grand  Master  that  a  candidate  minus  the  thumb  of  his  right 
hand  would  be  eligible  for  the  degrees. 

There  is  no  question  as  to  the  character  of  the  so-called  Grand 
Lodge,  Justin  Pinney,  Grand  Master,  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  We  submit 
that  the  Grand  Master  might  have  wisely  omitted  any  Communication 
from  this  clandestine  organization. 

The  report  with  reference  to  the  Masonic  Home  Fund  showed  that 
$1,020.55  had  been  raised  the  past  year.  It  would  also  appear  that 
Eastern  Star  Chapters  had  been  asked  to  contribute  to  the  enterprise. 
While  we  look  with  favor  upon  all  such  work,  nevertheless  we  trust  our 
brethren  will  not  be  over  sanguine  and  prematurely  commence  proceedings. 
At  present  there  would  hardly  seem  to  be  a  necessity  for  a  Home  in  this 
jurisdiction ;  but,  in  any  event,  exercise  sole  control. 

We  record  the  following  for  information: 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  directed  to  notify  all 
the  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  also  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  known  world,  of  the  expulsion  of  Past  Grand  Master, 
Henbt  RacKEB,  from  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  by  Perry 
Lodge,  No.  15,  for  gross  unmasonic  conduct." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  in  their  consideration  of  the  decisions 
of  the  Grand  Master,  plainly  defined  the  qualifications  necessary  in  the 
case  cited  : 

"  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  candidate  is  eligible  to  Masonry  who 
is  by  nature,  or  bv  accident,  unable  to  give  all  due  signs  and  summons, 
and  who  is  incapable  of  making  himself  known  as  a  brother,  in  the  darjc,* 
as  well  as  the  light." 

The  Grand  Lodge  listened  to  an  oration  by  W.'.  J.  H.  Antbobus, 
adopted  the  Grand  Representative  system,  and  wisely  deferred  action  upon 
the  International  Masonic  Federation  scheme  emanating  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Switzerland.    Better  ignore  it  entirely. 

Receipts,  $2,248.50;  disbursements,  $1,541.68,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$2,387.03.

M.'.  W.'.  Henry  B.  Thielsen,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
ninety-three  Lodges,  fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  New  York  by  M.'.  W.'. 
Henby  B.  Thielsen,  and  M.*.  W.'.  William  H.  Upton,  Past  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  as  a  visitor. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  the  death  of  a  prominent  brother  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  M.\  W.*.  James  R.  Bayley,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  also 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Oregon. 
There  had  been  a  substantial  gain  in  the  membership  of  the  Craft,  and 
one  new  Lodge  had  been  created  under  dispensation. 

The  Grand  Master  gracefully  acknowledged  the  march  stolen  on  him 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  that  he  had  (without  consultation)  recom- 
mended the  Grand  Master  for  appointment  as  the  Grand  Representative 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  says : 

"  The  honor  of  representing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Empire  State  is 
so  highly  appreciated  that  I  have  not  visited  upon  Bbo.  Robinson  the 
punishment  his  temerity  deserved." 

We  entertain  the  opinion,  that  it  is  an  honor  conferred  upon  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

Attention  was  directed  to  the  constant  increase  of  the  Educational 
Fund,  now  amounting  to  $23,218.34,  for  which  there  no  longer  exists  a 
necessity.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Grand  Lodge  determine  what  dis- 
position should  be  made  of  it  We  do  not  discover  that  any  action  was 
taken. 

In  response  to  an  kppeal,  the  Lodges  had  contributed  $342.50  for  the 
relief  of  the  Jacksonville   (Fla.)  sufferers. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Irregular  Masonry  "  we  note  for  information  the 
following : 

"  We,  in  our  own  midst,  have  an  irregular  Lodge  styling  itself  *  Coos 
Bay  Lodge,  No.  Tm,'  at  Beaver  Hill,  Oregon.  This  is  a  negro  Lodge,  and 
has  before  given  us  some  trouble.  I  understand  they  are  occasionally 
making  members  of  white  men,  and  I  would  suggest  that  our  members 
living  in  tbat  neighborhood  should  let  it  be  known  that  this  is  a  spurious 
Lodge,  and  I  call  the  attention  of  all  our  Lodges  that  they  must  be  care- 
ful not  to  admit  as  visitors  any  members  of  this  clandestine  Lodge.  I 
am  informed  that  many  of  their  own  members  suppose  they  were  working 
under  our  authority ;  that  one  C.  M.  Richabdson  claims  to  represent 
them  in  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  comes  to  Portland  at  the  time  of  our 
Annual  Communications,  and  gives  out  at  Beaver  Hill  that  he  comes  to 
attend  our  sessions." 

The  following  decisions,  as  amended,  were  approved :  ■ 

"  Second:  In  response  to  numerous  requests  for  a  ruling  upon  a  part 
of  Section  1,  Article  V,  of  the  By-Laws,  reading  as  follows:  *  No  member 
is  entitled  to  vote,  nor  can  he  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  oflSce,  who 
is  not  clear  on  the  books  of  the  Lodge,'  I  was  compelled  to  declare  so  much 
as  is  quoted  above  to  be  unconstitutional,  in  that  it  provides  a  different 
standing  for  the  member  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues  to  that  specified  by 
the  Constitution,  Article  XII,  Section  5. 
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"  Third:  That  a  petition  for  the  degrees  cannot  be  withdrawn  after 
having  been  referred  to  a  committee. 

**  Fourth:  That  an  admixture  of  Indian  blood  is  no  bar  to  becoming 
a  Mason. 

*' Fifth :  Ballot  upon  the  petition  of  a  candidate  having  been  spread, 
the  Master  ordered  another  to  correct  possible  mistakes,  and  upon  the 
spreading  of  the  second  ballot,  the  candidate  was  declared  rejected.  During 
the  recees  which  followed,  a  member  present  stated  it  was  he  who  had  cast 
the  blackball,  and  he  had  done  so  supposing  he  had  been  .voting  upon  the 
application  oi  another  person  than  the  candidate,  who  bore  the  same  name. 
Thereupon  the  Master  ordered  another  ballot,  the  candidate  was  declared 
elected,  and  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree  was  conferred  upon  him. 
Formal  objection  to  his  advancement  having  been  lodged  upon  the  ground 
of  unconstitutionality  of  the  third  ballot,  the  matter  was  referred  to  me. 
I  sustained  the  objection,  holding  that  according  to  our  Constitution  it  was 
not  competent  for  the  Lodge,  Master,  Grand  Master,  or  Grand  Lodge  to 
question  the  result  of  the  second  ballot;  and  that  the  petitioner  must 
await  the  statutory  time  and  petition  again.*' 

The  Grand  Lodge  conferred  the  honorary  title  of  Past  Grand  Master 
on  W.'.  F.  X.  Matthien  ;  wired  greetings  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 
ington, then  in  session ;  and  extended  fraternal  recognition,  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Western  Australia.  Upon  the  application  for  recognition  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ck>sta  Rica,  action  was  deferred. 

Committee  was  appointed  to  make  alterations  in  the  Masonic  burial 
service,  which  might  be  adaptable  in  cases  of  cremation. 

The  oration  by  W.\  Leboy  Lewis,  Grand  Orator,  treated  of  the 
interest  and  external  elements  comprehended  within  the  scope  of  Free- 
masonry. 

During  the  session,  the  Grand  Lodge  celebrated  the  semi-centennial 
of  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Ix)dge  in  an  appropriate  manner. 
Interesting  remarks,  having  reference  to  the  early  history  of  Freemasonry 
in  Oregon,  were  made  by  M.'.  W.'.  John  McCbacken,  the  oldest  living 
Past  Grand  Master  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  M.'.  W.*.  John  M.  Hodson, 
Past  Grand  Master,  furnished  the  Historical  Address.  Both  are  very 
valuable  contributions  to  the  annals  of  Freemasonry  in  this  jurisdiction. 

A  fine  phototype  of  M.*.  W.'.  Henby  B.  Thielsen  graces  the  Proceed- 
ings.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.'.  W.*.  John  M.  Hodson  furnishes  the  report  on  Correspondence 
(113  pp.),  embracing  the  proceedings  of  fifty-four  Grand  Bodies. 

Under  Illinois,  in  conaidering  the  Correspondence  report  thereof,  he 
very  correctly  says: 

"Bbo.  Bobbins  holds  lengthy  discussion  with  Bbo.  Dbummond  over 
the  question  of  the  legality  of  Lodges  organized  by  authority  of  the  Su- 
preme Grand  Councils,  or  Orients  of  other  than  the  Grand  Lodges  claim- 
ing direct  descent  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  York  or  other  English  Grand 
Lodges,  denying  that  they  or  anv  of  them  are  entitled  to  recognition.  In 
all  other  countries  except  the  United  States  we  think  full  recognition  is 
extended,  and  many  Grand  Lodges  of  our  country  are  in  fraternal  corre- 
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Bpondence  with  many  jurisdictions  so  established,  particalarly  some  of  the 
Lrrand  Lodges  of  South  America.  It  cannot  be  successfully  denied  that 
they  are  in  possession  of  almost  identical  rituals,  laws,  and  usages,  and 
prior  to  the  ar|;eement  between  the  A.&A.S.K.  of  America  and  the  Grand 
Xx>dges  of  the  lorii  Kite,  there  is  no  question  of  the  possession  of  the  first 
three  degrees  by  the  A.  &  A.  S.  K.,  and  its  patents  will  now  admit  a 
traveling  brother  to  European  or  South  American  Lodges.  Hence  we 
must  conclude  that  Bbo.  Dbummond  is  right  and  that  Grand  Lodges  may 
be  legally  recognized,  even  though  their  origin  may  have  been  from  some 
other  source  than  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  York." 

New  York  for  1000  has  our  brother's  graceful  attention.  He  seems  to 
be  unduly  exercised  over  the  net  gain  in  membership  in  New  York,  and 
fears  that  Freemasonry  is  getting  too  popular.  We  entertain  the  opinion 
that  in  the  Lodges  of  New  York  the  same  care  is  exercised  in  the  selection 
of  material  as  in  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  that,  while  the  accretions 
must  be  numerically  larger,  nevertheless  the  ratio  is  not  in  any  degree  ex- 
cessive. Our  brother  says :  **  The  long  lists  of  N.  P.  D.  and  other  non- 
affiliates  grow  out  of  this  haste  to  grow  mighty  in  numbers,  and  the  only 
cure  for  that  growing  evil  is  that  candidates  shall  be  more  thoroughly 
advised  of  the  responsibilities  before  being  allowed  to  petition." 

We  are  not  partial  toward  **  haste  to  grow  mighty  in  numbers,"  and 
we  cannot  regard  the  criticism  as  particularly  applicable  to  New  York ; 
for  instance : 

Percentage  of  new  work  done  in  New  York,  .06.50 ;  in  Oregon,  .06.39. 
A  comparison  as  to  losses  by  reason  of  non-payment  of  dues  and  dimis- 
sions  is  in  favor  of  New  York;  viz.,  .03.60  per  cent,  against  .04.05  per 
cent,  in  Oregon. 

We  might  ring  the  bell  on  the  following,  but  we  will  not : 

*'  In  the  election  of  officers  we  note  the  appointment  of  twelve  tellers 
to  conduct  the  election,  and  we  further  note  that  M.".  W.*.  Bro.  Pownall 
was  reported  re-elected  Grand  Master  by  '  acclamation,'  and  that  he 
declined.  We  further  note  that  in  the  election  of  the  officers  they  are 
each  announced  as  being  elected  by  *  acclamation.'  Now,  Bro.  Anthony, 
what  kind  of  a  performance  is  that?  What  did  you  appoint  twelve 
inspectors  of  election  for'/  What  function  did  they  perform?  And  what 
is  this  election  by  acclamation,  in  a  Masonic  Lodge,  anyway?" 

We  beg  to  assure  our  brother  that  it  is  in  all  respects  regular,  and 
governed  by  the  rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  appoint  four  sets  (three  each)  of  tellers  so  that  the  voting  can  be 
had  simultaneously  at  four  different  polling  places,  the  representatives 
voting  by  districts  in  regular  order  as  seated  in  the  Grand  Lodge  hall. 
The  functions  of  the  tellers  are  to  receive  the  ballots,  and  at  the  conclusion 
count  and  report  to  the  Grand  East,  where  they  are  aggregated  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  announcement  made  of  the  result.  In  the  last  few 
years,  as  indicative  of  the  good  feeling  among  the  Craft,  the  tellers  did  not 
perform  any  functions;  they  were  ready  and  willing,  but  had  no  ballots 
to  count.  Nevertheless  they  were  discharged  with  thanks,  a  custom  which 
we  hope  may  long  continue. 

Under  our  law,  where  but  one  brother  is  in  nomination  for  office  in 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  no  objection  being  made,  the  election  is  by  show 
of  hands — <icclamation.  Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  present  method,  it 
was  customary  to  vote  by  call  of  Lodges,  with  one  set  of  tellers,  and  the ' 
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time  required  about  three  hours.  In  the  event  of  several  roll  calls 
it  can  be  readily  apprehended  that  financial  considerations  (if  no  other) 
demanded  a  plan  for  economy  of  time — ^we  have  it. 

M/.  W.'.  William  E.  Grace  (Baker  City),  Grand  Master,  and  R.'. 
W.'.  James  F.  Robinson   (Eugene),  Grand  Secretary,  re-elected.

Annval  Communication.     PHILADELPHIA,  December  27,  1900. 

R.'.  W.'.  Geoboe  E.  Wagner,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
eighty-four  Lodges,  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  M.*.  W.*.  Joseph  E. 
Moore,  Grand  Master,  and  M.*.  W.'.  Josiah  W.  Ewan,  Past  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  as  visitors. 

Quarterly  Communication,  June  6,  1900. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recognized,  and  an  appro- 
priation of  $74,500  made  for  extensive  alterations  and  necessary  im- 
provements on  the  Masonic  Temple. 

Quarterly  Communication,  September  5,  1000. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  death  of  R.*.  W.'.  J.  Simpson 
Africa,  Past  Grand  Master,  which  sad  and  unexpected  event  occurred 
on  the  8th  day  of  August. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  represented  at  the  obsequies  by  the  Grand 
Master,  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  a  large  number  of 
brethren.  "  The  Masonic  ceremonies  at  the  grave  were  performed  by 
R.*.  W.*.  George  E.  Wagner,  with  the  assistance  of  the  brethren  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  members  of  Mount  Moriah  Lodge,  No.  300,"  of  which 
the  deceased  was  a  member.  An  eloquent  memorial  and  many  personal 
tributes  of  affection  and  respect  are  spread  upon  the  record. 

Quarterly  Communication,  December  5,  1900. 

This  was  the  date  for  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  and  two  hundred 
and  eighty  Lodges  were  represented. 

Reports  were  made  of  the  different  funds,  as  follows :

The  balance  sheet  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shows  net  assets  (exclusive  of 
special  funds  above  enumerated)  of  $1,786,692.09.  The  amount  of  the 
outstanding  four  per  cent,  loan  is  $198,100. 

R.'.  W.'.  Thomas  R.  Patton,  Grand  Treasurer,  was  elected  an 
honorary  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  a  deserving  recognition  of  twenty- 
seven  years  of  service  as  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  Grand  Master  prefaced  his  Annual  Address  with  an  interesting 
account  of  the  earlier  history  of  this  Grand  Lodge ;  we  shall  appropriate  it : 
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"  One  hundred  years  ago  to-day,  December  27,  1800,  Grand  Lodge 
met  in  Annual  Grand  Communication,  with  the  following  Grand  Officers : 
Bbo.  Jonathan  Bayard  Smith,  U.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master;  Bbo.  Isbael 
Israel,  K.'.  W/.  Deputy  Grand  Master;  Bbo.  James  Milnor,  B.'.  W.'. 
Senior  Grand  Warden;  Bbo.  John  W.  Van  Clbve,  li.*.  W.'.  Junior 
Grand  Warden ;  Bro.  George  A.  Baker,  R.\  W.*.  Grand  Secretary ;  Bbo. 
Galyin  Hamilton,  R.'.  W.*.  Grand  Treasurer. 

"  Twenty  Lodges  represented. 

'*  The  meeting  was  held  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  Independence  HaH.     . 

"  At  that  time  there  were  sixty  Lodges  on  the  roll  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
meeting  as  follows:  In  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  13;  in  other  parts  of 
Pennsylvania,  3G ;  in  the  State  of  Delaware,  3 ;  in  the  West  India  Islands, 
3;  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  2;  in  the  army,  2;  in  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tory, 1. 

•*  Of  these  sixty  Lodges  seven  were  constituted  during  the  year  1800,  as 
follows:  No.  80,  Sadsbury ;  No.  81,  Chestnut  Hill;  No.  82,  Milford; 
No.  83.  Wayne  County ;  No.  84,  Somerset ;  No.  85,  Huntingdon  County ; 
No.  87,  West  Indies. 

"  At  that  date  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  had  not  been  formed,  and 
the  Lodges  then  working  in  that  State  were  doing  so  under  warrants 
derived  from  other  jurisdictions^  including  the  three  from  Pennsylvania. 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  was  already  established,  but  two  of 
the  Lodges  in  that  State  were  still  working  under  warrants  granted  by 
Pennsylvania :  No,  12,  at  Winchester,  which  surrendered  its  warrant 
March.  1807 ;  No.  41,  at  Portsmouth,  whose  warrant  was  vacated  April, 
1806,  for  failure  to  make  its  returns. 

"  From  the  returns  of  thirty  Lodges  made  during  that  year,  it  would 
appear  that  the  average  membership  of  such  Lodges  was  about  twenty- 
eight.  These  returns  were  from  Lodges  in  or  near  Philadelphia,  and 
generally  the  older  Lodges.  This  would  indicate  that  it  would  not  be 
unfair  to  put  the  average  membership  of  all  the  Lodges  at  twenty-five, 
making  a  total  membership  of,  say,  fifteen  hundred  under  the  Jurisdiction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

**  It  also  appears  from  the  minutes  of  the  Communication  heM 
September,  1800,  that  thirty-three  Lodges  were  in  arrears  for  two  years' 
dues. 

"  At  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century  there  were  in  the  United  / 
States  fourteen  Grand  Lodges,  the  last  to  be  organized  being  the  Grand 
Lodge    of    Kentucky,    October,    1800.      These    fourteen    Grand    Lodges 
governed  470  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of  about  18,000. 

"  The  first  Grand  Lodge  to  be  formed  in  the  nineteenth  century  was 
that  of  Delaware,  June,  1806,  and  the  last  that  of  Oklahoma.  October, 
1892,  and  the  total  number  for  the  century  was  thirty-six  (excluding 
Dakota  Territory,  since  extinct),  making  a  total  at  this  time  of  fifty 
Grand  Lodges,  about  eleven  thousand  six  hundred  Lodges,  and  about 
eight  hundred  thousand  members. 

*'  The  population  of  the  United  States  was  in  1800  about  5,300,000 ;  in 
1900,  about  76,000,000.  In  Pennsylvania  the  population  was  in  1800 
about  602,000 ;  in  1900,  about  6,300,000,  showing  an  excess  in  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1900  of  about  one  million  over  the  whole  population  of  the 
United  States  in  1800. 

"At  the  present  time  there  are  in  Pennsylvania  437  Lodges,  with  a 
membership  of  about  55,000,  showing  an  increase  for  the  century  of  377 
Lodges  and  53,500  members. 

*'  The  population  of  the  State  has  increased  about  ten  and  a  half 
times,  and  the  membership  of  the  Lodges  about  thirty-six  times." 

The  Grand  Master  criticized  certain  expressions  embraced  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  (June  14,  1899),  having 
reference  to  what  may  be  termed  the  "  Mother  City "  controversy. 
Pennsylvania's  position  and  claim  is  briefly : 

*'  There  were  Lodges  in  Pennsylvania  in  1730 ;  the  ledger  of  a  Lodge 
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working  in  Philadelphia  in  February,  1731,  has  been  produced;  it  is 
known  as  *  Libre  B ;'  preceding  that  must  have  been  a  *  Libre  A.*  How 
many  years  that  was  in  use  before  '  Libre  B '  was  begun  is  left  to  con- 
jecture. The  deputation  to  Bbo.  Daniel  Coxe  as  Provincial  Grand 
Master  for  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  issued  by  the 
Grand  Master  of  England  in  1730,  appears  on  the  records  of  that  date. 
**  In  Massachusetts  the  first  Lodge  dates  from  1733.  This  was  consti- 
tuted by  Bbo.  Henry  Price,  who  claimed  to  have  a  Commission  as 
Provincial  Grand  Master ;  doubtless  he  had  such  a  Commission,  but  it  is 
nowhere  recorded,  except  by  a  copy  of  a  copy  said  to  have  been  made 
at  least  twenty  years  later.'* 

The  Grand  Master  cites  the  case  alluded  to  by  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master 
PowNALL  in  his  Annual  Address,  wherein  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  had  practically  asked  for  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction 
over  a  candidate,  who  had  been  rejected  in  a  Lodge  in  New  York,  and  who 
had  subsequently  petitioned  a  Lodge  in  Pennsylvania.  The  correspondence 
between  the  two  Grand  Masters  is  fraternal  and  courteous,  and  although 
the  Grand  Master  of  New  York  had  assured  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, that  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  (the 
twelve  months  having  elapsed)  there  remained  no  claim  of  jurisdiction 
over  the  candidate,  nevertheless  the  Grand  Master  still  holds  to  the  opinion 
that  as  long  as  the  objection  of  Lodge  No.  538  remained,  the  candidate 
was  not  under  the  tongue  of  good  Masonic  report,  and  that  the  objection) 
could  be  removed  only  by  action  of  the  Lodge. 

It  is  very  questionable  to  us  whether  the  peculiar  insistance  of  the- 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  under  the  statements^ 
made,  could  be  correctly  defined  as  wholly  courteous  to  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

It  would  appear  to  us  that  the  declaration  of  Grand  blaster  Pownali; 
should  have  been  accepted  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  as  conclusive.  It  certainly  had  a  validity  equal  to  that  of 
any  report  from  a  Lodge. 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  in  the  adoption  of  it» 
revised  Constitution  emphatically  defined  the  status  of  candidates  re- 
jected prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  new  regulation ;  and  the  Grand  Master, 
representing  the  Grand  Lodge,  gave  official  assurance  that  Jjodge  No.  538 
had  no  objection,  for  the  objection  had  been  removed  by  Constitutional 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Y'ork. 

But  plainly  this  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  Pennsylvania  law. 

One  other  case  in  which  New  York  appears  to  have  an  interest  was 
also  presented ;  of  this,  however,  we  have  no  knowledge.  Edicts  had  been 
issued  in  several  instances,  prohibiting  Lodges  from  admitting  as  a  visitor 
one  who  had  been  rejected  in  a  Lodge  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  sub- 
sequently made  a  Mason  in  a  Lodge  located  in  another  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  also  prohibiting  the  members  of  the  Craft  from  extending 
Masonic  recognition  to  him.  These  edicts  were  occasioned  by  reason  of 
the  application  of  the  perpetual  jurisdiction  law  of  Pennsylvania  against 
Masons  made  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Indiana,  New  York,  Ohio,  and 
Scotland,  wherein  perpetual  jurisdiction  is  not  recognized. 

In  connection  with  the  cases  reported,  the  Grand  Master  presents  the 
law  of  this  Grand  Lodge  appertaining  to  Lodge  jurisdiction : 
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"  That  thr-re  may  be  no  misanderstanding  of  oar  law,  it  is  well. 
jx^rhai^M*,  to  leD^then  a  little  more  this  already  long  statement.  In  Penn- 
ifylvania  there  i»  no  such  thing  as  Lo^ige  jurisdiction  over  intending 
iK'titioners.  Every  man  is  entitled  to  apply  to  any  Lodge  in  this  jaria- 
diction  or  elsewhere.  Should  he.  however,  petition  a  Lodge  not  nearest 
his  place  of  rr-xidence,  such  Lodge  must  be  in^iuired  of,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain what  iH  hi.s  reputation  where  he  is  best  known,  and  to  learn  his  stand- 
ing and  fitn^M  to  become  a  Mason.  If  no  M atonic  objection  appears 
on  such  inquir>%  the  Lodge  petitioned  may  prw-eed  in  the  regular  way. 
When  a  renident  of  this  State  petitions  a  Lodge  of  another,  the  same 
inquiry  is  made  by  correspondence  through  the  respective  Grand  Masters. 
If  the  resident  of  another  State  petitions  one  of  our  Lodge,  the  same 
course  is  followed.  The  object  of  these  regulations  is  plain ;  it  is  to  keep 
out  improper  mat«»rial,  to  allow  none  to  enter  the  portals  of  Freemasonry 
exr'<?pt  men  of  reputation,  integrity,  and  good  standing  in  their  resj^ecdve 
communities." 

And  in  further  explanation  of  the  care  exercised  in  the  selection  of 
material,  he  adds : 

**  We  are  taught  that  the  candidate  must  be  under  the  tongue  of  good 
Masonic  report,  and  he  must  so  continue  in  the  successive  steps  as  he 
progrcss4*s  in  the  Lodge.  Having  presented  his  petition,  recommended  hy 
two  Master  Masons,  who  thereby  vouch  for  his  standing  and  fitness  to 
b4»come  a  Mason,  still  further  steps  are  nec-essary :  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry,  after  a  thorough  examination,  must  make  a  unanimous  report 
in  nis  favor  and  he  must  pass  the  ordeal  of  a  unanimous  ballot ;  even 
then  he  may  be  stopped  by  an  oral  objection  made  in  open  Lodge. 

•*  At  ov(  rystcp  i)articular  care  is  taken  to  guard  the  Fraternity  against 
the  admission  of  improper  material,  but  care  is  also  exercised  in  behalf 
of  the  (candidate.  Should  he,  for  any  reason,  fail  of  approval  on  first 
ballot,  he  is  under  our  law  permitted  to  have  a  second  ballot  on  the  pend- 
ing iKJtition,  provided  the  Lodge,  after  notice  to  the  meml)er8,  so  decides 
by  a  majority  vote.  Should  that  ballot  also  be  unfavorable,  or  oral 
objec'tion  be  made,  he  is  permitted  to  present  a  new  petition  after  the 
expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  final  rejection  on  his  first ; 
should  he  be  again  rejected,  he  may  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from 
said  spcond  reje<*tion  present  a  third  petition,  if  the  lyodge  by  ballot  agrees 
to  rectrive  it.  If  the  candidate  is  again  reje<'ted,  the  rejection  ends  all 
action  by  the  I»dge,  except  that  it  may  ask  the  Grand  Lodge  for  per- 
misHJon  to  proceed  still  further  by  receiving  and  acting  on  a  fourth 
petition." 

These  are  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to 
them  we  have  no  right,  nor  do  we  desire,  to  object,  although  the  same 
custom  does  not  prevail  in  New  York,  nor  do  we  think  any  other  Lodge 
has  a  similar  course  of  procedure.  It  would  appear  that  the  words  of 
M.'.  W.'.  Drummond  (quoted)  are  strictly  applicable,  that  **  in  some 
respects  the  law  of  Pennsylvania,  derived  from  usage,  differs  from  those 
of  any  other  Grand  Lodge." 

While  we  have  no  desire  to  enlarge  upon  the  point  embraced  in  these 
cases,  nevetheless  we  mildly  suggest  that  exception  might  be  taken  to  the 
claim  for  the  superiority  of  the  Pennsylvania  law,  made  by  the  Grand 
Master ;  nor  should  we  agree  that  all  laws  which  differ  from  those  preva- 
lent in  Pennsylvania  are  innovations  on  the  part  of  other  Grand  Juris- 
dictions. We  may  be  pardoned,  therefore,  in  noticing  the  reference  made 
to  Now  York : 

•'  We  also  find  that  by  a  *  curious  *  and  decidedly  *  modem '  law  of 
that  same  jurisdiction  the  effectiveness  of  a  rejection  has  been  practically 
dc^stroyed,    because    the    rejected    candidate    after    twelve    months    may 
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petition  another  Lodge,  and  if  therein  rejected  he  may,  after  another 
twelve  months,  go  to  another,  and  so  on  and  so  on,  until  he  at  last  finds 
an  abiding  place.  Of  course,  our  good  brethren  of  New  York  may  say 
that  this  is  no  affair  of  ours.  To  this  we  reply,  that  everything  that 
tends  to  lessen  the  standing  and  dignity  of  the  Fraternity  is  our  con- 
cern, and  in  this  H case  it  is  particularly  so,  as  there  was  an  apparent 

effort  to  substitute  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  for  our 
own. — a  very  modem  enactment,  dating  from  1896,  in  place  of  a  well- 
established  custom  and  usage  to  which  the  memory  of  man  runneth  not 
to  the  contrary.' " 

New  York  is  not  the  only  jurisdiction  which  has  abolished  the  prin- 
ciple of  perpetual  jurisdiction,  to  which  our  Pennsylvania  brethren  cling 
tenaciously ;  and  which  we  regard,  with  all  due  respect,  as  being  subject 
to  Grand  Lodge  legislation,  as  it  is  in  no  sense  a  landmark,  nor  is  it  a 
usage  to  which  "  the  memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the  contrary." 

Gur  brother  may  term  it  "  *  curious  *  and  decidedly  *  modern,'  "  but  we 
think  that  the  same  construction  apd  legislation  prevails  in  a  majority  of 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  and  that  perpetual  jurisdiction 
is  not  held  in  any  Grand  Lodge  outside  of  the  United  States.  We  also 
affirm  that  its  application  in  New  York  in  no  sense  "  tends  to  lessen  the 
standing  and  dignity  of  the  Fraternity." 

There  is,  however,  another  element  which  enters  into  this  subject, 
which  should  not  be  lost  sight  off  by  any  means.  The  right  of  all  Grand 
Lodges  must  be  taken  into  consideration,  and  not  the  one-sided  question 
of  perpetual  jurisdiction  va.  a  limitation  thereof.  Due  respect  should 
be  given  to  the  fact  that  the  laws  of  each  Grand  Lodge  are  effective  and 
supreme  within  its  own  jurisdictional  lines,  and  also  that  while  not  opera- 
tive within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Grand  Lodge,  nevertheless  the 
comity  which  should  prevail  between  sister  Grand  Lodges  demands  that 
recognition  should  be  given  thereto. 

We  think  that  the  interests  of  Freemasonry,  and  not  simply  the  candi- 
date, should  be  the  prime  factor  in  this  discussion.  From  this  standpoint 
and  having  in  view  the  friction  engendered  under  the  application  of  the 
law  upon  this  particular  point — between  different  Grand  Lodges — we 
deduce  the  following: 

That  the  Masonic  acts  of  a  Lodge  working  in  conformity  to  the  law 
and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  supreme  authority  within  a 
defined  jurisdiction,  should  be  given  full  credit. 

That  when  by  reason  thereof  a  Masonic  status  is  given  to  a  candidate, 
even  though  contrary  to  the  effect  given  in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
it  should  be  accepted  as  a  lawful  status,  because  done  in  conformity  to 
the  regulations  of  a  Grand  Lodge  of  competent  authority. 

We  admit  that  Masonic  visitation  may  be  interdicted  by  the  Grand 
Ix>dge  of  the  territory  n  which  perpetual  jurisdiction  prevails,  but  that 
is  the  introduction  of  an  element  not  conducive  to  harmony. 

We  think  that  a  middle  ground  can  be  attained  through  mutual  con- 
cession and  due  recognition  of  the  rights  of  each  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  adjudication  of  cases  of  this  nature,  growing  out  of  per- 
petual jurisdiction,  it  must  be  admitted  that  each  Grand  Lodge  is  correct 
according  to  the  application  of  its  own  law.    In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
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principle  of  a  limitation  of  the  period  of  jurisdiction  over  a  rejected  can- 
didate is  steadily  gaining  in  favor,  it  would  appear  to  us  that  the  advocates 
of  perpetual  jurisdiction  might  wisely  modify  their  views,  at  least  to  a 
term  of  years. 

And  it  is  equally  true  that,  in  jurisdictions  wherein  perpetual  juris- 
diction has  been  abolished,  the  Grand  Lodges  should  show  an  equal 
measure  of  respect  to  the  law  of  a  sister  Grand  Lodge,  in  which  the 
rejection  originally  occurred,  regardless  of  any  opinion  as  to  the  principle 
of  the  regulation  governing. 

We  advocate  the  following :  "  That  a  Grand  Lodge  should  give  to  the 
lawful  acts  of  any  Lodge  the  same  effect  given  to  them  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  under  whose  law  and  authority  such  acts  were  done,  unless  the 
laws  are  in  conflict  with  the  superior  law  binding  upon  ail  Grand  Lodges." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  under  its  revised  Constitution,  recently 
abolished  the  principle  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected  candidates, 
limiting  the  jurisdiction  to  one  year,  and  we  regard  the  decision  of  Grand 
Master  Stewabt  (1896)  in  connection  therewith  to  have  been  eminently 
just  and  to  have  enunciated  the  correct  principle: 

"Our  present  law  is  silent  upon  the  question  of  candidates  rejected 
by  sister  Grand  Lodge  jurisdictions,  now  resident  of  the  State  of  New 
xork.  It  seems  to  me,  although  perpetual  jurisdiction  has  been  abolished 
by  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  only  fair  and  in  that  spirit  of  comity  which 
should  exist  between  Grand  Lodges,  to  respec£  the  laws  of  each  other ; 
therefore  in  all  cases  of  applicants  for  initiation  and  memhershio  in  the 
Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction,  previously  rejected  by  Lodges  within  the  juris- 
diction of  Grand  Lodges  with  which  we  are  in  fraternal  relations,  the  law 
governing  in  such  jurisdictions  must  he  complied  with  before  such  can- 
didates can  he  initiated  in  this  jurisdiction" 

Among  the  decisions  reported,  we  note  the  following: 

"  No  Lodge  shall  confer  degrees  upon  any  one  not  a  member  thereof. 

"  None  but  *  a  son  of  honest  parents '  can  be  made  a  Mason ;  this 
excludes  all  born  out  of  wedlock. 

**  The  By-Laws  of  a  Lodge  must  fix  a  definite  hour  for  its  meetings, 
and  meetings  must  begin  at  that  hour;  the  hour  so  named  cannot  be 
anticipated  by  the  earlier  opening  of  the  Lodge.  Any  meeting  held  prior 
to  such  hour  is  a  special  meeting,  and  the  Lodge  must  be  closed  in  time 
to  be  again  opened  for  its  stated  meeting  at  the  hour  named  in  the  By- 
Laws.  One  meeting  cannot  lap  over  into  the  other,  nor  can  the  business 
required  to  be  done  at  the  stated  meeting  be  anticipated  by  the  special 
meeting. 

"  A  petitioner  to  a  Lodge  not  nearest  his  place  of  residence  who  is 
rejected  because  the  Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence  reports,  on  the 
required  inquiry,  that  there  is  Masonic  objection,  cannot  thereafter 
petition  any  Lodge  except  the  one  to  which  he  presented  his  petition 
originally,  until  such  objection  has  been  lawfully  removed. 

**  Declined  to  issue  a  dispensation  to  a  Lodge  to  hold  a  special  election 
for  Secretary  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  resignation.  Decided  that  an 
installed  officer,  because  of  his  obligation,  cannot  resign  his  office.'* 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (355  pp.)»  W.'.  James  M.  Lamberton, 
embraces  the  proceedings  of  sixty-eight  Grand  Lodges,  including  New 
York  for  1900. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  reports  of  the  series ;  the  ability  of  our 
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brother  is  prominent  and  his  courtesy  unfailing.  We  regret  that  the  space 
we  have  occupied  in  our  review  of  the  proceedings  will  prevent  any  con- 
sider/ition  of  our  brother's  work:  We  have  been  interested  in  the  Mother 
Lodge  controversy,  and  only  desire  to  say  that  it  would  appear  that  the 
claim  of  our  Pennsylvania  brethren  was  well  founded.

He  had 
not  been  called  upon  to  render  any  decisions  on  Masonic  law.  We  note 
many  dispensations  to  permit  Lodges  to  attend  divine  service  in  Lodge 
formation. 

It  was  ordered  that  a  memorial  of  the  life  and  character  of  the  late 
Grand  Secretary,  R.'.  W.*.  Edwin  Baker  be  embraced  in  the  proceedings, 
and  that  duty  was  most  eloquently  discharged  by  R.'.  W.'.  and  Rev.  Bro.

M.'.  W.'.  Orlando  Sheppard,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  Lodges,  seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New 
York  by  R.".  W.'.  Chables  Inolesbt. 

M.'.  W.'.  J.  Adgeb  Smyth,  Past  Grand  Master,  as  Mayor  of  the  city 
was  present  and  extended  a  welcome  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  sound  business  address.  He  had  created 
two  new  Lodges  under  dispensation,  officiated  at  a  large  number  of  public 
functions,  and  expressed  his  congratulations  upon  the  improvement  in  the 
financial  condition  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  response  to  the  appeal  for  relief  $865.40  had  been  contributed  to  the 
Galveston   (Tex.)   sujfferers. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington 
for  1899,  the  Grand  Master  had  accepted  the  action  at  that  date  as  a 
revocation  of  its  former  action,  and  had  ordered  a  restoration  of  fraternal 
relations. 

We  certainly  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  in  the  opinion  that  he  had 
no  power  to  dispense  with  the  provision  of  a  law  which  required  "  a 
residence  of  twelve  consecutive  months  in  the  State  e*er  a  petition  for 
initiation  could  be  received." 

Suitable  acknowledgments  were  made  for  the  valuable  assistance 
rendered  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Secretary  during  his 
serious  illness,  and  we  extend  our  congratulations  upon  his  restoration  to 
health.    May  he  continue  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  for  many  years. 

By  invitation  of  the  proper  authorities  the  Grand  Master,  assisted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  main  Exposition  Building 
located  upon  the  grounds  of  the  South  Carolina,  Inter-State,  and  West 
Indian  Exposition  Association. 

The  Grand  Lodge  also  participated  in  an  oyster  roast  given  by  the  city 
Lodges,  and  visited  the  Charleston  Oi*phan  Home. 

The  use  of  Masonic  emblems  for  any  but  Masonic  purposes  was  con- 
demned ;  and  it  was  ordered  that  upon  the  death  of  any  Master  Mason  in 
good  standing,  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  furnish  to  the  widow 
or  orphans  of  such  deceased  member  a  certificate  under  seal,  stating  mem- 
bership, standing,  and  death. 

From  the  decisions  reported  by  the  Grand  Master,  we  note  the  follow- 
ing: 

*'  1.  Should  a  candidate  applying  for  initiation  want  to  withdraw 
his  application  before  the  Investigating  Committee  has  reported  thereon; 
can  the  Lodge  rightfully  grant  the  candidate's  request,  and  let  him  have 
his  application  back,  before  it  has  been  voted  on: 

"  I  ruled  that  the  petition  could  not  be  withdrawn,  and  referred  the 
Lodge  to  Section  99  of  the  Code,  which  is  full  and  explicit  upon  the 
subject. 

"  3.  A  Worshipful  Master  had,  for  reasons  which  he  deemed  sufficient, 
arrested  the  jewel  of  the  Junior  Warden  of  his  Lodge. 
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"The  arrest  of  the  jewel  was  not  followed  by  the  preferment  of 
charges,  or  any  other  action  on  the  part  of  the  Master :  at  the  ensuing 
election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  Masonic  year,  this  Junior  Warden,  with 
his  jewel  arrested,  was  elected  Master. 

The  retiring  Master  wanted  my  ruling,  as  to  how  a  Junior  Warden 
stood  with  his  Jewel  arrested,  and  how  he  should  act  in  the  matter  of 
installing  such  Junior  Warden,  so  elected  to  the  office  of  Master? 

"  I  ruled  that  the  Junior  Warden,  by  reason  of  the  arrest  of  his  jewel, 
was  suspended  from  the  discharge  of  the  functions  of  his  office,  but  that 
his  standing  as  a  Mason  was  not  affected. 

"  That  such  being  the  case.  In  the  absence  of  charges,  the  Lodge  had  a 
right  to  elect  him  as  Master,  and  that  it  was  bis  duty  as  retiring  Master 
to  install  him." 

The  following  regulation  was  adopted : 

**  Provided,  that  in  case  nominations  are  made  and  not  more  than 
one  brother  is  nominated  for  any  given  office,  the  Lodge  may  by  a 
unanimous  vote  designate  any  member  present  to  cast  the  vote  of  the 
Lodge  for  such  nominee." 

While  nominations  in  a  subordinate  Lodge  are  not  usually  permissible, 
nevertheless  we  understand  that  by  unanimous  consent  (not  by  a  vote), 
any  member  can  l>e  authorized  to  cast  one  ballot. 

M.'.  W.'.  Bartlett  J.  WiTHEBSPOON,  Past  Grand  Master,  was  pre- 
sented with  a  beautiful  watch  as  a  suitable  testimonial — ^an  hourly  re- 
minder. 

Receipts,  $10,884.75 ;  disbursements,  $10,605.22,  and  balance  on  hand,

New  York  for  1900  is  among  the  number,  but  instead  of  having  a  copy 
of  the  proceedings,  we  labor  under  the  impression  that  our  brother  re- 
viewed a  copy  of  Grand  Master  Pownall's  Annual  Address.  This  cer- 
tainly was  good  as  far  as  it  went.

M.'.  W.'.  John  A.  Cleaver,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
eighty-four  Lodges,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  M.'.  W.'.  Pabk  Davis, 
Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  as  a  visitor. 

The  Grand  Master  extended  a  very  pleasant  greeting,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  that  with  the  large  increase  of  work  in  the  Lodges  the  sus- 
pensions for  non-payment  of  dues  had  decreased  about  fifty  per  cent. 
Three  new  Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation.  The  decisions  re- 
ported do  not  embrace  any  new  elements,  and  many  but  emphasize  the 
words  of  the  Grand  Master,  "  a  few  minutes  spent  in  reading  our  written 
laws  would  have  rendered  them  unnecessary." 

We  excerpt  the  following  testimony  to  the  memory  of  one  whose 
name  is  indelibly  inscribed  upon  the  annals  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction : 

"  Some  few  weeks  past  I  stood  at  the  bedside  of  one  of  the  grandest 
and  most  famous  Masons  of  the  world  to-day ;  a  Mason  whose  name  is 
known  and  respected  in  distant  countries  as  well  as  at  home ;  a  friend  and 
a  brotiier  most  revered  and  loved  by  the  Fraternity  of  South  Dakota, 
M.*.  W.'.  Theodore  S.  Parvin,  Grand  Secretary  and  Past  Grand  Master 
of  Iowa,  whose  name  and  memory  will  always  rtrmain  a  priceless  treasure 
of  this  Grand  Lodge ;  and  as  he  held  my  hand  in  both  of  his  at  parting, 
with  broken  voice,  and  eyes  filled  with  t<^ars,  he  said,  *  You  tell  the  dear 
brethren  of  South  Dakota  that  I  send  them  my  most  loving  and  choicest 
greeting,  that  some  of  my  sweetest  memories  are  connected  with  them, 
and  I  pray  that  God's  greatest  blessings  may  rest  on  them  and  their 
work.'  " 

The  Grand  Master's  words  having  reference  to  our  duty  to  a  brother 
are  worthy  of  consideration : 

"  Having  been  asked  for  advice  as  to  the  duty  of  a  Lodge  to  a  member 
who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  in  the  United  States  Court  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary,  perhaps  a  statement  of  our  duties,  as  some 
of  us  may  understand  them,  might  be  of  profit  to  us  at  this  time.  If  a 
brother  is  guilty  of  a  Masonic  offence,  and  the  Lodge  is  convinced  of  his 
guilt  beyond  the  question  of  a  doubt,  it  should  discipline  him  according 
to  Masonic  law  that  the  good  name  of  the  Fraternity  may  not  suffer.  But 
the  fact  of  his  having  been  convicted  in  the  civil  courts  cannot  be 
Masonically  considered  as  positive  proof  of  guilt,  such  proof  can  only  be 
produced  at  a  Masonic  trial.  It  is  our  duty  as  Lodges  and  as  individual 
brothers  to  do  justice  to  our  brethren,  to  vindicate  their  characters,  and  to 
defend  their  reputation ;  we  should  stand  by  him  when  all  others  forsake 
him,  and  assist  him  in  time  of  trouble ;  protecting  him  when  persecuted, 
and  being  the  last  to  forsake  him.  We  should  be  slow  to  condemn  and  cer- 
tain before  we  do,  ever  bearing  in  mind  that  it  is  much  easier  to  damage  a 
brother's  character  than  it  is  to  vindicate  it,  and  much  better  not  to  have 
judged  him  if  guilty,  than  to  have  condemned  him  if  innocent,  always  re- 
monibering  that  we  should  go  out  of  our  way  to  aid  and  assist  a  brother : 
that  we  should  pray  for  him  when  we  pray  for  ourselves ;  that  his  secrets 
are  our  secrets  when  communicated  to  us  as  such ;  that  we  should  ever  be 
ready  and  willing  to  stretch  forth  our  hands  to  aid  and  support  him ;  to 
caution  and  whisper  good  council  in  his  ear.  giving  him  due  and  timely 
notice  of  errors  and  approaching  danger,  *  Judging  not,  that  we  be  not 
judged,'  for  that  All-seeing  eye  which  pervades  the  inmost  recesses  of  the 
human  heart  will  reward  us  all  according  to  our  merit" 
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Relief  contributed  to  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  sufferers  was  $190. 

Official  recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia. 

.  In  order  to  settle  a  question  upon  which  seemingly  there  was  a  diver- 
sity of  opinion  and,  as  far  as  we  can  understand,  an  element  of  incon- 
sistency with,  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1899,  it  was  established 
as  a  by-law  that: 

"  A  Lodge  which  rejects  a  candidate  for  the  degrees,  shall  have  per- 
petual jurisdiction  over  such  rejected  candidate  during  his  residence  with- 
in this  State. 

•*  Provided,  That  w^aiver  of  jurisdiction  may  be  granted  at  any  stated 
Communication,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  those  present,  vote  to  be  taken 
by  secret  ballot."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (175  pp.),  W.'.  Samuel  A.  Brown, 
reviews  the  proceedings  of  fifty-eight  Grand  Lodges,  New  York  for  1900 
having  fraternal  notice. 

In  alluding  to  the  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Masters  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  New  York  (under  Pennsylvania  for  1900),  we  are  somewhat 
amused  at  our  brother's  comment  thereon : 

"  This  friction  between  these  great  jurisdictions  would  not  have 
occurred  if  there  had  been  a  worthy  Grand  Representative  near  each  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  to  inform  the  respective  Grand  Masters  of  the  way  and 
manner  in  which  each  had  his  hands  tied,  for  it  is  not  to  be  believed  that 
either  of  these  eminent  and  distinguished  Masons  would  have  persisted 
in  asking  of  the  other  the  impossible." 

We  incline  to  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  respective 
States  had  a  very  thorough  conception  of  the  law  in  each  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  while  we  have  a  great  respect  for  a  Grand  Representative,  we 
hardly  think  they  figure  in  connection  therewith.

TENNESSEE. 

87th  Communication,  NASHVILLE.  January  SO,  1901. 

M.*.  W.'.  James  Henry  McClister,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  four  hundred  and  three  Lodges,  eighteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New 
York  by  M.'.  W.'.  Archibald  N.  Sloan. 

The  opening  words  of  the  Grand  Master's  address  are  suggestive : 

"  The  seasons  of  another  year  have  followed  each  other  in  quick  suc- 
cession, and  borne  away  from  us  to  the  silent  past  the  last  year  of  the 
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nineteenth  century,  laden  with  its  joys  and  its  sorrows,  its  successful 
achievements^,  and  its  disastrous  failures,  and  as  it  glides  into  the  irrevo- 
cable past  its  echoes  come  back  to  us  filled  with  admonitions  for  the 
future. 

"  *  The  year 
Has  gone,  and,  with  it,  many  a  glorious  throng 
Of  happy  dreams.    Its  mark  Is  on  each  brow, 
Its  shadow  in  each  heart.' 

"  The  example  of  the  wise  and  good  men  who  have  preceded  us  should 
inspire  us  with  greater  zeal  in  the  coming  years,  and  the  remembrance  of 
our  own  shortcomings  and  neglected  opportunities  should  be  an  incentive 
to  us  to  be  more  faithful  to  our  duties  during  the  short  space  of  time  al- 
lotted  to  us  here." 

Loving  words  of  remembrance  were  uttered  in  memory  of  M.*.  W.'. 
George  H.  Morgan,  Past  Grand  Master,  who  had  been  prominently  con- 
nected with  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  past  thirty-three  years.  As  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
we  became  somewhat  acquainted  with  his  work,  and  we  can  readily  com- 
prehend that  the  encomium  to  his  memory  was  but  a  just  recognition  of 
the  character  of  one  who,  but  a  few  hours  before  his  decease,  could  truth- 
fully say,  "  But  all  is  well.     Brighter  grows  the  other  shore." 

But  few  decisions  were  reported,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
work  of  the  past  year  had  been  largely  in  excess  of  those  preceding. 

Under  the  head  of  **  Official  Visitations  "  the  Grand  Master  modestly 
said,  "I  have  done  what- 1  could,  though  not  what  I  desired."  As  we 
review  the  record,  covering  sixty-five  Lodges  spending  *'  two  and  ofttimes 
three  days  with  thom,  giving  them  instruction  in  the  work  and  lectures, 
and  in  conferring  degrees,"  it  would  appear  to  us  that  almost  his  entire 
time  must  have  been  devoted  to  Masonic  pui-poses. 

The  affairs  of  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  were  reported  to  be  in 
a  satisfactory  condition,  and  great  credit  was  given  to  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol for  their  labors  in  its  interest.  It  would  appear  to  be  the  custom  for 
the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  to  celebrate  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home.  We  are  unable  to  say  what  the 
financial  return  may  have  been.  In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the 
Grand  Master,  one  afternoon  was  devoted  to  a  visit  to  the  Home. 

The  Grand  Secretary  embodied  in  his  report  a  brief  retrospect  of 
Freemasonry  in  Tennessee  during  the  past  hundred  years,  from  which  we 
find  the  following  of  general  Interest : 

"  At  the  dawn  of  the  old  century  there  were  in  Tennessee  but  two 
Lodges  of  Masons,  with  a  membership  of  perhaps  less  than  fifty ;  now 
there  are  on  the  rolls  four  hundred  and  twenty-nine  Lodges  and  seventeen 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  meml)ers. 

"  Twelve  years  after  the  nineteenth  century  was  ushered  in,  this  Grand 
Lodge  was  formed,  and  the  record  shows  that  at  times  when  the  quarterly 
meetings  were  held,  there  were  not  members  enough  present  to  fill  the 
offices.     Now  the  attendance  approximates  seven  hundred. 

"  Then  the  receipts  of  the  Grand  Secretary  were  but  a  few  dollars ; 
now  they  run  into  the  thousands. 

"  But  what  has  the  Order  produced  other  than  Lodges  and  members? 

"It  has  given  to  the  country  men  who  became  illustrious  in  the  walks 
of  life — men  who  have  been  recognized  for  their  sterling  worth  and 
honored  by  their  countrymen  time  and  again. 
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"  At  its  altars  have  knelt  three  Presidents  of  the  United  States,  two 
ot  whom  were  Governors  of  Tennessee ;  five  others  Governors  of  the  State ; 
judges,  lawyers,  Congressmen — in  fact  men  whose  names  are  high  on  the 
rolls  of  fame. 

"  A  few  will  be  mentioned  as  indicative  of  the  material  which  formed 
the  Masonic  world  of  Tennessee  during  the  century  just  closed. 

**  Anduew  Jackson  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Tennessee 
October  the  7th,  1822,  and  re-elected  October  the  6th,  1823. 

"  This  illustrious  brother  served  as  President  of  the  United  States  two 
terms;  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Tennessee,  and  was  the  hero  of 
New  Orleans.  Unfortunately  the  loss  of  the  early  records  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  leaves  the  Fraternity  ignorant  of  the  particular  Lodge  to  which  he 
belonged. 

"  On  Wednesday,  May  the  4th,  1825,  General  Makie  Jean  Paul  Roch 
Yves  Gilbert  Motier  LaFayette  visited  Nashville;  was  elected  an 
honorary  member  of  this  Grand  Body ;  was  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
by  Past  Grand  Master  Jackson,  and  received  with  the  Grand  Honors  of 
Masonry. 

"  James  Knox  Polk,  a  name  dear  to  Tennesseans,  was  a  member  of 
Columbia  Lodge,  No.  31,  and  of  LaFayette  Chapter,  No.  4,  R.  A.  Masons. 

"  By  profession  a  lawyer,  he  became  Congressman,  Speaker  of  the 
House  in  twenty-fifth  and  twenty-sixth  Congresses;  Governor  of  Ten- 
nessee in  1839  and  1841,  and  President  of  the  United  States  March  the 
4th,  1845. 

"  Andrew  Johnson  was  working  at  his  tailor's  table  in  •the  town  of 
Greeneville,  Tennessee,  in  1826.  He  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature 
of  1835  and  1839,  and  to  the  lower  house  of  Congress  in  1843 ;  was  Gover- 
nor of  Tennessee  in  1853,  and  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  in 
1857. 

'•  He  was  appointed  Brigadier-General  of  Volunteers  March  the  4th, 
1862,  and  after  the  occupation  of  Nashville  by  the  Federal  authorities, 
he  was  appointed  by  President  Lincoln  Military  Governor  of  the  State. 

"  He  was  nominated  for  Vice-President  with  Lincoln  in  1804,  and  was 
inaugurated  March  the  4th,  1865,  and  became  President,  upon  the  assassi- 
nation of  President  Lincoln,  April  the  14th,  1865. 

"  He  was  afterwards  elected  to  tlie  United  States  Senate  from  Tennes- 
see, and  died  while  holding  that  office,  and  was  buried  with  Masonic 
Honors  by  his  Lodge — Greeneville,  No.  119. 

**  Sam  Houston  was  Governor  of  Tennessee  in  1827 ;  Congressman  in 
1825,  elected  President  of  the  Republic  of  Texas  in  1836.  and  was  the 
United  States  Senator  from  that  State  after  its  admission  into  the  Union 
for  many  years. 

**  John  Bell,  Statesman,  was  candidate  for  the  Presidency  of  the  Bell 
and  Everett  ticket  in  1860 ;  Congressman.  Speaker  of  the  Ix>wer  House 
two  terms,  and  was  appointed  Secretary  of  War  by  President  Harbison 
and  served  a  short  time  in  the  same  position  in  the  Cabinet  of  President 
Tyler. 

"  Felix  Grundy,  lawyer,  Congressman,  Attorney-General  In  President 
Van  Buren's  Cabinet. 

"  These  last  three  were  members  of  Cumberland  Lodge,  No.  8,  of  this 
city. 

**  John  Sevier  was  the  first  Governor  of  Tennessee.  He  was  ap- 
pointed a  Brigadier-General  in  the  Provincial  Army,  July  19,  1798,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  June  1.  1800. 

"  He  was  the  first  Master  of  Tennessee  Lodge,  No.  41, chartered  by  tbe 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  which  became  No.  2  on  the  rolls  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

"  John  C.  Brown  was  a  member  of  Pulaski  Lodge.  No.  101 ;  Governor 
of  Tennessee;  Past  Grand  Master  of  Masons;  Major-General  in  the  Con- 
federate Army ;  a  lawyer  of  prominence,  and  a  railroad  magnate  of  distin- 
guished ability. 

"At  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge  Thomas  Claiborne  was 
elected  Grand  Master  and  re-elected  the  following  year. 
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"  At  the  tiipe  of  his  first  election  he  was  a  member  of  the  Tennessee 
Legislature,  and  Worshipful  Master  of  Cumberland  Lodge,  No.  8. 

"  Abchibald  Yell  was  elected  Grand  Master  in  1831 ;  was  afterwards 
Governor  of  Arkansas,  and  as  Colonel  of  a  regiment  of  Arkansas  volun- 
teers gloriously  fell  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  at  the  bloody  battle  of 
Buena  Vista. 

**  WiLKiNS  Tannehill,  author,  publisher,  Past  Grand  Master,  author 
of  the  Masonic  Text-book  of  Tennessee. 

"  Words  are  inadequate  to  express  his  worth  to  Masonry.  He  has 
builded  to  himself  a  name  more  enduring  than  marble,  and  above  his  last 
resting  place  in  the  Old  City  Cemetery,  his  Brethren  have  erected  a 
monument  to  testify  their  appreciation  of  his  worth  as  a  man  and  Mason. 

"  Such  names  as  these  can  never  die.  They  form  a  part  of  the  history 
of  Tennessee  Masonry  during  the  past  century,  and  will  be  forever  known 
and  honored  as  shining  examples  of  Masonic  wisdom. 

"  What  of  the  future?  The  records  show  that  from  the  organization  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  1895,  leaving  out  the  period  of  the  Civil  War,  when 
Masonry  in  the  South  was  practically  dead,  there  was  a  steady  increase, 
and  that  on  the  date  named  there  were  seventeen  thousand  three  hundred 
and  ninety-one  members  on  the  rolls,  an  increase  of  over  one  hundred  and 
five  over  the  previous  year. 

"  Siftce  then  the  total  has  been  growing  less  until  on  December  the 
31st,  1899,  it  was  seventeen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-one,  a  loss 
of  one  hundred  and  seventy  in  the  five  years. 

"  This  decrease  is  small,  it  is  true,  but  when  the  fact  is  noted  that  it  is 
eight  hundred  and  twenty  less  than  the  high  water  mark  of  the  member- 
ship, and  that  the  number  of  Lodges  has  constantly  increased,  standing 
last  year  at  four  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  the  highest  number  in  the 
history  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  certainly  ought  to  show  an  increase. 

*•  Will  the  new  century  show  a  higher  standard  of  Masonry  than  the 
past?  Let  me  indulge  the  hope  that  the  Fraternity  will  draw  more  closely 
the  lines  that  surround  the  point  within  the  circle,  .practise  more  ardently 
the  virtues  of  Temperance  and  Justice ;  inculcate  more  forcibly  the  exer- 
cise of  Charity,  especially  towards  our  Brother  and  to  our  charges,  the  in- 
mates of  the  Widows*  and  Orphans*  Home.** 

It  would  appear  from  the  report  of  the  Masonic  Widows*  and  Orphans* 
Home  that  there  are  one  hundred  and  twelve  inmates  therein,  and  that  the 
per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  had  been  $64,  remarkably  low.  The 
Endowment  Fund  was  reported  as  $4,953.17.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
children  of  the  Home  shall  give  an  entertainment  at  each  annual  Com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Charters  were  granted  to  six  Lodges,  and  one  dispensation  ordered 
issued.  Official  recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia.' 

A  memorial  was  adopted  on  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria,  and  resolu- 
tions of  sympathy  extended  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and  to 
His  Royal  Highness  Edward  VH. 

The  following,  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
correctly  enunciates  the  undoubted  right  of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  enact  laws 
for  the  government  of  the  entire  Craft. 

"  9.  The  following  legal  questions  have  been  referred  to  us  for  decision : 

"  '  Is  not  Edict  59  in  conflict  with  the  inherent  rights  of  Subordinate 

Lodges? '     *  Are   not    Subordinate    Lodges    the    exclusive    judges   of    the 

gualitications  of  those  they  admit  as  members?*       'And  does  not  Edict 
9  abridge  this  right?' 

"  Edict  59  reads  thus :  '  No  person  shall  be  initiated,  passed,  or  raised 
in  any  Subordinate  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  who  is  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture for  sale,  or  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  as  a  beverage.' 
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"  The  Masonic  Code  of  Tennessee,  page  34,  declares  Subordinate 
Lodges  to  have  inherent  jurisdiction  *  to  decide  who  shall  be  admitted  to 
membership,  or  be  initiated  therein,  of  such  as  may  be  properly  qualified.' 

**  This  gives  to  Subordinates  undoubtedly  the  power  to  choose  and 
decide  what  individual  man  in  their  territorial  jurisdiction  may  become 
a  Mason.  No  person  or  body  can  force  them  to  admit  any  one,  and  from 
their  decision  there  is  no  appeal.  In  this  they  are  all-powerful.  But 
unless  the  individual  is  properly  qualified  they  can  not  admit  him.  They 
have  no  inherent  power  to  admit  the  unqualified  or  disqualified.  They  are 
exclusive  judses  of  the  individual  qualincations  of  petitioners.  They  do 
say  whether  ne  measures  up  to  tl^e  fixed  standards.  But  they  can  not 
fix  the  standards.  Each  Lodge  is  not  a  law  unto  itself.  All  are  governed 
by  general  law  establishing  qualifications.  Hence  minors,  women, 
atheists,  idiots,  libertines,  and  generally  those  fatally  deficient  physically, 
mentally,  or  morally,  are  excluded  by  the  general  law.  The  Suoordinates 
may  only  decide  whether  the  petitioner  belongs  to  any  of  these  classes. 
Now,  does  an  Edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge  disqualifying  persons  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages  abridge  any  inherent 
right  of  the  Subordinate? 

**  Again,  our  C!ode,  page  8,  declares :  '  14.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  the 
right  to  enact  such  regulations.  Edicts,  and  laws  for  its  own  government, 
and  that  of  Subordinate  Lodges  and  the  Fraternity,  as  it  may  deem 
proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution,  the  Ancient  Landmarks, 
or  the  reserved  rights  of  Lodges,  and  at  pleasure  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same.' 

"We  have  seen  that  this  Edict  does  not  conflict  with  any  inherent 
right  of  Subordinates,  and  we  know  of  no  '  reserved  right '  abridged  by  it. 
It  is  not  inconsistent  with  any  of  the  fifteen  Ancient  Landmarks,  as 
enumerated  in  our  Text  Book,  pages  241,  242.  Article  IV,  Section  1, 
of  our  Constitution  thus  expresses  the  power  of  this  Grand  Body : 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  ....  has  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction 
over  all  subjects  of  Masonic  legislation,  .  .  .  and  its  enactments 
and  decisions  upon  all  questions  are  the  supreme  Masonic  law  of  the  State, 
when  not  in  conflict  with  the  '  Ancient  Landmarks  of  Masonry,*  nor  in 
violation  of  the  reserved  rights  of  Subordinate  Lodges.  Under  these 
restrictions  the  Grand  Lodge  may  ....  do  all  things  right  and 
proper  for  the  promotion  of  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  Order  and  the 
good  of  the  Fraternity.' 

'*  The  Grand  Lodge  being  composed  of  the  past  and  present  chief 
officers  of  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges,  is  assumed  to  have  power 
to  decide  what  is  for  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  Order  and  the  good 
of  the  Fraternity.  It  may  conclude  that  certain  vocations  do  not  tend  to 
the  good  of  the  Order,  or  that  persons  following  them  are  likely  to  become 
demoralized  and  unworthy  to  be  Masons,  or  to  injure  rather  than  benefit 
the  Fraternity.  It  has  so  decided  with  regard  to  trade  in  intoxicating 
beverages.  And  your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  in  so  doing  it  has  not 
usurped  power  nor  abridged  the  reserved  or  inherent  rights  or  powers  of 
Subordinates,  and,  therefore,  the  Edict  is  valid."

N.  M.  Washer,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  five 
hundred  and  twenty-five  Lodges,  and  eighteen  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  worthy  of  all  praise;  its  intelligent  presen- 
tation of  administration  and  official  duties  commend  it  to  attention;  seven 
new  Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation,  and  he  had  promptly  ordered 
$1,C00  forwarded  for  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville  sufiFerers.  He  paid  lov- 
ing tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  illustrious  dead  of  this  and  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  and  we  desire  at  this  point  to  note  the  remarkable  mortality 
the  past  year  among  those  faithful  workers,  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the 
Grand  Lodges.

The  Grand  Master  also  appropriately  referred  to  the  deaths  of  Queen 
Victoria  and  President  William  McKinley. 

Apparently  no  information  had  been  received  of  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington  (1901), -and  hence  the  non-intercourse  is  still  main- 
tained. 

Upon  notification  of  the  demise  of  the  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica,  the  Grand 
Master,  in  view  of  the  condition  of  Freemasonry  in  that  Republic,  and  the 
conflict  of  Masonic  authority  therein,  deemed  it  wise  (by  special  order) 
to  declare,  that  "  all  fraternal  intercourse  with  Masons  hailing  from 
Ijodgos  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico  be  terminated,  until  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Texas  should,  in  its  wisdom,  declare  its  intent  with  reference  to 
further  recognition." 

In  directing  attention  to  the  relief  work  of  the  Committee  in  the  allevia- 
tion of  the  suffering  from  the  Galveston  storm,  expressions  of  praise  are 
given  for  the  grand  work  accomplished  by  the  members  of  the  Committee. 
Truly  they  are  entitled  to  the  highest  encomium : 

"  Forgetful  of  self,  heedless  of  their  own  sufferings,  privation,  and  losses, 
and  regardless  of  the  immutable  laws  of  self-preservation,  they  thought 
only  of  the  misery  and  unhappiness  of  others,  and  with  true  Masonic  forti- 
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tude,  and  fulfilling  the  Scriptural  injunction  of  old,  they  toiled  ceaaelessly 
night  and  day  until,  after  weeks  of  wear\'  labor,  they  knew  that  they  had 
fed  the  hungrj^  clothed  the  naked,  ana  soothed  and  comforted  the  af- 
flicted." 

It  would  appear  that  the  relief  distributed  thEough  the  Grand  Master 
represented  $7,311.50,  with  a  balance  of  $1,810.80  on  hand. 

While  admiring  the  firmness  displayed  by  the  Grand  Master  in  declining 
in  all  instances  to  authorize  "  the  conferring  of  degrees  out  of  time,"  we 
must  fraternally  remark  that  the  public  function  of  the  Craft  in  laying  the 
comer-stone  of  a  cotton  tnill  is  out  of  character.^  We  infer  this  edifice 
must  have  been  constructed  of  stone  or  brick,  for  in  another  instance  he 
had  refused  to  authorize  the  laying  of  **  the  comer-stone  of  a  cotton 
mill  because  the  superstructure  was  to  be  of  frame."  But  whether  of 
frame,  stone,  or  brick,  a  cotton  mill,  saw  mill,  and  all  kinds  of  mills  are 
not  occasions  wherein  the  offices  of  the  Craft  are  proper.  That  there  might 
be  a  proper  understanding  in  the  future,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the 
following: 

"  Rfxolrcd.  That  hereafter  the  laying  of  corner-stones  under  authority 
of  this  (irand  Lodge  be  limited  to  buildings  of  undoubted  Masonic,  public, 
or  sacred  character,  and  shall  exclude  all  ouildings  owned  by  private  cor- 
porations, except  those  erected  for  the  above-named  purposes." 

The  Grand  Master  evinced  a  warm  interest  in  the  Widows*  and  Or- 
phans' Home,  and  presented  valuable  suggestions  in  reference  to  the  advan- 
tage of  "  a  school  of  manual  training  whereby  the  youth  might  be  fitted 
for  some  needed  and  useful  trade  in  life." 

For  the  convenience  of  persons  living  near  State  lines  of  adjoining 
States,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following  regulation: 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  may  grant  a  waiver  of  territorial 
jurisdiction  onlv  over  an  applicant  for  the  degrees  in  Masonry  in  favor  of 
a  subordinate  Lodge  in  an  adjoining  State  upon  the  request  therefor  by 
the  Grand  Master  of  such  State,  when  the  applicant  resides  near  the 
border  of  said  State  and  nearer  and  more  convenient  to  a  Lodge  in  said 
State  than  to  any  Lodge  in  Texas." 

It  would  appear  to  us  that,  while  the  application  and  waiver  should 
come  through  the  Grand  Master,  that  the  Lodge  having  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion should  relinquish  its  claim  to  the  material. 

It  was  decided  that  the  headquarters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  should  be 
removed  from  Houston  to  Waco,  and  we  presume  that  a  Masonic  Temple 
will  be  erected  at  that  place. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence — through  M.'.  W.'.  George 
W.  Tyler — made  a  report  upon  Freemasonry  in  Mexico,  in  which  is  em- 
braced, we  should  say,  a  somewhat  rosy  view  of  the  past: 

"  Having  fostered  and  sustained  the  State  Grand  Lodges  of  the  various 
States  of  the  Republic  until  they  have  waxed  strong  enough,  apparently, 
to  stand  alone,  the  Gran  Dieta  has  thus  splendidly  accomplished  its  mission, 
and  in  the  fullness  of  time  dissolves  voluntarily  and  unanimously,  sur- 
rendering its  sovereignty  and  powers  to  its  constituent  State  Grand  Lodges, 
and  heartilv  commends  them  to  the  fraternal  embrace  of  the  Masonic 
powers  of  the  world." 
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Two  of  these  State  Grand  Lodges  had  made  application  for  recognition, 
and  the  Committee  concluded,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Texas  had  been  the  first  Grand  Lodge  in  extending  recognition  to  the  Gran 
Dieta  Simbolica,  that,  as  a  logical  sequence  to  its  original  action,  it  could 
do  no  less  than  grant  its  recognition  to  these  two  Grand  Lodges.  Recog- 
nition was  accordingly  extended  to  the  following: 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  .A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  '  Valle  de  Mexico/  with  thirty- 
four  constituent  Subordinate  Lodges,  has  its  home  in  the  City  of  Mexico, 
and  has  jurisdiction  over  the  Federal  District  and  other  unoccupied  terri- 
tory in  the  Republic.  Its  officers  are  Manuel  Levi,  Grand  Master; 
Henry  Caldwell,  Grand  Senior  Warden;  Frederick  E.  Young,  Grand 
Junior  Warden;  Felix  Iglesias,  Grand  Secretary. 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  '  Benito  Juarez,'  with  seven  constituent  Subordinate 
Lodges,  has  its  home  in  Ciudad  Porfirio  Diaz,  and  has  jurisdiction  over  the 
State  of  Coahuila.  Its  officers  are  Lorenzo  Cantu,  Grand  Master;  Mar- 
CELINO  C.  Valdez,  Grand  Senior  Warden;  Perfecto  S.  Villareal, 
Grand  Senior  Warden;  Nestor  P.  Martinez,  Grand  Secretary. 

Official  relations  were  also  ordered  entered  into  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Western  Australia. 

The  report  of  the  Widows*  and  Orphans'  Home  shows  the  number  of 
inmates  to  be  80 — 3  widows,  42  boys,  and  38  girls — with  a  per  capita  cost 
for  the  past  year  of  $119.46.  The  cost  of  the  property  had  been  $73,062.07, 
and  the  cash  and  invested  fund,  $108,980.68.  The  Grand  Lodge  appropriated 
at  this  session  $12,000  to  said  fund. 

Receipts,  $24,641.83;  disbursements,  $19,022.13;  and  balance  on  hand, 
$19,321.38.

M.*.  W.'.  George  Viall  Schramm,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  nine  Lodges,  eleven  Past  Grand  Masters,  New  York  by  M.'.  W.*.  John 
Shaw  Scott,  and  M.*.  W.*.  Frank  Foote,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  W^yoming,  as  a  visitor. 

With  congratulations  upon  the  favorable  auspices  which  surrounded  the 
occasion,  the  Grand  Master  delivered  a  good  business  address.  In  connec- 
tion with  a  fitting  allusion  to  those  who  had  gone  before,  the  Grand 
Master  presented  this  illustration: 
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"  Addison  tells  a  story  of  a  dweller  in  Bagdad  who,  having  a  vision,  saw 
a  bridge  projected  from  a  cloud  on  the  hill  side  to  a  mist  on  a  corresponding 
acclivity.  Beneath  flowed  a  deep,  dark,  and  turbulent  stream.  The  bridge 
rested  upon  one  hundred  arches;  the  first  seventy  were  firm,  and  the  last 
thirty  were  crumbling  and  unsafe.  An  innumerable  multitude  was  con- 
tinually- emeraing  from  the  cloud,  and  struggled  and  jostled  each  other  on 
the  bridge.  In  the  bridge  were  numberless  traps,  and  through  them  the 
wayfarers  kept  falling,  to  disappear  in  the  stream  beneath.  A  few  kept 
on  until  they  reached  the  last  thirty  arches  and  with  trembling  step 
faltered  along  amid  the  crumbling  stone,  only  prolonging  by  their  utmost 
efforts  the  inevitable  plunge  into  the  tide  beneath.  Ihis  was  a  picture  of 
human  life. 

"  *  Alas,'  said  the  beholder,  *  how  is  man  given  away  to  misery  and 
mortality;  tortured  in  life  and  swallowed  up  in  death.* 

"  The  good  genius  who  attended  the  dreamer  told  him  to  turn  his  eyes 
down  the  stream,  and  there,  when  the  cloud  had  lifted,  he  beheld  innumer- 
able islands  decked  in. '  living  green.'  Their  like  '  the  eyes  of  man  had  not 
seen  nor  the  heart  of  man  conceived.'  Moving  about  in  gorgeous  apparel, 
amid  fountains  and  flowers,  he  recognized  many  of  those  whom  he  had  seen 
upon  the  bridge.  The  good  genius  said:  '  These  islands,  more  in  number 
tnan  the  sanos  upon  the  shore,  are  the  abode  of  good  men  after  death. 
Is  death  to  be  feared  that  will  convey  thee  to  so  happy  an  existence? 
Think  not  man  was  ever  made  in  vain  who  has  such  an  eternity  reserved 
for  him.' 

"  One  by  one  the  veterans  who  have  fought  the  good  fight  join  those 
whose  memories  are  dear  to  us;  one  by  one  they  go  as  pioneers  to  that 
nndiscoveced  countrv,  and  it  is  a  consolation  for  us  to  know  that  when 
we  fall  through  the  bridge  or  slip  from  the  broken  Arches  into  the  stream 
beneath,  to  reappear  on  the  islands  of  Ihe  blessed,  we  shall  not  be  received 
as  strangers,  but  that  we  shall  be  welcomed  as  longed  for  and  expected 
guests  by  our  Brethren." 

The  Scofield  disaster  had  strongly  appealed  to  the  Craft,  and  liberal 
donations  for  relief  (^92.50)  had  been  forwarded  by  the  Lodges.  One 
hundred  dollars  had  also  been  forwarded  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  relief 
of  the  Galveston  (Tex.)  sufferers. 

The  following  decisions  were  reported: 

"1.  In  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Senior  Warden  the  Junior  War- 
den himself  must  open  the  Lodge.  He  cannot  legally  delegate  that 
authority. 

"  2.  A  Mason  who  has  been  expelled  and  afterwards  reinstated,  but 
who  has  not  affiliated  with  a  Constituent  Lod^e,  is  not  legally  entitled 
to  Masonic  charity  or  relief  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  Sec.  2,  Art.  XXIII,  Grand  Lodge  Code." 

We  should  say  that  after  the  Junior  Warden  had  congregated  the  Lodge 
he  could  designate  any  Past  Master  to  conduct  the  opening  ceremonies  in 
his  presence.  We  note  subsequently  that  in  the  consideration  of  the  first 
decision,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  presented  a  majority  and  minor- 
ity report.  That  of  the  minority— sustaining  the  Grand  Master's  decision- 
was  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  cannot  but  consider,  however, 
that  the  majority  report  embodies  the  correct  principle  of  law  and  usage. 

**  We  believe  and  hold  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Senior 
Warden,  the  Junior  Warden  bein^  present,  becomes  invested  for  the  time 
being  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge,  and  may 
call  to  his  assistance  in  the  several  duties  of  opening  and  closing  the  Lodge 
and  conferring  degrees  the  services  of  any  Past  Master  present,  but  tne 
Junior  Warden  under  such  circumstances  must  remain  with  tne  Lodge 
from  its  opening  to  its  close." 
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The  Grand  Secretary  presented  an  interesting  summary  of  the  progress 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  since  its  organization,  with  valuable  historical  data 
and  statistics. 

Recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia  and 
Costa  Rica,  action  deferred  upon  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Porto  Rico,  and  denied  to  the  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica  of  Mexico. 

The  following  seems  an  unusual  course,  but  probably  there  was  a  good 
reason  for  its  adoption: 

**  Resolved,  That  the  M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Master  be  and  hereby  is  most 
respectfully  requested  to  grant  his  special  dispensation  to  Mt,  Moriah 
Lodge,  No.  2,  to  receive  and  act  on  the  petition  of  Mr.  Christopher  Bis- 
marck Diehl  for  the  three  degrees  in  Masonry,  and  if  electt^d  to  confer 
them  on  him,  he  having  repeatedly  expressed  an  earnest  desire  to  become 
a  Mason." 

The  installation  ceremonies,  with  the  investure  of  the  Grand  Master 
with  the  signet  ring,  concluded  what  we  should  presume  to  have  been  a 
very  pleasant  Grand  Lodge  session.  A  banquet  furnished  by  the  three  local 
Lodges  supplemented  the  proceedings. 

The  interest  of  the  printed  proceedings  is  greatly  enhanced  by  portraits 
and  biographical  sketches  of  the  Grand  Master  elect  and  seven  Past  Grand 
Masters  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Receipts,  $1,901.50;  disbursements,  $1,680.95,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$2,860.52.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.*.  W.'.  Christopher  Diehl  places  before  us  his  fwenty-fifth  annual 
report  on  Correspondence  (72  pp.)  in  topical  form.  We  are  pleased  to  note 
that  the  correspondent  is  to  be  allowed  in  future  to  return  to  his  first 
love— the  old  form. 

We  do  not  think  our  space  could  be  more  profitably  used  than  in  pre- 
senting a  few  points  elucidated  by  our  brother  under  the  head  of  non- 
payment of  dues : 

"  We  are  opposed  to  expulsion  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  we  are 
convinced  that  suspension  for  it,  with  the  right  to  reinstate  by  paying 
the  delinquent  amount  at  the  time  of  susi)ension,  is  an  absolute  necessity 
to  protect  the  financial  end  of  the  Lodge  and  the  easier  both  transactions 
are  made  the  better  for  all  parties  concerned. 

"  Believing  in  the  old  proverb  that 

" '  As  long  as  the  lamp  holds  out  to  burn 
The  vilest  sinner  may  return  ' — 

we  would,  as  said  before,  oppose  expulsion  for  non-payment  of  dues,  as  it 
is  the  law  of  Georgia,  Ohio,  and  a  few  other  Jurisdictions,  but  we  do 
uphold  and  defend  the  Utah  law.,  i.e.,  suspension  from  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry  without  any  formal  trial  except  due  notification  of 
the  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Lodge  if  payment  is  not  made  within  ;i 
certain  period,  unless  further  time  is  asked  for  by  the  delinquent  member, 
or  a  motion  made  to  that  effect  in  open  Lodge  dv  a  member.  According 
to  the  Utah  law  a.  member  so  suspended  may  be  reinstated  to  all  hia 
former  righti    and  privileges  by   paying  the  amount  due  at  the  time  of 
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suspension,  and  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  present  at  the  meet- 
ing the  petition  for  reinstatement  is  balloted  upon;  the  vote  is  by  secret 
ballot.  We  never  have  seen  any  petitioner  rejected.  During  suspension 
dues  do  not  accrue.  A  suspended  Mason  having  none  qf  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  institution  should  bear  none  of  its  burdens.  It  may  not 
be  out  of  place  to  state  here  that  since  the  existence  of  our  Grand  Lodge 
(1872)  there  having  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  490;  rein- 
stated, 159;  total  loss,  331.    And  yet  Masonry  marches  onward. 

"Believing  that  we  have  sufficiently  proven  that  suspension  for  non- 
payment of  dues  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  protect  the  Lodge  in  particular 
and  Masonry  in  general,  we  will  now  explain  why  we  have  no  love  for 
non-affiliates.  They  sow  not,  plow  not^  do  no  work  of  any  kind  in  the 
Masonic  garden,  hence  cannot  and  should  not  expect  to  reap  or  share  iu 
any  of  the  privileges  of  Masonry. 

**  A  non-affiliated  Mason  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Utah 
Lodge,  when  known  to  a  member,  is  invited  to  visit  the  Lodge  meetings, 
and  if  he  accepts  the  invitation,  is  fraternally  received,  kindly  treated  by 
the  officers  and  members  and  courteously  introduced  to  the  brethren 
present.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  or  at  other  times  he  is  fraternally 
requested  to  affiliate  w^ith  the  Lodge  and  give  it  his  aid  and  assistance. 
Falling  to  do  so  within  six  months  he  is  debarred  from  visiting  any  'Lodge 
in  our  Jurisdiction,  cannot  join  a  Masonic  procession,  is  not  entitled  to 
Masonic  charity,  and  not  to  Masonic  burial.  He  is  deemed  a  drone  in  the 
hive  -of  Masonry  and  unworthy  of  our  protection  as  Masons. 

"  Our  law  on  the  subject  is  another  case  of  self -protection.  They  care 
nothing  for  the  institution,  why  should  we  care  tor  them  Masonically? 
They>  have  been  told  and  know  that  'every  Mason  should  belong  to  soiiie 
Ix>dge,  and  be  subject  to  its  By-Laws  and  General  Regulations."  Re- 
fusing to  do  their  duty  and  to  assist  to  carry  some  of  the  burdens  of  the 
Lodge  we  see  no  reason  why  we  should  recognize  them  as  ^lasons. 

*'  Our  Grand  Lodge  laws  relating  to  affiliation  are  of  the  most  liberal 
kind.  In  the  first  place,  affiliation  fees  are  prohibited,  hence  no  one  can 
plead  poverty;  secondly;  if  he  does  not  like  the  Lodge  in  the  place  in 
which  ne  resides  he  can  affiliate  with  one  in  another  place  in  Utah,  or  for 
that  matter  in  any  other  State,  but  he  must  be  a  member  of  some  Lodge; 
thirdly,  the  age  of  a  dimit  is  not  considered,  and  fourthly,  if  he  wants  a 
dimit  he  being  clear  in  the  books,  can  get  it  at  any  time  and  no  question 
is  asked.  '  t  ree  he  comes  and  free  he  goes.'  We  remember  lots  of  cases 
where  members  requested  a  remission  of  aues  and  dimits  and  both  were 
granted  in  the  most  fraternal  spirit.  That  is  the  way  we  treat  non-affiliates 
in  Utah.  If  there  is  a  Masonic  Jurist  who  can  devise  better  laws  to  bring 
the  willfully  non-affiliatcs  back  to  the  Temple,  let  him  arise,  if  not  let  us 
have  peace. 

"  In  former  reports  we  have  had  occasion  to  speak  of  and  denounce 
thumbscrew  laws,  by  which  non-affiliates  shall  be  whipped  into  line. 
Wherever  such  laws  nave  been  tried  they  have  nroven  failures.  A  Mason 
is  supposed  to  be  a  man,  thid  a  man  is  his  own  tree  agenc.  If  he  cannot 
be  persuaded  to  be  a  workman  in  the  quarry,  force  cannot  make  him  one. 
In  1873  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  adopted  a  compulsory  law,  but  we  found 
out  during  the  year  that  it  was  a  farce.  It  caused  much  trouble  and  an- 
noyance, was  expensive,  and  the  non-affiliates  when  handed  a  summons 
laughed  in  their  sleeves.  And  what  could  our  Grand  Lodge  do  about  it? 
Simply  nothing.  The  law  was  quickly  repealed  the  following  year,  1874, 
and  the  one  adopted  which  denied  non-amliates  any  Masonic  rights  and 
privileges.  That  law  stands  on  our  statute  book  to-day,  and  it  being  a  good 
and  wholesome  law,  we  hope  stands  there  forever."

Christopher  Diehl  {Salt  Lake  City),  Grand  Secretary,  rc- 
elected.

M.'.  W/.  W.  Scott  Nay,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of  ninety- 
six  Lodges,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  M.'.  W.'.  Ghablbs  W.  Mead, 
Grand  Master,  and  R.\  W.'.  Gharles  Smith,  Grand  Marshal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  as  visitors. 

The  first  business  in  order  was  the  transmission  of  a  message  to  R.'.  W.'. 
and  Rev.  Edwin  Wheelock,  Grand  Chaplain,  who  was  detained  at  home 
by  an  accident,  which  resulted  in  his  complete  loss  of  sight.  He  had  been 
Grand  Chaplain  for  thirty-three  years,  and  his  touching  letter,  spread  upon 
the  record,  proclaims  a  true  Christian.  May  the  Divine  benediction  which 
he  voiced  to  the  brethren  of  the  Craft  be  vouchsafed  to  him  in  his  af- 
fliction. 

The  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  such  as  we  would  expect 
from  the  countenance  which  forms  a  frontispiece  to  the  printed  volume. 
A  steady  growth  of  the  Fraternity,  with  harmonious  relations  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction,  is  characteristic  of  our  Vermont  brethren.  The  Grand 
Master  paid  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Bbo.  James  P.  Cleve- 
land, said  to  have  been  the  oldest  Freemason  in  Vermont.  It  was  abo 
claimed  that  he  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  oldest  ELnight  Templar 
in  the  world. 

He  recommended  that  a  supplementary  fee  of  five  dollars  be  required 
of  all  candidates  for  initiation,  to  be  devoted  to  a  "  Temple  Fund,"  and  to 
be  used  for  the  reduction  of  the  debt  on  the  Temple.  There  certainly  could 
be  no  hardship  in  that,  and  it  would  be  conformable  in  spirit  to  a  policy 
adopted  in  some  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Lodge  in  their  consideration  of  this  suggestion,  apparently 
regarding  it  as  the  imposition  of  an  additional  burden  upon  the  Lodges, 
deemed  it  unwise  to  make  the  contemplated  change.  In  this,  it  appears 
to  us,  our  brethren  erred  in  judgment.  It  has  been  the  experience  in 
New  York  State  that  to  cover  the  tax  of  $3.50  on  each  initiate — which  is 
devoted  to  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund — the  Lodges  very  generally  added 
$5  to  the  fee  exacted;  so  that,  instead  of  being  a  burden,  it  really  operated 
as  a  financial  benefit  to  the  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives should  be  required  to  make  a  special  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  condition  of  Freemasonry  and  its  interests  in  the  State  to  which  he 
is  assigned,  in  our  judgment  this  point  is  most  thoroughly  covered  by  the 
excellent  report  on  Correspondence  which  emanates  from  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction. 

The  Grand  Master  closed  an  excellent  address  with  the  following  earnest 
words: 

"  I  think  you  have  learned  that  I  am  not  pessimistic  respecting  the 
future  of  our  institution  and  its  world  wide  influence. 

"  I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  upward  and  steady  growth  of  Freem^sonr}'. 
Dispassionate  criticism  does  not  reveal  the  fact  that  Masonry  is  deteriorat- 
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ing,  for  it  is  imnossible  that  an  institution  fraught  with  such  noble  prin- 
ciples^ with  such  a  vast  army  of  adherents^  can  go  backward. 

"  It  is  a  strong  factor  in  the  world's  advancement,  and  has  a  christianiz- 
ing influence.  It  inculcates  and  proclaims  nothing  less  for  man's  welfare 
than  the  Christian  religion,  and  it  finds  chahnels  by  which  his  better  nature 
is  aroused. 

"  No  man  is  perfected  by  miraculous  occurrence.  No  one  is  made  a 
Mason  by  forms  and  ceremonies,  or  by^  wearing  of  insignia. 

"If  you  would 
sonic  literature, 
all  truth.'

sibility  does  not  end  by  receiving,  but  turn  about  ana  (^ve  your  best  talents 
to  those  who  come  after  you.  Practical  Masonry  is  measured^  not  by 
figures  on  a  dial,  but  by  the  exercise  of  God's  best  gifts,  charity,  virtue, 
and  exemplary  deeds." 

Within  the  limits  of  the  addenda  to  the  Grand  Master's  address,  we 
note  the  correspondence  and  congratulatory  telegram  incident  to  the  initia- 
tion extended  by  the  Craftsman's  Club  of  New  York  ui>on  the  occasion 
of  the  complimentary  dinner  given  M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Mead,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  upon  December  12th,  the  same  being 
the  anniversary  day  of  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Nay's  birth. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  would  indicate  that  the  annual  Dis- 
trict meetings  had  not  only  been  well  attended,  but  remarkable  interest 
had  been  evinced  therein.  We  think,  however,  this  is  proverbially  so  in 
Vermont. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology  embraced  therein  a  most 
generous  and  truthful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  R.'.  W.'.  and  Rev. 
Frederick  S.  Fisheb.  Assistant  Grand  Chaplain  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
whose  death  occurred  March  13,  1901,  at  his  home  in  Hopkinton,  Mass. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  for  the  Grand 
Lodge,  Grand  Chapter,  and  Grand  Commandery  for  several  years,  and  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  him  but  furnishes  pleasant  recollections  of  an 
estimable  brother. 

The  Grand  Lodge  gave  its  approval  to  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master, 
one  of  which  was  that: 

"  1.  While  under  charges,  or  pending  an  appeal  in  his  case,  one  is  not 
eligible  to  ofiice." 

It  was,  we  think,  wisely  determined  that  no  action  should  be  taken  in 
reference  to  a  Masonic  Home  until  the  debt  upon  the  Temple,  owned  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  should  have  been  fully  cancelled. 

Official  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western 
Australia  and  Costa  Rica. 

R.*.  W.'.  Will  F.  Lewis,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  having  removed  from 
the  Jurisdiction — becoming  a  resident  of  New  York— and  thereby  failing 
to  grasp  the  high  honor  of  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  which 
would  have  naturally  come  to  him  at  this  session,  the  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  must  indeed  have  been  most  pleasur- 
able to  this  honored  and  esteemed  brother. 

Receipts,  $4,069.37  ;  disbursements,  $5,067.90,  and  balance  on  hand,

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.'.  W.*.  Marsu  O.  Perkins  presents  the  report  on  Correspondence 
(176  pp.)f  covering  the  proceedings  of  fifty-six  Grand  Lodges.  We  had 
marked  many  points  in  this  report  for  notice,  but  we  must  forego.  We 
find  difficulty  in  keeping  our  report  within  reasonable  limits. 

We  turn  to  New  York  for  1900,  which  has  just  consideration  in  all 
things.  Noting  the  Annual  Address  of  Grand  Master  Pownall,  he  says, 
"  It  is  an  excellent  paper,  one  of  the  ablest  beyond  dispute  that  has  eman- 
ated from  any  Grand  East  in  many  years."  Referring  to  the  Pennsylvania 
matter,  he  says: 

"  Grand  Lodge  abandoned  the  perpetual  jurisdiction  dog;ma  in  1896, 
adopting  at  the  time  the  one  year  limitation  that  governs  in  Vermont. 
The  Grand  Master  reports  two  or  three  questions  of  jurisdictional  difference 
of  opinion  in  consequence,  and  makes  an  able  defence  of  his  position,  up- 
holdmg  the  dignity  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  and  demonstrating  to  Pennsyl- 
vania that  there  is  a  bound  beyond  which  she  may  not  step  in  courtesy  to 
sister  Grand  Lodges  in  her  attempts  to  enforce  beyond  her  jurisdiction  her 
peculiar  ideas  as  to  penal  and  territorial  jurisdiction.  It  is  needless  to 
state  that  Grand  Lodge  unanimously  sustained  the  Grand  Master/' 

We  are  not  prepared  to  answer  for  all  the  brethren  of  New  York,  but 
we  do  know  that  the  standard  work  of  New  York  State  is  taught  by  the 
Grand  Lecturer  by  oral  instruction  only.

M.'.  W.'.  George  W.  Wright,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty-six  Lodges,  six  Past  Grand  Masters,  New  York  by 
M.*.  W.*.  B.  R.  Wellford,  Jr.,  and  R.*.  W.*.  Thomas  S.  Taliaferro,  Jr., 
Senior  Grand  Deacon  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming,  as  a  visitor. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  good*  business  paper,  embracing 
subjects  of  importance  for  the  consideration  of  the  Craft— two  new  Lodges 
had  been  created  under  dispensation.  But  three  decisions  were  reported, 
one  being  to  the  effect  that  "  under  no  circumstances  could  a  Lodge  hold 
a  session  without  the  presence  of  the  charter  or  dispensation  in  the  Lodge 
room  or  anteroom  during  the  session  of  the  Lodge." 

Recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Cuba,  Costa  Rica, 
and  Western  Australia.  Information  having  been  received  that  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium  was  in  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  directed  to  corre- 
spond with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  in  reference  thereto,  and  report 
at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

The  affairs  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Association — in  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  a  large  shareholder— would  appear  to  be  in  very  bad  financial 
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condition,  encumbered  for  its  full  value.  The  Grand  Lodge  appointed  a 
committee  to  invite  subecriptions  for  bonds,  not  to  exceed  |75,000,  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  the  Temple. 

It  would  appear  from  the  report  of  the  Washington  Centennial  Com- 
mittee that  the  expenses  had  been  $(5,846.75,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $607.48,  which  was  ordered  to  be  devoted  to  the  printing  of  a 
memorial  volume  of  the  Centennial  observance. 

No  appeals  or  grievances  before  the  Grand  Body. 

The  tenth  annual  report  of  the  Masonic  Home  of  Virginia  enumerates 
receipts,  $6,470.48,  and  disbursements,  |5,793.96,  regret  being  expressed  that 
the  subordinate  Lodges  had  not  subscribed  as  liberally  as  hertofore.  The 
report  is  incomplete  in  that  no  data  is  furnished  of  the  number  of  children 
cared  for. 

Full  detail  reiwrts  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  occupy  forty- 
two  pages  of  the  printed  proceedings. 

Receipts,  $14,756.45;  disbursements,  $14,540.38,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$389.62.

CORRESPONDENCE, 

R.'.  W.*.  Joseph  W.  E<3GLeston  furnishes  a  good  report  on  Corre- 
spondence, covering  the  proceedings  of  sixty-two  Grand  Bodies.  He  had 
omitted  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  because  **  he  did  not  wish  to  treat 
of  the  matter  contained  in  the  pamphlet  until  they  had  time  for  reflection, 
and  he  for  further  information." 

The  following,  under  Idaho,  is  explanatory  of  the  law  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion: 

"  We,  like  England,  permit  what  is  called  dual  membership.  A  Mason 
in  good  standing  can  apply  verbally  for  membership  in  any  Lodge  without 
fee,  and  can  belong  to  as  many  as  will  elect  him  by  unanimous  ballot.  He 
can  withdraw  from  any  Lodge  at  any  time,  if  clear  of  the  books  and  not 
under  charges.  Hence,  if  a  member  of  only  one  Lodge,  and  wishins  to 
change,  he  can  apply  to  the  new  Lodge  and  be  elected,  and  then  withdraw 
from  tne  old  one,  or  he  can  withdraw  first  and  then  apply  to  the  new  one. 
We  require  no  dimits,  recognize  them  only  as  evidence  of  non-indebtedness, 
and  issue  them  on  request,  largely  because  our  members,  moving  to  other 
jurisdictions,  need  them.  Suspension  in  any  one  Lodge,  for  any  cause, 
suspends  the  brother  in  all  to  which  he  belongs." 

New  York  for  1900  has  the  kind  consideration  of  our  brother.  We 
desire  mildly  to  remark  that  while  the  New  York  report  on  Correspond- 
ence— particularly  the  translations — covers  a  general  review  of  what  is 
termed  Freemasonry  in  foreign  countries,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow 
that  "  New  York  recognizes  whatever  purports  to  be  Masonry  in  any  land 
(except  France,  of  course)."  Our  brother  will  find  a  list  of  the  Masonic 
Grand  Bodies  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  on  page  191, 
Proceedings  of  1901.

M.'.  W.'.  Stephen  J.  Chadwick,  Grand  Master,  the  representatiTcs 
of  ninety-nine  Lodges,  fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  M.'.  W.'.  James 
W.  Gloes,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota,  as 
a  visitor. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  most  fraternally  welcomed  by  Bro.  C.  A, 
Skowden  on  behalf  of  the  Masons  and  citizens  of  the  city  of  Tacoma. 

The  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  conservative  Masonic 
paper,  temperate  in  toncj  sound  in  judgment,  and  permeated  with  that 
spirit  which  is  conducive  to  harmony  and  development. 

The  growth  of  the  Fraternity  was  spoken  of  with  pride,  four  new 
Lodges  had  been  created  under  dispensation,  and  besides  an  affectionate 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  M.'.  W/.  Louis  Sohns,  Past  Grand  Master, 
the  death  of  K.'.  W.'.  George  W.  Speth  of  London,  England,  was  noted. 
This  distinguished  brother  had  a  world-wide  reputation  as  a  Masonic 
student  and  writer,  and  at  the  time  of  his  decease  was  the  Secretary  of 
Quatuor  Coronati  Lodge,  No.  2076,  E.  C. 

A  telegram  of  sympathy  and  proffer  of  aid  had  been  sent  to  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  upon  intelligence  of  the  Galveston 
calamity,  and  $200  had  been  ordered  forwarded  for  the  relief  of  the  Jack- 
sonville (Fla.)  sufferers. 

Under  the  head  of  Foreign  Relations,  the  Grand  Master  ably  and  suc- 
cinctly reviewed  the  status  of  affairs,  and  very  correctly  gave  as  his  conclu- 
sion that  the  time  for  correspondence  had  passed,  and  that  the  only  solu- 
tion could  be  by  "  the  act  of  this  Grand  Lodge."  Alluding  to  the  corre- 
spondence with  the  various  Grand  Masters,  our  brother  has  the  manliness 
to  say: 

"  There  has  been,  in  my  judgment,  too  much  correspondence  upon  this 
subject,  and  while  it  has  been  of  historical  interest,  its  merit  can  never 
overcome  the  many  unkind  and  even  cruel  expressions  it  has  called  forth, 
and  I  now  refer  to  it  because  you  put  it  upon  me  to  do  so,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  renewing  a  controversy  too  long  drawn  out  or  to  invite  new 
discussion,  but  that,  as  I  do  sincerely  hope,  the  matter  may  be  forever 
settled  by  you,  who  alone  are  competent  to  do  so." 

"  Personally,  I  cannot  refrain  from  the  expression  that  though  many 
of  my  correspondents  are  not  in  fraternal  accord  with  us,  and  by  some  have 
been  subjected  to  severe  criticism,  yet  they  are,  nevertheless,  broad  and 
learned  men,  who  have  drunk  deep  at  the  fountain  of  Masonry,  looking  to 
truth  for  inspiration,  and  to  candor  for  expression.  I  know  that  my  knowl- 
edge has  been  broadened,  and  my  heart  enriched  through  contact  vnth 
them.    So  much  for  our  supposed  enemies." 

The  position  assumed  by  the  several  Grand  Lodges  and  the  principle 
contended  for  is  thus  concisely  stated: 

"  The  attitude  assumed  is,  that  a  sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  whose  legiti- 
macy' we  do  not  question,  having  said  that  certain  Lodges  working  within 
its  jurisdiction,  white  or  black,  it  does  not  matter,  are  clandestine,  that 
we  should  give  its  edict  faith  and  credit. 
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"  Suppose  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  should  warrant  a  Lodge  to  be 
opened  in  thia  State,  and  you  should  assert  exclusive  jurisdiction  (and  I 
think  you  do  assert  it  and  publish  to  the  Masonic  world  that  your  terri- 
tory had  been  invaded  and  that  such  Lodge  was  clandestine),  and  suppose 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  should  declare  that  it  was  regular,  be- 
cause the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  a  regular  body,  you  would  nave 
about  the  case  at  bar,  as  I  understand  it.  The  question  is,  shall  we  admit 
the  doctrine  of  exclusive  jurisdiction?  And  if  so,  shall  we  support  and 
maintain  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  and  demand  for  ourselves  their  support 
in  the  asserted  right  to  determine  the  character  and  legitimacy  of  aU 
symbolic  Lodges  and  all  individual  Masons  within  the  limit  of  its  ter- 
ritory? " 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  the  adoption  of  resolutions  reaffirming 
the  doctrine  of  exclusive  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction,  and  also  that  "  all 
Lodges  are  forbidden  to  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  those  determined 
to  be  clandestine  by  edict  or  decree  of  any  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges 
falling  within  the  terms  of  this  resolution."  Cases  were  cited  wherein  in 
the  past  this  Grand  Lodge  had  repeatedly  affirmed  this  position — ^that 
adopted  in  1886  is  sufficient  for  our  purpose: 

"  This  Grand  Lodge  reiterates  its  firm  adhesion  to  the  doctrine  of  un- 
equivocal, undivided  Grand  Lodge  sovereignty,  and  that  none  other  can 
be  tolerated  by  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges  without  endangering  the  peace 
of  the  Masonic  powers  of  the  world." 

Alluding  to  the  repeal  (1898)  of  the  edict  of  non-intercourse  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  the  Grand  Master  recommended  the  adoption 
of  the  resolutions  offered  in  1899  by  M.*.  W.'.  Bbo.  Zeigleb,  and  he  en- 
tirely agreed  with  the  position  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
in  relation  to  the  Hamburg  invasion. 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  insisting  upon  its  sovereignty  within 
its  original  territory,  and  denying  the  right  oi  any  foreign  or  domestic 
Grand  Lodge  to  charter  subordinate  Lodges  within  the  borders  of  that 
State;  in  other  words,  declares  its  exclusive  right  to  charter  Lodges  in  said 
State,  as  I  have  no  doubt  we  would  do  were  a  like  circumstance  to  arise." 

Referring  to  the  report  made  by  M.*.  W.*.  Bro.  Upton  upon  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  matter  (considered  by  us  in  last  year's  Pro- 
ceedings), he  says: 

"The  situation  requires  no  preamble,  and  inasmuch  as  neither  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  nor  tne  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  have  asked 
our  kind  offices  in  bringing  about  a  reconciliation,  and  inasmuch  as  har- 
mony could  only  be  restored  by  a  withdrawal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg from  the  territory  of  New  York,  we  can  best  assert  our  disapproval 
of  its  conduct  and  adherence  to  the  doctrine  of  Grand  Lodge  sovereignty 
by  placing  ourselves  in  the  position  from  which  we  unhappily  moved  in 
1897.  We  would  thus,  as  I  oelieve,  under  conditions  as  they  now  exist, 
disarm  every  critic  oi  our  past  conduct,  and  meet  with  the  unqualified 
approval  of  the  Masonic  world.  For  it  is  not  assistance  in  effecting  a 
compromise  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  looks  to  us,  but  for  support 
in  the  maintenance  of  its  Grand  Lodge  organization." 

The  course  of  the  Grand  Master  but  emphasizes  the  position  we  have 
always  entertained  and  advanced,  that,  relieved  of  the  unwise  influence 
of  a  few,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  would  be  found  to  be  entirely 
in  line  with  sister  Grand  Lodges  upon  the  fundamental  principle  of  Grand 
Lddge  sovereignty— justice  and  equal  rights. 
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As  indicative  of  the  feeling  pervading  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  we  are 
pleased  to  record  the  following  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary: 

"  The  course  of  events  in  the  affairs  of  ^rand  Lodge  for  the  past  year 
has  not  only  been  singularly  free  from  friction  or  disturbing  elements, 
within  our  own  borders,  but  nas  been  marked  with  more  than  an  ordinary 
degree  of  peace  and  good-will  among  all  the  brethren  and  Lodges.  Not  a 
flin^e  case  of  grievance  or  appeal,  by  Lodge  or  individual  member,  of  any 
serious  import,  has  been  reported  to  this  office  during  the  year.  Harmony 
prevails  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Masonic  Home  consisted  mainly 
of  responses  in  reference  to  the  project  from  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  regulation  creating  a  Masonic  Home  Fund  by 
the  assessment  of  an  annual  per  capita  tax  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  that 
each  Lodge  should  also  pay  one  dollar  for  each  degree  conferred  within 
the  fiscal  year. 

In  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries,  it  was 
ordered  that  a  memorial  page  be  set  apart  to  the  memory  of  R.*.  W.\ 
Geoboe  W.  Speth,  and  that  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Upton  be  requested  to  pre- 
pare a  memorial  sketch  of  the  life  and  Masonic  services  of  this  justly- 
esteemed  brother.  This  Memorial  is  an  eloquent  tribute  from  one  friend 
to  another.  We  had  marked  one  paragraph  therein  which,  to  our  mind, 
mars  the  beauty  of  the  paper,  but  it  is  not  material. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  in  their  consideration  of  that  portion 
of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  having  reference  to  the  subject  of  foreign 
relations,  presented  the  following,  and  the  record  says  "  the  resolutions 
were  adopted,  opponents — if  any — not  voting  " : 

"  Whereas,  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Annual  Communication  for  the  year 
1899,  adoptea  a  series  of  resolutions  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  and 
malang  more  definite  the  position  of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  Question 
of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction,  and  for  the  purpose  of  re-establishing 
fraternal  relations  with  a  number  of  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States; 
and, 

"  Whereas,  it  is  most  desirable  that  this  matter  be  terminated,  and 
that  complete  and  perfect  harmony  prevail  between  the  Grand  Masonic 
Bodies  of  the  United  States,  and  that  there  may  be  no  further  misimder- 
standing  or  misconception  in  regard  to  the  position  of  this  Grand  Lodge; 
therefore,  be  it 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  reiterates  and  reaffirms  its  adherence 
to  the  doctrine  of  unequivocal,  undivided  Grand  Lodge  Sovereignty  and  its 
indexible  purpose  and  determination  to  support  and  ever  maintain  that 
principle  of  Masonic  law  inherent  in  every  Grand  Lodge,  of  supreme  and 
exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  within 
territorial  limits  established  by  its  lawful  authority. 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  asserts  the  right  to  determine  the 
question  of  legitimacy  of  Lodges  domiciled  within  its  territorial  jurisdiction, 
and  we  concede  the  same  sovereign  right  and  power  to  the  several  sovereign 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States. 

"  On  the  question  of  our  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg, 
we  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

"  Whereas,  this  Grand  Lodge  concedes  that  the  Grand  Lod^e  of  New 
York  has  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  within  its  territorial  limits; 
and  whereas  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  has  refused  to  recognize  such 
exclusive  jurisdiction,  but  has  recognized  and  chartered  a  Lodge  therein 
in  violation  thereof;  therefore,  be  it 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodffe  does  hereby  withdraw  its  recognition 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburgh

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  in  reference  to  the  above,  it  would 
appear  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  were  somewhat  prominently  men- 
tioned. Personally,  we  have  only  to  say  that  we  must  stand  upon  tlie 
record. 

We  may  be  pardoned  one  reference,  the  remark  made  by  M.*.  W.*. 
Bro.  Upton,  that  "  so  long  as  the  insulting  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  in  1899  remained  unrepealed,  that  the  wishes 
of  the  present  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  or  those  of  the  Chairman  of  • 
its  Committee  on  Correspondence— the  author  of  these  resolutions — ought 
to  have  very  little  weight  with  this  Grand  Lodge." 

The  aforesaid  resolutions  were  presented  at  a  time  when  the  contro- 
versy over  negro  Masonry  was  at  its  height;  a  strong  feeling  prevailed, 
and  in  the  heat  of  the  discussion  it  would  be  but  natural  that  ideas  might 
crystallize  into  a  form  which,  in  the  light  of  a  more  complete  understand- 
ing, might  be  regarded  as  having  been  (in  part)  unwarranted.  We  enter- 
tain the  opinion  that  this  criticism  applies  with  equal  force  to  those 
interested  on  both  sides  of  this  unfortunate  controversy.  We  admit  that 
the  resolutions  are  composed  of  plain,  incisive  language ;  but  we  emphatic- 
ally deny  that  there  was  any  intention  therein  of  insulting  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington. 

If  we  may  be  allowed  to  express  our  opinion,  we  should  say  that  by 
this  unequivocal  action  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  has  placed  itself 
squarely  on  record  as  doing  away  entirely  with  its  action  of  1898,  in  refer- 
ence to  which  the  Grand  Master  said  truly,  it  "  was  not  approved  by  any 
of  our  sister  Grand  Lodges." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  stands  to-day  just  where  she  did 
before  the  adoption  of  the  Declaration  and  Resolutions  of  1898,  and  every- 
one will  rejoice  thereat — including  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

An  effort  was  made  to  repeal  ,the  resolution  adopted  in  1897,  "  making 
it  thereafter  a  Masonic  offence  for  a  Mason  in  this  Jurisdiction  to  enter 
into  the  business  of  selling  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage,"  but  it  was 
defeated. 

The  Grand  Lodge  listened  to  an  interesting  address  by  W.*.  Royal  A. 
Gove,  acting  Grand  Orator,  on  "  Masonic  Light,"  and  decided  that  "  at 
least  fifteen  Master  Masons  must  unite  in  a  petition  for  a  new  Lodge,'' 
and  the  following  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence, to  report  on  next  year: 

"Resolved,  That  any  Master  Mason,  dimitted,  who  shall  fail  to  apply 
to  become  a  member  of  a  Lodge,  or  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  Ma- 
sonry, for  more  than  one  year,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  Lodge  privileges 
thereafter." 

We  are  especially  pleased  to  reproduce  the  following,  and,  in  extending 
our  congratulations,  also  desire  to  say,  may  harmony  and  brotherly  love 
ever  prevail: 

"R.\  W.'.  Bros.  John  Arthur,  D.  G.  M.;  Charles  D.  Atkins, 
S.  G.  M.,  and  Edwin  H.  Van  Patten,  J.  G.  W.,  being  invited  by  the 
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M.'.  W,'.  Grand  Master  to  address  the  Grand  Lodge,  severally  responded 
in  words  which— by  their  earnestness,  their  thoughtfulness,  the  warmth 
of  their  zeal  for  harmony  and  brotherly  love,  and  their  ringins  tone  of 
resolution  to  defend  the  sovereign  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Waahin«- 
ton,  as  well  as  by  their  revelation  of  the  unanimity  of  sentiment  upon 
the  part  of  these  three  officers— fairly  electrified  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
speakers  were  overwhelmed  .with  applause,  and  expressions  of  satisfaction 
and  good-will  were  heard  on  all  sides.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

W.*.  E.  H.  Van  Patten  presents  the  report  on  Correspondence  (173 
pp.),  and  it  is  an  excellent  review  of  the  proceedings  of  fifty-three  Grand 
Lodges.  Our  brother  earnestly  sustains  the  position  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington  in  the  late  unpleasantness,  but  we  cannot  but  think  that 
our  brother  might  well  have  allowed  the  discussion  to  drop. 

As  to  the  regularity  of  what  is  termed  negro  Masonry  in  this  country, 
we  incline  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Robbins  of  Illinois: 

"  In  our  discussion  of  this  subject  in  1871.  as  well  as  in  the  present  dis- 
cussion, we  have  not  only  distinctly  admitted  that  all  the  Lodges  springing 
from  African  Lodge  were  irregular,  but  have  not  denied  that  its  subsequent 
missteps  had  placed  African  Lodge  itself  in  the  same  category." 

New  York  for  1900  has  the  attention  of  our  brother.  We  have  read 
carefully  his  criticism  upon  the  '*  New  York  claims,  etc.,"  but  we  do  not 
think  it  would  be  profitable  to  go  over  old  ground  again. 

We  may  say,  however,  that  it  has  never  been  claimed  that  "  a  decree 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  could  make  a  Mason  clandestine,  if  he 
had  been  regularly  made" 

We  entertain  the  opinion  that  a  Grand  Lodge  is  bound  to  respect  the 
Masonic  status  given  by  sister  Grand  Lodges  to  individuals  and  Lodges 
within  their  several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  that  the  competency  of  said 
action  cannot  be  questioned.  Hence,  a  Mason  expelled,  or  one  declared 
to  be  a  clandestine  Mason  by  a  Grand  Lodge  of  competent  authority  in 
one  Grand  Jurisdiction— acting  in  conformity  to  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Craft— is  to  be  held  and  regarded  as  such  in  all  sister  Grand  Lodge  Juris- 
dictions.   The  status  follows. 

We  note  in  our  brother's  conclusion  the  sorrow  which  has  entered  his 
personal  circle,  and  extend  our  sincere  sympathy,  having  a  full  consciousness 
of  the  grief  which  cometh  to  every  heart  as  we  contemplate  the  vacant 
places.

M.*.  W.".  A.  D.  W.  Strickleb,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  Lodges,  and  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  annual  address  concisely  presented  the  official 
duties  of  the  year.  Three  new  Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation, 
and  the  work  of  the  Lodges  had  been  greatly  in  excess  of  preceding  years. 
The  Grand  Master  appropriately  referred  to  the  death  of  the  late  President, 
Bro.  William  McKiivley,  and  by  his  order  $200  had  been  transmitted 
for  the  relief  of  the  Jacksonville  (Fla.)  suflferers. 

From  the  decisions  reported  we  select  the  following: 

"3.  A  brother  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  petitions  the  Lodge 
for  reinstatement,  a  vote  was  taken  aye  and  no,  and  the  petitioner  was 
declared  reinstated.  Decided  that  the  said  vote  was  illegal  and  of  no 
effect,  as  the  vote  upon  the  reinstatement  of  a  brother  must  be  by  secret 
ballot. 

"  4.  A  request  for  the  waiver  of  jurisdiction  over  a  profane  who  had 
been  previously  rejected,  being  refused,  cannot  again  be  entertained  by 
the  Lodge  until  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months.  A  refusal  to  grant 
a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  over  a  rejected  candidate  having  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  the  ballot  upon  the  petition  of  a  profane  for  initiation. 

"  8.  A  comer-stone  of  a  Masonic  building  or  temple  should  be  laid  in 
the  northeast  comer." 

It  was  ordered  that  Lodges  might  allow  the  use  of  Lodge  rooms  for  the 
purposes  of  meetings  by  chapters  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and 
official  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia 
and  Costa  Rica. 

In  answer  to  an  inquiry,  "Is  it  Masonic  to  allow  profanes  to  act  as 
pall  bearers  at  Masonic  funerals?  "  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  re- 
ported as  follows: 

"  In  response  to  the  query  submitted,  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that 
it  is  not  consistent  with  the  ancient  customs  of  our  institution,  our  teach- 
ings of  belief  in  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  or  the  esoteric  meaning  of 
the  rite,  ceremony,  and  ritual  of  Masonic  burial,  that  any  other  than 
brother  Masons  act  as  pall  bearers,  or  that  the  brethren  when  assembled 
as  a  Lodge  of  Freemasons  share  in  any  wise  in  burial  services  conducted 
bv  any  other  body,  hereby  overruling  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Masonic  Jurisprudence  adopted  in  1892." 

We  infer  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  that  the 
brethren  are  favorably  disposed  toward  such  a  project,  and  efforts  in  that 
direction  are  to  be  continued.  We  respectfully  suggest  the  importance  of 
a  sufficient  fund,  not  only  to  build  and  equip,  but  also  for  future  main- 
tenance. 

After  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  brethren  "  were  refreshed  " 
at  a  luncheon  given  by  Huntington  Lodge,  No.  53. 

Receipts,  |5,961.89 ;  disbursements,  $3,165.86,  and  balance  on  hand,

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  sixteenth  annual  report  on  Correspondence  (197  pp.),  by  M.'.  W.'. 
George  W.  Atkinson,  is  a  thorough  review  of  the  proceedings  of  sixty- 
one  Grand  Lodges. 

Our  brother,  in  his  conclusion,  says: 

"  I  class  myself  as  a  conservative  on  the  subject  of  physical  qualifica- 
tions, and  as  such  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  growing  tendency  to  place  a 
more  liberal  and  reasonable  construction  upon  the  olcT  regulations  and  land 
marks  bearing  upon  .that  subject.  It  is,  however,  painful  to  see  how  reck- 
less some  of  the  younger  Grand  Lodges  act  relative  to  tiis  matter.  The 
safe  and  fair  rule,  I  have  always  claimed,  is  to  admit  no  one  who  cannot 
in  a  most  careful  manner  comply  with  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  ritual. 
If  this  were  made  the  basis  of  admission  everywhere  we  would  avoid  the 
extreme  in  both  directions,  and  I  am  sure  it  would,  Ui  a  little  while,  prove 
universally  satisfactory  to  all  of  the  Grand  Lodges." 

New  York  for  1901  has  a  very  full  report. 

Our  brother's  explanation  of  the  decision  made  by  M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Robin- 
son (referred  to  in  our  report  of  last  year)  does  not  operate  to  alter  the 
opinion  we  then  expressed.  The  assertion  that  an  E.  A.  made  in  a  regular 
Lodge,  in  a  regular  manner,  **  would  be  necessarily  in  effect  a  clandestine," 
cannot  be  admitted.  Further,  we  deem  it  wise  to  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  irregularity  and  clandestine  are  not  synonymous  terms.  The  fault 
was  not  on  the  part  of  the  candidate,  but  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  Lodge 
was  subject  to  censure  therefor.  The  candidate  was  an  E.  A.,  and  the 
Grand  Master  could  not  declare  the  work  "  null  and  void."  Entertaining 
this  opinion,  we  respectfully  dissent  from  the  decision  and  the  conclusions.

M.".  W.'.  Charles  C.  Rogers,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  Lodges,  thirteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
New  York  by  M.*.  W.*.  Melvin  L.  Youngs. 

After  a  most  generous  welcome,  the  Grand  Master  delivered  an  able 
address.  I'he  condition  of  the  Craft  was  reported  excellent,  and  four  new 
Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation.  Responding  to  the  call  for  the 
relief  of  the  Galveston  and  Jacksonville  sufferers,  |200  in  each  instance 
had  been  transmitted.  R.*.  W.*.  John  W.  Laflin,  who  for- eighteen  years 
was  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  having  responded  to  the  final 
summons,  the  Grand  Master  paid  a  beautiful  tribute  to  his  memory,  and 
a  portrait  of  our  esteemed  brother  adds  value  to  the  printed  volume. 

If  the  Grand  Master's  allusion  to  **  Foreign  Correspondents  "  had  not 
been  general  in  character,  we  should  be  tempted  to  cull  some  points  there- 
from. Making  it  applicable  to  tlie  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  we  can  say  that  he  merits  the  reference  and  praise. 
We  are  also  glad  to  note  that  the  financial  recommendation  was  favorably 
entertained  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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We  are  heartily  in  accord  with  our  brother*8  remarks  anent  "  step- 
ladder  rotation  in  ofiice."  The  office  of  Warden  is  by  no  means  a  mort- 
gage on  the  office  of  Master,  and  unless  ability  is  evinced  for  the  more  im- 
portant station,  he  should  be  dropped. 

The  Grand  Master  voiced  an  earnest  protest  against  the  relaxation  in 
some  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  requirements  of  Physical  Qualifications  as 
defined  in  the  Landmarks  of  Freemasonry.  For  ourselves,  we  are  not  what 
might  be  termed  strict  perfectionists,  but,  nevertheless,  we  object  decidedly 
to  any  qualification  whereby  artificial  appliances  are  accepted  as  supplying 
physical  defects. 

We  note  the  following  decision  to  say  that  we  can  see  no  valid  reason 
why  a  Masonic  Club  cannot  be  organized  for  social  purposes.  Wherein 
the  sanction  of  a  Grand  Lodge  is  an  essential,  we  fail  to  comprehend: 

"  3.  Question :  Would  it  be  a  violation  of  Masonic  law  if  a  number  of 
Masons,  who  meet  for  social  purposes,  should  form  themselves  into  a  club 
and  adopt  the  name  '  Masonic  Club  '  V 

**  Answer:  Yes.  The  organization  of  any  club,  though  made  up  of  in- 
dividual members  of  a  Lodge,  of  which  all  its  members  are  members  of 
the  Lodge,  and  called  a  *  Masonic  Club,'  is  not  recognized  or  sanctioned 
by  this  Grand  Lodge." 

The  Masonic  Home  Committee  made  a  report  recommending  the  pro- 
priety of  starting  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  indigent  brothers,  their  wives 
{widows f),  and  children,  and  that  the  particular  form  of  disposal  that  the 
fund  might  take  should  be  governed  by  future  exigencies.  Regulations  were 
adopted  in  relation  thereto. 

A  just  recognition  was  made  of  the  excellent  services  of  M.'.  W.'. 
Melvin  L.  Youngs,  who  for  forty -four  years  had  discharged  the  duties 
of  Grand  Lecturer.  The  infirmity  of  age  compelling  a  retirement  from 
active  service,  he  was  honored  by  being  made  the  Custodian  of  the  Work, 
with  a  yearly  compensation  therefor. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  in  his  annual  report  presented  an  interesting  retro- 
spect covering  his  term  of  service: 

"  During  these  forty-four  years  I  have  seen  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion increase  from  less  than  four  score  in  number  to  over  two  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  in  membership  from  3,000  all  told  to  over  18,000,  while  to-day 
no  juriaoiction  can  pride  itself  more  than  can  we  upon  our  proficiency  in 
the  work  or  in  our  strict  uniformity. 

"  In  our  Grand  Lodge  I  stand  almost  alone.  Of  those  who  at  the  session 
of  1857  were  among  its  most  influential  members,  but  who  are  no  longer 
with  us,  I  call  to  mind  the  name,  as  first  and  foremost,  that  of  A.  D. 
Smith,  its  first  Deputy,  and  for  years  its  Grand  Master,  to  whom  we  are 
indebted  for  our  present  system  of  work,  and  who,  until  that  time,  was 
its  recognized  custodian,  and  who,  after  a  most  thorough  examination,  was 
among  the  first  to  recommend  me  for  the  position  of  Grand  Lecturer,  to  the 
then  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Uenrt  S.  Baird. 

"  There  were  also  in  attendance,  and  active  in  its  deliberations.  Past 
Grand  Masters  Henby  L.  Palmer,  Henry  M.  Billings,  Lutheb  M. 
Tract,  Wm.  R.  Smith,  Gabe  Bouck,  D.  De  Los  Pulford,  and  G.  W. 
Washburn,  with  Bros.  Byron  Kilbourn,  Erastus  Lewis,  A.  J.  Red- 
BUBN,  John  W.  Hunt,  and  Luman  M.  Strong.  They  were  the  pioneers 
of  Masonry  in  Wisconsin,  in  their  immediate  localities,  some  of  whom 
gained  eminence  in  our  State  in  other  vocations  of  life.  All  strong  men, 
ever  zealous  for  the  welfare  of  Masonry  and  the  Grand  Lodge,  all  of  whom, 
with  but  three  exceptions  (that  of  Bros.  Palmer,  Bouck,  and  Wash- 
burn),  have  long  since  laid  aside  their  earthly  working  tools^  and  gone  to 
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their  reward  on  high.  Of  the  large  number  now  present,  there  are  not  more 
than  two  or  three  who  antedate  uie,  and  none  wno  have  been  more  regular 
in  attendance." 

Official  recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia, 
congratulations  expressed  at  the  resumption  of  labor  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Cuba,  and  congratulatory  telegrams  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
South  Dakota  and  R.".  W.*.  David  M.  Drury,  Grand  Representative  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

Action  upon  the  applications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  qf  the  Valley  of  Mexico  was  deferred  pending  further  inves- 
tigation. 

During  the  session  the  Grand  Lodge  united  in  the  ceremonial  of  a  Lodge 
of  Sorrow,  at  which  was  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obitu- 
aries, and  beautiful  and  expressive  eulogies  were  made  by  many  of  the 
brethren  upon  the  life  and  character  of  the  late  R.'.  W.\  John  W.  Laflin, 
Grand  Secretaxy. 

We  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death 
of  this  justly  esteemed  brother.

The  ability  of  M.\  W.*.  Aldro  Jenks  is  a  guarantee  of  the  character 
of  the  report  on  Correspondence  (110  pp.),  embracing  a  discriminating  re- 
.  view  of  the  proceedings  of  fifty-six  Grand  Lodges,  including  New  York 
for  1900«  which  has  a  fair  share  of  attention.  We  think  we  can  safely 
affirm  that  we  are  in  accord  with  the  views  of  our  esteemed  brother.  We 
content  ourselves  with  one  citation,  under  California: 

"  Except  under  very  peculiar  Constitutional  provisions,  territorial  juris- 
diction over  profanes  can  never  be  waived.  It  depends  upon  residence 
alone;  when  residence  ceases,  territorial  jurisdiction  ceases  *n8tanier,  and 
leaves  nothing  under  this  head  that  can  be  the  subject  of  waiver,  or  of 
transfer  from  one  Lodge  to  another."

M.*.  W.*.  Charles  H.  Townsend,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  thirteen  Lodges,  and  one  Past  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  general  prosperity  among  the  Craft,  and 
that  three  new  Lodges  had  been  created  by  dispensation.  The  magnificent 
distances  of  this  great  State  is  emphasized  in  the  Grand  Master's  account 
of  visitations: 
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"The  trip  to  these  two  Lodges  was  a  long,  hard  journey.  Being 
situated  so  far  from  the  railroad  it  took  nearly  two  weeks  to  make  It 
and  a  ride  of  nearly  500  miles  over  a  hot,  dusty  road. 

"  Although  the  journey  was  a  tiresome  one,  the  hearty  welcome  we 
received  and  the  many  courtesies  extended  fully  repaid  us  and  we  hope 
we  will  have  the  pleasure  of  visiting  these  thriving  cities  again." 

The  Lodges  had  generously  responded  to  the  relief  of  the  Galveston 
and  Jacksonville  sufferers. 

We  note  the  following  decisions: 

"  2.  Is  it  lawful  to  keep  the  names  of  the  Investigating  Committee 
out  of  the  minutes  and  from  the  knowledge  of  the  Lodge?  The  Worship- 
ful Master  giving  his  appointments  to  the  Secretary,  who  personally  noti- 
fies brethren  appointed? 

**  Anstcer, — No,  you  have  no  right  to  keep  any  of  the  members  ignorant 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge.  The  appointment  of  such  a  committee 
can  only  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge  and  is  part  of  the 
regular  business  and  as  such  should  be  recorded  on  the  minutes  of  said 
meeting.  According  to  one  of  our  rules  no  roan  can  be  made  or  admitted 
a  member  of  the  Lodge  without  previous  notice  one  lunar  month  before  in 
order  to  make  due  inquiry  as  to  his  qualifications.  We  appoint  a  com- 
mittee for  that  purpose  and  they  are  required  to  make  a  thorough  investi- 
gation; it  is  not  only  right  but  very  essential  that  every  member  of  the 
Ix)dgc  should  know  who  compose  said  committee  in  order  that  they  may  be 
able  to  consult  with  them  in  regard  to  the  good  or  bad  qualities  of  the 
applicant. 

"  3.  Is  it  allowaj^le  to  have  the  Senior  or  Junior  Wardens  confer  the 
degrees  in  the  nresence  of  the  Worshipful  Master? 

**  Answer. — ^Yes,  the  presidin|j  oflBcer  has  the  right  to  call  the  Wardens 
or  any  other  brother  to  the  chair  to  confer  degrees. 

**  5.  Is  it  necessary  that  a  visitor  produce  documentary  evidence  that 
he  is  a  member  in  good  standing  before  being  allowed  to  visit? 

**  Answer. — Yes,  any  brother  who  applies  for  relief  or  desires  to  visit 
a  subordinate  Lodge  should  be  required  to  produce  documentary  evidence 
unless  properly  vouched  for." 

Upon  the  question  of  the  recognition  of  several  Grand  Bodies,  the 
Grand  Lodge  deferred  action  on  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Western  Australia,  Costa  Rica,  and  Porto  Rico,  and  of  the  National 
Grand  Orient  of  Egypt;  refused  any  official  sanction  of  all  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Mexico,  "  until  Masonic  conditions  changed  in  that  country ;" 
and  declined  any  official  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium, 
"  until  purged  of  any  connection  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France." 

The  disposition  of  certain  other  documents  were  very  properly  covered 
in  the  following: 

"  As  to  certain  other  documents  not  proper  to  enumerate  which  have 
been  referred  to  your  committee,  it  only  seems  necessary  with  one  excep- 
tion to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  they  are  emanations  from  unrecog- 
nized, irregular  and  clandestine  bodies  with  which  this  Grand  Lodge  has 
nothing  in  common,  and  Ibey  should  receive  no  attention  from  this  Grand 
Body.  Your  committee  finds  that  the  document  excepted  is  a  request  for 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  interfere  by  protest  with  the  legislation  of  a  sister 
Grand  Lodge  on  a  question  over  which  it  has  sole  control  within  its  terri- 
tory. A  protest  in  such  case  would  be  a  wanton  act  of  discourtesy,  to 
say  the  least,  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge." 

The  following  legislation  was  adopted : 

"  Sec.  86.    No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  any  Lodge  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion unless  he  shall  furnish  satisfactory  documentary  evidence  that  he  is 
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at  the  time  in  good  standing  in  some  Lodge  working  under  a  charter  or 
dispensation  issued  by  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master  recognized  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  as  having  jurisdiction  over  the  territory  in  which  such  Lodge 
is  located ;  or  unless  such  visitor  shall  be  vouched  for  as  a  ^^lason  in  good 
standing  by  a  brother. 

*'  Non-affiliated  Masons  shall  have  the  privilege  of  visiting  Lodges  for  a 
period  of  one  year;  but  such  non-affiliates  shall  petition  some  Lodge 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  for  membership,  and  if  rejected  shall  con- 
tribute to  some  regular  Lodge  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  in  whose  juris- 
diction he  resides,  its  regular  duesj  and  in  case  of  non-compliance  shall 
be  debarred  from  all  Masonic  rights  and  privileges  as  follows: 

**  First — They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  visit  any  Lodge. 

"  Second — They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  appear  in  any  Masonic  pro- 
cession. 

'*  Third — They  shall  not  be  entitled  to  Masonic  charity. 

"Fourth — They  shall  not  be  entitled  to  Masonic  burial." 

A  public  installation  of  the  Grand  Officers  was  held,  a  special  invita- 
tion being  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of 
the  Eastern  Star ;  and  after  the  close  of  the  session  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  were  entertained  at  a  banquet  by  Wheatland  Lodge,  No.  16.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

A  fine  picture  of  R.*.  W.".  W.  L.  Kxiykendall,  Grand  Secretary  anc^ 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  prefaces  his  report 
(75  pp.),  which  comprehends  the  proceedings  of  forty-nine  Grand  Bodies, 
including  New  York  for  1901. 

The  following  about  covers  the  ground : 

**  Yes,  we  are  liberal  to  the  extent  that  we  believe  any  candidate  who 
can  literally  comply  with  all  the  forms,  ceremonies  and  requirements  in 
the  three  degrees  without  artificial  aid  and  is  otherwise  qualified,  is  and 
should  be  accepted  material  and  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  old  charges 
to  the  contrary  of  that  view." 

Good  judgment  is  evinced  in  the  following,  and  we  incline  to  the  belief 
that  some  safeguard  will  have  to  be  adopted : 

**  Clandestine  Masons  have  invaded  Kentucky  and  established  Lodges. 
In  our  opinion  the  attempt  to  set  up  and  establish  Lodges  and  Grand 
Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  several  legitimate  Grand  Jjodges  has  in 
great  measure  been  brought  about  through  the  action  and  writings' of  a  few 
Masons  who  have  no  doubt  unintentionally  advocated  ideas  which  have  led 
up  to  present  conditions.  Such  writers  to  say  the  least  were  very  short 
sighted  or  they  would  have  foreseen  the  result  of  indirectly  giving  aid  and 
comfort  to  Recedors  and  in  preaching  the  doctrine  of  two  or  more  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  same  territory.  The  foundation  for  incalculable  mischief 
has  tlius  betii  laid  and  it  beliooves  ovory  Mason  to  assist  in  stamping  out 
dandestinism  wherever  found,  and  this  brings  to  the  front  the  imperative 
necessity  of  adopting  written  or  printed  credentials  for  members.  Ken- 
tucky law  provides  for  issuing  diplomas  br  liodges.  good  for  one  year, 
but  they  seem  to  lack  the  necessary  Grand  Lodge  certificate.  The  sooner 
Kentucky  and  all  other  jurisdictions  provide  by  law  for  such  diplomas 
being  certified  by  Grand  Secretary  and  sold  as  supplies  to  Jjodges,  and 
that  no  visitor  will  be  admitted  to  any  Lodge  or  countenanced  without 
presenting  such  unless  vouched  for,  the  sooner  clandestine,  suspended  and 
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expelled  Masons  will  be  disposed  of  and  so-called  Lodges  and  Grand 
Lodges  composed  of  such  become  things  of  the  past.  Every  other  organi- 
zation of  any  standing  has  thus  protected  itself  and  members.  Time  and 
again  we  have  wameu  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of  impending  danger  if  the 
use  of  documentary  evidence  was  not  established." 

We  note  our  brother's  remarks  under  "Sevada,  anent  the  New  York 
law  relative  to  membership  and  dimission. 

We  respectfully  suggest  that  if  our  brother  will  disabuse  his  mind  of 
the  opinion,  that  "  the  New  York  plan  is  to  compel  a  brother  to  retain 
such  membership  when  he  wants  to  quit"  he  will  be  nearer  the  facts. 

The  spirit  of  our  law  is  twofold ;  1.  To  protect  the  brother  in  Lodge 
membership,  when  he  desires  to  retain  same,  until  consummated  in  some 
other  Lodge.  2.  While  dimits  are  not  allowable  within  the  jurisdiction, 
they  are  upon  removal  therefrom,  and  any  member  can  at  his  pleasure  be 
dropped  from  the  roll  of  membership,  and  one  year  thereafter  is  liable  to 
the  penalties  of  unaffiliation.  It  would  appear  to  us  that  this  regulation 
does  not  materially  differ  from  our  brother's  plan.

M.'.  W.*.  Harry  H.  Watson,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
twenty-nine  Lodges,  three  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New  York  by  R.'. 
W.\  W.  A.  De  Wolf-Smith. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  brief,-  good  business  address. 

The  death  of  Queen  Victoria  had  called  forth  the  usual  message  of 
sympathy  and  regret,  one  new  Lodge  had  been  created  by  dispensation, 
and  we  note  that  the  Grand  Master  had  visited  all  the  Lodges,  and 
traveled  nearly  4,000  miles  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 

The  Grand  Master  expressed  his  indebtedness  to  M.'.  W.*.  John  C. 
Smith,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  for  advice 
and  many  kindnesses,  and  recommended  that  he  be  made  an  Honorary 
Life  Member  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodge  concurred  therein, 
"  with  full  privileges." 

Official  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western 
Australia  and  Costa  Rica,  and  denied  to  the  National  Grand  Orient  of 
Egypt. 

The  attempt  of  the  (Pinney)  clandestine  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  to 
establish  fraternal  relations  proved  (as  might  have  been  expected)  a 
failure.

It  was  also  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken  on  the  communica- 
tion emanating  from  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy, 
looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  committee,  patterned  after 
the  so-called  International  Congress  held  in  Paris  in  1900,  which  is  quite 
correct.  It  would  appear  to  us  that  what  is  called  Freemasonry  in  most 
of  the  Latin  countries  is  more  largely  surcharged  with  politics  than  the 
dissemination  of  pure  Freemasonry. 

We  agree  with  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  that  there  is  no  limit 
of  time  wherein  an  Entered  Apprentice  is  required  to  present  himself  for 
advancement. 

R.*.  W.'.  W.  A.  De  Wolf-Smith  was  appointed  Grand  Historian,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  wisely  resolved  to  second  his  valuable  labors  in  this 
important  department.  We  cannot  but  think,  that,  w^hen  brethren  of 
recognized  ability  and  fitness  for  such  work  are  willing  to  devote  their 
time  thereto,  they  are  entitled  to  a  just  recompense  therefor. 

Amendments  were  adopted  creating  a  Charity  Fund,  and  a  former 
ruling  which  required  "  visitors  to  Lodges  to  produce  documentary 
evidence  of  their  good  standing  "  was  rescinded. 

The  Grand  Lodge  united  in  Divine  service  held  in  St.  Savior's  Church, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Chaplain.  The  oflPertory  contributed  at 
the  service  was  ordered  to  be  donated  to  some  Charitable  Institution  in 
the  city  of  Nelson.

The  report  on  Correspondence  (190  pp.),  is  an  excellent  review  of  the 
proceedings  of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges  by  It.*.  W.*.  W.  A.  De  Wolf- 
Smith,  including  New  York  for  1901,  which  has  fraternal  notice. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  by  its  action  of  1901, 
has  squarely  placed  itself  on  record  upon  the  principle  of  exclusive  terri- 
torial jurisdiction  of  one  Grand  Lodge  within  the  limits  of  a  State,  we  do 
not  deem  it  necessary  to  add  anything  thereto.  If  we  had  gathered 
(as  claimed)  an  erroneous  impression  of  the  position  of  our  esteemed 
brother  anent  the  Washington  controversy,  we  wish  to  express  our  regret 
and  desire  to  make  proper  amend  therefor.

CANADA-ONTARIO. 

46th  Communication.  HAMILTON.  July  17,  1901. 

M.*.  W.'.  Richard  B.  Huxoebford,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  three  hundred  and  one  Lodges,  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters,  including 
M.*.  W.*.  William  A.  Sutherland,  and  New  York  by  M.*.  W.'.  Hugh 
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MuRBAT.  Also  present  as  visitors  M.\  W.'.  Frank  O.  Gilbert,  Grand 
Master,  R.'.  W.'.  Neil  McMillan,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  other 
officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan. 

An  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  city  was  made  by  the  Mayor, 
and  a  friendly  greeting  extended  by  a  deputation  of  the  Masters  from  the 
Hamilton  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  Annual  Address  appropriately  referred  to 
the  death  of  Queen  Victoria,  and,  coupled  with  the  satisfaction  expressed 
at  the  intention  of  His  Imperial  Majesty  Edward  VII.  to  act  as  patron 
of  Freemasonry  in  England,  congratulations  were  ordered  transmitted  to 
**  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  the  World,  on  the  installation  of  the  Duke 
of  Connaught  as  a  worthy  successor  to  the  Grand  Craft  ruler  who  had 
passed  from  the  Grand  East  to  the  throne  of  a  United  Empire."  A  cable^ 
gram  was  transmitted  to  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  during  the 
session,  and  a  response  received  thereto. 

Many  visits  had  been  made  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  utmost 
harmony  and  good  feeling  prevailed  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  The 
Grand  Master  had  ordered  $500  transmitted  for  the  relief  of  the  Galves* 
ton  sufferers. 

As  expressive  of  the  inter^fratemal  sympathy  on  the  part  of  the  Graft 
in  the  United  States  in  reference  to  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria,  the 
Grand  Master  included  in  his  address  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan,  and  also  the  report  of  the  special  committee,  M.*.  W.*. 
Bro.  Sutherland,  chairman,  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

It  would  appear  that  this  Grand  Lodge  had  had  a  subordinate — - 
Royal  Solomon  Mother  Lodge,  No.  293 — located  at  Jerusalem,  Palestine, 
the  charter  having  been  granted  in  1873 ;  and  it  appearing  that  very  little 
was  known  in  relation  to  its  workings,  and  further  being  in  possession 
of  facts  demonstrating  an  unconstitutional  method  of  conducting  the 
business  of  the  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  had  ordered  the  withdrawal  of 
the  warrant.  The  Grand  Lodge  in  its  consideration  of  the  matter  directed 
that  "  the  warrant  be  suspended,  and  that  steps  be  taken  toward  its 
absolute  withdrawal,  unless  good  cause  should  be  shown  why  said 
course  should  not  be  adopted." 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia  and  Porto  Rico  were  recog- 
nized, and  action  deferred  in  reference  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

A  cablegram  of  greeting  was  received  from  R.'.  W.'.  Albert  Kruoer  of 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  (224  pp.)  indicate 
that  said  officials  are  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  Detailed 
reports  of  the  visitations  of  351  of  the  3G2  Lodges  on  the  roll  are  con- 
tained therein. 

Receipts,  $23,499.83 ;  disbursements,  $21,638.15,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$13348.61.  Asylum  Fund,  $16,491.75.  Investments,  $85,000.  The  pay- 
ments  on  account  of  benevolence  the  past  year,  $11,840.

M.'.  W.',  Robebt  S.  Thobnton,  Grand  Master,  a  constitutional  num- 
ber of  Lodges  represented,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New  York  by 
R.'.  W.".  John  W.  Habbis. 

Loyal  expression  of  grief  was  voiced  by  the  Grand  Master  in  refer- 
ring to  the  decease  of  Queen  Victobia,  "  the  granddaughter,  daughter, 
mother,  and  grandmother  of  Masons,''  and  a  cablegram  had  been  trans- 
mitted to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 
The  Grand  Lodge  also  adopted  an  address  to  His  Majesty,  Edwabd  VII. 
expressive  of  the  loyalty  of  the  Craft  and  tendering  congratulations  on  his 
accession  to  the  throne. 

Four  new  Lodges  had  been  created  under  dispensation. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Physical  Qualifications,"  the  Grand  Master  re- 
ported the  following:  (1)  Applicant  with  artificial  left  leg,  (2)  applicant 
with  artificial  left  arm,  (3)  applicant  with  artificial  foot  and  (4)  applicant 
minus  right  arm.  Permission  had  been  given  to  receive  and  act  upon  the 
petitions  of  the  first  three,  but  withheld  in  the  fourth.  In  connection  with 
his  remarks  upon  this  subject  he  quotes  from  a  letter  received  from  the 
late  Bbo.  G.  W.  Speth,  Secretary  of  the  Quatour  Coronati  Lodge,  viz. : 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  has  never  laid  down  any  law  as  to 
physical  perfection.  .  .  .  The  result  is  that  so  long  as  a  candidate 
can  conform  to  the  more  important  of  our  requirements,  we  admit  him, 
providing,  of  course,  he  is  otherwise  desirable.  .  .  .  That  is  broadly 
the  principle  we  act  upon.  I  can  c^uite  conceive  that  in  England  there 
might  be  a  Lodge  which  would  initiate  a  man  without  any  of  his  four 
limbs,  provided  he  had  still  a  tongue  to  prove  himself  with,  because, 
although  he  could  not  give  the  tokens,  he  could  describe  them,  and  I 
venture  to  think  that  our  Grand  Lodge  would  see  nothing  wrong  in  it. 
.  .  .  Surely  it  is  the  heart  we  look  to,  and  the  intellect,  not  the  person. 
If  the  latter,  where  shall  we  find  a  perfect  man?  " 

With  all  due  respect  we  should  have  ruled  all  to  have  been  ineligible. 

District  meetings  for  instruction  had  been  held  in  each  Masonic 
District,  and  the  Grand  Master  had  been  present  at  most  of  them.  They 
had  been  largely  attended  and  had  proven  highly  beneficial. 
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Upon  the  subject  of  practical  Masonry  Lodges  were  urged  to  create 
relief  funds,  and  arrange  for  a  regular  addition  thereto. 

During  the  session  the  Grand  Master  delivered  an  instructive  address 
on  "  The  Great  Symbol  of  the  Craft,"  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  published 
with  the  proceedings.  We  regret  to  note  that  it  has  been  omitted  there- 
from. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba  be  replaced  on  the  list  of 
recognized  Grand  Lodges,  and  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

Notices  were  given  of  the  following  motions  at  the  nest  Annual  Com- 
munication : 

"  That  JR200  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Aged  and  Indigent  Masons' 
Fund,  and  that  $50  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Committee  on  Reception 
to  provide  refreshments  during  the  Communication."

M.'.  W.'.  J.  Gordon  Forbes,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
twenty-two  Lodges,  and  three  Past  Grand  Masters. 

On  the  2dd  day  of  June  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  escort  of  St.  Stephen 
Encampment,  K.  T.,  attended  Divine  services  held  in  the  Methodist 
(,'hurch.  The  sermon  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Thomas  Marshall,  Past 
CSrand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  good  business  address.  He  had  created 
one  new  Lodge  by  dispensation,  had  visited  all  the  Lodges,  and,  inasmuch 
as  not  a  jarring  note  had  disturbed  the  two  years  of  the  Grand  Master's 
occupancy  of  the  Grand  East,  he  could  truly  say:  "  We  have  peaoe  within 
our  walls  and  prosperity  within  our  palaces." 

He  had  telegraphed  the  profound  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  His 
Maj^ty  the  King  on  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria.  He 
also  announced  the  death  of  W.'.  Dinoee  Scbibner,  the  faithful  Grand 
Tiler  for  over  thirty  years. 

The  committee  appointed  with  reference  to  the  jjroposed  amalgamation 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  having  been  unable  to 
secure  a  meeting  of  the  joint  committee,  were  discharged. 

Rc-cognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Wostorn  Australia 
and  Costa  Rica,  and  the  proposition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland 
for  an  International  I'nion  declined,  for  the  reason  that  the  interests  of 
Freemasonry  would  not  be  advanced  through  any  such  medium. 
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Under  arrangements  made  by  the  Grand  Master,  the  members  of  the 

Grand  Lodge  and  lady  friends  enjoyed  an  excursion  on  the  River  St.  John. 

Receipts,    $2,079.01  ;    disbursements,    $1,856.67,    and    balance    on    hand, 

$1,450.70.    Fund  of  Benevolence,  $2,926.61.

NOVA  SCOTIA. 

36th  Communication,  HALIFAX,  June  12,  1901, 

M.'.  W.'.  Theodore  A.  Cossmann,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives 
of  thirty-nine  Lodges,  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  New  York  by  M/. 
W.*.  WiixiAM  F.  McCoy. 

The  Grand  Master  prefaced  his  annual  address  with  a  brief  sketch  of 
Freemasonry  in  this  jurisdiction: 

"  The  century  just  closed  has  been  one  of  wonderful  development  in 
trade  and  commerce,  the  genius  of  man  has  made  possible  what  at  the 
beginning  of  the  century  was  not  even  thought  of^  steam  and  electricity 
have  brought  all  parts  of  the  world  in  close  connection,  surely  we  live  in  a 
wonderful  age,  and  it  is  fitting  to  ask  what  has  Freemasonry  done  for  us 
in  that  centuin'.  At  the  beginning  of  it  there  were  but  few  Lodges  in  this 
jurisdiction,  all  but  four  of  these  have  ceased  working,  viz.:  St.  Andrews, 
No.  1,  established  1708.  St.  John's,  No.  2,  1780.  Virgin,  No.  3,  1782.  St. 
George,  No.  20,  1784.  The  first  three  have  continued  to  meet  regularly 
since  the  date  of  their  formation,  St.  CJeorge's  was  dormant  for  upwards  of 
twenty  years,  but  resumed  in  1859,  and  a  peculiar  circumstance  in  this 
connection  is  worth  quoting,  the  same  Master  and  Secretary  who  were  in 
the  respective  chairs  when  the  Lodge  ceased  working,  held  the  same  offices 
when  tne  Lodge  resumed  work,  twenty  years  later.  The  governing  power 
then  was  the  Provincial  Grand  Lod^e  of  England,  establisned  in  1784. 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  having  chartered  Lodges,  a  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  of  N.  S.,  N.  B.,  and  P.  E.  I.,  was  formed  in  1844,  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  that  Grand  Lodge.  An  attempt  was  made  in  1862  to  form 
an  independent  (irand  Lodge  for  Nova  Scotia  out  failed  because  of  the  veto 
of  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

"  However,  in  1866,  ten  of  the  Scottish  Lodges  surrendered  their  char- 
ters and  formed  an  independent  body,  and  we  to-day  are  carrying  on  the 
work  so  well  begun  by  them.  You  will  therefore  see  that  we  had  then 
three  governing  oodles,  each  acting  independently  of  the  other,  and  that 
matters  Masonic  did  not  run  very  smoothly  is  easily  imagined.  When, 
through  the  efforts  of  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Sircom,  G.  M.;  R.*.  W.\  Bro. 
C.  J.  McDonald,  Grand  Secretary,  and  R.*.  W.'.  Bro.  J.  R.  Grauam. 
on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  N.  S.,  and  R.'.  W.'.  Bros.  B.  Curren 
and  Allan  H.  Crowe,  of  the  Provincial  (changed  in  that  year  to  Dis- 
trict) G.  L.  of  England,  articles  of  union  were  agreed  upon,  which  union 
took  place  on  June  23d,  1869,  none  of  us  who  were  present,  can  ever  forget 
that  memorable  evening." 

The  death  of  Queen  Victorla  and  the  accession  to  the  throne  of 
Edward  VII.  had  respectively  loyal  sympathy  and  fraternal  congratula- 
tion. 

R.'.  W.*.  WiLLLAM  Ross,  who  had  been  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand 
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Lodge  for  nearly  twelve  yean,  had  been  compelled  to  resign  his  office,  by 
reason  of  having  been  elected  as  a  representative  in  the  Parliament  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  and  we  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  Grand  Master 
expressed  the  regret  of  all  the  brethren  in  his  reference  thereto. 

Official  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia,  and  upon  the  application  of  certain  Mexican  Grand  Lodges 
action  was  deferred  until  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

Business  of  the  session  limited  and  local  in  character. 

Receipts,  $4,961.55 ;  disbursements,  $4,914.84,  and  balance  on  hand, 
$1,737.09.    Benevolence  Fund,  $1,228.41.

New  York  for  1901  received  fraternal  mention  at  the  hand  of  the 
chairman. 

We  cannot  forego  including  the  following,  by  R.*.  W.\  Bro.  Mowbray, 
expressive  as  it  is  of  the  universal  feeling  of  sadness  which  enveloped  all 
classes  upon  the  occasion  of  the  demise  of  our  beloved  President,  William 
McKiNLEY,  and  of  the  oneness  of  sentiment  which  assembled  all  peoples 
in  memorial  exercises  upon  the  day  and  hour  of  the  obsequies: 

"When  the  news  of  Bro.  McKinley's  death  reached  our  own  city 
(Halifax)  flags  were  immediately  half-masted  and  social  events  were  either 
cancelled  or  postponed,  and  on  the  dav  of  interment  a  solemn  memorial 
service  was  held  in  old  Saint  Paul's  Church,  which  was  attended  by  Im* 
perial  officers,  Consuls,  Dominion,  Provincial,  and  Civic  officials,  and  a 
vast  concourse  of  other  citizens,  all  pointing  to  the  great  respect  enter- 
tained for  our  departed  brother  ana  profound  sorrow  for  the  untimely 
ending  of  such  a  valuable  life."

Roland  MacMillan,  Grand  Master,  the  representatives  of 
thirteen  Lodges,  and  New  York  by  R.*.  W.'.  John  Muirhead. 

The  Grand  Master  had  transmitted  a  cablegram  to  His  Majesty  Edward 
VII.  conveying  sympathy  in  the  death  of  his  mother,  the  Queen.  Many 
of  the  Lodges  had  been  visited  by  the  Grand  Master.  The  attention  of 
the  representatives  was  directed  to  the  slow  growth  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  It  would  appear  that  but  one  official  ruling  had  been  asked,  and 
in  that  we  should  agree  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
thereon.    An  objection  before  initiation  usually  has  the  same  effect  as  an 
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adverse  ballot,  but  when  interposed  after  initiation,  retards  advancement 
to  the  extent  governed  by  the  regulations. 

Recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia, 
and  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  Grand  Lodge  voted  against  the  imposition  of  a  per  capita  tax  to 
pay  the  rental  of  a  bed  in  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Hospital,  which  had 
been  recommended  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Receipts,  $313.60;  disbursements,  $247.68,  and  balance  on  hand,  $402.38.

TTNITED  GRAND  LODGE  OF  ENGLAND. 

We  have  the  proceedings  of  the  several  Quarterly  Communications  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  ending  December,  1001. 

At  an  Especial  Communication  held  February  15,  1901,  there  were  pres- 
ent as  visitors  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Ireland  and 
Western  Australia,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  other  Grand  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  It  was  at  this  meeting  that  an  address  of  sym- 
pathy to  His  Majesty  Edwabd  VII.,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Queen,  was 
moved,  and  also  comprehending  congratulations  upon  his  accession  to  the 
throne. 

The  following  communication  was  received,  made  a  matter  of  record, 
and  accepted: 

"24th  January,  1901. 

**  The  King  veiy  much  regrets  that  he  ceases  to  be  Grand  Master  of 
the  Freemasons  of  England,  and  thinks  it  would  be  convenient  that  he 
should  follow  the  example  oi  Geoboe  IV.  when  he  resigned  the  same  office 
and  became  Protector. 

In  accordance  with  custom,  nominations  were  in  order  for  a  new  Grand 
Master,  and  his  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Connaught — the  only  nomi- 
nee— was,  at  the  Quarterly  Communication  of  March  6th,  imanimously 
elected,  by  acclamation,  to  that  office. 

The  subscriptions  to  the  South  American  Masonic  Relief  Fund  were 
reported  as  having  been  £10,114,  and  of  this  sum  £9,000  had  been  duly 
transmitted. 

At  the  Annual  Grand  Festival,  held  April  24th,  due  proclamation  was 
made  of  the  election  of  the  Duke  of  Connauqht  as  Grand  Master. 

M.\  W.'.  James  Hozier,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land, was  fraternally  greeted,  and,  in  acknowledgment  thereof,  extended 
thanks  "  on  behalf  of  the  hundred  thousand  Masons,  holding  under  the 
Scottish  Constitution,  at  home,  in  India,  in  the  colonies,  and  in  foreign 
parts." 

The  Grand  Master  had  reappointed  the  Eabl  of  Amhebst  as  Pro 
Grand  Master,  and  he  presided. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies,  the  brethren  partook  of  an  ex- 
cellent entertainment,  provided  by  the  Grand  Stewards  at  Freemasons' 
Tavern. 

Quarterly  Communication,  June  5,  1901. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  report  that  a  deputation  consisting  of  the 
Duke  of  Connauoht,  Grand  Master,  and  other  officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  attended  at  St.  James'  Palace,  on  the  20th  of  March  last,  and 
presented  to  His  Majesty  the  King  the  address  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

His  Majesty,  in  bis  reply,  expressed  his  regret  at  relinquishing  the  high 
and  honorable  position  of  Grand  Master,  which  he  had  held  since  1874,  and 
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conveyed  the  satisfaction  afforded  him  in  that  his  brother,  the  Duke  of 
CONNAUGHT,  had  been  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Grand  Lodge  voted  the  sum  of  500  guineas  toward  the  fund  being 
raised  for  a  memorial  to  her  late  Majesty. 

Especial  Grand  Lodge  held  July  17^  1901. 

There  were  present  as  visitors,  the  Grand  Master  and  deputation  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  the  Grand  Master  and  deputation  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  among  others  we  note  M.*.  W.*.  Hamilton 
Wallis,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey ;  R.*.  W.'. 
James  W.  Brown,  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  and  R.'.  W.'.  George  W.  Guthrie,  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Grand  Officers  were  installed  in  ample  form,  His  Royal  Highness 
the  Duke  of  CJonnaught  being  duly  invested  and  proclaimed  Grand 
Master.  The  ceremonies  were  under  the  direction  of  the  M.".  W.'.  Pro 
Grand  Master,  the  Earl  of  Amherst,  who  in  his  salutation  to  the 
Grand  Master  spoke,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"  Sir:  I  well  remember  that  his  Majesty,  our  late  Grand  Master,  when 
installed  in  this  hall  twenty-six  years  ago,  spoke  of  the  two  watchwords 
of  Masonry  as  Loyalty  and  Charity.  As  regards  the  last,  it  may  interest 
you  in  this  great  assemblage  to  know  that  during  the  time  his  Majesty 
occupied  that  chair,  £1,750,000  was  subscribed  by  the  Craft  in  support  of 
its  three  great  charities.  During  this  year,  although  there  has  been  no 
special  Incentive  in  the  way  of  extra  votes  or  the  excitement  of  a  Cen- 
tenary to  influence  the  brethren,  over  £75,000,  has  been  cheerfully  contrib- 
uted to  the  same  end,  and  I  think  I  may  therefore  claim,  sir,  that  the 
Craft  has  at  least  not  neglected  its  benevolent  usages." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  while  some- 
what lengthy  for  our  purposes,  neverthless  is  of  such  importance  and 
Interest  that  we  feel  warranted  in  a  full  reproduction : 

**  Brethren :  I  have,  in  the  first  place,  to  express  my  grateful  thanks 
to  the  Most  Worshipful  Pro  Grand  Master  tor  the  exceedingly  kind 
words  he  has  spoken,  and  fo  the  great  assembly  for  the  hearty  and 
fraternal  reception  accorded  to  those  kind  words  and  to  mvself.  Believe 
me,  brethren,  I  am  proud  to  fill  the  high  position  of  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  elect 
me.  It  is  a  position  which,  for  a  long,  though  intermittent  succession  of 
years,  has  been  filled  by  members  of  my  family,  who  have  always  taken 
the  warmest  interest  in  the  Order.  The  records  of  Grand  Lodge  show 
that  since  the  year  1737,  when  mv  ancestor  H.R.H.  Frederick  Prince  of 
Wales  became  a  member  of  the  Craft,  the  Royal  Family  of  England  has 
closely  identified  itself  with  the  Order.  In  the  year  ±766  their  Royal 
Highnesses  the  Dukes  of  York  and  Gloucester  were  initiated,  and  in  the 
following  year  H.R.H.  Henry  Frederick  Duke  of  Cumberland  became  a 
member  of  the  Order,  of  which,  in  1781,  he  was  elected  Grand  Master. 
In  1787  my  great  uncles,  His  Majesty  George  IV.  (then  Prince  of  Wales) 
and  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Clarence — ^afterwards  King  William  IV. — were 
initiated,  and  three  years  later,  in  1700,  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Kent,  the 
father  of  my  beloved  mother,  Queen  Victoria,  was  admitted  to  the  Craft, 
and  H.R.H.,  the  then  Prince  of  Wales,  was  elected  to  the  Office  I  have 
now  the  honor  to  hold.  Since  that  date  various  members  of  the  Royal 
Family  have,  from  time  to  time,  joined  the  ranks  of  the  Order,  among 
them  Prince  William  of  Gloucester,  and  my  great  uncles,  Erxest 
Augustus,  Duke  of  Cumberland,  afterwards  King  of  Hanover,  and 
H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  latter  of  whom  took  the  deepest  interest 
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in  the  Order^  and  filled  the  office  of  Grand  Master  from  1813  until  his 
death  in  1843.  During  more  recent  years  the  Craft  has  been  pleased  to 
welcome  among  its  members  my  brother,  the  late  Duke  of  Albany,  who 
became  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  Oxfordshire,  and  my  nephew,  the  late 
Duke  of  Clarence,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  lamented  death,  filled  the  office  of 
Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Province  of  Berkshire.  It  is  a  subject 
of  pride  to  us  that  among  those  on  whom  the  rank  of  Past  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  has  been  conferred  are  his  Majesty  Oscab 
II.,  King  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  H.K.H.  the  Crown  Prince  of  Denmark, 
and  H.K.H.  Prince  Fbederick  Leopold  of  Prussia.  But,  brethren,  with- 
out doubt,  the  most  eventful  period  in  the  history  of  Freemasonry,  the 
one  which  has  witnessed  its  most  phenomenal  progress,  is  that  which 
followed  the  installation,  as  Grand  plaster,  of  his  present  Majesty — then 
Prince  of  Wales — in  the  year  1875,  and  has  continued  until  his  Majesty's 
recent  accession  to  the  Throne.  1  feel  sure  that  every  member  of  the 
Craft  hailed  with  satisfaction  and  delight  His  Majesty's  gracious  intima- 
tion that  he  would  continue  his  intimate  connection  with  the  Order  by 
assuming  the  position  of  its  Protector.  During  the  twenty-five  years  His 
Majesty  filled  the  office  of  Grand  Master  prosperity  has  attended  our 
Oraer  in  a  very  marked  degree.  Not  only  have  1,311  new  Lodges  been 
added  to  the  roll  of  English  Freemasonry,  but  the  Order  has  attracted  to 
its  ranks  a  very  large  number  of  brethren  filling  the  highest  positions  in 
the  Church  and  State,  the  Army  and  Navy,  the  Bench  and  Bar,  leading 
Members  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  other  distinguished  men 
throughout  the  country.  As  evidence  of  the  manner  in  which  practical 
effect  has  been  given  to  one  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  Freemasonry — I 
mean  Charity — I  may  mention  that,  irresj)ective  of  the  large  sums  given 
by  the  Craft  to  local  charitable  institutions,  a  sum  little  short  of  two 
millions  has,  during  the  past  twenty-five  years,  been  subscribed  by  English 
Freemasons  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  three 
Central  Masonic  Charities,  namely,  the  Girls'  and  Boys'  Schools,  and  the 
Hoyal  Masonic  Benevolent  Institution  for  Aged  Freemasons  and  Widows. 
In  addition  to  this  sum,  £20,000  has,  during  that  period,  been  voted  from 
the  funds  of  Grand  Lodge  for  the  relief  oi  distress  outside  the  Masonic 
body.  Although  but  few  months  have  passed  since  my  election  to  the 
honorable  position  I  now  occupy,  I  have  for  many  years  been  closely 
associated  with  the  Craft  both  in  England  and  India,  and  have  watched 
with  satisfaction  and  pride  the  good  work  which  quietly  and  unostenta- 
tiously it  has  carried  on.  I  recognize  in  it  a  power  of  effecting  the  greatest 
good.  It  is  a  body  composed  of  €rod-f earing  men,  whose  watchwords  are 
religion,  loyalty,  and  charity,  and  to  be  unanimousb'  chosen  the  Ilead  of 
such  a  Body  is  to  occupy  a  position  of  which  any  man  might  well  feel 
proud." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  installation  ceremonies  various  brethren  were 
promoted  to  higher  offices  in  the  Grand  Ix)dge,  and  others  invested  with 
the  rank  and  dignity  of  Past  Grand  Offices,  by  order  of  the  Grand  Master. 

Quarterly  Communication,  September  4,  1001. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  having  invaded  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  in  warranting  a  Lodge  at  Copenhagen  within 
its  territory,  regardless  of  its  protest,  and  complaint  having  been  made 
to  the  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  he  recommended  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution  and  the  same  was  concurred  in : 

"  That  a  body  calling  itself  *  Lodge  Christian  Zum  Palmbaum/  or 
*  Lodge  Christian  til  Palmatrceat,*  and  meeting  in  Copenhagen,  having 
been  declared  illegal  and  irregular  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  all 
Masons  under  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  are  hereby  warned  that 
they  cannot  visit  such  irregular  body,  nor  can  any  Lodge  under  this  juris- 
diction admit  as  a  visitor  or  joining  member  any  member  of  such  irregular 
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body,  without  respectively  incurring  the  penalty  attaching  to  a  grave 
Masonic  offence." 

It  was  reported  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  had  declared  said 
Lodge  "  an  illegal  and  irregular  body,"  and  also  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Sweden  had  adopted  a  resolution  similar  in  tenor  with  that  adopted  by 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

It  was  ordered  that  copies  of  the  above  resolution  should  be  sent  to 
all  the  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  to  all 
Grand  Lodges  in  fraternal  correspondence. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  in^tbe  commission  of  this  infringement 
of  jurisdictional  rights  is  but  carrying  out  a  policy,  under  the  operation 
of  which  in  this  country,  a  large  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the 
United  States  of  America  had  interdicted  all  Masonic  communication  with 
her. 

The  brotherly  love  and  consideration  evinced  in  the  following  is 
worthy  of  all  praise,  and  of  grateful  acknowledgment.  It  was  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  and  ordered  transmitted  to  all  the 
Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States. 

"  That  this  Board  of  General  Purposes  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
of  England,  tenders,  through  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  the  profound  sympathy  of  English  Freemasons  with  their 
American  brethren,  in  the  loss  sustained  through  the  untimely  death  of  the 
highly  esteemed  and  much  beloved  President  of  the  United  States,  His 
Excellency  Bro.  William  McKinley.  The  Board  further  desires  to 
place  on  record  the  horror  and  detestation  with  which  every  Freemason 
regards  the  crime  of  the  assassin^and  the  teachings  which  prompted  it." 

The  balance  sheet  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1900,  showed  assets  of  £194,098.  The  balance  in  the  Fund  of  Benevo- 
lence, £55,270.  The  yearly  receipts  to  the  Fund  of  Benevolence  by  con- 
tributions of  Lodges  was  £12,295,  and  the  disbursements  had  been  £9,675.

SCOTLAND. 

Our  only  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  that  of  the  Quarterly 
Communication  of  May  1,  1901,  the  Hon.  James  Hozier,  Grand  Master, 

presiding. 

Copies  on  the  addresses  transmitted  to  His  Majesty  Edward  VII.,  the 
one  of  condolence  on  the  death  of  the  Queen,  and  the  other  of  congratula- 
tion upon  his  accession  to  the  throne,  form  a  part  of  the  record. 

The  Grand  Master  made  mention  of  the  receipt  of  an  interesting 
present  from  the  Grand  Countries  Lodge  of  the  Freemasons  of  Germany ; 
viz.,  a  jewel  struck  in  commemoration  of  the  consecration  of  the  magnifi- 
cent Masonic  Hall  at  Berlin.  It  appears  that  upon  that  occasion  the 
Grand  Master  had  conferred  the  high  honor  of  Honcfrary  Membership  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  upon  Prince  Frederick  LEOPpLD,  Protector 
of  the  Grand  Countries  Lodge  of  the  Freemasons  of  Germany ;  and,  we 
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infer,  as  a  reciprocal  act  of  courtesy,  Honorary  Membership  in  the  Grand 
Countries  Lodge  of  the  Freemasons  of  Germany  had  been  conferred 
upon  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

At  this  meeting  we  note  that  the  Grand  Representatives  near  this 
Grand  Lodge,  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Hamburg  and  Norway,  were  in- 
vested with  their  appointment. 

As  having  a  bearing  on  a  i)ertinent  question  at  the  present  time,  it  is 
well  to  note  that  at  a  meeting  held  May  30th,  the  question  of  the  recogni- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  came  up,  and  action  was 
deferred  pending  the  arrival  of  R.'.  W.".  J.  D.  Stevenson,  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  **  the  object  of  his  visit 
being  to  discuss  the  question  of  union."  It  would  appear  from  this  that 
the  Grand  Lodge-  of  Scotland  was  holding  the  matter  in  abeyance,  await- 
ing fuller  information  of  the  situation  of  Masonic  affairs  in  that  colony. 

We  infer  from  the  record,  that  two  of  the  Scotch  Lodges  in  that 
colony  had  adopted  resolutions  favorable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia. 

Under  the  head  of  New  Zealand  we  note  the  following  action : 

"  The  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  the  correspondence 
which  has  passed  as  to  tlie  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Zealand,  recommend  Grand  Committee  to  decline  consideration  of 
the  letters  of  the  Secretary  of  that  Lodge  until  it  recalls  the  third,  fourth, 
and  iitth  paragraphs  of  its  circular  letter  dated  5th  December  last,  to  its 
Lodges,  whereby  inter  alia  it  prohibited  these  Lodges  *  from  receiving 
as  visitors  the  R.'.  W.*.  Bbo.  William  M'Cullougii,  Provincial  Grand 
Master,  Bro.  William  Gabon,  Provincial  Grand  Secretary,  or  any  other 
member  of  the  Lodge  Hinemoa,  No.  786,  Scottish  Constitution,'  and  in 
consequence  of  which  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  Sir  Waltee  Scott, 
Thames,  New  Zealand,  has  declined  to  receive  any  communication  from 
the  Provincial  Grand  Secretary  of  the  District  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
at  Auckland,  written  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties." 

Also  the  following  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark.  Whether  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  will  deign  to  pay  any  attention  to  this  intima- 
tion remains  yet  to  be  seen. 

"  Orand  Lodge  of  Denmark. — A  representation  was  submitted  to  the 
meeting  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  protesting  against  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hamburg  erecting  a  daughter  Lodge  in  Copenhagen,  as  being  an 
infringement  of  the  jurisdiction  ot  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  and  re- 
questing the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  to  lend  its  support  by  declaring 
that  the  creation  of  such  a  Lodge  in  Copenhagen  was  an  infringement  ot 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  country,  and  to  make  that 
resolution  known  to  foreign  lx)dges  with  whom  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland  is  connected.  Intimation  of  this  request  was  directed  to  be 
given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  and  an  explanation  requested." 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
District  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland,  "  requesting  that  the  title  of  Dis- 
trict Grand  Master  of  that  Lodge  be  altered  to  that  of  Grand  Master  of 
Scottish  Freemasonry  in  Australia."  We  should  agree  with  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  committee,  that  the  title  of  Grand  Master  belonged  exclusively 
to  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  hence  the 
request  could  not  be  considered.  The  Grand  Master  of  Scotland  is 
equally  the  Grand  Master  of  Scottish  Masonry  in  Australia.

IRELAND. 

We  have  the  annual  rei)ort  for  the  year  1900  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
His  Grace,  the  Duke  of  Abebcorn,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and 
fifteen  Provincial  Grand  Lodges. 

No  proceedings  are  reported,  but  we  are  able  to  gather  from  the 
Annual  Address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  delivered  December  27th, 
many  interesting  items.  Alluding  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Austra- 
lia, he  said : 

"  It  was  only  during  the  course  of  the  year  which  is  now  closing  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  formed  as  an  independent 
Grand  Body.  It  is  only  quite  recently  that  a  number  of  the  Lodges  which 
had  been  working  in  Western  Australia  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
and  under  this  Grand  Lodge  have  surrendered  their  warrants,  and  they 
are  now— practically  almost  all  the  Lodges  in  that  district— subordinate  to 
the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia." 

Information  was  conveyed  that  new  school  buildings  had  been  erected, 
and  were  now  nearly  completed,  at  Richview,  Ireland,  for  a  Masonic  Boys' 
School.    The  following  record  is  made  of  an  important  Masonic  gathering: 

"  In  Berlin  during  the  past  year  there  was  a  very  interesting  ceremony, 
the  dedication  of  a  new  nail.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  repre- 
sented. His  Grace  our  Grand  Master  was  invited  to  be  present  on  that 
occasion,  but  being  unable  to  attend  he  wrote  a  letter  which  was  duly 
communicated  to  the  assembly,  and  in  which  he  assured  them  that  his 
thoughts  were  with  them  on  the  important  occasion.  Mv  good  friends  at 
the  other  side  of  the  channel  were  anxious  that  I  should  nave  attended, 
but  the  ceremony  took  place  upon  the  27th  October,  upon  which  day  I, 
as  a  public  serv^ant,  had  duties  to  perform  in  Dublin,  which  rendered  it 
erfectly  out  of  my  power  to  be  anywhere  else.  The  ceremony,  I  have 
eard,  was  a  brilliant  one,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  cause  oi  Masonry 
in  that  country  will  flourish  and  will  thrive,  and  I  most  heartily  recipro- 
cate the  sentiment  uttered  at  the  meeting  oy  our  esteemed  Bro.  Beoe- 
mann-Charlottenburg,  that  the  union  between  all  the  Grand  Lodges 
*  may  be  indissoluble  and  for  all  time.' "

The  general  progress  of  the  Craft  was  said  to  be  satisfactory;  nine  new 
warrants  for  Lodges  had  been  granted  during  the  year. 

It  would  appear  that  the  education  obtained  in  the  Boys*  and  Girls* 
School  was  highly  satisfactory — the  work  of  the  several  departments  being 
very  thorough.  Seven  thousand  pounds  had  been  contributed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  equipping,  furnishing,  and  completing  the  new  Masonic  Boys* 
School  at  Richville. 

The  following  decisions  were  reported: 

"  1.  A  brother  who  had  been  suspended  and  subsequently  restored  to 
good  Masonic  standing  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  simply  in  good 
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standing  in  the  Craft,  and  to  again  acquire  membership  in  a  Lodge,  must 
make  due  application. 

**  2.  That  a  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge,  continuing  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Lodge,  could  not  resign  his  office. 

"  3.  That  a  Lodge  could  adopt  special  laws  with  reference  to  the  number 
of  black  beans  that  will  exclude  from  aflUiation  a  brother  Master  Mason, 
but  if  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  contain  no  special  provision  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  black  beans,  the  ballot  De  unanimous. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  felt  it  incumbent  to  consider  two  charges 
which  had  been  advanced  against  Freemasonry ;  viz.,  ( 1 )  that  it  was  a 
secret  society  and  (2)  that  the  tenets  of  Freemasonry  were  subversive  of 
the  teachings  of  religion.  We  ignore  the  first  for  the  purpose  of  present- 
ing a  practical  exemplification  of  the  falsity  of  the  second  charge : 

**  I  think  that  the  best  answer  I  can  ^ive  to  that  is  to  citU  attention  to 
what  has  taken  place  in  connection  with  our  Masonic  Orphan  Schools. 
You  are  aware  that  the  General  Svnod  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  holds 
annual  examinations,  and  that  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  holds  annual  examinations,  of  the  children  attending  Intermediate 
{Schools  belonging  to  these  respective  churches.  You  know  that  we  have 
104  girls  in  our  Girls'  School,  and  that  some  of  them  come  in  at  such  an 
early  age  that  they  are  too  young  to  be  sent  up  for  examination,  but  at  the 
last  examination  there  were  63  Church  of  Ireland  children  presented  for 
examination  from  our  girls'  school,  and  10  Presbyterian  children — that  is, 
out  of  104  there  were  73  presented  for  examination.  What  was  the  result? 
In  each  denomination  the  entire  number  of  children  who  were  presented 
for  examination  in  religious  knowledge  passed  the  examination — not  one 
single  case  of  failure  in  either  denomination.  Is  that^  Brethren,  the  action 
of  a  body  whose  teachings  are  subversive  of  the  principles  of  religion?  But 
we  were  not  to  be  satisfied  with  their  passing  only.  Of  the  63  Church  of 
Ireland  girls  who  passed  in  religious  knowledge  no  less  than  45  were 
awarded  prizes,  one  was  awarded  an  exhibition,  and  in  competition  with 
the  whole  of  Ireland  in  the  Junior  Grade,  the  first  and  second  places  were 
obtained,  carrying  with  them  two  silver  medals.  The  children  of  the 
Presbyterian  denomination  were,  I  may,  I  think,  say,  equally  successful. 
I  am  not  aware  whether  medals  are  offered  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  but 
I  know  they  offered  prizes,  that  out  of  the  10  girls  who  passed  4  were 
girls  holding  high  places  in  the  prize  list.  In  the  Boys'  School,  in  the 
examination  in  religious  knowledge,  the  pupils  obtained  successes  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  as  good  as  those  obtainea  in  the  Girls'  School.  I  think 
that  is  as  satisfactory  as  anything  of  the  kind  well  can  be." 

The  retrospect  of  the  past  year,  embodied  in  the  Annual  Address  of  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  gives  to  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  a  value 
which  had  been  lacking  before  the  adoption  of  this  new  custom.

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X7NITED  GHAND  liODQE  OF  NEW  SOUTH 
WALES. 

We  have  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  ending 
December,  1901. 

We  note  that  the  Grand  Master,  M.'.  W.'.  J.  C.  Remington,  delivered 
a  brief  address  at  each  Quarterly  Communication,  thereby  keeping  the 
Craft  in  touch  with  Masonic  matters  as  they  occur. 

An  appropriation  of  one  hundred  guineas  was  made  to  the  Indian 
Famine  Relief  Fund,  and  the  Lodges  had  also  made  contributions  direct. 

Recognitioii  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication  of  December,  1900,  an  address  of  wel- 
come was  extended  to  His  Excellency,  Lord  Hopetowk,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  commencement  of  his  term  of  office  as  Governor-General  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Australia. 

At  the  Quarterly  Commu|iication  of  March,  1901,  the  death  of  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria  had  suitable  mention — the  sincere  sympathy  of 
the  Craft  having  been  duly  cabled  to  Edward  \II. 

The  Grand  Master  had  "  prohibited  attendance  at  Church  services  in 
regalia,"  and,  in  order  to  mark  the  first  year  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Australia,  had  constituted  three  brethren,  R.'.  W.'.  William  H.  Simpson, 
R.'.  W.*.  Alfred  Rofe,  and  R.*.  W.'.  Thomas  E.  Spencer,  as  Past  Grand 
Masters. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication  of  June,  1901,  the  Grand  Master  in 
his  address,  made  the  following  reference: 

"  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  recently  addressed  to  me  an  important 
communication,  which  is  briefly  referred  to  in  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses' Report  this  evening;  but  with  regard  to  which  I  must  say  another 
word  or  two.  Their  grievance  is  uhat  the  Masonic  territory  of  Denmark 
has  been  invaded  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  granting  a  Warrant 
for  a  Lodge  at  Copenhagen.  The  Grand  Master  of  Denmark  having  ad- 
dressed me  in  my  dual  capacity,  as  your  Grand  Master  and  as  the  represen- 
tative here  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  I  propose  replying  that  while  we  are  and 
always  have  been  in  friendly  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodse  of  Denmark, 
we  have  no  official  knowledge  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg;  and  that 
we  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  doctrine  that  when  any  Masonic  Terri- 
tory has  been  legally  occupied  by  the  establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge 
therein,  no  other  Grand  Lodjre  has,  or  can  have,  any  authority  to  create 
new  Lodges  in  such  territory." 

At  the  Special  Communication  held  July  20,  1901, 'occurred  the  instal- 
lation of  Grand  Lodge  officers,  three  hundred  brethren  being  present,  and 
New  York  represented  by  R.\  W.'.  John  B.  Trivett. 

The  Craft  of  this  jurisdiction  appear  to  be  progressing  along  conserva- 
tive lines— three  new  Lodges  being  created  the  past  year— and  we  are  plea8?d 
to  note  that  there  is  but  wie  Lodge  (working  under  the  English  Constitu- 
tion) in  th's  Grand  Jurisdiction  not  yielding  obedience  to  this  Grand  LDdge. 

Quarterly  Communication,  December  11,  1901. 
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Matters  of  considerable  importance  were  comprehended  in  the  address 
of  the  Grand  Master. 

Fraternal  mention  was  made  of  the  death  of  M/.  W.'.  Joseph  Palmer 
Abbott,  Past  Grand  Master  of  thia  Grand  Lodge.  Upon  intelligence  of 
the  death  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Hon.  Bro.  William 
McKiNLEY,  the  Grand  Master  had  caused  a  cablegram  to  be  sent  to  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  conveying  the  sympathy  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  A  commend- 
able act  and  another  evidence  of  the  high  regard  entertained  for  our  de- 
parted brother  as  a  Mason  and  a  statesman.  The  acknowledgment  by  the 
Hon.  JoHK  Hay,  Secretary  of  State,  was  as  follows : 

"  Among  the  many  messages  of  grief,  and  of  s}rmpathy  with  Mrs. 
McKiNLEY  and  the  other  members  of  the  late  President's  family  in  their 
overwhelming  trouble,  received  by  the  Government  and  acknowledged  by 
me  on  their  account,  and  among  the  multiplying  expressions  of  profound 
respect  for  President  McKinley's  unselfish  devotion  and  great  services 
to  nis  country,  together  with  a  wide  and  increasing  testimony  to  his  exalted 
character  ana  gracious  personality,  from  every  part  of  the  United  States— 
indeed  from  all  parts  of  the  world — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge,  with 
sentiments  of  sincere  appreciation,  your  cablegram  on  behalf  of  the  Free- 
masons of  New  South  Wales." 

The  complications  growing  out  of  the  maintenance  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  of  Cambrian  Lodge,  No.  656,  £.  C,  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  some  irregular  Masonic  proceedings  on  the 
part  of  said  Lodge,  were  a  prominent  topic  in  the  address. 

In  our  report  of  1900  we  referred  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  reference  to  this  Cambrian 
Lodge,  No.  656,  as  well  calculated  to  produce  trouble.  The  action  of  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes  in  condoning  the  irregularities  of  the  said  Cam- 
brian Lodge,  and  its  declaration  that  "  the  action  of  the  Board  was  final, 
complete,  and  not  subject  to  the  revision  or  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England,  and  could  not  in  any  way  be  altered  or  condemned,"  cannot 
but  be  termed  arbitrary  and  unwarranted. 

The  matter  was  subsequently  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  considered  in  Council 
assembled.  The  judgment  of  the  Council  was  decidedly  adverse  to  the  posi- 
tion assumed  by  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  its  action  being  termed 
**  somewhat  unfortunate,*'  and  that  in  view  of  the  grave  irregularities  com- 
mitted by  Cambrian  Lodge,  it  was  much  to  be  regretted  "  that  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  had  not  recommended  its  erasure/'  With  a  desire  to 
relieve  an  embarrassing  situation,  it  was  recommended: 

"  That  an  effort  should  be  made  to  induce  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South 
Wales  and  the  Cambrian  Lodge  to  enter  into  closer  fraternal  relations.  To 
this  end,  the  Council  trust  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  will  use  its  in- 
fluence with  the  Cambrian  Lodge  on  the  one  hand,  ana  Lords  Jersey  and 
Carrington  theirs  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  on  the 
other." 

It  would  appear  to  us  that  the  matter  might  be  adjusted  on  this  basis. 

The  assets  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  represent  £8,102;  the  disbursement 
therefrom  the  past  year  having  been  £1,388.  The  assets  of  the  General 
Fund  amount  to  £2,250. 
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Number  of  LodgeB,  187;  with  a  membership  of  8,186;  a  gain  of  680  the 
past  year. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  (87  pp.)»  covering  the  proceedings  of 
fifty-three  Grand  Bodies,  appears  to  be  the  work  of  six  brethren  of  whom 
Bro.  Herbert  S.  Thompson  is  chairman. 

New  York  for  1900  has  the  fraternal  consideration  of  R.\  W.'. 
John  B.  Tbivett. 

M.'.  W.*.  John  C.  Remington,  Grand  Master,  re-elected,  and  R.*.  W.*. 
Arthur  H.  Bray  (Sidney),  Grand  Secretary,  re-elected. 


NEW  ZEALAND. 

Annual  Communication  held  at  Christ  Church,  April  25,  1901,  M.'. 
W.'.  Alexander  S.  Russell,  Grand  Master,  presiding.  M.*.  W.'.  Henbt 
Thomson  was  present,  representing  New  York. 

The  death  of  Queen  Victoria  received  fitting  consideration,  and  due 
respect  paid  thereto  at  the  hands  of  the  brethren.  The  congratulations  of 
the  brethren  were  ordered  transmitted  to  His  Majesty  Edwabo  VII.  on 
his  accession  to  the  throne. 

The  invasion  of  the  territory  of  this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland,  in  the  opening  of  a  new  Lodge  under  the  Scottish  Constitu- 
tions by  the  authority  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  District 
Grand  Lodge  S.  C,  was  reported,  and  a  protest  had  been  filed  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  Our  brethren  claim  that  at  the  recognition  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  equally 
with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  Ireland,  relinquished  the  right  to 
erect  new  Lodges  in  the  Colony.  Such  was  our  impression  at  the  time,  and 
such  would  seem  to  be  the  purport  of  the  original  notification  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland:

Dear  Brother  Grand  Secretary:  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  have 
to  intimate  to  you  that  Grand  Lodge  has  resolved  to  recognize  the  Grand 
Ijodge  of  New  Zealand,  and  to  open  fraternal  relations  with  it,  under  the 
declaration  and  reservation  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  retains  its 
jurisdiction  unimpaired  over  its  Lodges  in  New  Zealand  who  may  choose 
to  continue  their  allegiance  to  it^  and  also  that  the  rights  and  jurisdiction 
of  the  three  Scottish  District  Grand  Lodges  in  New  Zealand  over  such 
Lodges  and  Scottish  interests  be  reserved. 

I  am  sure  you  will  share  my  pleasure  in  making  this  announcement.  I 
have  wired  to  our  District  Grand  Masters  in  New  Zealand.

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The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  however,  now  claims  that  it  did  not  relin- 
quish any  of  its  ancient  rights  and  privileges  under  the  terms  of  the  above 
(quoted)  recognition.  In  this  it  would  appear  to  us  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland  was  in  the  wrong,  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  will  recede 
from  the  position  taken. 

During  the  session  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Thomson  was  duly  invested  with  his 
patent  and  jewel  as  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  near  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  •in  receiving  the  same  the  M.*.  W.'. 
Brother^-who,  by  the  way,  was  the  first  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand 
Lodge — expressed  the  pleasure  it  afforded  him  to  act  as  the  Representative 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

In  contrast  with  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  noted 
above,  is  to  be  noted  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland  asking  if  there  would  be  any  objection  to  the  resuscitation  of  a 
Lodge  formerly  under  the  Irish  Constitutions,  but  which  had  been  dormant 
for  about  eight  years.    In  the  application  it  is  stated: 

"It  came  before  the  Board  on  Monday  last,  when  it  was  resolved  to 
refer  the  matter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  with  a  view  to  ascer- 
tain if  they  have  any  objection  to  this  being  done. 

"  Will  you  kindly  bring  the  case  before  your  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  the 
same  time  point  out  that  while  this  Grand  Lodge  would  not  contemplate 
the  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge  in  New  Zealand,  yet  it  is  considered 
that  the  request  of  the  Tauranga  brethren  to  be  allowed  to  resume  work 
is  both  reasonable  and  natural. 

We  fail  to  perceive  any  difference  between  the  reviving  of  a  warrant 
and  the  institution  of  a  new  Lodge,  and  it  would  appear  to  us  that  upon 
proper  representation  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland— judging  from  the 
fairness  of  the  letter — that  the  request  would  be  withdrawn. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  voluminous,  but  almost  wholly 
of  local  interest. 

We  note,  in  the  course  of  a  discussion,  that  one  brother  raised  a  ques- 
tion as  to  **  the  desirability  of  the  employment  of  a  lady  typewriter  in  the 
office  of  the  Grand  Secretary."  On  this  side  of  the  water  we  think  there 
is  a  preference  in  that  direction. 

Half-yearly  Communication,  November  7,  1001. 

Consideration  was  given  to  a  plan  for  direct  Lodge  representation  with 
proper  allowance  for  expenses,  but  we  do  not  understand  that  it  was 
perfected. 

In  reference  to  the  invasion  of  its  territory  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land in  the  installation  of  a  neto  Lodge  at  Opunake  by  the  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  the  District  Grand  Lodge  S.  C,  a  letter  had  been  received  from 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  in  which  objections 
were  made  to  certain  paragraphs  contained  in  a  circular  letter  issued  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  and  declining  further  correspondence  or 
action,  unless  said  paragraphs  were  withdrawn.  In  an  endeavor  to  remove 
every  obstacle  to  a  complete  understanding,  we  must  say  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Zealand  has  certainly  done  its  full  share.  The  following  was 
adopted: 

"  That  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  and  position  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Zealand,  the  Board  is  willing  to  recall  the  paragraphs  in  the  circular 
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of  5th  December,  1900,  which  are  objected  to  by  the  Grand  Lodxe  of  Scot- 
land, and  to  sanction  and  recognize  Lodge  Mahara  as  a  regular  Lodge,  pro- 
vided the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  accepts  and  confirms  the  terms  of  recog- 
nition agreed  upon  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  Xew  Zealand 
as  the  basis  of  the  recognition  extended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  and  that  no  new  Lodge  shall  in  future 
be  established  in  New  Zealand  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  or  under 
itc  authority."

New  York  was 
represented  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Swan. 

The  Grand  Master  made  fitting  reference  to  the  death  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  and  a  cablegram  had  been  transmitted  to  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

Congratulations  had  also  been  extended  to  His  Majesty  the  King  upon 
hiH  accession  to  the  throne  of  England,  and  to  His  Highness  the  DuKF.  OF 
Connauoht  upon  his  election  as  Grand  Master  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge 
of  England. 

£100  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  Masonic  charity. 

We  note  that  fraternal  relations  had  been  entered  into  with  t^ie  Graud 
Lodges  of  Egypt  and  Hungary.

Quarterly  Communication,  July  27,  1900. 

The  Grand  Master,  M.'.  W.'.  J.  W.  Hackett,  reported  the  number  of 
Lodges  on  the  registry  as  43— four  new  Lodges  having  been  constituted 
siixQii  the  last  meeting.    One  Lodge  under  the  Scottish  Constitution  had

surrendered  its  warrant,  and  the  members  thereof  were  workini;  under  a 
dispensation  from  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  said  that  he  confidently  expected  that  recognition 
fiom  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  would  not  be  long  delayed,  und  it 
would  appear  to  us,  from  information  obtained  from  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland ,  that  upon  a  proper  understanding  of  the  regular- 
ity of  the  new  Grand  Lodge  it  would  be  accorded. 

Begulations  were  adopted  having  reference  to  the  question  of  Masonic 
Charity  through  the  medium  of  a  Freemasons'  Benevolent  Institution, 
**  for  the  relief  of  aged,  distressed,  or  infirm  Freemasons  in  Western  Aus- 
tralia, their  wives,  widows,  and  orphans." 

Quarterly  Communication,  October  26,  1900. 

The  Grand  Master  conveyed  intelligence  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Zealand  had  duly  recognized  this  Grand  Lodge.  He  also  announced  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  had  established  further  private  Lodges  \n  this 
colony.  The  tone  of  the  Grand  Master's  remarks  is  conciliatory,  and  yet 
firm  in  the  position  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  regularly 
organized  and  having  a  large  majority  of  the  Lodges  in  the  territon"  belong- 
ing to  it,  coupled  with  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and 
Ireland,  and  all  the  Qrand  Lodges  of  Australasia,  occupies  the  position 
of  a  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  over  Western  Australia.  We  join  with  the 
Grand  Master  in  the  hope  that  all  differences  may  yet  be  adjusted. 

Visitations  to  and  from  the  Lodges  under  the  Scottish  Constitutions 
**  were  deemed  desirable  and  to  be  encouraged." 

Quarterly  Communication,  February  4,  1901. 

This  meeting  closed  the*  first  year's  history  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Start- 
ing with  33  Lodges,  it  had  risen  U>  47.  Of  these,  one  Lodge  of  the  Irish 
Constitutions  and  three  of  those  belonging  to  the  Scottish  Constitutions 
had  united  with  the  new  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  referred  in  fitting  language  to  the  death  of  Queen 
Victoria,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  suitable  resolutions  of  sorrow  for 
the  death  of  Her  Gracious  Majesty  and  of  loyalty  to  the  King— Edwabd 
VII. 

We  note  that  "  Victoria  Park  Lodge "  lately  opened  bff  the  Scottish 
authorities  had  surrendered  its  warrant  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland, 
and  had  asked  this  Grand  Lodge  to  accept  its  allegiance. 

The  >fational  Grand  Orient  of  Egypt,  having  requested  an  exchange  of 
Grand  Representatives,  action  thereon  was  deferred. 

Quarterly  Communication,  April  28,  1901. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  "  that  he  had  been  interviewed  by  the 
Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Scottish  Constitutions  in  Western  Austra- 
lia, who  suggested  that  a  committee  should  be  appointed  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  confer  with  a  Committee  of  Scottish  Masons  for  the  purpose  of 
devising  or  suggesting  some  means  whereby  a  union  of  the  two  Constitu- 
tions could  be  effected  on  a  basis  satisfactory  to  all  parties  concerned." 
Accordingly,  the  Grand  Lodge  appointed  a  conference  committee. 

It  would  appear  to  us  that  there  is  every  prospect  of  the  conHumraation 
of  a  union  of  all  the  Lodges  in  this  colony  under  the  title  of  a  United 
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Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia.  The  negotiations  thereto  evince  a  most 
fraternal  feeling  and  the  true  spirit  of  moderation  so  requisite  at  this 
period.

GRAND  LODGES'  XTNION  OF  GERMANY. 

[Review  and  translation  by  R.'.  W.'.  Emil  Frenkel,  Representative 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prussia  called  "  Royal  York  zur  Freundschaft," 
and  Past  Master  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  279]. 

Whether  at  the  present  time  the  Grand  Lodges'  Union  of  Germany 
exists  or  has  ceased  to  exist,  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer.  Surely  the 
statutes  of  the  Union  have  not  been  so  thoroughly  observed  as  in  former 
years.  According  to  the  by-laws  of  the  combined  German  Grand  Bodies, 
the  management  of  their  business  is  passed  every  year  from  one  member 
to  another  in  rotation.  The  Annual  Diet  is  held  on  Whit  Sunday  at  the 
seat  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  then  controlling  the  concerns  of  the  united 
Grand  Bodies  under  the  presidency  of  its  Grand  Master.  Shortly  before 
the  end  of  the  official  term  in-  May  last  of  M.'.  W.*.  Bro.  Brand  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hesse,  he  was  notified  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  "  Three 
Globes;"  that  owing  to  the  existing  discord  and  dissension,  between  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  '*  Three  Globes,"  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg, 
M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Gerhardt  (Three  Globes)  is  under  the  necessity  of  declin- 
ing to  serve  his  turn  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodges'  Union,  and 
also  of  refusing  to  attend  to  or  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
Annual  Diet,  should  such  Diet  be  held.  This  terminated  all  Masonic  inter- 
course between  the  two  dissenting  Grand  Bodies :  and  as  the  Grand 
National  Lodge  and  Grand  Lodge  "  Royal  York  "  sided  with  the  "  Three 
Globes,"  a  schism  sundered  the  union,  which  still  keeps  it  apart.  M.'.  W.'. 
Bro.  Brand  tried  by  the  strongest  efforts  to  harmonize  the  differences. 
The  Diet  was  consequently  postponed  to  a  later  part  of  the  year.  But 
there  being  no  immediate  prospect  for  peace  at  that  time  nothing  further 
was  done  in  that  direction ;  and  no  assembly  of  the  Diet,  as  prescribed 
by  the  rules  of  the  Grand  Lodges'  Union,  was  held.  There  being  no  one 
to  take  charge  of  the  business,  especially  in  matters  referring  to  the 
foreign  relations  with  Grand  Bodies,  and  to  matters  appertaining  to  the 
management  of  the  "  Victoria- Stiftung,"  a  charity  controlled  jointly  by 
the  eight  German  Grand  Lodges,  the  Hessian  Grand  Master  held  and 
continues  to  hold  over  as  the  executive  of  the  Grand  Lodges*  Union.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  at  an  early  day  peace  will  again  reunite  the  German 
Masonic  powers,  and  cement  them  into  a  lasting  union,  in  which  fraternal 
sentiments  will  be  so  strong  that  all  hostile  dissensions  will  be  avoided. 
In  our  following  special  reports,  w^e  refer  repeatedly  to  the  facts  that  have 
brought  about  this  unhappy  state  of  affairs.     We  hope  that  the  benigu 
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influences  of  the  united  Gra^d  Lodges  will  soon  be  felt  again  by  the 
Craft  all  over  the  face  •f  the  globe,  and  that  the  great  good  accomplished 
by  the  concerted  action  of  the  Grand  Lodges*  Union  will  continue  with  the 
same  happy  results. 

The  Annual  Report  published  about  the  financial  resources  of  the 
"  Victoria-Stif  tung  "  shows,  that  in  spite  of  the  discussion  just  mentioned, 
this  noble  charity  points  to  material  progress : 

1.  The  fund  of  the  Sister  Home  has  increased  from  211,344.35  marks 
to  230,467.35  marks. 

2.  The  Charity  Fund  from  87,865.05  to  89,662.40  marks. 

3.  The  Dahme  Asylum  Fund  from  12,057.50  marks  to  14,292.80  marks. 
The  total  assets  of.  this  characteristic  Masonic  Institution  represents 

334,422.55  marks  against  311,866.90  marks  of  the  preceding  year.  The 
cohimittee  in  charge  granted  the  same  as  last  year,  51  special  benefits 
of  100  marks  each,  making  a  total  of  5,100  marks  distributed  aside  from 
the  ordinary  charitable  work  practised  in  accordance  with  its  by-laws. 

We  have  learned,  with  satisfaction,  that  the  clandestine  Lodge  "  Pythag- 
oras, No.  1,"  chartered  many  years  ago  within  this  jurisdiction  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  against  the  protest  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  has 
oflScially  been  dissolved  and  that  the  charter  and  rituals  have  been  actually 
returned  to  the  parent  G;*and  Body.  The  invasion  of  the  New  York  juris- 
diction at  that  time  was  followed  by  a  severance  of  the  fraternal  relations. 
We  are  glad  to  note  that  such  interference  is  now  discountenanced  by  the 
Hamburg  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  an  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  as 
always  claimed  by  the  New  York  Fraternity  as  an  essential  principle  is 
to-day  recognized  as  an  absolute  right.

The  Lodge  of  the  "  Three  Globes  "  was  chartered  September  13,  1740, 
by  Frederick  the  Great,  but  was  not  organized  as  a  Grand  Lodge  until 
June  24,  1744.  The  great  King  was  its  first  Grand  Master,  and  so  con- 
tinued nominally  until  his  death  in  1786. 

This  Grand  Orient  represents  the  largest  German  Jurisdiction,  con- 
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trolling,  according  to  the  latest  statistics  in  our  possession,  134  St. 
John's  Lodges,  69  Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  23  MasOnic  Circles,  and  about 
400  Benevolent  Institutions.  Its  membership  at  the  present  time  is 
14,272  brethren  (June,  1900). 

The  "  Bundesblatt "  is  the  official  organ  of  this  Grand  Body.  It 
remains  in  charge  of,'  and  is  under  the  supervision  of,  its  capable  editor, 
Bro.  Dr.  GusTAV  Diercks  (address  care  of  the  Grand  Lodge).  It 
furnishes  as  heretofore  all  the  important  Masonic  news  of  the  world, 
collected  with  an  accuracy  and  diligence  which  entitles  it  to  just  and  high 
commendation. 

We  received  with  sincere  thanks  the  various  numbers  of  this  publica- 
tion from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  "  Three  Globes,"  and  read  them  with 
interest  and  pleasure;  especially  so,  because  the  imi>ortant  events  of  the 
last  twelve  months  demand  more  than  ordinary  attention. 
,  The  death  of  the  late  Empress  Frederick,  on  August  5th,  was  officially 
taken  cognizance  of.  In  conjunction  with  the  other  two  Berlin  Grand 
Lodges,  the  sympathy  of  the  Prussian  Masons,  in  a  solemn  address  was  ex- 
pressed to  His  Majesty  the  Emperor,  who  acknowledged  the  tender  con- 
sideration through  his  private  Chancellor. 

We  also  find  an  editorial  article  devoted  to  the  memory  of  Bro. 
McKiNLEY,  in  No.  17  of  the  "  Bundesblatt,"  praising  the  noble  qualities 
and  true  Masonic  virtues  of  our  martyr  President;  and  condemning  the 
enormous  crime  which  terminated  his  life's  work  without  warning,  in  the 
heyday  of  his  usefulness  and  success.  In  this  connection  it  was  very 
appropriately  said,  that  we  should  always  bear  our  duties  in  mind  as  dis- 
ciples of  the  Royal  Art,  both  as  individuals  and  as  members  of  a  brother- 
hood united  for  the  moral  elevation  of  the  great  masses. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  sincere  sadness  that  we  extend  to  our  sister 
Grand  Lodge  our  deep  felt  sympathy  on  account  of  the  death  of  their  highly 
eateemed  Representative,  R.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Albert  Janicke,  who  entered 
the  Eternal  East  July  15,  1901,  after  unsuccessful  efforts  to  be  relieved 
from  an  attack  of  appendicitis  through  a  surgical  operation.  Bro.  Janicke 
was  an  exceptional  man  and  a  Mason  of  great  distinction.  As  a  Masonic 
author  he  had  won  many  laurels ;  as  an  active  worker  in  the  quarries  of 
Masonry  he  had  no  superior;  as  a  thorough  -scholar  he  was  excelled  by 
few;  and  as  one  of  the  leaders  among  the  German  Masons  in  New  York 
he  stood  preeminently  high.  His  kindness,  modesty,  and  uprightness  will 
perpetuate  his  memory,  while  his  literary  productions  will  furnish  food 
for  thought  to  the  student  of  Masonic  work  and  progress.  Aside  from  the 
many  services  rendered  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  the  two  most  noteworthy 
attainments  of  his  Masonic  career  of  thirty-three  years  were  the  founda- 
tion of  the  German  Masonic  Temple  Association,  and  the  establishment  of 
a  circulating  Masonic  library  for  all  German  Lodges  in  New  York.  These 
attainments  guarantee  the  perpetuation  of  his  name,  for  his  work  cannot 
be  forgotten  though  the  Craftsman  himself  has  passed  away.  Peace 
to  his  ashes !     Honor  to  his  fair  name ! 

"  Bundesblatt,"  No.  14,  contains  a  detailed  resun  4  of  last  year's 
meeting  of  the  New  York  Grand  Lodge.  The  receipt  of  the  printed 
transactions,  illustrated  w^ith  an  excellent  picture  of  the  present  Grand 
Master,  is^  duly  acknowledged  in  No.  21,  of  the  same  periodical. 
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The  protocols  of  the  l,042d  (June  24th),  1,043d  (September  28th), 
1,044th  (November  2nd)  and  l,045th  (December  14th)  Conventions  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  are  before  as.  While  the  first-named  session  was  taken 
up  with  the  celebration  of  the  St  John's  Festival,  and  the  meeting  on 
November  2d  devoted  ^o  the  memory  of  the  deceased  brethren,  the  ordinary 
business  routine  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  other 
two  (jommunications.  Aside  from  chartering  a  new  Lodge,  **  Zum  starken 
Llcht  am  Brocken,"  In  Wemigerode,  and  the  approval  of  the  by-laws  of  a 
burial  society  of  the  five  Berlin  Lodges,  the  question  of  altering  and  re- 
building the  present  Masonic  Hall  was  considered.  As  it  seemed  to  be  the 
'  opinion  of  the  majority  that  such  rebuilding  was  a  necessity,  the  Building 
Committee  was  authorized  to  raise  a  mortgage  of  150,000  marks  to  carry 
out  th^  remodeling  of  the  building,  after  the  adoption  of  one  of  the  plans 
submitted  by  various  brethren. 

The  foremost  topic  still  discussed,  officially  and  inofficially  within  this 
jurisdiction,  is  the  "  crisis  "  as  it  is  termed  within  the  German  Grand 
Lodges'  Union.  As  the  breach  occurring  last  year  in  consequence  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  "  Three  Globes  "  declining  to  take  its  turn  in  the 
conduct  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  German  Grand  Bodies  has  not  been 
healed  up,  but  appears  to  be  widened,  the  general  situation  is  more 
critical.  The  formation  of  the  Grand  Masters'  union  by  the  Bayreuth, 
Frankfort,  and  Hamburg  Grand  Lodges  has,  perhaps,  made  the  amicable 
adjustment  more  difficult,  as  there  is  a  combination  of  three  Grand  Lodges 
on  either  side,  taking  the  adverse  positions  in  every  phase  of  this  un- 
happy controversy.  Various  attempts  have  been  made,  especially  by  the 
surely  impartial  Bro.  Brand,  to  restore  peace  and  harmony,  but  have  been 
rejected.  Even  a  direct  proposition  made  by  five  Grand  Masters  (Hesse, 
Frankfort,  Saxony,  Bavaria,  and  Hamburg)  was  also  rejected.  After  a 
conference  in  Leipzig,  with  a  view  of  submitting  all  existing  differences 
to  a  Court  of  Arbitration,  consisting  of  Bros.  Erdmann  (Dresden),  Rau 
(Darmstadt),  and  Smitt  (Leipzig),  it  did  not  meet  the  views  of  the 
"  Three  Globes,"  which  In  order  to  make  their  position  clear  issued  a 
statement  entitled  "Explanation"  (Zur  Verstfindigung)  in  which  they 
related  all  their  grievances.  Those  grievances  they  claim,  were  principally 
due  to  certain  acts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  committed  both  in 
Grerman  and  foreign  territories;  and  which  could  not  have  been  other- 
wise resented  than  by  the  breaking  off  of  the  Masonic  relations  that 
formerly  existed.  The  naming  of  a  new  Lodge  founded  in  Breslau  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  under  the  title  '*  Settegast  zur  Deutschen 
Treue  "  was  taken  as  a  new  provocation ;  so  much  more  so,  as  the  Orient 
of  Breslau  had  only  a  short  time  before  been  the  cause  and  the  scene  of  a 
long  and  disagreeable  dispute  between  the  Prussian  Grand  Bodies  and  the 
Eclectic  Union.  An  explanation  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  what  should  be 
attained  by  the  propositions  made  in  the  memorial  just  published  about 
the  situation  of  Masonic  affairs,  was  the  assured  peace  at  home  and  the 
upholding  of  the  dignity  of  German  Freemasonry  abroad.  If  this  could 
not  be  achieved,  the  ways  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies  had  to  be  in 
different  directions ;  but  it  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  "  Three 
Globes  "  desired  the  continuance  of  the  German  Grand  Ijodges'  Union,  and 
while  the  Court  of  Arbitration  for  the  exclusive  settlement  of  the  present 
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difficulties  was  not  acceptable,  the  "  Three  Globes  "  would  be  perfectly 
willing  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  a  permanent  Court  of  Arbitration, 
elected  by  the  Diet  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges*  Union,  it  being  under- 
stood that  no  Grand  Master  in  office  could  be  nominated  for  such  office. 
According  to  Bbo.  Gebhardt's  ideas,  these  judges  should  be  selected  from 
experienced  brethren  of  matured  age  to  hold  office  for  about  three  years. 
In  establishing  such  Masonic  Supreme  Court,  due  regard  should  be  paid 
to  existing  conditions  as  was  done  in  the  formation  of  the  committee 
for  the  management  of  the  "  Victoria-Stiftung."  Five  brethren  should 
therefore  be  nominated,  one  from  each  of  the  three  Prussian  Grand  Lodges, 
and  the  two  others  from  the  other  German  Grand  Lodges  in  accordance 
with  paragraph  I,  of  the  statutes  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges'  Union. 
The  respective  judges  should  then  select  from  their  number  a  presiding 
officer,  and  the  seat  of  the  court  should  be  wherever  the  seat  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  its  president  might  be. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  this  counter-proposition  made  by  the 
"  Three  Globes  "  is  satisfactory  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  and  its 
associates,  or  how,  otherwise,  a  new  modus  vivendi  can  be  established. 

Never  forgetful  of  the  charitable  obligations  imposed  upon  every 
Masonic  heart,  we  find  that  not  less  than  20,300  marks  have  been  expended 
by  the  oldest  Prussian  Grand  Lodge  from  its  own  resources  to  alleviate 
misery  and  -sickness.  In  the  same  spirit  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this 
jurisdiction  have  contributed  37,183.85  marks  towards  a  new  Benevolent 
Institution  founded  by  the  three  Prussian  Grand  Bodies  in  commemora- 
tion of  the.  200th  Anniversary  of  the  Prussian  elevation  to  the  rank  of  a 
kingdom. 

According  to  the  by-laws  of  this  jurisdiction,  as  soon  as  a  brother  is 
accused  of  non-Masonic  conduct,  the  officers  of  the  Lodge  may  demand  the 
return  of  all  the  Masonic  regalia,  certificates,  Masonic  books,  and  similar 
documents.  In  connection  with  this  legal  prescription  the  Council  of 
Administration  ruled  that  the  refusal  to  surrender  such  Lodge  property, 
as  above  described  was  punishable  by  dismissal  or  expulsion  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  conviction  after  a  trial  on  charges  preferred.  Another 
ruling  by  the  same  authority  decreed  that  if  a  brother  departs  from  his 
regular  domicile  under  incriminating  circumstances,  without  leaving  his 
address,  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  must  appoint  an  attorney  to  represent 
him  at  the  Masonic  trial.  The  reason  being  that  to  the  attorney  who 
represents  him,  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners  is  made  known ;  and 
the  time  to  take  an  appeal  begins  to  run  with  the  notice  to  the  attorney  of 
the  accused  that  judgment  was  rendered  against  him.  Both  decisions 
seem  practical  and  Intended  to  still  enhance  the  value  of  Masonic  dis- 
cipline. 

To  condense  in  a  short  retrospect  the  work  of  the  "  Three  Globes  " 
during  the  past  Masonic  year,  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  this  old 
Masonic  power  has  lost  nothing  of  its  juvenile  energy ;  that  its  con- 
servative methods  have  not  retarded  its  progress,  and  that  its  material 
and  spiritual  welfare  continue  in  the  best  i>ossible  conditions.  May  its 
future  be  as  bright  as  its  past  and  its  beneficent  work  continue  in  the 
interest  of  the  Craft!

The  Grand  Lodge  was  founded  December  27,  1770,  and  recognized 
as  such  on  July  16,  1774.  It  is  sovereign  over  114  St.  John's  Lodges,  29 
St.  Andrew's  Lodges,  7  Chapters,  and  3  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  viz. : 
Silesia,  at  Breslau  (1770)  ;  lower  Saxony,  at  Hamburg  (1777)  ;  and 
Mecklenburg,  at  Rostock   (1819). 

According  to  its  latest  roster,  June,  1901,  the  number  of  active  Masons 
in  this  jurisdiction  foots  up  11,941  brethren,  while  148  Benevolent  Insti- 
tutions bear  testimony  of  the  assiduity  of  its  members. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Nos.  3  and  6,  entitled  "  Amt- 
liche  Mittheilungen,"  published  by  the  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
also  its  latest  directory  for  the  years  1901  and  1902,  showing  in  detail 
not  only  the  composition  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  also  various  com- 
mittees which  manage  its  affairs — a  publication  which  furnishes  a  clear 
conception  of  the  sphere  of  this  important  Masonic  power. 

The  132d  Anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  this  Grand  Body  was  cele- 
brated in  conjunction  with  the  St.  John's  Festival  on  June  24,  1901,  in  its 
Masonic  Temple,  the  decorations  being  especially  emblematical  of  the 
occasion,  consisting  of  fragrant  flowers — principally  roses.  After  the 
solemn  procession  of  Masonic  dignitaries  had  entered  the  Festival  Hall, 
and  the  altar  had  been  decorated  with  candles,  the  Grand  Master  opened 
the  session  in  ample  form,  with  prayer,  and  greeted  the  assembly  with  a 
fraternal  welcome,  especially  visiting  brethren  from  other  jurisdictions. 
He  also  proposed  that  congratulatory  telegrams  be  sent  to  the  Grand 
Masters  of  the  other  two  Prussian  jurisdictions,  and  that  similar  courte- 
sies be  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden,  Denmark,  and  England. 
Their  sincere  gratitude  was  especially  extended  to  His  Royal  Highness 
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Prince  Frederick  Leopold  for  the  congratulations  which  he  had  charged 
him  to  deliver  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Some  musical  recitations  followed.  The  presiding  officer  then  took 
the  floor  again  and  delivered  an  eloquent  address,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  it  was  the  first  time  that  the  St.  John's  Day  celebration  took 
place  in  the  new  Temple,  explaining  that  the  festival  of  light  at  the  time 
of  a  summer  solstice  was  the  tradition  from  the  oldest  times,  and  dated 
back  to  the  days  of  the  old  Germans  who  at  night  lighted  purifying  fires 
on  the  top  of  the  mountains  in  honor  of  the  God  of  the  Sun,  who  then  had 
risen  to  its  highest  pinnacle,  and  whose  power  afterwards  commenced  to 
wane.  Thus  the  principal  idea  of  the  event  was  the  feeling  of  regret,  but 
the  dreary  side  of  the  situation  was  illuminated  by  the  hope  that  when 
the  light  of  the  day  almost  disappears  from  the  darkness,  a  new  display 
of  light  would  follow  which  would  bring  victory  again  for  the  light  of  our 
pathway,  and  grant  to  humanity  the  victory  of  the  light  from  the  dark- 
ness. In  short,  this  festival  represented  to  our  German  forefathers  the 
glad  tiding  "  through  darkness  to  daylight."  He  further  pointed  out  why 
Freemasons  had  made  St.  John  the  Baptist  their  patron  saint,  and  there- 
fore celebrated  on  his  birthday  an  occasion  of  rejoicing.  He  also  spoke 
of  the  great  men  whose  influences  had  been  decisive  in  the  development 
of  the  nation — men  like  Bismarck,  Frederick  the  Great,  Goethe, 
Kant,  Luther,  and  Fichte.  In  closing  his  remarks,  the  speaker  thanked 
the  Emperor  and  King  for  his  protection,  and  the  Associate  Grand 
OflScers  for  their  assistance,  expressing  the  hope  that  everywhere  within 
the  jurisdiction,  joy,  peace,  and  harmony  might  be  preserved  in  the  future. 

The  Grand  Master  having  finished,  the  Masonic  choir  entertained  the 
brethren  with  some  appropriate  recitations,  whereupon  the  assistant 
Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  Frey,  delivered  the  customary  oration,  taking  for 
his  theme  a  parallel  between  St.  John  the  Baptist  and  St.  Francis  from 
Assisi.  He  then  compared  the  times  when  St.  Francis  was  living,  with 
the  present  situation,  and  pointed  out  the  similarities,  especially  as  to  the 
indifference  of  our  present  generation  and  the  scepticism  and  materialism 
of  the  masses  which  were  to  be  met  with  frequently,  especially  the  tyran- 
nical tendencies  of  our  so-called  "  modern  culture,"  which  throws  down 
our  fellowmen  instead  of  assisting  and  aiding  them. 

The  Matanoia  called  for  by  St.  John  was  the  only  remedy,  for  it  would 
lead  to  the  imitation  of  Christ,  and  thus  to  the  practice  of  love  without 
qualification.  **  Nunquam  retrorsum  "  he  added,  and  we  will  triumph  over 
ourselves  and  all  our  enemies  inside  and  outside,  and  as  true  disciples  of 
Christ,  we  will  help  to  build  up  and  extend  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord.  A 
short  prayer  and  the  expression  of  thanks  to  the  orator,  who  had  so  ably 
performed  the  task  assigned  to  him,  brought  the  ritualistic  part  of  the 
celebration  to  a  close.  In  leaving  the  Temple,  a  collection  for  the  poor 
and  needy  was  taken  up,  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  their 
guests,  repaired  to  the  banquet  room  where  the  festivities  c*ontinued,  and 
many  congratulatory  telegrams  were  read  that  had  been  received  both 
from  provincial  and  ordinary  Lodges,  also  individual  members  of  the 
Craft. 

Another  solemn  Communication  pervaded,  however,  by  a  more 
mournful  atmosphere  took  place  on  March  9,  1901,  the  day  on  which  His 
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late  Imperial  Majesty  Wilhclm  I  entered  the  Eternal  East.  It  was  the 
occasion  of  the  General  Lodge  of  Sorrow,  which  since  the  death  of  this 
illustrious  brother  has  always  taken  place  on  that  date.  M.'.  W.'.  Bbo. 
VON  KuYCKB  opened  the  proceedings  with  an  appropriate  prayer,  and 
then  asked  the  Grand  Directors  of  Ceremonies  to  lay  the  Masonic  emblems 
and  jewels  of  the  brethren  who  had  been  called  during  the  year  to  higher 
labor,  around  the  sarcophagus,  which  had  been  erected  in  accordance  with 
the  ritual  for  the  occasion.  In  his  address,  the  Grand  Master  paid  a 
glowing  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Emperors  William  and 
Frederick  and  to  every  member  of  the  Craft,  who  had  entered  into 
rest  upon  the  calling  of  the  Great  Architect  of  the  universe.  In  express- 
ing his  sorrow  for  the  deceased  he  dwelt  upon  that  cardinal  teaching  of 
the  Masonic  Order  **  the  immortality  of  the  soul."  The  names  of  296 
brethren  whose  earthly  career  had  been  completed  were  read  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  the  Grand  Master  promised  to  keep  their  memory  ever 
fresh,  trusting  that  in  time  to  come  all  would  be  united  again  in  the 
higher  sphere  of  light,  near  the  throne  of  the  Almighty. 

The  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  Franz  DirrsiAR,  discoursed  in 
an  eloquent  treatise,  '*  The  sarcophagus  and  the  butterfly,"  as  representing 
the  perishable  and  the  immortal — if  the  sarcophagus  teaches  the  sad 
truth,  no  life  without  death,  the  butterfly  furnishes  the  consoling  evidence 
and  assurance,  no  death  without  life.  Generation  after  generation  has  dis- 
appeared, but  the  idea  which  every  one  of  them  has  nursed  and  promoted 
has  not  disappeared ;  it  has  remained  an  eternal  inheritance  of  humanity, 
which  has  outlived  all  times  and  changes  and  has  been  transmitted  from 
ancestors  to  posterity.  All  true  disciples  of  the  Royal  Art  should  yearn  in 
this  transitory  life  for  the  eternal  and  immortal,  and  having  recognized  and 
found  the  latter  should  always  be  willing  to  part  with  their  worldly  pos- 
sessions. The  solemn  ceremonies  wore  ended  by  the  formation  of  the 
chain  and  prayer. 

Three  new  St.  John's  Lodges  were  chartered  and  set  to  work  by  the 
Grand  National  Lodge  during  the  past  Masonic  year,  a  good  proof  that 
the  interest  in  Masonic  affairs  has  by  no  means  diminished  within  the 
radius  of  this  sovereignty.  **  Kurfurstin  Luise  Henriette,"  in  Birken- 
werder,  **  Friedrich  Leopold  zum  Friedensbund,"  in  Berlin,  and  "  Zur 
Wacht  im  Osten,"  in  Strasburg  (West  Prussia),  are  the  names  of  the 
new  additions  to  the  strong  chain  already  controlled  by  this  jurisdiction. 
The  charitable  distributions  have  also  kept  pace  with  the  general  record 
established  by  this  Berlin  Grand  Body,  as  the  respectable  sum  of  20,997.56 
marks  has  been  disbursed  in  accordance  with  the  tenets  and  principles 
of  the  Order. 

The  prominent  pqsition  always  held  by  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of 
Freemasons,  in  itself  a  guarantee  of  their  progress  and  healthy  develop- 
ment, coupled  with  the  powerful  influences  it  has  always  wielded  within 
German  Masonic  affairs,  cannot  fail  to  attract  the  attention  of  every  ob- 
serving critic  at  home  and  abroad,  and  needs  no  comment  upon  its  achieve- 
ments and  its  bright  prospects  for  a  still  more  glorious  future.  We  are 
especially  pleased  that  the  friendly  relations  that  have  always  existed 
between  the  Grand  National  Lodge  of  Germany,  and  our  own  have  become 
still  closer  by  the  exchange  of  mutual  representatives,  and  we  hope  that 
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the  bonds  of  friendship  which  thus  unite  us  will  bear  good  fruit  in  the 
interest  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  great  cause  of  Freemasonry  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic.

As  indicated  by  its  name,  this  Grand  Lodge  derives  its  existence  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  The  original  Lodge  under  this  title  was 
founded  in  1760,  while  its  organization  as  a  Grand  Body  was  perfected  on 
June  11,  1798.  It  is  sovereign  over  a  provincial  Grand  Lodge  in  Breslau 
("Silesia,"  1816),  12  Inner  Orients,  67  St.  John's  Lodges,  and  11 
Masonic  Circles.  One  hundred  and  twenty-four  charitable  institutions 
are  under  the  control  of  this  Grand  Body,  whose  total  membership  shows 
about  6,489  active  brethren. 

We  hail  with  great  pleasure  the  establishment  of  closer  relations  with 
this  august  Grand  Body  by  the  exchange  of  representatives.  This  was 
consummated  since  our  last  report.  We  hope  that  the  close  and  fraternal 
relations  thus  established  will  be  conducive  of  great  good  and  hearty  co- 
operation in  the  interest  of  the  Craft ;  and  that  the  bonds  of  love  and 
friendship  that  have  united  us  in  the  past  will  now  become  stronger  and 
more  lasting. 

We  have  been  favored  with  Nos.  I,  II,  III,  and  IV  of  the  printed 
*•  Mittheilungen  "  (Communications)  for  the  year  1901-1902,  and  learn 
by  their  perusal  that  the  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past 
year  took  place  on  May  4th,  May  13th  (election),  June  3d  (quarterly 
meeting),  June  24th  (anniversary  and  St.  John's  Festival),  September 
9th  (quarterly  meeting),  November  11th  (Lodge  of  Sorrow),  November 
13th  (extraordinary  meeting),  and  December  16th  (quarterly  meeting). 
A  copy  of  "  Bundesblatt,"  No.  14a,  detailing  the  crisis  within  the  German 
Craft  and  the  official  correspondence  referring  to  it,  has  also  reached  us. 

The  Festive  Communication  of  the  St.  John's  Festival  was  presided 
over  by  M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Wagner,  who  gave  in  his  address  an  explanation  of 
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Goethe*s  poem  "  The  Secrets."  He  showed  that  the  principal  ideas  of 
this  beaatiful  piece  of  poetry  were  identical  with  the  principles  of  the 
Grand  Lodi^e  "  Royal  York,"  by  quoting  extensively  from  the  masterly 
works  of  this  king  of  German  literature. 

The  official  oration  which  followed  was  a  discourse  upon  the  charity 
and  the  inner  peace  of  our  hearts,  which  Freemasonry  should  awaken  and 
ever  foster ;  and  gave  proof  of  the  eloquence,  and  the  elevated  thoughts  of 
Deputy  Grand  Lecturer  Bbo.  Engelbbecht.  It  was  at  this  Festive 
Communication  that  R.*.  W.*.  Bbo.  Bbiegleb  was  invested  with  the  jewel 
of  the  New  York  Grand  Lodge,  and  greeted  as  the  representative  of  the 
Empire  State. 

Various  musical  recitations  contributed  to  the  solemnity  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. They  were  followed  by  a  banquet  made  interesting  by  the 
rendering  of  excellent  vocal  and  instrumental  music. 

Many  congratulatory  letters  and  telegrams  were  received  from  sister 
jurisdictions  and  subordinate  Lodges,  proving  the  deep  interest  taken  by 
those  brethren  who  by  force  of  circumstances  remained  absent. 

The  General  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held  on  November  11th;  M,'.  W.*. 
Bbo.  Wagneb  occupying  the  chair  in  the  Grand  East.  After  the  formal 
opening  ceremonies,  the  presiding  brother  pictured  in  an  elaborate  and 
well-prepared  speech  the  Masonic  idea  of  death,  and  paid  a  deserved  trib- 
ute to  the  memory  of  those  brethren  whose  earthly  career  was  completed, 
and  who  had  entered  the  Eternal  East.  R.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Kelleb,  Grand 
Lecturer,  treated  in  his  address  our  belief  in  immortality,  closing  his 
remarks  with  the  recitation  of  Bbo.  Goethe's  well-known  "  Masonic 
hymn." 

The  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  on  November  13th  and  December 
16th,  were  devoted  principally  to  general  business  routine.  During  the 
latter  meeting,  the  Grand  Master  reported  concerning  the  conference  of 
Grand  Masters  which  had  taken  place  in  Leipzig,  and  referred  to  the  con- 
ditions of  the  previous  meeting  regarding  the  crisis  within  the  German 
Craft,  requesting  the  brethren  to  create  permanent  institutions  within  the 
Grand  Lodges'  Union,  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  and  thus  to  remove 
the  prevailing  controversies  with  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Hamburg. 

From  the  many  festivities  which  occurred  within  the  Lodges  controlled 
by  "  Royal  York,"  we  wish  to  mention  the  chartering  and  setting  to  work 
of  a  new  Masonic  Lodge  in  Geestemdnde,  under  the  suggestive  name 
"  Zum  rechtweisenden  Compass,"  the  ceremonies  being  conducted  under 
the  supervision  and  participation  of  the  ever  zealous  Grand  Master,  who 
dedicated  the  work  of  this  lastest  branch  of  "  Royal  York  "  to  the  service 
of  truth,  to  the  practice  of  philanthropy,  and  to  the  permanent  exercise  of 
the  Royal  Art.  In  commemoration  of  the  event  and  in  appreciation  of 
the  truly  Masonic  qualities  by  which  he  had  endeared  himself  to  every 
member  of  the  Craft,  the  newly  constituted  Lodge  presented  Bro.  Wagneb 
with  the  jewel  and  diploma  of  an  honorary  member,  an  honor  which  the 
recipient  accepted  with  sincere  thanks,  expressing  his  best  wishes  for 
the  future  success  and  development  of  this  new  Orient  by  the  sea. 

The  dedication  of  the  new  Masonic  Temple  in  Osterode  am  Harz, 
erected 'by  the  local  Lodge  "Zum  Tempel  der  Eintracht,"  occurred  on 
September  22d,  the  ceremonies  being  in  the  hands  of  Deputy  Grand  Master 
10 
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Bro.  Fischer,  who  discharged  the  duties  assigned  to  him  in  a  very  able 
and  dignified  manner.  At  the  same  time,  three  brethren  who  had  com- 
pleted twenti'-five  years  of  active  service  were  honored  by  presentation  of 
Masonic  aprons,  on  which  the  number  of  years  of  membership  was  em- 
broidered in  silver. 

A  circular  letter  issued  by  the  governing  board  of  the  German  school 
in  Johannesburg  (Transvaal),  which  owing  to  lack  of  funds  appeared  to 
be  in  distress,  was  made  known  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  an  appeal  to  the 
individual  Lodges  for  liberal  contributions  received  the  sanction  of  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  A  monument  to  be  erected  on  the  100th 
anniversary  of  his  birthday  (October  23,  19U3),  in  Berlin,  of  the  late 
Bro.  G.  a.  Lortzino,  the  highly  esteemed  German  composer,  was  also 
considered  as  a  true  act  of  German  National  importance.  The  Grand 
Lodge  cheerfully  recommended  its  constituents  to  assist  financially  a 
project,  which  should  strike  a  sympathetic  chord  in  every  Mason's  heart. 
In  order  to  show  their  unabated  interest  in  the  German  Masonic  Home  for 
Aged  Brethren  in  Einbeck,  four  local  Lodges  in  Berlin  arranged  a 
charitable  matinee  in  the  **  Temple  of  Royal  York,"  the  net  proceeds  of 
which,  amounting  to  250  marks,  were  transmitted  to  the  Institution  just 
named.  Grand  Treasurer,  Bro.  SchnOsenbero,  also  reported  in  the 
meeting  of  September  9th  regarding  the  distribution  of  various  charitable 
funds  under  the  control  of  this  Grand  Body,  giving  an  account  at  the 
following  meeting  of  the  contributions  made  by  the  members  of  **  Royal 
York  "  toward  the  **  Victoria-Stiftung,"  amounting  to  a  total  of  1,005.25 
marks,  and  proving  that  also  the  practical  side  of  Freemasonry  received 
the  attention  it  deserves  within  the  precincts  of  '*  Royal  York." 

While  going  to  press  we  learn  with  sincere  regret  that  R.*.  W.'.  Bro.  R. 
Hartuno,  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  Master  of  the 
Berlin  Lodge  "  Urania  zur  Unsterblichkeit,"  has  suddenly,  on  February 
Ist,  entered  the  Eternal  East,  and  we  hasten  to  express  to  our  sister  Grand 
Lodge  our  sincere  sympathy  in  their  great  bereavement-  Bro.  Hartitno 
was  an  excellent  Mason  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  Always  ready  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  whenever  an  occasion  offered ;  always  willing  to  perform 
any  services  for  which  his  allegiance  to  our  order  called ;  always  mindful 
of  the  teachings  of  our  Fraternity,  which  had  been  inculcated  so  deeply 
into  his  heart  that  he  might  be  called  a  true  representative  of  the  Masonic 
ideal.  Honorary  membership  in  the  Grand  National  Lodge  of  Freemasons 
of  Germany,  in  St.  John's  Lodge  **  Friedrich  Wilhelm  zur  Eintracht,"  in 
Bremen,  and  his  election  as  the  representative  of  the-  Eclectic  Union  near 
the  Grand  Lodge  "  Royal  York,"  in  addition  to  his  prominent  position 
in  literary  circles,  are  ample  proof  that  his  qualities  and  faculties 
have  received  absolute  recognition.  Now,  that  he  has  gone,  he  has 
left  a  name  that  cannot  fall  into  oblivion,  but  will  he  perpetuated  in  the 
pleasant  remembrances  of  his  many  friends  who  knew  his  worth,  and 
are  grateful  for  his  many  philanthropic  acts. 

The  fertile  soil  within  this  royal  domain  has  been  carefully  tilled  by 
its  diligent  and  able  workmen.  Their  assiduity  has  been  rewarded,  and 
their  harvest  home  shows  a  just  recompense  for  duties  well  performed. 
There  are  signs  of  prosperity,  advancement,  and  success  all  along  the  line, 
so  we  may  justly  judge  the  standard  of  our  Prussian  brethren  with  the 
Scriptual  text  "  By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."

This  Grand  Lodge  was  founded  March  18,  1783,  and  organized  as  an 
independent  Grand  Body  on  January  13th  (November  14th),  1823,  sever- 
ing itself  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  It  controls  twenty  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  showing  an  active  membership  of  2.832  Masons, 
irrespective  of  nine  Masonic  Circles,  which  stand  under  the  protection  of 
different  Lodges  belonging  to  the  Eclectic  Craft.  Fifty-five  Charitable 
Institutions,  supported  and  controlled  by  the  Frankfort  (jrand  Body,  bear 
testimony  to  the  true  Masonic  spirit  that  pervades  the  atmosphere  in  the 
centres  of  fraternal  activity  within  this  jurisdiction. 

We  have  received,  with  thanks,  and  read  with  careful  attention  the 
various  "  Mittheilungen  "  from  the  records  of  the  Communications  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  viz. :  Nos.  240,  241,  242,  243,  244,  245,  and  the  confidential 
protocol  of  the  session  in  which  the  election  of  the  new  Grand  Ofiicers 
took  place. 

It  appears  that  owing  to  a  joint  Diet  of  the  Lodges  belonging  to  the 
Frankfort,  Bayreuth,  and  Hamburg  jurisdictions,  in  Eisenach  on  May 
11th  and  12th,  no  special  Annual  Communication  of  the  Eclectic  Union 
took  place,  but  that  all  the  routine  business  was  transacted  at  the 
quarterly  meetings  held  on  February  28th,  May  2l6t,  and  August  27, 
1901,  and  we  note  the  following  items  of  general  interest: 

The  customary  congratulatory  address  to  the  German  Emperor  on 
account  of  his  birthday,  was  gratefully  acknowledged  in  a  letter  from 
the  Private  Cabinet  of  His  Majesty. 

The  books  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  1900  showed  an  income  of 
3,202.30  marks,  against  expenditures  amounting  to  1,818.02  marks  leaving 
a  surplus  of  1,444.28  marks,  which,  added  to  the  general  fund,  made  the 
balance  on  January  1,  1901,  2,575.81  marks. 

The  newly  constructed  Masonic  Temple  of  the  Heidelberg  Lodge  "  Zur 
Wahrheit  und  Treue,"  was  dedicated  on  January  27th,  in  the  presence  of 
the  former  Grand  Master,  M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Joseph  WER^'EB,  and  a  number 
of  other  prominent  brethren.  Similar  festivities  took  place  on  February 
3d,  in  Eisenach,  when  the  Lodge  "  Carl  zur  Wartburg,"  and  on  March  3d, 
in  Strassburg,  the  Lodge  "  An  Erwins  Dom,"  moved  into  their  new  homes, 
receiving  the  congratulations  of  the  Grand  I^odge  upon  these  auspicious 
occasions. 
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The  letter  of  condolence  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  on  the 
demise  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  was  acknowledged,  with  thanks, 
in  accordance  with  instructions  of  its  late  Grand  Master,  the  present 
King  of  England. 

A  request  setting  forth  and  giving  sufficient  reasons  for  the  creation  of 
an  official  publication  under  the  authority  of  the  Eclectic  Union,  was 
referred  to  a  committee  of  six  brethren  for  further  consideration  and 
report. 

The  committee  which  had  been  at  work  on  a  revision  of  the  ritual, 
wrote  to  the  Grand  Lodge  explaining  its  position  regarding  the  subject  in 
its  charge.  The  Grand  Master  stated  that  at  present  the  diligent  and 
praiseworthy  work  of  the  committee  could  not  be  made  use  of,  some  of  the 
Lodges  not  favoring  the  changes,  and  as  at  that  time  all  opinions  could 
not  be  harmonized,  and  the  printing  of  the  new  ritual  would  permit  of  no 
further  delay,  there  was  no  alternative  but  to  reissue  the  one  at  present 
in  use.  He  was  sure,  however,  that  a  thorough  remodeling  of  the  ritualis- 
tic work  would  take  place  in  the  future,  and  therefore  the  efforts  of  the 
committee  were  by  no  means  in  vain. 

A  well-deserved  compliment  was  paid  to  M.'.  W.*.  Beo.  Joseph 
Werner  by  the  Hamburg  Grand  Lodge,  which,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  introduction  of  the  Schroeder  Ritual,  con- 
ferred honorary  membership  upon  him — ^a  compliment  which  was  fully 
appreciated  by  the  Eclectic  Grand  Lodge. 

On  October  18,  1901,  under  the  auspices  of  the  subordinate  Lodge 
"  Friedrich  zur  Gerechtigkeit "  in  Berlin,  a  solemn  Communication  was 
held  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  Masonic  Temple  to  be  erected  on 
the  premises  of  Joachimsthalerstrasse  13,  in  the  western  part  of  the  city, 
and  intended  for  the  home  of  various  Lodges  pursuing  the  humanistic 
principle. 

The  application  of  the  Masonic  Circle  **  Zum  aufgehenden  Licht  an  der 
Isar"  in  Munich,  for  a  charter  seconded  by  the  Frankfort  Lodge  Carl 
**  Zum  aufgehenden  Licht,"  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence and  Charters  for  a  report. 

The  celebration  of  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Frankfort  Lodge 
"  Sokrates  zur  Standhaftigkeit "  deserves  more  than  ordinary  mention, 
being  especially  noteworthy  from  the  fact  that  five  Grand  Masters  (Royal 
York,  Bayreuth,  Darmstadt,  Frankfort,  and  Hamburg)  testified  by  their 
presence  the  high  esteem  for  the  position  held  by  this  venerable  Masonic 
Body  and  their  unqualified  approval  of  the  work  practised  in  this  pro- 
gressive Lodge. 

The  exercises  proved  conclusively  that  the  celebration  of  the  event 
extended  far  beyond  the  local  limits,  and  that  it  was  a  general  holiday, 
in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  within  the  whole  Eclectic  jurisdiction.  We 
might  add  that  the  celebrating  Lodge  was  chartered  on  December  4,  1801, 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  "  Royal  York  zur  Freundschaft,"  and  taken  on 
May  12,  1811,  under  the  protection  of  the  Frankfort  Grand  Body. 

In  bringing  the  report  of  this  jubilee  officially  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Frederick  Auerbagh  set 
forth,  with  satisfaction,  the  details  of  the  memorable  incident,  laying 
special  stress  upon  the  presence  of  the  large  number  of  Masonic  digni- 
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taries,  and  the  fact,  that  everywhere  a  pleasing  and  reconciliatory  spirit 
manifested  itself,  thus  reviving  the  hope  for  a  settlement  of  the  differences 
within  German  Craft  Masonry. 

At  the  meeting  of  November  22d,  the  election  of  new  Grand  Officers 
took  place.  M.\  W.'.  Bro.  Joseph  Weeneb  declaring  that  owing  to  the 
impaired  state  of  his  health  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  accept  a  re-elec- 
tion, Depaty  Grand  Master  Fbedebigk  Auebbach  was  elected  his  suc- 
cessor. Following  announcement  of  the  result  of  the  vote  Bro.  Werner 
addressed  the  newly  elected  Grand  Master,  expressing  his  confidence, 
that  Bro.  Atterbach  would  prove  himself  by  his  actions,  the  right  man 
in  the  right  place.  After  the  greetings  with  the  Masonic  honors  due  his 
exalted  position,  the  Grand  Master  elect  replied  that  these  were  critical 
times  in  German  Masonic  affairs;  nevertheless  he  would  continue  to 
govern  the  Graft  on  the  lines  of  his  predecessors  and  try  to  uphold  what- 
ever had  been  gained  by  the  Grand  Lodges'  Union  in  the  interest  of  unity 
amongst  German  Masons ;  it  would  be  especially  necessary  to  prevent  the 
split  between  certain  Grand  Bodies  spreading  into  the  fraternal  sphere  of 
the  single  Lodges,  and  thus  endanger  the  friendly  relations  between  in- 
dividual members.  He  further  promised  in  accepting  the  honor  conferred 
upon  him,  that  he  would  support  the  Constitution  and  fulfill  the  duties 
of  his  position  toward  the  Eclectic  Union  and  Masonry  at  large. 

After  the  speaker  had  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  assembly  to  the  re- 
tiring Grand  Master,  Bro.  Werner,  who  had  filled  his  difficult  position  to 
the  full  satisfaction  of  every  brother  in  the  jurisdiction,  the  brethren  rose 
from  their  seats  as  a  sign  of  approval  of  the  sentiments  expressed,  Bro. 
AuERBACH  then  accepted  the  gavel  and  presided  at  the  election  of  the 
Deputy  Grand  Masters,  which  followed  and  resulted  in  Bros.  Karl  Bern- 
INGER  and  Dr.  Gotthold  being  declared  Deputy  Grand  Masters  of  the 
Eclectic  Craft.  Following  the  congratulations  upon  the  new  honors  added 
to  their  Masonic  record  and  their  assumption  of  the  obligation  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution,  the  meeting  was  closed  in  due  form. 

The  united  Diet  of  the  Frankfort,  Bayreuth,  and  Hamburg  Grand 
Bodies  above  referred  to,  took  place  on  May  12th,  in  Eisenach,  in  the 
Temple  of  the  local  Lodge  **  Karl  Zur  Wartburg."  The  names  of  the 
various  representatives  having  been  recorded,  it  was  shown  that  ninety- 
one  brethren  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  representing  the  three  Grand  Lodges 
mentioned,  and  eighty-nine  St.  John's  Lodges,  were  in  attendance. 

Bro.  Curt  Walther,  Master  of  the  Eisenach  Lodge,  welcomed  the 
assembly,  and  handed  the  gavel  to  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Wiebe,  who  according  to 
arrangement  was  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the  convention.  The 
presiding  officer  in  his  opening  address  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  desire 
for  greater  union  in  Masonic  spheres,  a  fact  that  was  practically  repre- 
sented at  the  present  convention.  It  was  self-evident  since  the  efforts 
made  in  Kassel  the  previous  year  did  not  show  any  practical  results,  and 
the  resolutions  carried  at  that  time  failed  to  receive  the  approval  of  the 
Diet  of  the  Grand  Lodges*  Union,  that  those  Masonic  bodies  which  stood 
already  nearest  together  owing  to  the  many  similar  views  held  upon  the 
principal  topics,  should  come  to  a  closer  union.  The  ultimate  object,  of 
course,  was  a  general  union  of  all  upon  a  common  level,  and  to  effect  this 
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result  was  the  present  work  before  them.     The  programme,  later  laid 
before  the  assembly,   included  the  following  five  points: 

1.  Resolution  regarding  the  aims  and  objects  of  Freemasonry. 

2.  Proposition  regarding  general  German  terms  for  Masonic  functions 
and  subjects. 

3.  Appointment  of  a  committee  to  formulate  the  obligation  for  can- 
didates, which  should  be  identical  in  all  rituals. 

4.  Proposition  to  define  the  attitude  of  the  three  Grand  Lodges  rep- 
resented, towards  the  re-organization  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges'  Union. 

5.  Consideration  of  the  proposition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  **  Alpina " 
regarding  the  erection  of  an  International  Masonic  Central-Bureau. 

Before  taking  up  the  discussion  of  the  said  five  questions,  the  assembly 
decided  to  retain  the  general  Masonic  principles  of  the  Grand  Masters' 
Tnion  of  June  7,  1780,  the  same  having  likewise  been  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Royal  York,  Saxony  and  Hesse. 

The  discussion  following  showed  a  general  approval  and  acceptance 
of  the  propositions,  as  above  stated  submitted  to  the  Diet,  and  nothing 
further  need  be  considered  here,  except,  perhaps,  the  explanation  of  the 
aims  and  objects  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  condensed  in  the  following 
twelve  paragraphs : 

1.  Freemasonry  is  an  art — an  art  to  make  human  life  harmonious; 
the  art  to  set  ourselves  right  towards  our  fellowmen.  It  is  the  art  to 
promote  human  happiness  and  the  sense  of  human  duty.  Freemasonry 
is  a  pliilosophy  of  life. 

2.  The  Masonic  order  represents  a  union  of  men  to  practise  such  art. 
It  means  the  fostering  of  all  that  is  good,  trua  and  beautiful  in  humanity ; 
the  correction  of  physical  and  moral  evils,  and  the  attainment  of  moral 
perfection  among  its  members.  It  demands  that  its  members  disregard  all 
differences  ot  position  and  creed ;  that  they  recognize  all  human  beings 
as  brethren,  and  that  they  practise-  brotherly  love — the  capstone  of  this 
ancient  brotherhood. 

3.  The  Masonic  Order  is  not  a  religious  community,  but  it  presupposes 
that  all  its  members  believe  in  God,  the  Great  Architect  of  the  universe, 
a  higher  moral  government  of  the  world  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul. 
Freemasonry  defends  and  guards  the  liberty  of  creed,  conscience  and  scien- 
tific inquiries. 

4.  The  Masonic  Order  does  not  represent  any  political  combination, 
and  its  Lodges  should  not  take  up  political  or  governmental  questions.  It 
is,  however,  their  duty  to  make  clear  its  relation  to  the  ethical  sides  of 
life  and  its  efforts  for  the  propagation  of  general  culture.  Patriotism  Is 
always  highly  regarded  by  the  members  of  the  Craft  and  is  the  duty  of 
every  true  brother. 

5.  The  Masonic  Order  is  not  a  secret  organization.  Its  history,  objects 
and  organizations  are  public;  only  the  discussions  in  the  Lodges,  the 
rituals  and  the  Masonic  signs  are  not  divulged,  and  members  are  obliged 
to  keep  secret  all  confidential  communications. 

r>.  The  historical  basis  of  Freemasonry  is  formed  on  the  so-called 
**  old  charges  of  1723,"  from  which  it  has  since  that  time  developed. 

7.  The  means  to  carry  out  Masonic  objects  are  found  in  the  formation 
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of  a  Lodge  by  varioug  brethren,  and  the  principal  work  of  the  Lodge 
is  within  its  own  precinct. 

8.  Duly  and  truly  constituted  is  such  Lodge  that  is  based  upon  the 
generally  recognized  Masonic  views,  laws,  and  usages,  and  belongs  to  a 
recognized  Grand  Body. 

9.  Only  men  of  good  character  can  be  admitted  to  membership,  and 
the  Lodge  to  which  application  for  admission  has  been  made  is  the  sole 
judge  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  applicant,  and  decides  the  question 
by  ballot. 

10.  A  Mason  is  obliged  to  obey  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  and  especially 
its  presiding  Master ;  he  must  leave  private  disputes  outside  of  the  Lodge 
room. 

11.  It  is  the  privilege  of  a  Mason  within  the  rules  of  his  Lodge  to 
follow  his  own  free  conviction. 

12.  There  Is  no  rule  forbidding  a  brother  to  take  his  dimit  from  a 
Lodge,  but  no  brother  is  expected  to  take  such  a  step  without  giving 
sufficient  reasons.  A  brother  who  resigns  or  is  expelled  loses  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  a  Mason,  but  even  then  is  not  relieved  of  his  promise 
to  guard  Masonic  secrets. 

Whether  the  hope  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  first  Joint-Diet  of  the 
Frankfort,  Bayreuth,  and  Hamburg  Grand  Bodies  to  promote  greater 
union  and  concord  will  be  realized,  remains  to  be  seen ;  on  the  other 
hand,  it  may  have  some  beneficent  effects  internally  and  externally,  so 
that  ultimately  its  labors  may  not  be  considered  in  vain. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  fully  acknowledging  our  deep 
gratitude  to  Bros.  Philipp  Hertz  and  Jacob  S.  Bettman  for  the  various 
courtesies  extended  to  us,  and  to  assure  these  esteemed  brethren  that  their 
readiness  to  comply  with  our  wishes  is  fully  appreciated,  and  that  we 
would  be  only  too  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  reciprocate  in  any  way  their 
kindness. 

A  retrospect  of  the  work  accomplished  and  the  events  of  the  past 
Masonic  year  within  the  Eclectic  Grand  Lodge,  develops  a  live  picture 
of  unusual  activity  and  true  conception  of  the  principles  and  aims  of  our 
Fraternity,  which  must  be  commended  by  every  impartial  critic ;  and 
while  there  has  been  a  change  of  personnel  in  the  executive  positions  of 
the  Frankfort  Grand  Body,  we  vouchsafe  that  no  change  will  ever  occur 
in  the  upholding  and  defense  of  those  essential  and  characteristic  forms 
that  have  mnde  the  name  of  "  Eclectic  "  synonymous  with  true  Masonic 
acts  and  teachings.  Our  heartiest  wishes  for  a  successful  administration 
"  go  forth  to  M.'.  W.'.  FiiEDEiucK  Auebbach  and  his  associate  Grand 
Officers.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  March  22,  1846.  It  controls  eight 
subordinate  Lodges  as  heretofore,  with  a  membership  of  742  active 
brethren,   who   manage   seventeen   Benevolent   Institutions. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  protocol  No.  125,  containing 
a  record  of  the  regular  Communication  of  the  Hessian  Grand  Lodge, 
held  in  Offenbach  on  April  28,  1901,  Grand  Master  Bro.  Brand,  presid- 
ing. After  opening  the  session  in  due  form,  the  Grand  Master  thanked 
the  Offenbach  brethren  for  the  willingness  with  which  they  received  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Body  for  the  fulfillment  of  their  work,  and  re- 
gretted that  he  himself  had  not  had  the  chance  to  pay  them  a  fraternal 
visit,  although  it  had  been  his  intention  to  do  so,  for  a  long  time. 

The  routine  business  transacted  consisted  principally  in  local  matters 
such  as  congratulatory  letters  to  the  Royal  Protector  on  the  occasion 
of  his  birthday,  sending  membership  lists  to  various  high  Masonic  digni- 
taries, approving  appointments  of  representatives  to  foreign  Grand 
Bodies,  preliminary  financial  estimates  for  the  Masonic  year  1901-1902, 
and  charitable  distributions. 

A  request  for  a  contribution  from  a  society  for  the  care  of  children 
in  DUsseldorf  was,  after  a  short  discussion,  voted  down,  the  Grand  Lodge 
having  no  special  means  for  purposes  of  general  relief. 

Regarding  the  extension  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges*  Union  and  the 
preliminary  programme  for  the  Twenty-eighth  Diet  of  the  eight  Grand 
Bodies  of  Germany  (which  latter,  however,  as  we  have  reported  did  not 
take  place),  Bro.  Brand  regretted  to  report  that  the  Grand  Masters'  Con- 
ference of  November  19,  1900,  had  developed  a  rather  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition, and  that  in  view  of  the  combination  made  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Hamburg,  Frankfort,  and  Bayreuth,  they  could  only  repeat  that  the 
Hessian  brethren  would  under  all  circumstances  stand  by  the  Grand 
Lodges*  Union  and  try  their  best  to  create  a  closer  union  within,  and 
establish  a  more  prominent  and  powerful  position  abroad.  He  therefore 
recommended  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  resulting  from  said  con- 
ference, not  because  it  represented  a  perfect  solution,  but  because  it 
might  help  to  end  the  present  disagreeable  condition  between  the  two 
opposing  factions. 

Regarding  the  proposition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg — how  the 
different  qualifications  for  the  reception  of  candidates  in  the  various 
jurisdictions  could  be  harmonized — it  was  decided  to  vote  against  such 
motion,  as  no  practical  result  could  be  obtained  from  a  discussion,  the 
so-called  Hamburg  principles  being  recognized  only  by  six  German  Grand 
Lodges,  and  it  was  taken  for  granted  that  the  two  other  Grand  Bodies 
would  not  change  the  position  they  had  adhered  to  heretofore. 
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The  proposition  of  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  "Alpina**  regarding  the 
foundation  of  an  International  Masonic  Bureau,  was  taken  up  with  great 
warmth,  and  after  a  short  deliberation,  the  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  the 
establishing  of  any 'closer  bonds  between  German  and  foreign  (but 
especially  European)  Grand  Lodges  would  be  specially  desirous,  and  that 
suitable  steps  be  taken  to  bring  about  this  end. 

Concerning  the  position  of  German  Masonic  Lodges  toward  other 
societies  or  Orders  for  similar  ethical  purposes,  the  sentiment  prevailed 
that  this  subject  should  be  kept  in  the  background  so  long  as  the  present 
troublesome  conditions  continued  amongst  the  German  Graft,  and  so  long 
as  peace  and  harmony  had  not  been  actually  restored. 

A  lively  discussion  ensued  on  the  proposition  of  the  Grand  National 
Lodge  of  Germany  to  make  it  the  duty  of  every  Grand  Lodge  to  see  that 
in  its  publications  any  explanations  regarding  ritual  position  and  institu- 
tions of  other  Grand  Lodges,  should  not  be  carried  so  far  as  to  lead  to 
insulting  and  slanderous  attacks  of  the  same.  Although  the  question 
seemed  self-evident,  the  assembly  considered  it  necessary  that  the  language 
of  the  Masonic  press  and  literature  be  on  a  par  with  the  great  principles 
represented  by  Freemasonry,  and  that  each  Grand  Body  should  see  that 
every  abuse  was  followed  by  the  discipline  provided  in  its  Constitution. 
The  Grand  Lodge  put  also  its  stamp  of  disapproval  upon  the  action  of  the 
Hamburg  Grand  Lodge  in  chartering  the  Lodge  "  Christian  zum  Palm- 
baum  "  in  Copenhagen,  by  declaring  that,  while  it  did  not  consider  the 
Diet  of  the  Gertnan  Grand  Lodge  Union  competent  to  decide  the  dispute 
existing  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  and  the  one  of  Hamburg, 
it  would  have  been  much  better,  if  the  Hamburg  Grand  Body  had  not  taken 
this  step,  because  if  a  foreign  Grand  Lodge  would  have  chartered  a  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  within  the  German  territory,  the  Grand  Lodges'  Union 
would  have  most  decidedly  protested  against  such  an  invasion  of  its 
jurisdiction. 

After  the  list  of  the  protocols  and  periodicals  received  had  been  put  on 
record  and  notice  given  that  the  Masonic  Circle  In  Bensheim  had  been 
revived,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  ample  form. 

That  the  charitable  side  of  the  Masonic  work  is  always  given  a 
prominent  place,  and  receives  due  consideration  by  our  Hessian  co-laborers, 
is  made  patent  by  a  public  collection,  instituted  under  the  auspices  of 
"  Friedberg "  Lodge  for  the  endowment  of  free  beds  in  the  sanitarium 
called  "  Elisabethenhaus  "  in  Nauheim,  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of 
needy  members  of  the  Craft.  Various  Lodges  subscribed  quite  liberally, 
with  the  result  that  1,093  marks  were  collected,  making  the  total  fund 
accumulated  for  this  purpose,  183,560  marks.  It  is  intended  to  further 
increase  this  capital,  as  the  interest  of  1,000  marks  is  required  for  a 
treatment  of  four  or  five  weeks,  the  aim  of  the  Lodge  "  Ludwig  eu  den  drei 
Sternen "  being  to  provide  such  accommodations  for  at  least  six  sick 
children. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  Diet  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Union  took  place 
during  the  year  1901,  M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Gebhardt  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
"  The  Three  Globes  "  having  declined  to  take  charge  of  the  business  affairs 
of  the  German  Grand  Lodges*  Union,  Bro.  Brand  continued  in  this  im- 
portant position,  and  our  report  would  fall  short  of  its  accuracy  if  it 
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failed  to  record  the  earnest  endeavors,  the  sincere  desire  and  the  In- 
defatigable ze&h  which  Bbo.  Bba^d  has  developed  in  trying  to  hold 
together  the  Gorman  Grand  Lodges*  Union,  and  to  reanite,  if  possible,  the 
break  that  to-day  continues  to  divide  the  Grerman  Masonic  chain.  Nobody 
can  have  read  what  has  been  printed  upon  the  prominent  questions  which 
agitate  every  German  Masonic  heart,  without  acknowledging  that  Bbo. 
Brand  has  tried,  and  is  always  ready  to  try  again,  to  put  in  practice  the 
benevolent  influence  expressed  In  the  words  "  Concordia  Res  Parvae 
Crescunt,  Discordia  Magnae  Dllabuntur,"  which  his  Grand  Lodge  has 
selected  as  its  motto. 

As  to  the  Hessian  Grand  Body  itself,  its  position  appoars  to  be 
absolutely  healthy,  as  it  continues  to  represent  the  true  tenets  of  Masonry 
in  their  best  form. 

The  writer  regrets  especially  that  he  was  not  able  to  meet  Bbo.  Bband 
when  he  called  upon  him  last  October,  but  he  was  pleased  to  learn  that  he 
was  speedily  regaining  his  former  vigor ;  and  with  Bro.  Caxtor  extends 
to  him  the  best  wishes  for  his  further  and  complete  recovery.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  on  September  11,  1811,  and  controls 
at  present  twenty-three  subordinate  Lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of 
4,296  active  brethren,  which  figures  represent  an  increase  of  forty-eight 
new  members.  There  are  also  twenty-three  Masonic  Clubs  recognized  by 
this  Grand  Body,  and  enjoying  the  i^rotection  of  various  subordinate 
Jjodgcs.  The  number  of  Charitable  Institutions  has  also  increased  since 
our  last  report  and  stands  now  at  112. 

The  activity  of  the  Saxon  Craft  might  be  judged  from  the  resume 
published  in  a  statistical  table  showing  that  ritualistic  work  was  prac- 
tihod  in  280  Communications,  while  44  Conventions  were  devoted  to  the 
celebration  of  festive  events.  At  twelve  meetings  the  proper  tributes  of 
respect  were  paid  to  the  memory  of  those  who  had  entered  the  Eternal 
East,  and  on  4G7  occasions  matters  appertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Fraternity  were  discussed  and  acted  upon.  That  neither  the  ritualistic, 
nor  historical,  and  last  but  not  least,  the  charitable  side  of  Masonic  life 
were  neglected,  is  established  by  the  short  reports  of  each  and  every  Saxon 
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Lodge  published  in  condensed  form  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Saxony  for  the  Masonic  year  1900-1901,  a  copy  of  which  we  have 
received  with  thanlcs  and  studied  with  interest  and  pleasure.  The  benevo- 
lent donations  made  during  the  past  year  by  our  Saxon  brethren,  amount- 
ing in  all  to  the  respectable  sum  of  65,864.56  marks  appear  especially 
striking.  Not  less  imposing  are  the  contributions  and  bequests  that  have 
been  made  and  entrusted  to  the  management  of  various  Lodges  within  this 
jurisdiction,  reaching  a  total  of  38,975.80  marks  for  the  year  just  closed. 

We  have  also  before  us  the  protocol  of  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony,  which  took  place  on  December  18,  1901,  and 
was  presided  over  by  M.'.  W.".  Bro.  Ebouann.  Before  entering  upon  the 
business  routine,  the  presiding  brother  honored  the  memory  of  the  late 
Bro.  Ancke  who  had  been  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Prussia  called  "  Royal  York  Zur  Freundschaft "  In  Dresden.  He  ably 
pictured  his  deep  interest  for  the  Masonic  ideals  which  he  had  followed 
since  the  early  days  of  his  manhood  and  his  untiring  efforts  to  propagate 
Masonic  ideas,  and  to  lead  a  truly  Masonic  life.  The  vacancy  thus  created 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Beo.  Edmund  Waldow,  who  was  then 
welcomed  and  greeted  with  Masonic  applause  as  the  new  representative  of 
**  Royal  York,"  The  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  for  exchange 
of  Mutual  Representatives  was  submitted,  and  the  brethren  named  to  fill 
the  respective  positions  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  same  was  the  case  when  the  name  of  Bro.  Geo.  W.  Stake,  Past 
Master  of  "  Klopstock  "  Lodge,  No.  700,  was  announced  as  the  new  repre- 
sentative of  the  Saxon  Grand  Lodge  near  our  Grand  Body.  The  main 
business,  election  of  Grand  Officers  for  the  years  1902, 1903,  and  1904,  was 
then  in  order,  and  M.*.  W.*.  Bro.  Erdmann  was  re-elected  unanimously 
by  acclamation.  In  accepting  again  the  exalted  position,  he  thanked  the 
brethren  for  their  continued  confidence,  to  which  fact  his  acceptance  was 
due,  as  of  late  he  had  frequently  felt  somewhat  tired  of  office ;  but  as  the 
senior  German  Grand  Master,  he  considered  it  his  duty  to  co-operate,  to 
the  best  of  his  abilities,  for  the  restoration  of  peace  within  the  German 
Grand  Lodges'  Union.  In  this  he  hoped  to  have  the  assistance  of  the 
subordinate  Lodges  and  his  associate  Grand  Officers. 

After  the  election  Bro.  Erdmann  gave  a  short  review  of  the  present 
conditions  within  the  Grand  Lodge  Union,  regretting  that  such  a  schism 
was  possible  among  men  who  called  themselves  **  truly  united  brethren," 
and  that  luckily  the  Saxon  Grand  Body  w^as  in  no  way  a  party  to  this 
unhappy  dissension;  it  was  far  from  siding  with  either  of  the  opposing 
factions,  and  that  only  if  the  question  of  a  reconciliation  between  the  con- 
testants arose  would  the  Saxon  Grand  Lodge  be  willing  to  act  as  media- 
tor and  try  Its  best  to  reunite  the  parties,  so  as  to  finally  have  peace 
again  within  the  Grand  Lodges'  Union ;  but  to  such  time,  the  Saxon 
Grand  Body  would  stand  fast  by  what  the  German  Grand  Lodges*  Union 
had  achieved  in  many  years  of  peaceful  work.  It  would  uphold  these 
universally  recognized  laws  and  rules,  and  whenever  the  fighters  were  tired 
of  the  battle,  the  Saxon  Masons  would  be  only  too  glad  to  pave  the  way 
to  peace  for  them,  which  within  the  Masonic  Fraternity  especially  ought 
to  reign. 

Upon  the  request  of  Bro.  Dr.  Weidneb  in  Johannesburg,  and  the 
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• 
recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  a  contribution  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  a  German  school  in  that  portion  of  South  Africa  was  cheer- 
fully granted,  and  similar  ieiction  recommended  to  the  individual  Lodges. 

The  receipt  of  a  list  of  the  New  York  Grand  Officers  and  of  the  trans- 
actions of  our  Grand  Body  for  1901,  is  duly  acknowledged  among  the 
publications  received  for  the  Saxon  archives. 

The  official  programme  having  been  completed,  the  motion  to  adjourn 
was  carried  after  a  collection  for  the  poor  and  needy  had  been  taken  up ; 
the  official  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  thus  closed  in  ample  form. 

The  Masonic  society  under  the  name  of  "Fllrsorge"  (Providence), 
held  its  Annual  Meeting  on  the  fifth  day  of  June,  a.p.  Its  roster  shows 
504  members  paying  annually  6,800  marks  in  dues.  The  total  assets  of 
the  society  exceed  25,200  marks.  In  accordance  with  .the  charter,  it  dis- 
penses charity  generally  and  grants  loans;  3,913  marks  have  been  spent 
in  the  carrying  out  of  these  objects,  besides  1,000  marks  transmitted  to 
the  exchequer  of  an  organization  which  makes  the  protection  of  youth 
the  principal  object  of  its  labors. 

We  are  glad  to  state  the  Saxon  jurisdiction  has  continued  its  noble 
work  on  a  somewhat  larger  scale  than  heretofore,  and  that  even  in  these 
critical  times,  the  dignified  position  taken  by  the  Grand  Body  under  the 
able  leadership  of  its  veteran  Grand  Master,  must  be  praised  by  every 
member  imbued  with  the  teachings  and  principles  of  Masonic  brother- 
hood.

The  Lodge  was  founded  on  January  21,  1741,  and  organized  as  an 
Independent  Grand  Body  on  December  11,  1811.  Its  jurisdiction  includes 
one  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  (Norway),  34  constituent  Lodges,  of  which 
five  are  in  foreign  countries,  and  eight  Masonic  Circles.  It  is  sovereign 
over  2,842  brethren,  who  manage  fifty-two  Charitable  Institutions  in  the 
interest  of  the  Craft 

While  we  have  not  been  the  recipients  of  any  protocols  or  direct 
communications  from  this  jurisdiction,  we  glean  from  the  current  Masonic 
publications,  that  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Bavarian  Grand 
Lodge  was  held  on  May  If,  1901  in  Eisenach.  The  meeting  was  of  a 
most  harmonious  character  and  matters  principally  of  local  interest  were 
considered.  The  financial  exhibit  published  at  that  time  shows  the  income 
during  the  Masonic  year  as  having  amounted  to  7,090.29  marks,  while 
the  expenditures  reached  6,692.82  marks.  The  salary  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary  was  increased  from  1,200  to  1,500  marks,  and  the  essay  regarding  the 
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aims  and  purposes  of  the  Masonic  Order  as  revised  by  the  Frankfort, 
Bayreuth,  and  Hamburg  Grand  Bodies,  was,  with  some  light  changes, 
adopted  as  the  official  information  to  be  furnished  to  candidates. 

The  new  Lodge  chartered  in  Berlin  by  a  warrant  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
under  the  title  "  Fichte  zur  Selbstbeherrschung,"  was  duly  constituted  and 
set  to  work  on  April  14th,  by  M.'.  W.'.  B30.  yon  RHEiNHAfiDT,  the  solemn 
act  taking  place  in  the  presence  of  over  160  brethren.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  request  made  by  seventeen  members  of  the  Lodge  "  Galilei  zur  ewigen 
Wahrheit,"  for  a  charter  of  a  new  Lodge  under  the  name  of  "  Bluntschli 
zur  freien  Gedanken,"  was  refused  for  the  reason  that  most  of  the  would 
be  **  charter  members  "  had  only  been  Masons  for  a  short  time  and  could 
have  hardly  acquired  sufficient  Masonic  knowledge  and  experience  neces- 
sary for  the  successful  development  of  a  young  Lodge.  In  order  to 
hereafter  prevent  rash  applications  of  this  kind,  the  Executive  Committee 
passed  a  resolution  that  only  such  Master  Masons  can  become  founders 
of  a  new  Lodge,  who  have  served  their  regular  time  as  apprentices  and 
fellowcrafts,  and  who  have  worked  at  least  for  two  years  in  a  duly  and 
truly  constituted  Lodge. 

The  writer  would  feel  that  he  was  falling  short  of  his  task  if  he  failed 
to  acknowledge  the  kind  and  fraternal  services  rendered  last  fall  by  R.*. 
W.'.  Bros.  J.  S.  Bettmann  and  G.  H.  Fischer,  and  expresses  to  these 
highly  esteemed  gentlemen  his  sincere  gratitude  for  the  interest  shown  in 
his  suggestion,  which  no  doubt  will  be  carried  out  in  the  interest  and  for 
the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

The  "  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Sun "  remains  a  bulwark  of  humanistic 
Freemasonry  as  of  old,  and  its  former  activity  in  this  direction  remains 
unchanged.  Its  progress  is  healthy  and  modern  ideas  seem  to  pervade  its 
never  ceasing  work.  We  congratulate  our  Bavarian  brethren  upon  the 
success  of  their  labors  during  the  past  Masonic  year,  and  trust  that  the 
same  liberal  spirit  which  has  been  their  guiding  star  in  the  past  will  add 
new  laurels  to  the  victories  already  won,  and  incite  new  love  and  vigor 
in  the  continuance  of  their  Masonic  endeavors.

The  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge  dates  back  to  March  23,  186G, 
when  the  fc5t.  John's  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Hungary  be- 
came amalgamated.  According  to  the  latest  statistics  the  Hungarian  juris- 
diction consists  of  46  subordinate  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of  3,324 
active  brethren,  against  3,073  the  previous  year. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  for  the  prompt  receipt 
of  the  various  numbers  of  its  official  organ,  issued  every  month  under  the 
title  of  '*  Orient "  in  German,  and  **  Kelet "  in  Hungarian.  It  contains 
such  a  thorough  account  of  all  the  important  events  that  have  taken  place 
both  at  home  and  abroad  that  its  arrival  is  always  looked  for  w^ith  more 
than  ordinary  interest. 

We  have  also  received  the  reports  of  the  Annual  Session  of  the 
Hungarian  Grand  Lodge,  containing  the  accounts  of  1900  and  the  budget 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  1901,  the  latter  being  estimated  at  42,000  kronen. 
The  combined  funds  of  all  the  subordinate  Lodges,  footed  up,  on  December 
31st,  to  316,082  kronen,  while  the  Widows'  Fund  of  the  same  showed  a 
balance  of  39,904.41  kronen.  The  total  assets  of  the  Symbolic  Grand 
Lodge  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1901,  amounted  to  528,025.14  kronen, 
a  sum  which  represents  in  figures  the  resources  and  activity  of  the  Sym- 
bolic Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  also  controls  a  General  Masonic  Fund  for  Assist- 
ance ;  this  fund  at  the  beginning  of  last  year  amounted  to  35,115.63 
kronen,  while  the  separate  Benevolent  Funds  combined,  in  possession  of 
the  individual  Lodges,  represented  the  respectable  total  of  565,848.39 
kronen. 

As  to  the  work  done  by  the  various  Lodges,  we  find  that  in  834  Com- 
munications the  First  Degree  was  conferred,  in  68  Sessions  the  Second 
Degree,  and  on  63  occasions  the  Third  Degree.  If  we  add  to  this,  556 
Conferences  and  32  Festive  Communications,  we  have  before  us  a  picture 
of  the  lively  interest  and  earnest  endeavors  demonstrated  by  our  Hun- 
garian brethren. 

The  routine  business  of  this  jurisdiction  is  managed,  as  heretofore, 
by  a  regular  Executive  Committee  under  the  title  of  **  Bundesrath,"  con- 
sisting of  the  principal  Grand  Officers  and  forty-eight  members,  regularly 
elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  meets  once  every  month,  or  once  every 
two  months  during  vacation  time,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Grand 
Master,  or,  in  his  absence,  under  one  of  his  deputies,  and  according  to 
the  records  before  us,  all  matters  coming  within  the  scope  of  its  delibera- 
tions appear  to  be  speedily  and  properly  disposed  of. 

At  the  meeting  of  March  18th,  the  request  of  twelve  Master  Masons, 
seconded  by  Deputy  Grand  Master  Martonffy,  for  a  dispensation  to 
constitute  a  new  Lodge  in  the  Orient  Fiume,  was  favorably  acted  upon. 
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and  the  new  Lodge  "  Sirius,"  with  the  motto  "  Per  aspera  ad  astra," 
subject  to  the  official  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  issuance  of  a 
charter  by  the  same,  temporarily  organized.  From  an  inquiry  made  by 
Honorary  Grand  Master,  Bbo.  Marc£L  Neuschlosz,  we  note  that  in 
this  jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  such,  gets  information  about  every- 
body proposed  for  membership.  This  is  done  by  communicating  the 
names  of  candidates  to  all  Lodges,  and  also  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Masters 
obtaining  proper  references  of  those  desiring  to  join  the  Hungarian  Lodge. 

The  Budapest  Lodge  **  E6tv6s  "  having  decided  to  offer  a  prize  for  the 
best  composition  treating  upon  the  essence,  aims  and  practice  of  Free- 
masonry, to  serve  in  instructing  the  profane  in  the  cult — such  treatise 
to  be  of  high  literary  merit  and  couched  in  attractive  language — asks  the 
**  Bundesrath  "  for  its  approval,  with  the  understanding,  that  the  latter 
shall  have  absolute  control  of  the  book  to  become  its  property.  After 
a  short  discussion,  the  consent  of  the  "  Bundesrath "  was  cheerfully 
granted  and  the  readiness  of  the  Budapest  brethren  to  diffuse  Masonic 
light  acknowledged  in  proper  manner. 

Regarding  the  selection  of  the  judges,  the  publication  and  propagation 
of  the  treatise,  special  regulations  will  be  promulgated  in  due  course. 

In  order  to  strengthen  the  Building  Fund  of  the  Symbolic  Grand 
Lodge,  agreeably  with  the  resolution  passed  by  the  general  assembly  at  its 
meeting  on  March  25th,  it  was  decreed  that  every  member  joining  a  Lodge 
in  Budapest,  should  pay  twenty  kronen,  and  those  becoming  members  of 
other  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  should  pay  five  kronen,  toward  such 
fund,  an  Initiation  Fee  which  under  no  circumstances  could  be  remitted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick  asked  for  recognition  and  ex- 
change of  mutual  representatives,  and  the  question  was  referred  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  necessary  information,  before  complying  with  the 
request.  The  same  action  was  taken  regarding  the  "  Grand  Orient  of 
North  America"  (V*)  who  had  sent  a  manifesto  explaining  its  Masonic 
principles. 

The  distribution  of  "  free  bread,"  referred  to  in  our  previous  report 
(edition  of  1901,  page  158),  started  last  winter,  was  temporarily  sus- 
pended with  the  beginning  of  the  warmer  season,  on  May  4th.  The 
interesting  statistics  of  this  modern  Masonic  Charity  show  that  altogether 
1,341,553  loaves  of  bread  were  given  away ;  that  the  largest  consumption 
occurred  on  February  13th,  17,080  persons  having  applied  to  satisfy  their 
want  and  hunger,  and  that  the  smallest  request  was  made  on  May  3,  when 
only  2,88G  pieces  of  bread  were  handed  out  to  a  like  number  of  applicants. 
A  daily  average  of  9,722  people  enjoyed  the  liberality  of  the  kind-hearted 
Masons  who  very  appropriately  call  themselves  "  Die  alten  Getreuen." 

The  usefulness  of  this  new  departure  having  thus  been  demonstrated 
beyond  a  doubt,  the  same  work  was  taken  up  again  in  the  middle  of 
November  when,  on  a  larger  scale,  five  so-called  **  bread  depots  "  were 
opened  in  as  many  sections  of  the  City  of  Budapest,  eKpecially  in  such 
quarters,  where,  according  to  the  class  of  population,  the  demand  was 
naturally  greater  than  in  others;  but  our  charitable  brethren  in  the 
Hungarian  capital  extended  their  work  still  further.     The  members  of 

♦  We  are  not  aware  that  a  regular  Mas^onic  Grand  Body  under  that  title  \e  in  existence. 
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the  Lodge  "  Minerva/'  concluding  that  plain  bread  was  not  a  satisfactory 
nourishment  for  small  children,  resolved  to  and  did  create  a  so-called 
**  Free  Milk  Institution/'  where  2,500  children  could  during  the  winter 
months,  get  a  pint  of  warm  milk  and  a  roll.  The  venture  being  a  new  one, 
the  Council  of  Administration  was  asked  for  assistance  and  cheerfully 
contributed  100  kronen  to  further  the  carrying  out  of  this  beneficent  pro- 
ject. 

Xos.  6  and  7  of  the  "  Orient "  mention  the  receipt  of  a  fraternal 
communication  from  the  New  York  representative  of  the  Hungarian 
Grand  Lodge,  R.'.  W.'.  Leopold  Loewy,  containing  his  report  of  the 
session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  of  last  May,  also  the  receipt  of  the  printed 
transactions  forwarded  from  the  office  of  our  Grand  Secretary. 

A  circular  letter  (issued  under  date  of  October  3d)  addressed  to  all 
the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  issued  by  the  Grand  Body  at  the  time  of 
the  resumption  of  the  work  after  vacation,  deserves  special  mention. 
With  a  fraternal  greeting  it  admonishes  the  brethren  never  to  lose  sight 
of  the  important  task  that  all  true  Masons  should  perform,  in  taking 
up  the  working  tools,  the  brethren  should  lift  their  hearts  to  the  Great 
Architect  of  the  universe,  originator  of  the  eternal  light,  and  make  their 
labors  worthy  of  the  great  aims  which  He  has  set  out  for  humanity.  As 
unity  was  the  fundamental  factor  to  accomplish  great  things,  fraternal 
concord  must  prevail  everywhere  and  members  of  the  Craft  must  use  their 
best  efforts  to  re-establish  social  peace  as  soon  as  possible.  Nothing  was 
ever  more  detrimental  to  society  at  large  than  the  formation  of  various 
groups  antagonizing  each  other,  discord  in  international  affairs,  and  the 
disturbances  between  the  various  religious  creeds.  As  there  is  one  heaven 
above  us  all,  one  destiny  deciding  our  fate,  it  is  necessary  to  unite  in 
brotherly  love,  in  uniform  action,  in  mutual  understanding,  and  patriotic 
sentiments.  The  future  of  humanity  is  in  the  hands  of  our  youth ;  there- 
fore let  us  consider  in  loving  thoughts  the  question  of  the  education  of  our 
children.  Education  and  instruction,  however,  are  two  different  things; 
while  erudition  should  lead  the  reasoning  powers  and  promote  spiritual 
perfection,  education  should  ennoble  the  heart,  refine  the  feelings, 
strengthen  the  character,  and  add  to  the  perfection  of  our  own  self.  For 
these  reasons  we  should  keep  an  eye  upon  our  schools,  and  co-operate  with 
all  to  implant  the  noble  ideas  of  philanthropy  in  the  hearts  of  the  genera- 
tions that  are  bound  to  follow  us.  In  this  connection  it  is  within  the 
province  of  Masonic  labor  to  try  to  rescue  children  who  through  evil 
influences,  or  naturally  bad  qualities,  have  gone  astray,  and  endeavor  to 
save  them  from  the  consequences  of  their  evil  instincts,  and  reform  them 
again  into  useful  members  of  the  human  family. 

As  some  of  the  Lodges  have  already  taken  up  repeatedly  the  question 
of  political  economy,  the  subject  of  emigration  appeared  to  be  one  entitled 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Craft.  If  true,  that  misery  at  home  would 
tend  to  drive  people  abroad  in  the  hope  of  securing  better  and  more 
favorable  conditions,  emigration  is  a  great  evil,  and  a  fatal  danger  for  the 
country ;  especially  dangerous  if  the  small  farmer  could  not  retain  his 
foothold  on  the  same  soil  his  forefathers  were  buried  in,  and  was  not  in 
the  position  to  acquire  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow,  sufficient  ground  upon 
which  to  build  a  home  and  sustain  his  family,  but  become  compelled  to 
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turn  his  eyes  toward  a  foreign  country  likely  to  give  him  what  was  denied 
at  home. 

Referring  to  the  "  Social  Programme  "  as  laid  down  in  the  pamphlet 
of  the  Lodge  "  LasI6  Kiraly,"  *'  what  directions  and  regulations  are- 
necessary  and  effective  in  order  to  transform  the  Hungarian  social  life 
in  accordance  with  Masonic  principles  and  ideas/'  it  was  recommended 
that  pamphlets  upon  this  subject  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  ways  and  means  to  put  this  programme,  by  the 
exchange  of  mutual  views,  through  the  press  and  otherwise.  A  rich  field 
of  labor  thus  appeared  for  every  craftsman,  and  Masters  of  the  Lodge 
would  have  no  difficulty  in  drawing  their  designs  upon  the  trestle  board. 
May  wisdom  guide  our  hand,  strength  lead  us,  beauty  adorn  us ;  come  and 
let  us  work !  "  That  such  a  pathetic  appeal  to  the  brethren  could  not 
fail  to  stir  up  the  best  energies  of  every  brother,  will  surely  be  admitted. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Losoncz  having  requested  that  the  fund  of 
1,000  florins,  created  by  the  former  Lodge  "  Phoenix  "  for  a  city  hospital 
building,  which  sum  had  meanwhile  -by  interest  additions  increased  to 
3,(>13.(>2  kronen,  be  contributed  towards  the  expenses  of  erecting  and  fur- 
nishing a  hospital,  the  Council  of  Administration  granted  the  request  and 
decided  to  raise  the  amount  up  to  4,000  kronen  for  the  purpose  mentioned, 
provided  that  the  establishment  be  designated  as  a  foundation  of  the 
Losoncz  Lodge  "  Phoenix  "  and  Hungarian  Freemasonry. 

Of  the  many  festive  reunions  which  aroused  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
Fraternity  at  large,  the  celebration  of  the  eightieth  birthday  of  M.\  W.'. 
Geo.  von  Joannovics  is  entitled  to  first  mention.  A  solemn  Communica- 
tion of  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  had  been  called  for  this  occasion,  and 
on  November  30,  1901,  at  half-past  seven  o'clock  p.m..  Deputy  Grand 
Master  Bro.  B.  von  Katona  called  the  meeting  to  order,  addressing  the 
brethren,  after  a  ritualistic  opening,  upon  the  charms  of  P^'reemasonry, 
praising  the  head  of  the  Hungarian  Craft  and  congratulating  him  upon 
the  auspicious  occasion  which  had  brought  the  brethren  together  on  that 
day.  In  concluding,  he  prayed  that  the  Great  Architect  of  the  universe 
might  perserve  their  patriarch,  their  illustrious  column,  the  pride  of 
their  hearts,  for  many  years  to  come — inviting  the  octogenarian  to  take 
place  among  his  children  and  disciples,  and  knowing  bis  modesty  he  asked 
his  pardon,  if  the  Craft  celebrated  in  him  wisdom,  strength  and  beauty  of 
the  Royal  Art.  The  Masonic  choir  followed  with  some  musical  recitations, 
whereupon  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  Moritz  Mezei,  delivered  an  official 
and  congratulatory  address  in  which  he  explained  the  true  sentiments  that 
moved  the  assembled  brethren. 

The  birthday  present  of  the  Grand  rx)dge,  nn  album  containing  the 
signatures  of  all  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  presented  by  Deputy 
Grand  Master  Bro.  Martin  von  Martonffy,  who  also  read  the  preface 
contained  therein,  describing  in  detail  the  truly  Masonic  character  of  the 
man  whose  past  life  had  proven  a  credit  to  himself  and  an  honor  to  the 
Fraternity.  Bro.  Geo.  von  Joannovics  responded  in  well-set  language, 
referring  at  first  to  the  loss  he  had  lately  suffered  through  the  death  of  his 
wife,  and  acknowledged  the  sympathy  addressed  to  him  on  this  occasion. 
He  then  acknowledged  the  many  compliments  that  had  been  paid  to  him 
on    that    day,    and    expressed    the    hope    that    the    wishes    which    had 
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been  extended  might  be  fulfilled  so  that  he  could  continue  to  live  up 
to  his  duties,  sound  in  body  and  sound  in  mind.  Modest  as  he  always 
had  been,  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Grand  Master  that  he  should  not  have 
been  made  the  central  fissure  of  this  celebration.  Upon  his  personal 
request,  the  Grand  Librarian,  Bbo.  Koltai,  delivered  an  eloquent  oration 
upon  that  stalwart  Freemason,  Fbanz  von  Kazinczt,  commemorating 
the  centennial  of  his  delivery  from  prison,  which  occurred  in  1801.  As  is 
well  known,  Beo.  Kazinczy  was  condemned  to  death  in  1794,  upon  the 
allegation  of  having  participated  in  the  conspiracy  of  Martinovics ;  he  was, 
however,  afterwards  pardoned  and  sent  to  prison  for  life ;  later  his  friends 
and  brethren  succeeded  in  getting  his  full  discharge,  after  seven  years 
detention. 

The  recital  of  some  appropriate  ode  and  Masonic  hymn  brought  this 
memorable  celebration  to  a  close — ^a  well  deserved  compliment  to  a  highly 
deserving  brother  Mason. 

Another  Masonic  jubilee  took  place  on  December  5,  1901,  in  the  cele- 
bration of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  active  Masonic  career  of 
Deputy  Grand  Master  Bro.  Adolph  Schebmann,  an  event  which  was 
made  memorable  by  a  solemn  Communication  on  December  lOth,  of  the 
Lodge  "  Galilei "  which,  on  the  same  day,  celebrated  its  30th  year  of 
foundation.  In  addition  to  the  Council  of  Administration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  which  participated  in  honoring  one  of  its  prominent  members, 
there  were  delegations  from  the  principal  Lodges  of  the  Hungarian  capital, 
and,  in  accordance  with  the  usages  of  the  Lodge,  the  presiding  Deputy 
Master  Bro.  IIalmi  decorated  Bro.  Screbmanx  with  a  jewel  that  is 
bestowed  upon  all  brethren  who  have  served  faithfully  for  twenty-five 
years  in  the  Craft.  In  a  congratulatory  address.  Deputy  Grand  Master 
Bro.  B.  von  Katona  pointed  out  the  most  prominent  events,  in  the 
history  of  the  Hungarian  Grand  Lodge,  in  which  his  colleague  had  shown 
his  ability  and  energy,  expressing  the  wish  that  Bro.  Schermann  might 
for  many  years  more  retain  his  youthful  vigor  and  continue  in  his  unselfish 
work  of  our  ideal  purposes.  After  the  various  delegations  had  expressed 
similar  sentiments,  Bro.  Schermann  replied,  expressing  his  appreciation 
of  the  compliment  paid  to  him,  adding  that  it  would  be  his  aim,  as  long  as 
he  lived,  to  continue  to  serve  his  Lodge  and  the  Craft  to  the  best  of  his 
abilities.  The  ceremonies  were  followed  by  a  banquet  which  united  the 
brethren  present,  bringing  to  a  close  a  true  holiday  of  Hungarian  Free- 
masonry. 

Another  prominent  member  of  this  jurisdiction  was  shown  extraordinary' 
honors  on  account  of  his  seventieth  birthday,  a  brother  whose  name  is  well- 
known  far  beyond  the  limits  of  his  native  country,  and  wherever  known  is 
synonymous  with  everything  upriglit,  just,  kind,  and  straightforward, 
and  we  hardly  err  in  the  assertion  that  the  celebrated  lawyer  and  pleader, 
Bro.  Max  Neuda,  of  Vienna,  is  fully  entitled  to  all  the  honor  shown  him 
by  his  brethren  upon  reaching  the  biblical  age  of  three  score  and  ten.  A 
Festive  Communication  had  been  arranged  by  the  Viennese  brethren  on  the 
following  day,  May  19th,  in  the  Temple  of  the  Lodge  "  Humanitas,"  and 
almost  three  hundred  brethren  came  to  testify  to  their  esteem  of  the  prom- 
inent barrister.  The  Hungarian  Grand  Lodge  was  represented  by  Deputy 
Grand  Master  Bro.  Schermann,  and  Grand  Secretary  Bro.  Fekete  had 
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sent  an  official  address  with  its  congratulations,  while  the  Grand  Master 
himself  had  written  a  personal  letter  expressing  his  fraternal  sentiments 
on  this  occasion.  All  the  so-called  "  Frontier-Lodges  "  (of«  Pressburg) 
were  fully  represented,  and  while  the  Lodge  ''  Zukunft,"  through  itti 
Master,  Bbo.  Donat  Ziffebeb,  presented  Bbo.  Neuda  with  an  artistically 
executed  address,  Bbo.  Dr.  Jacob  Engel,  of  the  Lodge  "  Schiller,"  gave  a 
short  review  of  Bbo.  Neuda's  Masonic  career,  picturing  him  as  one  of  the 
most  glorious  figures  of  the  Masonic  firmament,  and  one  of  the  most 
resplendent  members  of  the  Masonic  chain  which  circled  the  globe.  In 
calling  him  a  King  of  the  Royal  Art,  he  closed  his  remarks  stating  that 
as  long  as  hearts  of  Masons  would  beat  in  their  fatherland,  the  honored 
name  of  Max  Neuda  would  always  be  spoken  of  with  unbounded  love  and 
reverence. 

A  medal  cast  in  commemoration  of  the  day  was  presented  by  W.'.  Bbo. 
Wahmholz,  the  presiding  Master  of  the  Lodge  "  Humanitas,"  in  the  name 
of  all  the  Vienna-Pressburg  Lodges,  and  the  individual  congratulations 
convinced  the  septuagenarian  that  his  personality  had  really  found  a  safe 
place  in  the  hearts  of  his  many  admirers.  In  the  afternoon  a  banquet 
under  the  auspices  of  the  *'  Zukunf  t "  Lodge  took  place  in  "  Sacher 
Garden,"  in  the  prater,  in  which  nearly  four  hundred  brethren  and  sisters 
participated.  Many  toasts  were  given,  especially  to  the  Emperor,  Bbo. 
Neuda,  and  the  ladies,  and  the  whole  affair  wound  up  with  such  hilarity 
that  the  younger  element  proposed  some  informal  dancing,  which  to  the 
great  pleasure  of  everyone  present  Bbo.  Neuda  took  part  in. 

It  is  evident  that  the  work  within  the  Hungarian  Craft  has  not 
changed.  It  has  continued  in  the  well-trodden  path  that  has  proved  to  be 
the  right  one  in  the  past,  and  it  has  been  striving  ahead  on  the  modem 
lines  of  Masonic  activity.  While  we  regret  to  say  that  the  conditions 
for  Freemasonry  in  Austria  are  still  unfavorable,  liberal-minded  Hungary 
is  making  the  best  of  all  impediments  put  in  the  way  to  further  the 
extension  of  the  Masonic  sphere,  and  we  trust  that  its  efforts  for  new 
recognition  of  the  order  within  the  territory  of  the  Austrian  monarchy 
will  ultimately  succeed.  In  this  direction  our  sister  Grand  Lodge  has 
our  best  wishes,  as  it  is  entitled  to  high  esteem  for  what  it  has  accom- 
plished in  the  quarries  of  Masonry.

The  Swiss  Grand  Body  was  founded  on  June  12,  1814.  Its  Head- 
quarters remain  at  Neuchatel,  as  heretofore,  and,  according  to  the  latest 
reports  published,  the  number  of  Lodges,  thirty-two,  with  a  total  member- 
ship of  3,424  brethren,  has  not  varied  (December  31,  1900). 

We  have  been  favored,  as  in  previous  years,  by  the  receipt  of  the  offi- 
cial publication  of  this  jurisdiction,  printed  both  in  French  and  German, 
under  the  titles  of  "  Alpina,  Organe  Central  de  L' Union  des  Loges  Suisses," 
and  "  Centralorgan  des  Schweizerischen  Logenbundes,"  respectively. 

We  acknowledge,  with  special  thanks,  Kos.  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  these 
records,  which  furnish  a  good  illustration  of  the  Masonic  activity  displayed 
within  the  limits  of  our  sister  republic. 

The  regular  Annual  Convention  of  the  Delegates  of  the  Swiss  Gi*and 
Body  took  place  on  June  22, 1901,  in  the  Temple  of  the  '*  Hope  "  Lodge,  in 
Berne,  M.*.  W.\  Bro.  Ed.  Quartier-La-Tente,  presiding  over  an  as- 
sembly of  eighty-eight  voting  members,  fourteen  members  of  the  Council 
of  Administration,  twenty-two  Masters  of  various  Lodges,  and  fifty-two 
delegates.  After  the  opening  of  the  session  in  ample  form  and  the  pre- 
siding officer  had  welcomed  the  brethren  who  had  responded  to  his  call, 
the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1900  was  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
approved.  The  accounts  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  were  also  found  in  order, 
and  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  tendered  to  him  for  his  arduous  work. 

The  motion  to  increase  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Council  of  Ad- 
ministration so  as  to  give  various  portions  of  the  country  a  more  equal 
representation  in  this  Board,  was  discussed  from  various  sides,  but  it  was 
found  more  practicable  to  adhere  to  the  status  quo,  which  was  finally 
retained. 

The  issue  of  a  new  membership  list  of  the  "  Alpina  "  was  next  taken 
up,  and  the  various  opinions  pro  and  con  ventilated.  This  official  list 
having  been  misused  in  the  past,  a  certain  opposition  had  developed  against 
its  publication,  but  the  assembly  showed  their  confidence  in  the  wisdom 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  by  leaving  them  to  act  as  they  saw  fit. 

A  rather  important  question — one  which  had  already  previously  arisen— 
was  brought  up  by  the  Bale  Lodge  '*  Zur  Freundschaft  and  Bestandigkeit,*' 
in  their  letter  of  November  12,  1900,  to  the  Council  of  Administration, 
to  consider  whether  the  sending  of  the  official  publication  **  Alpina  "  to 
the  Odd  Fellows  in  Switzerland  was  not  in  conflict  with  the  obligation 
of  the  members  of  the  Craft  to  maintain  absolute  secrecy  regarding  all 
matters  treated  within  the  Masonic  Lodges.  The  Council,  not  desiring  the 
responsibility  of  finally  deciding  by  themselves  a  point  which  might  ofiFend 
another  fraternal  order  with  which  the  Masonic  Fraternity  had  always 
entertained  friendly  relations,  had  simply  temporarily  inhibited  the  send- 
ing of  its  publication  to  the  Odd  Fellows- Lodges,  leaving  it  to  the  plenum 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  decide  the  question.  In  support  of  the  opinion  that 
it  was  permissible  to  impart  Masonic  views  to  similar  organizations,  it  was 
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stated  that  in  other  countries,  especially  the  United  States,  both  Masonic 
and  Odd  Fellows-Lodges  published  their  work  in  the  same  periodical. 
While  this  is  undoubtedly  true — as  for  instance,  the  New  York  "  Flihrer  " 
prints  on  its  first  pages  the  reports  of  the  German  Masonic  Lodges  and 
further  on  the  minutes  of  the  German  Odd  Fellows-Lodges — this  could 
hardly  be  used  as  a  good  argument,  because  the  true  reason  for  this  strange 
combination  is  only  a  practical  one— in  other  words,  it  would  not  pay  to 
publish  a  separate  Masonic  German  periodical  owing  to  the  lack  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  subscribers. 

The  motion  of  the  Bftle  Lodge  asking  the  Council  of  Administration 
to  again  consider  the  permissibility  of  receiving  regular  communications 
on  Masonic  topics  on  the  part  of  non-Masonic  corporations,  and  to  sug- 
gest how  the  continuance  of  this  practice  could  be  harmonized  with  the 
Masonic  vow,  and  that  no  Masonic  publication  should  meanwhile  be  fur- 
nished to  outsiders,  was  finally  carried. 

The  position  taken  by  the  Swiss  brethren  appears  undoubtedly  correct — 
that  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  Masonic  oath  in  plain  language  would 
only  read  "  Masonic  information  for  Masons  only."    ' 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Masonic  Bureau  of  Information 
showed  that  during  the  last  year  four  children  were  placed  with  families, 
and  seven  in  boarding  schools;  moreover,  the  health  of  twelve  others  was 
greatly  improved  by  placing  them  in  so-called  "  vacation  colonies,"  where 
they  also  had  the  opportunity  of  perfecting  their  knowledge  of  the  German 
and  French  languages.  This  report  was  received  with  great  satisfaction, 
the  more  so  as  it  also  brought  out  the  fact  that  six  clerks  and  two  appreji- 
tices  had  been  furnished  with  adequate  positions. 

The  report  of  the  Central  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  "  Alpina  "  showed  a 
total  capital  of  104,049.05  francs,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  first 
charitable  act  consummated  by  this  worthy  Masonic  institution  was  for 
the  benefit  of  a  widowed  lady  eighty-four  years  of  age,  in  St.  Louis,  Mis- 
souri, whose  husband  was  a  member  of  a  now  extinct  Lodge  in  Orb.  The 
Swiss  Council  having  brought  the  condition  of  this  deserving  lady  to  the 
attention  of  the  Swiss  Grand  Body,  a  collection  was  immediately  taken  up 
amongst  the  Lodges  of  the  "  Waadtland,"  and  the  amount  realized  trans- 
mitted to  the  United  States.  At  the  same  time,  a  similar  amount  was 
voted  from  the  Central  Benevolent  Fund  to  further  ameliorate  the  condi- 
tion of  the  poor  widow. 

Concerning  its  foreign  relations,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  the  Grand  Lodge  decides  to  exchange  mutual  representa- 
tives: 

(a)  With  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia. 

(()  With  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tasmania  (Australia). 

(c)  With  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil. 

(<2)  With  the  United  Grand  Orient  of  Lusitania  at  Lisbon. 

The  request  for  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Rica  was  not  granted,  the  brethren  desiring  more  definite  information  re- 
garding its  status. 

In  regard  to  the  international  office  for  the  furtherance  of  Masonic 
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relations  (a  movement  which  had  been  taken  np  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Swiss  Grand  Body),  the  Council  of  Administratio^jr  reported  progress: 
the  following  circular  letter  was  read,  at  the  Annual  Communication,  and 
a  copy  of  the  same  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodges  with  which  correspondence 
had  been  previously  exchanged  upon  this  matter: 

Neuchatel  {Switzerland),  June  26,  1901 
To  THE  Masqxic  Grand  Lodges. 

Worthy  and  beloved  Brethren:  We  have  the  honor  to  give  you  here^ 
with  the  results  up  to  the  present  of  our  steps  for  the  establishment  of 
an  Intei-national  Office  for  the  furtherance  of  Masonic  relations. 

We  are  still  in  correspondence  with  a  great  number  of  Grand  Lodges 
which  have  informed  us  that  before  the  end  of  the  year  1901  they  could 
not  give  us  any  answer  on  the  above  mentioned  subject,  and  in  con- 
sequence of  this  we  have  postponed  the  question  of  the  planned  Inter- 
national Congrress  until  next  year. 

We  beg  you  to  take  notice  of  the  following  communication,  and  we 
send  you,  worthy  and  beloved  Brethren,  our  brotherly  greetings.

Assembly  of  Delegates  of  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina 
at  Berne,  June  22  and  23,  1901. 

Report  of  the  Directors  on  the  steps  taken  for  the  establishment  of  an 
International  Office  for  the  furtherance  of  Masonic  relations. 

Worthy  and  beloved  Brethren:  In  the  annual  report  that  we  had  the 
honor  to  present  to  you  in  to-day's  meeting  mention  was  made  of  the 
decision  taken  by  the  International  Congress  of  Masons  in  Paris  in 
September,  1900,  for  the  establishment  of  an  International  Office  for  the 
Furtherance  of  Masonic  Relations.  We  further  reported  to  you  that  the 
Administrative  Officers  of  the  Alpina  resolved  at  their  meeting  of  Novem- 
ber 17,  1900,  to  accept  the  confidential  mission  offered  to  the  Swiss  Grand 
Lodge  Alpina  by  the  assembled  Masonic  bodies  in  Paris. 

The  resolutions  of  the  Administrative  Officials  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  Directors  of  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  receive  the  com- 
mission to  correspond  by  circular  with  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
world,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  their  assent  to  the  establishment 
in  Switzerland  of  an  International  Office  for  the  Furtherance  of  Masonic 
Relations. 

2.  After  receipt  of  the  answers  the  directors  will  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Administrative  Officials  to  examine  the  question  of  convoking  an  Inter- 
national Congress  of  all  the  assenting  Grand  Lodges,  and  perchance  make 
a  programme  for  the  Congress. 
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3.  For  the  cost  of  this  preliminary  work  a  special  account  shall  be 
opened  with  the  administration  of  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina. 

To  achieve  the  purpose  of  these  resolutions  the  worthy  Grand  Master 
has  made  a  report  on  the  question  of  the  establishment  of  an  International 
Office  for  the  Furtherance  of  Masonic  Relations,  as  well'  as  preparing 
a  circular  which  has  been  forwarded  to  all  Masonic  Grand  Lodges.  The 
Lodges  as  well  as  the  Deputies  have  received  a  copy,  and  the  contents  of 
same  is  known  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Alpina,  therefore,  in  consideration  of 
the  little  time  at  our  disposal,  we  can  dispense  wnth  the  reading  of  the 
same. 

The  report  and  circular,  printed  in  French,  German,  and  English,  were 
mailed  to  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  world  on  December  31,  1900. 

Since  then  we  haye  received  enthusiastic  affirmative  replies  from  the 
following  Grand  Lodges:

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The  decision  of  those  Grand  Lodges  with  which  we  are  still  in  corre- 
spondence and  to  which  we  are  giving  further  required  information  can- 
not be  expected  before  the  end  of  this  year.  We  hope  and  trust  that  the 
necessary  explanations  given  will  produce  a  brotherly  tie  which  will 
accomplish  significant  service  to  the  Masonry  of  the  world. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  directors  should  carry  out  the  work  further, 
and  that  for  this  year  there  can  be  no  question  of  calling  a  Congress,  or  of 
opening,  the  future  International  Office  for  the  Furtherance  of  Masonic 
Relations. 

At  the  yearly  meeting  held  in  Orient  in  Berne  on  June  22  and  23,  1901, 
the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  resolved  to  agree  to  the  motion  of  the 
Directors  concerning  the  establishment  of  an  International  Office  for  the 
Furtherance  of  Masonic  Relations.  The  Lodge  requests  the  Directors  to 
carry  on  the  work  with  perseverance  and  agrees  to  the  resolution  to  post- 
pone the  calling  of  a  Congress  of  the  assenting  Grand  Lodges  for  the 
year  1902 — to  the  month  of  December,  1901.

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The  Grand  Lodge  approved  the  motion  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
postpone  to  the  year  1902,  instead  of  December,  1901,  the  calling  of  a  Con- 
gress of  the  assenting  Grand  J^udges,  and  meanwhile  to  carry  on  the  work 
witli  perseverance. 

After  the 'annual  contribution  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  each  nkcraber 
had  been  fixed  to  three  and  one-half  francs  (70  cents),  and  the  minor  busi- 
ness routine  disposed  of,  a  collection  for  the  benefit  of  the  Central  Benev- 
olent Fund  was  made,  and  it  yielded  2,375  francs  for  this  noble  charity,  the 
meeting  was  then  declared  adjourned  until  the  following  day  at  balf-pa:?t 
ten  A.M. 

The  second  day's  work  started  promptly  as  laid  out,  and  the  solemn 
Communication  of  the  "  Alpina  "  was  attended  by  the  representatives  of 
many  foreign  Grand  Bodies  and  about  400  members  of  the  Swiss  Craft. 
The  session  having  been  opened  in  ample  form  by  the  Grand  Master,  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  by  the  Grand  Secrctaiy  and  ap- 
proved, without  amendment.  Bbo.  Quabtier-La-Tente  then  addresst^d 
the  brethren  in  a  lengthy  discourse  upon  the  conditions  of  the  Swiss  Free- 
masonry, which  he  had  studied  since  his  election  to  the  highest  place  in 
the  gift  of  the  Fraternity.  While  he  was  highly  encouraged  by  what  he 
had  seen,  and  fully  approved  of  what  he  had  heard  during  his  visits  to  the 
Ala  sonic  Temples,  he  nevertheless  admitted  that  Freemasonry  had  not  us 
}'et  attained  the  highest  pinnacle  of  perfection,  and  that  the  work  is  by 
no  means  finished.  The  time  was  not  ripe  to  lay  aside  square  and  compass; 
on  the  contrary,  it  was  necessary  to  work  and  erect  honics  for  a  better 
human  society.  He  further  explained  that  the  work  to  be  done  a  ad  the 
results  to  be  accomplished  by  the  "  Alpina  "  could  be  comprised  in  the  two 
following  questions: 

1.  What  must  she  acquire? 

2.  What  must  she  accomplish? 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  he  insisted  that  only  the  best  matcriai 
should  be  received  into  the  Order,  to  be  formed  into  strong  and  powerful 
Lodges,  which  latter  could  not  fail  to  produce  a  great  and  potent  Grand 
Lodge.  The  concentration  of  universal  Freemasonry  had  commenced  with 
the  new  century,  and  a  great  development  of  all  humanitarian  efforts  would 
necessarily  follow.  The  time  would  come  when  all  nations,  and  still  more, 
the  Freemasons  of  the  whole  world  would  form  a  holy  Fraternity  and 
stretch  forth  their  hands  to  each  other,  acknowledging  the  brotherhood 
of  man. 

To  the  second  question  he  explained  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Masons 
to  extend  their  work  of  light  into  the  social,  national,  and  family  life.  It 
was  not  only  our  duty  to  diminish  poverty  and  lessen  misery  by  material 
help,  but  also  to  set  an  example  of  diligence,  honesty,  and  morality.  At 
the  same  time,  we  ought  to  be  the  defenders  of  moral  liberty  and  proclaim, 
without  fear,  the  principles  of  tolerance  and  banish  all  prejudice  and  super- 
stition. He  finally  admonished  the  brethren  that  it  was  necessary  to  show 
the  outside  world  that  the  Masonic  Order  was  entitled  to  love  and  respect, 
and  requested  their  co-operation  in  the  work  that  would  be  blessed 
by  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  received  with  unanimous  and  de- 
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serving  applause.  The  Grand  Lecturer,  Bbo.  Borsl,  followed,  and  after 
he  had  asked  the  indulgence  of  the  brethren  for  continuing  to  discuss  Free- 
masonry, he  insisted  that  the  moral  perfection  of  the  human  being  was  not 
the  exclusive  task  of  Masonry.  The  rituals  and  symbols  were  important, 
and  we  should  not  under-estimate  their  value.  The  social  side  of  our  Com- 
munications had  Also  some  attractions  which  should  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration. The  Masonic  Lodge  was  not  a  place  for  recreation,  but  a  work- 
room, a  school  for  the  various  conditions  of  life.  Rituals  and  symbols  lose 
their  importance  if  we  do  not  use  them  and  let  them  speak  to  our  con- 
science. Masonic  ideas  must  not  be  restricted  to  the  narrow  limits  of  our 
Temple ;  they  ought  to  be  carried  outside  into  the  practical  sphere  of  our 
every-day  life.  "  Work,  Swiss  brethren,"  he  said,  in  closing,  "  with  new 
courage  and  fresh  vigor;  work  both  in  the  Lodge-room  and  outside  in  cur 
profane  existence,  so  that  more  light,  more  justice,  more  brotherly  love  pre- 
vail and  we  rise  to  such  illumination  as  is  resplendent  with  true  humanity." 
The  address  was  listened  to  by  an  appreciative  assemblage,  and  after  the 
usual  charitable  remembrance  for  the  poor  and  needy,  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  closed  in  accordance  with  the  ritual. 

The  routine  business  of  the  "  Alpina  "  was  taken  care  of  by  the  Council 
of  Administration  as  usual  at  regular  meetings  called  for  such  purpose, 
and  while  many  matters  of  only  local  character  were  disposed  of,  the  fol- 
lowing attracted  our  attention  as  touching  upon  a  subject  of  general  in- 
terest to  the  Craft: 

The  thoroughness  of  the  new  Grand  Master  in  the  performance  of  his 
official  duties  is  best  characterized  by  a  cicular  letter  sent  by  him  to  the 
Deputy  Masters  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  asking  them  to  answer  the 
following  important  questions  for  his  information  as  to  what  activity  pre- 
vailed in  the  various  Masonic  homes  under  his  supervision : 

1.  The  principal  aim  of  Freemasonry  being  the  moral  perfection  of  man- 
kind, what  means  are  employed  in  your  Lodge  to  attain  this  result  with 
your  members? 

2.  As  one  of  the  purposes  of  Freemasonry  is  the  mental  development 
of  its  members,  what  special  methods  are  you  employing  in  this  direction? 

3.  The  propagation  of  the  noble  principle  of  tolerance  being  essential  to 
Masonic  work,  how  and  by  what  means  does  your  Lodge  cope  with  this 
problem? 

4.  Freemasonry  tries  to  improve  the  condition  of  mankind  morally, 
spiritually,  and  socially;  there  can,  therefore,  be  no  doubt  that  your 
brethren  are  engaged  in  charitable  work.    Will  you  kindly  inform  me— 

(a)  Whether  you  have  a  special  charity  of  your  own,  founded  and 
Mtablished  by  your  Lodge  alone,  and,  if  so,  what  is  its  character  ? 

(6)  Whether  you  support  any  charitable  institution  exclusively,  without 
other  aFsistance? 

Seventeen  Lodges  replied  immediately,  but  we  have  no  doubt  that  also 
the  remaining  fourteen  answers  will  prove  to  the  head  of  the  Masonic 
Order  in  Switzerland  that  the  members  of  its  fold  have  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  their  Masonic  obligations. 

Begging,  under  the  cloak  of  Freemasonry,  having  become  so  extensive 
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of  hite  within  this  jurisdiction,  the  Council  of  Administration  sax/  fit  to  re- 
ins ue  its  former  rules,  to  prevent  this  almost  international  nuisance  and 
make  it  more  difficult  for  impostors  to  victimize  charitably  inclined  breth- 
ren. These  regulations,  approved  already  in  1802,  forbid  giving  to  a  travel- 
ing Mason  any  address  except  that  of  the  Master  or  Deputy  Master  of  a 
Lodge,  who  alone  are  authorized  to  grant  assistance,  ^nd  only  when  the 
applicant  can  prove  his  good  standing  in  the  Craft,  by  official  documents, 
such  as  passports  and  receipts  for  dues,  which,  however,  must  not  date  back 
more  than  one  year.  If  a  brother  desires  to  break  his  journey  at  any  other 
place,  it  is  necessary,  should  he  desire  further  assistance,  thac  he  deliver 
his  Masonic  diploma  to  the  Master  of  the  place  he  resides  in  the  iirst  day, 
who  will  forward  the  same  to  the  address  of  the  Master  of  the  town  he 
wishes  to  stop  at  next,  with  such  comments  as  the  case  justifies.  Beggars 
who  decline  to  comply  with  these  requirements  cannot  receive  any  assist- 
ance. It  is  also  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  officers  of  a  Lodge  to  warn 
the  brethren,  of  neighboring  cities,  of  suspicious  persons  who  either  do  not 
belong  to  the  Craft,  or  are  not  considered  entitled  to  fraternal  help. 

The  strict  enforcement  of  such  rules  cannot  fail  to  have  the  desired  ef- 
fect and  concentrate  the  charitable  work  of  our  Order  upon  those  entitled 
to  its  benefits. 

The  Council  of  Administration,  upon  the  motion  of  Past  Grand  Master 
Bro.  Hattsmank,  decided  to  send  a  congratulatory  letter  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  upon  the  auspicious  accession  to  the  throne  of  His 
Majesty  King  Edward  VII.,  until  lately  Grand  Master  and  Protector  of 
the  Masonic  brotherhood  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  furthermore  ex- 
tended its  sincere  wishes  to  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Connauoht, 
ae  the  successor  to  the  dignity  of  Grand  Master  of  the  English  Grand  Body. 

The  wish  was  expressed  at  the  same  time  that  His  Majesty,  in  his 
capacity  of  Past  Grand  Master,  use  his  influence  for  the  restoration  of 
peace  in  South  Africa,  both  in  the  interest  of  humanity  and  as  a  practical 
demonstration  of  Masonic  sentiments. 

The  lively  interest  in  Masonic  matters,  taken  in  all  parts  of  this  juris- 
diction, is  also  reflected  in  an  increase  of  membership,  the  following  statis- 
tics, showing  the  details  of  the  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  "  Alpina  " 
during  the  year  1900:

Proportionately  with  its  numerical  growth,  the  funds  of  the  Central 
Benevolent  Fund  have  increased  to  104,049.05  francs,  a  sum  sufficient  be- 
yond doubt  to  carry  on  the  work  for  which  it  was  organized. 

While  going  to  press  we  just  receive  the  fraternal  invitation  from  the 
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Council  of  Administration  to  participate  in  t)ie  International  Masonic  Con- 
gress which  is  to  take  place  in  Geneva  in  the  beginning  of  September,  1902, 
and  which  promises  to  attract  the  attention  of  all  free  and  accepted  Masons 
•  wheresoever  dispersed  on  the  face  of  the  globe. 

At  the  same  time  tve  are  in  receipt  of  an  esteemefi  letter  from  our 
Representative  R.*.  W.'.  Beo.  Schwyzeb,  under  date  of  January  28,  1902. 
emphasizing  the  importance  of  this  international  convention,  and  offering 
his  friendly  services  as  delegate  for  whatever  the  New  York  Grand  Lodge 
may  see  fit  to  select  him  as  its  representative  in  this  really  international 
concert  of  Masonic  powers.  We  are  indebted  for  the  excellent  resum^  of 
the  work  of  the  "  Alpina  "  which  Bro.  Schwtzeb  furnishes  us  and  have 
partly  referred  to  it  in  our  preceding  report. 

We  regret  that  our  Representative  wns  prevented  by  illness  from  at- 
tending the  Annual  Communication  of  his  Grand  Lodge  in  Berne,  but  are 
glad  that  he  has  long  since  recovered  his  previous  good  health,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  kind  lines  just  received;  we  reciprocate  most  sincerely  his 
fraternal  congratulations. 

We  have  read  with  deep  interest  the  poetic  "  New  Year's  Greetings  " 
both  in  German  and  French,  and  fuUy  agree  with  the  sentiments,  expressed 
in  such  beautiful  form. 

While  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  leadership  during  the  last  year, 
and  a  French  speaking  brother  has  succeeded  a  German  on^^  there  is  no 
change  perceptible  in  the  government  of  the  Swiss  Craft.  True,  one  Grand 
Master  has  retired  and  another  has  taken  up  the  reins  of  the  government, 
but  the  same  spirit  remains,  and  the  "  Alpina  "  has  again  added  new  laurels 
to  its  already  rich  crown  of  Masonic  achievements.  It  has  made  a  decided 
step  forward,  and  must  command,  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past,  the 
fullest  approbation  of  those  who  admire  and  battle  for  the  same  principles 
as  represented  by  that  noble  standard  of  Swiss  Freemasonry.  May  its 
efforts  be  crowned  with  the  success  they  so  richly  deserve!

The  jurisdiction  was  established  November  16,  1858.     It  comprises  1 
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Provincial  Grand  Lodge  (Odense),  2  St.  Andrew's  and  10  St.  John's 
Lodges,  also  15  Lodges  of  Instruction,  with  a  total  membership  of  4,243 
brethren. 

We  are  without  any  direct  communications  from  the  Danish  Grand  Body, 
and  have  been  unable  to  leam  indirectly  of  any  important  events  that  have 
taken  place  since  the  issue  of  our  last  year's  report.  The  conditions  then 
existing  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  and  that  of  Hamburg  remain 
unchanged,  with  the  only  difference  that  Denmark's  position  appears  more 
fortified,  the  three  Prussian  Grand  Lodges  having  taken  up  arms  in  their 
interest  and  added  the  chartering  of  the  Lodge  "  Christian  til  Palme- 
traeet "  within  the  Danish  jurisdiction  as  a  direct  grievance  to  the  list  of 
controversies  already  existing  between  them.

The  Grand  Lodge  (IX.  Province)  was  established  in  1760  from  a  St. 
John's  Lodge  founded  in  1731.  It  is  sovereign  over  four  provincial  Grand 
Lodges  (Kristianstad,  GOteborg,  LinkOping,  Karlstad),  12  St.  Andrew's 
Lodges,  and  21  St.  John's  Lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of  10,985 
brethren. 

No  transactions  are  published  from  this  Grand  Orient,  and  we  regret 
to  say  that  we  are  without  any  direct  communication  from  this  jurisdic- 
tion. Indirectly  we  have  learned  that  the  young  prince  Gustav  Adolf,  the 
oldest  son  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Crown  Prince  of  Sweden  and 
Norway  was,  upon  the  express  wish  of  King  Oscar,  initiated  on  January 
28th  as  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order,  His  Majesty  the  King  himself 
being  sponsor  for  his  grandson.  There  are  now  three  generations  of  the 
Royal  Family  represented  in  our  Fratemty. 

Sixty  Norwegian  Masons  returned  a  fraternal  visit  last  fall  to  their 
Stockholm  brethren,  and  their  presence  was  made  an  occasion  of  great 
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festivities  in  the  Masonic  Temple  on  October  5,  the  King,  the  Crown 
Prince,  and  Prince  Carl  being  present.  On  the  following  day.  His  Majesty- 
invited  the  Christiania  guests  and  others,  170  in  all,  to  luncheon  at  his 
royal  country  seat  in  Drottningholm  and  in  the  evening  a  large  banquet, 
in  the  great  hotel,  was  tendered  to  the  visitors  before  their  departure. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  Swedish  Masons  are  supporting 
twelve  so-called  **  workshops  "  for  poor  children  which  at  present  are  fre- 
quented by  about  1,500.  In  these  institutions,  children  of  parents  who  are 
employed  in  factories  are  taken  care  of  during  the  day  and  instructed  in 
various  kinds  of  work,  such  as  wood  cutting,  sewing,  tailoring,  weaving, 
shoemaking,  cabinet  and  metal  work.  The  supervision  of  the  various  de- 
partments lies  partly  in  the  hands  of  professional  teachers  and  partly  in 
those  of  well-to-do  ladies  who  take  interest  in  this  noble  work.  The  idea 
is  not  alone  to  keep  the  children  away  from  the  bad  influences  of  the 
streets,  but  to  educate  them  at  once  to  work,  and  teach  them  some  trade 
which  will  help  them  later  to  make  a  respectable  living.  According  to  the 
hours  during  which  the  work  schools  are  open,  the  children  receive  their 
lunch  or  supper  gratis  before  returning  to  their  homes.  As  soon  as  the 
pupils  have  passed  the  experimental  stage  and  are  in  a  position  to  turn 
out  real  work,  they  receive  remuneration  for  their  product,  and  the  money 
thus  earned  is  usually  put  in  savings  banks  to  their  credit.  In  spite  of  the 
outlay  for  salaries,  material,  light,  heat,  and  board,  the  average  expense 
per  child  per  year  does  not  exceed  17  kronor,  or  about  $4.25.  The  Alder- 
men of  the  City  of  Stockholm  donate  annually  20,000  kronors  to  these 
popular  schools,  which  have  been  productive  of  a  great  deal  of  good 
amongst  the  classes  they  are  intended  to  benefit.

The  Grand  Lodge  (X  Province)  was  established  May  10,  1891.  It 
consists  of  two  St.  Andre w*s  and  seven  St.  John's  Lodges.  No  protocols 
of  the  sessions  of  the  Norwegian  Grand  Body  are  published,  but  the 
printed  Masonic  Directory  under  the  title  "  Mortrikel  over  Frimurer- 
Ordenens  X  de  Provins,"  1901,  has  been  received  by  us,  with  thanks. 
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According  to  its  latest  membership  list  (June  30,  1901),  the  total  number 
of  active  Masons  amounts  to  2,993,  of  which  1J91  represent  the  Blue 
Lodges,  and  1,202  the  Higher  Degrees.  There  appears  to  be  a  slight  in- 
crease over  last  yeax*s  figures.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  founded  February  25,  1831,  and  has  absolute 
control  over  three  symbolic  degrees,  which  are  worked  in  nineteen  Blue 
Lodges.  We  have  been  favored  with  volumes  No.  3  and  No.  4,  of  the 
Bulletin  "  Grand  Orient  de  Belgique,''  published  during  the  Masonic 
year  just  past  (a.l.  5900) . 

The  general  affairs  of  the  jurisdiction  were  handled  in  four  sessions  of 
its  Grand  Body.  Its  foreign  relations  were  sustained  by  the  reciprocal 
interchange  of  representatives,  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Sweden,  Mary- 
land, Idaho,  Michigan,  Vermont,  Connecticut,  Utah,  Minnesota.  The 
friendly  relations  heretofore  existing  between  the  Grand  Bodies  of 
Mexico,  Cuba,  and  Brazil,  were  renewed  and  regulated  by  the  selection  of 
so-called  "  Garants  d'  Amitie."  Bros.  Houzeau  de  Lehate,  Maoxette, 
and  Sluys  were  appointed  a  committee  to  represent  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Belgium  during  the  International  Masonic  Congress,  which  -was  held  in 
Paris  last  year.  The  question  how  Belgian  Masons  through  legal  means 
could  secure  a  strictly  civil  (no  ecclesiastical)  interment,  was  considered 
by  a  special  committee,  and  it  was  decided  to  make  efforts  for  the  adoption 
of  a  new  law  by  the  legislature  permitting  a  brother  in  his  last  will  and 
testament  to  choose  which  form  of  burial  he  desired;  and  that  such 
declaration  should  be  of  legal  and  binding  effect. 

A  communication  under  date  of  September  25,  1900,  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Vermont  announced  the  breach  of  Masonic  intercourse  with  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  on  account  of  the  fraternal  relations  of  the 
latter  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  This  w^as  answered  by  Belgium, 
by  holding  that  by  the  constitution  of  its  Grand  Body  and  the  position  of 
the  Belgian  Grand  Orient,  it  must  defend  the  principles  of  absolute 
tolerance ;  and  therefore  was  prohibited  from  criticising  in  any  way  the 
special  views  of  French  Masons  on  any  point  touching  religious  or 
political  questions. 
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Upon  motion  of  the  Lodge  '*  Flandern  "  in  Bruges,  tlie  Grand  Lodge 
decided  to  try  and  influence  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  favor  of  the 
Boers  in  South  Africa.  A  letter  embodying  these  sentiments  declared 
that  humanity  demanded  an  end  of  the  feai*ful  war  in  the  Transvaal; 
and  proposed  that  the  differences  between  the  two  nations  be  submitted 
for  settlement  to  an  International  Court  for  Arbitration.  As  it  was 
expected,  the  English  Grand  Lodge  received  the  Belgian  proposition  un- 
favorably, taking  the  view  that  political  questions  of  this  kind  should 
not  be  discussed  between  Masonic  powers.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  these 
suggestions  must  have  been  offensive,  for  the  fraternal  relations  formerly 
existing  between  these  two  Grand  Lodges  have  come  to  an  end. 

A  prize  having  been  offered  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  from 
the  "  Pecters-Baertsoen  Fund,"  for  the  best  essay  on  the  **  Masonic  Idea 
and  its  Justification,"  the  work  of  Bro.  J.  G.  Findel  of  Leipzig,  was 
found  to  be  of  such  high  merit  that  he  was  entitled  to,  and  was  awarded 
the  remuneration  which  had  been  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

Aside  from  the  official  transactions,  the  Belgian  bulletin  also  con- 
tains extended  reports  from  the  constituent  Lodges.  These  reports  show 
an  unusual  activity  and  a  vivid  interest  in  everything  that  can  be  brought 
within  the  Masonic  sphere,  Their  foreign  correspondence  also  deserves 
and  is  entitled  to  meritorious  commendation. 

We  find  social  and  religious  matters  frequently  drawn  into  the  pre- 
cincts of  the  Masonic  "  Ateliers,"  a  fact  which  is  easily  explained  because 
the  Catholic  party  is  the  leading  one  in  this  kingdom  and  absolutely 
controls  the  actions  of  the  government.  For  this  reason,  the  Belgian 
liberals  are  found  in  the  Masonic  Lodges.  Here  the  opposition  has  its 
stronghold  from  which  it  attacks  clerical  intolerance.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  established  December  25,  1756  (some  say  1770). 
Its  jurisdiction  extends  over  93  Subordinate  Lodges,  53  being  domiciled  in 
Europe,  23  in  South  Africa,  and  17  in  other  colonies.  We  are  without 
sufficient  data  as  to  the  numerical  strength  of  this  Grand  Body,  but  con- 
sider our  last  year's  estimate  of  4,209  members  as  a  figure  not  very  much 
at  variance  with  actual  facts. 

We  have  been  favored  by  the  receipt  of  the  "  Bulletin  van  het  Neder- 
landsch  Groot-OoRten,"  the  25th  annual  edition  (1  volume),  the  official 
organ  of  the  Dutch  (irand  Body. 

It  appears  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Dutch  Freemasons  to  celebrate 
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the  150th  anniversary  of  their  National  Grand  Orient,  in  a  befitting 
manner,  in  1906.  It  is  proposed  to  commemorate  the  event  by  the  pablica- 
tion  of  a  historical  review  of  Dutch  Freemasonry  from  its  early  inception 
to  the  present  time.  There  is  also  the  idea  to  erect  a  memorial  building, 
the  external  architecture  and  interior  decorations  of  which  shall  furnish 
a  true  and  worthy  illustration  of  the  principles  and  high  aims  governing 
Freemasonry.  In  this  connection  we  might  mention  that  according  to  the 
article  published  in  the  "  Union  Fraternelle,"  the  foundation  of  the  Dutch 
Grand  Body  (consisting  of  Blue  Lodges)  took  place  in  1770  and  not  1758  as 
generally  stated,  and  that  therefore  the  celebration  of  the  150th  anniversary 
would  not  take  place  before  1920.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Dutch  Grand 
Master  announced  on  August  19, 1770,  that  the  then  Knglish Grand  Master, 
Duke  of  Beaufobt,  considered  the  Book  of  Constitution  of  the  United 
Netherlands  as  being  in  harmony  with  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of 
Knglish  Freemasonry,  whereupon  the  Dutch  Grand  Body  was  declared  free 
and  independent. 

The  Dutch  Grand  Master  has  transmitted  all  the  money  collected  in 
Holland  and  East  India  for  needy  brethren  in  South  Africa  (a  total  of 
about  10,000  florins),  to  Bro.  C.  Edwabd  Lewis,  Deputy  Grand  Master 
for  South  Africa,  in  Cape  Town,  directing  that  the  amount  be  distributed 
only  amongst  Dutch  Freemasons,  especially  as  the  aid  furnished  by  the 
(xrand  Lodge  of  England  had  been  applied  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of 
English  members  of  the  Craft. 

Following  the  example  set  by  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  "  Alpina,"  the 
local  Lodge  "  St.  Lodenijk,"  in  the  City  of  Nymwegen,  has  started  a  Ma- 
sonic information  office,  called  "  Maconnieke  Vereenigung  Voorlichting," 
for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  information  free  of  charge,  to  Dutch  brethren 
and  their  widows,  regarding  schools  (private  and  public),  educational  insti- 
tutions, and  families  willing  to  take  boys  or  girls  within  the  circle  of  their 
homes  for  board  and  tuition  or  as  apprentices  for  various  lines  of  business. 

While  in  most  jurisdictions  a  candidate  initiated  into  a  Lodge,  acquires 
in  consequence  membership  therein,  this  rule  does  not  necessarily  follow 
within  the  domain  of  the  Dutch  jurisdiction.  The  custom  in  Dutch  Lodges 
permits  the  reception  of  candidates  after  thorough  investigation  as  to  their 
fitness  to  become  members  of  the  Order,  but  such  candidates  do  not  be- 
come, necessarily,  regular  members  of  the  Lodge  in  which  they  receive  the 
first  Masonic  light.  The  new  brother  having  been  initiated  into  the  mys- 
teries of  the  Order,  receives  a  diploma  setting  forth  his  Masonic  studies, 
and  thus  fortified,  he  applies  to  any  Lodge  he  may  choose  for  regular  mem- 
l)ership.  He  is  then  again  balloted  for  by  such  Ix)dj?o.  and  the  result  of  the 
ballot  decides  his  acceptance  or  rejection.  This  custom  probably  originated 
from  the  fact  that  many  Dutchmen  devoted  themselves  to  services  in  the 
colonies;  they  first  became  members  of  the  Craft  in  their  Fatherland,  and 
afterwards  applied  to  the  Lodges  in  the  colonies  for  membership,  proving 
their  Masonic  afl^iliations  by  the  certificate  in  their  possession. 

A  very  satisfactory  statement  is  published  in  the  Dutch  bulletin  of  the 
largest  benevolent  fund  under  the  control  of  our  Dutch  brethren,  the  so- 
called  "  I^uisen-Stiftung  ";  it  shows  that  during  the  year  1900,  the  receipts 
amounted  to  14,018.92%  florins,  of  which  14,003.66  florins  were  spent  in 
accordance  with  the  charter. 
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In  many  other  directions  and  variouB  ways,  the  Dutch  Fraternity  has 
'  demonstrated  its  ability  to  cope  with  the  modem  problems  that  confront 
Masonic  labor,  and  their  substantial  work  will  surely  meet  with  the  suc- 
cess it  may  reasonably  expect. 

THE    GRAND   ORIENT    OF   ITALY,   AT  ROME 
(Palazzo  Giustiniani,  Primo  Piano).

This  Orient  was  founded  in  1803,  reconstructed  in  1861  and  1864,  and 
became  the  United  Supreme  Masonic  body  in  1867.  Its  jurisdiction  extends 
over  109  subordinate  Lodges,  of  which  38  are  located  in  foreign  countries, 
such  as  Roumania,  Tripoli,  Egypt,  South  Africa,  and  China.  The  Council 
of  the  Order,  which  constitutes  the  only  and  supreme  authority  for  all 
Masonic  systems  in  Italy,  consists  of  53  members,  of  which  35  are  elected 
by  the  general  assembly  and  18  are  appointed  by  the  Grand  Officers.  Ac- 
cording to  the  statutes  all  honorary  Grand  Masters  are  also  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  a  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Only  such  Masonic 
diplomas  as  are  issued  by  the  Council  are  recognized  as  legal. 

No  direct  communications  from  the  Italian  Grand  Body  have  been 
received,  but  clippings  from  current  Masonic  periodicals  may  interest  our 
i^eadcrs.  From  such  source  we  learn  that  the  Italian  Freemasons  have 
transmitted  to  the  society  for  the  prevention  and  possible  cure  of  tubercu- 
losis the  sum  of  1,000  francs.  The  Grand  Orient  has  also  started  a  charit- 
able fund  for  the  assistance  of  widows  and  orphans  of  Italian  soldiers  who 
lost  their  lives  during  the  Chinese  War. 

A  number  of  Italian  members  of  the  Fraternity  who  have  taken  up  their 
home  in  Johannesburg  have  recently  founded  there  a  Lodge  under  the 
name  of  "  L'Etoile  du  Sud,"  which  has  been  recognized  by  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Italy. 

The  English  Lodge  known  as  "Anglia,"  which  had  temporarily  stopped 
work,  recently  resumed  its  labors  in  Naples. 

M.'.  W.'.  Ernesto  Nathan,  Grand  Master,  was  last  summer  nomi- 
nated Royal  Senator  of  the  Kingdom  by  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Italj. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Adhiano  Lemmi,  lost  his  oldest  son,  Sylvano, 
through  death — a  comparatively  young  man  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  an 
active  worker  in  the  Masonic  ranks  of  his  country. 

A  still  more  prominent  Mason  entered  the  Eternal  East.  Francesco 
Crispi,  the  recognized  Italian  statesman,  finished  his  earthly  career  on 
12 
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August  11,  1901.  His  influence  upon  Masonic  affairs  was  at  no  time  rery 
strong,  and  he  rarely  participated  actively  in  Masonic  Councils.  On  one* 
occasion  the  Italian  Masons  even  went  so  far  as  to  request  his  withdrawal 
from  the  Fraternity  following  a  speech  of  his  in  the  Italian  Parliament, 
wherein  he  appeared  to  advocate  granting  certain  concessions  to  the  Catholic 
party.  M/.  W.\  Bbo.  Lemmi,  Grand  Master  at  that  time,  however,  over- 
came the  opposition  and  disciplined  the  rebellious  Lodges.  The  antagonism 
of  both  Bros.  Cbispi  and  Lemmi  however  could  not  be  subdued,  and  Bbo. 
Lemhi  was  finally  compelled  to  abdicate  the  highest  office  of  the  Order. 

On  the  dedication  of  the  Palazzo  Giustiniani  as  the  seat  of  the  Grand 
Orient,  an  event  which  took  place  on  April  21st  of  last  year,  Grand  Master 
Bbo.  Eb£^sto  Nathan,  delivered  an  address  before  a  large  assembly,  to 
which  also  profanes  were  admitted,  explaining  the  essence,  the  work,  and 
the  aims  of  Freemasonry.  He  defended  the  Fraternity  Against  all  the  un- 
just attacks  that  were  made  against  it  by  the  Catholic  clergy  and  other 
adversaries,  and  especially  resented  the  insinuation  that  Freemasonry  fa- 
vored Atheism  or  tried  to  influence  political  schemes.  In  short,  he  gave  an 
excellent  illustration  of  the  activity,  principles,  and  ideas  which  every  true 
member  of  the  Italian  Fraternity  was  called  upon  to  live  up  to.

The  treasurer's 
balance  sheet  shows  an  income  of  $773.76  against  expenditures  amounting 
to  1732.71,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $41.05. 

Permission  was  granted  to  the  Lodge  "  San  Juan  Bautista  "  to  work  in 
the  English  language. 

The  foundation  of  a  charity  fund  for  widows  and  orphans  of  brethren 
is  contemplated. 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  this  young  Orient  has  made  some  progress 
during  the  past  year;  progress  which  is  bound  to  be  more  pronounced, 
especially  if  our  Porto  Rican  brethren  live  up  to  their  excellent  motto 
**  Improbus  Labor  Omnia  Vincit."

We  have  been  favored  by  the  Cuban  Grand  Lodge  with  the  "  Anuario  " 
for  1900-1901.  It  contains  the  protocols  of  the  various  sessions  of  this  Grand 
Body,  which  took  place  June  24th,  August  26th,  September  23d,  and 
December  23,  1900,  also  January  18th,  March  24th,  and  March  31,  1901. 
According  to  the  latest  statistics,  the  jurisdiction  comprises  28  Lodges, 
with  a  total  membership  of  1,308  brethren.  The  "  Anuario  "  has  for  a 
frontispiece  a  well-executed  lithograph  of  the  present  Grand  Master,  and 
the  autograph  of  same. 

Two  new  funds  have  been  started:  One  for  the  erection  of  a  Masonic 
Temple,  amounting  now  to  $394.67,  and  the  other  as  a  reserve  fund,  footing 
up  $314.98.    The  total  assets  of  the  Cuban  Grand  Body  reach  almost  $2,000. 

As  we  predicted  in  our  previous  report,  the  settled  political  conditions 
on  the  Island  have  proved  favorable  to  the  development  of  Masonic  insti- 
tutions, and  irrespective  of  the  increase  in  membership  and  the  financial 
progress  which  the  Cuban  Grand  Lodge  has  established  during  the  past 
Masonic  year,  all  the  details  of  Masonic  life  as  evidenced  in  the  reports  of 
the  Cuban  Grand  Body,  prove  that  their  labors  have  not  been  in  vain,  and 
a  still  brighter  future,  to  add  to  the  fair  name  of  our  West  Indian  brethren.

This  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  in  1885  by  the  amalgamation  of  the 
Gran  Oriente  Argentino,  the  Grand  Logia  Simbolica,  and  the  Supremo 
Consejo.  It  comprises  about  23  Lodges,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
ascertain. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Nos.  5,  6,  7,  and  8  of  the 
"  Revista  Masonica/'  the  official  organ  of  the  Argentine  Grand  Lodge,  con- 
taining many  items  of  interest  regarding  the  progress  of  Masonic  work 
within  that  South  American  republic. 

The  Grand  Lodge  decided  to  buy  the  flags  of  every  counti^  in  which 
there  is  a  regular  Masonic  Grand  Body,  for  the  purpose  of  hoisting  the  same 
upon  appropriate  occasions.  It  has  also  introduced  new  diplomas  for  ^las* 
ter  Masons^  which  are  described  in  detail  'on  page  69  of  the  **  Kevista 
Masonica." 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  its  Master,  W.'.  Jorge  GtONZALEZ,  the  Buenos 
Aires  Lodge  ^'Armonia  "  has  decided  to  establish  a  public  library  in  con- 
nection with  the  school  which  already  exists  for  some  time  within  its 
Temple.  This  resolution  has  been  received  with  great  satisfaction  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Caballito,  as  schools  and  well-established  libraries  are  the 
best  means  to  antagonize  Catholic  influences  and  the  teachings  of  the 
Jesuits. 

The  former  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Dr.  Sebvardo  A.  Gallegos, 
has  taken  his  demit  and  severed  all  his  Masonic  afliUiations,  being  of  the 
opinion  that  his  position  as  a  police  judge  was  incompatible  with  member- 
ship in  the  Fraternity. 

The  foundation  of  a  German  or  rather  Germanic  Lodge  in  Rosario  has 
become  a  fact,  as  twenty-eight  brethren  who  were  formerly  members  of 
Buenos  Aires  I^odge  "  Teutonia  "  received  a  charter  and  started  work  under 
the  title  of  "  Libertes."

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Lodge  of  Costa  Kica  has  become  an  independent  jurisdiction,  and  it  affords 
us  pleasure  to  state  that  friendly  relations  have  been  established  between 
our  Grand  Lodge  and  this  newly  constituted  Grand  Body.
